UPON  the  death  of  pope  BenediSf,  the  toflege  of  cdrd f-  • .  jy. 
nals  was  divided  into  two  parties,  the  one  endea-  j  l^a^ 
Touring  to  chufe  a  pope  that  would  confirm  the  * 

afts  of  Boniface^  the  othef  intent  upon  having  one 
a  friend  to  the  king  of  France  and  the  Cdonna  family.  Each 
party  perfevered  fo  obftinately  in  their  purpofe,  that  the 
papal  fee  was  vacant  near  the  fpace  of  ten  months.  At  length 
they  agreed  that  the  one  party  flipuld  name  three  Frenchmen 
that  were  not  of  the  college,  one  of  whom  ftlould  be  chofea 
pope  by  the  other  party  within  forty  days  after.  According 
to  this  agreement,  the  party  averfe  to  the  king  of  France 
named  three  Frenchmen  who  were  known  to  be  his  enemies^ 
?hilip^  being  informed  of  the  nomination^  by  his  friends,  im« 
Inediately  fent  for  the  archbiftiop  of  Bourdeaux^  6ne  of  the 
candidates,  to  France,  who,  upon  ,his  arrival,  offered  to  agrctf 
to  the  terms  propofed  by  the  king,  on  cojadition  of  his  pro* 
Mod- Hist*  Vot- XXVL  B  curing 
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tunng  for  him  the  pontificate.    Philip  then  propofed  that 
he  (hould  give  a  fuUer  pardon  of  the  violence  committed 
^ainft  Ban^acf,  whofe  memory  he  ihould  condemn  ;  that 
he  flioiild  grant  him  the  ty the^  of  his  Idngdom  for  five  years, 
and  rcftorc  the  cardinals  of  the  Cobnna  family  to  their  for- 
mer dignity ;  which  articles  the  archbifhop  fwearing  to  per- 
form,, a  meffenger  was  difpatched  to  the  cardinals  at  Peru- 
7ht  arch'  g^f   ^ho  immediately  declared  the  archbifliop  pope,  and    I 
hifiop  of   lent  the  decree  of  his  eleftion  into  France,  intreating  him  to 
Bour-        h?dlcn  his  return  into  Italy.     Upon  receiving  the  decree  of 
dcaux  //    the  college,  he  affumed  the  name  of  Clement  V.^  and,  fend- 
gleSed       ing  for  the  cardinals  to  Lyons,  he  was  confer  rated  in  that 
fopcyand  ^ity  on  the  14th  of  November,  in  the  Drefence  of  the  king 
takei  the   ^£  France,  the  dukes  of  Britany,  Burgundy,  and  Lorrain, 
Clement  and  many  other  princes  (A).     Clement,  immediately  after  his 
the  fifth*    confecration,  reconciled  the  king  of  France  to  the  church  in 
the  fulled  manner;  and,  in  the  Ad-bent  following,  reftored 
the  ca.  dinals  of  the  Colonna  family,  and  made  a  promotion  of 
ten  others,  all  of  whom,  except  one,  were  Frenchmen  ^ 
Herevokis     The  following  year  he  revoked  the  bulls  of  Boniface  to 
/itf^«//rfl/* the  prejudice  of  the  king  of  France,  and  granted  him  the 
Boniface   tythes  of  his  kingdom  for  five  years.     About  the  fame  time 
mgainft  the^^  find  that  he  granted  the  tythes  for  two  years  to  the  king 
^H  ^       of  England,  tor  an  expedition  into  the  Holy  Land ;  and  after- 
A*^D  *     "w^^^^  ^^  VDsA^  the  fame  conceffion  in  favour  of  other  Chfif- 
1  «o6k    ^*^°  princes,  to  affift  them  againft  the  Moors  and  Turks,  and, 
in  general,  all  the  enemies  of  the  church.     Having  likewife 
created  the  bifliop  of  Durham  patriarch  of  Jerufalefn,  he  or- 
dered him  to  go  to  the  emperor,  and  the  kings  of  Hungary, 
Cyprus,  Bnd^rmenia,  to  implore  their  affiftance  in  recover- 
ing Palejiine  %  and,  as  he  thought  it  would  be  of  fervice  to 
the  affairs  of  Syria  that  Conftantinople  were  recovered  from 
the  Greeks,  he  defired  the  count  of  Valoris  to  invade  that 
enpipire,    and  not  only  amfted  him  with  fome  fupplies  of 
money,  but  likdwif^  prevailed  with  the  Venetians  to  enter

Clement,  being  likewife  defirous  of  quieting  the  trou-  Sends  a  ie^^ 
blcs  oihaly,  which  kingdom,  during  the  vacancy  of  the  pon-  j^ate  into 
tificate,  had  been  harrsSed  by  the  party  of  xh&Guelphsy  he  Italy,  /» 
fent  two  nuncios  to  the  Florentines  and  Luccefe^  who,  under  ^"^^*  *^^^ 
the  command  of  Robert,  eldeft  fon  to  the  king  of  Naples,  ^^f^^^^^  '« 
ivcre  befieging  the  Gibelines  in  Piftoria.     The  nuncios,  in  ^^^*  ^'^^* 
the  name  of  the  pope,  ordered  the  Guelphs  to  defift  from  the  ^*'* 
fiege,  but  their  remonftrances  had  no  effeft  upon  the  troops 
of  Florence  and  Lucca  ;  only  Robert  left  the  command  of  the 
army,  and  went^  to  congratulate  the  pope.     Clement,  being 
informed  of  the  obftinacy  of  Lucca  and  Florence,  appointed 
cardinal  Neapoleo  Urjini,  a  Roman  of  great  reputation,  as 
his  legate  over  all  Italy  and  the  adjacent  iflands,  with  a  moft 
ample  commiifion.   But  zs^Nedpoleo  (eemed  inclined  to  favour 
the  Gibelines,  and  the  Albi  or  Whites,  the  Florentines  refuled 
to  admit  him  into  their  city ;  and  he  was  expelled  from  io' 
hgna  with  the  hazard  of  his  life,  and  the  lofs  of  all  his  fur- 
niture and  baggage  ;  6n  which  account  he  not  only  laid  that 
city  under  a  fentence  of  excommunication  and  interdict,  but 
alfo  deprived  it  of  the  privilege  of  teaching,  whereupon  the 
g^teft  part  of  the  profelTors  went  and  fixed  their  refidence 
at  Padua  ™. 

Di^RiNG  thefe  tranfaftions  in  Italy,  Clement  went  with  his    A.  D* 
court  to  Bourdeaux^  where  he  fufpended  the  archbifliop  of   *3°7*i 
Canterhury,  who  wa$  accufed  by  the  king  of  raifing  diftiirb- 
ances  in  England,  while  he  himfelf  was  abfent  in  Flanders. 
After  refiding  feveral  months  at  Bourdeaux,  the  pope  wept       , 
to  Poidtiers,  to  reconcile  the  kings  of  France  and  England  \ 
and  as  Charles  of  Vatois  and  the  Venetians  v/ere  now  pre-  ffe  excom^ 
pared  for  attacking  the  empire  of  Conftantinople,  he  excom-  nrnnicates 
ttiumcated  the  emperor  Andrpnicus,  as  the  encourager  of  the  '^^  Grecfc 
Creek  fchifm  and  herefy.     Being  likewife  very  earned  to  re-  ^t^^* 
cover  the  Holy  Land,  he  publiflied  a  fevere  edift,  prohibit- 
ing the  Chrifttans  from  furnifhing  the  Saracens  with  arms 
or  military  ftores.     About  the  fame  time  frier  Haythonius,  a 
relation  of  the  king  of  Armenia,  coming  to  PoiSfiers,  Cle* 
ment  received  him  with  great  affe^ion ;.  and,  defiring  him 'to 
declare  bis  opinion  of  an  expedition  into  Syria,  he  difbted 
a  treatife  of  the  affairs  of  Armenia,  which  was  wrote  by 
Nicolas  Salco,  and  in  which  he  proved  that  then  was  the 
moft  proper  time  for  attacking  the  Saracens,  becaufe  thjp

weakened  by  the  king  of  xht' Tartars,  who  ftill  profefled 
Chriftianity,  and  offered  all  the  affiftance  in  his  power  againft 
the  infidels  «. 
He  creates      NOTWITHSTANDING  the  arguments  of  HaytlfrtiuSy  and 
hijhofs  in   the  intreaties  of  the  pope,  the  princes  of  Europe  could  not 
Gireat        ^g  prevailed  upon  to  engage  in  a  new  crufade.     Clenientj  ne- 
Tartary ;  yerthelefs,  being  informed  of  the  great  fuccefs  of  frier  John 
■  de  Monte  Corvirio,  who  eighteen  years  before  had  been  fent 

by  Nicolas  IV,  as  lejgate  into  Ethiopia,  India,  and  Tartary, 
he  ordered  feven  Francifcans  to  be  confecrated  bifhops,  and 
fent  into  Tartary,  that  thty  might  conlecrate  the  kgatfe 
archbiftiop  of  Cambalu,  in  the  kingdoi;n  of  Kathay,  and  con- 
tinue themfelvcs  in  that  kingdom  as  his  fufFragans.  He  like- 
wife  wrote  to  the  great  Khan,  exhorting  him  to  embrace  the 
ChrifUan  faith,  and  thanking  him  for  his  kindnefs  to  the 
profelytes  of  that  religion  o.  About  the  fame  time  he  re- 
ceived a  vifit  from  the  king  of  France,  who  intrfeated  him, 
according  to  his  oath,  to  condemn  the  memory  of  Boniface 
the  eighth,  and  to  order  his  bones  to  be  thrown  into  the 
fire,  as  thofe  of  a  heretic.  Clement  had  no  intention  of  ful- 
filling this  part  of  his  <5ath ;  but,  tha.t  he  might  not  give 
y  offence  to  the  king,  he  declared  to  him,  that  Boniface  could 
not  be  condemned  without  at  the  fame  time  annulling  the 
promotion  of  all  thofe  cardinals  that  had  been  made  by  him."^ 
Befides  that,  except  in  a  general  council,  a  pope  could  not 
be  lawfully  accufed  or  convifted,  he  therefore  would  fum- 
moft  one  for  that  purpofe  p. 
fupprifes  ^The.  king,  refting  fatisficd  with  this  anfwer,  tranfafted 
the  flrder  another  affair  with  the  pope,  which  at  that  time  made  a 
oftbi  .  great  noife  in  Europe.  This  was  the  extirpation  of  the 
umflars.  i^nights  templars,  who  were  accufed  of  horrid  impieties,  the 
difcovery  of  which  was  owing  to  one  of  their  order,  who 
was  imprifoned  at  Paris  for  fome  capital  offence.  He,  in. 
hopes  of  faving  his  life,  informed  the  king  of  the  wickedriefs 
authorized  and  praftifed  by  the  order  to  which  he  belonged  % 
and  Philip,  at  this  conference,  acquainting  the  pope  with  the 
4ifcovery  made  by  thet  crinvnal,  obtained  leave  from  his  ho* 
Mnefs  to  feize  upon  all  the  templars  in  his  kingdom,  who  were 
accordingly  apprehended  on  the  loth  oiO^ber,  orders  hav 
ing  been  fent  to  the  magiftrates  of  all  the  cities  to  be  ready

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*with  a  body,  of  troops  to  execute,  the  following  night,  aa 
.  order  contained  in  another  letter,  then  only  to  he  op^ied, 
Clement  in  the  mean  time  wrote  to  all  the  biftiaps  of  Chrlft- 
cndom,  ordering  them  to  make  inquifition  into  the  crimes 
of  which  the  templars  were  accufed,  informing  them  in  his 
letters,  that,  having  received  repeated  accufations  of  that 
order,  he  had  fent  for  a  knight  of  eminent  nobility  and  au- 
thority, who  had  fecretiy  confefled  upon  his  oath,  that,  upon 
receiving  any  one  into  their  order,  they  obliged  the  initiated 
perfon  to  fpit  upon  the  crofs,  and  to  deny  Chrift,  and  that 
many  oth^  horrid  crimes  were  allowed  of,  and  generally 
praftifed,  by  the  order.  Upwards  of  feventy  other  knights 
having  made  the  fame  voluntary  confeflion,  Clement  ordered 
the  pofleffions  of  all  the  templars  to  be  confifcated,  publifhed 
a  bull  for  the  fuppreiTion  of  the  order,  and  wrote  to  the  or- 
dinaries and  inquifitors  of  the  different  provinces  to  imprifoa 
the  templars,  and  to  make  inquifition  into  their  crimes.  He 
likewife  fent  two  cardinals  to  Axr/j,  who,  publifliing  the  buH 
ajgainft  the  ord^r,  condemned  thofe  templars,  who  had  made 
the  voluntary  confeflion^  to  be  burnt  by  a  flow  fire.  .  The 
criming  recanted  their  former  confeffions;  but  acknowleged 
themfelves  worthy  of  death,  becaufe  tbey  had  unjuftiy  ac- 
ciifed  the  order  of  crimes  of  which  they  were  innocent.  Se- 
veral authors  of  thofe  times  wrote  in  defence  of  the  order; 
^d  Baccace  alleges,  that  its  extirpation  was  owing  to  the 
^kvarice  of  the  king  of,  France^  who  coveted  the  rich  poflef- 
fiojis  the  templars  then  eiyoyed  in  France.  But  as  their  ex- 
tirpation extended  to,  all  Chriftendom,  and  their  pofleflions 
were  not  fecularifed,  there  is  no  ground  for  this  fufpicion  :  • 
Aor  is  it  probable  that  the  pope  would  have  confented  to  the 
fuppreflion  of  an  order  which  his  predeceflTors  had  honoured 
with  fo  many  pi"ivileges,  unlefs  the  evidence  of  their  crimes 
had  b^en  very  explicit  \  (B).     Abou.t  thj?  fame  time  Clement

1  ao8.      by  his  niephew,  Clement  was  informed  that  the  king  of  France 
He  is  foil'  intended  to  folicit  him  to  transfer  the  imperial  dignity  tq 
tited  to      France,  or  to .  procure  it  for  his  brother  Charles^  according 
transfer     to  the  intention  of  Boniface,     The  pope,  to  free  himfelf  froni 
the  empire  ^}jg  embarraffm^nt  of  either  difobliging  the  king  of  France^ 
t$  France.  ^^  offending  the  Germans y  by  the  advice  of  one  of  his  car- 
dinals fecretly  informed  the  eleftors  of  the  intentions  of  PA/- 
lip,  and  advifed  them  to  proceed  to  an  eleftion  without  de- 
lay, before  he  fiiould  have  time  to  negotiate  the  affair*    The 
eleftors  followed  his  advice ;  and,  according  to  his  recom- 
mendation, on  the  27  th  of  Novemiery  chofe  Henry  duke  qf 
Luxemburgh  for  emperor,  while  the  king  of  France,  was  on 
the  road  to  PoiHiers,  to  folicit  the  intereft  of  the  pope'. 
-   Clement  in  the  mean  time  propofing  to  remove  his  court  to 
Jvignon,  a  city  in  Provence,  under  the  dominion  of  th^  king 
of  Sicily,  he  allowed  his  attendants  then  to  difperfe,  but  or- 
dered them  to  aflemble  at  Avignon  about  the  naiddle  of  Ja- 
nuary, in  the  following  year.    ISoon  after  his  arrival  at  that 
city,  being  infordied  that  the  Venetians  had  taken  pofleflioq 
.      of  Ferrara,  a  city  belonging  to  the  church,  he  excommu- 
nicated  them  in  a  grand  procefTion,  deprived  them  of  all 
commerce  with  other  ftates,  and  granted  all  their  dominions 
•to  any  one  who  was  able  and  willing  to  feize  upon  th^pi  '• 
Pe  received  likewife  an  embaflfy  from  the  emperor,  defxring 
^he  confirmation  of  his  eleftion,  and  fwearing  fidelity  to  the 
apoftolic  fee.

ye^rs,  to  receive  the  hnperial  crown ;  and  as  a  mark  of  hisA«/'/^^ 
refpeft  for  Henry,  he'  fent  two  cardinals  xnXotGermany^  to  ac-^^'^'^  ^Z* 
company  him  in  that  journey.     The  Venetians,   notwich-  *^'  ^^  ^f 
ftanding  their  excommunication,  ftill  keeping  pofleiEon  of^     ?[^"** 
Ferraray  he  fent  his  relation,  Arnold  de  Pelagfia,  a  cardinal  ^^j^ 
.deacon  againft  tjiem,  with  an  army  of  French  crufaders,     j  309. 
who,  having  entered  into  an  alliance  with  Bologna,  Florence, 
and  the  cities  of  Lombardy,  defeated  the  Venetians  near  th« 
F<7,  and  recovered  the  city  of  Ferrara.     In  confideration  of 
the  affiftance  which  the  cities  of  Florence  and  Bologna  gave  to 
his  legate,  Clement  abfolved  them  from  the  fentenfe  of  e3C- 
communication  and  interdiA  which  had  been  denounced 
againft  them  by  Neapoleo  Urjini. 

About  the  fame  time  Charles  king  of  Naples  dying,  Cle- Gives  the 
msnt,  upon  receiving  the  homage  of  Robert,  the  king's  eldeft  in'veftiture 
furviving  foa,  crowned  him  king  of  both  Sicilies  at  Avignon,  ^Sicily 
on  the  8  th  of  September,  fetting  afide  Charabert,  the  king'^^®*^» 
of  Hungary,  who  pretended  to  the  crown  of  Sicily  in  right C.^"  ^ 
of  his'  father  Charles  Martel,  Robert*^  elder  brother.  Robert,  qwIcs  i 
upon  receiving  the  invefthure  of  his  father's  dominions,  de- 
claring his  defire  to  undertake  a  facred  expedition,  the  pope 
created  him  general  vicar  of  the  patrimony  of  the  church  ia 
Italy,   and  count  of  Romaniola;   he  likewife  remitted  the 
debt  which  his  father  had  contrafted  to  the  .apoftolic  fee  ' 
during  his  war  againft  the  Sicilians  ;  but  he  renewed  the  obr 
ligation  to  pay  the  annual  tribute  of  8060  ounces  of  gold, 
as  an  acknowlegement  of  his  fief  ^ 

Soon   after,  at  the  inftance  of  the  king  of  France;  he  anJannulf 
publiftied,  in  the  confiftory,  that  ail  perfons,  whohad  any^///&^rt^/ 
thin^  to  propofe  for  or  againft  the  late  pope  Boniface,  fhould  p/*  Boni« 
appear  at  Avignon  before  the  middle  of  Lent,  after  which  face 
time  no  aecuiation  would  be  heard.     Thi^  citation  being ff^'^'^ 
patted  up  in  public  places,  William  Nogaret,  who  had  feized^^'^y 
the  pope,  and  William  Pleffianus,  the  author  of  the  appeal  to  ^'^n' 
a  gcnen^l  council,  renewed  their  accufalions  againft  Boniface^      '     * 
whofe  charafter  was  defended  by  one  of  the  cardinals  with 
great  warmth.     The  accufation  of  Boniface  gave  offence  to 
feveral  Chriftian  princes,  particularly  to  the  kings  of  Cajlile 
and  Arragon,  who  fent  embafladors  to  the  pope,   defiring 
him  to  put  a  ftop  to  the  proceedings  againft  the  memory  of 
Boniface.     Befldes,  as  both  parties  appeared  at  the  confift- 
ory with  niunerous  attendants,  fome  tumult  was  apprehended. 
Element,  therefore,  prevailed  with  the  king  of  France  not

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to  infift  upon  the  prefent  trial,  but  to  refer  the  determinatioa 
of  the  whole  affair  t;o  the  pope  and  his  council  of  cardiaais  ; 
and,  having  received  a  letter  from  Philips  fignifying  his,con-» 
fentj  he  publifhed  a  biill,  nullifying  and  declaring  void  all 
that. had  been  tranfafted  betwixt  Boniface  2ind  the  king  of 
France  fincc  the  b^inning  of  the  century,  commanding  all 
writings  on  that  fubjeft  to  be  erafed  from  the  regifters  of  the 
Roman  fee,  and  to  be  expunged  from  all  books  and  tablets, 
prohibiting  any  one,  under  pain  of  excommunication,  from 
retaining  or  concealing  any  originals  or  copies  of  the  writings 
pn  that  fubjcft  "♦     From  the  general  pardon  granted  to  all 
perfons  concerned  in  the  late  difpute,  Clement  excepted  /Fi/- 
(iam  Nogarefy  Sciarra  Colonna^  the  citizens  of  Jnagni,  and 
thofe  who  were  concerned  in  plundering  the  treafure  of  the 
church.     He  likewife  declared  Boniface  a  catholic,  free  from 
all  herefy,  and  a  true  pope.     Soon  after,  upon  the  penitent 
iubmiffion  oiNogaret,  he.abfolved  him  from  all  cenfures  that 
Jie  had  incurred,  on  condition  that  he  fhould  tranfport  him-t. 
felf  for  life  with  arms  and  horfes  into  the  Holy  Land,  at  the 
firft  general  expedition  thither  ;  and  in  the  mean  time  fhould 
undertake  a  pilgrimage  to  St,  James  of  CompoJielUy  and  fe* 
veral  other  facred  places.  ,  About  the  fame  time  he  received 
an  embafTy  from  the  Venetians,  begging  an  abfolution  of  the 
(sjcclefiaflicai  cenfures,  and  offering  to  make  reparation  for 
the  damages  they  had  done  to  the  territories  of  the  church, 
Clement  delayed  granting  their  requeft ;  and,  being  refblved 
to  put  off  the  meeting  of  the  general  council^  which,  ac- 
cording to  the  citation,  was  to  aflcmble  in  OBober,  he  pub*** 
liihed  letters  ^ddrefled  to  all  the  prelates,  ordering  them  to 
afTemblc  the  following  year  at  Vienne  in  Dauphini,  on  the  ift 
Rhodes     of  Odiober  *".

The  empf-       AaoiTT  the  fame  time  the  emperor  Henry,  according  to 

for  enters  his  .agreement  with  the  pope,  apd  at  the  intre;ity  of  the  Gir 

I;aly  cu:uh  belines,  affemblcd  a  confiderable  ^rmy,  and  fet  out  for  Itdly* 

fn  army^   Upon  his  arrival  at  Ldufanne,  he  fent  commiflaries  to  the 

#S^  pope,  who  renewed  the  oath  of  fidelity,  and  confirmed,  in 

the  name  of  their  mafter,  the  dpnations  of  former  emperprs 

to  the  Roman  church.     I^rom  Laufanne  he  advanced,  in  the 

gioqth  of  Nqvemher^  to  Turinj  where  he  v/as  joined  by  the

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niilida  of  fcvcral  Italian  citieis,  particularly  of  Pavia^  Ver^ 
ceiliy  and  lafi,  the  chief  of  the  faftion  of  the  Guelphs^  who 
were  then  greatly  pleafcd  with  his  condiift,  as  he  refufed  to 
hearken  to  Tome  accofation  of  the  Gibellinesy  declaring  that 
he  had  no  party  in  Lombardy,  but  came  to  receive  homage 
for  the  whole.  The  Guelphs  likewife  then  advifed  him  not 
to.  reftore  any  of  the  exiles  till  after  his  coronation ;  but  he 
followed  the  advice  of  the  Germans,  and  reftored  the  Gibel" 
lines  at  Hiericuri,  AvJjii  having  heard  the  difpute  betwixt 
the  marquis  of  Saluzzo  and  Montferrat,  about  the  territory 
of  Montferraty  he  decided  in  favour'  of  the  latter,  which 
fentence  greatly  offended  the  GibeUines.  Henry  foon  .after 
marched  to  Milan,  where  he  kept  his  Chrifimas,  and  fur- 
prifed  the  Italians  with  his  moderation,  as  he  allowed  GuiJo 
Turriceno,  the  chief  of  the  Guelphs,  and  his  enemy,  ftill  to 
refide  in  the  common  palace.  A  few  days  after  he  con-  i^  crooned 
eluded  a  peace  between  him  and  the  family  of  the  Viconti ;  ^'  Milan, 
gnd,  on  the  6th  of  January,  receiving  the  iron  crown  from  " 

the  hands  of  the  archbifhop,  he  afterwards  reftored  many      *3^'» 
of  xheGuelph  and  Gibelline  exiles  in  feveral  citie^  of  Lorn-  '  ^ 

bardy.  This  calm  was  of  very  fhort  continuance ;  for,  a 
violent  fedition  arifing  in  Milan,  the  emperor  was  in  great 
hazard  of  his  life,  and,  with  great  difficulty  and  much  blood- 
.  ihed,  quelled  the  tumult.  Upon  the  news  of  this  fedition, 
the  faftion  of  the  Guelphs  openly  revolted  from  the  empe- 
ror, and  expelled  his  vicars  from  their  cities,  and  entered 
into  an  alliance  with  Robert  king  of  Sicily,  to  prevent  his 
journey  to  Rome  ^. 

Clement  in  the  mean  time  wrote  to  the  cities  of  Italy,  ^be pope 
to  receive  the  emperor  with  honour,  and  gave  a  commiffion  l^^l^sage^, 
to  five  cardinals  to  crown  him  at  Rome,  he  himfelf  being  ^^^^l 
engaged  to  attend  the  general  council  at  Vienne,     He  foon  y^""^!  ^^ 
after  went  thither  with  the  cardinals,  and  the  patriarchs  of  '    ,-.  " 
Alexandria  and  Antioch,  and  opened  the  council,  at  which 
were  prefent,  according  to  Villanius  and  Antoninus,  upwards 
of  300  archbifhops  and  bifliops,    though   others  fay  only 
114,  and  a  great  number  of  other  prelates  and  abbots.    1  he 
firftfe^on  was  held  on  the  i6th  of  OEiober,  and  it  was  then 
determined  that  a  crufade  fhould  be  preached  ^lU  over  Chrift-r 
endom.     The  king  of  France  was  prefent  at  the  feCond  fef- 
iion,  which  was  held  the  following  year  in  the  month  of 
AprU,  and  in  which  the  council  approved  of  the  fuppreffion 
of  the  order  of  templars,  and  agreed  that  all  their  poffeffions

At  the  third  feffion,  which  was  held 
pn  the  7  th  of  May ^  fevera>  canons  were  ordabed  againft  he- 
retics,  and  for  the  reformation  of  manners;    after  which 
Clement  difmifled  the  council  2^.  The  pope  likewife  confirmed 
the  decree  of  Gregory  X.  concerning  the  eleftion  of  a  biOiop 
of  Rome,  and,  at   the  folicitation  -  of  Raymtind  Lulfyy  who 
was  prefent  at  the  council,  he  ordained,  that  the  Hebrew^ 
j^rabicy  Chaldaie,  and  Greek  languages,  ihould  be  pubjidy 
taught   at   Paris,    Oxford^    Bologna^    and  Salamanca,    and 
where-ever  the  pope  ihould  keep  his  court ;  and  that  the 
books  in  thofe  languages  ftiould  be  faithfully  tranflated  into 
the  Latin  tongue. 
^  ne  empe-       Mean  while  the  emperor  Henry ,  notwithftanding  the  great 
ror  is         oppofuion  of  the  Guelphsy  and  Robert  king  of  Sicily  having 
€ro^mid     marched  with  his  army  to  Rome,  took  pqlleffion  of  part  of 
at  Rome,  the  city  on  the  north  fide  of  the  Tiber,  the  greateft    part 
being  ftill  in  pofTeffion  of  the  Guelphs,  headed  by  the  family 
of  the  Urfini,  and  fupported  by  John  prince  of  the  Morea, 
brother  of  the  king  of  Sicily.     As  the  oppofite  faction  werq 
in  pofTeffion  of  St*  Peter's  church,  the  emperor  made  feve- 
ral  attempts  to  expel  them,  but,  after  flcirmiftiing  in  vain  for 
two  months,  a  meflenger  was  fent  to  the  pope,  to  obtain  the 
confcnt  of  his  holinefs  to  the  performing  of  the  ceremony  in 
the  Later  an  church.     The  time  for  the  return  of  the  mef- 
fenger  being  elapfed,  and  the  tumults  ftill  increafing  in  the 
city,  the  cardinals  were  prevj^iled  upon,  by  the  intr^aties  of 
the  emperor,   to  perform  the  ceremony  without  waiting  for 
the  pope's  confent.     Accordingly,  on  the  ift  6f  Auguft  the 
three  cardinals  who  furvived,  having  received  a  new  oath  of 
fidelity  from  Henry,  conferred  upon  him  the  imperial  crown. 
Immediately  after  his  coronation,  the  emperor  fent- embaflkr 
dors  to  Frederic,  king  of  Trinacria  or  Sicily,  and  entered 
into  an  alliance  with  him  againft  Robert,  king  of  NapleSy^ 
whom  he  intended  to  have  attacked,  in  return  for  the  afiift- 
ance  that  he  had  given  to  the  faftion  of  the  Guelphs  in  Rome 
and  in  Tufcany.     But,  the  Germans  infifting  upon  returning

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into  rhdr  qwa  country,  he  marched  with  his  army  to  7i- 
voli,  from  whence  the  duke  of  Bavaria,  and  feveral  pobles^         ^  ^ 
with  their  troops,  fet  put  in  their  return  to  Germany.   Aft^r 
their  departure,  the  meflenger  arrived  from  the  pope,  Witlj- 
the  permifljon  to  crown  the  emperbri^  ^t  the  fame  time-order? 
}ng  anew  oath  to  be  taken  by  him,  and  hkewife  command- 
ing him  to  agree  to  a  truce  with  the  king  of  Naples  for  ^ 
year.    Henry  refufed  to  take  the  oath,  as  he  was  already 
'  p-Qwned ;  and,  by  the  advice  of  his  counfellors,  he  affirmed, 
that  the  pope,  neither  by  the  canon  or  civil  law,  had  any 
power  to  command  a  truce  betwixt  the  emperor  and  his  vaf* 
fal.    However,  from  his  regard  to  the  pope,  he  promife4, 
not  to  attack  the  king  of  Naples  for  a  twelvemonth  •,  and^ 
after  a  fecond  journey  tp  Rome,  to  quell  the  difturbances 
raifed  by  the  prince  of  J^iore^,  he  marched  with  his  army 
towards  Perugia,  and  from  thence  to  Florence,  the  territories 
of  which  city  he  ravaged  *. 

While  the  emperor  was  thus  punifliing  th^  perfidy  and  7he  fof$ 
ingratitude  of  the  Guelphs  in  Italy,  Clement  wrote  to  Fre-  grants  in* 
deric  kjng  of  Trinacria,  and  Philip  prince  of  Tarento,  de-  ^^1^/* 
firing  them  to  afSft  the  emperor  Jndfonicus  againft  the  Turks ^^  to  thoje 
and,  for  that  purpofe,  he  granted  them  the  tythes  of  all  ^^^^^^ 
die  ecclefiaftical  revenues  in  their  dominions :  to  all  thofe   ^^^ 
Bkewife  who  would  engage  in  that  war,  he  gratfted  the  fame  agaifrfi  the 
indulgences  as  the  crufaders  had  fornverly  enjoyed.     About  Turks, 
fhe  fanie  tinae,  being  informed  of  the  diffcnfions  betwixt  the   A.  D. 
king  and  the  barons  of  England,  he  fent  two  legated  into    i-JJS- 
that  kingdom  to.reconcile  the  contending  parties.     But  the 
.tiarons  refufing  to  receive  the  pope's  letter,  or  accept  of  their 
iBediation,  they  were  obliged  to  quit  the  kingdom.     Soon 
after  Clement  received  from  the  emperor  a  copy  pf  his  fen- 
tence  againft  the  lyng  of  Naples  ;  Henry  had  declared  him 
an  enen^y  of  the  empire,  and  guilty  of  treafon,  and.  there- 
fore deprived  him  of  all  authority,  and  abfolved  his  fubjefts 
from  their  allegiance.     This  proceeding  of  the  empefor  was 
not  agreeable  to  the  pope ;  however,  he  did  not  then  openly 
condemn  it,  but  declared  that  he  would  confider  of  the  af- 
fair.   Not  long  after,  the  great  preparations  of  the  emperor 
then  at  P^a^  and  oi  Frederic  of  Sicily,  equally  alarming 
the  kings  of  Naples  and  France,  Clement  was  prevailed  upon, 
by  the  folicitation  of  Philip  the  Fair,  to  publifti  a  bull,  pro- 
hibiting any  one,  under  pain  of  excommunication,  from  at- 
tacking the  kingdom  of  Naples  by  land  Or  by  fea,  under  any 
pretext.    However,   Henry,  being  privately  affured  by  the 
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pope  that  he  would  not  be  difpleafcd  at  his  conqu^  of, 
Naples f  he  continued  his  preparations,  and  marched  towards 
Thfi  tmp0^  Gaetaj  where  he  was  to  be  joined  by  Frederic ;  but,  being 
rordie$^  feized  with  a  violent  fever,  he  died  on  his  road  at  Bmcm- 
Bon'con-    vento^  and  was  buried  at  Pifa^,     Upon  the  death  of  the  em* 
¥cato,       peror,  Clement^   confidering   that  the  intended   e^^peditioa^ 
againft  iVo^&x  would  not  take  efFeft,  publiftied  a  bull,j  con-, 
demning  the  fehtence  of  the  emperor  againft  the  king,  of 
Sicily^    becaufe   that   kingdom  was  a   fief  of  the  apdflo- 
lic  fee,  and  Robert  had  been  condemned  in  his  abfence,  with-.' 
out  a  fair  trial  c.     He  likewife  created  Robert  vicar  of  the 
empire  in  Italy,  and  fenator  of  Rome ;  and,  being  informed 
that  Frederic  had  feized  Reggio,  he  exfcommunicated  all  thofc 
who,  fliould  attack  the  kingdom  of  Puglia.     About  the  fame 
time  he  fent  a  legate  to  Paris  about  the  affairs  of  the  Holy 
Land,  who  gave  the  crofs  to  the  kings  of  France,  England^ 
^nd  Navarre,*  and  to  many  other  nobles  then  affembled  in 
Clement   ^^^^  ^^^Y-     ^ocm  after,  being  feized  with  a  dyfcntery,    a;id 
dies  upon    fevcral  other  diftempers,  he  propofed  to  go  for  his  health  to

Boar.        lowing  year,  on  the  19th  of  April. 

deaux.  tJpoN  the  death  of  Clement,  a  diffenfion  arofe  among  the 

^'  ^*      cardinals  about  elefting  a  fucceflbr;  thofe  of  Guienne^  or 
j]}i'^'    Gafcony,  defiring^one  of  their  own  country  to*  be  chofea 
£        th    P^P^»  while  the  other  French  cardinals,  together  with  the 
conclave     ^^^^^^^^t  wanted  to  eleft  another.     After  the  conteft  hac^  . 
'    '    continued  feveral  months,  the  Gafcons,  to  oblige  the  other 
party  to  defift  from  their  oppofition,  fet  fire  to  the  conclave ; 
which  had  a  greater  effeft  than  they  intended,  and  burnt  a 
great  part  of  the  city.     This  calamity  obliging  them  to  fe- 
parate,'  they  difperfcd  themfelves  into  different  cities,  and 
delayed  aflembling  again  for  more  than  two  years,  notwith- 
ftanding  the  intreaties  of  feveral  princes  and  biOiops.    Mean 
while  hoftilities  ftill  continued  between  the  two  faftions  in 
Italy.     The  Pifans,  being  afraid  of  the  refentm^cnt  of  the 
GuelphSy  on  account  of  their  attachment  to  the  late  emperor, 
toot  into  their  pay  all. the  Germans  that  chofe  to  continue  in 
Tufcany,  and,  by  their  afliftance,  made  themfelves  mailers  of 
\he  rich  and  populous  city  of  Lucca,  wh^xo  they  feized  the 
treafure  of  the  Roman  chnvch,  to  the  value  of  one  million  of 
florins  of  gold  **,  which  was  depofited  there  in  a  monaftery,

.  moft  70  years  of  age,  defpifed  the  fcntence  of  excommuni- 
cation denouncedagainft  hiniby  the  archbifliop,  and  afluiHed 
the  title  of  pqnce  oi  Milan. 

About  this  period  the  feft  of  Lollards  began  to  appear  TX^y^^  #y 
in  Jujiria  and  the  neighbouring  countries,  taking  their  name  Lollards 
from  one  Walter  Lolhard,  whofe  doftrines  they  followed,  the  apfears  in 
chief  of  which  are  mentioned  by  SpondanuSy  namrfy.  That  Germany, 
mafs,  baptifm,  and  extreme  unftion,  are  ufelefs  ceremonies;  ^'  ^* 
^at   the  virgin  ^ary^  after  flie  was  a  mother,  was  not  a     *3'5* 
virgin ;  that  the  real  prcfcnce  in  the  facrameiy:  was  a  falf- 
hood  ;  that  it  was  lawful  to  eat  flefti  bn  any  day  ;  that  the 
Roman  church  was  not  the  church  of  Chrift  ;  that  the  merits 
and  interceffion  of  faints  ought  to  be  defpifed,  and  iikewife 
the  obfervation  of  holidays  and  canons  of  the<:hurch';  that 
perjury  was  no  fin;  that  the  devils  would  be  re-admitted 
into  heaven,  and  Michael  and  other  angels  thruft  down  to 
hell ;  that  God  did  not  punifti  any  crimes  that  were  com- 
mitted under  the  earth  ;  from  whence  they  are  accufed  of 
committing  all  manner  of  wickednefs  in  caverns  under- 
ground.    Thefe  and  feveral  other  fuch  tenets  they  are  faid 
to  have  profefled  with  fuch  obftinacy,  as  to  have  fufFercd 
death  rather  than  forfake  them  *.

By  this  bull  the  popej 
hoped  to  ruin  the  power  of  M^pheo  Viconti  at  Milan,  Canis 
Scaliger  at  Veronaj  Pajferini  Bonacoffi  at  Mantua,  and  other 
chiefs  of  the  Gibellines  in  other  places  of  Italy,  who,  in  their 
feveral  territories,  affumed  the  title  of  vicars  of  the  empire, 
and  generally  favoured  the  intereft  of  Lewis  duke  of  Bava- 
ria.    John  likewife  about  the  fame  time  erefted  feveral  new 
bi/hopricks  in  France,  by  dividing  feveral  diocefcs  ;  and,  at 
the  requeft  of  the  king  of  Arragon,  he  created  a  new  order 
of  knights^  under  the  title  of  St.  Mary  and  St.  George,  and 
conferred  upon  them  the  revenues  of  the  knights  templars 
in  Valentia.     This  fame  year  alfo  he  made  inquiry  into  the 
accufations  of  feveral  perfons  who  werefaid  to  have  confpired 
againft  his  life,  and  thofe  of  the  whole  cardinals.

Finding  himfelf  ^yith-Z^^^'JI^^ 
out  refource  froni  the  emperor  or  his  party,  he  refolved  to  ^'  ^' 
dirow  himieif  on  the  clemency  of  the  pope,  and  voluntarily    '33*- 
furrendered  to  the  archbifhop  of  Fifa  and  the  bifhop  of  Luc-, 
ca,  who,  having  received  a  commiifion  from  the  popC;  ab-* 
fdved  him  upon  his  abjuring  certain  articles  prefcribed  to 
him  by  his  holinefsi. 

DtJRiNG  thcfe  tranfedions  in  Itafyy  the  pope  was  greatly^ 
sdarmcd  at  Avignon  by  the  approach  of  WiUiam-  count  oip 
Hainault,  the  emperor's  father-in-law,  with  1800  horfe, 
who,  in  confequence  of  a  vow,  propofing  to  march  into 
Granada^gainlt  the  Moors,  was  defirous  of  receiving  the 
benediftion  of  the  pope.  John,  greatly  fitfpicious  that  the 
count  inteirded  to  do  him  an  injury,  fent  for  the  nobles  in

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the  neighbourhood,  armed  his  retipue,  and  prohibited  the 
count  from  entering  Provence^  under  pain  of  excommunia^ 
,  tion,  abfoiving  him  likewife  from  his  vow,   on  condition 
that  he  returned  home  «.    John^  however,  a  few  weeks  af- 
ter, received  a  vifit  from  the  king  of  France^  with  whom  he 
hadfome  fecret  conferences,  relating,  as  it  was  afterwards, 
known,  to  the  wars  in  Itafyy  and  to  an  expedition  into  the 
7he  iinr    ^^^^  ^^*  for  which  laft  purpofe  Philip  obtained  the  tythcs 
^FraoQ^  of  all  ecdefiaftical  revenues  in  his  kingdom.     About  the 
phtaitu  the  ^^^'^  ^^^  7^^^  received  an  embafly  from  Germany^  propofing, 
iytbis  cf    a  reconciliation  between  him  and  the  emperor,  who  offered 
aUthitc^  to  abandon  the  ancipope,  to  retraA  his  appeal,  annul  all. 
ilefialiieal  that  had  been  done  againft  the  holy  fee,  and  acknowlege 
rtn)inu€s    himfelf  juftly  exconununicated,   provided  the  pope  would 
^  ^''        acknowlege  him  as  emperor.     John  rejefted  thefe  generous 
ifugoom,    pr^'iinainaries  with  great  difdain ;  and,  in  his  letter  to  the 
king  of  Bohemia^  ordered  him  and  the  other  eleftors  to  pro- 
ceed to  a  new  eleftion.    About  the  fame  time  the  antipope 
,  arrived  vlX.  Avignon  from  Pi/a,  .and  appeared  in  a  public  con- 
fiftory  with  a  rope  about  his  neck,  begging  abfolution  from 
the  pope.    Having  publicly  made  a  long  confeflion  of  his 
crimes,  and  a  profeflion  of  faith  ^agreeable  to  the  tenets  pf. 
the  Roman  church,  John  confirmed  the  abfolution  which  he 
had  received  at  Pifa^  but  confined  him  as  an  honourable  pri- 
ibner  in  the  palace,  where  he  lived  three  years,  and,  at  his 
death,  was  buried  in  the  church  of  the  Fr and/cans  ».     The 
pope  likewife  this  year  fent  a  form  of  the  catholic  doftrine  to 
the  emperor  of  the  Tartars^  wrote  to  the  Armenians  to  con- 
tinue in  the  unity  of  the  Roman  church,  granted  a  great 
u  many  privileges  and  indulgences  to  the  Dominicans  and  Frart" 

ci/cans,  who  were  preaching  the  gofpel  among  the  infidels, 
.   and  ordered  the  inquifitors  of  the  faith  to  proceed  againft 
thofe  who  praftifed  magic,  or  other  unlawful  arts  ®. 
j^^  jy^         The  following  January  he  again  renewed  his  anathema 
j-\i^*     againft  Michael  de  Ce/ena  I  and  prohibited,  under  fevere  pe- 
nalties, Oakham,  Bonagratia,  ^nd  Thalheim  or  Chalbeimy{rot(\ 
obeying  him.     This. decree  of  the  pope  was  publifhed  in  all 
the  houfes  of  the  order  of  the  Franci/cans  by  the  general, 
who,  in  a  general  chapter  of  the  order  at  Perpignan,  con- 
firmed the  fentence  againfl  the  fchifmatics,  publifhed  two 
years  before  in  the  chapter  at  Paris ;  and  condemned  Ce-^ 
Jena,  Thalheint,  Francis  de  Efcuh,  Oakham,  and  Bonagratia^ 
to  perpetual  imprifonment,  on  account  of  their  contuniacy,

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ar^d  of  the  hcrcfies  which  they  publicly  taught  t.     Mean  The  king  . 
\vliile  the  king  of  Bohemia  haying  entered  Italy-  with  an  army  e/^Bohe- 
as  vicar  of  the  empire^  and  conquered  the  greateft  part  of  ™^*  ^^' 
Lombardyy  his  great  fuccefles  equally  alarqied  the  emperor  j^f^ij-  ^ 
and  the  faftion  of  the  Cuelphs.     Lewis y  being  informed  that  ^     ^^^' 
he  had  had  a  conference  with  the  pope's  legate,  was  apprehend 
five  left  he  fhould  be  prevailed  upon  by  the  pope  to  afpire  to 
the  empire;  while  d}e  Guelphs^  imagining  that  the  pope 
bad  fecretly  invited  the  king  into  Italy ^  and  connived  at  his 
conquefts,  entered  into  a  league  againft  him  and  the  legate, 
in  which  they  were  joined  by  the  CibellineSy  who  believed 
that  the  king  did  not  a6t  fo  much  to  ferve  the  emperor,  as       / 
to  aggrandize  his  own  family.     The  king,  of  Bohemia  hav-  , 
ing  returned  to  Germany ^  to.  repel  fome  enfemies  that  had 
invaded  Bohemia  in  his  abfence,  the  emperor  fent  two  of  his 
fecretaries,  as  embafladors  to  the  pope,  to  treat  of  a  reconci- 
liation wijth  the  holy  fee,  but  without  any  effeft.     Soon  af- 
ter, according  toTiVAini,  John  received  an  embafly  from  the 
king  of  France^  informing  him,  that  he  intended  to  under- 
take an  expedition  into  the  Holy  Land^  and  dcfirihg,  for  that 
purpofc,  the  tythes  of  all  Chriftendom  for  fix  years,  the 
right  of  conferring  all  ecclcfiaftical  benefices  in  his  kingdom, 
the  kingdom  of  Italy  for  his  brother  Charles,  and  the  title  of 
' Kii^  oi  JrlessiUdFienne  for  his  own  fon;  which  extrava- 
gant demands,  if  they  were  really  propofed,  were  made,  as 
Spondanus  obferves,  to  excufe  the  king  from  his  vow  ^. 
.    John,  ftill  intent  upon  oppofing  the  emperor,  wrote^  to  is folUiud 
;  the  king  of  Bohemia  and  the  duke  oi  Auftriay  exhorting  them  h  the  f  ope 
to  abandon  his  party.     His  folicitations  at  laft  prevailed  with  ^^  ^f^^^ 
the  duke  oi  Jufiria,  who  not  only  deferted  the  intereft  of '^^  ^^^'" 
the  emperor,  .but  acknowlegcd  hinafelf  the  vaffal  of  the  pope,  ^^^  p 
and  that  he  held  his  hereditary  dominions  of  the  holy  fee.    ,--2.' 
But  the  king  of  Bohemia,  hoping  that  the  great. confiifions 
in  Italy  would  influence  the  pope  to  hearken  to  an  accom- 
modation,^ went  to  Avignon,  and  folicited  him  in  behalf  of 
the  emperor.     John  remained  inflexible  to  all  the  folicitations ' 
of  the  king,  notwithftanding  Lewis,  at  the  intreaty  of  the 
king  of  France,  fent  another  embafly  to  him  to  treat  of 
^ace.     He  even  depofedgthe  bifliop  of  CaJleUo,  for  report- 
ing in   Germany,  that  the  emperor  was  reconciled  to  the 
holy  fee,  and  made  an  offer  of  the  empire  to  the  king  of 
Bohemia,  who  rejefied  that  propofitioUi  and  foon.  after  quitted 
Avignon.

**^''''  or  mifcrablc  till  after  the  reftirrcftion,  when  they*Ihall  havt 
^^  again  receiTed  theh*  bodies.     Though  this  opihton  Teemed 

A.  D.     ^^  **^^  \i^Ti  embraced  by  Jnjtiny  Irerutm^  Origen^  and  odber 
'333*     ^^^^^^  fathers  both  ^r^^*j  and  Latins,  yet  it  ridfed  a  great 
jnany  advcrfaries  againft  the  pope,  not  only  among  :th«  car- 
dinals and  prelates,  bnt  among  all  ranks  of  uien,  efpeeiaBy 
the  Dominicans,  feme  of  whom  were  fo  zealous  in  oppeSog 
it,  as  to  draw  punifhmcnts  upon  themfdves.   -But  many  of 
the  Franci/cans  declared '  for  the  opinion  of  die  pope  ;  and 
Gerard,  general  of  the  order,  preached  in  favour  ef  &tt 
doftrine  at  /Vim.    Ris  difconrfes  occafioned^^urbanees  in 
that  city;  and  the  king,  having  received  the  optnion  of  the 
doftors,  ordered  him  publidy  to  retraft  his  dcRirioc,  oWicr- 
wife  ht  would  be  burnt  as  a  heretic.    Philip  likewife  wrott 
to  the  pope,  fignifying  to  his  holinefs,  that  It  did  tiotbe« 
come  a  pope  to  propofe  doubtful  queftions^  but  rather  te 
Hfex'      decide  thofe  that  were  propbfed  by  others.     Jdhn  eKc\d&i 
plains  bis  htmfelf,  and  declared,  that  he  had  not  mentioned  that  ojm« 
ifpinion  in  nion' by  Way  of  aflertion,  but  as  a  probability,  and  a^fubjcSl 
a  catholic  of  difpute,  with  an  intention  to  hare  the  opinion  df  thf. 
/^fi»        teamed ;  and  had  therefore  ordered  the  cardinals,  prelates, 
and  doftors,  ifter  diligent  inquiry,  to  give  tiieir  judgment 
of  that  doftrine ''.    The  pope,  by  explaining  his  opifiioQ, 
and  declaring  that  he  never  intended  to  maintaki  a  dbftrine 
contraiy  to  the  catfaoli^  faith,  ftppped  the  clamour  that  was 
rjufed  againft  him.    However,  thefchifmatic:/rtf«r^a«j,'or 
Fratricelli,  continued  to  exclaim  againft  him  as  a  heretic,  not 
only  on  account  of  his  opinion  cpnceming  the  ftate  of  de- 
parted fouls,  but  likcwife  for  his  decreet  againft  their  tioc* 
trine  of  the  poverty  of  Chrift  and  Ixis  apofBes,  which 'they 
founded  on  that  declaration  of  our  Saviour,  'Htthat  does  not 
fell  all  that  hf  haSy  and  give  to  the  fow,  canncft  be  my  -dif* 
ciple. 
nikingof    Mean  ^hile  ^he  king  of  Bfihtma^hvAn'g  retum^ff  to 
Bohemia  holy,  joined  his  troops  to  thofe  commanded  by  the  legate  v 
^//jltaly.  but,  being  defeated  by  the  confederates  near  Ferrara,  he 
'  334«    thought  proper  to  evacuate  haly,  and  to  afbandon  all  his  con* 
quefts  in  hofnbardy.    The  pope,  being'Hkewifc  foon  after  in- 
fonttfed,  that  the  emperor,  fearing  to  tHe  out  xi  the  corfi'- 
munion  of  the  church,,  had  confented  to  refign  his  fceptref 
and  return  to  a.  private  ftation,  he  wrote  a  letter  to  him,  ^*

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hqrdflg  bim  to  put  fuch  a  laudable  defign  in  execution  ;  anil 
even  feat  two  legates  .to  Munich  to  receive  his  abdication, 
ordering  them,  in  cafe  of  his  refufal,  to  abfolve  the  princes 
and  barons  of  the  empire  from  their  oath  of  allegiance  to 
lewis.  The  legates,  upon  their  arrival  at  Munichy  were  not 
allowed  to  enter  upon  any  negotiatbn.;  which  fo  exafperate'd 
the  pope,  that  he  wrote  to  the  bifhops  of  Bremen,  Magde-  \ 

hrgh,  and  Cole^ne,  to  publifli  new  anathemas  agaihft  the 
emperor  and  his  adherents,  and  excited  feveral  princes  to  ra- 
vage his  hereditary  dominions*.     About  iht  fame  time  he 
commlffioned  the  archbifhop  of  Rouen  to  give  the  crofs  to 
the  king  of  France ^  and  to  the  kings  of  Navarre  and  Bohe' 
mia,  ^nd  to  many  other  nobles  who  were  then  at  Paris  \. 
Hie  emperor,  in  the  mean  time,  in  ordfr  to  oppdfe  the  de-  The  empe* 
iigns  of  the  pope,  refolved  to  conclude  a  peace  with  Robert  rorfro- 
ting  of  Naples^  a^d  to  call  a  general  council,  to  proceed  H^  ^ 
againft  John  as  a  heretic  ;  for  which, pur pofe  he  entered  into  ^^**^i^ 
a  fecr^t  negotiation  with  cardinal  NeapoleoctOrJini,  who  was  ^fT   T^ 
Tikewife  offended  with  the  pope,  becaiife,  contrary  to  his  pro-  JgA^jj^' 
Me,  he  had  refided  in/r/z/zr^u.  p^^ 

Before  the  emperor  could  execute  hk  defign,  bis  adver-  jQ[|n  ^^ 
iity  was  removed  by  death,  which  happened  to  him  oh  the  at  Avig- 
^th  of  December,  at  Avignon,  John,  being  fenfible  of  the  non. 
]great'fcandal  he  had  raifed  by  his  doftririe  of  the  ftate  of  de- 
Jiarted  fouls,  on  the  3d  of  December  fent  for  the  cardiriala 
inio'his  chamber,  and,  in  their  prefence,  revdked  his  opinion 
of  that  doftrine ;  and  fubmitted  all  queftions,  upon  which  he 
Tlid  eitjher  dlfcouffed  or  written,  to  the  determination'of  the 
churth  and  His  fucceflers.  Having  cpnfii'med  this  declaration 
"by  a'bull,  he  dieduhe  next  day,  leaving  behind  him  An  im- 
incnfe  treafure  ;,  Villani^  affirming,  upon  the  credit  of  his  bro- 
*flier,  who  was  riiercfiant  .to  the  pope,  -.and  informed  by  the 
officers  who  afiifted  at  Ihe  weighing  of  it,  that  it  .amounted 
in  mon^y  and  jeweb  to  2  5  millions  of  Horins  of  gold  *".  This 
Turn  is  greatly  leflened  by  other  authors  ;  but,  whatever  it 
was,  according  to  Villam,h&  acquired  it  by  referving  to  him- 
felf>che  conferring  of  benefices  through  all  Chrtftendom, 
under  pretence  of  prevcndng  iimony,  though  it  appears  that 
he  himfelf  did  notbeflowihein  for  nothing.  He  likewife 
referved  the  annates,  or  firft  year's  revenues,  of  all -new  col- 
lated benefices,  iR^hidi  were  very  numerous  during  his  portti- 
ficate,  as  he-generally  fupplicd  vacancies  by  tranfportiqg  .the

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incumbents  from  other  benefices.  He  is  alfo  faH  to  have 
infiituted  the  tribunal  of  the  twelve  chaplains  of  the  pope, 
called  Roia  Auditores^  which  was  to  determine  appeals  from 
all  the  parts  of  Chriftendbni  *  (F). 

A  FEW  days  after  the  death  of  John^  the  cardinals,  to  the 
dumber  of  24,  went  into  the  conclave  to  chufe  a  fucceflbr. 
They  divided,  as  ufusd,  into  parties  ;  and  cardinal  Colonna^ 
who  was  at  the  head  of  the  weakeft  faftion,  propofed  John 
Rainiurtd^  cardinal  biihop  of  Porid,  wfio  was  approved  of  by 
the  other  party,  on  condition  iiisLi  he  tvould  promife  not  to 
go  to  Rome.  As  he  refufed  to  agre^  to  this  condition,  fome 
df  the  conclave  carelefsly  propofed  James  Foiirnier,  a  Ci/ler'' 
tiari  monk,  and  the  lowed  of  the  ordei'  of  cardinalsy  who 
was  thereupon  inimediately  elected,  he  faimfelf  being  afio- 
niftied  at  their  choice,  arid  Calling  out,  that  they  had  chofen 
an  afs.  He  was  confccrated  on  the  ift  of  January^  and  took 
the  name  of  Benedid  Xll.  bellowing  upon  the  cardinals 
100,000  florins  of  gold,  afnci,  ^ccoirding  to  Ndiiclerus,  fend^^ 
ing  50,000  to  repair  the  churches  of  Rome  f.  He  immedi- 
ately feirt  letters  to  all  the  Chriftiaki  princes,  except  the  em- 
peror and  the  king  of  Sicify,  informing  them  of  his  eleva-^ 
tion.  He  likewife  denounced  an  anathema  againft  the  Fra^ 
tricelli ;  revoked  the  benefices  granted  by  his  predeceflbr,  if 
the  incumbents  were  not  in  peaceable  poileiiion  of  them ;  and 
referved  to  himfelf  the  bellowing  of  all  the  benefices  that 
became  vacant  at  his  court,  or  within  two  days  journey 
thereof.  About  the  fame  time  he  alfo  fent  Bertrand^  arch- 
\nOiofoi  Tverdon^  to  xh^  Romans ^  who  were  perfuaded  by 
him  to  govern  the  city  under  the  name  of  the  pope.  Being 
defirous  likewife  of  extirpating  herefies,  he  wrote  to  the

At  h^John  added  a  third  crown

own  territory.     The  emperor,  to  recover  his  autHcrlty  in  Hen- 
that  kiiigdom,  fent  an  embafly  to  the  pope,  to  treat  of  a  re-  ceivn  an 
condiiatioft  with  the  holy  fee  ;  but,  the  j5ope  iiififting  upou^^ 
the  emperor's  abdication,  nothing  was  efFefted.     Btnedi^^f*'^^  *^ 
howeVef,  not  having  the  fame  animoflty  to  Le'^^is  as  hi€  prede-  ^^P^^^* 
'^d!io\\  Was  ndt  dftive  in  raifing  enemifcs  againfl  him,  but** 
'contented  hlmfelf  with  the  formality  of  publiihing  the'fen- 
•tence  of  eXcomtauntcation  againft  him  and  his  adherents. 

The  following  year,  Benedi£l  having,  together  with  xiitpMi/hes  a 
cardinals  and  doftorS,  examined  the  opinion  of  his  prede-  bullet- 
ccflir  concerning  the  beatific  vifion,  publilhed  the  recanta- ^^''*{*^  ^'^ 
tion  oi  John^  with  a  commentary  of  his  own,  toeftabli(h  the  ^^'-^"^ 
tatholic  doftrine,  and'to  clear  the  reputation  of  his  prede- '^^j^  *'^ 
cclfot.'   He  therefore  declared,  that  the  fouls  of  thofe  who    , '  5]   ' 
die  free  from  guilt,  or  after  death  are  purged  from  their  fins,     •■     '   '^ 
and  lilcewife  the  fouls  of  children,    who,  having  received 
baptifm,  die  before  they  arrive  at  the  ufe  of  free-will,  im- 
mediately after  death,  or  the  purgation  above-mentioned,  , 
were  admitted  into  the  prefence  of  Cod  *.    A  few  weeks  ^^Mf# 
after,  the  cmbafladors  of  the  emperor  agmn  arrived  at  Avig^propofid 
Mftf  to  n^otiate  a  peace  with  the  pope,  having  full  power  ^'^w/>/ 
from  Lewis,  who  offered  to  revoke  all  that  he  had  done  ^^^  ^^^ 
againft  John  XXII.  to  annul  the  fentence  publiflied  by  Hen-^^^ ^'^t^' 
ry  VII.  and  himfelf  againft  Robert  king  of  Naples,  and  fe-''^* 
veral  other  articles  greatly  in  favour  of  the  fee  of  Rome.  As 
the  pope  gave  a  favourable  reception  to  the  embaffadors,  the 
emperor  foon  after  fent  others  with  further  conceffions.   But  but  iMth^ 
the  negotiation  was  prevented  from  coming  to  a  favourable  oa/  efft&^ 
concliifion  by  the  intrigues  of  the  kings  of  Tfaples^  ^ehemia, 
and  France,  which  laft  being  threatened  with  a  war  from 
the  king  of  Ehglatfd,  was  afraid  left  the  emperor,  after  his 
reconciliation  with  the  holy  fee,  fhould  give  a/Iiftancc.to  Ed- 
^ard  III.  his  brother-in-law.     The  king  .f  Bohemia,  who 
the  year  before  had  contrafted  all  alliance  with  France,  was 
intirely  in  the  intereft  of  Philip ;  and  therefore  wrote  to  the 
pope,  that  he,  with  the  aflifthnce  of  fome'other  nobles,  pro- 
pofed  to  eleft  another  king  of  the  Romans,     The  intereft  of 
thofe  princes  with  the  cardinals  being  fupcrior  to  that  of 
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ih<  emperor,  the  aegotiation  was>  broke  0^^,  and  the  embaf- 
fadors of  the  emperor  returned. to  6^rrm^«j/*.-.    Th^  pope, 
being  at  this  time  deflrous  to  prevent  a  war  betwixt  the 
kings  of  France  and  England^  wrote  to  the  emperor,  to  turn 
him  from  his  alliance  with  Edward ;  but  being  likewifc  of- 
fended with  the  king  of  France,  for  negleftiag  his  expedi- 
tion into  the  Holy  Land,  he  revoked  the  grapt  of  the  tythes 
j^^  j)^    which  Philiji  had  obtained  from  his  prede,^e(Ibr,     Be  alfo

Th'pope        Ashoftilities  had  already  commenced  betwixt /r^wc^  .and 
india- ' '     England  in  Gafcony  and  Xaintonge,  and  the  emperorj   toge- 
n;ours  in     ther  with  the  German  princes,  had  entered  into  a  league  with 
n;ain  to      Edward  at  Cologne^  the  pope  endeavoured  to  put  a  flop  to 
reconcile     the  further  progrefs  of  the  war,  and  fent  two  legates  into 
the  kings  of  frariceTiTiA  England,  to  treat  of  an' accommodation.     The 
^^"i?^      legates  were  received  .with  great  reflpeft  at  Paris  \  but  Ed- 
anS    ng-  ^^^^^  ^ould  not  allow  them  to  enter  England,  but  fent  de- 
puties to  treat  with  them  on  the  continent,   \yhere,  after  fe- 
veral  conferences,    nothing  was  concluded  on.      BenediB, 
finding  the  king  of  England  inflexible,  wrot«  to  the  empe- 
roiv  exhorting  him  not  to  engage  in  the  war  agaiaft  France. 
Bxxt.Lewis  not  returning  a  favourable  anfwer  to  this  letter, 
the  pope  wrote  to  all  the  faithful,  prohibiting  them  from 
t  entering  into  alliance  with  Lewis.     Soon  after  he  received  j 

an  embafly  from  the  king  of  England,  who  defired  leave  to  i 
enter  into  an  alliance  with  the  emperor ;  but  Penedidl  refufed 
to  give  his  confent,  and,  not  being  certain  that  the  league  ! 
was  already  concluded,  he  pcohibited  him  from  entering  in-  ' 
to.  any.  treaty  with  the  enemy  of  the  church.     Lewis^  how- 
.,ever,  being  refolved  to  break  with  the  king  of  France,  wrote 
to  the  pope,  complaining  of  that  prince  for  having  feized 
fevefal  fiefs  of  the  empire,  and  defiring  the  afliftance  of  his 
liolinefs  in  obliging  Pi&///^  to  reftore  what  he  had  ufurped. 
Benedi6l  returned   no  anfwer  to  Lewis,   but  informed  the

he  Ihoidd  abfolve  the  emperor  without  his  confent.  ^^^^totheem^ 
cmbaffadors  returning  without  obtaining  their  purpofe,  the^^^r, 
German  princes,  in  defence  of  thieir  own  privileges,  in  a  diet     A.  D. 
at  FranJ^ori,  publifhed  a  perpetual  edift,  declaring,  that      ijjS* 
whoever  was  eledled  king  of  the  Romans  by  the  majority  of 
the  eleftors,  was  thereby  real  king  or  emperor  of  the  Ro- 
Wiansy  and  did  not  need  the  confent  or  the  approbation  qf 
the  pope  ;  aad  whoever  dareH  to  oppofe  that  decree,  fliould 
be  accounted,  guilty  of  treafon.    A  copy  of  this  decree  was 
fent  to  the  pope,  who,  according  to  the  relatibn  of  Dr.  y/A 
bert  of  Strajhurgh,  the  meflenger,  feemed  not  to  be  greatly 
offended,  but  feat  a  nuncio  to  the  enipcror,  defirlng  him  to 
fend  embafladors  to  Avignon,  to  treat  of  an  accommodation 
with  the  hoty  fee  ^.    About  the  fame  time  Beriedidl  being  in- 
formed thac  the  king  of^Engiand  had  aflumed  the  title  of  vi- 
car of  the  empire,  and  was  about  to  march  into  France  with 
a  powerful  army,,  threatened  him  with  excommunication  if 
lie  did  not  refigii  that  title.   Soon  after,  hearing  diat  the  Eng^

that  the  chief  cities  of  tl^e  empire  poflefled  by  the  Turks  ^//^j^f. 
fliould  be  recovered  by  the  Latins  from  the  infidels,  and  re-  L^  . 
ftored  to  theC^r^^^j;  and  a  general  council  (hould  be  ap-     i^^j, 
pointed,  where  the  Greeks  might  have  liberty  to  defend  the 
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doftrine  of  the  procelBon  of  the  Holy  Spirit.     Benedid  an- 
fwered,  that,  if  the  C?r^^*x  would  agree  lo  the' unioto,  the 
princes  of  the  weft  would  then  give  their  affiftance  againft 
the  Turki.    He  then  difmifled  the  ^mbafladors,  bccaufe  they 
declared,  that  they  had  no  commiiEon  from  the  patriarch  or 
^  bifliops,  but  were  only  fent  privately  by  the  emperor.  Mean

iofiveral  for  50,000  florins  of  gold,  and  a  yearly  tribute  of  1 0,000 «. 
luthles  in    Jfis  example  was  imiuted  by  the  other  princes  in  Lombar^y 
tombar-  ^ho^  b^ing  reconciled  to  the  pope,'  acknowlcged  the  empire

AfiotJT  the  fame  time  BenediEl  being  informed  that  Mar-

cotemporary,   calls  a  moft  learned  pope  J>.     Peter^  having.^^-^* 
aflbmed  the  name  of  Clement  VI.  was  confecrated  in  die 
church  of  the  bonunicqm^  on  the  feaft  of  WU$funtide ;  and 
fdon  after  received  an  embfifly  from  the  Romans,  intr^ting 
him  tQ  pom^  to  Rom^t  ^nd  to  appoint  the  celebration  of  the' 
jnbilee  for  the  middle  of  the  century  (G).

(addrs  to  pope  Clement ^  to  invite  turn  to  Rome^  and  having 
received  a  denial  from  his  holinefs,  upon  his  return  he  af^ 
fembled  the  Romans  in  the  capitoi,  and  made  a  long  and 
warm  difcourfe  to  them,  of  the  deplorable  ftate  of  their  city, 
and  the  jiappihefj  of  'their  antient  liberty.    His  words  had 
fiich  an  efieA  on  the  people,  that  they  unanimoufly  declared 
him  tribune  of"  the  people,  and  conferred  upon  him  the  fu- 
preme power.    JEte  itnniediately  degraded  the  fenatorsap- 
jwinted  by  the  pope ;  order^  fcyeral  of  the  nobility,  con- 
viftei  of  oppreflion,  to  be  put  to  death  ;  and  baniihed  thf 
Orfiniy'tht  Colonnay  and'  many  bthe^' ijpble  families.     Har* 
iiig  eftabliflied  his  authority  "by  the  attachment  of  the  people, 
and  made  himfelf  refp^^d  by  his  regard  to  juftjce,  he  lent 
fetters  to  all  the  cities  of  Italy ^  informing  them  of  the  11* 
bcrty  of  the  Romans ^  aAd  defiring  theih  to  give  their  affift- 
ance  to  their  mother  city.    His  meffeiigers  were  every-wherc 
heated  with  jgreat  r^pe£l; ;  and  feveral  of  ^e  cities,  coi^ 
eluding  that  the  komans  were  about  to  recover  their  antient 
grandeur,  proniifed  their  iafliftance,  and  fent  gblden  rings  as 
tokens  of  ^heir  fidelity.     Not  only  the  Aalidn  cities,  but 
even  foreign  princes,  fought  his  alliance ;  he  received  a.n  em- 
baily  with  an  ofler  of  friendfliip  from  Lewis  king  of  Hun" 
garjf  who  was  pteparing  to  enter  Italy  with  ari'  army,  to 
revenge  the.murderof  his  brother  the  king  oi  Naples.  About 
the  fame  time  embafladors  arrived  fix)m  Jean  quisen  of  \ASi- 
jM?j,  defiring  his  mediation  with  the  king  of  Hungary.    The 
tribune  likewife  Received  an  embafly  from  the  emperor  Levjts, 
afldng  his  friendfhlp ;  and  Clement  wrote  to  him  frona  Jvigr 
iion,  commending  his  proceedings,  and  exhorting  him  to  go- 
vern Rome  in  his  name. 

This  grandeur  was  of  very  fliort  continuance ;  for  Ni* 
colas,  being  intoxicated  with  his  authority,  difdained  to  have 
any  dependence,  upon  the  pope,  and  refolved  to  be  abfqlttte 
inafter  in  Rome-  Accordingly,  being  defirous  of  the  dig- 
ifity'of  knighthood,  he  bathed  himfelf  in  the  font  in  which 
Conjidntine  'the  Great  had  formerly  been  baptized,  and  then 
received  His  arms  from  the  fyndlc  of  Rcmie  and  two  knights 
before  the  altar  of  Su  Peter ;  at  the  lame  time  being  crowned 
with  the  differeni  frowns,  he  affunied  the  title  oi  Candidate 
knight  of  the  Holy  Ghoji,  fevere  and  merciful^  deliverer  of 
Rome,  ajferter  of  the  liberties  of  Itzly,  lover  of  the  univerfe^ 
and  auguft  tribune*  He  likewife  publifhed  a  letter,  declaring 
Rome  thp  head  of  the 'world ;  and  cited  Lrwts  and  Charles 
6i  Bohemia^  Vyith  the  other  clefliors,  to  appear  at  Rome,  tQ 
juftify  the  rights  and  privileges  which  they  aflumed.  Thefq

Thefe .  proceedings  againft  the 
court  of  Rame^  according  to  Nauclerus,  were  owing  to  the 
irefentment  of  Edward,  who  was  affironced  becaufe  the  pope 
had  refufed  to  confer  the  dignity  of  cardinal  upon  one  that 
he  had  recpmmended,  though  die  year  before  he  had  pro- 
mpted twelve  cardinals  at  the  requcft  of  the  king  of  France^; 
.   and  Ifarpsfield,  in  his  hiftory  of  the  Englifb  church,  relates, 
that  the  aft  was  foon  after  rendered  ineffeftual  by  the  oppo- 
fidon  of  the  legates  and  the  archbifliop  of  CdnUrbury^. 

At  this  time,  according  xo  Matthew  Fillani^  great  dif- 
turbances  happened  at  Romcy  in  confequence  of  the  wealth 
the  Romans  had  acquired  the  year  before  by  the  concourfe 
of  foreigners.

At  the  fame  time  Mgidhts  the  l^ate  hav- 
ing recovered  by  arms  almoft  all  the  patrimony  of  the  chnrch, 
I       ,         except  Forli  and  Taenza^  which  were  held  by  Francis  Ordelrf-' 
fus  and  John  and  Richard  Manfred^  he  ordered  thiem  and 
their  adherents  to  be  excommunicated,  and  condemned  as « 
heretics,  publifliing  a  cruifedc  agdnft  them,  with  the  fame 
indulgences  as  were  given  to  tfaofe  who  fought  againA  the* 
^racens.     Having  by  this  means  greatlyancreafed  his  army^ 
he  foon  obliged  the  two  Manfreas  to  furrender  ;  but  Ordi-* 
laffus  ftill  refufed  to  fubmit,  and,  in  contempt  of  his  fulmi^ 
nations,  made  efSgies  of  th6  pope  and  cardinals,  whom  he 
excommunicated ;  and,  having  apprehended  fome  of  the  cru- 
faders,  he  imprinted  the  figure  of  a  crofs  with  a  red-Kot 
iron^  upon  the  foles  of  their  fei^t.     He  was  encouraged  in; 
his  dp'J)ofition  by  the  Viconti^  who  were  jealous  of  the  grow-^

Their  troops  at  the  feme  titne  ravaging 
their  neighbouring  ftates,  feveral  cities  of  Lombardy  entered 
into  a  league  againft  them,    and  took  into  their  pay  the 
grand  company  of  Lando,  who,  having  received  a  largo  fum 
from  the  king  of  Naples,  had  quitted  that  kingdom,  and 
were  then  ravaging  the  territory  of  Ravenna.    I'he  emperor 
alfo,  being  defirous  of  humbling  the  Viconti,  had  left  the 
bifliop  of  Augufia  at  Pi/a,  with  a  fecret  commiffion,  as  hi& 
vicar  in  Italy,  ordering  him  not  to  aftunlefs  he  fawa  pro- 
bability of  fuccefs.    The  bifiiop,  who  had  a  great  reputatioh 
in  military  affairs,  thought  proper  at  this  time  to  pid>li(h 
his  comiiiif&on  ;  and,  being  appointed  general  of  the  grand 
company,  and  the  other  troops  of  the  confederates,  he  fum-i 
iponed  the  V\conii  to  anfwer  for  the  many  outrages  they  had 
committed  againft  th§  empire  and  th^  church.     They  dc* 
fpifing  his  citation,  h^  advan^d  wth  his  troops,  and  ra- 
vaged the  territory  of  Milan;  but,  being  (urprifed  by  the 
Viconti,  he  was,  after  a  defperate  engagement,  intirely  de-» 
feated,  and  taken  prifonerj  together  with  Lando,  and  feveral 
Other  cbicf  ofHceips  •.

The*  pope,  ia  the  mean  dnie,  bdng  iriformed  that  Peter 
king  of  Cqftile  bad  feized  the  revenues  of  cardinal  JEgidiiis  in 
his  kingdom,  from  a  perfuafion  that  that  prelate  had  been 
the  chief  advifer  of  the  ecdefiaftlcal  cenfures  that  had  been  ^ 

denounced  agaioft  him,  Innocent  reprehended  the  king  for 
his  proceeding,  and  declared,  that,  as  the  cardinals  were, 
employed  together  with  tbp  pope  in  governing  the  univerfal 
church,  they  ought  to  be  reputed  as  refiding  upon  theii"  be- 
nefices »*     As  P^/<?r  was  likewife  at  war  with  the  king  of  A- D# 
Arragon^  and  they  had  both  caHed  in  the  Mtxrs  to  their   >3S7* 
tfliftance.  Innocent  fent  a  cardinal  as  his  legate  into  Spaini 
who  concluded  a  truce  betwixt  the  two  klags  for  fifteen     .

prieft,  who,  in  imitation  of  the  grand  company  in  Italy ,  ra* 
vaged  the  fonthern^  part$  of  France.,  and  raifed  contribu* 
tions  upon  the  people.

The  pope, 
finding  himfelf  ftUl  too  weak  to  oppofe  his  arnis,  again  foii* 
.  cited  the  emperor  to  intereft  himfelf  in  the  affairs  of  Iteiff 
in  behalf  of  the  churcli ;  while  his  legate  Mgidius  went  over^ 
into  Hungary t    to  procure  aififtance  from  that  kingdom. 
.    Charles y  at  the  fblicitation  of  the  pope,  publiflaed  animpc*- 
rial  edift,  ordering  Bernabo  to  defift  firom  hoftilities,  undct 
pain  of  being  deprived  of  all  the  dignities  he  had  received 
from  the  empire.    But  as  this  edift  was  not  fupported  bj 
any  troops,  it  was  defpiied  by  Bernabo  \  however,  Gakot 
Malatefta^  foon  after,  having  entered  J?o/<9^n/t  with  a  ftrong 
reinforcement^  made  a  fucce&ful  fally  againft  the  enemy,  and 
obliged  him  to  raife  the  fiege. 
(inAt  During  thefe  difturbances  in  Lombardy,  the  dty  of  .Rflw^ 

commotions  was  again  divided  into  faflions,  occafioned  by  the  fickleoeis 
in  Rome,  and  inftability  of  the  people  in  the  change  of  fenators,  who 
were  neither  contented  with  nobles  nor  plebeians  ia  that  di^« 
nity.  To  put  an  end  to  thofe  divifions,  the  pope  ordered 
his  legate  to  appoint  a  ftranger  as  their  ienator ;  accor4ingil 
that  digmty  was  conferred  for  fix  months  on  Raimund  ol 
Siena,  The  Romans  were  quickly  difgufted  with  this  i(X^ 
of  government^  and  chofe  for  themfelves  feven  reformers  of 
the  commonwealth ;  but  the  popd,  difapproving  ^f  theff 
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plrcxreeding/ appointed  the  king  of  Cyprus  as  their  fenator, 
'vrho  had  come  into  Europe  to  demand  alHftance  againft  the 
Tiirks*    The  king  dying  foon  after,  the  blftiop  of  Fi?rwo  was- 
appointed  reftor  of  Rmie,  and  the  count  of  Fondi  was  or-* 
dered  to  quell  the  feditious  by  arms  **.     Mean  while  the: 
Idngdotn  of  France  being  ravaged  by  great  troops  of  rob-' 
bees,  who  plundered  the  provinces  under  different  leaders. 
Innocent y  being  apprehenfive  1^  they  ftiould  attack  Avignon^        '    • 
ordered  a  crufade   to  be  preached  againft  them,   and  ap- 
pointed the  bi(hop  of  Ofiia.  as  general  of  the  crafcders*. 
The  following  year  the  plague  again  appeared  in  feveral 
places  in  Europe^  and  in  Egypt  and  Syria.    In  Milan  it  raged* 
vrith  great  ^olence,  and,  according  16  Villafti,  it  carried  off 
1 1  cardinals  and  a  great  number  of  people  at  Avignm  < 
Innocent  himfelf  did  not  long  furvive,  but  died  the  next  ^^^Jwceiit 
year,  on  the  1 3th  of  September.     A  few  months  before  his  ^',  ^ 
death,  the  Ronians  having  revolted  againft  their  governor, -^j^'S^"** 
and  chofen  one  Leliiis  Bonadota^  a  (hoemaker,  as  their  fena-    i^gaJ 
tor,  he,  by  the  affiftanceof  the  people,  expelled  the  greatcft     ^    '    ^ 
part  of  the  nobility  and  gentlemen  from  the  city.     But,  as 
the  exiles  aflembled  an  army  to  revenge  themfelves  on  the  op- 
pofite  faftion,  the  Romans  again  fubmitted  to  th^  pope,  on^ 
condition  that  cardinal  JEgu&us  fliould  not  have  any  autho-    . 
rity  over  them  «  (L). 

A  FEW  dalys  after  the  death  of  Innocent^  the  cardinals,  to 
the  number  of  twenty,  entered  the  conclave,  to  chufe  a  fuc- 
ceflbr.    Fifteen  of  them  gave  their  votes  for  a  cardinal  o£ 
the  order  of  St.  Benediif ;  but  he  refufing  to  accept  of  the 
pontificate,  the,  cardinals,   on  the  28th  of  OSiober,  unani-  Urbany^ 
moufly  chofe  JVilliam  Grimoaldiy  a  Benedictine^  and  abbot  of"  '/f^«i 
St.  FiSfor,  of  Adarfeilks.    As  the  abbot  was  then,abfent  inP^t^' 
Italy,  the  cardinals  wote  to  him  to  come  immediately  to

The  princes  retiring  from  Avignon  to  their  different  do- 
minions. Urban  foon  aiter  publiflied  a  bull,  ordering  all  the 
patriarchs,  archbiihops,  and  biibops,  in  Chriftendom,  to 
hold  provincial  councils  for  reftoring  eccleiiaftical  difciplioei 
and,  for  that  purpo&,  ordered  all  prelates,  under  pain  c£ 
excommunication,  to  refide  in  their  proper  diocefes,  and  to 
apply  themfelves  diligently,  to  thp  paftoral  charge.  He  ltke< 
wife  prohibited  any  ecclefiaftic  from  joining  in  marrh^  £d* 
mund  the  fon  of  the  king  of  England,  with  Margaret  the 
heirefs  of  Flanders,,  although  {he  h^d  been  betrothed  to  him 
by  her  father.  This  prohibition  was  owing  to  the  pope's 
f^ttachment  to  his  native  kingdom  ;  for  he  foon  after  grani^ed 
a  difpenfation  for  the  marriage  of  the  heirefs  with  the  duke 
of  Burgundy^  brother  of  the  king  of  France^.    About  the

tetter  was  carried  by  the  count  of  Savoy,  who  bdieged  • 
VAtma,  the  capital  of  Bulgaria,  where  the  emperor  was  im- 
prifoned,  and  took  Gallipoli  by  aflault.     The  emperor,  hav- 
ing recovered  his  liberty,  went  to  the  king  of  Hungary  at 
Buda,  to  whom  he  promifed  with  an  oath,  that  both  he  and 
his  fbtos  Manuel  and  Michael  would  fubmit  to  the  Roman 
church,  and  fulfil  whatever  the  pope  ftiould  tWnk  ncceflary 
for  their  reconciliation.     Urban,  being  informed  of  his  fub-        '    ' 
miffion  by  his  chancellor  and  the  biSiop  of  Nitria,  wrote 
to  the  en>peror  to  perfevere  in  his  refolutfoo ;  and  fent  him 
the  form  of  the  profeffion  of  faith,  and  abjuration  of  fchifm^ 
formerly  ufed  by  the  emperor  Paleologus  on  a  like  occafion* 
When  the  G^r^f*  chancellor  returned,  he  likewife  ferit  with 
him  two  legate  si  to  complete  the  union,  and  to  exhort  the 
king  of  Hungary  to  a  facred  expedition ",  and  to  give  his 
afSftance  in  putting  an  end  to  the  fchifm.     l^i»is  feems  to 
have  been  very  zealons  in  the  fervice  of  the  Roman  church  ; 
for,  having  conquered  Bulgaria,  he  fent  for  2000  Traneif- 
cans  to  cbnvert  his  new  fubjefts.     The  vicar  of  Bofriia  fent 
him  eight,  who  in  50  days  baptized  upwards  of  200,000 
people  o.

.Mean  while,  the  great  fuperiority  which  the  pope  had  A  general 
ficquired  in  My^  by  the  inaftivity  of  the  emperor,  and  the  re*vo/t  id 
fnccefs  of  the  arms  of  his  legates,  was  in  great  danger  of  ^taly 
being  wholly  ruined,  by  a  general  revolt  of  the  cities  ftibjedl  ^^^^'''^/^' 
to  the  holy  fee,  occafioned  by  the  tyrannical  government  o^*^!^/'^'^ 
^tjie  legates,  who  not  only  oppreflfedtheir  new  fubjefts  by^    ^pope. 
grievous  fabfidies  and  exadlions,  butiikewife  built  ftrong 
forts  in  each  of  their,  towns.     The  Florentines ^  at  that  time 
v^ry  rich  and  powerful,  were  the  .firft  who  rofe  agalnft  the 
church,'  aUegi(%>  tiiat  the  legates  had  prevented  their  city 
from  receiving  a.fiy>ply  of  provifions  during  a  great  dearth  ; 
And  that  John  Hawkwood,  then  in  the  fervice  of  the  fee  of 
Rme,  had  ravaged  their  territory  at  the  head  of  an  army  ^.  i ' 

Under  pretence,  therefore,  that  their  liberty  was  in  danger, 
they  determined  upon  a  war,  the  chief  management  of  Which, 
they  committed  to  a  council  of  eight .  citizens.  They  tmpri- 
fened  the  pope's  ^luncio,  dcftroyed  the  prifon  pf  xht  inqui- 
fition,  and  erefted  a,  ftandard^  on  which  was  written,  in 
large  letters,  the  I^/i«  word  LIBERT  AS,  declaring^  at 
the  fame  tiaie,  thitt  whoever  would  revolt  from  the  church 
ihottld  be  comprehended  ia  the  league.  In  confequence  of 
thefe  proceedings^  the  cities  of  Bohgna  and  Perugik  Imme*- 
diately  revolted,  and  were  followed  by  more  than  60  cities 
hiR^magnar  Gampaniay  the  March,  and  the  duchy  of  Spo- 
kto,  who  concluded  an  alliance  with  the  Florentines  and  the 
Vicmti;  and  wrote  to  the  emperor,  and  the  king  of  Nun- 
gory,  and  other  princes,  in*juAiiication  of  their  league,  de- 
claring,^that  .though  they  refufed  to  be  governed  by  the  * 

church,  yet  they  would  fliil  pay  the  Ufual  tribute  to  the  holy 
fef^^.  Gregory,  thiiikmg  to  flop  the  progrefs  of  the  revolt, 
o&red  to  enter  into  a  negotiation  for  peace  with  the  Floren* 
tines  \  and  in -the  mean  time  hie  fent  twt>  legates  to  Bruges 
in  FUnders,  to  reconcile  the  kings  of  England  and  France ; 
and,  being  informed  that  the  Wuldenfes  were  again  become 
fo  numerous  in  Dmfhiny,  Savoy,  znA  Province,  as  to  rife  in 
rebdlbn  againfl.  the  inquifitors,  he  wrote  to  the  prelates 
and  reftors  erf. the  provinces,  tccufing  them  of  negligence.

They  accordingly 
fent  Catharine  of  Sienna  to  Jvignon^  to  intercede  for  them 
with  the  pope,  promifing  to  fend  deputies  totonfirm'  what* 
ever  articles  (hould  be  agreed  to.    The  depnties,  after  f^vtnral 
•    delays,  at  length  arrived,  bnt,  inflead  of  ratifying  the  arti- 
des,  they  fpent  the  conferences  in  accufing  the  legates-  a)id 
commanders  of  the  church.    Greg^y,  finding  that  the)r'had 
no  real  defire  of  a  peace,  but  intended  to  delude  him  with 
vain  promifes,  raifed  an  army  of  6000  horfe  and  4000  foiot 
in  Britany^  and  other  provinces  of  France^  whjch  he  fent 
under  the  command  of  a  cardinal  into  Italy  ^  propofing  htm^ 
felf  to  return  to  Rome.    But,  before  he  left  Avignon,   he 
granted  a  bull,  allowing  the  eleAors  to  chufe  Wefic^laus^  the 
emperor's  elded  fon,  king  of  the  Remans ;  and  fent  two 
nuncios  into  Germany ^  to  be  prefent  at  the  ele6tion  ■•    Hav- 
ing afterwards  received  an  embafly  from  fVenceJliuti^  inform- 
ing him  of  his  ele^ion,.  he  allowed  him  to  be  crowneci  at 
The  pope    jdiX'la-Chapelle^  by  ther archbifliop  of  Cologne;  and,  leaving 
returns  to  JvignoH  on  the  13  th  of  September ^  he  embarked  at  Mar^ 
Roine.     feiUesfoT  Italy ^  and  landed  at  Corneto-on  the  5th  of  DecetHf

Returning  to  Rome  in  the  beginning  of  NovenAer,  he  wrote 
to  Bernako  and  Hawkwo^,  intreatiog  them  to  hearken  to  a 
ceconciliadon.     Bernato,  upon  his  repeated  folicitations,  at  J  truee 
leogtb  declared  his  willingnefs  to  enter  into  a  negotiation  ;«ffw^/« 
and  the  Florentines,  beginning  to  be  weary  of  the  expences  ^^'wixt 
.rfth^war,  which  had  coft  them  upwards  of  3,000,000  ^^^^M^

During  thcfe  commotions  in  Italy,  Gregory ^  be*"?  J^^' Gregory 
formed  of  the  herefies  publUhed  in  England  by  John  Wick-  orders  the 
l^e,  wrote  to  the  chancellor  and  univerflty  of  Oxford,  re-  ehanaikr 
proving  them  feverely  for  allowing  thofe  erroneous  doArines  ^Oxford 
xx>  be  publiihed,  and  ordering  them  forthwith  to  deliver  /» imprifon 
yobn  as  a  prifoner  into :  the  hands  of  the  archbilhop  of  Wickliffc. 
fianterhiry  and  the  biihop  of  London,  to  whom  hefent  nine* 
teen  articles  taken  from  the  proportions  of  Wickliffe,  which 
^condemned  as  heretical.    He  wrote  alfp  to  thofe  prelates 
to  examine  the  doArines  of  Wickhffe,  and  to  keep  him  pri- 
foner IB  irons ;  but,  if  they  could  not  feize  him,  to  fummon 
him  puUicly  to  appear  before  the  apoftolic  fee  within  three 
.  months.    The  king  of  England  likewife  received  a  letter  from 
the  pope,  exhorting  him  to  ufe  his  authority  in  extirpating 
;herefy ;  but  Richard,  whp,  a  few  months  befpre  the  arrival

phs.  '  As  tKi%  geatleffllaii  was  remarkable  for  his  modefty  aind  ^^  ^^^^*^* 
faumility,  and  fop  hi$  lliUl  in  the  canon  law,  the  cardinals 
were  periuadM  that  he^would  acknowkge  his  eledUon  tob^ 
mill/and«w(/:^d  therefore  abdicate  the  pontificate.      They 
were,  however,  greatly  difappointed ;  for  the  archbifhop, 
who  afliimed  the  name  of  Urhan  Vl.  obliged  the  cardinals, 
fix  of  whom  had  fled  to  the  caftle  of  St.  Angelo^  to  come  to 
the  palace,  ai^d  perform  the  ceremony  of  Ms  coronation ".

Urhan,  before  the  fchifm,  had 
concluded  a  peace  with  Bernabo^  the  FhrentineSy  and  the  cour 
federates  y,  confirmed  the  eleftion  of  Wencejlaus^  without  re- 
ceiving any  cmbafly  from  Germany^  and  threatened  to  excom- 
municate the  king  of  Ar^agon^  if  he  did  not  defift  from  his 
pr^tenfions  to  the  crown  of  Sicily  (R).    But  finding  himfelf 
abandoned  by  all  the  cardinals  excepting  one,  and  by  the 
greateft  part  of  the  prelates  and  officers  of  his  court,  he  be- 
gan to  be  feniible  of  his  imprudent  conduft  in  aAing  too 
arbitrarily  before  his  authority  was  eftabliJhed  ;  and,  having 
returned  to  Rome^  created  29  new  cardinals,  chiefly  Romans 
and  Neapolitans,    Clement  likewife  about  the  fame  time  cre- 
ated fix  cardinals  ;  and  Cent  the  troops  of  Britany  and  Gaf- 
cony^  and  the  Roman  nobles  that  adliered  to  his  party,  to 
take  podellion  of  Rome;  but,  after  feveral  fldrmifhes,  they 
were  obliged  to  retire  with  confiderable  lofs.     Finding  his  /^^  d^ 
arms  unfuccefsful,  the  following  year  he  retired  to  Naples,    i379» 
where  he  was  received  by  the  queen  with  all  the  veneration 
ttfually  paid  to  a  pope  ;  but  the  Neapolitans  raifing  a  tumult 
in  favour  of  Urtan  their  citizen,  Clement  was  obliged  to  quit  fi,^  ^^^/J 
the  city,  and,  as  he  had  few  followers  in  Italy,  about  the^^^^  r«* 
middle  of  June  he  embarked  with  his  cardinals  for  Marfeillei,  tires  to 
and  was  received  with  great  joy  at  j^vignon,  '  Avignon.. 

Urban,  being  now  fecure  in  Italy,  refolved  to  revenge 
himfelf  upon  the  queen  of  Naples,  by  declaring  her  excom* 
municated,  and  abfolving  her  fubje^ls  from  their  allegiance ; 
and  as  the  emperor  and  the  king  of  Hungary  had  jointly 
publiftied  a  letter  in  his  favour,  he  wrote  to  the  king,  in- 
viting him  to  pQoifh  the  queen  for  the  murder  of  his  bro- 
ther, and  to  fend  Charles  of  Durazzo  with  an  army  to  take 
pofleffion  of  the  kingdom  cf  Naples.  Charles,  who  at  that 
time  commanded  the  Hungarian  army  in  the  Trexnfan  againft 
the  Venetians,  after  fome  difficulties  was  prevailed  upon  to 
.accept  of  the  oiier  of  the  pope,  and  made  fecret  prepara* 
tions  for  his  expedition.

Charles ^  immediately  after  his  coro 
nation,  marching  for  Naples^  by  a  faccefsful  battle  made 
himfelf  mafter  of  the  whole  kii^dom,  and  got  the  queen  and 
her  hufband  into  his  power  ;  while  the  legate,  whom  Urban 
had  fent  to  accompany  him,  having  apprehended  two  cardi-

Clement^  by  this  proceeding, 
gained  a  great  many  friends  in  Germany,  fi'om  whence  thi 
princes  and  prelates  fent  an  embafly  to  Urban,  defiring  him 
to  confent   to  a  general  council,  in  order  to  procure  the 
unity  of  the  church,  offering  a  place  of  fecurity,  and  to 
defray  the  expences  neceflary  oh  that  occafion.

Not  long  after  the  pope,  on  account  of  the  many 
indignities  and  hardfhips  he  fufFered  from  the  bannerets  of 
Rome^  was  obliged  to  quit  the  city,  and  retire  to  Pemgidy 
where,  at  the  intrcaty  of  the  queen  dowager  of  Sidfyj  he 
granted  a  divorce  betwixt  her  fon  Ladijlaus  and    his  yoang 
queen  Conjlantia,  for  no  other  reafon  pretended,  than  be- 
caufe  a  report  prevailed,  that  Conjiantia's  mother  had  b^n 
debauched  by  Martin  duke  of  Mojiablanco  *•     He   like\wfc 
fent  two  nuncios  with  a  letter  to  the  king  of  France^  defiting 
him  to  give  his  affiftance  in  reftoring  the  union  of  the  church.

1  .determined,  that  Benedict  ihauld  be  defired  to  reCgo ;  and, 
if  he  did  not  voluntarily  agree  to  an  abdication,  heiQioiild  he 
r<»flapelled  to  it  by  force,     the  biftiop  of  ^«m*r^j  accord* 
ingly  weikt  to  Jvignon  ;  dnd  Benediil  abfolutely  refiifirig  to  BenedlQ^ 
aMicate,  he  qtiirted  the  city,  which  was  immediately  after ''C/V^^  ^^'^ 
^tefted  by  marshal  Boitcicattt,  whd,  bdng  admitted  by  th&  abdicate, 
ptizens,  took  poffeffion  of  the  palace,  in  which  he  confined 
the  antipQpe  ijnder  d  guard  of  loo  men  ^.    Upon  B^mdi^'&is  impri- 
refiifal  to  abdi^^te,  nineteen  of  his  cardinals  left  jh;ignanMf*^h*h 
bcforp  the  place  was  inv^lled.     Fr4iiff^rd  lltewife  relatts,  tfaft  FtcncK

The  French  king  Ukcwife 
wrote  to  the  emperor,  informing  him  of  what  had  been  done 
to  Benedieip  and  defiring  him  to  aft  in  the  fame  manner  to^ 
wards  Boniface;  but  Wencejlaus  ^xcufed himfelf,  by  alleging, 
that  he  muft  confuit  with  the  kings  of  P<Aand  and  Hungary, 
VkA,  with  the  princes  of  the  empire  ». 

The  pope,  in  the  mean  time,  refiding  nndiftarbed  at 
4fflMf  publifccd  a  bull,  by  which  he  referved,'  for  the  vk 
of  the  apoftolic  chamber,  the  firft  year's  revenues  of  all  va- 
cant bifliopricks  and  abbacies,  under  the  Tiscmcoi  annates^  ox 
firft-fruits  ^ ;  fo  that  whoever  wanted  to  be  promoted  to  the 
dignity  of  archbifliop,  bifliopj  or  abbot,  fliould  beforehand 
be  obliged  to  pay  a  yearly  revenue  of  his  church  or  abbacy. 
'f  his  bull  was  foon  fubmitted  to  by  the  clergy  in  all  the  pro- 
vinces of  Cbriftendom,  except  in  Engkndy  where  the  biftop- 
ricks  were  only  allowed  to  be  taxed  ^  (W).     Mean  while,  as

years,  archbiftiopricks,  biftiop- 
rif^kft  and  abbacies^  being  ex- 
empted ;  but  by  degrees  the 
firft-fruits  were  exa^ed,  without 
pbferving  whether  th|e  b^nefice^ 
were  vacant  three  years  or  not. 
The  fame  pope  afterWards  pi;b- 
lilhed  a  bull,  referving'  for  his 
life  all  benefices  that  became 


vacant  in  his  court.  'Bent- 
diaWl.  who  foccecded  Jfl^ff, 
followed  his  example,  which 
was  alfo  imitated  by  fooie  fac- 
ceeding  popes;  bat  the  authority 
of  their  bulls  extended  no  fur- 
ther than  their  own  life.  What 
was  before  local  and  particular, 
Boniface  decreed  to  be  unlverfal 
and  perpetual.  Before  the 
fchirm,  annates  are  faid  to  have 
been  collefted  at  different  times 
after  the  incumbent'  had  taken 
pofleftion,  and  fireqnently  great 
part  of  the  tax  was  never  raifed: 
but  after  the  fchifm,  a  larg^. 
part  of  the  tax  was  raifed  be- 
fore the  delivery  of  the  bull 
confirming  the  collation,  and 
bonds  were  given  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  reft.  Soon  after 
the  whole  firft  fruits  were  c^- 
.a£led  beforehand  ;  and,  ladly, 
the  tax  under  the  name  of  an- 
nates was  not  only  impefed  at 
pleafure,  but  frqauentfy  doa^ 
bled,  tripled,  'and  quadrupled

thcbcgSoiMOgof  a  new  century  approached j  when* the  iP^* 
9iMirj  expe£led  another  jubilee,  they  fent  deputies  to  B§ni* 
face^  iBcreating  him  to  return  to  Rome^  being  afraid,  left,  if 
he  ihould  abfent  himfelf,  the  refort  of  pilgrims  to  thetr  city 
\irottld  \k  greatly  leflened.  Boniface  refuted  to  confent  \» 
their  requeft,  unlefs  they  admitted  the  city  to  be  g6veroed 
by  a  feuator  of  his  own  appcnntment.  The  Romans^  not 
willing  at  that  time  to  difoblige  the  pope^  not  only  took  the 
govo-nment  from  the  bannerets,  but  received  Malatefta  of 
Pcfi^o  as  thdr  (enator,  at  the  appointment  of  Bonifaie^  to 
whom  they  fent  money  to  defray  the  cxpences  of  his  journey 
to  Rome.  Upon  his  return  to -*«n^,  J^»i/Jir/ forti^ed  the 
caiHe  of  St.  Jngelo^  the  capitol,  and  the  bridges,  and  by  de- 
grees made  himfelf  abfolute  mafter  o^  the  city,  fo  that  he 
is  reckoned  the  firft  pope  who  intirely  transferred  the  autho- 
rity from  the  people  <*  (X).    Thougk  it  does  not  appear  that

the  Latin  and  vo^ar  tongue. 
Where-ever  they  came,  thcv 
were  received  with  great  hofpi* 
tality,  and  joined  1^  the  inha- 
bitants of  thiofe  places,  as  thofe 
who  did  not  follow  their  pro* 
ceflions  were  looked  upon  as 
heretics  (a).  They  fa^d  or 
lived  on  bread  and  water  during 
the  time  of  their  pilgrimage* 
which  continued  generaUy  nme<  • 
or  ten  days.  At  night  they  Htft. 
in  thurches,  monafleries,  and 
churchj^axds,'  men  and  women 
without  diflinftion,  or  falfe  fuf- 
pici^.n.  Sigonius  and  Platina're* 
late,  that  the  pilgrims  flopped 
at  Fiterboi  ^nd  Platina  fays, 
that  B/uti/are,  afraid  left  the 
prieft  intended,  by  theb  affift. 
ance^co  feiae  the  pontificate, 
fent  a  body  of  troops  thither, 
who  apprehended  the  falfe  pro- 
phet,  and  carried  iiim  to  Rot^ift 
where  he  w^s  burnt  (3);

In  the  midft  <^  thefr  iw^- tftk  iif 
ceflc9  he  was  fetsed  with  a  fever,  and>  died  on  the  3d  inking  of 
S^temhert,  leaving  his  polUfions  to  bis  two  fons.    Bonifdce  Italy, 
(etzod  the  opportunity  of  liis  deatb  to  recover  feveral  cities^^ 
of  the  eqdefiafticai  fiate  which  he  had  ufnrped*    Bologna^ 
Perugia,  and  Ferrara^  violqntarity  (tibmitted^  and  fome  other 
pMces  that  refifted  were  taken  and  difmantkd.      Abour 
the  fame  time,  being  informed  that  the  Hungarians  had^im* 
prifoned  their  ^aa^Sigifnumd,  and  ofibred  their  kingdom  to 
the  king  of  Naples,  the  pope  encouraged  Ladijlaus  w  take 
ppflfeffioa  of  Hungary,  and:  ordered  cardinal  Aeciaioli^  ac« 
company  Urn  in  the  expedition  as  his  legate.     La£flaus  ac*  A.  D^ 
cocdtngly  failed  to  Dahnatia,  and,  at  the  intreaty  of  the   1403%  - 
Ifungarian  nobles,  proceeded  to  Javarin,  where  he  waa 
croimed  in  the  month  of  Aiguft  by  the  cardinal  legate*  Bm 
he  was  imizncBately  obliged  to  quit  the  kingdom  *;  for  Sigip- 
moru^  who' fome  dnie  before  had  efoapedfrom  his  confine- 
mcaatt  to  Germany,  had  aflembled  an  army  in  his  brother^ 
kingdom  of  Bohemia,  and  returned  to  Hur^ary,  where  hoi 
Was.  jojArily  received  by  die  greateft.  part  of  his  ftibjcftsw     ' 
Jhniface,  by  countenanch^  the  claims  of  Ldd^us  to  Hun^\  * 
g^rfy.  and/CQfifirming  the  elcAion  <^  the  d^ke  of  Bavaria 
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t»  the  empire,  ioft  the  obedience ^of  Sigifinond  and  J^eticefiaus^ 
Xvha  &om  that  time,  both  acknowleged  the  antipope  ^ .         *     ' 
7Jk  anti'      Benedict  a  few  months  before  had  made  his  dcape  from 
foptefeapts  Jvigaoit,  and  was  again  acknowkged  by  the  king- of  France^ 
from  prir  upon  his  declaring  he  would  confent  to  refignatton,  on  condi^ 
i^*»  ^^'*  doa  either  of  thie  death,  abdicati<»),  or  dcpofition,  of  his  ad* 
-^'^*"^^'  verfary.    This  fiibmiilion;  however,  was  of  very  fliort  <:on- 
^^  T^^'   tirijoaace ;  for  the  antipope,  notwithftanding  the  intreatics 
maBoritv,  ^  '^^^  "^^  zealous  adherent  the  duke  of  0 f leans y  abfolutdiy 
'  rcfiKing  to  confirm  the  elections  and  collations  that  had  been 
made  during  his  confinement,  the  king,  towards  the  end  of 
Decjsmhery  publifhed  an  edift,  declaring,  that  he  would  de- 
fend the  poffeflbrs,  and  prohibiting  all  his  fubjefts  from  pay- 
ing.any  money,  under  any  pretence,  to  the  antipope,  or  rc- 
A.  D.     c^jving  any  of  his  bulls »,     I'he  following  year  likewife  the 
1404.      univerfity  o(  Paris  made  a  grand  proceffion  to  the  church  of 
&t.  Catherine:,  for  the  extinftion  of  the  fchifm  ;  bat  they 
■were  attacked  by  the  fervants  of  the  duke  of  C'rlean^,  vrh»t| 
Hill  adhered  to  Benedi6i»     The  antipope  foon  afper  fent  tvna^^ 
'    bifliops,  with  fome  others,  to  Boniface^,  to  treat  of  the  means* 
of.  a  union.     They  arrived  at  Rome  on  the  21ft  of  Septem* 
.  ber^  and,  upon  promifing  to  pay  the  accnftomed  honours  to 
the  pope,  they,  were  admitted  to  an  audience,  in  which-  they 
declared,  that  Benedi5i  was  moil  willing  to  treat  of  a  unioOi^ 
aad.defired^<?;zj^ac<f  to  appoint  a  fafe  place  where  confer* 
e(kDe$  might  beheld  betwixt  the  two  popes  for  that  purpofe*^ 
As  Boniface  was  xben  afflifted  with  a  fit  of  the  gravel,   the^ 
.  mificios  of. the. antipope  were  defired  to  wait  a  few  days.* 
They  accordingly,  had. a  fccond  audience  on  the  feaft  of  St** 
Mickul,  when,  inftead  o£  agreeing  to  a  conference>  both 
parties  mutually,  ceproacjied  each>  other,    ^owj/^zr^  furvlred" 
Bcmiface  this  conteft  only  two  djiys;  for,  being  feized  with  a  fever,. 
dtitt  at  /  be  died  on  the  jft  oi  October.     The  nuncios  were  immedi-- 
EAine.      ately  after  ioiprifoned  in  the  caftle.of  St,  jingelor  in  breach 
of  the.fafe-con<^u(Ji  that  had  been  granted  them  by  the  pope; 
and  were  notfet  at  liberty  until  they  paid  5000. florins^. 

At  the  death  oi  Boniface ^  there  only  remained. 12  card!-- 
nals  of  his  party,. and,  four  of  them  being  abfent  from  the: 
city,    the  other  eight  entered  the  conclave^   and  having 
tlPtiiKi  th^mfelves  by  .an  oath,  that,  wjiich  foever  of  th^m 
.  fhould  be  elefted  pope,,  he  might  freely  abdicate,  if  the  anti- 
Innocent  pope  would  do  the  fame,  they  "unanimoufly  eleftcd  Cofmato 
\  II.  //      MelcoratOy  of  the  kingdom  .of  Naples,  a  cardinal  of  the  tide 
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of  the ' Hbly  Cro/s'  in  J^erufakm,  who,  having  aflbimed  tbo 
name  d  Innocent  VII.  was  confecrated  on  the  4th  of  Novem*'' 
ber.    Immediately  after  his  promotion,  great  difputes  hap* 
pened  i»  Rome  betwixt  thcCue^hs  arid  GibetlineSy  about  the 
govermnent  of  the  city.     The  families'  of  Cohrina  and  Sa" 
velliy  with  fome  other  nobles  and  chiefs  of  the  Gihellines^  en* 
deavoured  to  rcilore  the  governmeht  of  the  bannerets ;  but* 
they  were  oppofed  by  the  Vrfiniy  and  other  Guelphs.     Seve- 
ral fkiirmifhes  enfued,  till  Ladi/Iaus  king  of  Naples,  at  the 
intreaty  of  the  GiheUines,  arriving  with  a  large  body  of  troops 
at  Rome^  fettled  the  government  on  a  footing  not  very  ad- 
vantageous for  the  church,  as. he  left  the  power  in  the  hands 
of  the  people,  in  hopes  of  nfurping  it  afterwards  himfelf^. 
In  confequence  of  this  fettlement.  Innocent  was  greatly  har-  jjg  jj  hati 
raffed  with  the  impudent  demands  of  the  new  governors,"  raffed hy 
who  had  received  fome  troops  from  Ladi/Iaus.     In  his  own  the  Ro- 
defence,  be  Was  obliged  to  hire  2  or  3000  men  as  a  guard  ;  mans; 
buft,  being  of  a'miki  difpofition,  he  endeavoured  to  appeafe   A*  ^< 
the  /^oiwtfwj  by  djfiees  ofkradncfs,  arid  created  ii   cardl-    H^S^ 

nals,  five  of  whom  were  Romans,  and  one' of  them  of  the     

famUy  of  Colonna.    However,  foon  after,  the  Gibelline  faftion  r 
attacked' his  gtard  uponi  Ponie  Moh  ;  but,  being  repulfcd, 
they  made  an  nnfuccefsful* attempt  upon  his  palace.     A  few 
days  after,  fome  of  the  chief  citizens  came  \o  the  pope,  to  . 

tgesg,  of  a  recondliadon.     They  were  attacked  upon  their 
return^  wkboitthis  kn^ywlege;  by  order  of  hi^  nephew,  and 
eleven  of  them,  being  appriehended,   were  cruelly  put , to 
death.     The  dty,  upon  the  news  of  their  murder,  was  im- 
mediately in  ah  uproar,  and  the  friends  of  the  deceafed  feized 
Adrian^s  bridge  with  a  large  body  of  troops,  and  prepared 
to  attack  the  caftle.     Innocent,  dreading  the  refentment  of 
the  i?<?miffij,'fo  highly  irritated,  immediately  left  his  p^l^ce,  andoilij^ed 
and  fled  with  his  army  to  Sutri,  aiid  from  thdnce  toViterbo ^.' to  retire ta 
Upon  his  departiare  the  Romans  broke  iiito  the  palace,  where  Viterbo. 
they  deftroyedra  great  many  books  and  regifters  ;  and  a  con- 
fiderabie  reinforcement  of  troops  arriving  frorii  Ladiflaus, 
John  Colonna  admitted  theminto  the  dty  and  caftle  ».     Inno^ 
cent,  before  he  left  Rome,  had  fummoned  a  general  council 
to  be  held  in  that, dty,  for  the  extinction  of  fchifm, 
.  Mean  while ^^i?n^^i^  arrived  by  fea  at  6^^720^,  where  he 
was  received  with  the  greateft  demonftratioris  of  joy :  but 
a^  he  brought  a  large  body  of  troops  along  with  him,  which

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was  dfaily  kicr^fuig^  the  Qemefe,  afraid  of  their  liberties, 
took  an  opportunity,  when  the  forces  were  rcfiewiag,  ta 
fhut  them  out  of  their  city.  The  antipope  was  greatly  of- 
fended at  their  proceeding,  and  foon  after  returned  to  M« 
in  Provence  \  but,  while  he  continued  in  Italy ^  he  fent  to 
Innocent^  defiring  letters  of  fcife  conduft  for  fome  perfonj 
whom  he  intended  ta  fend  to  him  to  treat  of  a  union.  Inm' 
centy  believing  his  profeflions  were  not  fincere,  refiifed  bii 
requeft ;  upon  wh^ch  denial  his  adverfary  triumphed,  and 
publifhed  the  tranfaftion  to  the  world,  accufing  the  pope  of 
having  no  inclination  to  terminate  the  fchiftn.  Innocent  en- 
deavoured to  refute  the  aflertions  of  the  antipope ;  but  Nieni 
accufed  them  both  of  njutual  altercation,  with  a  defiga  to 
protraft  the  fchifm  **.  During  thefe  difputes.  Innocent,  being 
informed  that  the  king  of  England  had  caufed  the  archWihop 
of  Tork  to  be  executed  on  account  of  an  infurrefiion  that  htf 
had  headed,  he  excommunicated  all  thofc  who  were  con- 
cerned in  the  prelate's  death;  bur,  as  he  himfelf  did  not 
long  furvive,  the  anathema  was  dHir^arded  m  England.  The 
25^^^^^,^^  following  year;  the  Romans^  taking  umbrage  at  the  A'^^^- 
/p  Rome,  lii^in  troops,  and  underftanding  that  the  pope  was  innocent 
*where  he  of  the  murder  of  the  deputies,  intreated  him  to  returtt 
dies,  to  the  city.     He  accordingly  arrived  in  the  bcpnaiogoi 

A.'D.  Lent\  and  foon  after  excommtiiucated  and  depofcd  li^- 
*4o^»  lausy  for  having  attacked  ihejterfitories  <>f  the-dmrch;  Thef 
king  of  Naples^  ftruck  with  this  ufiexpedted  fnlminiatioa,  iiD^ 
mediately  folicited  an  accommodation,  which  was  concluded 
by  the  mediation  of  the  pope's  nephew  and  Paul  Urjm. 
iV/>f»,  however,  affirms,  that  Aw^c«a/ intcndcd.to  renew  the 
proceifTes  againft  the  king,  butiwasprevented  by  death,  which 
happened  to  him  on  the  7th, of  November . 

Upon  Innocent's  death,  ,liis,  cardinals  deliberated  fo*  foffl^ 
time  whether  or  not  they  &onld  omit  to  deft  a  fuccefSr,  as 
the  French  jizd  bound  their  pope  by  folemn  pixmiifes  to 'ab- 
dicate, on  condition  .that  the  other  pope  would  rcfign,  or 
that  his  cardinals  would  fupcrfcde  the  eleiHon  of  a  fucccflbr. 
At  length  the  cardinals  ^t  Rome,  being  afmd  of*  a  ftdiriofl. 
in  the  city>  determined  to  proceed  to'an  deftionj  h!ltpf^ 
vioufly  bound  themfelves  by  an  oath,  that,  which  foever  of 
them  ftiould  be  elefted,  he  (bould. abdicate  the  pontificate, 
.  Gregory   on  condition  that  the  antipope  would  refign;     Jngebis  Csr* 
XII.  is      rariiis^  a  Venetian^  and  cardinal  of  the  title  of.  St.  Mark 
cho/enpope.  ^^s  elefted  pope,  and  took  the  name  of  Gregory  XIL  but, 
before  his  coronation,  he  renewed  the  former  oath,  ani 
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^Oi!e  to  A^abtipope,  exhorting  him  to  refign,  and  appoint  He  pro- 
a  j^acc  where  the  cardinals  of  both  parties  might  unarii-  f^ih  to 
moHfly  agree  to  the  eleftioaof  a  pope ;  which  letter  was  an-  ^hdicatey 
fwered  by  BtneAB  almoft  In  the  fame  terms  P.     Letters  like-  ^*^  '*"  - 
wTe  paflfed  betM^oEfn  the  cardinals  of  both  parties.     On  the  f^^'^J^^^^ 
15th  of  March  Gregory  fent  other  nuncios  to  Benedi^i^  and,  ^'^J^     * 
after  mruch  difpnte,  it  was  agreed,  that  the  popis,  -with  their   ;^\  D. 
cardinjJs,  ftiotild  meet  at  Savona  on  the  Genoefe  coaft,  at  the    1407.' 
fcaft  of  St.  Mkbaal,  or  at  Jll  Saints.     Thz  Genoefe-,  being 
kfi9ntied  of  this  determination,  offered  hoftages  for  the  fecu- 
'  rity  of  both  parties,  and  promifed  to  furniSi  all  neceflaries 
during  the  cbngrefs.     The  king  of  France  likewife  fent  em- 
bafladors  ta  the  popes,  to  exhort  them  to  perfevere  in  their 
Intentions^  who,  arriving  at  Rome  'about  the  beginning  of 
JuLy^  found  Gregory  averfe  to  the  congrefe  at  Savona^  to 
Which  hfe  raifed  feveral  objections  ;  and,  notwithftanding  all  He  aUerr 
thdr  remonftranccs,  infiftcd  upon  a  change  of  place  for  the  ^f'  refolu^^ 
conferences.     His  objeftions  gave  great  joy  to  Benedi&^  who  ''*'"• 
Wanted  a  feir  pretence  to  delay  the  union ;  he  therefore  in- 
filled upon  (landing  to  the  former  agrecment,.ahd  obftinately 
Itfufed  to  agree  to  any  alterations  in  the  preliminary  article^i 
Oregory  had  fofne  exciife  for  refuling  to  go  fo  fdr  from  Rme ; 
for,  a  few*  weeks  before  the  arrival  of  the  embafladors,  La- 
i^Jm/j,  with  the  Gibelline  exiles,  had  furprifed  the  'dty,  and 
obliged  the  pope  to  fave  himfelf  in  the  callle  of  St.  Angela ; 
they  were  however  again  expelled  with  confiderable  lofe  by 
Pdtd  Ur/ki. 

In  confequence  of  the  preliminaries  agreed  to,  Gregory  at 
length,  with  great  reluftance,  quitted  Rome  on  the  9th  of 
^t^fii  and  in  the  beginning  of  September  arrived  at  Siena, 
"Where  he  offered  to  rdign  the  pontificate,  on  condition  of 
tnjoying  dtiring  his  life  the  patriarchate  of  Conjlantinopie, 
feme  benefices  in  the  republic  of  Venice,  and  the  churches  of 
fork  or  Oicfordy  which  were  then  faid  to  be  vacant,  and  that 
feme  territories  in  the  ecclefiaftical  flate  might  be  conferred 
on  his  three  nephews  and  their  heirSi  Though  his  cardinals 
^reed  to  this  propofal,  yet  he  found  excufes  for  delaying 
his  dbdicdtion;  and  let  the  time  for  the  congrefs  elapfe  with-  ' 
Out  removing  fron^  Siena.  Mean  while  BenediEty  with  his 
cardinals,  had  arrived  at  Savona  on  the  24th  of  September,  A  D, 
and,  after  continuing  there  upwards  of  three  months,  head-  140^' 
^ced  itt  the  beginning  of  January  to  Partus  Veneris,  that 
he  might  feem  to  take  away  all  objeftion  from  Gregory  for 
.delaying  the  conferences.    As  the  pope  ftill  continued  at 
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Stendy  Benedi£l  fcnt  the  archbifhops  of  Rouen  aad  Tatsagmtt 
to  him,  deAring  him  to  agree  to  fome  intermediate  place. 
Their  journey  "svas  without  efFeft;  however,  in  the  end  ^ 
the  month 'he  advacnced  to  Lucca.    Abput  the  feme  time  rfife 
Jklng  of  France  pubitihed  a  letter,  addreiTed  to  all  the  fakll* 
ful,  declaririg,  that,  vtjthe.  fchifm  was  not  quickly   terss^ 
nated,  he  v/ould  withdraw  obedience  from  Ben£idi6i  at  W^t^ 
fufitide,  and  exhorting  all  other  princes  to  rejcft  the  autho* 
rity  of  both  popes.     Mean  whUe  the  popes  pretendiog  a 
diilruft  of  each  other's  inteations,  all  hopes  of  a  conference 
vanifhed ;  and  on  the  9th  of  May  Gregory  created  four .  aew 
cardinals,  contrary  to  the  opinion  of  the  college,  who  refiifed 
to  alTociate  with  them,  and  delll^ated  among  themfelves 
Is  difcried  about  deferting  the  pope  ^.     Accordingly,  two  days .  aft^^ 
hy  'hii  car*  they  all,  except  four,  left  Lucca,  and  went  to  Pi/2j,  wh^ip 
dinals.       they  publiflied  a  writing,  appealing  from  Gregory,  &rft  t^ 
Chrift,  then  to  a  general  council,  and  laftly  to  a  future  popew 
About  the  fame  time  Benedi5l  having  fent  letters   to  Paris^  ^  \ 
prohibiting  the  withdrawing  of  obedience,  under  pain  erf*  cx»*   \ 
communication,  the  parliament  ordered  the  letters  to  b^ 
burnt,  and  on  the  25th  of  May  publiihed  a  neutrality  witb  1 
regard  to  both  popes ;  and  orders  were  fent  to  BuJJicaii^ 
governor  of  Genoa^  to  feize  Benedidf,     The  antipope,  hayii}j| 
notice  of  thefe  orders,  immediately  quitted  Italy,  and  Aei, 
The  caYdi'  *<>  ^^^^y  ^^  ^^  ^^^^  of  Catalonia  ;  but,  before  his  departur^^ 
fials  like*  his  cardinals  had  likewife  deferted  him,  and  retired  to  heg^ 
'wife  de-    horn,  where  they  entered  into  a  correfpondence  with  the  g^i^-

nedia,<?W^     The  cardinals  of  both  parties  foon  after  uniting  at  i^  { 
jointhofe    fj^j.^^  on  the  24  th  of  yw/y,  publifhed  letters,  addrefled  tQ  ; 
rv^/Le*^"  ^^  the  prelates  of  Chriftcndom,  appointing  a  general  coubp  i 
horn.    ^'  ^^^  ^^  ^^  ^^^^  ^'  ^i^  ^^^  following  ye^,  on  tht  25th  of ) 
March.     The  popes,  being  informed  of  this  proceeding  .^  \ 
the  cardinals,  likewife  appointed  general  councils  5  BenediSt  \ 
fummoned  the  council  to  aflemble  at  Perpignan  in  Nouetn^  ' 
ber,  while  Gregory  appointed  it  to  be  held  the  followiM  ■ 
Whitfuntide  in  the  province  of  Aquileia,  o^  exarchate  of  Rt;^ 
venna,  the  particular  place .  to  be  mentioned  afterwards  *. 
Gregory  at  that  tiine  had  arrived  at  iS/^a,  where  he  con- 
tinued  feveral  months,  and  m  September  created  nine  ne^ 
cardinals,  five,  or,  according  to  Niem,  twelve  cardinals  being 
likewife  created  by  the  antipope'  at  Perpignan.    From  Stetm 
the  pope  went  to  Rimini,  where  he  wintered,  the  Romans  re^ 
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liifiog  to  admit  him  into  their  city,  as  he  bad  agreed  to  deli* 
▼er  up  the  eoclefiailical  flate  to  the  king  of  Naples,  in  confl- 
deration  of  an  annual  penfion  in  moneys    Mean  while  the 
frenci  king,  liaving  alTembled  the  prelates  of  France,   by 
their  advice,  on  the  13  th  of  O^oier,  puhlifted  an  edift, 
depriving  all  the  adherents  o(  Benedi^ipf  their  benefices  and 
dignities  in  his  kingdom  ;  and  a  few  days  after  articles  were 
drawn  up. for  regulating  the  government  of  the  GalUcan 
church  during  the  time  of  the  neutrality,  thereby  demon- 
firatingj  even  before  the  times,  of  the  reformation,   that  a 
church  could  fubfift  without  acknowl^ing  any  pope.     Du* 
ring  thefe  tranfaftions  in  France,  Benedict  opened  his  coun- 
cil at  Perpignan ;  but  as  there  were  but  very  few  prelates, 
it  was  prorogued  to  the  14th  of  the  month,  when  about  120    A.  D. 
prelates  ailembled  from  Cqftile,  Arragor^^  Navarre,  Provence,    \\<^^ 
%vAZavGy,     It  wasxontinued,  by  eight  feilions,  to  the  firft 
of  February,  before  which  time  the  grcateft  part  of  the  pre- 
lates had  left  Perpignan.    Thofe  who  remained  ^chorted 
the  antipbpe  to  ayreilgnation,  and  propofed  fome  means  fot 
terminating  the  fchifm,  to  which  Benedidl  fubfcribed. 
'  A  FEW  weeks  after  the  general  council  was  opened  at  A  general 
Pi/a,  at  which  were  prefent  22  cardinals,  three  patriarchs,  counci/  of 
180  arcbbUhops  and  bifiiops,  300  abbots  perfonally  or  hy/^^b/es  at 
their  prosdes^  and  282  doAors  of  theology,  befides  deputies  f^^^  * 
feom  the  kings  of   France,  England,  Poland^    and    feve- 
ral  other  princes.      This  council  having,  in  two  or  three 
ieffions,  cited  the  two  popes  to  appear,  at  laft  declared  them 
coQtumaidous  ;  after  which  fentence  it.  adjourned  to  the  1 5th 
of  April,  when  deputies  arrived  from  the  emperor,  defiring 
the  ailembly  to  be  transferred  elfewhere  ;  but,  as  their  peti* 
tion  was  rejedted,  they  appealed  in  their  mafler'a  name,  af- 
firming, that  a  council  could  not  be  held  without  the  em- 
peror's authority^    After  the  tranfaflions  in  feveral  other 
feifions,  all  regarding  the  unity  of  the.  church,  the  council,  andde- 
9&  the  5th  of  June^  publKhed  a  fentence  of  depofition  againft  pofes  the 
both  die  popes,  as  obftinate  fchifmatics  and  heretics,  pub-  ^^^o  popes. 
lidy  coavifted  of  perjury  and  breach  of  vows.    A  few  days 
after  the  cardinals  produced  a  writing,  with  their  fubfcrip- 
tions,  whereby  they.promifcd,  that  if  any  of  them  was  elefted 
pope  he  (hould   prorogue  the  council  till  a  refornmtion 
of  the  univerfal  ohurch.ihould  be  efFeAed.     They  then  en*

As  neither  Gregory  nor  BenediEl  quitted  their  prttcnfioiw

PcsrfugiU  catceptcd.  All  the  reft  of  Chrift^ndoHi  fubmittdl 
p  Aieowtder^  who,  after  difmySng  the  council  at  /^§/2i,  weaf

.puhlijhes^  Prague,  w4ich  confifted  chiefly  of  (a?r«|j«j^,:teid  tbe^fetme^ 
fhe  aoc'     year  condemned  45  of  JVickl^'6,  prc^fitlons,  Join  ffi0 
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afid  his  party  had  prevailed  with  Wmceflam  to  deprive  ih^tpineof 
foreigners  of*  their  privileges  ;  on  which  feveral  thoafands  of  WicklifFc 
P(4es  and  Germans  left  Prague.    After  their  departure,  Johnny  «/ Prague^ 
beiflg  deSed  reftor  of  the  univerfity,   and  appointed  a 
preacher  in  one  oS.  th«  chief  churches  of  the  city,  began  to 
tranflate  the  writings  of  Wickiiffe  into  the  vulgar  tongue,  and 
ia  his  difcoiirfes,  without  afny  referve,  exclaimed  againftthe 
authority  of  the  pope,  purgatory,  prayers  for  the  dead,  and 
feveral  other  doftrines  of  the  Roman  church.     Upon  hearicig 
of  the  mandate  of  Alexander y  he  declared,  that  it  was  con- 
trary to  the  aftions  and  words  of  our  Saviour  and  his  apo- 
flies,  who  ufcd  to  preach  every-where ;  and  he  appealed  to 
the  pope  himfelf,  when  better  itiformed  «.     Alexander  was  Alexan— 
prevented  by  death  frptti  proceeding  any  further  in  that  af-  dcr  dies^ 
fair,  as  he  died  0%  the ' 3d  of  May^  in  the  nth  month  of  A.  D. 
his  pontificate.  \\\o. 

Upon  the  death  of  Alexander ^  die  17  cardinals  who  were  John 
at  Bologna  ehofe  cardinal  Balthafar  CoJJky  a  Neapolitan^  who  XXIII-  // 
is  laid  by  fome  authiM^  to  have  been  elefted^by  force,  ^as  he  tUBU. 
vas  legate  in  the  city,  and  had  the  command  of  a  great  num- 
ber of  troops ;  however,  Niem  only  alleges,  that  it  was  at 
the  recommendadon  of  Lev)U  king  of  Naples ^  who  was  on 
the  neighbouring  eoaft  with  a  powerful  fleet.    His  promo- 
tion gave  great  fcandal,  as  he  was  more  remarkable  for  his 
military  than  religidus  difpofition ;  however,  on  the  25  th  of 
May  he  was  confecrated,  aodtoc^  the  name  of  John  XXIII  '«^. 
Immediately  after,  being  informed  of  the  death  of  the  em- 
peror Robert y  he  fent  nuncios  to  the  eleftors,  exhorting  them 
to  Qhufe  Sigifmbnd  king  of  Hungary  ;  and  fent  a  legate  into 
France y  to  demand  the  tythes,  the  revenues  of  vacant  bener 
fices,  and  the  fpoils  of  deceafed  clergymen,  which  he  afTerted 
belonged  by  natural  and  divine  right  to  the  apoftolic  cham- 
ber*.   The  univerfity  of  Parh  oppofed  this  demand  with    i^i  j. 
great  vigour,  and  propofed  to  appeal  to  a  general  council, 
and  to  deprive  all  thofe  of  the  degree  of  matter  of  arts  who 
fliottld  fubmit  to  the  payment  of  the  fubfidy  required.   Soon 
ifter  Jphn  went  to  Rome y  Wherie,  on  the  23d  of  Aprils  being 
the  feaft  of  St.  George^  he  confecrated  feveral  ftandards,  and 
a  few  days  ^fter  appointed  Levjis  king  of  Sicily  and  Paul 
Urjtni  gQUcr^s  of  his  troops  againft  Ladi/lauiy  who  obliged 
the  kingdom  of  Naples  to  acknowlege  Gregory  XII.  whom 
he  retained  at  Gaeta.

The  Huff-   -  The  preaching  of  this  crufade  at  Prague  gave  a  new 
itesjofftff^  opportunity  to  John  Hufs  and  his  party  to  exclaim  againft 
eountof     ^he  errors  of  the  church  :  accordingly  three  of  his  followers, 
thts  cru'    jjj  fj^^Q^  different  churches,  during  the  reading  of  the  papal 
lUim^'  bull,  called  out  that  the  pope  was  antichrift,  who  caufcd  a 
^^injtih    ^^^^'^^  ^°  ^  preached  againft  Chriftians.      Thefe  three 
tdpt     ^  ^^^^  immediately  apprehended  and  imprifoncd,  which  Mufs 
*  ■   "  was  no  fooner  informed  of,  than  he  came  at  the  head  of 

2000  men  to  the  magiftrates,  demanding  the  liberty  of  the 
prifoners,  offering  to  anfwer  himfelf  for  their  crime,  if  it 
was  any  crime  to  fpeak  the  truth.  The  fenate  difmifled  the 
mob,  by  promifing  that  nothing  fliould  be  determined  againft 
the  prifoners;  however,  next  morning,  they  ordered  thcnt 
to  be  executed.  Their  friends,  among  whom  were  a  great 
m^ny  ftudents,  immediately  aflembled,  and  wrapping  the 
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dead-  bo£es  in  Huen,  carried  them  with  great  folemnity  thro' 
the  chorches  of  the  city,  calling  out>  The/e  are  the  faints 
*mio  Jkave  given,  their  Bodies  for  the  tejiiifiony  of  God.  Soon 
after  the  adminiftration  of  the  church  of  Prague  wasi  given 
to  the  bifliop  of  Olmutz,  who,  by  the  advice  of  feveral  mem- 
bers of  the  univorfity,  prq)ofed  fome  articles  to  the  regent 
and  nobles,  as  proper  to  put  a  flop  to  the  diforders.  The 
other  party  Ucewife  prefented  nine  propofitions,  about  pre« 
ferring  the  rights  and  liberties  of  the  kingdom  of  Bohemia, 
and  againft  ddhnming  John  Hufs  and  his  followers  as  here- 
tics, without  examining  their  caufe.  The  articles  propofed 
by  the  bifhop  were  approved  by  an  cdift  of  Wenceflaus ;  in 
coiifeqiience  of  which  John  Hufs  was  banifhed  the  city :  how- 
ever, the  diflurbances  did  not  ceafe,  his  followeps  rather  turn- 
ed more  outrageous,  and  cenfured  th^  ediSt  by  public  writ- 
ings, .which  were  again  anfwered  by  the  catholic  doftors  *.  . 

During  thefe  commotions  in  Bohemia^  the  pope  cclebrat-^  _^^  * 
cd  a  general  council  at  Rome^  which  affembly  was  not  very  council  h 
nnmeroTSs,  and  on  that  account  was  prorogued.     However,  heij  at 
by  their  advice,  on  the  6th  of  January,   John  publiihed  a  Rome.    ' 
decree  againft  the  Hvffites,  ordering  the  hooks  oiWickliffe  to    A.D.

Soon  after  La£flaus  again  cominenced  hoAili^ies, 
by  furprizing  the  city  oi  Rome,  where  he  committed  great 
barbarities,  the  pope  and  his  cardinals,  with  much  diffi- 
culty, efcaping  to  5«fr/,  and  from  thence  to  Florence,     The 
king  quickly  after  made  himfelf  mafter  of  all  the  ecclefiafti- 
cal  ftate,  as  far  as  the  frontiers  of  Siena  and  Florence^  while 
the;  pope  earneftly  follidted  the  ailifiance  of  the  emperor 
Sigifimmdy  who  had  entered  Italy  to  terminate  his  differences 
vnxhi^t  Venetians.    Though  the  emperor  was  defirousof 
putting  a  flop  to  the  prpgrefe  of  Ladiflaus,  yet  he  would  not 
confent  at  that  time  to  engage  in  a  war  againft  him ;  but  by  The  tmfe* 
frequent  letters  prevailed  upon  the  pope  to  agree  to  a  ge-  ^^  ^^ers 
neral  council,  as  the  moft  proper  means  to  procure  the  peace  Lombar* 
oi  Italy.

The  nuncios 
of  Ctigory  propo&d  to.  profecnte  on  his  part  the  ofteaos 
of  ceffion,  and  defircd  that-  John  might  not  prefide  in  the 
council,  to  the  cfccrces  of  which  they  promifed'  all  obedi-

About  the  fame  time  a  memorial  was  prefented,  contalnipK 
a  long  accufation  of  John  XXIII.  which,.  accor(ting  to  Niem^ 
was  thought  to  have  been  prefented  by  an  Italian,, and inr 
eluded  all  tfie  mortal  Jins,  and  an  infinite  number  ofabomina-- 
tions  6.  The  pope,  terrified  with  this  accufation,  propofcd 
to  confefs  himfelf  to  the  council;  but  he  was  in  fome  mea*- 
fure  ireed  from  h'fs  appreheniipns,  for  it  was  refolved  to  > 

fupprefs  the  memorial.  However,  it  was  ^eed  among  all  the 
nations,  that  the  abdication  of  the  pope  was  the  moft  proper 
means  to  terminate  the  fchifm :   accordingly  John,  fiadU^ 
the  council  unanimoufly  fix'd  in  that  refolution,  with  great  . 
reluftance,    and  after  many  fubterfuges,  accepted  rf  a  form 
of  reiignatioa  prefented  to  him  by  the  patriarch  of  v^^Jk 
The  next  day,  being  the  2d  of  Mareh,  was  held  the  feco^d 
feflion  of  the  council  in  the  catheciral  church,  where  the  pop^ 
after  the  celebration  of  mafs,  reid  aloud,  the  form  of  his  ab- 
dication, by  which  he  promifed,  vowed,  and  fwore,  before 
God,  the  church,   and  the  council,   to.  give  peace  to  the    ' 
church,  by  his  refignation  of  the  pontificate,  on  condition  ^^  pfmmr 
that  the  two  antipppes  would  do  the  lame,  or  in  any  cafeyj^^f^^l 
wherein  his  abdication  might  be  of  fcrvice  to  the  church,  ^uiei 
He  had  no  fooner  read  this  form,  than. the  emperor  took  off 
his  crown,  threw  himfelf  on  bis  imees,  and  en^braced  his 
feet;  the  patriarch  of  Antioch  likewifc  thanked  him  in  the 
name  of  the  whole  council.    Then,  according  to  Spmdanus, 
Sigi/mund  and  the  whole  council  promifed^^^  tha^  if  the  other 
two  popes  did  not  likewife  refign^  they  would  ftand  by  hiqi, 
and  ajQSfl  him  againfl  them  with  all  their  temporal  forces  \ 

SiGisMtJKD  having  agreed  tq  a  conference  with  BenediS 
at  Nice,  in  the  month  of  June,  Hjean  while  aflcmbled  ano- 
ther congr^ation ;  and  on  the  15  th  of  March,  by  their  a4- 
vice,  demanded  of  the  pope,  i.  That  the  council  ihould 
not  be  diflblved  till  the  union  was  effefted:  2.  That  it 
fhould  not  be  transferred  elfewhere :  3.  That  the  pop^ 
Ihould  not  leave  C(?w/?awc^ :  4.  That  he  fliould  name  a  proxy, 
who  fhould  abdicate  in  his  name:  5.  That  he  fliould  coa-  .  • 

firm  the  above  propofi tions  by  his  bulls:  and,  laflly.  That

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thepa^fertes  and  others,  ftttnmoned  ta  the  council,  fhould 
Bot, depart,  wolefs  oa  accounft  of  ficknefs  or  poverty.  The 
f)ope  granted  the  firft  demand ;  ^s  to  thefecond,  he  dedarcdj 
that  tt  feemed'tnore  conVisnient  to  transfer  the  council  to  fome 
Jilace  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Kttt;  to  the  third,  that  it 
wotrld  be  tnoreexpedicnt  that  bothhe  and  the  council  (honU 
gtr  towards  Nice;  to  the  fburth,  that  he  cbofe  rather  to  abdi* 
cate  perfonaHy  than  by  proxy;  and  to  the  laft,  he  returned 
T»o  anfwer*  The  council  were  not  at  all  fatisfied  with  theft 
smfwers;  atid  being  appreheirfnre  left  the  pope  ihonld  delay 
fchabdication tmdenrarious  pretenfions,thcy  again  folicite^  him.  ' 
to  name  the  emperor,  ahd  thofe  prelates  tliat  were  to  afccom* 
^ny  him  to  Ntce^  a's  his  proxies*  Jc^n  ftiH  reftifed  to  coii- 
4S5nt,  as  being  feifible  that,  if  he  once  named  proxies,  he  had 
4!hen  «o  ^portunity  to  recede;  and  findihg  that  the  cound 
*«s  i^olred  to  oyige  him  to  abdicate,  he  aiked  leave  of  the 
emperor  to  qmt  Cor^ance,  pretending  that  the  air  of  tha 
city  Was  prejudicial  -to  his  health  *.  Sigi/mund,  Who  had 
placed  -goards  at  tfie  gates  of  the  city  to  prevent  any  oMl 
from  kaVmg  the  councM,  \yas  fo  far  from  giving  him  liber^ 
to  depatt,  that  he  oMigcd  him  to  promife  not  to  quit  xbt 
^y  tai  the  council  was  diflolved.  yohn^  however,  having 
^  <X5neerted  his  retreat  with  the  duke  of  Aufiria,  notwithftand* 

/^^'  Jtog  ^e  vigilance  of  the  emperor,  on  the  aoth  of  Narck 
4mi€€.  ^  ^^^^fp^^fomCtmfiahce,  dHguifcd  in  the  habit  of  a  groom, 
<nd  fled  to  Schaff^ai^eit,  about  four  mil^j  diftance,  from 
•whence  he  wrote  to  S^^rmrf,  declaring  that  he  had  not  rjg^ 
'  -tJred  wiA  the  intetttion  of  avoiding  to  folfil  his  promife  of 

•abdfCdlSon,  but  thjit  heinighi:  execute  it  with  liberty  and 
^ut4ty. 

This  fudden  flight  of  the  j^ope  occafioned  gfeat  dlfputcs 

tmoftg  the  tnembcrs  of  the  council ;   fome  affirming,  that, 

.as  he  had  retired^  the  council  was  thereby  diflblved,  white 

/        -others  m^intaiiied  that  the  authority  of  a  council,  in  the  ne» 

ecffities  pf  the  church,  was  fuperior  to  that  of  a  pope^ 

f        Theielaft  werefrippprted  by  Sigiftnund,  who,  with  the  no* 

bks  of  his  court,  went  through  the  city,  and  with  great 

prudence  and  firmaefs  quieted  the  dffturbances ;  and  calling 

the  four  different  nations  together,   afTured  them  that  H 

would  proteft  the  council,  and,  with  the  hazard  of  his  life,^ 

TheuuncUf^^xiid  procure  the  union  of  the  church.    Accordingly,  to 

Cfntinua.  fopport  the  aUthoiity  of  the  council  in  the  third  feflioo^ 

which  was  held  on  the  26th  of  March,   it  was  decreed j  . 

that  as  the  council  had  -been  legally  ailembled  in  Conftanch  '

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it  was  not  diffolved  by  the  retreat  of  the  pope  of  any  oth^ 
^prelates;  that^t  ought  nOt  to  be  diflblvcd  till  the  church  was 
i^fordied  in  faith  and  matiners,  both  in  the  head  and  mem- 
bers; nor  ought  it  to  be  transferred  elfewhere  without  ma- 
ture deliberations ;  and  that  no  members  ought  to  retire 
tilt  It  was  diflblvcd,  unfeft  their  reifons  for  removing  were 
approved  by  the  council,  Jind  that  then  they  (hould  be  bound 
to  leave  their  proxies  with  ^hofe  who  remained.  The  next 
day  three  cardiftals  that  had  been  to  the  pope  returned  ta 
Cw^tfwre,  •with  a 'letter  and  mandate  from  him,  declaring 
thai  he  was  wilBng  to  appoint  proxies  for  his  abdication^ 
and'defiring  that  the'  king  of  the  Romans  and  the  council 
would  provide  for  his  fecurity,  and  that  of  the  duke  of  Ju* 
firidy  who  had  been  put  to  the  ban  of  the  empire  for  affift-' 
ing  him  to  make  his  efcape.  What  receprion  thefe  offers  of 
the  pope  met  with  does  not  appear;  but  two  days  after  he 
protefted  before  a  notary  and  fevcral  witnefles,  that  he  wa^ 
Dot  bound  to  perform  what  he  had  pronnfed  and  fworn  at 
€dnjlance,  as  he  was  influenced  by  fear  and  force.  He  then 
left  ^haffhaufetiy  and  proceeded,  in  the  midft  of  a  heavy 
rain,  to  the  caftle  diLouffenberg,  The  fourth  feflion  of  the 
council  was  held  the  next  day,  which  was  th^  30th  of 
lHarchy  in  w*iich  tt  was  decreed,  that  the  council,  having^/// tf«/jS^ 
beeA  iegaily  aflembled,  reprefented  thfe  'catholic  m\\K%xi%ritj  is ' 
church,  and  received  its  authority  immediately  from  Chrift;^^'^';'' 
afiid  that  every  one,  of  what  dignity  foever,  the  pontificai^*^''^''  '^ 
not  Excepted,  was  bound  to  obey  its  decrees,  regarding  the^^*^^* 
fittthand  exth^paiion  of  fchifm ;  that,  all  the  cenmres  of  the 
p©pe  againft  any  prelates  or  ecdefiaftics  (hould  be  null-  and 
void ;  and  that  none  fliould  be  accounted  cardinals,  but 
thofe  who  were  acknowleged  fuch  before  the  fucceflion  of 

In  the  fifth  feffion,  which  was  held  on  the  6th  of  A^ril^ 
the  council  explained  and  confirmed  their  former  decrees :, 
Aey  then  refolved,  that  John  was  bound  to  refign,  in  any 
cafe  whatever,  that  would  promote  the  union  of  the  church; 
thir  jJF'  he  refufed  he  fhould  be  reckoned  depoftd  ;  and  if 
he  would  not  return  xc^Confiance,.^d^  council  ihould  pro- 
ved againft  him  as  a  perfon  fufpcfted.of  herefy,  and  author 
of  fchtfm.  After  thefe  determinations  fome  overtures  were 
read,  ^fegardtng  the  condemnation  of  Wickliff^s  doftriue,  and 
for  r^kting  the  naahner  of  proceeding  in  difcufling  the 
caufc  of  John  ffu/s;  to  examine  which  feveral  doftors  of  di- 
^aky  and  kw  were  appointed.    Mean  while  the  pope  rc-

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tired  from  Lmffenberg  to  Friburgi ;  but  before  he  left  that 
callle  he  wrote  to  the  difierent  princes  of  Europe,  and  to 
the  univerfity  of  Paris,  excufing  his  flight  frora  Conftance^ 
alleging  that  the  emperor  had  deprived  the  council  of  liberty, 
,  by  (hutting  the  gates  of  the  city,  and  that  he  had  prefumed, 
on  different  Qccafionsy  to  prefide  at  tbdr  deliberations ;  that 
although  in  general  councils  no  difference  of  natipns  ought 
to  be  obferved,  yet  it  had  been  ordained,  that  es^  nation 
ihould  have  but  one  voic^,  although  from  France  and  Italy 
there  were  prefent  200  prelates,  and  only  three  frcun  England^ 
with  nine  other  ecclefiafticfs ;  and  that  in  the  aflemblies,  lay- 
men as  well  as  clergymen  had  been  admitted  to  give  thdr 
votes,  although  by  the  canons  the  right  of  voting  in  general 
councils  only  belonged  to  cardinals,  patriarchs,  archbiihopd, 
and  bifhops.  The  council,  in  their  own  juftification,-put>« 
Cihed  a  letter,  addrefled  to  all  the  faithful,  wherein  they  de- 
clared, that  the  pope  had  prohibited  any  one  to  leave  the 
council,  under  pain  of  excommunication ;  that,  ney^theiefs, 
the  city  being  daily  defeated,  he  had  defired  the  enaper<tf  to 
i  provide  againfl  the  evil,  who  thereupon  had  not  (hut .  the 

gates,  but  only  guarded  them  for  part  of  a  day;  thsM:,.  for- 
difpatch  of  buiinefs,  the  council  had  appointed  the  form  of 
deliberatiflg  by  nations,  but,  neverthekfs,  in  the  feffions 
every  member  had  a  liberty  of  fpeaking  what  he  pleafed ;  that 
J^hn  had  afted  contrary  to  the  example  of  former  popes, 
particularly  of  Symmachus  and  Sixtus,  who  did  not  {eck  to 
diminiih  the  authority  of  the  council  by  their  flight,  but  fub* 
mitted  hnmibly  to  its  decrees:  they  then  concluded, -with- 
teflifying  their  defire  that  John  would  return  to  their  coun- 

On  the  17  th  oi  April,  a  few  days  before  they  publi&ed, 
this  letter,  the  fixth  feffion  of  the  council  was  held,  wjiefdil 
it  was  decreed,  that  John  fhould  be  obliged  to  appoint  proves 
for  his  refignation,  according  to  a  form  then  read,  and' that- 
an  honourable  emba(ry  (hould  be  fent  to  him  to  infpiiH  byxi' 
of  this  decree,  and  to  invite  him  to  retui:n  to  the  neigh^it-. 
hood  of  Conftance.  Jerome  of  Prague,  ..the  afTociato  of  i>ft»i 
Hufsy  was  likewife  fummoncd  to  the  council,  and  a  fkfc^a-' 
duft  granted  to  hun;  but,  according  to  Spondanus,  itW5»' 
mentioned  as  an  exception,  in  as  far,  as  the  catholic,  faith  ad-' 
mitted.  A  few  days  after  the  ambaflTadors  of  the  cpufifitt* 
found,  the  pope  at  Bri/ac,  from  whence,  .'after  Xhek  mv^' 
he  fled  to  Neuenburgh,  with  the  deCgn  of  putting  bimfl^ 
under  the  proteftion  of  the  duke  ^Burgundy,  Buttbe.^/ 
prevailed  upon  to  return  to  friburgh^  where  he  had  a  con- 
ference for  three  days  with  the  ambaflador^^  9xA  promifed 
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to  reGgn,  bn  condition  of  impuaity  for  his  pad  dnd  futiir&  pro-' 
ceedings,  and  that  he  fliould  ftiU  continue  cardinal,  and  be 
appointed  kgate  a  latere  for  his  life  in  Italy ^  with  feveral   . 
other  extravagant  artided.     The  legates  giving  an  account 
of  theii'  embaffy  in  the  feventh  feffion,  held  on  the  2d  of 
May^  the  council  then  fummoned  the  pope  to  appear  at  Con^ 
fiance  within  mne  days,  to  anfwer  for  his  flight  and  other 
matters,  and  granted  him  a  fafe-condu£b,  which  was  con- 
firmed by  the  emperor.     JermU  of  Prague  was  likewife  dc-    , 
dared  contumacious^  for  Hot  having  appeared  according  to 
his  former  citation.     Two  days  after  was  held  the  eighth 
feffion,  wherein  the  writings  of  Wickliffe  were  prohibited^ 
and  ordered  to  be  burnt;  a  great  many  of  his  propofitions 
Were  condemned,  and  his  bones  were  ordered  to  be  dug  Up. 
and  thrown  into  profane  ground.     The  day  following,  by 
the  advice  of  the  councili  Sigifinund  was  reconciled  to  the 
duke  of  Auftriay  who  finding  himfelf  unable  to  preferve  his 
domiAions,  in  confequence  of  the  ban,  came  and  fubmitted 
in  a  moft  humble  manner>  pi'omifed  to  bring  the  pope  back 
to  the  council,  and  as  i  fecurity  refigned,  by  a  folemn  aft, 
ell  his  poflefHons  into  the  hands  of  the  emperor.     Immedi"* 
ately  upon  this  agreement,  Sigtfimmd  fent  two  archbifhops, 
and  a  body  of  306  men,  to  Friburgh^  to  feize  the  pope,  who^ 
feemed  not  difpleafed  to  return  to  Conjiancey  but,  while  he    " 
protrafted  the  time,  he  fent  a  proxy  to  two  cardinals  to 
plead  his  caufe  before  the  coundL     This  bull,  however^ 
was  rejefted  at  the  ninth  feffion,  which  was  held  on  the  I3tb 
of  iifoy,  the  council  infifting  ihat  proxies  could  not  be  ad- 
mitted, as  the  citation  was  perfonal.     Accordingly  the  next 
day,  in  the  tenth  feffion,  John  wtih  his  followers  were  de- 
clared cohtumacious>  and  a  fentence  of  fufpenfion  from  the 
pontificate  was  denounced  againft  him,  as  guilty  of  fimony 
and  many  Other  fcandalotis  vices.     A  few  days  after  the  pope 
arriviiig,  under  a  guard,  at  Ratiffcell,  within  two  leagues  of 
Confiante^  five  cardinals  werfe  fent  to  him  to  inform  him  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  coundl;  to  which  he  declared  hts 
fabmiffion,  but  wrote  to  the  emperor  and  the  council,  en- 
treating them  to  hive  fome  regard  to  his  honour,  his  perfon,      *  t> 
and  his  eftate.     In  the  following  feffion,  which  was  held- on        '    * 
the  25th  of  Mdy,  fifty-four  articles  were  read  againft  the  ^* 

pope,  accufing  him  of  various  crimes,  for  the  proof  of 
which  the  witnefles  were  mentioned :  three  other  articles 
Were  likewife  added,  concerning  his  poifoning  his  predecef- 
for,  and  denying  the  refurre<51:ion  of  the  dead  and  a  futtire  • 
life;  but  for  thefe  no  witnefles  could  be  produced.  The 
articles  for  which  there  was  proof  were  carried  to  the  pope.

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The  coun-  and  he  was  defired  to  anfwer  them ;  but  he  ftill  declaring 
dl  depofes  his  wiliingnefs  to  fubtnit  to  the  council,  on  the  29th  of  May^ 
the  f ope.    in  the  twelfth  feffion,  a  definitive  fentence  of  depofition  was 
denounced  againft  him,  which  he  next  day  confirmed  by  a 
public  inftrument,  and  immediately  laid  aiide  all  the  pontifi- 
cal ornaments. 
JohnHnfs      This  affair  of  the  depofition  of  the  pope  being  terminate 
eiejires  bh  ed,  to  the  fatisfeftion  of  the  council,  they  proceeded  next  to 
doarines     decide  the  caufe  of  John  Hufs.     On  the  7th  of  Jitne  he  was 
to  be  ex-   called  before  a  private  aflembly,  where  the  emperor  was  pre- 
amined.      fent,  who  exhorted  him  to  fubmit  to  the  authority  of  the 
council,  and  promifed,  from  a  regard  to  his  brother /^i?iif^!ia« 
and  the  kingdom  of  Bohemia^  he  would  difmifs  him  lafc  ; 
otherwife,  inftead  of  being  a  proteftor  to  him  in  his  errors,  he 
would,  with  his  own  hands,  light  the  fire  to  which  he  would 
be  condemned.     John  pleaded  the  fafe  conduA  that  he  him- 
fcif  had  given  him,  and  declared,   that  he  came  to  the  coun- 
cil not  to  defend  his  doftrines  with  a  perverfe  obftinacy,  but 
to  retraft  them  if  he  fliould  be  taught  any  thing  that  was 
better.     The  next  day  he  was  again  called  before  the  em- 
peror and  feveral  prelates,  and  defired  to  abjure  twenty -fix 
heretical  articles,  drawn  from  his  treatife  upon  the  church; 
John  required  of  them  not  to  be  compelled  to  do  any  thing  againft 
his  confcience.     He  faid  feveral  of  the  articles  he  had  never 
.     taught,  and  therefore  could  not  renounce  them;  the  reft  he 
was  willing  to  forfake  upon  being  inftrufted  better*     The 
emperor  and  the  prelates  not  being  fatisfied  with  thefe  con- 
ditional fnbmiflions,  John  was  recondufted  to  prifon ;  and 
in  the  thirteenth  feflion,  which  was  held  on  the  15  ch  of 
June^  the  proftors  of  the  council  defired  the  condemnation 
of  fome  errors  concerning  the  eucharift :  accordingly  it  was 
decreed,   that  though  Chrift  inftituted  and  adminiftered  the 
facrament  after  fupper  under  both  kinds,  of  bread  ^nd  win^ 
neverthelefs,  according  to  the  laudable  cuftom  of  the  churchy . 
and  the  authority  of  the  facred  canons,  it  ought  not  to  be 
^        confccrated  after  fupper,  nor  received  by  the  faithful,  unlefe 
when  fafting,  except  in  cafe  of  ficknefs,  or  of  any  other  ne*. 
•ceffity  admitted  by  the  church  ;  and  although  in  the  pri- 
-      ^  piitive  church  the  fame  facrament  was  received  by  the  faithful 
under  bothkinds,  yet,  to  avoid  feveral  fcandals,  thecuftomhad .. 
been  juftly  introduced,  that  the  laity  fhould  receive  it  under 
the  bread  alone,  as  it  ought  to  be  moft  firmly  believed  that 
the  intire  body  of  Chrift  is  wholly  contained  under  each  kind 
feparately;  and  that  thofe  who  obftiftately  aflTerted  tbat  ,the 
obfervation  of  this  cuftom  was  facrilegious  and  unlawful, 
•  '  ought 
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flight  tb'ht  panUhed'by  the  ordinaries  and  iiiquifitors  of 
bercfy.  .   ... 

Iw  the  next  feffion,  which  was  hdd,  on  the  4th  of  j^ufy,  Grcgpry 
the  emperor  prefidedj  till  the  deputies  from  jx)pe  Gregory  XlLah£f 
read  his  bnlls,  approving  the  council,  not  as  having  aflembled  ^^'"^  '^^  , 
by  order  of  pope  Join,  whom  he  ftiled  Balthafar  Coffa,  huiP^^fi^^^ 
as  fummoned  by  the  audK)rity  of  Sigifihund.

^anficate;  received  his  fix  cardinals^  and  himfelfas  a  fe- 
totb^  into  this  facrbd  collegiCy  and  annuUed  all  the  tenfures 
ixst  had  been  denounced  by  either  party  againft  the  other; 
Qkirks  Makteftay  lord  of  Rimini^  as  proxy  for  Gregory  ^^ 
then  m^de  a  folemn  rentiticiatidti  of  the  pontificate  in  hla. 
name ;  ilpoh  which  the  council  fung  TV  Deuniy  and  decreed^ 
VtitvGregory  fhould  be  always  accduntied  next  to  the  pope  ill' 
dignity  and  rdnk>  and  declaired  him  perpetual  legate  a  latere 
in  the  march  of  Ancona.  Two  days  after,  in  the  fifteenth  fef- 
fion, JohnMufi  was  introduced  into  the  council,  and  placed 
Bjona  high  fedtin  the*  view  of  the  whole  aflembly,  as  a  per- 
fon  convifted  of  herefy  by  thofc  who.  had  beett  appointed  t<* 
mmine  him,  altho'  his  jtlidges  had  ufed  no  arguments  td 
difprovfc  his  doftrines,  but  only  Infifted  tjiat  he  ought  to  fub- 
Mt  his  judgment  to  a  general  council.

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Arra^y  Cajtile^  and  Navarre^  and  the  count  of  Armagh 
nac,  lent  deputies  to  the  emperor  at  Aarhnne,  where  a  ca- 
pitulation was  concluded,  under  twelve  articles,  jwhereby 
it  was  agreed,  that  the  prdates  at  Conftance  ftiguld  write  cir- 
tular  letters  to  the  princes  and  prelate^  hitherto  in  the  obe- 
dience of  BtnediEi^  iBvitrng  them  to  the  council ;  and  that, 
upon  their  arrival,  th^y  ftiould  confnlt  with  the  reft  about 
the  union  and  reformation  of  the  church,  aa4  the  eleftioa. 
of  a  new  pope. 

During  thefe  tranfaftions  of  the  emperor,   the  council 
aflembled  on  the  17th  oi  Augnjl,  and  appointed  fom?  biftiops 
from  each  of  the  nations  to  judge    the  caufes  and  com- 
plaints that  fhould  be  brought  before  the  council.    In  the^  Jerome  of 
next  feffidn,  which  was    held  on  the  23d  of  Scptember^^^^a»^ 
Jerme  of  Prague  ^  a  layman,  and  mafler  of  aits,  ^nh&cly  fig„s  are* 
abjured  the  errors  of /fIrW/jfif,  and  acknowleged  KxmiAi  ex.- cantationi 
pofed  to  the  feverity  of  the  canons  if  he  fhould  ^ver  teach 
any  thing  contrary  to  the  catholic  doftrine ;  which  abjura- 
tion and  profeffion  he  delivered  to  the  council  written  with  his 
own  hand.     He,  however,  afterwards  retrafted,  and  endea- 
voured to  efcape  ;  but  was  brought  hack  from  the  confines  of 
Bohemia  by  John  duke  of  Bavaria,  and  (hut  up  in  a  darjc 
and  loathfome  dungeon  in  the  bottom  of  a  tower,  in  which 
iituation  he  continued  feveral  months.     In  the  fame  feilioa 
tfie  council  confirmed  the  decreqs  of  the  emperor  Frederic  II, 
ViACbarles  IV.  concerning  immunity  of  ecclefiaftics ;  and  in  the 
twentieth  feffion,  held  on  the  29th  of  November,  a  monitory 
was  publifhed  againft  Frederic  duke  of  j^ujiria,  for  his  in- 
wfion  of  the  privileges  and  pofleffions  of  the  church  of  Trent.     A.D. 
There  are  no  other  proceedings  of  the  council  mentioned     1416. 
during  this  year;  but  on  the  31ft  of  January,^  in  a  general 
feffion,  the  capitulation  of  Narbonne  was  confirmed,  and  a 
few  days  after  letters  of  convocation  to  the  ^ani/h  princes 
aad  prelates  wei:e  published,  according  to  the  form  agreed  to 
betwixjt  the  deputies.     Mean  while  Ferdinand  king  of  Arra- 
gm  prohibited,  by  a  public  edift,  any  of  his  'fubjefts  from . 
obeying  BenediSl ;  who,  in  return,  affembled  his  friends  at 
Peni/cola,  and  demanded  a  fentence  of  depofition  and  ex- 
communication againft  Ferdinand.     After  the  publication  of 
the  citation  for  the  Spanijh  prelates,  the  deliberations  of  the 
niembefs  of  the  council  were  not  To  frequent,  as  they  .waited 
for  the  arrival  of  the  emperor,    who    bad  procedled  ta 
trance,  and  from  thence  to  England,  to  reconcile  thefe  two-

confidence;  and  that,  if  hb 
faith  was  the  fame  with  what  he 
profeiTed,.  there  could  not  be 
found  againft  him  the  leaft 
caufe  of  offence :  that  he  fre- 
quendy  anfwered  the  reproaches 
and  railings  of  his  opponents 
by  ajeft  or  farcafm,  which  ob- 
liged many  of  the  aflembly  tQ 
(mile.

He  then  mentioned  his  friend 
John  Hufst  whom  he  praHed 
as  a  good,  jjuft,  and  hdy  qian, 
who  had  never  preached  agaioft 
the  dodrincs  of  the  chqrch, 
but  againft  the  abufes  of  the 
clergy,  and  the  pride  and  pomp 
of  the  prelates,  who  wailed  the 
patrimony  of  the  church,  dc- 
iigned  fpr  the  fupport  of  the 
poor  and  ftrangers,  upon  lyhorcs 
^nd  dogs,  and  in  fc;^fting,  glut- 
tony, arid  vain  ;jppatel.  As 
his  difcowfe  was  frequently  in- . 
terrupted  by  the  captious  .ob- 
jedionsof  his  opponents,  there 
was  none  whom  he  did  not  an- 
fwer,  and  either  oblige^  all  to 
blufh  or  to  be  iilent.  When  a 
noife  arofe  in  the  a^embly  be 
^pt»  w^tho^t  being  difponoepr* ' 
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Abou T  the  fame  time  the  duke  of  Juftria^  having  refufed 
to  Q))ey  the  monitory,  and  having  fled  from  Conftance^  the 
council  ihforn^d  the  emperor  of  his  flight ;  who  immediately 
put  him  to  the  ban  of  the  empire.  A  few  months  after- 
wards the  twenty-fecond^  feifion  was  held,  on  the  15  th  qf 
O^ob^^  in  which  was  regulated  the  order  of  fitting  to  be 
obferved  by  the  deputies  of  Arragon  and  Naples ^  who  had 
arrived  at  the  council ;  and  it  was  decreed,  that  the  votes  of 
the  deputies  of  Arragon,  together  with  thofe  of  the  deputies 
of  Portugal,  Caftik,  and  Navarre,  fhould  have  the  fame  * 
authority  as  if  all  the  biftiops  of  thofe  kingdoms  were  pre* 
fent :  by  which  meaos  a  fifth  nation  was  added  to  thofe  al- 
ready appointed  by  the  council.  In  the  following  feifion^ 
held  on  the  5th  of  November,  twelve  commiiTares  were  no- 
ibinated  to  determine  the  manner  of  proceeding  againft 
Peter  de  Luna ;  and  in  the  next  feflion,  which  was  held  on 
the  1 8  th  of  the  fame  month,  a  form  of  citation  was  read, 
fummoning  the  fame  Peter,  as  a  fchifmatic  and  heretic,  to 
appear  within  feventy  days  after  inti^'tiation  made  to  himfelf, 
or  the  publication  of  the  fummons  in  any  church  of  the  % 
•£ocefe  wherein  he  refided.  In  the  two  following  feffions, 
which  were  held  on  the  14th  and  24th  of  December,  the  de- 
puties of  the  count  of  foix  and  of  the  king  of  Navarre 
were*admitted  into  the  council;  and  a  decree  was  made, 
ordaining,  that  no  honour  or  detriment  fliould  accrue  to  any 
nation  by  the  order  of  fitting,  debating,  or  fubfcribing. 

A  FEW  weeks  after,  the  emperor  returned  to  Conjiance ;  <rbe  em* 
and  in  the  twen  ty-feventh  feflion,  held  on  the  20th  of  February,  ferer  re- 
>the  duke  of  Auftria  was  declared  guilty  of  contumacy  ;  and  in  turns  f 
the  next  fefSon,  held  on  the  3d  of  March,  Frederic  and  his  Con- 
adherents  were  excommunicated,  for  having  -  invaded  the^*"^ 
poffeiBons  of  the  church  of  Trent,  and  violated  his  oath  to  the    ^*  ^" 
Anperor.    The  twenty-nmth  feflion  was  held  on  the  8th  of    '^*' * 
March,  the  day  appoined  for  the  appearance  of  Peter  de  Luna ; 
but^  as  he  bad  not  obeyed  the  fummons,  the  council  declared 
him  contumacious ;   and  two  days  after,  in  the  thirtieth 
feffion,  the  deputies  that  had  been  fent  to  Spain,  informing  the 
affembly  that  they  had  cited  the  faid  Peter  perfonally,  and 
received  from  him  an  evafive  anfwer,  the  council  immediately 
approved  the  wlthdrawmg  obedience  from  him.   In  the  next

by  John  XXIII.  was  lately  dead.  The  fivQ  following  fefiions 
were  wholly  employed  in  the  caufe  of  Peter  de  Luna^  who^ 
^fter  feveral  citations,  and  examinations  of  witnefles  ag^ 
•him,  op  the  26th  of  July^  in  the  thirty-fevcnth  feflion,  wa« 
folemnly  depofed,  and  all  Chrifliahs  were  abfolved  from  jidd- 
ing  him  obedience.  Before  this  definitive  fentence  was  pub- 
ii(hed,  the  emperor,  with  the  princes  of  Germany ^  and  the  Eng' 
UJb,  deputies,  had  endeavoured  to  prevail  with  the  council  to 
proceed  to  the  reformation  of  the  church ;  and  the  marquis  of 
^randenburgh  particularly  propofed,  that  the  clergy  of  Get- 
many  (hould  be  prohibited,  by  a  canon,  from  purcbafing  any 
immoveable  pofTefiions.  This  motion  for  a  reformation  was, 
however,  ftrenuoufly  oppofed  by  the  cardinals  and  the  other 
cations,  who  urged  that  it  was  firft  necefiary  to  eleA  a  pope; 
and,  each  party  defending  their  opinion  with  great  warmth, 
;  the  council  was  on  the  point  of  being  diilblved«  The  em- 
peror at  length  calmed  their  fpirits,  and,  after  two  felEoos 
fpent  in  frivolous  difputes  about  precedency,  in  the  thirty-ninth 
feffion,  which  was  held  on  the  9th  of  OSober^  a  perpetual 
decree  was  made,  that,  fifteen  years  after  the  diflblving  rf 
the  council  of  ConfiancCy  another  (hould  be  held,  arid,  withia 
feven  years  after  that  fhould  be  diflblvea,  a  third  fliould  be 
held,  and  for  ever  afterwards  councils  ihould  be  held  every 
ten  years  ;  the  place  of  meeting  to  be  appointed  by  the  pope, 
who  fhould  have  liberty  to  contract,  but  pot  to  lengtheo, 
the  term  for  their  convocation  ;  and  if  a  fchifm  fliould  arife 
in  the  pontificate,  within  a  year  after  the  diflblution  of  the 
council,  it  ftiould  then  aflemble  the  year  after  without  aay 
citation.  In  the  fortieth  ftffion,  held  on  the  30th  ef  O&oBec, 
it wasdecreed,  thatthe future  pope,  before  thedifiniflingof  tte 
council,  (hould  reform  the  church  in  the  head  and  members; 
they  then  proceeded  to  regulate  the  form  of  theeleftion,  W 
ordained,  that  fix  deputies  of  each  of  the  nations  (jho^id  enter 
the  conclave,  together  with  the  cardinals ;  and  whoever 
ibould  be  chofen,  by  two-thirds  of  the  cartj^n^.  and  deputies, 
fliould  be  accounted  a  true  pope.  Accordingly  in  the  forty-firft 
fe(Ik>B,  held  oh  the  Rth  of  November^  thirty  deputies  were  no- 
minated, and  entered  the  conclave  with  twenty  cardinals  of 
Martin  V.  the  three  obedience*.

The  council  again  aflembling  On 
the  2ift  of  March,  published  fome  decrees  concernitag  ex- 
emptions, firft  fruits,  difpenfations,  fimony,  tythes,  and 
pthiBr  ccclefiaftical  grievances,  and  concerning  the  lives  and 
drefs'of  the  clergy ;  by  which,  and  by  fome  agreement  with 
each  of  the  nations  which  is  not  mentioned,  the  pope  de-

According'  to  Platina, 
the  pretence  ufed  for  delaying  to  proceed  to  the  reformatron 
was  the  long  continuance  of  the  council^  therefore,  in  the 
forty  ^fourth  feffion,  held  on  the^  i  pth  of  jf^fy  according  to  a 
former  decree,  a  future  council  was  appointed  to  be  held  at 
Pdvia,  Three  days  afrerwasheldthe  forty-fifth  and  bftfeffian 
©f  the  council,  in  which  the  deputies  of  the  kmg  of  Pekndy 
and  of  the  waiwode  or  dnke  of  Lithuama^  hating  defined  the 
])ope  to  condemn  a  certain  book  cohtainhig  a  great  many

Braciius  was  foon  after  expelled  ffoDa  Rome  hy  S/ortiaFt- 
conti,  then  conftable  of  Naples  ;  but,  ftill  refufing  to  fubmit 
to  the  church,  he  was  excommunicated  by  Mattin.,   How« 
ever,  the  author!^  of  the  pope  was  at  that  time  fo  weak, 
th^t  Brachius  and  his  adherents,  in  dieir  turn,  excommu- 
nicated his  holinefe,  whb  was  Ekewife  expof^d  to  the  fco^ 
of  the  common  people  (Y).    By  the  interceffion  of  the  Flo- 
rentines, Brachius  foon  after  fubmitted,  and  cameand  threw 
himfelf  at  the  pope's  feet ;  who  appointed  him  vicar  over  fe- 
veral of  the  cities  he  had  formerly  ufurped.     The  queen  of 
iVfl^&j  likewife  reftored  the  places  which  (he  had  feized,  and 
fent  her  fenefchal  to  Florence,  defiring  the  pope  to  fend  a 
cardinal  to  Naples,  to  perform  the  ceremony  of  her^  corona- 
tion.

lery ^    About  the  fame  time,  the  pope,  having  received  aa 
embafly  from  Manuel  the  t?r^^^  emperor,' with  an  offer  of 
embracing  the  Latin  faith  and  rites,  if  reafonable  conditions 
were  propofed,  he  appointed  cardinal  Fonfeca  as  his  legate 
a  latere  to  go  to  Conftantinople  ;  but  he  firft  ^fent  the  general   .

.were  then  the  fcenes  of  deftruftive  wiars,  this  folemri  feftival 
feems  to  have  been  but  little  attended  to.     Mean  while,  as 
the  time  for  celebrating  the  council  of  Pavia  now  drew 
near,  the  pope,  with  the  adv\c^  of'  the  cardinals,  fent  four 
prelates  ta  that  city ;  who,  in  the  t6otiXh  ef  May,  opened.

to  be  held  feven  years  afterwards  at  Bajily  and  the  neceflary  ' 
reformations  in  the  o^oan  time  being  left  to  the  pope  and  his 
cardinals.  According  to  Platina^  Martin  diffolved  the  coun- 
cil to  prevent  the  intrigues  of  Alphonfus  king  of  Arragon^ 
who,  being  ofTe.nded  that  his  pretenilons  to  the  kingdom  of 
Naples  w^re  rejefte^  had  lent  a  deputy  to  Siena  to  renew 
the  caufe.of  Pinter  4e  Luna.

In  confequence  of  thjs  vi£^ory  queen  Jane^'^ixA  her  adopted 
fpn  Lewis  III.  duke  of  Anjou,  remained  in.  quiet  pofleffion  of 
Naples ;  Martin  recovered  Perugia,  and   the  other  places 
ia  the  ecclefiafticai  flate.  that  had  been  ufiirped  by  Brachius,    ' 
and  the  Florentines  were  deprived  of  their  chief  fupport 
agaiaft  the  arms  of  duke  Philip.    Not  long  after  the  anti-  p  j^.  j 
pppe  Benedifi  died  a?  Pmifcola,  in  the  30th  year  of  his  pon-  Lona^// 
ti&ate,  having,  on  his  death-bed,  bound  his  followers  t^andis/k, 
cleft  a  fuoceflbr,  under  pain  of  eternal  damnation.

conference  with  the  emperor.     Martin  in  the  mean  time 
earneftly  foUicited  the  German  princes  to  a  new  expeditioa 
againft  the  HuffiUSy  and  wrote  to  the  emperor,  exhorting 
him  to  aft  with  vigour  againft  them..    Being  defirous  like- 
wife  to  extirpate  the  remains  of  the  fchifm,  he  fcnt  the  caf- 
dinal  of  Foix  as  his  legate  a  latere  into  Arragon^  to  prev^ail 
With  AlphonfuSf  who  was  his  relation,  to  defert  ^the  anti- 
pope.   The  cardinal,  having  fent  a  nuncio  to  inform  the  king 
of  his  commiffiori,  fet  out  on  his  journey;  hmztCharpentiers 
he  received  a  letter  from  Alphonfus^  who  declared  he  cbuid 
not  acknowlege  him  as  a  legate,  till  Martin  had  granted  him 
fome  things  which  he  demanded  6i  him  by  a  fpecial  meflen- 
ger.     After  two  other  prohibitions  to  enter  his  kingdom,  the 
king  at  laft  allowed  him  to  aft  as  legate,  but  under  fuch  re- 
ftriftions  as  were  rejefted  by  the  cardinal ;  who  left  Arra* 
gony  and  retired  to  the^  territories  of  his  brother  thecosnt 
of  Foix  ;  from  whence  the  foUowing  year  he  fent  frequent 
meflengers  to  the  king,  defiring  a  conference,  and  widi  pro- 
pofitions  for  an  accommodation.     The  meflengers  returned 
without  receiving  any  fatisfaftory  anfwer  from  the  king,  wh(> 
ftill  kept  up  his  refentment  againft  Martin^  and  publiihed 
an  edia,  prohibiting  the  prelates  of  his  kingdom  from  re- 
ceiving any  apoftolical  letters,  or  from  executing  tbemoir 
thofe  of  the  legate,  under  the  penalty  of  forfeiting  all  their 
poflef&ons.     The  cardinal  legate  protefted  againft  this  tdiSti 
and  informed  the  pope  of  the  king's  proceedings ;  who,  ofi 
the  15  th  of  July^  publiflied  a  moft  fevere  fentence  againft 
him  and  his  kingdom.    About  the  fame  time  he  fent  cardinal 
Nicolas  AlbergatuSy  bifhop  of  Bologna^  to  mediate  a  peace 
betwixt  Philip  duke  of  Milan  and  the  Florentines  and  their 
allies,  who  prevailed  with  each  of  the  parties  to  fend  de* 
puties  to  Ferrara ;  where,  after  three  months  fpent  in  nc* 
gociating,  a  treaty  was  concluded  on  the  i  ft  of  January  f. 

IMean  while  the  feveral  fefts  of  the  ffuffites,  namely,  the 
€alixtinSy  TdhoriteSy  Orphans^  and  Orebitesy  having,  fincc 
the  death  of  Zijcay  conferred  the  chief  command  upon  one 
Procopius,  a  prieft,  and  for  that  reafon  called  the  Shaven^ 
this  general,  no  lefs  intrepid  than  his  predecellbr,  gajned  ^ 
fignal  viftory  over  the  duke  of  Auftria  in  his  own  dominions; 
and  a  few  months  afterwards  entirely  defeated  an  army  oJf 
160,000  Germans y  commanded  by  the  counts  of  Veideu  and 
Schvjartzenjhurgh ;  after  'which  he  made  himfelf  mafter  of 
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fomc  places  oh  the  borders  of  Moraviay  and  ravaged  Avftria-  A.  D. 
in  a  terrible  matinery  as  far  as  the  Dnnuhe.  The  pope,  greatly  ,  J427* 
ftfieftcd  with  the  miferies  which  the  catholics  JufFered  in  Bo^ 
hernia  and  Germany ^  and  finding  his  endeavours  to  affift 
them  hitherto  ineffeftual,  on  the  i6th  of  Mart;h  created 
cardinal  Henry ^  biftibp  of  Wincheftery  and  uncle  of  thie  latie 
Henry  Vi  of  England,  his  legate  in  Germany y  Bohemid, 
and  Hungary y  Avith  full  power  of  caiifing  a  crufade  to  be 
preached  every  where  againft  the  Wickliffites  and  Hujfites,  with 
the  fame  indulgencies  as  the  crufards  againft  the  Saracens 
had  formerJy  ^njoyedt  .  As  Henry  had  great  authority  in 
England,  the  pope  expefted  large  fuccours  from  that  king- 
dom ;  accorditigly  the  cardinal^  after  fome  difpute,  having 
obtained  leave  from  the  regent  of  the  kingdom  to  eXercife 
his  legatine  authority «,  publiflicd  a  crufade  againft  the 
Hujfttes;  in  confequence  of  which  he  raifed  a  confiderable 
body  of  forces,  with  whom  he  marched  the  following  year 
into  Bohemia  *• 

While  the  crufade  was  pfeachidg  in  England,  the  king  TheptpeU 
xAArragm,  influenced  by  the  cenfures  of  the  pope,  at  kngth  legate 
invited  the  cardinal  oiFaxi  to  enter  his  dominions  ;  and,  ^'"'^'^ 
upon  his  arrival  at  Valentia,  teCcived  him  with  the  greateft  'fj^  '^* 
honour  and  refpeft,  condufting  him  bare-headed  into  the  y'^  ^f 
city.  Altho'  two  days  after  he  oppofed  fome  proceedings  of^*'^^^^ 
the  legate  by  a  public  edift,  yet  he  was  prevailed  upon  to  ahandon-^ 
enter  into  a  negociation  with  him.  In  which  feveral  articles  /^^^  /^^ 
were  drawn  up,  containing  the  mutual  demands  of  both  antifopei 
parties ;  and  it  was  agreed,  that  the  legate  ftiould  <arry  them 
himfelf  to  the  j^ope,  and  return  afterwards  to  y^rragon  to 
terminate  the  differences.     Accordingly,  two  gallies  being, 
provided,  the  cardinal  embarked  for  Rome,  where  he  ar-^ 
rived  on  ^he  8th  of  January.     Immediately  after,  the  de-     ^ .  ^g 
toandsof  y^/j^Ao«/aj  Were  taken  into  confideration,  and  anfwers  *- 

to  each  of  them  were  dra^^n  up  and  fent  to  the  king  ;  Which 
were  not  approved  by  him.  As  the  plague  at  this  time 
raged  in  Rome,  and  the  cardinals  Were  difperfed,  the  accom- 
modation of  the  dijffo-ences  was  delayed,  and  the  whole  year 
was  fpent  in  reciprocal  meffages  and  objeftioris  ^.  Martin  in 
the  mean  time  publi(hed  a  bull,  prohibiting  lay  officials  from 
uforping  any  authority  over  ecclefiaftics  c  ;  and,  as  the  Bo- 
hgnefohzA.  again  revolted  from  the  holy  fee,  he  fent  an  army 
againft  them,  and  laid  their  city  under  an  interdift.  In  thebegin»

Thifcx  to  Arragojiy  who  arrived  at  Barcelona  about  the  mi4<8i 
of  May^  where  he  was  received  by  the  king  and  the  prdat^ 
with  great  honours.     Jlpbonfus  neverthelefs  delayed  the  on- 
ferences  u{)oti  various  pretences ;  but,  at  the  entreaties  of 
his  brother  the  king  of  Navarn^  he  at  length  condefcendej 
to  treat.    However,  after  feveral  difputes,  the  l^ate  rc- 
fufing  to  publifh  his  abfolution,  till  he  reverfed  the  deqreo^ 
agaiiuk  the  authority  of  the  fee  of  Rame^  the  conferences 
were  broken  off;  and  the  king  next  day  propofed  to  fet  outoo 
an  expedition  againfi  the  kingdom  of  Civile.    Qn  the  mor- 
row»  the  legate  having  obtained  an  audieoce,  the  king  at  14 
,  confented  to  his  demands ;   sumI  his  brother  and  husM^ 
having  received  the  benediftioa  of  the  cardinal,  immofr 
ately  departed.    NexA    day  the  revocation  of  the  kii^ 
decrees  was  pobliihed ;  and  two  of  his  connceUcrs,  bdog  ap- 
pointed to  a^  accordiiig  to  the  dire&ioes  of  the  le^te, 
whoy  hy     ^^^^^  ^^  Penifcolay  where,  on  the  26th  o{  ,Julyy  thcurti- 
his  <vGiun'  P^^pe  Clement  or  MgidiuSy  in  the  pretence  of  his  cardinal*  and 
■tnn  abdi'  court,  voluntarily  abdicated  the  pontifical  dignity,  confirmiflf 
cation y  at  his  abdication  by  a  buU,  and  exhorting  his  cardinals  to  deft 
laftter-     another-     They  accordingly  proceeded  lo  an  eleftion  m  tbe 
^if^tes      yfy^i  j;tia'hner,   and    uoanimoufly  chofe   Otho  Cohnmy  or 
thej<hi/m.  Martin  V.  to  whom,  in  the  perfon  of  his  legate,  all  th« 
adherents  of  the  late  aatipope  fubmitted,  excepting  two  m- 
.  dinals,  who,  for  their  pbftinacy,  had  been  thruft  info  prifoi 
before  the  eleAian ;  however,  they  jCooa  after  acknowl^ 
theiu fault,  and  afked  pardon. 

The  fchifm  being  thus  terminated,  aft^  it  had  coatiiwel 
fifty  years  and  ten  months,  the  legate,  brfore  he  left  Spm 
Jield  a  council  at  tortofa  for  the  reftori^  of  difcipline,  fhc 
/^•^'  felTions  being  prorogued  to  the  be^nnang  of  the  followii^ 
+3  •  year.  Martin  foon  after  fent  one  of  the  cardinals  a§  te 
legate  c  latere  to  be  prefent  at  the  general  chapter  of  tbe 
Francifcans,  held  at  jifftfiy  with  a  full  authority  <rf  reforfatog 
th^  order  in  tlie  head  and  members,  and  to  repreis  the  power 
of  the  Hi{ffites ;  who,  at  different  times,  had  made  irrujp^ 
tions  into  Mifnia^  Silejia,  Moravia^  Luface,  znd  francoma. 
The  following  year  he  created  cardinal  Julian  his  k^ 
a  latere  in  Germany^  with  a  full  authority  of  carrying  OD 
the  facred  war.  As  this  cardinal  was  remarkably  emiocQt 
for  his  prudence,,  eloquence,  and  teaming,  a  few  week§  af- 
terwards Martin  publifhed  another  bull,  appointing  him  to 
prefide,  in  his  name,  at  the  council  to  be  held  at  Bq/tl/mcon- 
iequence  of  the  decrees  of  thofe  of  Conftance  and  Siena. 
This  butt  was  dated  gn  the  ift  of /V^/wry,  and  twenty  days 

after 
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after  the  pope  was  feized  ^dth  an  apoplexy,  of  tvHich  hfe  died, 
lathe  63  d  year  of  his  age,  and  13  th  of  his  pontificate. 

The  fourteen  cardinals  who  were  in  Rome  at  the  death  of  Eugenius 
Martin^  entered  the  conclave  on  the  itt  of  March^  and  next  IV.  is 
dayelefted  Gabriel  Condelmero^  of  an  ancient  ^^/z^Z/^zn  family,  eU£Ied. 
(cardinal  prieft  and  biihop  of  Sienay  who,,  afluming  the  name

But  altho*  the  ex-         ^ 
pedition  had  been  appointed  for  the  24th  of  June,  yet,  upon 
account  of  thif  dtlays  of  the  allies,  the  army  did  not  aflemble 
before  the  ift  of  Juguft;  when,  according  to  fome  authors^ 
it  amounted  to  40,000  horfe  and  50,000  foot,  while  others  ' 
affirm,  that  it  confifted  of  130,0,00   men.

pofed  to  treat  of  an  union' wkh  the  Latin  church,  had  de- 
lired  that  the  council  might  be  transferred  to  Bologna,  The 
pope  wrote  on  the  fame  fubjeft  to  the  emperor  j  but  Sigif- 
mundy  who  had  entered  Lombardy  with  the  intention  of  re- 
ceiving the  Italian  and  imperial  crowns,  returned  an  anfwer 
to  the  reafons  alleged  by  the  pope,  and  declared,  that  the 
reformation  of  manners,  and  re- union  of  the  Hujfites  to  the 
church,  ought  to  precede  any  treaty  with  the  Greeks^  who 
would  even  defpife  the  Latin  church  when  they  obferved  it 
corrupted  and  divided ;  that,  if  the  council  was  diflblved, 
the  HuJ/ites  would  triumph  ;  and  that  all  Germany  would  be 
kfefted  with  their  doftrines,  feveral  of  which  already  began 
to  meet  with  approbation  from  fome  princes  and  ftates,  who 
had  concluded  a  truce  with  the  feftaries.  Cardinal  Julian  Cardinal 
likewife  hefitated  to  execute  the  pope's  orders  ;  but,  .con-  Julian 
fidering  that  the  number  of  prelates  and  deputies  of  the  continues

Cardinal  Julian  likewife  wrote  with  great 
freedom  tp^the  pope,  urging  the  neceffity  for  celebrating  the 
council  ^t  Bajil,  dechring  that  it  could  npt  be  diflblved  with- 
out the  greateft  fcandal,  and  th^t  it  ought  to  be  fupported, 
even  tho'  Rome  and  the  patriipony  of  the  church  were  fure  to 
be  loft ;  that  to  raife  3o,ooq  crowns,  that  were  demanded  for 
the  Bohemian  war,  he  ought  to  fell  the  crpfles  and  chalic^j 
and  that,  \i  he  did  not  revoke  his  bull,  there  was  vpy  great 
danger  of  s^  fchifm,  as  the  fether^  at  Bajti  were  determined  toi 
fhfa-:      continue  the  council.     Accordingly,  the  fathers  that  were 
thtrsat     there  aflejpblpd,  on  the  aift  of  January ,  pnfcBihed  a  letter, 
^  A  I'd'  ^^^"^^^^^  ^^  ^  the  faithifal,  informing  them  that  they  were 
W/t^i'/V  ^"^"^'y  ^^^^™-"^^  to  continue  the  council  which  had  been 
'hul\,         lawfully  alTembled,  and  would  not  leave  Bpfil  till  th^y  had 
^'  "*          completed  the  work  for  which  they  had  come  together,  dc- 
fu  ing  all  mep  to  affift  them,  and  enjoining  the  prelates,  under 
the  penalties  pf  the  canons,  to  haftep  to  the  council.

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In  confequencc  of  this  letter,   the  clergy  o^  France  z{-Thepre^ 
fembled  2Lt  Berry;  and  having  declared,  in  feveral  propo-^'^'?/' 
Utions,  that  the  council  was  lawfully  af&mbled,  and  ought ^''*"^^^'^'- 
not  to  be  transferred,  they  exhorted  the  king  to  fend  ambaf-^^'*''^/*'' 
iadbrs  to  the  pope,  to  intreat  him  tp  order  the  council  to  be  .f/^*^ 
continued,  and  in  their  own  name  appointed  the  archhifhop^'  * 
of  Lyons  \o  foUicit  the  pope.     They  likewife  intreated  the 
king  to  allow  the  prelates  of  his  kingdom  to  go  to  the  coun- 
cil, and  to  fend  his  deputies  thither,  granting  a  fourth  part 
of  a  tythe  of  the  ecclefiaftical  revenues  for  their  expences. 
A  few  days  before  the  prelates  of  France  had  publifhcd  their, 
propofitions,  the  fecond  feflibn  of  the  council  was  held  at 
Bafily  pn  th^  14th  of  February y  in  which,  after  mafs,  and  the 
nfual  prayers,  the  biftiop  of  Periqueux  afcended  the  pulpit, 
and  read  the  decrees  of  the  council ;  among  which  there  was 
one,  declaring  that,  upon  the  authority  of  the  apoftolic  fee, 
and  the  decrees  of  the  councils  of  Conftance  and  Siena^  the 
fynod  of  Bafil  was  lawfully  aflembled.     That  no  doubt  of  its 
authority  might  remain,  he  then  read  two  propofitions  from 
the  decrees  of  the  council  of  Confiance  ;  the  one,  that  a  ge- 
neral fynod,  lawfully  affembled,  received  its  authority  im- 
mediately from  Chrift,  and  ought  to  be  obeyed  by  the  high- 
eft  dignity,    the  pontifical  not  excepted  ;    the  other,    that 
whoever,  of  whatever  dignity,  fhould  refufe  obedience  to 
its  decrees,  ought  to  be  puniflied.  In  the  third  feffion,  which 
was  Jh^ld  on  the  29th  of  A^ril^  the  proceedings  of  the  coun- 
cil with  Ettgehius  and  the  cardinals  were  read  ;  how  that, 
upon  hearing  that  the  pope,  moved  by  falfe  information, 
had  by  a  bull  ordered  it  to  be  diffolved,  they  had  fent'  feve- 
ral nuncios  to  his  holinefs,  petitioning,  but  without  efFeft, 
the  revocation  of  that  bull;  the  fathers,   therefore,  tipon r^,.^^ ^^. 
the  authority  of  the  decrees  publifhed  in  the  former  feffion,  mon  the 
warned  the  pope  to  revoke  the  faid  bull,  and  to  come  ptx- pope  and, 
ibnally  to  the  council  within  three  months,  or,  upon  a  law-  cardinals 
ful  impediment,  to  fend  his  legates  with  a  full  power  ;  they  '^  ^^^^ '«  ' 
likewife  cited  the  cardinals  to  come  to  Baftl  within  the  fame  ^^^^^*         *• 
time,  otherwile  they  would  provide  for  the  neceffities  of  the 
church  as  the  Holy  Spirit  fhould  direft. 

During  thefe  proceedings  of  the  council,  their  legates,  7-^^ ^^a^.  - 
y^ho  had  beert  fent  to  Germany  to  invite  the  Bohemians  to  ties  efthe 
icnd  deputies  to  the  fynod,  after  feveral  difficulties,  at  length  council 
prevailed  with  the  Hujfites  to  appear  at  the  diet  at  Egra,ha"jea 
which  was  held  on  the  2  7  th  oi  JpriL     Tht  Bohemians,  after  conference 
complaining  of  the  unjuft  war  which  they  had  been  obliged  "^'^^  ^^^fi 
to  fuftain  for  fo  many  years,  declared  their  wiliingncfs  to  ap-  ^.^^"^• 
b^JU'  at  the  council  of  Bafily  to  prove  their  four  propofitions^P  ^^  ^^ 

K4  ^^  , 
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by  the  authority  of  the  fcripture  and  the  dofbors  of  the 
church  ;  but  they  demanded  fever^I  princes  and  nobles  ai 
hoftagcs  for  the  fecurity  of  their  deputies  at  the  council. 
The  catholics  thought  the  demand  pf  hoflages  difhonour-* 
able,  and  infilled  that  it  was  a  prefumption  in  the  HuJJiUs  tq 
Undertake  to  reform  the  church ;  but  that  they  omght  im- 
-  plicitly  to  fubmit  in  every  thing  to  the  decifion  of  a  genera^ 
council ;  which  l^Il  propofition  was  r^jeAed  with  difdsun  by 
the  Huffites^  who  thought  it  abfurd,  that  djvin^  and  felf- 
evident  truths  ftiould  be  fubjeft  to  human  deciiions^  or  that 
they  (hould  chufe  their  moft  bitter  enemies  for  their  judges^ 
who  had  already  unjuilly  condemned  them  ^nd  thofe  truths 
unheard  *.  At  length  it  was  agreed,  that,  for  the  fecuriqr 
of  the  Rohemian  deputies,  the  council  (hpu|d  grant  a  fa^ 
conduft',  in  the  mpu  ample  terms,  and  the  princes  apd  de- 
puties pf  the  cities  then  prffent  fbpuld  engage  their  word  of 
honour  for  their  fafety, 
Thcouncil  ^  The  council  being  informed  of  the  proceedings  of  their 
grants  a  ^eputiesi  ^t  Egva^  on  the  20th  of  June^  held  the  fourth  feffioo,

{C)  The  fafe  condua  grant- 
ed to  the  Bohemians  was  ex- 
prefTed  in  the  moil  ample  terms. 
The  council  folemnly  engaged 
the  public  faith  for  the  fecurity 
of  all  thofe  who  (hould  be  fent 
from  Bohemia  and  Moravia  to 
the  fynpd,  to  the  number  of 
^00  perfons  ;  they  were  allow- 
-cd  to  celebrate  the  feryice  after 
their  own  manner  in  their 
houfcs,  provided  divine  feryice, 
according  to  the  catholic  form, 
was  not  interrupted  by  them, 
neither  in  Bafil  nor  on  the. 
road ;  and  if  any  of  the  reti- 
nue committed  any  thing  to 
violate  the  fafe  condudl,  the 
criminal  (hould  be  judged  by 
^hemfclves.  On  rhe  other  hand, 
if  the  catholics  fhould  dp  any 
^hing  to  the  prejudice  of  the 


fafe  condu£);,  the  council  (hcnld 
judge  them,  with  the  confent  of 
the  deputies :  the  catholics 
fhould  not,  in  their  fermons  or 
conferences,  declaim  againft 
the  four  articles  of  the  Bohemi* 
ans'p  and  the  deputies  fhpal4 
be  allowed  freely  to  give  theif 
proofs  froni  fcripture  and  tbe 
holy  doctors  in  defence  of  the 
faid  four  articles  ;  namely,  that 
the  eucharift  ought  to  be  ad- 
miniilered  under  both  kinds; 
that  the  gofpel  fhould  be  preach- 
ed freely  and  publicly;  that 
the  clergy  fhpuld  be  deprive^ 
of  all  civil  dominion;  and  that 
public  and  heinous  crimes 
ought  to  be  extirpated  from  the 
faithful,  by  thofe  to  whom  it 
belong^  (1), 
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and  appointed  a  nuncio  to  go  to.  the  emperor  in  itsLly^  to  de-  dua  to  th 
fire  him  to  grant  them  his  imperial  proteftion.     As  Eugenius  Bohemi- 
at  this  time  was  dangeroufly  ill,  the  council  decreed,  that,  if  *^** 
the  fee  fliould  happen  to  become  vacant,  the  future  pope 
fliould  be  elefted  no  where  elfcbut  at  Bafil,  and  that  the 
pope,  during  the  continuance  of  the  council,  fhould  create  nd 
new  cardinals  ;  they  then  ordered  a  bull  or  feal  to  be  made 
for  the  letters  and  afts  of  the  fynod,  and,  as  they  did  not  ap- 
prove of  xht  nomination  of  the  cardinal  of  Foix  by  Eugejiitif 
to  be  vica^r  and  governor  of  /Avignon,  they  granted  that  com- 
miffion  to  Mphoiifus,  cardinal  of  iS/.  Eiiftachi\is.     In  the  5  th 
feffion,  which  was  held  on  thc^th  of  Auguji^  the  judges  were  ^ 

appointed  for  the  caufes  relating  to  the  faith,  and  a  decree  was 
made,  prohibiting  the  members  to  be  called  from  the  council 
to  the  Roman  court.  A  few  days  after,  four  nuncios  arriving 
from  the  pope,  they  were  admitted  to  a  public  audience ; 
and  after  enlarging  upon  the  advantages  of  peace  and  union, 
and  the  authority  of  a  pope  above  a  council,  they  then  de- 
clared, that,  as  Eugenius  could  npr,  op  account  of  his  bad 
health  and  other  ;*eafpn$,  quit  Italy,  he  offered  the  council 
the  choice  of  any  city  in  the  ecclefiaftical  ftate  for  holding 
their  feffions,  and,  upon  their  fixing  the  place,  he  would  not 
prorogue  their  meeting,  but  would  immediately  go  thither 
himfelf.  The"  council  refufed  to  comply  wjth  the  pope^ 
requeft,  and  affirmed  that  their  authority  was  fupreme,  and 
that  thofe,  who  endeavoured  to  diffolve  them,  finned  againft 
the  Holy  Ghoft,  and  created  a  fchifm  in  the  church.  In  the 
nexl  feffion,  which  was  held  on  the  6th  of  September,  and  at 
which  were  prefent,  befides  the  legate,  two  cardinals  and 
thirty-two  mitred  prelates,  the  proftors  of  the  council  ftood 
np,  and  accufed  the  pope  of  contumacy,  becaufe  he  had 
not  revoked  the  b\ill  for  diffolving  the  council,  nor  had  ap- 
peared p^rfonally,  or  by  others,  within  the  time  appointed  at 
the  third  feffion.  The  council,  however,  at  that  time  de- 
ferred any  further  proceedings  againft  the  pope  and  the  car- 
dinals, as  the  nuncios  of  Eugenius  declared  that  they  could 
produce  reafons  juftifying  their  abfence. 

The  feventh  fefCon  was  held  oil  the  6th  of  Novembery  in  Several 
which  was  renewed  the  decree  of  the  fourth  feffion,  prohibiting  ^^rees  « - 
theeleftion  of  a  pope  to  be  made  but  at  the  place  of  the  ^^'^  ^^' 
councirs  refidence.   In  the  eighth  feffion,  which  was  held  on  ^f^^'*^ 
the  18th  of  December y   fixty  days  more  were  granted  to^.  ^^ 
Eugenius  ;  within  which  time,  if  he  did  not  revoke  his  bull 
for  diflblving  the  council  of  Bajil  and  convoking  another,  the 
fathers  would  proceed  againft  him  withput  any  farther  warn- 
ing or  citation.    They  then  declared  all  his  promotions  and 
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ordinations  of  churches  to  be  null ;  ordered  the  patrUrch$ 
and  bifhops  to  come  to  the  council  under  the  penalties  of 
the  canons,  and  the  cardinals  under  the  pain  of  lofing  their 
benefices;  and  decreed,  that,  during  the  continuance  of  th^ 
council  of  Bqfil,  ao  other  council  could  be  convoked,  and 
that  the  pope  could  not  deprive  thofc  of  their  bepefices  vho 
Jidhcred  to,  or  were  prefent  at,  the  council  of  Ba/tl^  nor  laf 
new  taxes  on  the  territories  of  the  £oman  church  or  othors, 
under  any  pretence,  nor  alienate  or  mortgage  them ;  and 
any  fuch  afts  were  declared  null.     It  is  probable  the  coundl 
was  encouraged  to  thefe  proceedings  by  the  countenaiice  of 
the  emperor;  who,  on  the  2 2d  of  November^  publifhed  a 
bull,  declaring,  that,  as  he  had  from  the  beginning  favoured 
the  council  di  Bafil^  fo  he  would  ftill  proteft  it  to  theutmoft 
of  his  power.     This  bull  was  dated  from  Stena^  where  &'• 
gifmund  had  refided  feveral  months,  having  been  occupied 
the  whole  fummer  in  fmall  fkirmifhes  with  the  forces  of  the 
Florentines  and  VenetianSy  the  pope  himfclf  favouring  them, 
being  apprehenfive  left  the  emperor,  after  his  coronatioOj 
ihould  CTLSXt  himfelf  ftill  farther  in  defence  of  the  council  of 
Baftl^. 
nede*         While  the  emperor  was  foliciting  the  p6pe  by  letters 
f^"Jj°A   and  meflengers  to  agree  to  his  coronation,  the  deputies  of 
the  Huf.   ^Yit  Huffites  fet  out  from  Bohemia  for  Baftl,  where  they  ai> 
iT  ^at     ^^^^^  °^  ^^^  4^^  ^f  January  with  grjeat  pomp,  being  at- 
pafil.        tended  by  300  armed  gentlemen,  and  the  -people  running 
A.*D.    ^^^  without; the  city,  and  crouding  the  walls  and  the  ftreets 
'433*    ^l^rough  which  they  were  to  pafs,  and  looking  with  aftonilh- 
ment  at  their  fierce  and  martial  appearance  g.     They  were 
received  with  great  hofpitality  :    a  few  days  after,  bel^g 
introduced  to  the  council,  cardinal  Julian  made  a  long  M- 
*  €Our(e  to  them,  recommending  peace  and  union  ;  and  as  the 
catholic  church,  which  could  bie  no-where  better  rdprelented 
t|ian  in  a  general  council,  could  not*  err  in.  the  faith,  he  ex-  ■ 
hprted  the  Bohemians,  as  fons  of  the  chui^ch,  to  hearken  to 
her  voice,  by  fubmitting  to  the  decrees  of  the  council  of 
BaJiL   Xocky/anus,  one  of  their  deputies,  anfwered  in  a  Few 
words,  and,  after  expreffing  his  gratitude  to  God  for  his  fa- 
vours, and  to  the  legate  and  council  for  their  hofpitality  and 
Jdndnefs,  he  afked  a  day  when  they  might  be  heard  upon  their 
four  articles.     The  council  afligned  the  1 6th  of  the  month, 
when  Rocky/anus  began  his  difcourfe  on  the  firft  article,  which 
be. continued  for  three  forenoons  fucceffively ;  Nicolas^  the 
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fab^rif e,  difcoMtftd  upon  the  fecpnd  article  for 'two  days;, 
gnd  Udakicus,  a  |^ieft  of  the  Orphans,  upon  the  third  ar* 
dele  for  other  two  days.     Laftly,  Peter  Payne,  an  Engij/b^  . 
plan,  illuftrated  the  fourth  article  rn  tjiree  forenoons.     The 
catholics'  then  proceeded  to  their  defence,  and  John  de  Ra^ 
gufa,  general  proftonof  the  Dominicans,  fpent  eight  days  itt 
^fwcring  to  the  firft  article  \  Mgidius  CarUrius,  dean  oi 
Camhray,  difcourfed  four  forenoons  on  the  fecond  article  j 
^d  Heny  Kakeifen,  a  Dominican,  employed  three  days  in 
difcuffihg  the  third  article.     J-aftly,  John   Palomar,  arch- 
dean  of  Barcelona,  difcourfed  ♦thre^  days  pn  the  laft  article. 
The  Huffites  not  being  convifted  by  thefe  anfwers  of  the  ca- 
(Jiolics,-  Rocky/anus  impugned  the  difcourfe  of  the  Ragujk^ 
for  fix  days  ;  and,  one  dlfpute  begetting  another,  th^y  de- 
Bated  fifty  days  without  any  appearance  of  an  accommoda- 
tiofl  \    At  length  the  duke  of  Bavaria,  the  proteftor  of  the 
council,  propofed  to  terminate  their  differences  by  a  friendly 
conference  ;  but  this  method  alfo  failing  of  fuccefs,  the  Bohe* 
mam  urging  to  return,  both  parties  agreed,  that  the  council, 
ihould  fend  deputies  to  treat  with  the  Hvffites  in  a  diet  to  be 
hdd  on  the  7  th  of  June.    Accordingly  the  fathers  named  tea 
of  their  moft  learned  brethren,  who,  on  the  i4tliof^n7^   v 
fet  out  for  Prague  With  the  Bohemian  deputies  »• 
•  Besides  thefe  proceedings  with  the  Huffites,  th^  council, 
ift  the  ninth  f^flton,  which  was  held  on  the  22d  oi  January^ 
had  folemnly  taken  the  emperor  under  their  proteftion ;  de- 
ckring  all  the  cenfures  publiftied  againil  him  by  the  pope  ta 
be  null  and  void,  apd  ordering  all  his  fubje^s  to  obey  hisn 
as  formerly.    In  the  following  feffion,  which  was  held  on  tj^^^/^ 
the  jpA  of  February,  the  proftors  of  jthe  council  ag^n  tt^^iccufed  of 
cofed  the  pope  of  contumacy,  and  fome  prelates  were  ap-  eontumacj. 
pointed  40-draw  up.the  procefs  againft  him.  Tho'  no  perlbns ' 
appeared  at  tlus  feifion  for  the  pope,  yet  a  few  days  after  three 
legates  arrived  at  Ba/!l  from  him,  with  propofals  to  trms&r 
tke  council  eiiltcr  to  Bobnga  or  to  fome  other  city  of  G^|> 
vkiriy,  which  the  council  would  not  agree  tp.    He  bimtdf  in 
the  mean  time,  after  the  departure  of  thefe  legates  for  Bq/Up 
had  thought  ;^oper  to  confirm  the  council  by  a  bull,  wfeicii- 
he  publi&ed  t^o  days  before  the  fixty  days  were  ekpfed.  • 
Notwkhftanding  tKis  condefcenfion,  in  the  next  fcflion,  whicH . 
>«is  HeW  on  the  27th  of  Jpril,  the  council  publiflied  fevera| 
decrees  to  tire  prejudice  of  the  papal  authority.     They  coiir 
firmed  the  decrees  of  the  council  of  Confiance  for  holding;of 
f]^ods,  and  determined  that  the  pope  was  bound  to  come 
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to  th£  couftcU  ia  perfon,  or  by  his  legates,  as  well  as  all 
Others  who  bad  that  privilege,  under  pain  pf  being,  ipfofa^o^ 
fufpended  from  the  pontificate,  and    other  bonefi^es  and 
dignities,  unlcfs  they  repented  within  four  months ;  that  a 
'    council  could  not  be  transferred  or  diflblved  by  a  pope,  with- 
out thcconfcnt  of  two- thirds  of  the  members^  and  that,  for 
the  future,  the  popes  fhould  be  obligecl  to  fwear  to  obferve 
thefe  decrees.    A  few  weeks  after,  the  fynod  received  a  letter 
from  the  emperor,  dated  at  Viterbo^  informing  them  that  the 
pope  had  appointed  legates  to  prefide  at  the  council  in  his 
name^  but  as  fome  interruption  had  prevented  their  jour- 
ney, he  had  fent  others  in  their  room,  whom  Sigifmund  en- 
treated th^  council  to  receive  with  refpeft.    Notwithftanding 
this  letter,  the  fathers  at  Bafil  rejefted  the  pope^s  bull  cou- 
firming  the  council  to  be  captious  and  deceitful,  and  would 
not  admit  the  deputies  aippointed  by  him  to  prefide ;  alleg- 
ing, that,  by  their  commiffion,  they  came  rather  to  hold  a 
new  council  than  to  confirm  that  which  was  already  held. 
ne  ent"         Mean  while  in  Italy  a  peace  was  concluded  betwixt  the 
feroi-  is      duke  of  Milan,  and  the  Florentines ^  Venetians y  Luccefe,  and 
crooned    Other  allies  on  both  fides  ;  and  Sigifmund  having  fwbrn  to 
IT/  Kome.  two  cardinals  at  Viterbo  to  defend  the  catholic  faith  and  the 
holy  fee,  not  to  make  any  treaty  with  heredcs,  fcbifitiatics, 
Turks,  and  pagans,  and  to  renew  the  privileges  and  dona- 
tions granted  by  his  predecefTors  to  the  Roman  church,  the 
pope  at  length  confented  to  his  coronation.     He  was  ac- 
cordingly received  at  Rxme  with  great  pomp,  and  crowned 
on  Whitfuntide  with  the  ufual  ceremonies.    Having  continued 
fome  time  in  that  city,  and  created  feveral  knights,  he  re- 
turned through  the  territories  of  the  Venetians ^  to  whom  he 
was  now  reconciled ;  and,'crofling  the  Jlps^  arrived  at  Bajil 
on  the  I  ith  of  05lober* 
-.  During  thefe  proceedings  in  Italy,  the  deputies  of  ih» 

t'  ^  nbe  ^^^^^^  arrived  at  Prague,  and,  in  a  numerous  aflembly  of. 
council  at'  ^^^  Bohemian  Cobles,  clergy,  and  commoners,  which  was 
rive  at      ^^^  ^^  ^^  7^^  ^^  June,   propofed    an   union  with  the 
Prague,     clergy,  previous  .to  the?  difcuffion  of  the  four  articles.    Bat 
the  Bohemians  abfolutely  refufing  to  agree  to  this  propofal, 
the  deputies  then  required  that  they  would  draw  up  the  ar- 
ticles in  what  manner  they  thought  proper  to -be  fent  to  the 
council.     This  requeft  was  complied  with,  attd>  on  the  iith 
of  Augufij  the  Bohemians  delivered  their  four  articles  to  the 
deputies,  together  with  the  conditions  of  the  union  ;  namdy, 
that  they  would  obey  their  legal  governors  in  every  thing 
as  far  as  they  were  bound  by  the  law  of  God;  but  if  a 
<:puncil,  a  pope,  or  the  prelates,  fcould  commaad  what  w«s 
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prrfiibitcd  by  God,  or  omit  wh^t  was  written  In  tfie  c^non  of 
the  Bible,  they  would  not  obey ;  and  that,  after  'the  con- 
dufion  of  the  union,  the  council  fhonid  prohibit  all  princess 
and  prelates  to  feandalizc  the  Bohemians  ^%  heretics,  or  ta 
commit  hoftiUties  againft  them.     The  deputies  having  de- 
parted from  the  council,  the  Bohemian  nobles,  during  their 
abfence,  rejefled  the  arbitrary  authority  of  Procopius^  and, 
by  the  advice  of  Mainard  of  Newhoufe^  chofe  one  of  the  no- 
bility as  their  annual  governor,  and  appointed  feveral  others? 
as  his  councellors,  to  whom  they  trufted  the  adminiftration  of 
the  government.     The  Tabvrites  and  Orphans  in  the  mean- 
time ftill  acknowleging  ProcopiuSy  under  his  command  bc- 
fieged  Pilfen^  while  fomc  of  them  ravaged  Hungary ,  and 
others  afliiled  the  Poles  in  their  war  againft  the  Teutonic 
knights.     Soon  after  the  deputies  returned  to  Bohemia  withv, 
the  remarks  of  the  council  upon  the  four  articled.    In  the^^y^^^^* 
laft,  inftead  of  the  words,  by  thofe  to  whom  it  belongs ,  ^^^Y /xlteratioff* 
had  fubftituted,  according  to  the  taw  of  God  and  the  injiitu-  /« tb^  ar-- 
tions  of  the  holy  fathers ;  and  to  that  about  preaching  the  gof-  tides  of 
pel  they  had  added,  by  prefer  perfons  fent  and  approved  by  the  Bone- 
their  JuperiorSy  freely  but  not  irregularly ^  and faving  the  au-  mians  ; 
thority  (f  the  pope.     As  to  what  regarded  the  dominion  and 
&cular  ppflefiionsof  the  clergy,  the  council  had  altered  that 
article,  and  declared,  that  ecclefiafticsy  who  are  adminifira* 
tors  of  the  poffej^ms  of  the  churchy  ought  to  adminijler  faith* 
fully y  but  thefe  pojfejjions  cannot  be  ufurped  without  facrilege. 
As  the  Bohemians  were  lefs  anxious  about  thefe  articles,  they 
iDiifted  upon  having  the  explication  of  the  council  upon  the 
article  concerning  the  eucharift  before  they  would  give  their 
anfwer.     The  deputies  then  declared,  that  the  council  gave 
permiflion  to  the  Bohemians y  namely  to  thofe  who  had  arrived 
at  the  years  of  difcretion,  to  communicate  under  both  kinds^ 
on  condition  that  their  priefts  fliould  always  declare  to  the 
Gommuoicants,  that  they  ought  firmly  to  believe,  that  the 
ftjb  (f  Chrift  is  not  under  the  bread- alone,  nor  his  blood  under 
the  wimaloney  but  that  he  is  wholly  under  each  kindfeparately^ 
After  much  difpute  on  both  fides,,  thefe  alterations  in  the  ar- 
ticles were  at  length  agreed  to  by  the  Bohemian  nobles,  wha'J*'^^  Vrti 
fent  three' deputies  to  Bafil  to  inform  the  council  of  their  fub-  l^g^^J"^^ 
miffion.     The  fathers  received  this  news  with  great  joy,  and  ^''//^ 
drew  up  the  treaty  of  peace  under  the  ivCa^  ^  CompaBata  y    ^     * 
which  was  agreed  to  by  the  nobles,  and  fome  years  after- 
wards received  by  all  the  Httffites. 

The  council  of  Baftly  during  thefe  tranfaftions  with  the 
Mujfitesy  were  not  unmindful  to  fupport  their  authority  in 
oppoHtioa  to  the  pope,  and  being  informed  that  he  had  pub-

liihed  a  buU,  declaring  all  their  proceeding  duU  and  voidi 
excepting  in  thofe  things  which  he  hgd  allowed  them  to  treat 
pf  in  the  twelfth  feflion,  which  was  hel4  on  the  13th  of 
/  J\ily,  they  intended  to  proceed  to  his  depofition:  Imt,  io 
tegard  to  the  emperor's  requefts,  they  granted  him  fix^ 
days  more,  withm  which  time  if  he  did  not  revoke  his  pro* 
ceedings  againft  the  council,  they  declared  him,  ipfo  foEto^ 
fufpended  from  all  adminiftratlon  of  the  pontificarc  in  fpiri- 
tuals  and  temporals.  A  decree  was  likewife  made  for  the 
^  kgal  elefUon  and  confirmation  of  bifhops  and  prelatrs,  with* 

out  any  refervations,  and  according  to  the  ecclefiaftical  a* 
nons,  concerning  age,  learning,  and  manners,  thereby  pat» 
ting  a  Aop  to  annates.  In  the  next  feiTion,  vlych  wiis  held 
on  the  1 1  th  of  September ^  the  proAors  of  the  CQuncil  again 
accnfed  the  pope  of  contumacy;  but  the  fathers,  at . the  in* 
terceilion  of  the  duke  of  Bavatiay  granted  him  thirty  da)S 
more;  At  this  feffion  two  nuncios  appeared'  from  the  pope, 
^ho  brought  with  them  two  bulls  from  his  boUnds.  Bf 
the  one,  Eugenius  confirmed  the  council  from  its  firft  opea- 
ipg  for  the  extirpation  of  herefies,  wars,  and  bacf  morals,  ai 
though  nO  tranOation  or  dilTolution  of  it  had  ever  been  or<' 
darned,  on  condition  that  the  legates,  whom  be  had  ap 
pointed,  ihould  preflde  at  the  feffions;  aqid  all  decrees  made 
by  the  council,  aj|;ainA  the  authority  pf  the  pope,  cardinal^, 
or  others  adhering  to  him,  /hould  be  reverfed.  The.  fccood 
buUgay^  authority  to  three  prelates  to  demand  the  faid  revo^ 
ciation  of  the  proceedings  of  the  couacil,  and  to  rcVok^  add 
dedare  null  all  t}i4t  had  been  done  againft  the  council  hf 
^  pope. 
Tie  pope  As  the  fathers  at  Mafil  ftill  infifted,  that  nothing  that  thqf 
guinu/s  tbek^i  done  could  or  ought  to  be  revoked,  Engemus  aonul- 
froceed'  led  their  decree,  made  in  the  twelfth  feffion,  9gainft  th^  pops 
ings  of  the  ^nd  the  cardinals ;  and  foon  after  a  long  letter  was  publifljei 
tounciU  ^ddreflcd  to  all  the  faithful,  in  defence  of  the  pope,  aifat* 
i^  th<'vt  the  fatliers  at  Bajil  were  greatly  deiceiv^,  wh(V 
they  im^ined  that  a  general  council  was  fuperior  In  every. 
^ing  to  a  pope ;  and  concluding  with  an  eKhortarioP  to  the 
^  princes  and  faithful,  to  advife  tlie  council  at  BafiJ  to  admit 
his  legates,  and,  in  cafe  they  fhould  refufe  to  co0)flyi  ^ 
oppofe  them  to  the  utmoft  of  their  power.  The  popeaffier** 
Vards  difowiied  this  letter;  but  the  fathers  judging  it,  «• 
well  as  others,  to  be  genuine,  on  the  1 1  th  of  O^oker  affi»" 
bled  in  the  church  to  proceed  finally  againft  th^  pM>pe,  when 
ijews  being  brought  of  the  arrival  of  the  emperor,  thpy  jJ^" 
ferred  the  affair  for  fome  days,  and  went  out  jto  meet  feifl** 
^j^  the  fourte^tb  feffion,  which  was  held  on  the  .7th  ^^^.■ 
,  vnnitrt 
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vanheTy  tod  at  which  the  emperor  was  prefeat,  the  tferm  for 
proceeding  agaiaft  Bugmius  was  agaio  prorogued  mnety 
days,  on  conditioa,  never thelefe,  that  within  tliat  time  he 
fliould  adhere  to  the  council,  and  revoke  all  that  he  had  de- 
creed againft  it,  efpecially  the  lall  three  letters,  and  likewife 
confirm  all  it$  proceedings.    On  the  26th  of  die  fame  month 
was  held  *the  fifteenth  feffion,   in  which  fcveral  decrees 
were  made,  appointing  provincial  fynods  to  be  celebrated 
every  three  years,  and  diocefan  aflemblies  twiceor  thrice,  or 
at  leafl  once,  in  a  year.     The  manner  of  celebrating  thofe 
fynods  was  likewile  determined,  and  matters  about  which 
they  were  to  deliberate  was  fpecified,  particularly  the  ^^^•' The  gmtg' 
fure  rf  manners  both  in  ecclefiaftics  and  regulars.     At  this  ror  /-^ 
or  the  {M^ceding  feffion,  muft  have  happened  what  we>  find  cei^es  am 
related  by  Krantz,  namely,  that  the  king  of  the  Turks ^  Yizw-mbajjy 
ifigaot  only  eoncliided  a  truce  but  agreed  to  a  perpetual  peace/'*^^  '^ 
with  the  emperor,  fent  a  folemn  embail^^  to  the  council  to  p  *jrj^*  ^ 
have  the  treaty  confirmed.     The  ambafTadors  brought  very        • 
rich  prcfents  for  the  emperor,  who,  after  the  bufinefs  for 
which  they  Had  come  was  concluded,  difmificd  them  with 
magnificent  gifts  for  their  mafler  ^. 

Mean  while  the  duke  oi  Milan^  imagining  that  the  pope  ^-^^  ^^ 
ted  favoured  the  Florentine^,  and  his  own  countrymen  the  9^^^^*" 
Venetians^  m  the  late  war,  and  finding  that  his  authority-^'^^V^ 
was  greatly  leflened  by  the  oppofition  of  the  council,  he  fent  J^?'*^^  ^  » 
all.the  biihops  in  his  dominions  to  Bajil.     Under  pretence  of         "^ 
marching  an  army  into  Apulioy  he  (eized  the  Picene  territory, 
aad  feverai  other  places  of  the  ecclefiaftical  ftate,  pretending 
that  he  had  received  a  letter  froni  th^  council,  conftituting 
him  their  vicar  in  Italy,     He  likewife  fent  another  army,'  • 
under  the  command  of  FortebracCy  who  took  pofleffion  of 
Tivo/i,  and  made  himfelf  mafter  of  the  greateft  part  of  Cam^ 
pania.    Very  few  cities  of  the  patrimony  continuing  faithful 
to  the  church,  and  the  Romans  feeming  to  threaten  a  fevolt ',. 
Sugefiius  in  this  extremity  at  laft  confented  to  adhere  to  the 
council,  and  about  th6  middle  of  December  pubti/hed  a  bull, 
according  to  the  form  prefcribed  in  the  ftfurteenrh  feffion^ 
revoking  all  his   procedings    againft  the  council,  and  de- 
claring it  lawfully  affenibled.     This  bull  being  read  in  thtTihfppe 
fixteenth  feffion,  which  was  held  on  the  5  th  o(  February,  adheres  t^ 
Ac  fathers^  declared  that  the  pope  had  thereby  fatisfied  the  f^ecouttciU 
citation  and  requeft  of  the  council;  and  on  the  24th  of

^^'       place  fix*d  for  the  congrefsb     The  day  before  they  departed 
the  twentieth  ieflion  was  held^  in  which  feveral  decrees  were 
made  againfl  the  concubinage  of  the  clergy.     Thofe  who 
were  publickly  convifted  of  keeping  concubines',  or  refufed 
to  difmifs  thofe  women  with  whom  they  were  fufpeftedto 
have  an  unlawful  commerce,  were  deprived  of  their  revenues 
for  three  months ;  and  if,  after  that,  they  neglefted  to  turn 
off  their  concubines  within  a  limited  time,  they  "were,  </^ 
^  fadtoy  deprived  of  their  benefices,  and  rendered  incapable  of 

fucceeding  to  others.    Mean  while  -ffe/^^niW,  being  informed 
of  the  death  of  the  queen  of  Naples^  he  fent  a  nunqio  hnme- 
diacely  into  that  kingdom^  requiring  the  nobles  and  peopk 
not  to  give  their  allegiance  to  any  prince,  but  to  him  whtf 
{hould  be  confirmed  by  the  apoftblic  fee.  This  meflage  wasnt)t 
agreeable  to  the  Neapolitans,  who  declared  that  they  would 
accept  of  no  king  but  Keni,    duke  of  Anjou,  who,    upon 
the  death  of  his  brother  Lewis,  had  been  adopted  by  the  fate 
queen,  and  was  at  this  time  a  prifoner  to  the  duke  of  Bur- 
gundy.     Before  his  arrival,  Capua^  and  fome  other  places  ii 
that  kingdom,  were  feized  by. Alphon/us,  king  oi  Jrragon  an< 
Sicily,  who  on  this  occafion  renewed  his  pretenfions  to  thi 
crown  of  Naples.     Hoftilities  in  the  mean  time  ftill  contittt-] 
ing  betwixt  the  troops  of  the  duke  of  Milan  and  thofc  of 
pope,  and  xhtVenetians  and FlorentineSy  Picininus,  the  duke^ 
general,  had  form^  a  plot  with  thebifhop  ofNovara  toieiz 
Eugemtis^  when  he  fhuould  go  to  the  country  for  the  fummct'' 
but  their  defignbeing  difcovered,  the  bifliop  was  apprehen* 
cd  and  fent  back  to  Milan,  his  life. having  been  fpared  at 
interceffion  of  the  cardinal  JlBergatus,  who  fooa  after  pal 
ihe  Jlps,  to  be.prefent  at  the  famous  congrefs  held  at  J/rrAf, 
for  negotiating  a  peace  between  the  kings  jof  France  znd  Eiig* 
land  and  the  duke  of  Burgundy.

\wfe  fent  fome  cardinals  and  prelates  to  be  prefent  at  rfiis  con- 
grefs;^ and  on  the  21ft  of  May  gave  a  mandate  to  the  cardi^ 
.  nal  of  jirksy.  who  was.  cpmmiffioned  by  the  pope  to  go  t»

The  twenty-firft  fefEon  was  held  a  few  weeks  zhtr^, on  Annates 
the  pth  of  Jime^  in  which  a  decree  was  made,  prohibiting^^^  a^^' 
for  the  future  the  payment  of  any  money,  under  any  pretence  ^^'^  h 
or  name  \irhatever,  for  the  confirmation  of  eleftions, .  ad-'fj  ^^*** 
miffions,  ifc.  or  for  the  provifion,  collation^  or  inveftiture,^  • 
of  any  churches,  monafteries,  dignities,  benefices,  or  eclefi- 
ilftical  offices,  or  for  a  benediAion,  pall,  or  ordination,  al- 
lowing only  a  competent  falary  to  the  writers,  abbreviatorsi 
andTegifter$  of  the  letters,  for  their  trouble :  whoever  a^ed 
dtherwife  were  declared  to  incur  the  penalty  of  fimony,  and 
ordered  to  be  punifhed  by  their  fuperiors ;  and,  if  the  decree 
was  violated  by  any  pope^  a  complaint  was  ordered  to  be 

^  Mde  to  a  general  council.     Decrees  were  likewife  made  vx     . 

\  the  fame  feflion,  about  the  modefty  apd  gravity  to  be  ob- 
ferved  in  celebrating  the  divine  fervice,  about  the  decency  of 
apparel,  and  the  punifhment  of  thofe  who  were  negligent  or 
abfent  on  that  occafion.  Befides  the  above-mentioiSd  de- 
cree, aboli(hing  annates  or  firft  fruits,  others  were  made  ia 

I  the  general  congregations,  ordering  the  colledlors  of  the  re- 

.  venues  of  the  apoftolic  chamber  to  come  to  the  council,  to 

.  give  an  account  of  their  receipts  and  difburfements,  and  an- 
noling  all  appeals  of  caufes  that  had  been  decided  by  the 
council;     Thefe  decrees  were  not  pafled  without  long  and 

.  Israrm  difputes,  the  legates  of  the  pope  protefting  againft  the 
injuftice  of  the  proceedings  of  the  fathers^  in  not  previoufly 
acquainting  the  pope :  but  their  oppofition  was  without  ef-  " 

feft;  for  the  council  having  publiftied  the  decrees,  fent  two 

\  legates  to  Florence  to  obtain  the  concurrence  of  Eugenius* 
John  de  Bachsnfiein,  one  of  the  legates,  declared,  that  if  the

•    ^        of  Prague  \     The  Bohemian  deputies  were  difmifled  witl^  j; 
'u;ho  is      magnificent  prefents,  and  the  emperor  foon  after  proceeding  ^, 
frowned    ^^  Prague,  was  crowned  in  that  city  with  great  folemnity ;  , 
tf/rrague.  j^^^  j^^  quickly  violated  the  private  treaty,  by  recalling  and 
protefting  the  monks,  expelling  Rocky/anus  frqm  Prague^ 
and  afting  by  force  againft  the  remains  of  the  Taiorites,  to  1 
whom  he  had  granted  a  five  years  proteftion '. 
A.  D.        While  Sigi/mund,  by  his  perfidy,  was  rendering  himr  , 
^^^7'    felf  odious  to  tht -Bohemians ^  the  diflenfions   revived  with 
.great  warmth  betwixt  the  council  and  the  pope,  about  dcr 
termining  the  place  for  celebrating  (he  oecumenical  council. 
Eugenius  wanted  to  fix  upon,  fom^  city  in  the  ecclefiaftica! , 
flate,  or  in  Tu/cany:  but  in  the  twenty-fifth  feffion,  whjch  ' 
•was  held  on  the  7th  of  May,  the  majority  of  the  fathers  de- ; 
creed,  that  the  council  fhould  be  celebrated,  if  pofTible,  ^t ' 
Bqfil,  or  at  Jvignon,  or,  laflly,  in  Savoy ;  and  for  the  fup- 
port  of  the  Greeks^  all  ecclefiaflics,  even  the  pop^  and  cardi- 
nals,, fhould  give  i  tenth  of  their  revenues:  and  as  the  city 
of  Avignon  offered  to  lend  70,000  florins  of  gold,  they  mort- 
gaged fo  much  of  the  money,  to  be  raifcd  by  the  indulgences 
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for  their  payment;    Thefe  decrees  were  publiflied  by  a  fac-  Thecoundl 
tious  party  of  the  council,  who  had  fcceded  from  the  prefi-  «^  Bafil 
dents,  and  celebrated  the  feffion  by  themfelves.     They  were  ^j^^^^^d 
by  far  the  moft  numerous,  but  among  them  there  were  very  '^^''. 
few  prelates  of  any  rank.     As  they  had  refufed  to  be  prefent-^f '^"': 
at  the  deputatiqn^  and  general   congregations,    the  other  ^rk''/^*  \ 
party,  who  adhered  to  the  prefidents  and  legates,  fixed  upon  rAtele^ ' 
Florence,  or  Utinum^  in  Friuli,  for  the  refidence  of  the  coun-  creej.

Both  parties  perilfting  obftinately  in  their  opini- 
ons in ,  the  above  feffion,  they  fat  apart,  and  each  ratified 
their  own  previous  refolutions ;  but  the  decree  of  the  mino- 
rity was  confirmed  by  Eugenius\  who  appointed  a  nuncio  to  t

About  a  month  after  their  arrival,  the  nuncios,  of  the  »^^^  . 
faftious  part  of  the  council,  landed  from  two  gallies  of  ^' /g„f  ^« 
vlgnoTiy  and  intreated  the  emperor  to  come  to  that  city,  or  gach  party 
Saftl,  or  Savoy,  declaring,  that,  before  he  could  arrive  2it  to  Con- 
Italy  in  the  ftiips  of  Eugenius^  that  pope  would  be  dcpofed ;  ftantino- 
tut  if.  he  would  agree  to  fail  with  them  to  any  of  the  three  p'^e» 
places  above-mentioned,    the   princes,    whofe  letters   they 
brought,  woul4  furnifti  fuccours  againft  the  Turks.:    The 
Qreek  emperor  however,  notwithftanding  thefe  declarations, 
adhered  to  the  other  party,  and  in  ;he  end  of  November  em- 
barked, with  feveral  prelates,  iov  Venice,  on  board  nine  gal- 
lies furni&ed  by  the  pope.     During  thefe  proceedings  at  Cow 
fiantinople,  the  faftious  party  of  the  council  having  been  in- 
formed that  Eugenius  had  confirmed  the  decree  of  the  mino- 
rity, they  were  greatly  irritated  againft  him ;   and  in   the 
twenty-fixth  feffion,  which  was  held  on  the  31ft  of  July, 
they  publifhed  a  monitory,  agcufing  him  of  feveral  crimes,  and 
\  cidng  him  and  his  cardinals  to  appear  within  the  fixty  days. 
[  In  the  following  feffion,  whi(?h  was  held  on  the  25th  oi  Sep- 
\  temher,  they  decla<;ed  the  late  creation  of  the  archbifhop  of 
'  Florence  to  the  cardinalate  to  be  void,  as  being  contrary  to  i     ' 
,decree  of  the  council ;  they  likewife  annulled  the  decree  ap- 
pointing Florence,  or  Utiniimy  for  the  refidence  of  the  oecu- 
menical council,  as  being  fealed  cl^ndeftinely,  and  againft  the 
-appointment  of  the  council;  and  to  procure  the  favour  of 
the  emperor,  they  wrote  to  him,  informing  him  of  their  prd- 
'  ceecUSgs  againft  Eugenius,  and  defiring  hinl  to  proteft  the 
counfUby  his  authority.      Sigifmund,    who  was  then  lan-^ 
PJiflung  in  his  laft  illnrfs^  and  died  a  few  months  afterwards, 
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in  tlie  ?oA  year  of  his  age,  wtbtc  tb  the  fetheM  16  f&  ii^ 
more  ixloderation,  to  ceafe  their  proceedings  hpitifk  the  pojej 
and  to  talce  care  left,  inftead  of  uniting  the  (Frari^i  they 
flipuld  occafioh  a  fchifin  amoAg  tic  Latins.    NtrtwJtWhttMi* 
ing  this  advice,  the  fixty  days  granted  tt>  the  Jwpc  bdrtg   | 
dapfed,  the  coiuidl,  in  the  next  fettion,  which  was  hdd  on 
the  I  ft  of  Oefober,  declared  Eug^nius  guilty  of  tdntunMlcy, 
the  other  party  protefting  againft  theil:  proceeding,  ahd  the  \

^       .     king  and  the  prelates  of  their  nation. 
Eugemus      j^^^^  ^^^^  EugBnius,  being  encouraged  by  the  fiicceft 
^'^"^^;  of  his, nuncios  at  C?;^^^  on  the  i6th  6f  SepMnkt 

^'fiafil  to  publifhed  a  bull,  wherein,  aftet*  recapitulating  the  violcfit 
Fcrrara;   proceedings  of  the  council,  he  transferred  It,  oy  the  ^di!- 
tudc  of  his  power,  immediately  to  Ferrhra^  ^hfch  dty  te 
aiSSgned  for  the  future  oeeuiiien&al  council.     The  fethefi  at 
Bafilf  inftead  of  giving  obedience  to  this  bull,  inthetwtmy*  , 
ninth  feffion,  which  was  held  ott  the  lith  'of^Aoher,  fib-  i 
lilhed  a  decree,  wherein,  having  accufetftKe  ^fettf  being 
the  author  of  the  diflcnfion,  they  dbdared  thfe  trartfliWotiftad  .

Latins,  and  finding  them  equally  uninfluenced  by  theirs^ 
began  to  think  of  returning  home,  and  propofed,  as  theii? 
final  conceflion,  that  the  words  in  difpute  (hould  be  admit- 
ted in  a  definition  apart;  but  the  Latins  refufed  to  agreejd 
this  propofal,  urging  that,  fince  the  words  ivere  admitted  a? 
^  orthodox,  they  ought  not  to  be  expunged  from  the  creed. 

^he  coun-  ^g  ^^  plague  raged  at  this  time  in  ferrara,  the  pope  pro- 
"  "^^^''pofed  to  transfer  the  council  \.o  Florence,  but  to  this  the 
Florence.  '^^^^^^  ^lade  great  objeftions;  at  laft,  however,  they  gave'. 
A.  D.  *beir  cotlfent,  on  thefe  conditions :  that  the  council  .fliould 
1439.  fiot  be  transferred  from  Florence,  but  bc  Concluded  within 
four  months ;  that  they  ftiould  be  furdifhed  with  provifions; 
ftnd  that  dght  months  ftores  ftiould  be  fent  by  the  pope  i(i 
Conjlantinofle.  Accordingly,  in  the  fixteenth  feflion,  which 
was  held  on  the  nth  of  January,  the  trahflatioii  of  thtf 
council  was  publiftied,  and  the  fathers  immediately  aftef 
proceeding  to  Florence,  held  the  feventeenth  (efBon  in  tba« 
city,  on  the  26th  of  February,  in  which,  after  a  long  dif- 
pute betwixt  the  emperor  and  cardinal  Julian,  it  was  agreed^ 
that  th^  two  parties,  for  the  future,  ftiould. difpute  in  pritatc 
ftflemblies;  but  this  method  was  obferved  only  a  few  weeks; 
for  in  the  fix  following  feftions,  which  were  held  in  the 
month  of  March,  the  public  difputations  were  again  refumcdj ' 
firft  concerning  the  meaning  of  the  word  procejfion,  and  after-* 
wards  about  the  acceptation  of  the  words  nature,  ejfence^ 
fuhfiance,  fubjijlentia,  and  hypojlafis,  in  the  divine  per- 
fons,  how  far  they  meant  the  fame  thing,  and  in  what 
refpefts  they  differed.  After  thefe  feifions  the  emperor  af- 
fembled  all  the  Greek  metropolitans  in  the  lodgings  of  ths 
patriarch,  who  had  been  confined  for  fome  time  by  ficknefs, 
and  laid  before  them  the  calamities  which  would  befal  the 
Greek  empire,  if  the  fchifm  was  not  tcrniinated  :  he  there- 
fore exhorted  them  to  lay  afide  their  difputes,  and  find  out 
fome  method  for  an  agreement,  efpccially  as  the  Latins,  by 
.  the  addition  of  the  words  and  from  the  fon,  did  not  ackoow- 
lege  two  principles.  The  greateft  part  of  the  Greeks,  being 
influenced  by  this  exhortation  of  the  emperor,  did  not  dif- 
pute in  the  two  following  feffions,  but  only  attended  to  the 
difcourfes  of  the  Latins  in  proof  of  their  dodlrine;  and  af- 
terwards holding  a  great  many  conferences  in  thelodgingi 
of  the  patriarch,  they  at  length  unanimoufly  agreed,  that  the 
holy  fpirit  proceeded  from  the  father  and  from  the  fon,  as 
from  one  principle  and  one  fubftance.  This  opinion  being 
commiued  to  writing  and  deliveFe4  to  the  pope,  was  ap- 
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proved  by  Rim  and  the  Latins^  who,  as  a  teftimony  of  their 
joy,  embraced  the  Creeks  with  great  affeftioa.  , 

Eu GENIUS  then  propofed  to  terminate  the  other  points 
wherein  the  two  bhnrcbes^  differed,  namely,  concerning  the 
fire  of  purgatory,  and  ufin^  leavened  or  unleavened  bread 
in  the  facrament  of  the  euchairifl:,  and  the  fupremacy  o{  the 
Roman  fee.  Their  deliberations  were  interrupted  by  the 
death  of  the  patriarch  of  Confiantino^le,  which  happened  on 
the  9th  of  June;  but  a  few  days  after,  the  debates  being  re- 
fumed,  s^  union  was  likewife  effeAed  in  thefe  points.  Tli^e 
Creeks  agreed  as  to  the  pains  of  purgatory,  but  would  not 
determine  abfohitely  whether  it  was  fire,  darknefs,  a  whirl- 
wind, or  any  thing  dfe;  they  allowed  that  either  leavened 
or  unleavened  bread  may  be  confecrated  in  the  eucharift; 
they  likewife. acknowleged  in  general  the  fupremacy  of  the 
pope,  but  would  not  allow  of  appeals  to  him  from  other  *  ^ 
patriarchal  fees,  or  that  he  had  a  power  of  celebrating  cecu-  . 

menical  councils  without  the  emperor  and  patriarchs.    In  .  '  "*'^* 
the  next  feiSon  a  decree  was  drawn  up,  whe^-ein  thefe  re- ' V^^j""* 
ftriftions  were  mentioned  in  general  terms,  which  was  fub- 1^^^^  ^, 
fcribed  by  the  pope,  the  cardinals,  and  feveral  Latin  prelat^j,  Greeks* 
and  by  the  emperor,  the  proxies  of  feveral  patriarchs,  arid 
fourteen  metropolitans.    The  pope  then  defired  that  the 
Creeks  would  chufe'a  fucceflbr  to  the  patriarch  of  Conffanti- 
nopky  whom  he  might  confirm,  and  to  whom  he  would  gifj^ 
a  large  fum  to  fupport  his  dignity,   promifii^  likewife  to 
remove  the  Latin  patriarch  of  that  title ;  but  the  Creeks  r^- 
fufed  abfolutely  to  agree  to  that  propofal,  alleging  that  the 
pattmrch  muft  be  cliofen  at  Conjiantinople^   by  the  whole 
province.     The  union  being  thus  accompliihed,  the  pope 
publifhed  a  letter,  addj:efled  to  all  the  faithful,  informing 
them  of  the  trianflation ;  and  befidea  what  had  been  ftipulat^d 
with  the  emperor,    he  promifed,   upon  an  emergency,   to 
fumifti  twenty  armed  gallics  for  fix  months  for  the  defence  y 

of  Conjiantinople^  and  to  folicit  the  Chriftian  princes  to  fend 
him  fuccours  by  land.  Before  the  departure  of  the  emperor, 
which  happened  towards  the  end  of  July^  deputies  arrived 
at  Florence  from  the  patriarch  of  Armenia^  to  treat  of  an 
union.  Eugenius^  with  the  approbation  of  the  fynod,  ap- 
pointed three  cardinals,  and  fome  doftors,  to  confer  with 
the  deputies;  and,  after  frequent  conferences,  tht  Armeni- 
ans  profeffing  to  hold  and  approve  the  doftrines  that  were 
held  and  taught  by  the  Roman  church,  Eugenius  deliverecl 
to  them  a  decree;  <;Qntaining  a  fujoimary  of  the  Roman^ 
.  feith.  -

whether  they  fliould  immediately  proceed  to  an  elcfllon  of 
ano&er  pope;  but,  notwithflanding  the  plague  raged  at 
'  that  time  in  Bajil,  it  was  refolved  to  delay  the  eleftion  for 
two  months:  accordingly  a  decree  for  that  purpofe  was.pub- 
lilhed  in  the  thirty-fifth  feffion,  held  on  the  8  th  of  July\ 
and  it  was  added,  that,  by  the  departure  of  any  prelates 
from  BafiU  the  council  ftiould  not  be  reckoned  diflblved,  with- 
out the  cbnfent  of  two-thirds  of  thofe  that  remained.     £m- 
gemus  in  the  mean  time,  being  informed  of  their  proceedings, 
reaewcd  his  former  decree  againft  them ;  and  in  a  general 
feffion,  held  on  the  5th  oi  Sept  ember  ^  condemned  the  truths 
•  of  the  catholic  faith,  in  the  fenfe  they  were  taken  in  by  the 
'  council  of  Bafil^  as  being  contrary  to  the  fcriptures,  the  fa- 
thers, and  the  Council  of  Conjiance. 

The  fiuhers  at  Bqfily  before  they  were  informed  of  thefe 
decrees  of  Eugenius,  celebrated  their  thirty-fixth  feffion  on 
the  1 6th  o(  Odfober,  in  which  they  publifhed  a  decree  con- 
firming, the  immaculate  conception  of  the  blefTed  virgin  (L). 
;  Although  the  diet  of  Mentz  had  appealed  from  their  de- 
cree againfl  the  pope  to  a  future  general  council,  and  the 
j  emperor  Mbert  had  propofed  a  reconciliation,  yet  they  re- 
I  foiled  immediately  to  proceed  to  a  new  election;  and  in  the 
tMrty-feventh  feflion,'  which  was  held  on  the  2 2d  of  the 
I  ^e  month,  they  decreed,  that  the  eleftion  (hould  be  made 
Hh  the  council  by  the  cardinal  of  Jrles^  and  thirty-two  other 
ftcclefiaftics,  whether  prelates,  priefls,  or  deacons ;  that  the 
deftion  (hould  not  be  valid,  unlefs  two  thirds  of  the  eleftors 
concurred  ;  and  that  the  perfon  elefted  fhould  fwear  to  be- 
lieve and  maintain  the  catholic  faith,  and  to  obferve  and  exe- 
cute the  decrees  of  the  councils  of  Conjlance  and  Bafil.     The 
thirty  two  eleftors  being  accordingly  nominated  in  the  thir- 
fy-eighth  feffion,  which  was,held  on  the  27th  oiOdlober,  ih&yThe  Mi 
Ottered  the  place  affigned  for  the*conclav€;.^nd  nine  days  d/" Savoy 
after^  upon  a  fcrutiny,  AmadeuSy  duke  oi  Savoy y  wasTonnd  w«fr^/</ 
to  be  duly  elefted.     This  prince,  five  years  before,  had  xt-M^^* 
ifiguedhis  dominions  to  his  two  Tons,  and,  with  fix  of  the^^^'* 
nobles,  had  afliimed  the  habit  of  a  pilgrim,  and  had  chofen 
a  moft  elegant  retreat  at  Ripallia^  upon  the  banks  of  the  lake 
tf  Geneva.

church.      Mean  while  the  fathers  at  Bajtl  in  the  fortieth 
feffion,  which  was  held  on  the  25th  of  February,  publifhe(^ 
the  confent  of  Felix,  and  ordered  all  Chriftians  to  yield  him  \ 
obedience.    That  their  Inew  pope  might  come  to  Bt^fil,  with 
fome  appearance  of  dignity,  they  granted  him  a  power  t^ 
create  nine  cardinals,  even  before  his  coronation  ;  neverthe- 
lefs  they  found  fault  with  his  bull,  appointing  the  cardinal 
o{  Jrles  legate  a  latere  and  prefident  of  the  council,  and  or- 
dered it  to  be  efafed  from  the  regifters,  and  to  be  drawn  up 
Eueenius  '^^  ^^^^^  terms.

Jeuoiinces    ^^^  ^^^^  ^  *^  *^^^  ^^  March   at  Florence,    denounce4 
ananathe-  ^"^  anathema  againft  the  duke  of  Savoy  and  all  his  adherents, 
ma  againft  as  heretics  and  fchifmatics,  if  they  did  not  repent  within  fifty 
Felix  and  days.    The  fathers  at  Rajil,  in  their  forty-firft>  feffion,  hdd 
hisadher'-  ou  the  21  ft  of  Jidy,  condemned  this  fentence  of  Eugenius  as 
iU*^  icandalous,  fchifmatical,  and  heretical,  and  prohibited  any 

one,  under  fevere  penalties,  from  receiving  or^publifhingit* 
The  next  day-  Felix,  who  a  few  weeks  before  had  arrived  _at 
Bajil,  was  ordained  biftiop  by  the  cardinal  of  ArleSf  and 
aftferwards  crowned  with  great  folemnity.  In  their  forty- 
fec&nd  feffion,  which  was  held  on  the  ^x\i  of  Augufi,  they 
ordained,  that,  for  the  fupport  of  F§lix  and  his  court,  the 
iftJipeany  of  the  real  value  of  ail  benefices,  both  fecular  and 
4  regito 
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regular,  thoM  be  paid  to  his  coUeftors  for  five  yeard,  and 
for  five  years  more  the  tenth  penny,  under  pain  of  fufpcnfioa 
and  interdifl:.  In  favour  of  Germany  they  exempted  all  be- 
nefices that  did  not  exceed  five  marks  of  iilver,  and  allowed, 
that  if  any  nation  found  themfelvcs  aggrieved  by  the  above 
tax,  they  might  make  a  c(Mnpoifition  with  Felix.  Soon  after, 
in  a  general  congregation,  they  pubUfhed  a  long  letter,  ad- 
drefled  to  all  the  faithful,  fupporting,  by  many  arguments, 
the  authority  of  a  council  above  a  pope,  and  urging  them  to 
yield  obedience  to  Felix  ^  (M) . 

During  thefe  proceedings'in  the  weftern  parts  of  Europe^  fj^ 
tlie  Creek  emperor  having  returned  to  Conflantinople^   the  Gr^ekd 
clergy,  the  monks,  and  the  reft  of  that  city,  refufed  to  cfrenounci 
lebrate  divine  fervice  with  thofe  who  had  retuined  from  '^^  «»'*<'* 
Raly^  or  to  mention  them  in  their  prayers,  which  caufed  concluded 
great  confufion  in  that  church,  and  occafioned  a  delay  in  ^'    ^* 
clefting  the  patriarch,  none  being  found  who  would  accept  ^^^^^* 
of  that  digpity  c.

to  be  continued  in  the  Lateran  church  within  fifteen  days 
after  his  return  to  that  city.     The  fathers  at  Baftl  took  an 
occafion   from    this  new   tranflation   to   accufe  the  pope, 
allying,  that  he  had  returned  to  Rome  to  prevent  his  being 
compelled  to  celebrate  a  council  in  Germany.     Soon  after

He  likewife  denounced  an  anathema  againft  Promt 

Sforza,  who  had  ufurped  feveral  places  in  the  eccleiiaflical 

ftate  ;  but,  this  cenfure  being  defpifed  by  his  adverfary,  he 

had  recourfe  to  temporal  arms,  and  in  a  (hort  time  recowed 

the  territory  of  PicenumK     In  the  beginning  of  the  follow* 

Ing  fpring,  he  left  Florence  and  proceeded  to  Siena^  where  ho 

continued  fix  months.     During  his  refidence  in   this  dty* 

Alphonfus  king  of  Arragon,  who  the  year  before  had  coa* 

quered  Naples,  propofed  a  reconciliation  with  him,  on  con* 

dxtion  that  he  confirmed  his  new  conquefts.     The  king  at  the 

fame  time  was  negociating  with  Felix,  who,  on  condidoa 

that  he  adhered  to  the  council  of  Balil,  promifed  to  confirm 

his  adoption  by  queen  Jane,  and  the  title  of  his  kingdom, 

and  to  give  him  200,000  crowns  to  recover  the  patrimony 

of  the  church.     Alphonfus  accepted  of  thefe  conditions ;  but 

his  ambafTadors  in  the  mean  time  obtaining  better  terms  firom 

fyigeniuf,  he  again  ilarted  new  difficulties  with  FdiXj  axidi

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on  the  14th  of  June,  concluded  a  treaty  with  the  pope,  v/ho  gi<vej  the 
oiFered  to  give  him  the.  kingdom  of  Naples  with  ^he  ismt^^'^fii' 
form?  and  rights,  as  had  been  nfed  by  former  popes,  and  to  *!^^^f  ' 
abfplve  him  from  the  payment  of  all  the  money  which  he  \^\     ^^ 
t)we4  to  the  apoftplic  chamber,  on  condition  that  Jlphonjus  ^  P"^*^" 
took  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  him^  reftored  the  towns  belong- 
ing to  the  church  which  ht  had  feized,  and  fent  fik  gallies 
jigainft  the  Turksy  and  4006  horfe  againft  Francis  Sforza. 
Some  other  articles  werCvagreed  Upon,  with  regard  to  the 
liberty  of  ecclefiaftics,  and  the  J)rivileges  of  the  fiibjefts,  as 
ihey  had  been  fettled  by  William  II.     The  pope  likewife  le- 

fitimated  Ferdinand,  the  king's  natural  fon  ;  but,  to  prevent 
is  being  reproached  with  fuch  a  coAceflioh,  he  ftipulated 
that  the  bull  Ihould  not  be  publilhed  during  hisJife^  Im- 
mediately after  the  conclufion  of  this  treaty,  Alphonfus  pub- 
littied  a  letter,  declaring,  that  he  acknowleged  Eugenius  as 
the  undoubted  vicar  of  Chrift,  ^nd  ordering  all  his  fubjeft* 
to  yield  him  obedience.  He  Vikewife^rote  to  the  prelates  of 
his  dominions  who  Were  at  Bqfil,  defiring  them  to  quit  that 
city ;  and,  according  to  the  afts  of  Patricius,  he,  together 
with  the  Venetians,  Florentines,  and  other  Italians,  exhorte4 
the  emperor  to  agree  to  the  celebration  of  a  general  council 
fttthe  Later  an. 

The  council  of  Bafil  in  the  mean  time  foUicited  the  return  ^beeotmtU^ 
of  Felix  %  but  he  replied,  that  he  found  it  more  for  the  advan-  of  Bafil 
tage  of  his  caufe  to  relide  at  Geneva  or  Laufanney  and  at  the  confemt  ttr 
fame  time  entreated  them  to  relax  the  decree  againft  the  crea-  atranjta- 
tion  of  cardinals.  After  much  difpute,  the  fathers  at  laft  grant-  ^^*  '* 
ed  his  requeft,  and  in  the  forty^fifth  feffion,  which  was  held-T*'*''^*" 
on  the  13th  oiMay,  they  decreed,  that  another  general  conn-  "^' 
cil  fliould  be  celebrated  after  three  years  in  the  city  oiLyons^ 
which  city  had  been  chofen  by  Felix f  to  whom  they  granted  a 
power  of  fhbrtening  the  terni.     Neverthelefs,  they  ordained 
that  the  council  of  Bajil  was  not  thereby  diflblved,  but  that 
they  intended  to  continue  it  in  that  city,  provided  the  magi- 
ftrates  did  not  violate  the  fafe  conduft  which  they  had  formerly 
granted.     This  is  generally  reckoned  thie  laft  feijion  of  the 
council  of  Bafil,  both  the  printed  and  manufcript  a£h  con* 
eluding  at  this  period.    Neverthelefs  fome  prelates  remained 
five  yeai-s  longer  both  at  Bafil  and  Laufanne,  altho'  there  is 
fcarcc  any  author  that  takes  the  leaft  notice  of  their  pro»     ' 
ceedings.    Several  of  their  decrees  tended  to  remove  the 
grofs  corruptions  and  abufes  that  at /that  time  deformed  the 
Chriftian  religion ;  but;  in  their  proceedings  againft  Euge^

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niuSf  they  feem  to  have  been  influenced  more  by  fa&ioa  and 
Thepofg    refentment  than  by  motives  of  piety.     Not  long  after  £j/ge- 
returns  to  nius  proceeded  from  Siena  to  Rome ;  but,  inftead  of  being 
Rome,      received  with  acclamation,  the  day  after  his  arrival  the  peo- 
ple threatened  to  mutiny^    as  the  taxes  had  lately  been 
doubled,  and  a  new  duty  laid  upon  wine.     Toappeafe  their 
murmurs  the  pope  called  out  in  the  ftreet,  declaring  that  he 
abohfhed  the  late  exaftions,  and  a  few  days  after  he  wrote  to 
the  princes  of  Europe ^  informing  them  of  his  intention  to 
celebrate  a  general  council  in  the  Lateran  church  ". 
Acrufade      HAVING  this  year  ordered  a  crufade  to  be  preached  againft 
.  f  reached    the  Turks^  many  volunteers  went  into  Hungary  from  Tranct 
againft  the  zxidi  Germany^  by  whofe  affiftance  Uladi/laus  gained  a  fignal 
Turks,     viftbry  over  the  infidels,  and  purfued  them  as  far  as  the 
A.D.    confines  of  Thrace^  g^imng  feveral  other  advantages  over 
*444'     them.     On  the  news  of  thefe  fuccefTes,  great  preparations 
were  made  by  the  pope  in  Italy  to  carry  on  the  war,  and  in 
conjunftion  with  the  Venetians^  Cenoefcy  and   the  duke  of 
Burgundy y  he  fent  a  fleet  of  feventy  gallies  to  the  Hellefpont^ 
under  the  command  of  cardinal  CondehnerOy  to  prevent  the 
infidels  from  receiving  any  fuccours  from  JJia.     Jmurath 
being  informed  of  the  great  preparations  againft  him  in 
Europe y  and  hearing  likewife  of  the  revolt  of  fome  provinces 
in  Jjiay  prevailed  with  the  king  of  Hungary  to  agree  to  a 
truce  for  ten  years ;  after  the  ratifying  of  which  he  pa/Ted  the 
Hellefponty  and  marched  againft  the  rebels.    Eugenivs  was 
greatly  offended  with  die  king  for  agreeing  to  any  treaty  . 
with  the  infidels,  and  abfolved  him  from  the  oath,  which  he 
affirmed  he  was  not  at  liberty  to  take  without  his  permtf&on. 
Cardinal  Julian  likewife  infifting  that  now  was  the  time  for 
extirpating  the  Turks  from  Europe,  Uladijlaus  was  prevailed 
jipon  to  renew  the  war,  and  marched  with  his  army  into 
Lower  Mafia ;  but  Amurathy  having  bribed  the  Genoefe  to 
tranfport  his  army  over  the  Hellefponty  attacked  the  Hm* 
garians  at  Farna,  and  gained  an  entire  viftory,  Uladi/kui 
and  cardinal  Julian  being  among  the  number  of  the  flain ". 
Eugenius  in  the  mean  time  fent  deputies  to  the  diet  of  Nurem.' 
berg ;  but,  tho'  others  appeared  likewife  for  Felixy  the  Gtr" 
man  princes  ftill  adhered  to  their  former  refolution,  and  pro* 
pofed  a  council  to  be  held  either  in  Germany  or  France, 
About  this  time  AbdaUa,  archbifhop  of  Edeffky  arriving  at 
Romey  in  the  name  of  the  Syrian  patriarch  and  nation,  to  treat 
of  an  union,  the  pope  celebrated  the  thirty-firft  fcifion  in  the 
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Laieran,  in  which  a  decree  was  publifhed,  .explaining  the 
three  doftrines  in  which  the  Syrians  diiFered  from  the 
Rffnum  church,  namely,  concerning  the  proceffion  of  the 
Holy  Ghoft,  and  the  two  natures  and  two  wills  in  Chrift.  . 
This  decree  was  accepted  in  the  public  feflion  by  the  Sy^ 
rian  deputy,  in  the.  name  of  his  nation. 

The  following  year  Mneas  Sylvius  Sirrivcd  at  Rome  zszn  The  im^ 
ambaflador  from  the  emperor,  and  in  an  elegant  difcoiirfe,  peror fends 
iiaving  afked  pardon  for  what  he  had*  done  and  written  an  emhajfy 
againft  Eugenius  at  Bajtl^  he  explained  the  purport  of  his  ^°  *^e 
embafly ;  which  was  to  defire  the  celebration  of  a  council  mM^  * 
Germany.     The  pope  refufed  to  grant  his  requeft,  and  foon  ^-  ^* 
after,  deputies  arriving  from  the  Maronites  and  Chaldeans  in    **^5' 
Cyprus^  profeiTing  their  fubmiflion  to  the  Roman  church,  in 
a  general  congregation  he  publifhed  a  decree  in  their  behalf. 
Thefe  different  fefts  of  eaftern  Chriftians  had  been  prevailed 
iipon  to  fend  their  deputies  to  Rome  by  the  archbifhop  of 
CotoJJey  or  Rhodes ^  who  had  been  fent  into  the  eaft  by  Eugenius ^ 
to  foilicit  their  fubmiflion  to  the  Roman  fee ;  however  the  au- 
thority of  the  apoftoli?  fee  was  not  thereby  greatly  enlarged, 
but  the  vanity  of  the  pope  was  gratified  by  the  empty  cere- 
mony.    While  Eugenius  was  receiving  the  fubmiflion  of  the 
Maronites  in  Cyprus^  his  authority  was  oppofed  by  the  catho- 
lics in  the  fame  ifland,  the  king  not  only  refufing  to  grant 
the  archbifhopric  of  Nicojia  to  the  perfon  appointed  by  the 
pope,  but  even  expelling  him  the  ifland,  and  throwing  the 
pope's  nuncio  into  prifon.     However,  foon  after,  at  the  fol- 
licitation  of  the  matter  of  the  knights  of  Rhodes,  the  king 
admitted  the  archbifliop,  and  fet  the  nuncio  at  liberty  ^. 

About  this  time,  the  pope  having  depofed  theeleftor^  of  who  ie* 
Cohgn  and  Triers,  in  refentment  for  their  adherence  to  thtpofes  the 
council  of  Bajil,  the  other  eleftors,  ofFended  with  his  ^xo-^^'^^^^^f- 
cceding,  afltmbled  at  Frankfort,  and  entered  into  a  treaty  of  ^^^^"J 
union,  that,  if  Eugenius  did  not  annul  the  fentence  of  depo-^"*^    ""* 
fition,  abolifli  the  grievous  taxes  with  which  he  opprefled^^^  j^ 
Cermany,  and  acknowlege  the  fupremacy  of  councils,  ac-     lAAJb 
cwding  to  the  decrees  of  that  of  Conftance,  they  would  then 
adhere  to  Felix.  They  defired  the  emperor  to  accede  to  their 
treaty ;  but  he  reifufed,  and  only  confented  to  petition  the 
pope  to  reverfe  the  fentence.      Mneas  Sylvius  accordingly 
having  reprefented  to  the  pope  the  danger  of  a  general  fchifm 
in  Germany,  he  agreed  to  revoke  his  decree,  and  fent  two 
legates  to  another  diet,  held  in  the  fame  city,  in  the  month 
^  September y  with  a  full  authority  to  grant  everything  to 
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ihtGsrfhdn^  ihzt  might  feciliutc  the  union,  without  pr^u- 
dice  to  the  apoftolic  fee.    The  fathers,  who  ftill  remained 
at  Bafil,  likewife  fent  their*  deputies  to  this  diet,  and  before 
their  departure  they  declared  in  a  public  aflembly,  that  they 
Would  convoke  a  general  council,  and  would  transfer  theu^- 
Telves  to  whatever  city  the  emperor  and  ele&ors,  or  their 
ambalTadors,    fhould  name  in   the   approachmg  aflembly. 
^  Great  difputes  arofc  in  the  diet  upop  feveral  points,  but 
chiefly  with  regard  to  the  treaty  of  union  betwixt  the 
clcftors,  which  the  legates  infiAed  upon  being  annulled,  be- 
fore they  would   begin  the    negociations.    The  German 
princes  refufing  abfolutcly  to  comply  with  their  demand^ 
jkneas  Sylvius  propofed  fome  articles  as  a  medium,  by  which 
the  interefts  of  Germany  and  the  pretenfions  of  the  pope 
fi^  Gcr-  might  be  reconciled.     Thefe  prppoiidons  were  embraced  by 
znansr^.   the  diet,  who  appointed  ambafladors  tp  proceed  to  J?(»»^  to- 
munu  the  obtain  the  approbation  of  the  pope.    The  aribaffadors,  op- 
^'^/^AU'^^  on  their  arrival,  were  received  with  great  honour,  and  three 
mndadbere  j^y^  afterwards  had  an  audience  in  a  private  confiftory> 
iiius"^'    "^^^^^  Mneas  Sylvius^  in  the  name  of  the  reft,  propofed  the 
a/d.    ^^  articles  agreed  to  in  the  diet ;  firft,  that  a  gencrd  coud- 
1447!    cil  fliould  be  convoked,  and  the  place  and  time  for  its  meet- 
ing determined  ;  that  the  pope  fliould  confirm  by  a  bull  the 
declaration  of  his  legates  concerning  the  pre-eminence  and 
authority  of  general  councils  ;  fhould  redrefs'the  grievances 
"  of  the  German  nation;  and  laftly,  (hould  revoke  what  had 
been  been  done  to  the  prejudice  6f  the  two  cleftors.    The 
reconciliation  being  efFefted  in  a  few  other  conferences,,  dur- 
ing the  abfence  of  Engenius^  who  was  fick,  the  ambafladors 
were  admitted  into  his  bed-chamber,  and,  after  they  had  made 
their  fubmiflion  to  him  as  pope,  he  delivered  the  bull  into 
the  hands  of  Mneas^  by  which  he  confirmed  a  great  many 
things  concerning  benefices  and  annates  which  had  been  de- 
creed by  the  council  of  Bajil  after  the  fchifm,  abfolving  all 
thofe  who  had  adhered  to  that  council  after  its  diflblutidn,  if 
they  returned  to  the  obedience  of  the  apoftolic  fee  within 
iix  months.   He  promifed  to  convoke  a  general  council  with- 
in ten  months,  provided  he  could  obtain  the  confent  of  the 
' ,  fovereigns  of  Europe ;  if  not,  he  offered  to  aflemble  another 
within  eighteen  months  in  a  city  that  fliould  be  judged  con- 
venient.    He  acknowleged  the  authority  of  councils  truly 
cecumenical,  Without  declaring  whether  they  were  fuperior 
to  a  pope  or  not,  and  he  received  that  of  Canftance  in  the 
fame  manner  as  it  had  been  received  by  Martin  V.  and  his 
fucceflbr? ;  and  laftly,  he  prOmifed  to  redrefe  the  grievances 
«f  the  German  nation,  and  to  re  eftablifli  the  archbiihops  and 
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eleftors  P.    Su^ius  fiirvived  the  publication  of  thisi  'bt8i'wlHf£iJM 
bnt  fixtcea  days,  and  died  on  ,thc  a3d  of  Febmary,  in  the^^*"'  ^^' 
fixtecntli  year  of  his  pontificate.    He  is  faid,  by  Piatinaj  to  ^^'^  ^ 
have  been  a  great  patron  of  fchods  and  learned  men,  tho-  ^®"*^* 
not  very  learned  himfelf ;  to  have  favoured  the  monks,  to 
whom  he  granted  many  privileges ;  bat  he  is  accttfed  of  in- 
conftancy,  and  a  love  for  vrar  'J. 

On  the  eleventh  day  after  the  death  of  Evgenius,  eighteen  Nicolas 
cardinals  entered    the  conclave,   and    ubanimonlly   chofeV. // 
Thomas  of  Sarzana,  fo  called  from  a  little  town  in  the  ter^  ele^aig 
ritory  of  Lucca  where  he  was  bom.    He  bad  been  created  a 
cardinal  a  few  months  before  by  Eugenius,  npon  his  return 
from  the  laft  diet  of  Frankfort^  and  is  faid  at  firft  to  hate 
refofed  the  pontifical  dignity  $  but;  ait  the  intreaty  of  all  th^ 
cardinals,  he  fubmittcd,  aivd  affiiming  the  name  of  Nkolai 
V.  in  memory  of  cardinal  Aliptgati^  w&ohad  beetrhis  great 
patron,  and  in  whofe  family  he  bad  Hved  feveral  yeirs^ 
he  was  confecrated  on  the  16th  of  March.    While  the  ctt-- 
dinals  were  in  the  conclave,  cme  Stephen  Perearc^,  a  Reman 
knight,  aiiembled  feveral  dtizens  in  oot  of  the  churches^ 
and  exhorted  them  to  a&rt  didr  liberty,  or,  at  leaft,  to  limit 
the  power  of  their  governors ;  but  tl^  archbiAiop  of  Ben^ 
vento  oppofing  his  propo6i,  die  fisditronr  was  pi^evented. 
Eugemus  having  for  fome  time  before  h&  death  been  engaged 
wi3i  the  duke  of  MikCh^  and  the  king  of  Na^leSy  in  a  war 
i^inft  the  Florentines^  Alphonjits  had  arrived  with  his  attny 
at  Tivoliy  on  his  way  to  Tufcany ;  but,  hearing  of  the  pope's 
death,  he  deliberated  whether  he  fhould  advance  or  return. 
At  length,  Nicolas  having  fent  a  cardinsd  to  Ferrara  to  treat 
of  a  general  peace^  AlpkonJuSy  the  duke  cf  Milfini^  the  Vene' 
tianSy  and  the  Florentines,  fent  their  deputies  thither  j  bttt 
their  confo-enccs  were  broke  off  by  the  fodden  death  of  the 
duke  o£  Milan,    Nicolas  in  tlw  mean  time  fent  cardinal  Car- 
vajal  as  his  legate  into  Germany y  to  notify  his  clcdlicw  to 
the  emperor,   who  aflembled   the  ftates  of  the  empire  at  ^     ^f'  , 
Jfchaffemburgb,  where  the  neutraHty  was  finally  aboliflied,  {"'^j^^^^^ 
and  Nicolas  ^cknowleged  as  lawful  pope  %  the  emperor  fofon  2y.^  '  ^^*' 
after  publifliing  a  decree  for  that  purpofe.    About  the  fame 
time  the  king  di  France ,  who  likewife  defired  to  acknowlegc 
Nicolas ,  held  a  congrefs  at  Lyons ,  at  which  were  prefent  the. 
archbilhops  of  Cologn  and  Triers ^  the  deputies  of  the  other

T^hepopc 
J  448.     only  granted  their  firft  demand,  and  allowed  the  king  to 
fupply  ninety  vacancies  in  the  province  of  Gnefna.    ^oon 
after  he  confirmed,  by  a  bull,  fome  articles  that  had  been 
agreed  upon  betwixt  his  legate  and  the  emperor,  with  re- 
gard to  the  method  ci  provifion  of  vacant  benefices  in  the 
empire  (0) ;  and,  being  informed  of  the  difturbances  in 
Bohenda,  he  appointed  the  fame  cardinal  as  his  legate  in  that 
kingdom.

Nicolas  re- 
ceived them  with  great  honour,  but  refufed  to  confirm  all . 
the  articles.     However  he  agreed  to  feveral  of  them,  which 
being  afterwards  prelented  to  Felix^  he  confented  to  abdi- 
cate.  . 

Thi^  remains  of  the  council  of  Bafil,  y^Yiich.  had  been     A.jy. 
obliged  to  quit  that  city  and  retire  to  Laufanne^  determined  to     1 449. 
{hew  their  authority  in  terminating  the  fchifm  ;  accordingly,  Felix  ^^- 
on  the  23d  oi  Aprils  they  publiftied  a  decree,  permitting  ^^'^-J'^'* 
FeRx  torefign  the  pontificate,  and,  as  a  grateful  acknow- ^^^  ^^' 
legement  for  the  affiflance  he  had  given  to  the  perfecuted  5^61'// 
church,  they  created  him  a  cardinal  and  biftiop  of  SubinOi  dijfol'vidk 
and  perpetual  vicar  and  legate  of  the  apoflolic  fee  in  the  ter- 
ritories  of  the  duke  of  Savoy ;  that  he  fhould  enjoy  the  next 
rank  to  the  pope,  fliould  ufe  every- where  enfigns  of  his  le- 
gation, and  fhould  not  be  obliged  to  appear  perfonally  at  the 
court  of  Rome  or  general  council.     They  then  ordered  all. 
Chriflians  to  obey  Nicolas,  after  which  they  difTolved  the 
council.     This  news  was  received  at  Rcme  with  great  joy, 
the  people  the  following  night  riding  through  the  ftreeta 
with  torches,  and  calling  out.  Long  live  Nicolas.    The  pop& 
likewife  ordered  fupplications  in  the  Vatican,  and,  on  the 
i6fh  of  June,  publifhed  three  bulls  ;  by  the  firfl  of  which 
he  confirmed  all  promotions,  eledlions,  or  fettlements  what- 
ever, formerly  approved  by  Felix,  or  the  councils  of  Bafil 
and  Laufanne ;  by  the  fecond  he  reflored  all  thofe  who  had 
been  deprived  of  their  dignities  or  benefices  by  Eugeniui  for : 
adhering  to  the  council  of  Bajih,  and  by  the  third  he  de- 
clared null  and  void  all  that  had  been  done  and  writtea 
againfl  Felix  and  his  adherents,  and  ordered  all  fuch  writings 
xo  be  abolifhed,  and  expunged  from  the  regifters  oi  Eugeniiis 
and  all  other  places.     As  the  duke  of  Milan  had  died  with- 
out a  will,  or  any  lawful  heir,  his  dominions  became  imme- 
diately the  fubjeft  of  difpute,  and,  notwithflanding  the  ut- 
mofl:  endeavours  of  Nicolas  to  procure  a  (peace,  hoflilities 
flill  continued  betwixt  the  Venetians  and  Francis  Sforza,  the 
laft  of  whom,  having  married  the  natural  daughter  of  the 
late  duke,  pretended  to  be  his  heir.    Francis,  having  flormed 
Placenza,   and  obliged   the  Venetians  to  agree  to  a  peace, 
turned  his  arms  againfl  the  Milane/e;  and  in  the  beginning 
oT'the  following  year,  having  obliged  the  city  of  Milan  to 
jfurrender,  he  was  fopn  after  acknowleged  as  duke  '.

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'Ajuhilte        KicCLAs  was  chiefly  dcfirous  of  pacifying  Italy ^  thatthiB 
tehhratei  pilgrims,  who  fhould  vifit  Rome  on  accoant  of  the  jubilee, 
IK/ Rome,  might  meet  with  no  interruption.     In  confequence  of  bis 
A.D.     IjqJI  fof  xki2X  purpofe,  this  feftival  began  tx>  be  celebrated  at 
'450-    Rome^  with  great  folemnity,.  at  Chriftmas.    Immenfe  crouds 
of  people,  of  both  feces,  and  all  ranks,  arrived  at  that  dty 
during  the  whole  year ;  the  pope,  who,  with  his  cardimls, 
irifited  the  facred  places  almoft  every  day,  being  obliged 
frequently  to  fhorten  the  term  of  fifteen  days  vifitation  ap- 
pointed forfbrdgners  ;  by  that  means  to  leflen  the  great  con- 
courfe  of  ftrangers,  who  were  frequently  trampled  to  death  a. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  jubilee,  JEneas  Sylvius  arrived  at 
Rome  from  Naples  ^  and  in  a  public  confiftory  declared  the 
Intentions  of  the  emperor  to  come  the  following  year  to 
Italy  to  recdive  the  imperial  crown.     He  likewife  delired  tHe 
^pe  to  agree  to  celebrate  a  general  council  in  Germany^  and 
infdrmed  his  holinefs,  that,  at  Naples^  He  had  concluded  a 
treaty  of  marriage  bet>^Xt  the  emperor  and  Eleonora,  the 
fiiece  of  Alphonfus^  tnA  fifter  to  the  king  of  Portugal,    The 
{>ope,  having  received  a  bad  imprei&on  of  the  deflgns  of  the 
emperor,  did  not  fecm  to  relifti  his  journey  into  Italy ;  but, 
JEmeds  Sylvius  difpeliing  his  apprehenfions,  he  agreed  to  the 
A.D.     propofal  of   the  emperor,   and  created  Mneas   biihop  of 
f45i.     Siena''.     The  Hftiop,  foon  after  his  return  to  Germany, 
was'fent  by  the  emperor  into  Bohemia,  as  his  ambafladorto 
the  ftates,  .who  had  aflemWed  at  Benefchaw,  and  threatened 
to  deft  another  king,,  as  Frederic  had  ref itfed  to  part  with  his 
pupil  Ladiflaus.     Mneas^  by  his  eloquence,  had  fuch  an  in^ 
flbence  upon  the  ftates,  that  they  not  only  declared  them* 
f(dves  fatisfied  with  the  proceedings  of  the  emperor,  but  ap* 
pointed  feveral  nobles  of  their  kingdom  to  accompany  him  i9 
his  journey  to  Itafy  *. 
IThtindul'      About  the  fame  time  the  pope  fent  cardinal  Ctifafius^ 
\gettcies  of   hts  legate  into  Germany ,  to  difpofe  of  'the  indulgendes  of 
the  jubilee  the  jubilee  year,  to  iraife  money  for  the  Turkijb  war..    Foe 
yiarfentto  the  fame  purpofe  he  fent  another  legate  into  Poland^  ordering 
Germa-     ^jj^t  every  one  (hould  put  the  half  of  that  money  which 
p^.  ^"^     he  would  have  expended  in  his  journey  to  Rome  into  a  pub- 
i'oland,     jj^  coffer,  and  that  the  half  of  the  money  fo  coUefted  Aould 
be  given  to  the  king  as  a  fubfidy  for  the  war  againft  the 
^rks\  that  one  half  of  what  remained  ihould  be  given  to 
the  queen  to  be  beftowed  in  dowries  to  poor  maidens,  and

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Ac  other  half  (bat  to  the  pope  to  repair  the  <iiWtfAe%oi 
Some  y.  Upon  the  murmurs  of  the  people,  he  aftcrwar<i% 
reduced  his  fhare  to  an  eighth  of  the  whole.  Being  li^eyifl(9f 
Informed  of  the  death  of  Amurath^  emperor  of  the  Titr^x*^ 
and  the  fi}ccef&oa  of  his  fon  Mohamrjaed  II.  a  young  prmco^t 
pf  great  ambition,  and  an  implacable  enemy  of  the  ChrifUaoSy 
he  wrote  to  Conftantinople^  reproaching  the  Greeks  with  th» 
breach  of  the  union  concluded  at  Florence^  and  requiring 
them  tp  abandon  the  fchilm,  if  they  expe^ed  any  aiSftanc^ 
ftom  the.  weftern  princes  *.  The  Creeks^  notwithltanding; 
the  calamities  with  which  they  were  threateneci,  feem  tq  have 
had  no  inclination  to  unite  with  the  Roman  church  ;  fpr  thiab 
fame  year  they  wrote  to  the  Bohemian  HnJJite^f  commendingi 
them  for  rejefting  the  Rmian  innovations^  and  preferving  the; 
ancient  faith,  in  which  they  exhorted  them  to  perfevere  ;  att 
the  fame  time  defiring  them  to  unite  with  them,  not  accord- 
ing to  the  pretended  and  erroneous  unioa  concluded  at  F&- 
rence^  but  according  to  the  immutable  decree  delivered  by  the* 
fathers,  and  obferved  by  the  Greeks  *. 

Mean  while  the  emperor,  having  fettled  the  afi&irs  off^^^^ 
Cermany^  entered   Italy  with  the  young  king  of  Bohemia f  peror  en- 
and  a  large  body  of  nobility ;  who,  to  prevent  giving  umbrage  ters  Italjj 
to  the  pope  and  the  ftates  of  Italy^  came  with  a  very  fmSl«»^ 
military  efcort.     He  was  received  every- where  with  great    A.D» 
honour,  and  at  Siena  he  was  joined  by  the  young  em  prefs,     *4S^ 
who  had  arrived  by  fea  from  Lifbon.     Proceeding  with  her  to. 
Rome^  he  arrived  at  that  city  on  the  pth.  of  Marchy  where, 
h^  was  received  by  thirteen  cardinals,   all  the  clergy  and 
magiftrates,  with,  great  ceremony,   and  conduced  to.  the. 
feps  of  St.  Peter 9  where  the  pope  waited  for  him  in  his  .  ^^        . 
pontifical  ornaments,   Nicolas y  a  few  days  after,  by  the  plenir  ^^  Rome, 
tude  of  his  power,  conferred  upon  him  the  crown  of  Lom-^ 
hardy y   and,    on   the    i6th  of  March,   he  was   folemnly, 
crowned  emperor  of  the  Romans,  after  taking  the  ufual 
oath  to  the  pope.    The  emprefs  being  likewife  crowned, 
Frederic  proceeded  with  her  to  Naples  to  vifit  her  uncle  JU 
fhonfus,  who  entertained  them  for  two  wepks  with  great  - 
magnificence.    Upon  his  return  he  created  the  marquis  of 
Ette  duke  of  Modena  and  Reggio,  at  Ferrara ;  and,  proceed* 
ing  from  thence  to  Venice,  was  received  with  great  magni- 
ficence by  that  republic,  and  foon  after  returned  to  Ger* 
many.

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FredeuiC,  during  his  refideacc  at  Rome^  propofed.a  ge* 
nerial  expedition  againft  the  Turks^  for  the  afiijftance  of  the 
Greeksy  againft  whom  Mohammed  was  making  immenfe  pre- 
parations ^.     This  motion,  however,  produced  no  good  ef- 
fcft ;  for,  excepting  a  few  auxiliaries  from  the  Venetians  and 
Genoefe^  the  Greeks  received  no  afliftancc  from  any  other  Eu- 
Conilan-  ropean  ftates,   and  the  Turkijb  emperor  advancing  againft 
tinople/j  Conjiantinople  in  the  beginning  of  Aprils  with  an  army  of 
taken  by     250,000  men,  and  a  fleet  of  320  great  and  fmali  (hips,  on 
tbeTxivks,  the  29th  of  May  took  that  city  by  ftorm,  killing  40,000 
^'  ^'    men,  and  taking  60,000  captives,  and  thereby  putting  an 
*453"    end  to  the  Greek  empire  «.     After  the  city  had  been  pillaged 
for  three  dayis,  Mohammed  publiftied  an  edift,  promifing  his 
'  proteftion  to  the  Chriftians  who  fliould  return  to  Conftanti' 
n&ple.   He  not  only  allowed  them  to  eleft  a  new  patriarch, 
but,  according  to  the  cuftom  obferved  by  the  emperors,  pr^- 
fented   the  perfon  elefted  with  a  golden  paftoral  ftafF  en- 
riched with  diamonds,  and  condufted  hii!n,  with  acclama- 
tions, to  his  palace.     The  pope,  upon  hearing  of  the  lofs  of 
Cofiftantifiople,  renewed   his  exhortations  to   the  Chriftian 
princes  to  unite  their  arms  againft  the  infidels.     For  this  pur- 
pofe,  the  following  year,    a  diet  was  held  at  Rati/hon,  at 
which  was  prefent  the  duke  of  Burgundy  ^  who  was  very  zea- 
lous for  the  expedition ;  but,  the  emperomot  feen^ing  to  inte- 
rcft  himfelf  with  "warmth  in  the  defign,  nothing  material  was 
effefted  <^.    It  was  only  agreed  to  hold  another  diet  at  Frank- 
fort in  the  month  of  September,  to  apply  to  the  French  for  a 
body  of  horfe,  and  to  requeft  the  Italians  to  fit  out  a  fleet 
for  Greece  and  Jfia,     Almoft  all  the  kings  and  princes  of 
V  Europe  were  invited  to  fend  their  deputies  to  the  diet  at 

Frankfort.     In  the  mean  time,  one  SimonetuSy  an  Jugufiine 
friarj  by  his  frequent  exhortations,  at  length  prevailed  with 
Sforzay  the  Venetians^  and  Florentines,  to  conclude  a  peace, 
which  was  afterwards  ratified  at  Naples  by  Jlphonfus,  and 
Dominicus  CapraniuSy  cardinal  of  the  holy  crofs,  an  alliance 
being  likewife  concluded  betwixt  all  the  ftates  of  Italy,  ex- 
cept the  Genoefe,  for  twenty  years,  each  party  agreeing  to 
refer  their  future  difputes  to  the  decifion  of  the  pope,  and  not 
to  renew  hoftilities  againft  one  another,  unlefs  authorized  by 
STi&^Ger-  anapoftolic  buU^     During '  the  negociations  at  A^i^^/p/,  the 
mans  fro»  diet  was  celebrated  at  Frankfort,  and,  by  the  perfualions  of

.  kingdoms. of  i??/r^/^,  to  fearch  the  monaiieries  and  churches 
for  the  manufcripts  of  the  Latin  authors  ^ 

A  FEW  days  after  the  death  of  Nicolas ^  the  eighteen  car-  Calixtas 
'  dinals  who  were  at  Rome  entered  the  conclave,  and,  accord-  III.  is 
iag  to  Mneas  SylviuSy  the  greateft  number  of  them  propofed  eleSled. 
to  eleft  cardinal  Bejfarion^  one  of  the  Greeks  who  had  re- 
mained in  Italy  after  the  council  oi  Florence ;  but  the  arch- 
bifliop  of  Avignon  objefting  to  him  as  a  neophyte,  or  new 
convert,  and  urging  the  danger  of  a  fchifm,  he  was  fet  afide, 
and  Al^honfo  Borgia^    a  cardinal*  prieft,  was  elefted,   who 
took  the  name  of  Calixtus  III.     Alphonfo  was  born  of  a  noble 
family^  at  Sativa  in  Spain,  and  having  diflinguifhed  himfelf 
by  procuring  the  abdication  oi'  J^gidius,  the  fucceflbr  of 
Peter  de  Luna i  he  was  created  biftiop  of  Valentia  by  Mar- 
tinV.    Eugenius  IV.  promoted  him  to  the  cardinalate  for 
his  fervices  in  procuring  a  peace  betwixt  him  and  Alphonfus 
king  of  Naplesi  and  at  his  promotion  to  the  pontificate  he 
had  now  entered  the  77  th  year  of  his  age,  and  was  very  de- 
crepit.   However,  immediately  after  his  coronation,  he  en^ 
gaged  by  a  folemn  vow  to  make  war  upon  the  Turks,  and,  to  ex- 
ecute that  defign,  a^ed  with  great  fpirit  and  vigour.  He  fent  fj^^^^s 
legates  and  preachers  into  the  different  provinces  of  Ziwrc/<f,  tp  qj^uh great 
ex):ite  the  Chrifiians  to  a  crufade  againft  the  infidels,  impofed  'vigour  a- 
a  tythe  upon  all  ecclefiaftical  perfons  of  whatever  dignity  iox  gaivji  the 
the  fupport  of  that  war,  wrote  to  the  king  of  Perjia  and  to  Turks, 
the  king  of  the  Tartars  to  attack  the  Turkijh  provinces  in 
Ajia,  and,  ordering  fixteen  gallies  to  be  built  and  fitted  out 
at  Rome,  ferit  them,  under  the  command  of  cardinal  Lewis^ 
patriarch  of  Aquileia,  to  attack  the  iflands  and  maritime 
places  in  the  Archipelago.     In  confequence  of   his  ardour, 
feveral  princes  of  Europe  likewife  expreffed  their  fondnefs  for 
that  expedition.     The  king  of  Naples  and  the  duke  of  Bur- 
gundy  took  the  crofs,  proroifing  either  to  go  in  perfon,'  or  to

^^ylvius  to  juftify  his  proceedings  to  the  Germarts.    The  car- 
Wmd  accordingly  wrote  not  only  to  the  emperor,  but  to  the 
chancellor  of  the  archbifhop  of  Mentz^  anfwering  particularly 
ill  the  articles  of  their  grievances.     As  to  the  exceffive  taxeSj^ 
pe  declared  that  the  pope  had  exaAed  no  money  from  Ger- 
many ^^  excepting  the  annates  which  were  of  great  antiquitv  \ 
irhat  liad  been  offered  for  the  Turkijb  expedition,  which  m- 
deed  recjuired  vaft  fums,  he  had  not  avaricioufly  hoarded^ 
lavKhed  in  luxury,  but  employed  in  fubfidics  to  Scander* 
and  the  Greeks  in  the  Archipelago^  and  in  fitting  out  a    ' 
J  againft  the  Turks^  by  which  he  might  juftly  boaft  that 
had  done  more  for  the  common  caufe  than  all  the  prindes 
Europe  befides.    By  (be  concordata  he  infifted  that  th^

}  et  he  had  not  hithg:to  ufed  that  privilege ;  that,  whatever 
Were  their  grievances,  to  pretend  to  oppofe  the  apoftolic  air- 
thority  by  any  pragmatic  fanftion  was  iniquitous,  or  to  ap- 
peal from  that  fee  to  a  general  couticil  was  abfurd,  being  a 
confounding  and  perverting  of  the  whole  ftatc  of  the  catholic 
religion  '".  The  Germans,  however,  ftill  remained  dlffatis- 
fied ;  one  James  JVtmpbeling  publifhed  an  anfwer  to  the  let- 
expel  his  ters  of  JEneas  ",  and  the  bifhop  of  Wurtzburgh  not  only  toolt 
nuncios,  the  money  from  the  colleftors,  but  cxpdled  the  pope's 
nuncios  from  his  territories,  in  which  proceeding  he  was 
countenanced  by  the  archbiftiop  of  Mentz  o. 

The  pope  in  the  mean  time  fent  other  two  gallies  to  join 
thofe  under  the  command  of  the  patriarch  of  ^quileia,  who 
had  recovered  feveral  iflands  from  the  Turks,  and  taken  and 
A.  D.  'funk  a  great  many  of  their  (hips.     About  the  fame  timethc 
1458.    peace  of  Rome  being  greatly  difturbed  by  the  family  of  the 
Urjini,  who  had  had  recourfe  to  arms  to  aflert  their  right  to 
a  certain  territory,    Calixtits  appointed  his  nephew  Borgk 
governor  of  Rome,  and  general  of  the  church  forces.    Soon 
after,  being  informed  of  the  death  of  Jlphonjiis  king 
Naples,  he  immediately  conferred  feveral  wealthy  biflxopricsin 
that  kingdom,  which  authority  he  durft  not  ufe  during  the 
The  pope,    life  of  the  king.

9Xid  Savoy,     He  was  fecretary 
to  the  antipope  FeHx  V.  and 
afterwards  to  the  emperor  Fre» 
deric  HI.  who  honoured  him 
with  the  poetical  crown,  and 
employed  him  in  different  em- 
•  baffles  id  Rome,  Milan ^  Nafhs^ 
Bohemia,    and    elfewhere.    In 
the  midft  of  thefc  negotiations, 
he  always  found  leifure  to  pub- 
lifh  fome  treatife  or  other,-  and 
was  fovdelighted  with  writing, 
that,  even  afcdr  he  was  pope,^  in 
-the  mid{(  of  his  great  occupa-

He  Hkcwifc  left 
fome  eardkals,  auditors  of  the  rota,  and  adtocatts,  to  judge 
the  caufes  that  fhould  come  before  the  Rdman  court  in  his 
abfencc.    He  proceeded  by  flow  jonfftiei  to  Coffignano^  atid 
from  thence  to  Siena,  whith  city  he  ereftcd  into  a  metro- 
politan, creating  his  nephew  Animio  the  firft  anchbifhop. 
While  he  continued  at  Siena,  he  received' the  ambaffadors  ofRetmn/es 
tht  emperor,  the  kings  of  Caflihy  Portugal  and  Hungafy,  ambuf. 
and  of  the  duke  of  Burgundy,  and  feveral  German  iprmct$.fi^on 
The  Oifmani  complained,  that  he  had  given  the  title  of  king/'f*  /^ 
of  Hungary  to  Matthias,  ^  the  Ton  of  the  general  Htmniades,  ^*^P*^^^ 
altho'  the  barons  of  that  khigdom  had  chofen  the  ctnpttor.^'!ff'!f^^^ 
But  Pius  alleging  that  Matthias  had  been  folemnly  adtnow-^  . -^'** 
l^ed  by  the  ftatcs,  and  was  in  pofleflion  of  the  kingdom/ '^"^"* 
and  coni<MuentIy  had  a  right  to  the  title  of  king,  which  had 
been  conferred  upon  him  by  Calixtus,  the  Germans  ceafed 
their  cclnnplaitits,  and,  together  i»ith  the  other  ambafladors, 
yielded  tibedience  to  him  as  pope  publidy  in  the  church. 
"The  ambafladors  from  Bohemia,  that  they  might  not  by  their 
ftbmiffion  oficftd  the  party  of  the  Calixtins,  yielded  obedi- 
encc  to  the  pope  in  a  private  confiffoi-y.    This  inftancc  of  re- 
gard to  that  fcft  confirmed  the  fufpidons  of  the  catholics, 
that  George  Podiebrad  had  iidt  afted  fincercly  in  abjuring  its 
doftrincs :  the  ambafladors  of  the  Siiefians^  who  had  pro- 
tefted  againft  his  eleftion,  now  declared  to  the  pope  that  * 
they  would  not  ob^  him,  and  demanded  the  aififtance  of 
his  holincfs  to  pr6te«  the  Catholic  religion  in  their  province. 
PiiU  promifed  to  them  t6  write  to  the  king  to  ceafe  his  hofti- 
lities  againft  them,  and  to  remit  all  difputes  concerning  reli- 
gion to  the  apoftolic  fee,  declaring  that,  if  he  refufed  to  obey, 
he  would  ufe  other*  mcan6  to  fecure  their  rdigion  ^  He  then 
fBROcccded  from  SieM  to  Thrence^  and  from  thence,  by  -S5- 
kgna  and  Ferrara,  to  Mantua,  where,  a  fe^v  days  after  his  AecnveK' 
Wtival,  he  opened  the  convention  on  the  ift  of  June,  and,  in  tion  held 
t  fpeech  from  his  throne,  complained  of  the  negleft  of  the  «'  Man- 
princes  who  had  omitted  to  fend  their  plenipotentiaries  to  the  *"*• 
J^mMy.      Ambafladors  had  arrived  from  the  defpot  of 
Morea,  and  from  Cyprus^  Rhodes,  Lejhos,  Albania,  Epirus^ 
ind  fome  fhtes  on  the  cOafts  of  Illyria  ;  but  they  all  came  to 
reijueft  fuccours,  excepting  the  Hagu/ans,  who  offered  auxi- 
liaries againft  the  infidels.     The  pope,  having  quieted  the 
difputes  about  precedence  by  a  decree,  declaring  that  the  fu- 
periority  or  inferiority  of  places  ihould  give  no  honour  or

Though  the  dukje  at  firft  refufed  to  promife  any  fuccoarS| 
and  infilled  much  upon  the  imprafticability  of  a  general 
crufade,  as  feveral  of  the  chief  powers  in,  Eurqpe  were  en- 
gaged in  private  quarrels;  nevertheiefs,  at  the  preflSngin-' 
ftances  of  the  pope,  he  ftipulated  2000  horfe  and  4000  foot, 
to  be  maintained  at  the  expence  of  the  duke  of  Burgundy 
during  the  continuance  of  the  war-  Ambafladors  Ukcwife 
Arrived  from  the  FlorentineSy  Sienne/e,  Lucchefi,  s^nd  Bohg' 
pe/e,  offering  fuccours  on  their  part :  the  duke  of  Moden^, 
cxcufing  himfelf  on  account  of  ficknefs,  f^nt  his  brother, 
who,  in  his  name,  offered  300,909  crowos  for  the  expedlr 
tion ;  the  duke  of  Milan  came  perfonally  to  the  aflcmbly, 
and  ftipulated  hi^  quota  of  auxiliaries  :  the  G^mefsy  though 
fhey  durft  not  concern  themfelves  in  a  public  maimer,  as 
they  yere  then  und^r  the  dominion  of  thp'  king  pf  France^ 
yet  prQmifcd  in  private  to  concur  with  the  Itafian  fbites, 
.  Thpambafladpr  of  tjie  king  of  Naples  took  an  oath  in  his 
piafter'^  i^ame,  wherrty  he  promifed  to  engage  pprfonally  in 
thg  ^rufade,  ^nd  the  Venettar^s  fent  their  ambaXTadprs,  aad 
prpmif^d  (Q  contribute  largely  to  the  expedition,  if  the  other 
phrifti^n  princes  >yould  engage  not  to  defert  them  during 
4 general  l^e  continuance  of  ihp  waf.  It  was  then  unanimoofly 
alliance  w  decreed,  \h^t  the  war  ftiould  bp  carried  on,  both  by  fta 
firmed  a-i  ^nd  l^ud,  by  an  army  of  50,009  men,  and  a  fleet  of  40 
'^ainji  th  galjies  and  eight  fpialler  fliips ;  that  the  clergy  of  Italy  fjwuld 
Tufks.  pay  the  tythe  of  their  revenues  for  three  years,  the  laity  the 
.  thirtieth,  ^fid  the  Jew^  the  twentieth,  of  their  whole 
efFefts.  '  Soon  ^ft^r  ambafladors  arrived  fronj  the  king  of 
France,  and  from  ^ene  pretender  to  the  crown  of  Naples^ 
who  refufed  to  engage  in  the  crufade,  unlefs  the  J?n|p 
would  conclude  ^  peace,  but  complained  of  the  favour 
/hewn  by  the  pope  to  Ferdinand  m  prejudice  of  the  right  of 
Rene,  Pius,  in  jiiftificatipn  of  his  own  proceedings,  re* 
criminated  againfl  the  French^  who,  in  prejudice  of  the 
apoftolic  fee,  had  piibliftied  the  pragmatic  f^nftion  in  their 
kingdom ;  and  finding  that  he  could  expefl:  nq  affifVancc 
from  them  9r  the  Engli/b.,  who  were  engaged  in  civil  dif- 
fenfions,  he  fent  a  legate  d  latere  to  fqllicit  the  emperor  and 
(German  princes  to  furnifb  the  4^,000  men  that  had  be^ 
promifed  at  the  diet  of  Frankfort  during  the  pontificate  of 
Nicolas.  The  GermanSy  before  they  wquld  agree  to  this  d?- 
inand,  held  another  diet  at  Niiremb^rg ;  howcyer,  nothing 
V^as  concluded  at  that  affembly,  and  the  affair  was  put  fff 
till  the  following  year  *.

Pius  in  the  mean  time,  having  confultcd  the  prelates  and 7";^^  fcpe 
icardinals  who  were  prefent  on  the  i6th  of  January^  i^vib- condemns 
Jifhed  a  decree,  condemning  and  prohibiting,  under  pain  of^pp^^ii '» 
excommunication  aad  interdift,  all  appeals  to  future  generalA^*'*^^'* 
xouncils  as  contrary  to  the  canons,  and  ridiculous,  as  appeal-  ^f^^^^"^"** 
ing  to  what  did  not  exift,  and  as  they  nourifhed  rebellion " /"  j^ 
againft  the  apoftolic  fee,  and  confounded  all  ecclefiaftical  dif-    ^If^ 
cipline,  and' the  hierarchical  order ',     A  few  weeks  after,     ^^ 
having  made  aa  elegant  difcourfe  to  the  ambafladors   of 
the  princes  and  ftates,  he  diflblved  the  convention,  after  it 
jiad  continued  eight  months,  an  end  being  thereby  put,  not 
only  to  their  deliberations,  but  alfo  to  all  further  thoughts 
pf  executing  what  ^ had  been  agreed  upon.     From  Mantua 
Pius  returned  to  Sienay  where,  with  the  confcnt  of  the  fa- 
.cred  college,  he  created  fix  cardinals,  among  whom  was  his 
nephew  Francis  Picolominiy  then  a  ftudcnt  at  Perugia,    A- 
bout  the  fame  time  the  cardinal  6w/2z,  who  enjoyed  the  bi» 
fhopric  of  Brejcia  in  commendam,  having  been  imprifooed  by 
Sigifmundy  duke  oi  Aujlria,  with  whom  he  had  for  feveral 
years  been  at  variance  (S),   PiuSy  upon  being  informed  of ' 
this  outrage,  excommunicated  the  duke;  ^nd  hearing  that 
Jie  contemned  the  anathema,  he  pted  him  to  give  an  exaft 
account  of  his  faith,     ^igifmund  appealing  from  this  cita- 
tion to  a* future  council  and  ^  future  pope,  Pius  publi(hed 
another  fentenpe  againft'  him,  declaring  him  guilty  of  facri- 
iege.      tregory  Heimburg,  fyndic  of  Nurem,  publiflied  zix 
appeal  againft  this  laft  fentence,  which  expofed  him  to  the 
irefentment  of  the  pope,  who  denounced  an  anathema  againft:

This  jgood  correfpondence  betwixt  the  pope  and^tb^king 
cf  France  was  of  very  (hort  continuance ;  for  although  ia 
«the  beginning  of  the  folio\idng  .year  the  king  fent  a  mofl: 
fplendid  embaffy  to  Rome,  which  confirmed  the  abrogation   A.  D* 
of  the  pragmatic  fanflion,  yet,  as  the  pope  would  not  con-    1462. 
ient  to  abandon  Ferdinand,  a  mifunderftanding  immediately 
enfaed.     The  king  offered  to  fend  a  powerful  army  againft 
the  Turksy  if  the  pope  would  countenance  the  fucceffion  of 
tl^e  duke  of  Anjou  to  the  kingdom  of  Naples,  and  if  Genea 
ihould  return  to  the  obedience  of  France,     The  pope  an- 
fwered,  that  he  would  withdraw  his  auxiliaries  from  Ferdi'     - 
nand,  if  both  parties  would  fubmit  to  the  decifion  of  the 
apoftolic  fee  :  lome  preliminaries  were  accordingly  propofed 
to  procure  a  truce,  during  which  all  difFerences  might  be 
terminated  by  an  amicable  accommodation.

The  pope  fent 
I  two  legates  into  France,  to  endeavour  to  appeafe  the  king, 
with  an  ofter  of  a  five  years  truce  in  Sicily,  if  he  would  con* 
fent  to  take  arms  againft  the  Turks.    What  was  the  efTcft  of 
this  embafty  we  don't  finj  mentioned ;  but  the  king  foon  a& 
ter  publiftned  fome  other  edicts  againft  refervations,  and  the 
exadors  of  the  fpoils  of  deceafed  priefts  ';  the  extortions  of 
the  conrt  of  Rome,  as  Spondanus  confefled,  furnifiung  con*^ 
finual  matters  of  complaint;  fo  that  nothing  is  more  frequently 
mentioned  than  fuch  grievances  in  the  hiftory  oi  France^ 
England,  Germany,  and  Spain  ". 

Pius  being  ftrU  chiefly  intent  upon  the  Tvrkijb  expedition,  Piu, ///f 
About  this  time  fent  nuncios  to  the  duke  oS  Burgundy,  to  rt' promotes 
Cund  him  of  his  vow;  and  having  received  a  favourable  an-  the  Turk-

fleet  in  pcrfon  agaiaft  the  Turks,  the  pope  then  ai^ed  the  Ita- 
Kan  deputies,  what  auxiliaries  their  l>ates  would  furnifhj 
The  greateft  part  of  the  Italians  ,Sin(wercd,  that  they  had 
only  come  to  hear  the  propofals  of  the  pope;  and  the  Flonn* 
.  tinfs  even  advifed  his  holinefs  to  allow  the  Venetians  to  carry 
on  the  war  alone,  which  would  probably  ruin  them  in  the  ^ 
end,  and  thereby  fecure  the  liberty  of  Italy,     Pius  detefted 
this  advice,  and  foon  after,  in  a  private  confifloryy  declared. 
to  the  cardinals,  that,  as  Ferdinand  was  fecured  in  the  pofTef- 
fion  of  Naples y  and  Malatejla  defeated,  he  was  determined 
to  fit  out  as  great  a  fleet  as  the  revenues  of  the  church  could. 
*  Ar^-    allow,  and  to  fail  himfelf  into  Ajia  or  Greece  againft  the  in- 
mifesto     fi^els,  in- hopes  that  his  example  would  influence  the  Chrif- 
/mI  him'    tian  princes.    His  propofal  was  greatly  approved  by  the  car- 
Jelfinto     dinals;  however,  the  chief  ftates  of  Italy  mauifeftedno  great 
^iia.         forwardnefs  to  engage  in  the  expedition,  and  only  offered. 
the  fubfidies  that  had  been  agreed  upon  at  Mantua  ".    The 
duke  of  Milan,  indeed,  offered  to  fend  his  fon  wRh  a  body. 
of  horfe ;  and  the  Genoe/e  promifed  to  fit  out  eight  or  ten 
fhips,   but  they  defired  to  know  before-hand  what  ihare 
''  their  ftate  (hould  have  in  the  profits  of  the  expedition  •. 

The  pope,  not  at  all  difcouraged  by  the  backwardnefs  o( 
others,  on  the  19th  of  OBober  publilhed  a  bull,  addreffed  to 
all  the  faithful,  informing  them  of  the  neccflity  of  the  expe- 
dion,  and   that  he  himfelf  intended  to  comn^and  a  fleet, 
which  was  to  fail  from  Ancona  about  the  beginning  oi  June  P. 
A  few  days  after  he  wrote  to  the  doge  of  Venice,  defiring  him 
'  to  come  with  a  fleet  to  the  general  rendezvous  at  Ancona, 
and  not  to  excufe  himfelf  on  account  of  his  age,  as  he  him- 
felf, and  the  duke  oi  Burgundy,  were  both  old  men.     Tho' 
-    the  pope's  health  at  this  time  \yas  greatly  broke  by  his  con- 
Hts  bealtb  ^;jjual  fatigues,  and  efpecially  by  the  pains  of  the  gout,  with 
^impatred,    ^^^^^  diftemper  he  was  afflifted  during  the  greatefl  part  o( 
A  D      ^^^  pontificate,  he,   neverthelefs,  exerted  himfelf  with  the 
1464.*.     g^'^^^^ft  ailiduity  in  promoting  the  expedition.     As  his  pains 
increafed,  and  were  attended  with  a  fever,  in  the  end  of 
winter  he  went,  by  the  advice  of  the  phyficians,  to  the  baths 
of  Retriolana,  in  the  diocefe  of  Sienay  where  he  continued 
fome  months.  While  he  was  at  Siena,  he  received  the  di{agree* 
able  news  that  the  duke  oi  Burgundy  decflned  engaging  per* 
fonaily  in  the  expedition :  he  wrote  to  that  prmce,  exhort- 
ing him  not  to  defert  the 'common  caufe  in  which  he  was  en*

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I  gaged,  both  by  his  honour  and  confcience.    Uowever,  his 
I  letter  had  not  the  defired  efFeft  upon  the  duke,  who  only 
I  fcnthis  V9fO  natural  fons  with  200  meii,  and  promifed  to 
come  ^he  ncixt  year  perfonally,  if  he  was  not  prevented  by 
death  or  ficknefe  q.     The  king  of  France  likewife  excufed 
himfelfy  being  apprehenfive  of  a  civil  war^  as  the  nobles  of 
his  kingdom  Jiad  entered  into  a  private  confpiracy  againft 
him  '.    No  aififtance  could  be  expefted  from  the.  kingdoms 
6[  Spain,  Who  were  then  engaged  in  mutual  Warsj  and  in 
the  end  of  the' former  year,  the  Venetians  had  been  defeated 
by  the.7l/r*j  at  Corinth  and  Mitylene,  and  been  obliged  to 
ibaddon  the  Ifthmus  ■. 
'      Notwithstanding   all  thefe  difcouragements,    the  He  pro- 
pope  ftill  perfifted  in  his  refolution ;  and  having  returned  for  fo/cs  to 
a  few  days  to  Rome,  he  fet  out  frc«n  thence,   in  a  litter,  for  embark  ai 
\  Ancona^  where  he  arrived  by  flow  journies  about  the  middle  Ancona, 
I  djuly.    Sdon  after  his  arrival,  he  abfolved  aiid  difmifled 
I  great  part  of  the  crufaders,  who  had  come  mto  Italy  with- 
j  Out  money   for  their  fubfiftencc  during  the  expedition ; 
whereas  by  hh  bull,  he  had  Only  offered  indulgences  to  thofe 
I  who  fought  in  his  army^  for  one  year,  or  eighteen  months^ 
I  at  thdr  own  charge  *  (W),     In  the  mean  time  news  arriving 
I  that  the  Turks  had  encamped  in  the  ndghbourhood  of  Ra- 
pfa^  as  tho'  they,  had  an  intfention-  to  befiege  that  city,  the 
.pope  immediately  propofed  to  embark  for  its  relief,  in  hopes 
that,  if  he  (hould  fucceed,  the  Chriftian  pHnces  would  be 
excited  to  follow  his  good  fortune.     He  altered  his  refolu- 
tion upon  hearing  that  the  Turks  had  retired,  and  a  few  days 
after  he  had  the  fatisfaftion  to  be  joined  by  the  doge  of 
Vmce^  with  a  confiderable  fleet  for  the  expedition ;  but  his

recommefidii^  to  tbem  the  profecetkm  ot  his  defigft,  and 
nvhere  ht  ^^jiy  j^  ^jj^  eleaioa  of  a  new  pope,  died  <hi  tihe  13th  of 
4uguft^  in  the  58tb  year  of  Us  1^,  and  the  6th  of  hi$  poo- 
tifkate.  He  was  of  a  (hort  Aature,  gray  hkired  bi^ore  the 
tifual  tioie,  and  in  his  cottntenanee,  which  was  early  wriak- 
led,  there  appeared  a  mixture  fA  feverity  and  good-namre; 
He  neither  loved  moiiey  nor  contemaed  it,  but  wwld  Aev«r 
be  prefent  when  it  wa$  told  out,  or  kid  up.  Akho'  hewai 
very  learned,  and  greatly  addiAed  to  ftttdy>  yet,  by  bm^ 
be  is  accnfed  of  having  from  avtuice  oeg^ei^ed  to  ^coorag^ 
the  men  of  genius  of  his  tune ;  but  Piatium  at^ttte$  tUi 
negled  not  to  avarice,  but  to  die  expenfivie  wars  in  which 
he  was  engaged,  which  conttnuaUy  admufied  his  treafory^ 
The  fame  author  rektes,  that  he  was  ?pid  of  fear  aod  imcoti* 
ftancy,  and  feemed  as  tittle  elevated  widi  his  good  ^xxlsm 
as  dejefted  at  his  b&d»  His  bad  a  great  conteinfK  for  a  ffko^ 
did  table,  and  went  freqoefittly  to  foimtaidf ,  groves,  mi 
country  retirements,  where  he  entert^ad  hiisifelf  not  ia  a 
pompous  but  in  a  plain  Simple  naboitr.  Befides  his  hiftom 
and  orations,  he  left  behind  him  feveral  grave  and  judiciow 
fent^ices  after  the  manner  of  proverbs^  which  are  mealimiol 
by  Platina  and  other  authors  u  (X). 

After  the  death  of  PmSj  the  crttfadcrs,  who  bad  aflear 
bled  at  Ancondy  immedtattly  difpeHed:  and  the  aurdiflah 
^  confulting  with  the  doge  ofVemce^  agreed  to  give  thegaKo 
bnilt  by  Pius  to  that  republic,  th<^  doge  proeuiti^  to  reftore 
th^m,  if  the  pope  that  (hould  be  ekfted  di&pprovedof  tbdr 
decree.  The  cardinals  .libewife  unanimoufly  gave  the 
48,000  crowns,  that  had  been  coUe&ed  by  the  iMe  ^t

•leftce  that  they  were  unqualified  fcr  their  offices ;  accuficg 
them  rf  a  confpiracy,  and  even  of  iierefy,  becaufe  they,  with 
other  men  of  learning,  had  formed  an  academy  at  Rome,  and 
Wpated  about  the  isnmortalky  of  the  foul,  and  other  articles 
of  the  Chriftian  faith,  after  the  manner  rf  the  ancient  Pla- 
tmfts  and  Academics  y.     Platina  the  hiftorian,  who  was  one , 
'tf  the  abbreviators,  complains  of  the  injullice  which  tfecy

Pla- 
tina,  after  having  been  rejefted  twenty  days  without  obtain- 
ing audience,  at  length  wrote  to  the  pope,  that  he,  with  his 
collegues,  intended  co  intreat  tlie  Chriftian  princes  to  con* 
voke  a  general  council,  where  their  wrongs  might  be  redrcf- 
fed  ;  but  inftead  of  prevailing  upon  the  pope  by  this  mean; 
to  reftore  them  to  their  places,  he  drew  die  whole  refent- 
ment  of  his  holinefs  upon  himfelf ;  for  he  wias  immediatel; 
put  in  irons,  and  imprifpned  in  a  high  tower,  where  he 
continued  all  the  winter  *•    In  the  q;iean  timt  Paul,  to  gra- 
tify the  cardinals,  allowed  them  to  wear  a  red  bat  and  a 
mitre  of  damafk  filk,  which  only  the  popes  had  formerly 
worn*;  and  granted  loa  crowns  a  month  to  thofe  whofe 
yearly  revenue  did  not  amount  to 4000.    As  he  had  granted 
the  ornaments  of  a  pope  to  the  cardinals,  he  refolyed  to  aug- 
ment his  own ;  and  being  very  fond  of  precious  ftones,  which 
he  took  great  pains  to  procure,  and  which  he  tpent  whofe 
nights  in  viewing,  he  caufed  a  new  pontiHcal  mitre  to  be 
made  with  thr€;e  crowns,  which  he  adorned  with  diamonds 
to  the  value  of  1 20,000  crowns  ^.

Paul  granted  the  requeft  of  the  enaperor's  am- 
baflador,  in  ^opes  that.the  ayerfion  hitherto  fhewn  by  George 
to  the  fee  of  Rome^  proceeded  more  from  his  perfonal  hatred 
to  Pius^  than  from  any  attachment  to  the  feft  of  the  Calix- 
tins^,     A  few  months  after  ambafladors  arrived  at  Rome 
frbm  Ferdinand,  king  of  Naples,  who  defired  that  the  poptfrom  the 
would  fend  a  cardinal  legate  to  be  prefent  at  the  marriage  oiiing  of 
his  fon  with  the  daughter  of  the  duke  of  Milan.     The  am-  Naples, 
bafladors  likewife  declared,  that  Ferdinand  had  received  an     ^  -q 
embaffyfrom  the  grand  7ir*,  congratulating  him  upon  (iib-     \]fir, 
duing  th^  rebels,  and  exJiorting  him  to  further  conquefts, 
by  offering  a  fubfidy  of  800,000  crowns  a  year,  if  he  would 
make  war  upon  any  of  the  ftates  of  Italy.

his  holinefs.    As  Ferdinand^  about  this  time,  fecured  biniftlf 
in  the  ppfleiGon  of  his  kingdoms,  by  putting  to  death  Pieeih  • 
nimis^  lord  of  feveral  town;  in  AlbrnzzQ^  though  he  bd 
come  to  Naples  upon  his  fafe  condu^):,  he  threatened  to  de* 
clare  war  againft  the  pope,  anlels  he  would  remit  the  trit 
bute,  and  reftore  feveral  towns  that  belonged  to  the.kiigt 
dom,    Paul^  to  prevent  a  rupture,  immediately  fent  a  fe 
gate  to  Naples y  who  found  means,  in  fome  mesfmre,  to  apr 
peafe  Ferdinand,  who  offered,  if  the  pope  would .  r^lXttt  ^ 
tribute,  to  give  6Q,oop  crowns  to  the  king  of  ihmgtuy^  vA 
to  fend  50Q  horffc,  and  as  many  foot,  into  Efirus.    In  coih 
(bquence  of  a  convendpn  held  the  fermer  year  at  Rcaoey  lo 
d^Uberate  abou^U^e  means  of  oppoHng  the  Turksy.  the  Veue- 
fiansy  about  this  time  offered  to  grant  an  annual  fubfidy  of. 
50,000  crowns  to  the  Hungarians,  on  condition  that  tk 
pope  would  indulge  them  with  the  tythe  of  ccclediaftksl  re< 
venues,  the  thirtieth  penny  of  the  citizens,  and  the  twendetli. 
from  the  Jews.     The  duke  of  MUan,  on  the  fame  coodi« 
tion,  offered  a  reinforcement  of  aoop  horfe  aod  100^  foot;- 
and  xh^Fkrentines  lopo  horfe  and  5Qafoot^  or  a  fubftdyof.

feot  him  with  letters  of  recommendation  to  the  emperor.  . ' 

i'tfu/iikewife  ord^ed  Poduhrad  to  raife  the  iiege,  under 
pain  of  excommunication;  to  prevent  which  fentence,  the 
kiog  of  Bohemia  w<>te  to  Moms,  in  the  name  of  the  reft 
of  the  BobleSy  blaming  Zdenco  as  the  author  of  the  difturb- 
ances,  at  the  £iffie  time  defiring  the  pope  to  fend  a  nun* 
CIO  to  the  emperor,  where  conferences  might  be  held,  t6 
tireat  of  the  redoAion  of  Mobimia  to  the  catholic  religion. 
This  letter  did  not  at  aQ  alter  the  former  reiblation  of  the 
poge,  whoflill  €)rdered  P^£ehrad  to  raife  the  fiege,  and  fent 
1  nuncio  to  the  emperor,  deiiring  him  not  to  treat  with  the 
idfig  of  Bohemia  before  he  had  laid  down  his  arms.  Podie' 
brad,  notwithftanding  the  threathingsof  the  pope,  would  not 
defift  from  his  purpoTe,  and,  after  a  il^e  of  almoft  tw^e 
i&ooths,  made  himfetf  mafter  of  the  ^ace  K  The.  pope, 
upon  receiving  this  news,  immediately  wrote  to  his  nimcios 
ifi  Germany 9  to  defire  the  German  princes  not  to  oppofe  the 
proceedings  <^  the  apoftolic  fee  againft  the  king  of  Bohemia. 
At  the  fame  thne  the  cathofic  lords  having  revolted,  he  ab-* 
(blved  them  from  their  allegiance,  appointed  George  to  ap- 
pear zt  R(mte  within  a  certain  time,  and  ordered  his  nuncio 
to  raife  forces  for  the  afliftance  of  the  Bohemian^  catholics, 
and  to  publifh  a  crufade,  if  there  was  occafion,  againft  Podi- 
ebrad.  The  king  defpifing  this  citation  from  Rome^  the 
pope  declared  him  coniideaof  perjury,  facrilege,  and  herefy, 
and  pronounced  againft  him  a  fentence  of  excommunication, 
but  delayed  pubtifliing  the  decree,  that  it  might  not  be  treat- 
ed with  contempt,  as  he  could  not  find  any  one  who  could 
pet  it  in  execution;  the  emperor  indulging  himfelf  in  a 
flothful  inaftivity,  and  the  kings  of  Poland  and  Hungary  againft 
being  wholly  engaged  in  q>pofing  the  Turks.  At  length,  en-  ^wh^m  he 
couraged  by  cardinal  Cirv/ifW,  who  infiftcd  that  in  ^^x.hefublijhes 
matters  much  ought  to  be  left  to  God,  the  pope,  on  Chriji-  «>«''»^' 
TOoj-day,  pubiilhed  the  fentence  of  excommunication  and  V'*^^^: 
dcpofition  againft  the  king,  in  the  church  of  St.  Peter.  A-  "^"J'^/J?

drews  in  Scotland  to  Patrick  Grahame^  who,  after  his  elec- 
tion, had  come  to-  Rome  without  the  king's  leave :  and,  to 
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put  an  end  to  the  pretenfions  of  the  ^chbiAop  -  ef  Tioti^ 
who  claimed  a  fuperiority  over  the  Scots  prefetcs,  he  created 
the  bi(hop  primate  of  Scotland,  and  appointed  him  his  legate 
in  that  kingdom  for  three  years  K 
Heiefires-    Thb  following  year  Patil  (cnt  a  legate  into  9^  Fraaee,  tp 
th?parfia'proc\irQ  a  decree  of  the  parFiament  of  Paris,  cmBr^aiffg  th^ 
r;ieftt  of    abrogation  of  the  pragmatic  fandion  ;  but  their  }our&ey  was 
Paris /<?

Hi^  reprefentations  hovrever  had  littfc 
thoiics^    effeft  upon  the  princes,  who  had  no  great  d^fire  rp  fee  tl^e 
king  of  Poland  pofleffed  of  the  crpwn  di  Bohemia  5  and  being 
divided  among  themfelves,  fingly  CQi;rted  the  favour  of  Podi^-^, 
brad\     The  emperor  likewife  was  diffatisfied  wUh  the  pope, 
and  alleged  that,  tho'  he  might  condemn  Podiebrad,  he  had 
po  Eight  to  difpofe  of  bis  kingdom,  >yhich  depended  entire^ 
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jy*  upon  the  empire  ».  The  diet  then  broke  up,  after  liav- 
iag  refolved  that  the  empire  (hould  maiatain  20,0Qb  meo 
lor  fix  years  againft  the  Turks,  and  that  the  pope  (hould  be 
Mcited  to  eftablifti  a  Iblid  peace  among  Chriftian  princes.

bn£&lofss.     However  be  was  flill  determined  to  put  his  de» 
cree  in  ex!?cution  againft  Po^r^^a^;  and  aU  thoughts  of  an 
.arbitration  being  laid  afide,  he  ordered  his  legate,  the  bifhop 
.otFerrara,  to  ofFer  the  crown  of  Bohemia  to  Matt  Has,  king 
:0f  Hungary,      Matthias,  whether  from  ambition,  or  zeal

in  the  year  one  thoufand  four  hundred  and  feventy-five ;  and 
haying  prevailed  with  the  emperor  to  convoke  a  diet  at  Ra- 
ti/hon^  to  confult  of  means  to  oppofe  the  Turks,  who,  be- 
fid^s.  their  prefent  fuccefles  in  the  Archipelago,  the  year  be- 
fore had  made  an  irruption  into  Carniola^  he  fent  two  legates 
to  be  prefent  at  that  aflembly.  The  diet,  which  was  Very 
nuJTieFOUs,  was  accordingly  opened  on  the  7,1^01  June,  by 
the  bifhop  oi  Trent,  who,  in  the  name  of  the  emperor,  made 
a)fpgech  in  the Verman  language;  and  reprefenting  the  great 
calamities  of  the  Chriftians,  and  the  late  ravaging  of  CiirmV 
ia,  one  of  the  hereditary,  provinces  of  the  Juftrian  family, 
he  exhorted  the  prinpes  to  imitate  the  valour  of  their  an- 
ceftors,  in  oppofing  the  infidels,  and  defending  the  fchriftian 
religion.  *  The  two  legates  addreffed  the  aflembly  to  the 
fame  purpofe.  However,  although  the  Venetian  ambafikdor 
offered,  on  the  part  of  that  republic,  a  fleet  of  i2o  fail,  and 
the '  princes  propoTedi  according  to  a  general  afleflment,  to 
raife  an  army  of  200,000  men,  yet  nothing  was  effefted,  by 
reafon  of  the  flothful  ina^Hvity  of  the  emperor,  which  occa- 
fioned  one  of  th^  legates  to  write  to  the  cardinal  of  Pavia^ 
that  they  would  furely  beat  the  Turks,  if  the  emperor  would  ^ 
fight  with  as  great  vigour. as  he  then  fnored '. 

DuRiNQ  thefe  tranfaftions  in  Germany,  the  pope,  having 
erefted  ferrara  into  a  duchy,"  and  given  the  inveftiture  of  it, 
to  Borfo,  marquis  of  EJie,  foon  after  died  zt  Rome,  on  the» 
25  th  or.  24th  of  July,  of  a  fit  of  an  ajx)plexy,  no  perfon  be- . 
iagprefent  at  his  death.  During  the  pontificate  of  Ptfi//,  all 
dffices  'at  the  Roman  court  were  expofed  to  fale ;  and  under^ 
tfai$  pretc;nce  he  fold  biflioprics,   and  other  benefices,  to  the,

gratis.  Thofe  candidates,  whofe  pretenfions  were  only  ftip- 
ported  by  learning  and  a  good  life,  were  always  fet.afide.. 
ife  likewife  increafed  the  number  of  vacant  benefices,  by  fup- 
plying  them  chiefly  by  tranflations,  by  which  mean?  h.e 
brought  into  his  treafury  large  fums  of  money,  of  which 
he  was  very  fond.  He  was  a  great  enemy  to  human  lea^a- 
ing,  and  diffuaded  the  people  of  Rome  from  putting  their 
children  to  grammar  fchools,  declaring,  that  they  were  fuf- 
ficiently  learned  if  they  could  read  and  write  •.  .  The  fame 
atlthor.  relates,  that  he  was  reputed  a  juft  and  a  merciful 
man;  that  he  adorned  the  city  with  feveral  magnificent 
buildings,  and  was  fometunes  liberal  to  the  poorer  cardinals 
and  bifhops,  and  to  the  fick  and  diftrefled. 

The  cai:diaals  having  nK>urned  the  ufual  time  for  the  death 
of  Paul,  on  the  7  th  of  Augufi  entered  the  conclave  to  el€<JI 
a  fucceflbr.  The  pontificate  was  at  firft  offered  to  cardinal 
Bejffkrion,  under  certain  conditions;  but  he  declaring  that 
he  would  not  accept  of  it  under  any  reftriftions,  the  car- 
dinals applied  themfelves  to  Francis  della  Rovere^  a  cardi?" 
nal  prieft,  who  confenting  to  what  they  defired,  two  days 
after  was  chofen  pope,  and  aflumed  the  name  oi  Sixtus  IV.  •  *i^  X* 
Francis  was  born  in  the  territory  of  Savona,  on  the  Genoe/e "^^  ^ 
coaft,  according  to  Onuphrius,  of  noble  parents ;  but  others 
relate,  that  his  birth  was  obfcure,  and  that  his  father  was 
a  fiftiermao,  which  employment  he  hinafelf  at  firft  followed  ^ : ' 
and  t}ie  Venetian  ambaflador,  in  his  fpeech  of  congratulation, 
cxprefly  declares,  that  he  was  not  indebted  to  his  anceftors 
for  his  nobility,  but  was  rendered  noble  by  his  virtue  an4 
learning  "•  He  was  by  profeffion  a  Francifcan ;  and  having  " 
acquired  a  great  character  by  feveral  treatifes  which  he  pub- 
lifhed  on  obfcure  points  of  divinity,  he  was  elefted  general 
of  his  order,  and  was  created  a  cardinal  without  any  follici- 
tation,  and  during  his  abfence,  by  Paul  II.  Immediately 
after  his  promotion  to  the  pontificate,  he  propofed  to  convoke 
a  general  council  at  the  Lateran,  for  the  reformation  of  the 
church,  and  to  confult  of  means  to  defend  Chriftendom  a- 
gainft  the  Turks ;  but  the  emperor  objecting  to  the  place, 
this  expedient  of  a  council  was  dropt,  and  four  legates  were 
created,  with  full  authority,  to  each  of  whom  he  affigned  a 
penlion  of  500  crowns  a  month.  Cardinal  Bejfarion  w^ 
commilEoned  as  legate  to  the  king  of  France^  to  recondle 
that  prince  with  the  dukes  of  Burgundy  and  Brittany.    The

The 
cardinal  of  Pavia^  who  was  then  abfent^  qndling  an  v6h> 
r^ion  in  Vmbria^  mentions  a  fifth  l^don,  but  does  not  m^ 
form  us  particularly  what  it  was.  He  at  the  fame  time  ex* 
prefled  his  appreheniions  of  the  bad  fuccefs  of  thofe  pompous 
legadohs,  and  complains  that  the  pope  had  Tiokted  the  iatvs 
made  in  the  conclave,  by  cnsating  two  of  his  nephews  car* 
dinals,  who  had  not  arrived  at  their  30th  year  *  (Z>.  Tl» 
pope  indeed  quickly  found  the  bad  eSedh  of  his  fiberal  and 
free  difpofidon ;  for  having  g^ven  donations  of  the  fame  thii^ 
to  diree  or  four  diflSsrent  p^ons,  his  court  was  immediatdjf 
difturbed  with  quarrels  and  difputes.

During  thefe  tranfiiftions  the  pope  had  terminated  all  the 
differences  betwixt  the  apoftolic  fee  and  the  king  of  Naples,, 
The  duchy  of  Sora  was  reftoredto  Ferdinand,  who  gave  it 
with  his  natural  daughter  to  one  of  the  pope's  nephews. 
The  tribute,  which  was  owing  both  by  his  father  and  him- 
felf,  was  remitted,  in  confideration  of  which  he  promifed 
to  defend  the  church  of  Rome  at  his  charge,  and  to  fumilh 
two  gallifcs  for  the  proteftion  of  the  Roman  coaft.     He  Hke^ 
wife  fitted  out  a  fleet  of  feventeen  fliips  to  aft  againft  the

The  following  year  Sixtus  was  informed  that  Matthias  A.  Di 
king  of  Hungary  had  {eOTamba{fadors  to  Conftanitnople  to  iAll* 
treat  of  a  peace  with  Mohammed,  who  was  attacked  in  Ajia 
by  Ufufricaffan  king  of  Perjia;  and  that  he  had  oiFered  to 
ftffiA  him  agaiiiil  UfumCaJfan,  if  he  would  allow  him  a  fub- 
fidy  in  money,  and  reftore  BofnU  and  Servia,  Upon  re- 
ceiving this  news,  he  immediately  wrote  to  the  king  to  dif- 
&ade  him  from  that  alliance^  and  charged  the  bifhop  oiFer- 
tara,  his  legate  in  Hungary,  to  enquire  diligently  into  the 
truth  of  the  report  ^ .  As  tlie  hiftorlans  make  no  mention  of 
this  negociation,  it  is  probable  that  it  was  not  true,  or  per- 
)iaps  Matthias  deflfled  upon  the  admonition  of  the  pope,  or 
Mohammed,  having  about  this  time  gained  a  iignal  viflory 
Over  the  Perjians,  flighted  the  offer  of  the  king  of  Hungary. 
Soon  after  the  pope  created  eight  cardinals^  three  of  whom 
Were  nominated  by  the  emperor,  the  king  of  France^  and  the 
ling  of  Naples.  Ferdinand,  not  contented  with  this  favour, 
about  a  ihonth  afterwards  defired  a  new  creation  to  be  made 
in  favour  of  a  certain  ecclefiaftic,  who  was  unworthy  of  the 
fignity.  Altho*  he  was  very  urgent  in  his  requeft,  yet  it 
Wasoppofed  by  the  greateft  part  of  the  cardinals,  and  the 
new  Creation  was  deferred  till  Chrifimas ;  before  which  time 
the  king  was  prevailed  upon  to  drop  his  fuit.  In  the  mean 
fime  Sixtus  confirmed  the  order  of  friars  minims,  which  had 
been  inftituted  about  thirty  years  before  by  St.  Francis  of 
Paola,  a  city  of  Calabria  g.  Being  informed  that  fome  Car^ 
^elites  at  Bologna  afferted  that  it  was  not  heretical  to  con- 
bit  the  devils,  he  wrote  to  the  vicar  of  the  bifhop  to  make 
taquiry  into  the  truth  of  the  report,  and  to  give  information 
to  the  apofiolic  fee.  About  the  faipe  time  he  publifhed  a

faur\€  Cherfonefe^  from  the  Gemefsj  he  wrote  to  the  kings 
(rf  Poland  and  Hungary ^  exhorting  them  to  conclude  a  peace,  ^ 
and  to  unite  their  arms  againft  the  infidels.     Thefe  two 
princes  began  to  be  both  alarmed  at  the  progrefs  of  the  Turks ^ 
and  accordingly  agreed  to  a  peace ;  by  which  Matthias  was 
ieft  in  pofleflion  of  Moravia  and  Silejia^  and  Uladijlaus  wa$ 
acknowl^ed    king    of  Bohemia.    Sixtus   foon    after   vf^Thpopeh 
obliged  to  quit  ^Rome  on  account  of  the  plague,   which  obliged t9 
iraged  in  the  city  in  confequenCe  of  a  dreadful  inundation  of  V^^t  the 
ithe  Tiber^  the  waters  of  which,  in  the  beginning  of  January^  city  on  ac 
bad  rifen  to  the  firft  ftep  of  the  high  altar  in  St.  Pauts^^^*/^f 
ichurch  •.    As  a  means  to  remove  this  calamity,  the  pope  '^Z^*** 
publUhed  a  bull  for  celebrating  the  office  of  the  immaculate    j^.^^' 
^conception  of  the  Virgin  Mary^  promifing  indulgendes  to 
^Chofe  who  fliould  either  recite  the  oflSce  in  private,  or  be 
kprefent  when  it  was  publicly  celebrated  p.     This  bull,  how- 
^ever,  was  publicly  contradicted  by  a  great  many  orders  of 
Lmonks,  M4io,    both  in  their  fermons  and  books,  aflerted, 
llhatit  was  a  mortal  fin  tol>elieve  the  immaculate  conception 
kof  the  Blefled  Vir^n,  and  that  even  to  be  prefent  at  the 
rofficewasa  crime^. 

j-   The  pope  about  this  time  being  apptehenfive  left  the 
HLing  of  France  ibouJd  feize  Avignon^  as  he  had  a  great  many

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honour  of  their  retreat,  aild  wrote  to  Italy,  declaring  that 
he  had  defeated  them ;  ia  confideration  of  which  pFetendd 
fervice  his  name  was  greatly  celebrated  at  Rome,  and  he  ob- 
tained a  fubfidy  of  200,000  crowns  from  the  pope  and  the 
ftates  of  Italy  :  hojvever,  foon  after,  while  he  was  celebrating 
his  marriage  with  Beatrice  the  daughter  of  the  king  of 
Naples,  the  Turks  made  themfelves  matters  of  Sinderavia, 
and  ravaged  great  part  of  Carniola,  Carinthia,  and  Stiria '. 
The  year  following  Matthias  loft  his  fubfidy  from  the  foft 
and  the  ftates  of  Italy,  as  he  had  neglefted  die  defence  of  Us 
own  kingdom  againft  the  Turks,  to  make  war  upon  the  em- 
peror, who  had  remonftrated  againft   his  marriage,  as  a 
breach  of  the  treaty   fubfifting  betwixt  them,  by  which 
Frederick  was  declared  heir  to  the  kingdom  of  Hungary '.

The  pope, 
14.78  ^^°  ^^^^  ^^  enmity  with  the  family  of  the  Medici,  entered 
into  a  confpiracy  againft  them  with  the  family  of  the  Paz^, 
and  made  an  alliance  with  Ferdinand  king  of  Naples,  Ac- 
cording to  Machiavel,  the  pope  created  one  Salviati,  an 
enemy  of  the  houfe  of  Medici,  archbiftiop  of  Pi/a,  to  whom 
the  fenate  of  Florence  refufed  to  give  pofleffion^  Other 
authors  relate,  that  Laurtnce  Medici,  being  oiFended  that  the 
pope  had  refufed  to  create  his  brother  Julian  a  cardinal, 
•  gave  affiftance  in  men  and  money  to  the  lord  of  Cajlelk 
who  recovered  his  inheritance  from  the  pope,  and  likewifc 
difappointed  Sixtus  in  purchafing  Imola,  by  lending  iioney 
to  the  prince,  which  prevented  him  from  felling  his  patri- 
mony. In  refentment  for  thefe  affronts,  the  pope  entered 
into  a  confpiracy  with  the  Pazzi,  the  rivals  of  the  MeAci^ 
to  murder  Laurence  and  Julian,  and  to  change  the  govern 
menf  of  Florence.  But,  that  fuch  a  horrid  wickednefs  might 
n®t  feem  to  have  entered  into  the  heart  of  a  pope,  he  trufted 
the  whole  management  of  the  plot  to  his  nephew  Jerorwm^ 
However,  he  allowed  him  to  ufe  his  authority  to  influence 
fome  of  the  Pazzi,  who  refufed  to  be  concerned  in  the  plot, 
and  prevailed  with  the  king  of  Naples  to  fend  fome  troops

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into  Tufcanyy  under  pretence  of  recovering  fome  towns  that 
belonged  to  the  ecclefiaftical  (late ;  but,  in  reality,  to  feizc 
Florence  lipon  the  death  of  the  Medici.  The  confpirators, 
having  a  long  time  waited  for  an  opportunity  to  find  the  two  , 
brothers  together,  at  length  determined  to  attack  them  iti 
jhe  cathedral  church  during  the  celebration  of  mafs,  while 
the  archbiftiop  of  Pi/a  fhould  feize  the  palace  and  furprize 
the  fcnate. ,  However  they  failed  in  their  attempt ;  for  Julian 
was  only  flain,  and  Laurence  faved  himfelf  in  the  veftry. 
The  fenate,  likewlfe  being  alarmed  with  the  behaviour  of  the 
archbifliop,  feized  him  and  fome  others,  and  immediately 
put  them  to  death ;  and,  the  people  crouding  to  the  palace 
in  defence  oi  Laurence^  the  greateft  part  of  the  confpirators 
were  apprehended  and  executed ". 

The  pope,  feeing  the  plot  mifcarry,  immediately  deter-  ^^  ^e^ 
mined  upon  an  open  war,  which  he  commenced  with  YCis^^^rejivar 
fpkitual  arms,  laying  the  city '  of  Florence  under    an   in-  ^^*^fi  *^^ 
terdift,  on  account  of  the  violence  they  had  committed  .  °^*^"  - 
againft  the  ecclefiafticS;  in  putting  the  archbiftiop  o(,Pi/a  to  ' 

death,  and  imprifoning  the  cardinal  of  St.  George,  who  had 
been  fent  for  from  Pi/a  to  countenance  the  plot,  and  was  pre- 
fent  in  the  church  when  Julian  Medici  was  flain.     The  Floren- 
tines, in  their  own  juftification,  wrote  to  all  the  flates  of 
Saly,  fetting  forth  the  wickedncfs  and  injuftice  of  the  pope, 
from  whom  they  appealed  to  a. general  council ;  and  as  the 
papal  army»  with  the  troops  of  the  king  of  Naples,  were 
marching  againfl:  them,  they  demanded  fuccours  from  the 
king  of  France,  the  duke  of  Milan,  the  Venetians,  and  other 
ftates.    They  procured  fome  affiftance  from  ^he  dukes  of  nvho  are 
Milan,  Ferrara,  and  Mantua,  and  the  king  of  France  fent  a/pftedby 
them  300  horfe,  under  the  command  of  Philip  de  Commines,  ^l^«  ^^^g  0/ 
the  famous  hiftorian  ^  ;  by  which  they  were  enabled  to  op-  l^^ance 
pofe  the  progrefs  of  the  enemy  till  winter  obliged  them  to^^f''^^ 
quit  the  field.    The  king  of  France  likewife  fent  ambafladors  ^^^-^ 
to  the  pope,  defiring  him  to  take  oiF  th^e  interdift  from  the     *  ^^ 
Florentines,  or  to  call  a  general  co^incil,  declaring,  that,  if 
he  would  not  confent,  hd  himfelf,  with  other  princes,  would 
convoke  a  council  to  redrefs  the  grievances  of.  the  church. 
He  ailembled  the  nobles  a^d  prelateis  of  his  kingdom  ip  a  ' 

convention  at  Orleans^  to  confult  about  reftoring  the  prag- 
matic fai^ftion  and  abcog^tting  the  annates,  and  recalled  all 
^ok  bom  the  Roman  court  who  held  benefices  m  France,

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under  pain  of  forfeiting  their  revenues.  By  ticfe  proceed^ 
lags  he  feems  to  have  deiigned  only  to  intimidate  the  pope, 
for  nothing  material  was  tranfafted  ^t  Orhans  ;  h6wrever,  oa 
the  ifith  of  Jugufi,  the  king  publiftied  an  cdift,  whcrdn, 
after  complain'injg  dT  the  popc*s  proceedifigs  againft  the  F/d« 
rentineSi  and  otthe  grievous  exaftions  of  money  which  he 
fquandered  in  unjuft  wars,  he  prohibited  all  his  fubjefts  bm. 
parrying  or  fendjng  money  to  Rome,  or  from  going  thither 
to  follicit  for  benefices ''.  The  pope,  by  the  advice  of  the 
cardinal  of  Pavia  *,  endeavoured  to  footh  the  king,  by  re- 
fninding  him  that  Charlemagne  itd^reiy  that,  tho*  the  yoke 
pf  the  church  was  grievous,  it  ought  tp  6e  borne  with  ftib- 
iniilioq  and  humility ;  he  promifed  to  fend  a  nuncio  tp  iatisfy 
him  of  the  juftnefs  qf  his  proceedings  againft  the  FhrentineSf 
who  had  moft  outrageoufly  violated  the  ecclefiaftical  libem; 
that,  therefore,  to  convoke  a  general  council  would  be  fo 
the  advantage  of  his  caufe,  but  this  expedient  was  not  pro- 
per, as  it  required  a  long  time ;  and  as  to  renewing  the  pr^- 
matic  fanftion,  he  wondered  the  king  ftiould  think  of  that, 
fs  he  had  formerly  declared,  that  he  had  aboliflifed  it  for 
juft  reafons.  '  Th^s  anfwer  of  the  pope  did  not  fatisfy  the 
king  of  France,  whofe  example  feems  to  have  been  imitated 
\yy  the  Venetians  apd  Milanefe ;  for  it  appears  from  a  mo- 
nitory of  Sixtus  to  the  emperor  »,  that  both  thefe  recalled 
their  prelates,  aiid  withdrew  their  obedience  from  the  popcr 
Dueling  thefe  tranfaftions  the  pope  being  infortnca  that 
jhe'archbifhop  of  Cologn  was  imprifoned  by  the  landgrave  of 
Hejfe,  he  fent  two  legates  into  Germany  to  treat  with  the 
emperor,  the  landgrave,  and  other  princes,  about  procnring 
his  liberty :.  however  his  endeavours  were  froitiefs ;  for, 
after  two  years  confinement,  the  archbilhop  died  in  prifon  *. 
About  the  feme  time  he  publifhed  a  bull,  revoking  all  the 
powjsrs  of  abfolving  from  crimes,  which  had  been  granted  to 
a  great  many  laymen  as  well  as  clergy,  and,  as  the  authority 
of  the  keys  was  thereby  brought  into  contempt,  for  die  ft- 
ture  he  referved  that  authority  for  the  apoftolic  feip  alone  *{C).

Sixtus  about  the  fame  time  fent 
his  nephew  cardinal  Julian  as  hi3  legate  to  France,  to  recon* 
cUe  Lewis  XL  ^nd  Maximilian  the  emperor's  fon,  who  had 
married  the  heirefs  of  the  late  duke  of  Burgundy ;  but 
Maximilian,  the  year  before  having  gained  a  viAory  over' 
tbe  king  of  France,  refufed  to  hearken  to  any  accommoda* 
tioD.  The  legate,  finding  his  endeavours  to  conclude  a  peace 
iaefTedual,  returned  to  Italy,  together  with  cardinal  SaluiSt 
^  French  bi/hop,  who  had  been  detained  elevea  years  io 
prlfon  by  the  king  on  account  of  trealbn  1. 

M£AN  while^  m  order  to  oppofe  the  prpgrefs  of  the  Turks,  SolBdft 
Sixtus  publiflied  a  letter, .  addrefled  to.all  kinga  and  princes,  theeffip^ 
enjoining  ^hofe  who  were  at  war  to  conclude  a  peace,  or,  at  emeeoffim 
leaft  a  truce  for  thre^  years,  and  eachorting  them  to  a  crufade  Chrtfii^m 
againft  the  infidels  »p.    This  letter  produced  ^ut  fmall  dfeft  ^!!^ 
among  the  Chriftian  princes ;  however  we  find  that  the  lung      !i^^

SixTUs  in  this  e3(tremity  excommunicated  all  his  enemies, 
imprifoQ^d  the  cardinals  Cohnna  and  SavelK  in  the  caftle  of 
St.  Angela  m^de  an  alliance  with  the  Cenoefe'^^  and  fol- 
Belted  a  rdnforcement  from  the  Venetians.    That  republic 
accordingly  fent  Maktefta^  lord  of  Rimini^  with  a  con- 
iiderablc  bodv  of  troops,  who,  joining  the  army  under  /#- 
rmrnQy  attacked  and  defeated  th^  Neapolitans^  With  con* 
iiderable  lofi,  taking  a  great  many  prifoners,  amcmg  whom 
was  die  duke  of  Melphi,  who  was  honourably  treated  by  the 
pope,  and  fetit  biack  to  Naples.    A  few  weeks  ajpter  ambaf* 
ikdors  arrived  at  Rome  from  Ferdinand  to  treat  of  peate,  and     '^j 
others  arriving  alfo  from  the  king's  alBes,  the  pope  was  pre-  ^^^^^ 
vailed  upon  to  agree  to  a  peace  and  mutual  alliance  for  twenfy  ^j^pgp^    - 
years,  on  thefe  conditions,  that  ail  places  taken  during  the  ^  /^ 
war  (hoifld  be  rcftored,  the  allies  Qiould  pay  a  fubfidy  of  ihg  of 
40,000  crowns  to  Jeronrmo  for  fliree  years,  and,  for  their  Naples, 
mutual  defence,  ihould  fiimilh  a  certain  auota  of  troops, 
which  ihould  be  commanded  by  the  cardinal  legate  of  Man" 
fua.    The  treaty  was  publifhed  on  CMftmas^day,  and  thirty 
days  were  allowed  to  dae  Venetians  and  all  the  allies  ^  both 
fides  to  declare  their  aflent  ^.

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This  peace,  which  was  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  the  Vene-  the  Mi- 
tianSy  gave  great  difTatisfaftion  to  the  allies ;  howevef,  they  lanefc. 
were  obliged  to  accede,  as  they  were  not  able  to  conthiuc     ^*  ^♦^, 
the  war  againft  that  republic,  when  ftrengthened  by  the  al-     '4*4- 
liance  of  the  Milanefe.    Their  ambaiTadors  immediately  pro- 
ceeded to  Rome,  where  the  pope  had  been  for  fome  days 
greatly  afflifted  with  the  gout :  altho*  he  had  that  day  dif- 
mtfled  the  cardinals  without  holding  a  confiftory,  yet  he  or- 
dered the  ambafladors  to  be  introduced  into  his  chamber ; 
where,  upon  hearing  of  the  terms  of  peace,  in  which  his  ne-  Thepoffh 
phew  Jeronimo  was  not  confidered,  he  exclaimed  with  great  ^'^'^  ^ 
vehemence  againft  the  allies,  his  voice  even  failing  him  during^^^'^^» 
his  difcourfc.     The  phyficians  being  called  in,  the  ambafla-  ^^^'^^ 
dors  retired,  and  the  pope,  being  carried  to  his  bed,  Ian-  '"^^"^^^ 
guiflied  a  few  days,  and  died  ftn  the  13  th  of  Auguji  *  (F). 
SixtuSy  during  his  pontificate,  horned  the  city  of  Rome  with 
fcveral  new  buildings  ;  particularly,  by  rebuilding  the  bridge 
of  Jamcula  over  the  Tyher^  which  is  now  called  Ponte  Sefto. 
'he  likewife  built  the  famous  Vatican  library,  which  he  fur- 
iiifhed  with  books  from  all  parts  of  Europe^  and  appropriated 
certain  revenues  for  purchafing  of  books,  and  maintaining 
Cr^eky  Latifiy  and  Hebrew  librarians  ^.     However,  he  does  * 

-  not  appear  to  have  been  very  liberal  to  men  of  genius  and 
learning,  Theodorus  Gaza,  having  prefented  to  him  a  fine 
edition  of  Jrijlotle'%  books  on  animals,  received  froni  him  - 
oriy  200  ducats;  which,  from  difdain,  he  immediately 
threw  into  the  Tyber  ^ :  and  Raphael  of  Voluterra  relates, 
that  he  faw  many  eminent  men  who  came  to  Rome  in  great 
cxpeftation,  who  were  obliged  foon  after  to  depart  in  great 
want  *. 

Upon  the  death  of  ^ixttis  all  Rome  was  in  confufion.     Je-  Great  dlf- 
ronimo  immediately  retired  with  fome  of  his  troops  to  the'^'*^^^^' 
caftle  of  SpoletOy  and  fent  others   to  defend  his  palace  in«'Ro»c- 
Rtmie ;  but  the  college  of  cardinals  would  not  admit  them 
into  jthe  city,  and  krs  palace  was  burned  by  the  party  of 
Savelli  and  Colonna,  his  countefs  being  obliged  to  fave  her- 
felf  in  the  houfe  of  the  cardinal  of  Milan,  However,  the  op- 
pofite  party  of  theUrjfini  were  in  pojfTeffion  of  the  caftle  of

daughter  of  Laurence  de  Medicis,  and  entered  into  a  treaty     A.D. 
vriith  the  Venetians,  the  marquifes  of  Montferrat  and  Mantua,     \ifiS. 
and  with  feveral  other  ftates.    He  likewUc  follicited  the  F&- 
rentine  ambaffador,  and  thofe  of  the  king  of  Cajlile  and  of 
the  duke  of  Milan,  to  exhort  the  king  oi  Naples  to  obfervc 
the  late  peace,  otherwife  he  wo^ld  draw  upon  himfelf  the  re- 
fentment  of  the  apoftolic  fee  ^.    In  the  mean  time  he  was 
alarmed  with  the  revolt  of  Boccalino,  governor  of  OJimo,  a 
ftrong  city  in  the  march  of  Jncona.    The  governor,  finding 
the  garrifon  difcontented  uppn  account  of  the  great  arrears  of 
thdr  pay,  prevailed  upon  them  to  revolt,  and,  by  their  af* 
fiflance,  expelled  thofe  who  favoured  the  pope,  and  fent  his 
brother  with  an  offer  of  fubmifGon  to  the  grand  fignior. 
But,  by  the  perfuafion  of  the  Venetian  governor  in  Romagna, . 
he  was  prevailed  upon  to  deliver  up  the  city  to  the  pope ; 
and,  having  obtained  fecurity  for  his  perfon,  he  retired  to 
Florence  \     Soon  after  Innocent  bdng  follicited  by  the  Vene^ 
tians  to  mediate  a  peace  betwixt  them  and  the  archduke  of

Mean  while  he  publiftied  a  bull,  condemil- 
ing  a  book  of  John  PicuSy  count  of  Concordia  and  Mirandola, 
prohibiting  any  one  from  reading  it  under  pain  of  excomi- 
snunicatton ;  but  he  did  not  cenfure  the  author,  as  he  de-

Kome.      the  grand  fignor,  to  be  tranfported  to  Mome.     Zem  had  been 
lirft  fent  to  Frdnce^  where  he  was  guarded  by  the  knights  of 
Rhodes  ;  but  Charles  VIII.  confenting  to  his  removal,  he  ar- 
rircd  at  Ronfe  about  the  middle  of  March^  and  was  pre-

vacates  of  ignorance  were 
greatly  alarmed,  and  prevailed 
with  the  pope  to  condemn  hii 
book.  However  he  juftified 
himfelf  in  an  apology,  in  which^ 
as  a  proof  of  the  ignorance  Qt 
his  oppofers,  he  mentions,  that 
a  theologian,  who  had  fhewa 
himfelf  very  zealous  in  ccnfuf- 
ing  his  book,  being  afked  what- 
was  the  meaning  of  the  worf 
cabbala,  he  anfwered,  That 
he  was  a  wicked  maa  and  a 
heretic,  who  had  written  agaiaft 
Jefus  Chrift,  and  that  thofe  who 
followed  his  opinion  were  call- 
ed Cahhalifts,  Picus  died  at 
Florence  in  the  5  2d  year  of  Ms 
age,  and  is  interred  in  the  churth 
of  5/.  Mark,  with  the  following 
epitaph  ijipon  his  tomb  :

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fcnted  to  the  pope  in  a  public  confiftory  by  the  ambaflkdof 
of  France ;  but,,  notwithflanding  the  intreaties  and  threats  rf 
All  who  were  prefent,  he  would  not  kneel  before  his  holinefs, 
or  confcnt  to  kifs  his  feet  "i.    In  the  mean  time, /being  in- 
formed that  Maximilian^  king  of  the  Ramans,  had  been  im* 
prifoned  by  the  inhabitants  of  Bruges,  under  fufpicion  of 
having  attempted  to  deprive  them  of  their  liberties,  he  wrote 
to  the  archbifhop  of  Cohgn,  ordering  him  to  excommunicate 
the  rebels,  if  they  did  not  fet  their  prince  sit  liberty  within  'a 
certain  time.    A  remonftrance  againft  this  letter  of  the  pope 
was  publiflied  in  France,  urging  that  it  muft  either  be  a 
^oVgery,  or  had  been  fubfcribed  by  the  pope  without  his 
perufal  of  the  contents,  as  the  Flemings  acknowleged  no  fupe* 
rior  but  the  king  of  France '.     The  cenfures  of  the  pope 
were  not  regarded  by  the  rebels ;  however,  after  they  had 
put  to  death  feveral  of  the  king's  party,  they  fet  him  again  at 
lib(?rty ',     During  this  difttirbance  in  Flanders,  Anocent,  at 
the  intreaty  of  ^ames  III.  king  of  Scotland,  had  fent  a  legate 
into  that  kingdona,  to  prevail  with  the  nobles  to  lay  iovm 
their  arms  and  fubmit  to  his  authority ;  but  before,  his  arrival 
the  king,  having  ventured  an  engagement  with  the  rebels,wa8 
•defeated  and  flain '  (H).     A  few  months  after  Innocent,  not  ttmoccttt 
having  been  able  to  obtain  fatisfaAion  from  Ferdinand  for  his  ^u^ 
Violation  of  the  late  treaty,  denounced  an  anathema  agalnfl.Fcrdi- 
him  if  he  did  not  repent  within  iixty  days.     Ferdinand  pay-  nand,  anJ 
ing  no  regard  to  this  threatning^  the  pope,  on  the  ixth  ofi*^**  ^is 
September,  declared  him  excommunicated.    He  likewife  de-  ^dm  (9^ 
pofed  him  from  the  kingdom  of  Naples,  publiflied  a  cmfade  i?'  ^Hv 
agjunft  him,  and,  as  the  king  of  France  pretended  to  the  'V'*^ 
kingdom  of  Sicily,  in  right  of  the  late  duke  of  Jnjou,  he  in-     i^jg* 
vitdl  that  prince  with  an  army  into  Italy,  and  appointed  him 
general  of  the  crufade  ".

The  pope,  in  the  mean  time,  fent  a  legate  to  Germany^

their  diA)utes  in  Flanders  and  Brittany.    About  the  fame 
time  he  tent  nuncios  to  the  different  l^ingdoms  and  republics 
of  Europe,  defuing  them  to  fend  their  depudes  to  Rome,  to 
deliberate  about  a  general  expedition  againft  the  Turks,  un- 
der pretence  of  aiCiting  Zem  agaiqft  his  brother  Bdjazet*   A 
^  '  aS*/  °^"*^^*"  convention  was  accordingly  held  at  Rome  the  year 
^^^^  following,  in  the  month  oi  March,  in  which  it  was  agreed| 
confuiicf  ^^  ^^^  P°I*  ^^^^^  J^*ve  liberty  to  raife  tythes,  annates, 
antxfed-^  daily  contributions,  for  the  expenccs  of  the  war;  that 
Hw  «'     ^^  prince  ihould  furnifh,  according  to  a  fettted  proportiop, 
gmujitbe  either  money,  foldiers,  or  provifions;  that  if  the  king  of 
Turks.     France^  Spain,  or  England,  (hould  go  in  perfon  againft  tbe 
A.  D.    Turks,  the  pope  (hould  Itkewife  accompany  him;  but  if 
H9^*    none  of  thofe  kings  engaged  perfonally  in  the  expedition, 
the  forces  by  fea  and  land  fliould  be  commanded  by  two  car* 
dinal  legates ;  and,  laftly,  that  the  Italians ^  French,  Spam' 
,  ards,  and  Engli/b,  ihould  a^  by  fea,  and  the  Germans,  Bo^ 
hemians.  Pedes,  and  Hungarians,  by  land  ^.     All  thefe  fine, 
promifes  vanilhed,  without  taking  eflTeA ;  and  Innocent  toon 
after  received  an  embaily  from  the  Soltan  of  Egypt,  who 
was  at  war  with  the  Turks,  defiring  Zem  to  be  fent  to  him^ 
in  order  to  diflrefs  the  enemy.    However,  an  amba(&dor 
about  the  fame  time  arriving  from  Bajazet,  intreating  the 
pope  to  detain  hb  brother,  and  offering  an  annual  fubfidy 
of  40^000  ducats  for  his  fubfiftence,   Innocent  accepted  dt 
his  propofal,  and  dropp'd  aU  thoughts  of  the  expeditioa  '« 
Neverthelefs  it  appears,  that  he  did  not  negleft  to  raif&  the 
^tythes  in  France,  for  he  fent  a  mandate  to  the  cardinal 
archbilhop  of  Lyons,  and  others,  ordering  them  to  impofe  a 
tythe  upon  all  ecclefiaftics,  fecular  and  rq;ular,  and  to  de 
^pofe  and  excommunicate  thofe  who  refufed  to  pajr  y.     At 
the  fame  tmie  he  wrote  to  the  king  of  France,  allowing  him 
two  thirds  of  the  faid  tax  for  his  expences  in  defending  the 
church ;  on  which  account  the.  univerfity  rf  Paris  accufed 
the  pope  of  impofmg  the  tythe  only,  with  the  intention  dL 
fecuring  one-third  of  it  for  his  private  advantage,  and  not 
for  employing  it  in  any  public  expedition ;  they  therefore 
^appealed  from  him  to  the  apofiolic  fee  when  better  informed,,

FerdSnand^gm-*^  ^Hrf^ 
mifed  to  pay  the  annual  tribute^  according  to  andent  cufbm^  Naples, 
to  leave  the  collation  of  benefices  to  the  pope,  and  to  g^ve 
fatisfaAion  to  the  fons  and  heirs  of  thde  whom  he  had  put 
to  death;  on  which  account  the  pope  abfblved  him  from  all 
ecdefiaftical  cenfures,  and  gave  a  new  inveftiture  of  the  king* 
dom,  not  only  to  himfelf ,  but  to  his  eldeft  fon  jil^honfus,  duke 
oi  Calabria.

bability,  the  public  quiet  feemed  fecured  for  many  year*. 
However,  this  happinefs  was  of  very  fliort  continuance;  for 
foon  after  his  death,  the  nation  was  involved  in  all  the  mife- 
ries  of  war,  which,  was  chiefly  owing  to  the  amUtion  cf  * 
his  fucceflbr,  and  the  unfortunate  death  of  Laurence  de  Me*

princes  of  equal  power  and  ambition''. 

The  death  of  Innocent  was  no  fooner  publiftied,  than  all 
Rome  was  in  confulion,  occafioned  by  the  fa^ions  formed  by 
the  different  pretenders  to  the  pontificate,  the  chief  of  whom 
were  the  cardinals  Sforza  and  S^overe.  However  both  thcfe 
candidates  were  prevailed  upon  to  refign  their  pretenfions  in 
favdur  of  cardinal  Roderic  Borgih,  who  by  great  promifes, 
and  a  liberal  diflribution  of  the  great  riches  which  he  had 
amafledj  acquired  the  plurality  of  the  votes  of  the  cardinab; 
and  on  the  loth  oi  Augufi  was  declared  pope,  by  the  name 
of  Alexander  VL  *.  He  had  been  created  a  cardinal  when  a 
young  man,  by  his  uncle  Calixtus  III.  but  his  life  was  fo 
infamous,  that  Pius  II.  after  having  often  reproved  hUn,  at 
length  drove  him  from  his  prefence* .  As  his  chardfter  vas 
well  known,  his  eleftion  alarmed  all  Italy  i  Ferdinand  pjA* 
cularly  declared,  with  tears,  to  his  queen,  that  a  pope  had 
been  chofen  who  would  be  mofl  pernicious  to  all  Chriltea* 
dom.  This  affertion  of  the  king  of  Naples  is  confirmed  by 
almofl  all  the  Italian  poets  and  hiftorians  of  thefe  times.  AC' 
cordin^to  Guicciardinif  Alexander  had  great  natural  abilities^ 
and  was  remarkable  for  his  addrefs  and  power  of  perfuafibn} 
lut  was  chiefl^  dlAlnguiihed  by  his  vices,  which  he  enumer* 
ates,  namely,  debauchery,  infinccriq^,  impudence,  irrellgion, 
avarice,  ambition,  barbarous  cruelty,  and  an  immoderate 
defire  of  promoting  his  natural  children  to  dignities  and 
honours  ^  (I).

niards.      to  Ferdinand  and  Ifabellat  and  to  their  hetrs,  all  theiflands

horfe.      However,  lUnbafladors  arriving  with  large  offers  tat  is  r^ 
from  Alphonfus,  xht  ixKCsSSor  oi  Ferdinand,  he  concluded  z^^ndied  h 
treaty  of  alliance  with  the  new  king,  and  fcnt  his  nephew,  f^j;^^fi 
John  Borgia,  as  hislqjate,  who  crowned  him  at  tvaples  (L).  •/ Arra- 
A  few  months  after  tour  ambafladors  arriving  from  Frarice,  *?"*  ^? 
and  claiming  the  inveftiture  of  Naples  in  the  name  of  kingf^V^^^ 
Charles,  Alexander  rdigSeA.  to  grant  thdr  rcqueft;  but'de^-^j^npl^ 
dared,  that,  if  the  French  king  would  ceafe  his  warlike  pre-  f^  ^1-    ' 
parations,  and  refer  his  pretenfions  to  the  decifion  of  the  phonfus. 
apoftolic  fee,  he,  as  fupreme  lord  of  tfxe  fief,  was  rea<Jy  to  hear 
and  judge  of  his  claim.    About  the  fame  tune  Alexander, 
having  recovered  the  caftle  oiOftia,  propofed  to  Alphonfus  to 
unite  their  forces  in  Rmnagna,  and  to  fit  out  feveral  gallies, 
as  the  king  of  France  had  already  taken  poflefficm  of  Genoa, 
and  was  equipping  a  fleet  at  Marfeilles^  with  the  intention 
of  attacking  iV^i^/px  by  fea.

(yiia  in  his  name.  The  pqpe  then  publiflied  loud  complaints  of 
^ '.      the  injuries  he  had  received  from>the  French,  afked  the  aflift- 
ance of  all  Chrifiian  princes,  particularly  of  the  king  of  Spain 
and  the  Venetians,  and  recalled  his  troops  fr<Mn  the  army  in 
Jtomagna,  with  the  intention  of  fortifying  Rome.  He  likewife 
fent  Francefco  Picolomini,  cardinal  of  Siena,  as  his^mbaflador  to 
Charles,  but  the  king  refufed  to  admit  him  to  an  audience; 
and  having  feized  the  Turkijb  apabaflador,  who  was  carrying

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affiftancc,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  treaty,  againft  the 
French^  who  made  great  efForts  to  obtain  the  poffeffion  of 
Cenoa.  His  compliance  -with  their  demands  quickly  became 
tinncceflary;  for  the  king  of  Spain  having  advanced  Vrith  ia 
army  as  far  zi  Perpignarty  Charles  VIII.  confented  to  a  truce 
.  till  the  beginning  of  November j  in  whkh  the  Italian  ftates 
ftould  be  included;  and,  in  the  mean  time,  plenipotentia- 
ries repaired' to  Montpelier  to  negotiate  a  peace. 

Soon  after  the  publication  of  the  truce,  all  Rome  vm  jj^  ^^^ 
thrown  into  great  confufion,  occafioned  by  the  murder  of  ^Candit 
the  duke  of  Candia^  who  was  affaffinated  in  the  ftreets  by  his  «  murder-' 
brother,  the  cardinal  of  Valentia.    The  cardinal  Bargia^  ac-  ed  hy  Ms 
cording  to  Guicciardiniy  was  prompted  \j  jealoufy  and  envy  hrotherthe 
to  this  horrid  deed.;   As  he  had  no  incnnation  to  an  ecclefi-  ^^rSnal. 
aftical  life,  he  was  ambitious  of  poffeffing  that  temporal 
grandeur  which  his  brother  enjoyed,  and  was  befides  impa- 
tient to  find  that  the  duke  had  a  greater  Ihare  in  his  lifter's 
affeftions  than  himfelf.    Both  the  brothers  are  faid  to  have 
been  rivalled  by  their  fiather;  who  not  being  fetisficd  with 
his  daughter's  fccond  marriage,  hired  falfe  witnefles  to  prove 
the  impotence  of  her  hufband.     The  pope  Was  afflifted  be- 
yond meafure  for  the  death  of  his  fon ;   and  fufpefting  the 
cardinal  Sforza  and  the  count  of  Mirandola  as  guilty  of  the 
murder,  he  caufed  them  both  to  be  apprehended:  but  a  fevir  > 
days  after,  difcovering  the  real  author,  he  deplored  his  mi- 
fery  with  tears  iA  the  confiftory,  confeflcd  the  wickednefs  of 
Kis  former  life,  and  nominated  feveral  cardinals,  by  whofe 
advice  he  folemnly  promifed  to  reform  the  manners  of  his 
court,  .  He  dropt  thefe  good  refolutipns,  however,  in  a  few 
days,  and  returned,  with  more  eagernefs  than  ever,  to  the 
praftice  of  thofe  vices  in  which  he  had  fpent  his  life.     Soon 
dfter  he  granted  the  ihveftiture  of  Naples  to  Frederic;  and 
being  informed  that  one  Savonarola^  a  Dominican,  of  great 
authority  at  FloYence,  had  prevailed  with  that  city  to  reftore  Savona- 
the  popular  governor,  and  had  written  to  the  emperor,  arid  J*ola|  « 
to  the  kings  of  f  r^nr^,   England,  Spain,  Siud  Portugal,  ex- ^*  V 
horting  them  to  affift  the  church,  which  was  corrupted  from  ***^^^' 
the  crown  of  the  head  to  the  fole  of  the  foot,  and  to  pluck  '^j^gp^^^et 
up,  by  the  authority  of  a  general  council,  the  abominatioa^g^jQp^ 
of  defolation  which  .flood  in  the  hply  place,  he  prohibited  ;;  call  a 
Jiim  from  preaching,  and  cited  hiin  to  appear  at  Rome.    As  council  for 
the  mqnk  refufed  to  go'  io  Rome,  he  threatened  to  excom-  retomung 
lUunica'te  the  Florentines,  and  lay  their  city  under  an  mttr- thechureb.

Lewis  Mean  while,  the  truce  bdng  continued  betwixt  the  kinp 

XII.  fuc^  of  Spain  and  France^  CharUs  again  made  preparations  (<Sr  am 
etidftotin  expedition  into  Italy ^  with  die  confent  di  Akxaxider^  who 
cr0<aff  ^  had  entered  into  a  private  negotiation  with  him,  in  hopes 
France,  of  promoting  his  foa  cardinal  Borgia.  Cbarks  dying  of  an 
*^^J^^  apoplexy  in  the  month  oE  JprU,  without  iffue,  was  luccecd- 
/  MU^  ed  by  his  4X)ufin  Lewis^  duke  of  Orleans,  who,  far  from 
^  *  dropping  his  pretenfions  in  £aly,  immediately  aflumed  the 

title  of  lung  of  France,  JerufsUem,  and  both  SicilUs,  and 
duke  of  Milan,  which  duchy  he  claimed  in  rL^ht  cf  his 
grandmother  FaUntina,  daughtec  and  hdrefs  of  Jcbn  Ca* 
leazzo  Fi/contL    Upon  the  unexpected  death  of  the  king  of 
France,  jilexander  again  follidted  the  friendiUp  of  the  king 
of  Naples :  bdng  defirous  of  obtaining  fome  fecubr  dig- 
nity for  his  fon,  he  propofed  an  alliance  betwixt  him  and 
Carlotta,  the  king's  daughter,  and  that  the  pnndpalitj  of 
Taranto  (hould  be  granted  to  ,him  as  her  dowry.    Frederic 
rejeAing  this  propofal  with  difdain,  the  pope  immediately 
applied  to  the  king  of  frdnc/ ;  and  zs  Carlotta  w^  then  at 
his  court,  he  aiked  his  af&ftance  in  conduding  the' propofed  ,^ 
alliance.     Lewis  being  refolved  upon  an  exp^idon  to  haljt  ' 
and  being  defirous  of  obtaining  a  divorce  from  his  prefent 
Cxfar      wife,  complied  readily  ^th  the  pope's  requeft;  accordingly 
Borgia  re^  Ca/ar  Borgia  having  refigned  the  cardinalate,  fet  out  for 
/gns  be    France  with  the  pope's  bull,  authorizing  an  examination  of  the

^''  All  Italy  greatly  exclaimed  againft  this  refignation  of  the 

cardinalate,  as  the  late  pope  had  even  refufed  to  allow  one 
of  the  cardinals  to  refign,  who  was  deflrous  of  afTumipg  the 
mpnkifh  habit.  Savonarola,  who  had  abftained  from  preach- 
ing for  feveral  months,  again  exclaimed  againft  the  pope; 
but  the  magiftracy  of  Florence  being  defirous  of  procuring 
his  favour  in  a  treaty  which  they  were  tlien  negotiating,  for 
the  recovery  of  Pifa,  ordered  him  to  be  filent.  Savomrok 
obeyed ;  but  feveral  of  his  companions  ftill  continued  to  re- 
proach the  pope  in  their  fermons  \wth  great  freedom.  The 
Fr and/cans  adopted  the  oppofite  party  with  great  warmth; 
and  the  difpute  went  fo  far,  that  one  of  the  Frandfcant 
challenged  a  Dominican  to  walk  in  with  him  into  the  tmi& 
of  a  fire,  in  proof  of  the  truth  of  their  doftrines.

Do  RING  thefe  tranfadions  Cafar  Borgia  arrived  at  Paris,  Borgia  // 
where  he  was  received  with  great  honour  by  the  king,  ttrho  created  a 
created  him  a  knight,  and  duke  of  Falentinois  in  Dauphiny,  dhke  by 
and  gave  him  the  command  of  a  body  of  100  horfe,  with  an  ^'  ^^&  ^f 
annual  penfion  of  20,000  livres.    The  following  year  he    '^^^ 
married  Carhtta,  a  daughter  of  a  peer  of  France,  as  the     ™^* 
daughter  of  Frederic  had  aWblutely  refufed  to  marry  him.      ^^"' 
Lewis  XII.  in  the  mean  time,  having  concluded  a  peace 
\rith  the  kings  of  England  and  Spain^  and  a  truce  with  the 
emperor,  made  great  preparations  to  take  pbfleflion  of  the* 
Milane/e,  having  likewife  fecured  the  friendfhip  of  the  pope 
and  the  Venetians.     Lewis  Sforza  applied  for  ai&ftance  to 
the  emperor ;  but  being  difappointed  in  Germany,  he  fent 
an  embafTy  to  Bajazet,  defiring  him  to  declare  war  againfb 
the  Venetians.    Maximilian  was  prevented  from  affifting 
Sforza,  bdng  then  engs^ed  in  a  war  againft  the  Swifs :  but 
being  very  defirous  of  humbling  the  Venetians,  he  likewife 
folUcited  the  grand  lignior  to  attack  them,  promifing  at  the 
fame  time  to  make  an  irruption  into  the  Trevifane^.    The 
Turks  accordingly  fitted  out  a  formidable  fleet,  with  which 
they  made  thetofelves  matters  of  the  fea ;  and  aflcmbling 
their  forces  in  Bofnia,  entered  Italy  by  Friuli,  ravaging  the 
country  with  fire  and  fword  as  fiir  as  Lavenza,  and  carrying 
off  with  them  many  thoufandsof  captives. 

The  Veitetians,  in  this  extremity,  foUiciting  the  king  of 
Freaice  to  haften  his  march  into  Italy,  Lewis  arrived  a't  iy- 
ons  in  the  month  iA  Augufi,  and  fent  a  confiderable  army

This  reinforcement  having  joined  his  other 
lorgia      troops,  which  confided  of  600  horfe  and  6000  foot,  Borgia 
xonquers    returned  to  Romagna,  and  without  oppofition  made  himlelf 
PelaroW  mafter  of  Pe/aro  and  Rimini,  the  Florentines  and  the  duke 
Rimins;  of  Ferrara  not  daring  to  give  any  afliftance  to  the  feudatory 
lords,  the  Venetians  even  deferting  their  caufe,  and  honour- 
'  jtig  Borgia  with  the  title  of.  nobility.     The  city  of  Faenza, 
^hich  was  next  invefted,  tho*  deftitute  of  all  auxiliaries,  re- 
folved  to  adhere  to  the  family  of  Manfredi,  and  made  fuch 
defperate  fallies  on  the  befieg^rs,  that  Borgia,  in  great  vexa- 
tion was  obliged,  after  ten  days,  to  raife  the  fiege,  and  put 
'  .his  troops  into  winter  quarters  ^. 
4ahs  po/:      Alexander  in  the  mean  time,  to  fupply  the  expences  of 
^fifjpan  of    "the  war,  prQmoted  twelve  perfons  to  the  cardinalate,  from 
Facnza,    whom  he  received  a  large  fum  of  tooney,     Borgia  likewifei 
having  received  new  reinforcements  of  French  and  Sffamards^ 
again  invefted  Faenza,  in  the  beginning  of  Feiruary.    Th<

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inhabitants  of  this   city,  after  a  xigoxom  defence,  wefe    A.D. 
obliged  to  furrender  in  the  end  6f  Jpril^  Borgia  promifing     is<^i* 
them  fecurity  in  their  perfonal  eftatcs,  and  to  allow  their 
lord  4000  ducats  a-  yestr :  however^  having  taken  pofleffion 
of  thd  |>lace^  he  fent  the  lordj  who  was  then  only  elghtecii 
years  of  age,  to  RomSf  where  he  was  foon  after  put  to  death '.  ^ 
After  the  conqueft  of  Faenza,  Borgia  having  obtained  i\it  and  is  cf^e* 
tide  of  duke  of  Romagna  from  his  father,  with  the  approba-  attdjuki 
tion  of  the.  confiftory,  he  marched  with  his  army  againfl:  of  Rci- 
Bokgna^  propofing,  after  he  had  made  himfelf  mafter  of  that  raagna* 
city,  to  attack  Florence.    Upon  his  march  he  received  an  or- 
der from  the  king  oi  France ^  prohibiting  his  enterj^rize  agatinft 
Bokpia^  as  he  had  taken  thit  Oity,  and  its  lord  John  Senti* 
voglioy  under  his  proteftion.  .  This  news  was  Vefy  difagree- 
able  to  the  duke :  however,  being  defirous  to  extend  his  con* 
quells,  he  came  to  an  aCcommodadon  with  JBentivoglio,  who 
Ranted  him  a  paflage  thra*  his{  territories  into  Tyfeany^  paid 
hiffl  6000  ducats^  atid  fent  hl^  fon  to  join  him  widi  300  horib 
and  5000  foot. 

This  reinforcement  fnpplied  th^  place  of  Ac /Tr/«M,  ttrhd^*  i.^.j 
at  this  time  returned  to  tombardy,  the  Idhg  of  France  hav-»  ^/pl^Scd 
ing  put  his  forces  in  motion  for  the  conqueft  of  Najf^ks,  in'andSpmii 
confequence  of  a  treaty  With  the  king  of  Spain^  by  which  f^aie  a 
diefe  two  pdnces  had  agreed  upon  a  partition  of  the  kingdom  farfitiote 
of  Naples.     The  pope  readily  confirmed  this  treaty,   to  the  tf  the 
aftoniflimcnt  of  all  Italy y  and  gave  the  inveftitnr*  of  the  kingdamef 
duchy  of  Apulia  and  Calabria  to  the  king  of  Spain^  and  of  Naples* 
all  the  reft  of  the  kingdom  to  the  king  ($  France^  tindet  the 
tide  of  king  of  Naples  and  Jeru/alem*  Frederic  wag  quite  coti-^ 
.  founded  with  this  news,  as  the  king  of  Spain  had  fent  a  great 
ix)dy  of  troops  into  his  kingdom,  under  pretence  of  oppof« 
ing  the  French^  who  had  now  $dvanccd  as  far  as  RonU.     As  ' 
lie  had  one  powerful  enemy  already  in  the  midft  of  his  domi* 
nions,  and  was  threatened  with  an  invaflon  from  another^ 
he  left  a  garrifon  in  Capua^  and  retired  in  defpsiir  to  Naples* 
Mean  while  the  Spanijb  general  employed  his  forces  in  re^ 
ducing  Calabria  afld  Jpulia;  and  the  French  having  taked 
ixi/Teffion  of  Jverja,  Nola,  and  fetreral  other  places,  attacked 
Capua,  which  they  took  by  ftorm.     BOrgia,  who  had  eniterecl 
into  a  defenfive  treaty  with  the  Florentines,  and  had  left  hisi 
army  in  the  territory  of  Piombino,  accompanied  tht  French 
army  with  his  guards  as  lieutenant-general,  and  at  the  fackin^ 
of  Capua,  feized  forty  of  the  faireft  nuns  as  his  oWn  booty  "*. 
fr^d^nV  being-informed  qf  the  lofs  of  CapUd,  immediateljf 
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abandoned  A^iz^fej,  which  furrendcrcd  to  the  conquerors; 
and  he  himfelf  foon  after,  from  his  deteftation  of  the  king 
of  Spain y  refigned  hia  whole  kingdom  to  the  French^  and 
went  with  his  family  to  France^  where  he  was  created  duke 
of  Jnjou,  and  allowed  a  yearly  penfion  of  30,000  ducats. 

M£AN  while  the  affairs  of  the  pope  proceeded  mth  their 
ufual  profperity'^;  he  having  made  himfelf  mafter  of  all  the 
pofleflions  of  the  Collonefi  and  Savelli  in  the  Terra  d$  Rma, 
which  he  divided  betwixt  the  Ur^ni  and  his  fon  Borgia,  who 
had  reduced  Piombino  to  great  diftrefs.     The  lord  of  that 
city  had  fent  to  the  Genoefe  for  affiftance,  and  had  even  of- 
fered to  fell  his  whole  eftates  to  that  republic;  but  while 
they  were  folliciting  the  confent  of  the  king  of  France^  Pirn- 
bino  was  obliged  to  furrender  to  Borgia  ".    Tho*  the  French 
king  was  diflatisiied  with  the  conquefts  oi  Borgia^  he  oever- 
thelefs  gratified  the  pope  in  all  his  demands,  and  prevailed 
with  the  duke  of  Ferrara  to  conclude  an  alliance  betwixt 
his  eldell  fon  Alphonfin  and  Lucretia  the  pope's  daughter, 
!Th4  duke   The  duke  confentcd  to  Ihis-  match,  to  fecure  his  pofSEons 
^/'Fcrra-  fiom  the  ambition  of  ^o;^/tf ;  accordingly  (the  pope  allowing 
ra'j  fan     his  daughter  a  dowry  of  100,000  ducats  in  goldj  and  the 
marries     value  bf  iii,oop  ducats  in  jewels)  fhe  arrived  ^i  Ferrara 
tbspopis  on  the  I  ft  o£  February^  where  fhe  was  received  \rith  great 
daugbter*  inagnificence,  and,  a  few  days  after,  the  apoftolic  nuncio 
'    A.  D.    gave  the  inveftiture  of  Ferrara  to  Alphonfus^  and  created  him 
•  '502:     a  knight  of  S^  Peter  ^ 

Theemfe^     ABOUT  this  time  Maximilian^  who  had  ilill  delayed  to 
ror  props-,  give  the  invefHture  of  Milan  to  the  king  of  France j  fent  an 
fes  a  >»«-ambaflrador  into  Italy ^  to  inform  the  pope,  and  the  other  po- 
fiey  to       tentates,  that  he  intended  .a  journey  to  Romey  to  receive  the 
Rome*      imperial  crown.     This  news  alarmed  the  king  of  Fraxtte^ 
who,  from  the  high  demands  of  the  Florentine  ambafTador 
at  his  courts  fufpeded  that  the  ftates  of  Italy  had  entered 
into  an  alliance  with  the  emperor :  he  therefore  renewed  his 
treaty  with  the  Florentines ^  in  terms  very  favourable  for  that 
republic,  and  fent  a  herald  to  Borgia,  prohibiting  him  from 
•  attacking  their  territories.     The  duke  of  Romagna  had  then 
excited  the  city  of  Arezzo  to  revolt ;  and  this  enterprize  fuc- 
ceeding  to  his  wi(h,  he  left  Rome,  and  furprized.6^f/i,  a  dty 
of  the  duke  of  Urbino^  whofe  duchy  he  quickly  made  him- 
felf mafler  of,  although  the  duke,  a  few  weeks  before,  had 
accoinniodated  with  the  pope  all  his  differences  about  the 
trlbate.    After  this  conqueft  he  fdzed  fome  places  belonging

as  his  ambition  had  no  bounds,  they  likewife  in  the  end  ^France 
would  ihare  the  fame  fate  with  the  reft.     Their  fears,  how-  P^^ffis 
ever  were,  in  fome  meafure  abated,  by  the  arrival  of  the  '^  ^^^^^ 
king  of  France  in  Itafy^  who  fent  fome  troops  towards  Flo-  ^.  ^*'^* 
rence^  to.  recover,  feme  places  belonging  to  that  republic,  ^!|J^^ 
-which  had  been  feized  by  one  of  Borgia's  captains,  and  de-       ^ 
dared  publicly,  that  he  intended  to^  march  in  perfon  againft  ' 
Borgia,  and  oblige  him  to  deliver  up  all  his  conqucft^.    The 
king  was  excited  to  this  enterprize  by  the  ambafladors  of  the 
Italian  Aates,  who  waited  upon  him  ^iJfii;  but  the  pope 
bribing  his  favourite,  the  cardinal  of  Rouen,  with  a  new  Ic* 
gatioa  in  France  for  eighteen  months,  and  promifing  to  aflift 
him  in  his  war  againft  Ferdinand  in  Naples,  and  to  give  no 
countenance  to  Maximilian,  who  laid  claim  to  the  Milanefe 
as  a  fief  of  the  empire,  he  again  renewed  his  alliance  with  hutrene<wt 
him  and  his  fon.    This  treaty  being  concluded,   Borgia  ^is  alli^ 
waited  upon  the  king  at  Milan  toA.  Genoa,  and,  to  the^^'*^^*^^ 
mortificadon  of  the  JtcJian  aj»bafladors,  was  received  by  him  ^** 
with  great  carefles  '. 

SooK  after,  it  being  difcovercd  that  the  king  of*  France  j^^^^^ 
had  promifed  to  affift  the  duke  in  reducing  \^o/(?^«<j,  and  the^r^t* 
other  feudatory  lords,  all  the  ftates  of  Italy  were  under  pG2Xf9rmid      ' 
appr^shenfions  for  their  own  fecurity.  TheFenetians  wcrtyery  ^gainfi 
earneft  with  the  king  to  induce  him  to  renounce  the  alliance;  ^'***  • 
and  the  Urfini,  with  the  other  lords  who  ferved  in  Borgia's  ar- 
my, withdrew  their  troops,  and  entered  into  a  league  for  their 
mutual  defence  againft  him,  to  which  they  were  encouraged 
by  the  revolt  of  the  duchy  of  Urbino.     Borgia  was  greatly 
alarmed  with  thjs  confederacy,  as  their  forces  were  greatly 
fuperior  to  his  :  however,  with  his  ufual  good  fortune,  he 
'  prevailed  upon  the  Urjini,  even  after  they  had  gained  fome 
advantages  over  him,  to  confent  to  a  feparate  treaty  of  peace, 
to  which  the  other  lords  were  obliged  to  accede.     The  duke 
of  Urbino  and  the  lord  of  Camerino  immediately  Bed,  the  one 
to  Venice,  and  the' other  to  Naples;  2iiidL  Borgia  foon  after 
made  himfelf  mafter  of  Fano  and  SinigagHa,  into  which  laft      ^ 
city  he  enticed  Paul  Urjino,  and  three  other  chiefs  of  the 
late  confederacy,  two  of  Svhom  next  day  he  ordered  to  be 
ftrapgled.  * 

The  pope  in  the  mean  time,  with  the  intention,  as  it  was 
Relieved,  of  raifirig  money  iot  his  fon,  propofed  a  general

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A.D*    crufiideiigaiflft  theTzirA/;  for  which  purpofe  Befenthiia- 
1503.    pos  into  the  difFercnt  kingdoms  oiEuropey  but  with  little  tt 
no  fuccefs :  his  charaftcr  made  every  propofal  fro^i  him  to 
te  fufpeftcd.     However,  he  ftill  fuccceded  in  deceiving  th^ 
fialidh  princes :  npon  being  informed,  of  the   tragpdy  at 
Sinigaglia,  he  imprifoned  the  cardinal  Urjtno  in  the  caftle  of 
St,  JngslOf  and  fent  his  youngcft  fon,  the  prifice  oi  Squillach 
to  take  pofleffion  of  the  territories  belonging  to  that  family, 
and  the  otl^er  confederate  lords.     The  cardinal  dying  (as  it 
was  fuppofed  by  poifon)  after  twenty  days  imprifonment, 
Borgia  immediately  ordered  the  other  two  lords  to  be  put 
to  death  at  Sinigagliay  and  marching  from  tbenc?  in  thp  end 
Vb$  Sp^-   of  Janmry^  made  himfelf  mafter  of  Citta  di  Cqftello  and  Pe- 
jttiards       rug^iq\  then  defiring  an  opportunity  to  feize  Sieha^  he  ordered 
^qu^r      j.{j^£jjj  {p  banifti  their  lord  Pandolfbt  Petrucci  as  his  enemy, 
f^apl^s;    pandolfo.Vi^  accordingly  baniflied;  but  thp  king  of  francf 
interpofing,-  Borgia  was  obliged  to  defift  from  that  enter- 
prize  :  however,  he  took  poflpiBon  of  the  territories  of  the 
Savelli,  and  feveral  of  the  ftrong  places  belonging  to  the 
i/rjini,  even  againft  the  command  of  the  king  of  France, 
whofe  authority  was  greatly  lefl^ned  in  /tafy,  as  he  had, .  by 
^egleft,  allowed  the  Spaniards  to  make  themfelves  mafter^ 
qt  almoft  the  'vrtiolp  kingdom  of  Naples, 
^rgU  BoRQjA,  in  hopes  of  making  a  cpnque/l  of  Titfcany,  im- 

^r$ati  mediately  began  to  treat  with  the  Spanijh  general;  but  the 
nvji^tfrn.  king  of  Franp^  fending  a  powerful  army  into  Italy y  the  pope 
was  in  doubt  which  of  the'princes  he  ftiould  declare  for: 
therefore,  under  the  petence  of  being  the  common  father,  he 
rJEJfolved  upon  a  neutrality,  allowed  the  French  army  a  paf- 
fage  thro'  his  territories^  and  prpmifed,  during  the  Neapoli^ 
fan  war,  not  to  attack  Bologndy  Siena,  or  Florence,  It  wa3 
itippofed  that  the  pope  had  no  defign  to  obfervc  this  laft 
article,  but  rather  refolved  to  attack  fkifcany,  while  the 
trench  wiere  occupied  in  the  kingdom  of  Naples,  Borgtd^ 
to  provide  money  for  that  expedition,  formed  a  defign,  accordr 
-  iTig  to  fomc  authors,  with  the  concurrence  of  his  father,  tp 
poifon  aH  the  rich  cardinals,  and  to  feize  their  revenuejs  and 
cftates  J  bur,  by  the  miftake  of  a  fervant,  the  plot  proved 
^tal  to  the  contrivers  K  Authors  differ  a  llttk,  though  not 
materially,  in  the  circumftances  of  this  faft.  According  to 
tiuieciardiniy  Borgia  fent  a  prefent  of  fomc  flaflfs  of  poifoned 
,  ^jvine  to  the  cardinal  oiCornetOy  \n  whofe  garden  they  pro- 
|)ofed  to  fnp,  l^vft  ordered  the  fervant  to  give  pone  of  it  tp 
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any  plerfon.     Alexander  foon  after  .coirfng  into  the  garden;  Alexan*   ' 
and  calling  for  fome  wine  before  fupper,  the  fervant  gave  <ler  is 
him  fome  from,  the  poifoned  flaflcs,  thinking  the  prohibition  Z''^^^^^,^ 
conld  not  extend  to  the  pope,   however  valuable  and  ra^je  ^ft^\^ 
the  wine  might  bp;  and  Borgia  in  the  m^an  time  appearing,  ^^^* 
without   fufpidon  drank  of- the  fame  wine  with  his  father. 
They  both  immediately  fdt  the  fymptoms  of  the  poifon,  and 
Alexander  died  the  next  day,  being  the  i8th  oiAugufiy  banf' 
Borgia^  having  drank  his  wine  much  diluted,  by  the  alBil^ 
ance  of  antidotes  recovered,  after  a  long  illnefs,  in  which  he 
loft  his  fkin  and  hair  K 

Tho'  the* death  oi  Alexander  gave  great  joy  to  liift  Romans,  Great  dif- 
and  to  all  Itafyj  yet  Rome  itfelf  was  immediately  full  of  tu-  twrhauus 
mult  and  confufion,  their^nrA  army  being  in  the  neighbour-  ^  Rorot» 
hood  of  the  city,  and  Borgia  poiTeffing  the  Vatican  and  the 
caftle  of  ^f .  Angelo  with  12,000  men.     The  party  of  th^ 
Vrjim  likewife  took  arms ;  and  the  cardinals  having  retired  to 
the  convent  of  Minerva^  were  apprehenfive,.  left  the  Spanifb 
general  ftiould  march  to  the  city  to  over-awe  the  eleftion*. 
They  therefore  refolved  to  delay  entering  into  the  conclave, 
till  the  cardinals  refident  in  foreign  parts,  beyond  the  Alps^ 
might  be  prefent,     Borgia  in  the  mean  time,  though  follicited 
by  the  Spaniardsy  concluded  a  new  alliance  with  the  French^ 
and  promifed  his  intereft  to  procure  the  pontificate  for  th^ 
cardinal  of  ^c?M^«,  who  a  few  days  after  arrived,  with  the 
other  cardinals,  at  Rome*     The  French  troops 'being  pre- 
vailed upon  not  to  advaace,  and  Borgia  likewife  agreeing  t<> 
quit  the  city  with  his  forces,  the  cardinals,  to  the  number 
of  thirty-eight,  entered  the  (Conclave,  where  their  apprehen- 
fions  from  the  furrounding  armies  made  them  conjic  quickly 
to  a  conclufion.  .  ' 

The  cardinal  of  Rouen^  finding  his  own  views  difap* 
pciated  by  the  ftrength  of  the  Spanijb  faftion,  confented        .     . ' 
with  them  to  chufe  Francis  Picolomihi,  cardinal  of  Siena,  who 
Wing  old  and  infirm,  would,  in  all  probability,  fbonpccafion 
another  vacancy.      Picolomini  was  elefted  on   the  iift  ofpius  IlL 
Septemkery  and,  Jn  memory  of  his  uncle  Piusjl.  likewik  is  e/eSed. 
affumed  the  name  of  Pius.    He  imnxediately  granted  a'fafe-      \      .. 
conduft  to  Borgia,  who  returned  to  Romie  with  a  guard  of 
300  horfe  and  800  foot;  notwiihftanding  which  he  was  in 
great  danger  from  the  continual  aflaults  of  the  people,  and 
the  faftion  of  the  Urjtni,  who  attacked  hie  houfe  with  great 
violence, '  Great  numbers  of  his  guards  deferting  fromhim, 
h?,  \yith  bis  brother  and  feveral  Spanijb  cardinals,  was

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obliged  to  take  refuge  in  the  Vatican,  frpm  whence  he  re6re<ij| 
to  the  caftlc  of  St.  Jngeh.

^j  after.  Pius,  which  happened  on  the  J26ih  day  after  his  eleftioD.    1 
This  pope  was  eminent  for  his  prudence  and  learning,  and   1

Tffe  cardir     Julian  de  la  Roverf,  nephew  of  Sixtus  IV,  and  cardinal 
^l^.^f,      of  Qftiai  at  the  death  of  Alexander  was  a  candidate  for  the 
ijtJ'     pontificate;  iand  reflefting  on  the  infirm  health  q{ PiuSy  he 
M        d  •  ^**  continued  to  foUicit  the  iatereft  of  the  cardinals.     Tho* 
rf^f  ^    jig  ^ag  qf  a  l^old  impetyous  fpirit,  had  (pent  his  life  in  con- 
tinual travels,  and  was  gt  variance  and  enmity  with  feveral 
great  men,  yet,  as  he  Was  accounted  liberal,  and  faithful  tp 
his  word,  and  had  amaffed  great  wealth,  he  quickly  made 
many.friends,  efpecially  by  his  extravagant  promifes,  and  a 
jdiftrihutipa  of  the  money  which,  from  an  opinion  of  his 
punftuality,  w^s  prefented  to  him  by  the  citizens  of  Rome.

Julius  appointed  Borgia  to 
go  into  Romagna^  to  prevent  the  other  places  that  ftUl  ad- 
hered to  him  from  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  Venetians  ; 
but  before  his  departure,  he  defirted  him  to  furrender  thofc 
places  to  Kim,  that  the  Venetians  might  have  no  pretence    A*  1). 
for  attacking  them.     Borgia  refufing  this  demand,  Julius    »S04- 
ordered  him  to  be  apprehended  on  board  his  galley  at  Ofiia^  B<^gU  '-f  ^ 
and  foon  after  obtained  from  him  a  refignation  of  his  right '^^'j^*' 
to  the  cities  in  Romagna  :  however,   the  governors  refufed  -' 
to  deliver  them  while  their  lord  was  a  prifoner,  and  even 
ordered  the  meflenger  of  the  pope  to  be  hanged.     Julius ^  to 
take  off  this  pretence,  delivered  Borgia  into  the  abfolute  power 
of  cardinal  Carvajal  at  OJiia^  and  entered  into  a  treaty  with  ^ 

him,  which,  for  the  greater  fecurity,  was  confirmed  by  a 
bull,  by  which  he  refigned  the  cities  in  Romagna,  and 
gave  fecurity  for  15,000  ducats.  Julius  by  this  means  got 
poflefnon  of  the.  cities  of  Romagn^y  but  he  had  no  intention  »^^-  ^^^^ 
of  fetting  Borgiazi  liberty ;  however  the  cardinal,  upon  being  ^^  jja^' 
informcfd  that  the  treaty  was  executed,  allowed  his  prifoner 
to  depart,  without  waiting  for  the  orders  of  the  pope  (O). 

About  this  time,  the  kings  of  France  and  Sfaiit  having 
concluded  a  truce,  and  the  Venetians  not  venttiriog  to  irri- 
tate the  pope  by  renewing  boftilities  in  Romagna,  all  Italy  ^ 
enjoyed  a  profound  peace,  except  Florence  and  P^;  this 
laft  city  having,  with  great  refolution,  defended  itfelf  for 
feveral  years  againft  the  Florentines,  who  endeavoured  to 
reduce  it  again  under  theur  dominion.  The  pope,  in  the 
mean  time,  received  a  letter  from  the  Soltan  of  Mgypt,  who 
threatened  to  expel  all  the  European  Chriftians  from  his  do-

JuLiys,  who,  ccmtrary  tp  his  natural  difpofition,  h^A^Tiefope 
been  quiet  ever  fince  his  eleSion  to  the  pontificate,  refufed  ^chei 
now  to  hearken  to  any  farther  delay ;  and,  on  the  26th  of  *^'''^  ^ 
Augu/l,  marched  frQm  Xome  with  500  men  of  arms,  de-^^-^* 
firing  rii!^  inhabitants  of  Bologna  to  prepare  for  his  arrival,    ^™^  • 
and  to  provide  quarters  for  500  French  lances.     On  his 
inarch  to   Perugia^  where  he  defigned  to  ftop,  unlefs  he 
could  prevail  with  ^he  French  actually  to  jpin  him,  he  Te- 
peived  the  fubmifiion  of  Baglione,  lord  of  that  city,  at  Or^ 
vieto.    Baglione  furrendering  the  fortrefles  of  Perugia  and  ^nakis    '^ 
its  territory  into  his  hands,  giving  his^Cwo  ifons  as  hoftages,  btmfe^   .. 
'  ^nd  promifing  to  affift  him  with  150  men  of  arms,  the  fopcmafter  ^ 
received  htni  into  favour,  and  the  king  of  France  being  pre*  Perugiii 
vailed  upon  by  the  cardinal  of  B^uen  to  grant  him  a  rein-»  «W  Bo*   * 
forcement,  he  proceeded  to  Cejena,  where  he  excommunicated  ^®ff^  ^ 
Bcntivoglio  lord  of  Bologna,  and  all  his  adherents,  or  thofe 
who  converfed  with  him.     Bentivqglio,  in  hopes  of  the  pro- 
tcftioti  of  the  French,  prepared  for  a  refolutc  defence  ;.  but 
beii^  informed  that  the  king  of  France  had  fent  600  kuces 
and  3,000  foot  to  jdia  the  army  of  the  churdi,  he  fled,  with 
his  family  and  treafure,  to  the  duchy  of  Milan,  and,  after  his 
departure,  the  pope  entered  in  triumph  into  Bologna  on  the 
xoth  of  November,      Julius '  dihmfkd  the  French  gcncr4 
with  a  pcefent  of  8000  ducats  for  himfelf,  and  10,000  for 
his  troops.    He  promifed  alfo  to  create  his  brother  a  cardinal. 
To  render  the  dominion  of  the  church  agreeable  to  the 
Bolognefe,  he  indulged  them  ^th  a  gr^t  many  exemption^, 
and  left  them  fome  fhadow  of  liberty,  by  appointing  the  nevif 
pagtftratcs  after  the  antient  form  ^

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DuRiNdf  thefe  tranfaftions,  PhiBp,  the  emperor's  fon,  died 
of  a  fever  at  Burgos  in  ^/am ;  and  Ferdinand  king  of  Arra" 
gon,  who  had  ceded  Cc^ile  to  him,  had  arrived  at  Naples. 
Upon  the  news  of  his  arrival,  he  immediately  received  embaf- 
iies  from  all' the  ftate^  oS  Italy ^  not  only  to  congratulate  him, 
V     but  alfo  to  negociate  with  him  concerning  their  different  in- 
mtdixcitei  terefts.     Julius  endeavoured  to  excite  him  againft  the  Vene* 
the  king    tianSy  who  were  in  pofleffion  of  feveral  maritime  places  in 
the  kingdom  of  Naples.  The  pope,  being  greatly  exafperated 
againft  the  republic  for  attacking  Remagfla,  and  difpofing  of 
ecclefiaftical  benefices  in  their  territpries  without  his  confent,- 
likewife  foUicited  the  king  kA  France  to  dedare^war  againft 
the  .Venetians f   and  invit^  him   to  a  conference  ia  Lom^' 
bariy  (P).    As  the  city  oi  Genoa  about  this  time  had  revolted 
from  the  French^  Lewis  declined  entering  into  a  war  againft 
the  Venetians,  but  cbnfented  to  a  perfonai  conference  with 
the  pope ;  however,  Julius  underftanding  that  he  intended 
to  march  with  an  army  into  Italy ^  to  the  affiftance  of  the  Ge* 
noefe  nobles  againft  the  people,  as  he  himfelf  favoured  the 
popular  iaftion,  he  endeavoured  to  difluade  him ;  but,  not 
fucceeding,  he  in  a  difguft  pubfiftied  his  return  to  Acmsy 
*  and,  to  the  aftoniflmaent  of  every  one,  quitted  Bologna  in  thc>  •, 
end  of  February.     The  king  of  France  refenting  tliis  fickle- 
nefs  in  the  pope,  and  fufpe£ting  that  he  privately  favoured 
the  rebellious  Genoefe,   immediately  affembled  a  powerful 
army  ;  and,  paiEng  the  Alps  in  the  begkning  of  the  fpring, 
firuck  the  Genoefe  with  fuch  a  panic  by  his  fudden  march, 
that  they  furrendcred  at  difcretion.    Having  entered  the  city 
on  the  29th  of  April,  he  executed  fome  of  the  chiefs  of  the    ' 
rebels,  and  fined  the  inhabitants  in  240,000  ducats ;  after 
which  he  diftjanded  his  army,  and  went  to  Milan.    A  few 
weeks  after  he  returned  to  Savoha,  to  have  a  conference  with 
Ferdinand  king  of  Arragon,  who  arrived  there  on  the  27  th  of 
June  in  his  voyage  from  Naples  to  Spain.     The  two  kings 
treated  each  oth^r  with  great  marks  of  friendfhip  and-efteem, 
and,  during  the  three  days  which  Ferdinand  llaid  at  Savona, 
they  held  feveral  private  conferences,  as  it  was  conjeftured.

The  French  king  had  diibanded  bis  forces,  to  (hew  the 
emperor,  the  pope,  and  the  Venetians^  that  he  had  no  other 
intention,  by  marching  an  army  into  Itafyy  than  to  i«cover 
Genoa.     For  Julius ,  from  his  hatred  to  the  king,  had  writ- 7-^^  a-*^ 
ten  to  the  emperor  and  the  eleftors,  informing  them  tH^tperJiadei 
Lewis f  under  pretence  of  reducing  Genoa^  intended  to  con-  the  em^ 
quer  the  ecciefiaftical  ftate,  confer  the  pontificate  on  the  czr- p^ror  that 
dinal  of  Rouen^  and  afTume  the  imperial   title  to  himfelf . '^'^ «;«icli 
Maximilian^  having  received  the  fame  Intelligence  from  the^^K"'** 
Venetians^  held  a  very  numerous  diet  2XCo^ance\  which/^^  '• 
with  great  alacrity,  promifed  to  raife  a  very  powerJFul  army  jj^T^^ 
to  aflert  the  rights  of  the  empire  in  Italy,    Maximilian  ac*      ^* 
cbrdingly  wrote  to  the  pope;  that  he  had  declared  the  king 
of  France  a  rebel,  and  that  he  intended  himfelf  to  enter  with         ^ 
a  powerful  army  into  Italy  to  receive  the  imperial  crown.   A^ 
the  fame  of  the  German  levies  greatly  exceeded  the  truth,  the 
pope  now  began  to  be  afraid  of  the  emperor,  left  he  fliould 
reduce  the  provinces  in  Italy  that  had  been  dtfmembered 
"from  the  empire,  reftore  the  antient  dominion  ot  the  Ger* 
mans  on  that  fide  the  j4lps,  and  thereby  make  himfelf  mafter 
of  the  eleftion  of  the  popes ;  he  therefore  fent  the  cardinal 
of  the  holy  crofs,  as  his  legate,  to  Conftance^  to  inform  the  . 
emperor,  that,  as  the  king  of  France  had  difbanded  his 
forces  and  returned  to  his  o^n  kingdom,  there  was  now  no 
need  to  enter  Italy  with  an  army ;  but,  if  he  w6irld  come 
with  an  ordinary  efcorte,  he  would  cpnfer  upon  him  greater 
honours  than  any  emperor  had  ever  recdved  at  his  corona* 
tion.     As  the  French  king  had  tikewife  fent  ambafladors  to 
Conftance,  to  jttftify  himfelf  frcnn  the  faUe  accuiations  of  the 
pope,  the  ardor  of  the  diet  for  the  Italian  expedition  greariy 
abated,  fo  that  very  few  troops  appeared  at  the  general 
rendezvous ;  and,  the  Venetians  refufing  a  paflage  tbfough 
their  territories  for  a  German  army,  the  emperor,  after  & 
fruitlefs  attempt,  was  obliged  to  delay  his  march  *  (  Q^).

tians  prepared  with  great  fpirit  to  oppofe  this  formidable  al- 
liance ;  but  their  army  being  entirely  defeated  by  the  king  of 
France  at  Ghiaradadda,  who  immediately  after  took  pofTeffion 
of  Bergamo^  Brefcia^  and  Crtmona^  while  the  pope  entered 
Romagna  with  an  army  of  9000  men,  they  refolved  wholly 
to  abandon  the  continent :  being  informed  that  the  em- 
peror had  put  himfelf  in  motion  towards  their  German  fron- 
tier, and  that  the  king  of  Arragon  had  fcnt  a  fleet  againft 
the  cities  which  they  held  in  Naples^  they  fent  ordars  to  the 
governors  of  all  their  .towns  to  withdraw  with  their  troops, 
and  to  leave  them  free.  . 

*Thet  Hkewife,  by  fubmiffive  eihbaffies,   implored  the^^O['^- 
clemency  of  the  emperor,  the  king  of  Arragon^  and  the  T?^/?^"* 
pope;  particularly  intreating  his  holinefs  to  abfolve  them  ."^^'*'  ^ 
from  the  cenfures  contained  wt  the  bull,  as  they  had  offered  ^ji^fi^   ' 
reftitution  within  twenty-four  days  ;  but  the  pope  refufcd  ta 
grant  their  demand,  as  they  offered  the  reftitution  under  cer- 
tain limitations ;  aiid  he  required  that,  befides  the  ufurped 
territories,  they  ftiould  likewife  reftore  all  the  revenues  that 
they  had  intercepted.    However,  foon  after,  JWn/x,  whofe  , 
great  defire  was  to  free  Italy  from  the  dominion  of  foreigners, 
confented  to  admit  the  aml^ffadors  of  the  republic  to  an  au-^ 
dience*^ ;  and  about  the  fame  time,  the  German  garrifon  be- 
ing furprifed  in  Padua,  the  hopes  of  the  Venetians  began  to- 
revive.     The  grand  defign  formed  by  Julius  was  to  raife  the  " 
temporal  power  of  the  apoftolic  fee ;  for  this  purpofe  he 
concluded  a  new  alliance  with  the  king  of  France,  who  pro- .

Tmo'  all  //«^  Dov  enjoyed  a  profound  tranqnillity,  9xiAThft)f0 
Julms  tFaa  in  pofleffion  of  almoft  the  whole  territories  tofirm  tun 
i^iuch,  as  pope^  he  coold  form  any  preteniions,  yet  his  reft-  ^fii^  *• 
IcTs  fpkk  fitll  formed  new  defings  to  difturb  the  public  peace,  ^fi'^^ji^, 
Herdhlved  m  Ac  fprmg  to  attack  the  duke  of  Ferrara^  ^^' ltd' 
^  tbHB  cardinal  of  Medcis  feemed  to  adhere  more  to  the  king    j^jy 
ef  Jrragon  than  to  hhn,  he  determined  to  alter  the  ftate  of    ,  J,/ 
Fhr^mt.    He  like  wife  jecalled  the  cardinal  of  Sicn  from  his 
legatkan  in  the  MUanefe^  becaufe  the  new  doke  had  conferred 
upon  him  a  reveniie  of  mcx-e  than  30,000  ducats ;  and  to  en- 
courage the  king  of  England  in  the  war  againft  France^  he 
refolved,  by  a  degree  dt  the  lateran  council,  to  transfer  to 
him  the  title  of  M^  Chrifiian  King  ;  for  which  purpofe  a 
bull  was  expedited,  whereby  likewife  the  kingdom  of  France 
was  granted  to  whoever  (hould  take  pofleifion  of  it.    But  he  Fk£esM 
was  prevented  from  ezecudng  thde  and  other  defigns  by  Rome, 
death,  which  happened  to  him  on  the  21ft  of  February, 
havii^  a  few  days  before  caufed  the  council,  in  their  fifth 
fisifion,  to  confirm  the  bull  formerly  publiflied  by  him  againft 
fimooy.    Beiog  (enfible  of  his  approaching  end,  he  declared 
that  the  eleAion  of  his  fucccfibr  belonged  to  the  facred  col- 
lege, and  not  to  the  council,  and  intreated  the  cardinals  to 
give  the  vicariate  of  the  dty  of  Pe/aro  to  his  nephew  thc^ 
4uke  of  Urbino.    Julius^  a  few  days  before  his  death,  ac<f 
cording  to  fome  authors,  exprefled  great  penitence  for  his 
proceedings  againft  the  king  of  France^  and  wiihed,  with 
great  eanieftneis,  that  he  bad  never  enjoyed  the  pgntifi* 
cate'.

retire  with  coofiderable  iofs.    Leo  in  the  mean  time  being 
informed^  that  a  peace  was  negodating  bdtwixt  the  kings  of 
France  asd  Ef^lind,  he  offered  his  mediation ;  which  was 
acx:epted  by  both  the  princes,  and  a  treaty  of  peace  was  con- 
ciiided  on  die  7th  of  Augujl.    Tho'  the  pope  had  exhorted 
the  king  of  Engkmd  to  this  peace,  yet,  in  reality,  it  was  con- 
dnded  againft  his  inclination ;  but  Henry' WML.  after  having 
made  great  preparations  for  the,  campaign,   beitig  difap- 
pointed   by  the  emperor  and  his  father-in-law,  who  had 
both  agreed  to  a  truce  with  the  French  king,  refolded  jQd 
longer  to  be  thdr  tool,  and,  in  his  turn,  difappointed  tbetn 
by  entering  into  a  deifenfive  alliance  with  Lewis  *.    ^^^andformi 
after  the  concluiion  of  this  treaty,  the  pope  fent  fome  pre-  ^  jgCg^  ^f 
•limbpories  into  France  for  an  alliance  with  Lewis  againft  ^htfgifdng 
catholic  king,  having  an  intention  of  expelling  the  Spaniards  Naplet. 
bombafyy  and  conferring  the  kingdom  of  Naples  upon  bis 
brother  jidian  %  but,  Lewis  negleding  to.  return  an  imme- 
idiate  aofwer  to  his  propofals,  Leo  in  the  mean  time  renewed 
his  alliance  with  the  emperor  and  the  catholic  king  for  one 
year :  and,  defpairing  of  conquering  Naples^  he  procured 
the  inveftiture  of  Modena  and  Reggio  from  the  emperor  for 
40,000  ducats,  which  he  intended  as  a  fettlement  for  his 
brother,  together  with  P^rwia,  Placeman  and  the. duchy  of 
ferrara ;  which  laft  he  ftill  formed  pretenfions  to,  notwith- 
fianding  his  promifes  to  the  duke. 

During  thefe  tranfaAions,  the  king  of  ira/i^^  was  making 
great  preparations  for  recovering  the  MUane/e,  and  Leo  had 
celebrated  the  ninth  feflion  of  the  Later  an  council  on  the 
lid  of  May 9  when  the  ambafladors  of  the  king  of  Portugal 
were  admitted,  and  the  deputies  from  the  GallicanQhxxrch, 
tbo'  they  had  not  appeared,  were  abfolved  from  all  cenfures, 
as  by  a  ktter  to  the  pope,  and  a  public  inilrument  taken  in 
a  monaftery  in  <S'<it;0y,  it  was  proved  they  could  not  obtain  a 
fafe  conduQ  from  the  Oenoefe  or  the  duke  of  D/Ul^n.    A  de*- 
cree  was  then  read,  enjoining  prayers  thro*  all  Chriftendom 
for  obtiaining  peace  among  Chriftian  princes,   and  union 
againft  the  Turks.    Indulgences   were  likewife  publiftied,  AduU 
and  the  divine  wrath  denounced  againft  thofe  who  fliould  in-l'^''" 
terrupt  the  l^tes  or  apoftolic  nuncios,  either  dircftly  or  in-i^^^^d 
dircftly,  in  difpofing  of  the  indulgences,  and  ia  collefting  the^'*^^^^ 
revenue  arifing  from  their  6Ie.

•  Italy  was  at  this  time  aiarmed  with  tibe  rnOKMir  of  aa 
invafion  from  (bltan  Sdim ;  who,  having  pQifpQ^  his  father 
Bcgazet  If.  formed  pretenfions  to  the  weftera  empire  as  {w> 
oedbr  of  the  emperors  of  Conjiantinopley  and  wi^  making  im* 
menfe  preparations  at  Adrianopie  for  foiae  warlike  expedi* 
tlon.  Leo^  to  avert  the  fVormfrom  /ifo/y,  ha4  ordered  a 
crufade  to  be  preached  in  Hungary ;  hoLV'SeHpif  having  m^ 
intention  to  attack  that  kingdom,  cooelnded  a  peace  wi^ 
Ladijlaus  (W),  and  cranfported  his  army  into  jffia  agaioft 
the  fophi  of  Per/ta^  whofe  general  he  defeated  with  <X)ii- 
fiderable  lofs.  Tho'  Sekm  himfdf  a  few  months  .aft^^ard$ 
was  defeated  by  the  fophi,  yet,  upon  the  qews  of  his  &4 
i^iftory,  I^<^  wrote  to  all  the  Chriftian  princes,  eKhortiog 
them  to  unite  their  -forces  againft  the  infidels  ',  who  pro- 
Mled  ppblkly  their  intention  of  attacking  Itafy ;.  witiicb 
kingdom,  was  not  (mly  threatened  with  a  war  from  the  Thrift 
but  alio  from  FrancisL  who  upon  tlie  deathof -  2>ivii  Xli.

[diction  of  tbs  ordinary ;  concerning  the  celebration  of  dio- 
.i;efan  and  provincial,  Cynods ;  and  prohibiting  the  printic^  of 
^ny  )^OGk  or  manuicript  without  the  approbation  of  the  or- 
dinaries and  inqniiitors.  After  the  reading  of  thefe  decrees, 
•tberpr<;^or  of  th^  council  produced  a  writing,  contjinhig  the 
fubmiffion  of  the  parliamQnt  of  Provence ;  wliich  bemg  in* 
^groflTed  ia  the  ^a«,  the  pope  abfolved  them  from  the  Cennires 
4j<Hitained  in  the  formei:  monkery.  During- thefe  proceedings 
at  Rm^  the  king  of  France y  having  renewed  thd  sdliance  . 
Vith  the  VetiftianSi  marched  towards  the  Alps  with  an  army 
^upwards  of  55,000  men.  Leo^  tho'  he  had  not  openly 
dec}are4  againft  him,  yet  fent  fome  troops  into  Lombariy^ 
Hnder^  pretencje  of  guarding  Placenza  and  Parma ;  but 
.Priffl^erq  Colonna  being  furprifed  by  the  French  in  Piedmont, 
the  pope  hefitated  greatly  whether  he  (hould.not  agree  to  an 
accommodation  with  Francis  ;  who,  in  the  mean  time  arriv- 
ing at  Fercelli,  there  firft  heard  that  he  was  his  enemy.  The  recovers 
king,  having  continued  a  few  days  at  Fercelli,  advanced  with  ^he  Mi- 
his  ai:my  to  Marignan ;  where  being  attacked  by  the  StJ^fifs^  lancfe. 
after  a  furious  engagement  of  two  days,  he  gained  a  fjgnal 
Hfiftoty,  in  confequence  of  which  he  got  pofleffion  of  the 
lyJiQle  Miknefe^  except  the  caftles  oi. Milan  and  Cremona  •. 

This  viftory  of  the  French  obliged  Leo  to  think  feriouflyLco  con^ 
xi  an  accommodation  with  Francis.    A  treaty  was  accord-  eludes  a 
.ingly  concluded  by  the  mediation  of  the  duke  of  Savoy  ^  by  treku 
which  the  pope  ceded  Parma  and  Phcenza  to  the  king  ^'with  him^ 
.France^  and  promifed  to  reftore  Modena  zvA  Reggio  to  the 
duke  of  Ferrara ;  Francis,  on  his  part,  engaging  to  defend^ 
the  eedefiaAical  ftate,  and  to  fupport  the  authority  of  the 
.koufe  oi  Medicis  ki  Florence*    The  king  afterwards  had  a 
conference  with  the  pope  at  Bologna  about  the  middle  of  De* 
'Cinnber\  tp  con&lt  about  mvadiDg  the  Idngdom  oi  Naples.  At 
the  fame  time  he  agreed  upon  certain  articles  inftead  of  the 
the  pragmatic  fanflion,  in  confideration  pf  which  Leo  granted 
Kim  the  ty  the  of  all  ecclefiaflical  revenues  in  bis  kingdom  for 
one  year,  and  allowed  him  to  nominate  to  all  bifiioprics  and 
.abbacies,  on  condition,  however,  that  the  annates  (hould  be 
paid  to  the  court  of  Rome^  not  according  to  the  ancient  re* 
£uUittpn,  but  according  to  the  real  value.    The  king  like-

Leo,  to  put  a  flop  to  the  difputes  in  Germany  concern- Leo  r^- 
ing  the  fupremacy  of  the  pope,  on  the  pth  of  November  pub-  news  his 
lilhed  a  new  bull,  confirming  his  indulgences ;  in  which  ht^^^^f^^ 
affirmed,  that  all  ought  to  believe  that  the  \>\(hoip  of  Rome  ^^^^i*^' 
had  a  power  of  forgiving  fins.     Soon  after  he  fent  a  golden  ^^^^  y^ 
rofe  to  the  duke  oi  Saxony,  and  foliicited  his  counfellors  to     j^iq*   * 
pcrfuade  him  to  withdraw  his  proteftion  from  Luther.     How*      ^  ^ 
ever,  his  endeavours  were  in  vain ;  for  the  eleftor,  upon 
the  death  of  the  emperor,  which  happened  on  the   12th  of 
'January,  aflTuming,  as  vicar,  the  government  of  great  part 
of  the  empire  during  the  interregnum,  Luther's  authority 
iacreafcd,  and  he  began  to  be  looked  upon  as  a  man  fent' 
•from  God,  to  remedy  the  diforders  and  abufes  of  the  Romarf 
;<:hurch.     The  ele<^or  refufed  to  accept  of  the  rofe;  however 
-the  nuncio,  who  was  a  German^  prevailed  upon  Luther  to 
^ritein  a  fubmifTive  manner  to  Ronup  and  to  fubmit  hig 
•caufe  to  the  judgment  of  a  German  biihop.     Luther  accord** 
ingly  wrote  in  very  refpeftful  terms  to  the  pope,  but  he 
added,  that  he  would  not  retraft  his  opinions,  unlefs  they 
were  proved  to  him  to  be  erroneous.     He  afterwards  refufed 
to  fubmit  to  the  deciiion  of  the  archbifhop  of  Triers,  as  he 
heard  that  cardinal  Cajetan  was  to  be  prdTent  at  the  confer- 
ences, and  the  pope  had  not  authorized  the  archbifhop  tq 
give  a  final  determination.    However,  he  confented  to  a  pub- 
lic difpute  with  Eckius  at  Leipftc,  a  city  under  the  dominioa

DdRiNG  thcCs  proceedings,  Chatles  of  Ju/^i/z,  king  of 
S/iXfUy  was  ele^ed  emperor  on  the  28th  of  Jujif,  cardinal 
Cqjetan  having,  by  the  pope's  authority,  difpenfcd  with  the 
impediment  of  his  being  king  of  Naples,  Leo  foon  after,  to

^pteet  with  doftrin^  began  to  be  attended  to  in  Jtaly  K  The  king 
ffreat  re-  pf  Denmark  publickiy  approved  of  his  proceedings  ^ ;  and 
fffiioB*  Laurence  and  Qlaus  Petri,  two  brothers  that  had  ftudied  at 
M^itfemberg,  publiftied  his  doftrines  in  Svieden,  where  they 
met  with  a  favourable  reception  ".  It  appears  likevvife  from 
the  letters  of  E^afmus  to  him  and  the  duke  of  Saxony,  that 
bis  qpinions  were  well  re^^iv^d  in  England ^n^  Flanders^  (A).

Erafmusy  in  his  anfwer,  declar- 
fdx  that  he  hj^d  not  read  h^- 
tbefs  books  ;  th^  he  ereatly 
jdifapproved  pf  the  bad  afage 
he  had  received  from  the 
monks,  who  had  likewife  ex- 
preflcd  great  enmity  againil 
himfelf ;,  that  he  could  neither 
^QndcJ^n  nor  approve  of  his 


proceedings;  and  that  what  bad 
not  yet  beep  examined,  ought 
not  to  be  condemned  ;  but  for 
the  future  he  coun felled  him  to 
proceed  with^oare  moderatiooi 
and  rather  attack  thofe  who  a- 
bufed  the  pope's  authority. tbaa 
the  popes  themfelves-  AJtho' 
he  ail  his  life  refufe^  to  declare 
for  the  party  of  LutBer,  vet.  on 
i^ccount  of  the  notes  whicfe  be 
publifhed  on  feveral  parts  of 
fcripture,  contrary  to  the  re- 
ceived opiQions  of  the  fchool 
divines,  and  th^  liberty  he tock 
in  ridicuhng  the  ignoraat  cler« 
gy,  he  was  looked  upon  by 
many  as  Luther  $  forerunner 
and  inftru£lor,  and  was  accflfe4 
^by  the  monks  of  hercfy,  cf'^''? 
and  impiety.  Ills  opinioos* 
yybicl* 
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While  his  writings  afiid  doArines  engaged  the  atteOjtion  of  Zuinglius 
great  part  of  Europe,  Ulric  iuinglius,  born  in  the  canton  oi  preaches 
0/aritz,   preached   againf^  the  abufcs   and  cfrors  of  tht^gMnftthe 

.\Rflmtfw  church  in  iywii;ztfrii«//,withoiit  having  any  corrcfpond'  ^^ft^rcb  pf 
encc  with  him,  from  whom  he  differed  in  fome  points  of  ^^?*  ^^ 
his  new  doftrine.  Notwithftanding  theremonftrances  oftbe  j  ^^^' 
bi(hop  ot  Confiance,  the  magiflrates  of  Zurich  approved  of 

}  the  proceedings  of  Zuingliuj,  and  that  whole  canton,  with 
thofe  of  Bern,  Bafily  and  Schaffhau/en,  embraced  his  opi- 
nions *. . 

•LuTH£it,  in  the  mean  time,  being  aflbred  of  the  protec-     a.  D. 
tioft  of  the  dnke  of  Saxony ,  and  other  princes  of  the  empire,     1520-  - 
pubU/hed  a  treatife  on  Cbriftian  liberty,  which  he  fent  to 
Rome^  with  a  letter  addrefled  to  the  pope,  in  which  he  de-  ' 
dared,  that  he  had  no  other  defign  than  the  glory  of  God, 
and  the  difcovery  of  truth,  the  profeflion  of  which  he  would 
never  forfake.     He  then  affirmed,  that  the  court  of  Rome 
was  more  corrupt  than  ever  Babylon  or  Sodom  had  been,  and 
that  it  were  better  for  Leo  to  be  a  fimple  prieft,  than  to  be 
furrounded  by  fo  many  flatterers,  like  a  lamb  in  the  midft 
ef  wolves.    About  the  fame  time  he  publiftied  feveral  other  Luther 
treaiifes  concerning  confeiSon,  vows,   the  celibacy  of  the^*^^'^'' 
clergy,  and  the  communicating  under  both  kinds,  fome  of-^'^ff 
which  were foon  after  cenfured  by  the  univerfities  of  Cologn ^^^-a.^ 
and  Louvain.     Luther  quickly  wrote  an  anfwer.  in  his  own  ^^^^^ 
juftification,  and  in  his  preface  treated  the  univerfities  with^  ^^ 
great  freedom,  affirming,  that  Ariftotk  was  their  chief  God,  church  of 
and  that  it  was  their  practice  to  perfecute  great  men,  fuch  as  Rome. 
picus  of  Mirandola,    Laurence  Valldy  and  Reuchlin,      To 
protect  himfelf  from  the  malice  of  his  enemies,  he  wrote  at 
this  time  to  the  emperor,  intreating  him  to  defend  him  from 
all  violence,  till  his  caufe  fhould  be  tried.     Charles  V.  about  . 
the  fame  time,  was  foUicited  by  cardinal  Adrian,  the  pope's 
nuncio  in  Spain,  to  order  Luther  to  be  apprehended ;  but  he 
declaring  that  he  could  not  fatisfy  the  pope  till  after  his  co- 
ronation at  Jix  la  Chapelle,  Leo  aflembled  the  cardinals  and 
4ivines  at  Rome,  and,  on  the  1 5  th  of  June,  drew  up  a  bull,

€&mmum'    thetj  and  ordered  them,  and  all  his  writings,  to  be  burnt, 
€4Ued.        commanding  likewife  the  author,  and  all  his  foUdwersi  to 
recant  within  fixty  days,  under  pain  of  being  excominunicat- 
ed  and  reckoned  heretics  ^. 
-         By  this  bull,  which  was  read  fpf  feveral  days  in  the 
churches  in  Germany ^  Luther  faw  himfelf  cut  off  from  all 
hopes  of  an  accommodation,  unlefs  he  would  recant,  for 
©therwifc  it  was  impoffible  for  the  pope,  without  contfadift- 
iftg  his  claim  to  infallibility,  to  retraft  his  decree.     Refolv- 
ing,  at. all  hazards,  to  defend  the  propofitions  which  he  had 
advanced,  he  immediately  publifhed  a  book  againft  the  chujch 
ffiixhorts  of  Romey  exhorting  the  German  nation  to  fliake  off  its  autho- 
ikiGei'   rity,  and  to  oblige  the  pope  and  bifliops  to  fubmit  tathc 
s»ans  to    emperor.     He  likewife  renewed  his  appeal  to  a  future  coun- 
Jbake  off  cil ;  and  as  his  books  had  been  burnt  at  Rome^  Louvain^  and 
the  ^^^ht^'  Colo^n,  he,   in  return,  ereftcd  a  pile  of  wood  without  the 
^  ^^^^^W2i\h  of  If^ittemberg,   where,   in  the  prefeijce  of  almoll  the 
Rome       whole  city,  and  a  great  many  doftors,  he  fet-  fire  to  the 
/^   jy     wood,  and  threw  the  canon  law  and  the  pope's  bull  into  the 
1521."    flanies  *.     A  few  weeks  after  the  pope  celebrated  a  diet  at 
Worms^  which  was  o*pened  on  the  6th  of  January.     Among 
other  matters,  this  affembly  propofed  to  take  cognizance,  of 
.'  the  caufe  of  Luther ,  notwithftanding  the  objedlions  of  Aleatt- 

drty  one  of  the  pope's  nuncios,  who  aiflerted,  that  they 
ought  not  to  intermeddle  in  an  affiir  that  had  been  already 
determined  by  the  pope.  The  emperor  having  granted  his 
fafe-conduft  to  Luther ^  he  arrived  at  Worms  on  the  1 6th  of 
Jpnly  where  he  again  abfolutely  refufed  to  retraft  his  opini- 
ons, unlefs  he  was  convinced,  by  reafon  or  fcripture,  that 
they  were  erroneous.  The  eleftor  of  Treves ^  a  few  days 
after  he  had  appeared  before  the  diet,  advifed  him,  at  a 
private  conference,  to  think  qf  fom^  remedy  for  the  prefent 
difprders :  but  he  ftill  continuing  in  his  former  fentiments, 
the  emperor  ordered  him  to  leave  IVorms,  and  granted  him 
^  fafe-conduft  for  twenty-one  days  *.  After  his  departure 
^^i!^h^  he  put  him  to  the  ban  of  the  empire,  by  an  edift  which  was 
'ylh  V^^^^^^  o"  *^  ^^h  ^f  ^^y*  by  which,  after  accufing  him 
tin  *'***  t)f  herefy,  he  confirmed  the  pope's  bull  againft  him  and  his 
follower3,  prohibited  all  from  affording  him  any  proteftion, 
attd  ordered  him  to  be  feized  and  imprifoned  after  the  ex-

Mean  while  the  pope,  who  now  began  to  be  alarmed  by  I-eo  «• 
the  commotions  in  Germany,  held  frequent  confiflories  at  *^^'  ^^* 
fiomey  to  copfult  of  means  to  oppofe  Luther  c.     On  the  2d  ^•^'^«^«* 
of  January  he  not  only  excommunicated  him>  but  denounced  ^J^^-'^ 
tiie  fame  tentence  againft  all  who  favoured  or  protefted  him  •*.  ff**^ 
This  bull  he  again  repeated  on  the  Thurfday  before  Eajler  *  j   '  * 
ftnd  having  receivecl  a  book  from  Henry  VIII.  king  of  Bng^ 
(and,  in  defence  of  the  dpftrines  of  the  lioman  church  im- 
pugned by  Luther,   he'  coivferred  on  that  prince  the  title  of 
Drfender  of  the  Faith.     About  the  fame  time  he,  with  great 
imprudence,  fomented  the  jealpufies  betwixt  the  emperor  and 
the  king  of  France,  who  had  been  rivals  for  the  empire. 
In  the  vain  expeftation  of  expelling  the  French  and  Spa* 
iilards  from  Italy,  and  enlarging  the  pofTeflion  of  the  church 
by  the  acquifition  of  Fifrr^ra,  Parana,  2ind  Placentia,  inftead 
pf  ufing  his  authority  as  a  mediator,  he,  with  great  earneft- 
pefs,  promoted  a  war  ^     At  firft  he  adhered  to  the  king  of 
France;  but  being  informed  of  his  unfuccefsful  expedition  i7ffi/#}i//ri 
againft  Navarre,  he  entered  into  an  alliance  with  the  em-  into  an 
peror  and  the  king  of  England  againft  him :  and  foon  after  alliance] 
lending  troops  to  th^  Milane/e,.  which  were  reinforced  with  *uiiththe 
pthers  from  Germany,  he  quickly  made  himfelf  mafter  of  *^^^"' 
Milan,  Pavia,  Lodi,  Parma,  2Lnd  Pkcentia.     In  the  midOi^^^J'' 
pf  thefe  conquefts,  and  while  he  was  foUiciting  xhtVeneti-^^^'^*^ 
ftns  to  declare  againft  the  French,  he  was  cut  off  by  a  fud-  ^xtnoL 
den  death,  which  happened  to  him  on  the  2d  of  December , 
and  which  was  believed  to  be  the  efFeft  of  poifon,  admi-  ^^  ^'  . 
niftered  to  him  by  Barnabas  Malafpina,   gentleman  of  his-^"^^v* 
bedchamber,  who  on  that  fupicion  was  imprifoned,  but  af- 
terwards fet  at  liberty  by  the  cardinal  of  Medicis,  who  fup- 
prcfled  all  examination  on  that  affair  «.     According  to  Guic- 
ciardini^   Leo  was  poflefled  of  a  great  many  good  qualities, 
which  were  blemifhed  with  a  great  number  of  bad  ones;  and 
he  difcovered,  during  his  pontificate,  more  prudence,  and 
much  lefs  probity,  than  was  expeAed  ^.     He  had  a  great 
V>ve  for  the  fine  arts  and  fcieoces,  and  was  very  iiberid  to 
^ned  men ;  but  he  is  accufed  of  having  been  a  voluptuary, 
ambition?,  and  extremely  revengeful.    Paul  Jovius  charges

Upon  the  death  of  Leoy  thecoUqge  of  cardinals  were  at 
a  lofs  whether  to  efpoufe  the  party  of  the  king  gf  France 
or  the  emperor ;  aad  giving  no  orders  to  the  army  in  the 
MUaneJkf  the  duke  oi  Urhino,  while  they  were  delibei-ating 
at  Rome,  recovered  his  former  duchy,  and  the  duke  of  Fer- 
rara  again  got  poffeffion  of  fome  of  his  ancient  territories  in 
Romagna ;  but  the  French  ftill  continued  too  weak  to  faqc 
the  imperiaUlls.  The  cardinal  of  Ivrea^  who  favoured' the 
French^  bemg  feized  in  Lombardy  on  his  journey  to  Rome^ 
the  college  made  a  decree  not  to  proceed  to  the  dedlion  of  a 
pope  till  he  was  fet  at  liberty.  He  foon  after  arriving  at  the 
city,  thirty-nine  cardinals  entered  the  conclave  on  the  27th 
of  J>ecemher^  and,  after  a  long  conteft,  on  the  $^th  of  Jaim- 
ary  unanimoufly  chofe  Adrian  cardinal  of  Tortofa. 

The  conteft  was  occafioned  by  the  great  number  of  com- 
petitors, the  chief  of  whom  at  firft  was  the  cardinal  qi  Me- 
diets ;  but  ke  was  oppofed  by  the  others,  in  the  kitereft  of 
the  emperor  and  of  cardinal  Wolfey^  who  relying  on  the  em-? 
peror^s  promife  in  his  favour,  and  the  influence  of  his  money, 
was  in  great  hopes  of  fucceeding.     Tho*  Charles  had  indeed 
made  great  promifesto  IVolfey,  in  order  to  fecure  the  fxiend-, 
ihip  K^ Henry  VHI.  yet  he  had  no  intention  at  that  time  of 
fulfilHng  them,  but  deCred  to  have  a  pope,  who  he  knew 
would  be  entirely  in  his  interefts.     He  therefore,  not  to  of- 
fend Wolfey^  with  greac  fecrefy  intrigued  with  the  conclave ; 
and,  after  having  fecored  the  majority  of  votes,  one  of  the 
y?'^^^*     cardinals,  on  the  hfk  day  of  the  eleftion,  propofed  Adrian 
Blehtd      ^  ^^  ^^^^  ^^  chance ;  and  being  feconded  by  another,  who 
Pi,  D.    made  a  long  fpeech  in  his  favour,  ail  that  faftion  declared

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As  -Adrian  wasutjerly  unknown  to  the. cardinals,-  had  never 
'^een  in  Italy^  and  was  entirely  uixaqquainted  with  thecuftoms 
of  the  court  of  'J^ome^  the  Romans  werie  gready  offended  ai 
Ills  ele^^ion;  and  .when  the  conclave  broke  iip,  infulted  and 
abijlcd   the  cardinals,  who,  in  their  own  deifence,  alleged, 
Ittat  they  had  been  direfted  by  the  holy  fpirif  ^ 
^     The  new  pope  received  the  ijews  of  his  elpftion  in  Spain, 
where  he iwas  governor  during  xhe  abfence  of  the  emperor; 
land*  retaining,  contrary  to  the  ufual  cuftom,  his  own  name, 
|ie  embarked. at  7^<?rrtf^(>n^i,  and  arrived  at  Rome  on  the  aptji 
.of  Augujiy  where  two  days  after  he  was  folemnly  crowned  in  ^^^'"^'^wf 
ihe  portico, of  *S/.  Peter's  church.   Before  his  arrival. in  Aa^,  ^/'-Roihe- 
^ijhe  French  had  entirely  loft  .all  their  pofleiBoqs  in  Lombardyy 
JExcept  the  caftles  of  Milan^  Cremonay.  and  Novafaj  and  the 
-Soltan  Solimarir  who  had. lately  fucceeded  *S^//w,  beCegeid 
.the  city  of  Rhodes  with  an  immenfe  army.     In  Germany  r    . 
.Bkewife  Luther  perfevercd  with  great  zeal  in  promoting  ^  ^g^io^if^ 
refprmatlbn.     Upon  his  return  from  Worms^  the  cleftor  <^ promoting 
'Saxonj^y  toj^otedt  him  from  the  confequence  of  the  l>an,  had  the  refar- 
ordered  a  troop  of  mafked  horfe-men  to  meet  him  on  the  motion. 
jroad^  and  to  conduft  him  to  ihe  caftle  of  U^artiurg/  in 
.which  folitude  he  continued  near  ten  .months,  neither  his 
'friends   nor  enemies  at  firft  knowing  what  was  become  of 
him.     There  he  publiflied  feveral  books,  eilabUfhing  his  new 
'doftrioes;  but  being  informed  that  Carohftadt  was  making       '* 
himfelf  a  chief  of  a  party  at  Wittemberg,  and  had  excited  the 
.yoiing  people  to  deftrqy  the  altars,  and  pull  down  the  ima- 
.^s  and  crucifixes,'  he  left  Wartburg  in  the  beginning  of 
Jfilarchy  without. leave  of  the  eleftor,  and  again  appeared  in 
.jpublic.     He  blamed  the  proceeding  of  Caroloftadt^  who  in    ' 
JT^fentment  quitted  Wiftembergy  and  went  to  a  different  part 
ol' Saxony^  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  river  Sala^  where  ,. 

.he  aflbciated  with  others  who  had  thrown  off  the  authority  of 
the  church  of  Rome,  but  began  to  pretend  to  have  revela- 
tions from  God,  by  wh<Mn  they^aid  they  were  commanded 
to  kill  ail  the  wicked  ^.  Luther,  in  the  mean  time,  pub- 
;lilhcd  a  i;ranflation  pf  the  bible,  which,  not  being  conform- 
.able  to  the  vulgate,  aijd  wanting  feveral  canonical  books^ 
was  prohibited  by  feveral  princes. 

[  .During  thefe  tranfaftions,  Adrian  having  arrived  at 
Soptey  employed  his  whole  attention  to  underftand  the  affairs 
.of  his  court;  but  putting  little  con^denge  in  the  cardinals^ 
his  chief  favourites  were  John  RufuSy  biihop  of  Confenza^ 
.and  William  Eikenwort  and  Theodoric  Betiusy  both  Dutchmen,

Ad  ian      ^^^  vicar,  foon  after  convoking  a  diet  at  Nuremberg^  jidrian 
fends  a  le-  ^^^^  Francis  Cheregat  as  his  legate  into  Germany,   who  waft 
gate  to  the  commiffioned  to  demand  of  the  diet,   that  they  would  put  in 
lAV/^Nu-  execution  the  bull  of  his  predeceflbr  againft  Luther ,  and 
icmberg;  -grant  affiftance  to  the  knights  isi  Rhode f  againft  the  Turks. 
Neither  the  pope  nor.  the  Chriftian  princes -having  exerted 
A.  D,     themfelves  in  earneft  in  defence  of  that  city,  it  was  obliged 
1523.     to  furrender  to  the  Sol  tan,  after  a  fiege  of  feven  months: 
and  on  the  ift  of  January  the  grand  matter,  with  all  tht 
knights,  quitted  the  iAand,  and  failed  for  Crete  «.      jfdrian 
was  more  intent  on  recovering  Rimini,  which  had  revolted 
during  the  vacancy  of  the  fee ;  for  that  purpofe  having  fent 
forces  into  Rmagna,  he  obliged  Sigifmond  Malatejia  to  quit 
the  city,  and  foon  after  was  reconciled  to  the  dukes  ofFer^ 
rara  and  Urbino,  having  annulled  all  the  balls  that  had  becd 
publiftied  againft  them  by  his  predeceflbrs,  Julius  II.  »ad 
Leo  X  ^ 

Mean  while  Luther,  having  procured  a  copy  of  thfi  pope's 

letter  to  the  diet,  tranflated  it  into  the  (J^rm^in  language  | 

and  Adrian  having  confefled  that  there  was  great  need  o(  t 

reformation,  bht  that  they  ought  to  proceed  ftep  by  ftep, 

Luther,  in  his  notes,   added,    that  the  popes  had  hithcrfctT 

taken  100  years  betwixt  each  ftep  to  reform  any  grievances*

Notwithftanding  the  oppofition  of  the  legate,  they 

alfo  drew  up  a  memorial,  which  they  intitled  Cf«/»m  Gravd* 

mina,  or  the  Hundred  Grievances ;  and  on  the  6th  of  Marck 

they  publiftied  an  cdtA,  prohibiting  the  preachers  to  dif- 

courfe  of  any.  fubjeft  tending  to  difturb  the  public  peaces 

which,  with  the  memorial,  the  pope*s  brief,  and  their  aa-* 

fwer  to  the  legate,  they  fent  over  all  Germany,  And  even  to

the  pope,  at  the  perfuafion  of  the  emperor  and  the  king  of 
England^  on  the  laft  day  of  April  publifhed  a  bull,  ordering 
all  the  Chriftian  prinpes  to  obferve  a  truce  for  three  years,  un- 
der pajn  of  excommjinicatibn  and  interdift.     Francis  ftifl 
continuing  his  preparations  .for  his  intended  expedition,  the 
pope,  at  the  inftigation  of  the  viceroy  of  Naples ,  acceded  oft 
the  3d  of  Juguft  to  the  treaty  that  had  been  formed  againft 
France  by  the  emperor,  the  king  of  England,  the  ^rchd'ukc 
of  Au/lria^  the  duke  of  Milan,  the  Florentines,  the  Getioefe, 
Venetians^   Lucche/e,  '  sind   Sienfiefe.     Notwithftanding  this  \ 
formidable  alliance,  Francis  foon  after  fent  an  army  into  the 
Milanefey  where  he  quickly  recovered  feveral  towns,  as  Prof* 
pero  Colonna,  the  general  of  the  confederate  army,  had  ncg- 
lefted  to  repair  the  fortifications.     Mean  while  Adrian,  hav- 
ing granted  to  the  emperor  Charles  the  right  of  prefenting 
to  all  biflioprics  in  Spain  %  died  at  Rome  on  the  14th  of  Sep'  ^jy|*- 
temberi^  id  the  65th  year  of  his  age,  and  the  2d  of  his  pon-  j^^  ^ 
tificate.     His  death,  which  was  fufpefted  to  be  the  efFeft  of  Rope. 
poifon,  gave  great  joy  to  the  Romans,  who  were  offended 
with  his  fobriety  and  regular  manners,  having  been  debauch- 
ed by  the  luxury  introduced  by  his  predeccflor  Leo  '  (C). 

Aptek.  the  funeral  obfequies  of  Adrian,  the  cardinals 
entered  the  conclave,  where  they  fpent  thirty  days  in  difput^s 
before  they  were  determined  in  their  choice  of  a  fucceflbr  to 
the  papal  dignity.      According  to  fome   authors,*  Nicolas

He  accordingly  on  that  day  open- 
ed the  Holy  Gate  of  St.  Peter's  with  great  folemnity ;  but  by 
thefpreading  of  Ltt/A<?r's  doftrines,  indulgences  had  greatly 
funk  in  their  value,  fo  that  very  few  perfons  appeared  at 
Rome,  efpecially  as  their  pilgrimage  was  rendered  dangeroui, 
by  the  great  number  of  troops  in  Lombardy  J>.

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land,  from  a  jealoufy  of  the  eniperor's  over-growa  power, 
laclined  to  favour  France,  they  immediately  follicited  the  pope 
10  enter,  into  a  league  for  the  defence  of  Italy,  and  propofed 
to  hire  1 0,000  Swi/s^  which,  with  the  Italian  troops,  would 
ibc  fufEcicnt  to  oppofe  the  imperialifts,  who,  iince  the  viftory 
atPtfvw,  had  even  mutinied  for  want  of  pay.     But  Clement , 
hy  the  arrival  of  his  fecretary,  the  archbilhop  of  Capua^  from  ^j^  p^

The  cHef  motive  which  induced  the  pope  to  conclude  a 
tmce^  was  the  fear  of  an  invaflon  of  the  ecclefiaftical  fiate 
from  the  imperialifts  in  Lombardy ;  for  the  duke  of  Bourbon  ^ 
having  left  7  or  8000  men  at  Milan,  had  m^ched  with  about.

and  barbarities.'  The  facking  continued  for  feveral  days: 
the  Lutherans  difcharged  their  fury  agalnft  the  church  of  St. 
Peter^  and  the  tombs  of  the  popes,  and  dragging  the  bodies 
of  the  faints  from  their  (brines,  trampled  them  under  their 
feet,  while  the  Spaniards  and  Italians,  more  rapacious  and 
cruel  than  the  Germans,  tortured  the  nobles;  prelates,  and 
magiflrates,  to  oblige  them  to  pay  cxceffive  ranfoms.    As  thd 
duke  of  Urbino,  tho'  at  the  head  of  a  numerous  army,  delay- 
ed advancing  to  the  relief  of  Rome,  the  pope  was  obliged  to 
capitulate  with  the  prince  of  Orange,  who,  upon  the  death 
of  Bourbon,  fucceeded  to  the  chief  command.     It  was  agfeed 
that  the  pope  ftiould  immfediately  pay  100,000  ducats,  and 
300,000  more  within  two  months;  that  he  ihould  put.mta

The  Floren-^ 
iinesy  upon  the  news  of  the  pope's  calamity,  expelled  Hip* 
polito  and  Alexander  de  Medicis  from  their  city,  and  creating 
a  Gonfalonier  J  reftored  the  antient  republican  government. 
They  likewife  broke  the  ftatues  of  Leo  X.  and  of  Clement j  and 
perfecuted  all  thofe  that  favoured  that  family.     About  the  -    ' 

fame  time  the  emperor,  being  informed  of  the  great  fuccefs  of 
his  arms  in  Italy,  diflembled  his  joy,  and  even  put  on  mourn- 
ing, and  ordered  proceffions  and  public  prayers,  to  implore 
the  affiftance  of  heaven  for  the  diftrefled  church.  However, 
his  aftions  did  not  correfpond  with  thefe  profeffions ;  for,  to 
draw  all  the  advantage  that  he  could  from  the  pope's  diftrefs, 
he  delayed  giving  any  orders  to  fet  him  at  liberty,  tho*^  the 
plague  was  then  very  mortal,  not  only  in  Rome^  but  even  ia 
St.  Angelo. 

Notwithstanding  this  profperous  appearance  of  the 
emperor's  affairs  in  Italy,  by  his  too  great  fecurity  he  fopn 
found  them  in  a  worfe  fituation  than  in  the  beginning  of  the 
campaign ;  for  while  he  neglefted  to  reinforce  his  army,  two 
'thirds  of  which  were  cut  off  with  the  plague,  the  king  of 
France  prevailed  with  Henry  VIII.  of  England  x.o  enter  into 
tthe  league  with  the  Venetians,  and  other  Italian  ftates,  againft 
him.  In  the  beginning  oi  Augujt,  he  fent  an  army  into 
Italy y  under  the  command  of  Lautrec,  who  took  Alexandria^ 
and  fome  other  places:  and  Genoa  likewife  fubmitting  to  the 
French,  he  parted  the  Po  about  the  middle  of  OBober,  with 
the  intention  of  marching  to  Naples.  Charles  being  Inform- 
ed of  the  conquefts  of  tautrec,  immediately  fent  deputies  to 
J^ome  to  negotiate  with  the  pope,  with  whom  they  concluded 
a  treaty,  much  to  the  advantage  of  the  emperor ;  but  the  con- 
ditions being  fuch,  that  it  was  impoffible  for  the  pope  to  fulr

This  dilatory  proceeding  of  the  pope  was  owing  to  the  fj^  ^^ 
onexpefted  fuccefs  of  the  emperor's  affairs  \n  Italy  j  oo  which  roris 
zccoMntClem^nt  hegan  to  thiok  of  abandoning  the  neutr^ity>  gruufy 
and  attaching  himfelf  to  Charles,    by  whofc  aflifigDO?  k^/uferior  /• 
might  recover  the  dominion  of  Florence.     Laufrec,  the  gcr  ^o  the  al^ 
neral  of  the  league  againft  the  emperor,  had,  about  the  mid^-  ^^\  '* 
die  of  January,   marched  from  Bologna  to  invade  Ng^ks^  Italy. 
^eat  part  of  which  kingdom  he  quickly  reduced.     The  r^ 
remains  ;^f  the  imperial  army,  which  for  nine  or  ten  months 
had  committed  all  manner  of  violences  in  Rome,  upon  the 
motion  erf"  Lautrec's  army,  left  that  city,  and  proceeded  to  the 
defence  of  Naples ;  bi^t  before  their  departure,  jiot  contcac 
to  have  ftript  the  city  of  all  its  ornaments  and  riches,   they 
infifted  upon  receiving  two  months  pay,     Thieir  joining  the 
Neapolitan  troops  did  not  interrupt  the  progrefs '  of  -ta»lr«r, 
who  having  reduced  a  great  many  cities,  about  the  end  of 
jtpril  fat  down  before  Naples ;  but  here  he  experienced  % 
^everfe  of  fortune,  for  during  the  fiege,  which  contiouodi 
lour  months,  the  plague  carried  off  almoA  his  whole  army, 
and  at  iaft  proved  n>ortal  to  himfelf.  '  The  remains  of  the 
^rmy  retired  to  Averfy,  where,  in  their  turn,  th<^  were  bc» 
fieged  by  the  garrifons  of  Naples,  and  fome  other  towns, 
Mud  obliged  to  capitulate  on  very  difadvantageous  terms, 
while  Doria,  the  Genoefe  admiral,  deferted  their  alliance,  and 
prevailed  with  that  city  to  declare  for  the  emperor. 

D WIPING  thefe  traniaAions  the  pope,  who  had  fixed  hi$ 
icourt  at  Viterbo,  and  recovered  fbme  plac^  that  had  been . 
jeiz^d  di^ring  his  confinement,  feemed  inclined,  in  the  be* 
ginning  of  th$  campaign,  to  declare  for  the  league ;  but  ob* 
^rving  the  fuccefi  of  the  imperialifts,  he  entered  into  a  prl* 
.rate  negotiation  with  Charksr  before  the  departure  of  Cairi'^ 
fegio  from  Rome,  who  was  ordered  on  that  account  to  delay 
jgiving  judgment  on  the  divorce  as  long  as  pofliUe.  To  prevent 
giving  fufpicion  to  the  allies,  he  pretended  to  be  wholly  occu- 
pied in  reforming  the  church,  and  publiihed  his  refolution  of 
going  into  Germany  to  oppofe  the  prcgrefs  of  Lutheranifin. 
The  princes  of  that  perfuafion  having  enterred  into  a  league

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jpeace  with  him  at  Cambray,  as  the  grand  fignor,  who  had  in- 
vaded Hungary  with  an  immenfe  army,  threatened  an  irrup-^ 
t&n  into  Jujiria^  and  the  tranquility  of  Germany  was  in 
great  danger  of  be^ig  dlfturbed  by  the  difputes  about  reli- 
gion.    In  confequdnce  of  his  mandate,  the  ftates  of  G^^mwwy 
had  aflembled  at  hj>ire  on  the  15th  of  March,   and,  after: 
long  debates,  pablifticd  a  decree,  revoking  the  former  edift, 
which  allowed  liberty  of  confcience,  as  they  alleged  it  had  Tl^^  Lu- 
bisen  produftive  of  great  mifchiefs.      Several  princes,  and  theran 
the  deputies  of  fourteen  imperial  cities,  protefted,  againft  this  frinces 
edift,  and  appealed  to  the  emperor  and  a  free  council,  from  frouji  a-  ^ 
whence    the   name  of  Proteftants  was  given  to   all    thofe  ^^^  *^ 
fefts  in  Germany  that  oppofed  the  doftrines  of  the  \/?(W7j^  g  .   ^     \ 
church  *'.

9th  oi  yiugufi,  fubmitting  their  form  of  government  entirely 
to  the  pieafure  of  the  emperor,  on  condition  that  their  liber-* 
ties  fhould  not  be  violated,  and  promifing  to  pay  80,000 
docats  within  a  few  days  to  the  befieging  army,  provided  a 
fu/l  pardon  (hould  be  granted  to  all  thole  who  had  injured 
the  pope  or  his  friends.  In  confequence  of  this  capitulation, 
the  articles  of  which  were  afterwards  obferved  with  very 
little  fidelity,  Alexander  de  Medicis  was  acknowleged  prince 
and  fovereign  of  Florence^  with  power  to  receive  and  fend 
ambafladors,  to  coin  money,  to  conclude  alliances,  and  to 
make  peace  and  war  as  he  /hould  think  proper  ^* 

During  thefe  proceedings  in  Italy,  the  emperor  had  af« 
(embled  a  diet  at  Augsburg,  to  confult  of  the  sifFairs  of  reli- 
gion and  of  a  war  againft  the  Turks  ^  A  few  days  after  the 
opening  of  the  diet,  tiie  Lutherans  prefented  their  confeifioa 
of  faith,  which,  after  feveral  objedlions,  was  publickly  read 
in  the  emperor's  palace  on  the  a 5th  pf  June,  and  being  ex- 
amiaed  by  the  popi(h  dodlors,  a  refutation  of  it  was  read 
in  the  fame  place  on  the  3d  of  Augtift^  The  emperor  and 
the' catholic  princes  approved  of  this  refutation,  and  defired 
that  it  might  be  received  by  the  proteftant  princes :  but  they 
fiill  adhered  to  their  former  confeffion,  and  demanded  that  a 
free  general  council  might  be  called,  to  whofe  determina- 
tion they  would  fubmit.  Seyeral  private  conferences  were 
afterwards  held  for  an  accommodation  of  both  parties,  and 
the  emperor  privately  foUiclted  the  eleftor  of  Sa^xony,  the 
landgrave  of  Hejfe,  and  the  marquis  of  Brandenhurgh,  by 
temporal  tnotives,  to  be  re-united  to  the  church  of  Xome ; 
but  his  endeavours  proving  incfFeftual,  he,  on  the  22d  of 
September,  published  a  decree,  declaring,  that  tho*  the  pro- 
teftant confeffion  had  been  refuted  by  fcripture,  yet  Ke  al- 
lowed therp  till  the  15th  of  Jpril  to  confider  of  returning  to 
the  bofom  of  the  church;  in  the  mean  time  prohibiting 
them  from  publifhing  any  thing  concerning  religion,  and 
promifing  to  ufe  his  endeavours  with  the  pope  and  Chrif- 
tian  princes,  that  a  general  conncil  ihould  be  convoked 
within  eighteen  months.  Next  day  the  proteAants  protefte4 
againft  this  decree,  affirming,  that  their  confel&on  had  00c

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beea  refuted  by  icripture ;  and^  after  their  departure,  their 
deputies,  who  remained  at  the  diet,  requefted  the  emperor 
to  grant  a  general  peace  through  the  empire,  and  liberty  of 
confcience  ih  afFairs  of  religion.  The  «mperor,  inftead  of 
granting  their  demand,  entered  into  a  league,  for  the  defence 
of  the  old  religion,  with  the  catholic  princes  and  deputies 
that  ftiU  remained  at  the  diet;  and  on  the  19th  of  Novem" 
ber  publifhed  an  edift,  prohibiting  any  other  religion  than 
that  of  the  church  of  Rome  *. 

Although  the  emperor  had  afted  with  great  zeal  in      .  -^ 
^fence  of  the  popifh  caufe,  Clement  neverthelefs  was  greatly     ^  *    * 
diflatisfied  with  the  proceedings  of  the  diet.     He  blamed  th^       ^^  * 
emperor  for  allowing  theproteftant  confefEon  to  be  read, 
tnd  for  confendng  to  abolifh  fome  ceremonies ;    but  what 
chiefly  offended  him,  was  his  promife  for  procuring  a  ge- 
neral council,  the  thoughts  of  which  ftruck  him  with,  great 
apprehenfions :  he  therefore  afked  the  advice  of  the  cardi- 
nals, who  declared,  that  the  convocation  of  a  general  council 
at  that  time,  when"  the  Turks  were  threatening  to  invade 
Germany^  was  very  improper  ■,     The  pope  likewife  thought  Reggto 
himfelf  greatly  aggrieved,  by  the  fentence  which  Charles  foon  and  Mo- 
after  gave  in  favour  of  the  duke  of  Ferraray  by  which  Reg-  dena  d^r- 
gh  and  Modena  were  declared  to  belong  to  the  duke,  who  cUred  t$ 
was  ordered  to  pay  the  pope  100,000  ducats,  for  a  new  m-  ^f^'^V*  w 
Vcftitnre  of  his  duchy.     Clement  prbtefted  againft  this  fen- ^^*'*^  v 
lettce,  and  refufed  ta  accept  of  the  money  which  was  offered'    ®"*^*^ 
hknby  the  duke,  who,  to  excite  the  emperor"' againft  him/ 
wrote  to  Charles  that  he  had  intercepted  two  letters  of  the: 
pope. to  the  kings  of  France  and  England,   by  whidl  he  pro>- 
jnifed  to  grant  them  whatever  they  fhould  defire,  provided 
they  would,   by  any  means,  prevent  the  affembling  of  a 
gfeneral  council.     The  pope  challenged  the  duke  to  produce    a   |^ 
the  letters,  affurdd  the  emperor  of  his  innocence,  and  foon     I'em^ 
after  fent  his  nephew,  the  cardinal  of  Medicis,  to  Germany, 
to  attend  him  as  legate  in  his  expedition  againft  the  Turks^ 
promiiing  him  likewife  a  fubfidy  of  40,000  ducats  a  month 
during  that  war  ^. 

Charles,  about  that  time,  held  an  imperial  diet  at  Ra^ 
fifion,  toconfult  of  the  means  to  quiet  the  difturbances  in 
Germany,  with  regard  to  religion,  and  to  provide  againft  the 
iftvafion  of  the  grand  fignor,  who  was  making  immenfe  pre- 
parations to  invade  Aufiria,     As  he  had  offended  the  protef-

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tant  princes  the  year  before,  by  caufing  bis  brbthar  Fer^ 
nand  to  be  elefted  king  of  the  Romans^  and  by  his  rigorous 
proceedings  againft  the  Lutherans,  they  refufed  to  appieat  at 
the  diet,  and  aflembled  by  themfclves  at  Schioe'mfurty  where 
they  compofed  thirteen  articles,  for  fecuring  the  liberty  of 
their  religion,  and  the  rights  of  the  empire,  which  were 
Liiertf  of  rejcfted  by  the  emperor.    However,  the  pfoteftants  foon  after 
tonfcience  aflernblingat  Nuremberg,  the  eleftor  palatine  and  the  arch- 
*5^'"        bifliopof /W^/i/2,  who  afted  as  mediators,  agreed  to  an  accoia- 
^^h^l^oi  /I^Hiodation  with  them  on  the  23d  of  June,  which  a  few  weeks 
t^i.        ^^^^^  ^^^  ratified  by  the  emperor,  who  ordered  all  pirofecii-i 
"■    -       tions  of  the  proteftants  to  be  fufpended,  and  a  general  peace 
to  be  obferyed  through  all  Germany ;  and  that  all  p^oas 
fliould  enjoy  a  liberty  ofconfcience  till  the  aflembling  of  a 
general  council,  which  he  would  endeavour  to  prevail  with 
the  pope  to  convoke  within  fix  months,  to  be  aflembled  a 
year  after  *=.

By  the  unexpefted  retreat  of  the 
Turks,  and  the  emperor's  journey  to  Italy y  their  defiga  was 
fruflrated  :  however,  Henry  VIII.  on  bis  return  to  Englandf 
prohibited  his  fubjcfts  from  all  intercourfe  with  the  court  of    A,D, 
jRome,  prejudicial  to  the  jurifdiftion  or  prerogative  of  his    '*S3J» 
kingdom ;    and  Cranmer,   archbiftiop  of  Canterbury,  foon 
after  pronouncing  a  fentence  of  divorce  betwixt  him  and 
queen  Katherine,  in  the  beginning  of  Jpril  he  publicklf 
married  Anne  Bulleyn,   although  the  pope  had  prohibited^ 
under  fevere  cenfures,  any  proceedings  in  England  with  re- 
gard to  the  divorce.     Clement  being  informed  of  the  king's        '       ;\ 
fecond  marriage,  immediately  laid  him  under  an  interdift,  » 

and  threatened  to  excite  all  Chriftendom  againflhim. 

About  the  iame  time  alfo  he  fent  nuncios  to  Scotland,  cwb9  fenA 
to  exhort  James  V,  not  to  follow  the  example  of  the  king  oinufidosf 
England,  and  to  punifti  the  favourers  of  JUither's  doftrincs,  Scotland 
who  began  to  be  pretty  numerous  in  that  kingdom.     His  tocfpo/e 
Buncios  were  very  fuccefsful ;  for  the  king  aflembling  his  par-  ^^' jf - 
liament  at  Edinburgh,  it  was  decreed,  to  pay  the  ^^"^^uftomedl^^^ 
and  ancient  obedience  and  honour  to  the  church  of  Rome^  nifin- 
and  to  punifh  all  heretics  according  to  the  feverity  of  the 
law  **•     To  oppofe  the  progrefs  of  Lutherani/m  in  Swed^n^ 
Clement^  like^yi^e  created  John  Magnus^  the  hiftorian,  arch- 
bilhop  of  Upfal'y  and  having  given  hirn  the  palU  fent  him  to 
that  kingdom  with  the  authority  of  legate  a  latere.     The 
top6  foon  after  embarked  at  Pi/a  with  his  cardinals,  and  in  a  andhasm^ 
few  days  landed  at  hiarjeilles,  where  he  had  a  conference  <w/^-«r<* 
with  the  king  of  France.

He 
could  not,  however,  prevail  with  the  emperor  and  the  king 
of  France  to  fee  each  other,  which  Jovius  and  Onuphrius  lay 
was  owing  to  their  refentment  againf^  the  t>ope,  who,  they 
found,  was  chiefly  intent  upon  his  own  private  intereft  "s.

However  Contareni  might  feem  to  the  protpftanfs  to  have 
defended  the  popifh  cau{e,  yet  he  was  accufed  by  the  cath(> 
lies,  both  in  Gerrjiumy  and  at  Rome^  of  having  betrayed  their 
religion  to  the  herptic?.     Cardinal  Cirj^/i  accufed  him  in  the 
confiftory,  ^ud  Eckius  conHemned  him  in  an  apology  whidi 
he  foon  after  publifhed  for  the  catholics ;  howev^,  he  wasde* 
fended  by  hi§  friend  cardinal  Fregofny  and  the  emperor,  ar- 
riving in  l^aly^  jpf^ified  bim  to  the  pope  at  Lucca,  Where  he

•       advice,  embarked  fqr  Africa  with  an  army  of  23^000  men, 
whjch  was  almoft  entirely  deftroyed  by  the  colcf  and  tempefr 
tupus  ^yeatlier,  it  being  then  about  the  beginning  of  win terX 
^.  D.        Tjf  E  cn^pcrpr  having  returned  to  Spain  with  the  remains 
'54^:    of  his  arq:iy,  foon  after,  by  his  defire,  a  diet  was  held  at 
Spire  by  his  brother  Ferdinand,  who  had  lately  been  deteatej  ' 
by  the  Turi4  in  Hungary.  '  The  pope  fent  the  bifliop  of  JWb- 
dena  as  his  nuncio  to  this  aflcnibly,  who  exhorted  the  princes 
to  arm  again^  the  infidlcls,  promlfing,  in  the  name  of  the 
pope,  a  body  of  5000  foot,  if  the  emperor  fhould  command 
in  perfon.

after  hearing  that  the  emperor,  who  lately  had  concluded  an  Rome, 
alliance   with  Henry  VIII.  of  England  againft  France^  in-     A.D. 
tended  to  pafs  into  Flanders  by  the  way  of  Italy,  he  refolved     1543.; 
to  have  a  conference  with  him  on  his  journey,  and  for  that 
purpofc  left  Rome  on  the  26th  of  February y  and  foon  after 
arrived  at  Bologna,  where  he  continued  till  the  middle  of 
fummer,  when  Charles  landed  at  Genoa.    The  emperor  con- 
fented,  with  great  difficulty,  to  an  interview  ;  but,  upon  re? 
peated  intreaties,  he  agreed  to  meet  the  pope  at  Bu/etto,  a 
caftle  betwixt  Parma  and  Placentia.    Paul  in  treated  the  em-  Thef9p$ 
peror  to  reftore  thefc  cities  to  the  holy  fee,  and,  according  to  offers  f» 
Sleidan,  made  an  offer  to  purchafe  the  duchy  of  Milan  kr  his  P'^^^^fi 
grandfon  Oetavius  Farnefe  *  j  but,  the  emperor  r6J!^ing  bpth  *^^^^ 
thcfe  p^opofals,  he  then  begaq  to  treat  of  public  affairs,  and  ^"*"*"t 
«xhorted  him  to  a  reconpiliatign  with  the  king  of  France^ 
that  the  Chriftians  might  be  at  leifurp  to  turn  their  arms 
againft  the  infidels.    Charles^  who  was  greatly  exafperated 
againft  Francis,  rcfiifed  likewife  to  hearken  to  this  exhorta- 
tion, (o  that  the  pope,  having  fpent  three  days  at  Bu/etto, 
returned  difappotnted  to  Bologna  \  where,  on  the  4th  of 
July,  he  fufpended  the  celebration  of  the  cpuncil  of  Trent, 
as  fcarce  any  prelates  bad  arrived  at  that  dty.  From  Bologna 
Ukewife  he  wrote  to  the  chapter  qiCofogn,  commending  them 
for  their  zeal  in  oppofing  the  innovations  introduced  by  their 
archbifhop,  who  was  eminent  for  bis  piety  and  charity ;  but, 
having  employed  Bucer,  MelanElImn,  Piftorius,  and  other  re- 
formers, to  preach  in  thp  cities  of  his  jurifdidioi^,  and  to 
reform  abufes,  was  now  ftilcd  ^  wicked  captain  of  here? 
tics\  i 

Soon  after  the  pope  .ordered  public  proceilions  and  fupr 
plications .  to  be  obferved  through  all  Chriftendom,  and 
granted  the  fame  indulgences  to  thde  who  prayed  for  the 
peace  and  tranquility  of  the  church,  as  the  pilgrims  enjoyed 
who  vifited  Ro0C  in  the  year  of  jubilee.  And,  being  in- 
formed that  the  ^mperor  had  convoked  a  diet  at  Spire,  he

aih/if^/      of  the  princes,  at  the'dcfirc  of  dw  emperor,  wrote  to  the 
^*P^   '  pope,  thanking  him  for  the  affiftancc  that  he  had  given  to 
^cef       ^^^  ^°*^^  ^f  *Siiz;dy,  and  intreating  him  to  coatiatic  his  fuc- 
.   '        tours  to  that  prince,  as  they  were  informed  that  the  Turh 
were  ratting  their  fleet  at  foiihn,  and  intended  a  feo^nd  dc- 
fcent,  in  Sai>oy.    Pmd^  in  bis  anfwei*,  related  the  great  paios 
he  had  talken  to  oppofe  the  7«Hb,  and,  in  his  turn,  recom- 
mended to  the  diet  the  care  of  the  Chriftian  common-wealth, 
and  exhorted  thjs  princes  t«  a  reconciliation  vnth  FramXy 
that  the  council  might  afTemble  for  the  reformatioa  of  the 
nefopiu<:^y^rch.    Not  long  after,  being  informed  that  the  emperor 
cff^ded     bad  prolonged  the  truce  to  the  proteftants,  had  ordered  x 
fwith  tht  fufpenfion  of  all  procefles  againA  them,  and  had  even  pro- 
fjftferer's   mifed  tp  caufe  a  plan  for  a  general  reformation  to  be  dravn 
^ndulgenci  ^^^  ^  w»ote  a  long  letter  to  him;  reproving  him  for  inter- 
^'i  '  .^'^**  ineddling  with  facred  affairs,  which  only  belonged  to  the 
^**^*     apoftoKc  fee;  and  declaring,  tliat,  by  treating  erf  religions 
matters  in  the  diet,  fee  had  endangered  his  foul.    He  there- 
fore enjoined  him,  Under  pain  of  his  difpleafure,  to  rev<^ 
the  conceffions  he  had  made  to  the  rebels  of  the  holy  jse  ^ 

Charxes  paid  no  regard  to  this  letter ;  but>  having  en- 
tered France  with  a  powerful  army,  advanced  in  the  month 
of  September  within  two  days  journey  of  Pdris^  which 
obliged  the  king  of  Frtince  to  make  propofals  of  peace;  ia 
confequence  of  which  a  treaty  was  concluded  betwixt  them 
utOrepy.  The  pope  exprefTed  great  fatisfadion  upon  the 
«ewsof  this  peace,  cofigratulated  both  princes  by  his  nuncio^ 
and  ordered  fupplications  for  three  days  through  all  Ghriften- 
dom ;  however,  he  is  faid  to  have  been  a  little  piqued,  that 
he  had  not  becn<iefifed  to -aft  as  mediator.  A  few  weeks 
after,  having  publifhed  another  bull  for  the  aflembling  of  thp 
council  of  Trent  in  the  month  of  March^  he  thereby  irritated 
the  emperor,  who  expcfted  to  'have  been  fiift  confulted ; 
.^nd  therefore  foon  after  Charles  prohibited  j:hree  Spaniardtt 
'  ^hom,  among  others,  the  pope  had  promoted  to  the  dignity 
pf  cardinal,  from  affuming  the  title  or  'wearing  the  habit. 
^'  ^'  As  it  had  been  an  utricle  of  the  peace  concluded  at  Crepy^ 
^>1^*      <hat  both  the  priccis  fhould  ufe  their  utmoft  endeavours  to 
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itftore  the  old  religion,  the  king,of  France  ordeFed  the  Pari- 
fian  divines  to  aflemble  at  Melun  to  compofe  fome  funda- 
mental articles  oiF  religion  proper  to  be  eftabliftied  at  the 
{Council,  They  accordingly  affemblcd  at  Melun^  and  con- 
firmed twenty-five  articles,  which  had  been  drawn  up  twp 
years  before  at  Paris*  About  the  fame  time  the  emperor, 
by  an  imperial  edi£^,  confirmed  thirty-two  fundamental  ar- 
tkles  that  had  been  drawn  up  by  the  divines  of  Louvain,  and 
ordered  thiem  to  be  taught  and  received  thro*  all  the  pro- 
Finces  of  Lower  Germany  (L).  He  likewife  gave  feveral  orders 
to  the  prelates  of  Spain  and  Flanders^  and  that  he  might  ieein 
.the  principal  promoter  pf  the  council,  he  fent  ambafiadors  to 
diiTerent  princes  to  intreat  them  to  fend  their  deputies  to 
Trent.  Paul  in  the  mean  lime,  being  informed  that  the 
lemperor  intcndied  to  be  prefent  at  the  diet  of  Worms,  which 
yras  opened  in  the  end  of  March,  fent  his  nephew  car* 
dinal  Farne/e  to  attend  him  as  his  legate.  The  cardinal  ar- 
rived at  Worms  about  the  middle  of  May,  but  he  did  not 
concern  hinafelf  with  the  diet,  or  tranfjift  any  bufinefs  in 
public;  however,  it  was  firmly  believed,  that  the  inteiltof  ja>  excii^^ 
his  journey  wa$  to  excite  the  emperor  to  declare  war  againfl:  himtode 
the  proteftants,  as  news  foon  after  arrived  from  i?<;7»^,  tha^t  clan  war 
the  pope  had.  promifed  12,000  foot  and  500  men  at  2itxas  ozainft 
to  aft  againfl  the  heretics.  '^^• 

.   What  probably  provdced  the  pope  was  the  firmnefs  of  the  They  n- 
proieftants,  who  infifted  that  the  peac6  fliould  be  continuedAy^  to  ac- 
and  maintained  without  any  refpeft  to  the  determinations  and  knonukge 
'  conclufipns  of  the  council  of  Trent,  the  authority  of  which  the  council 
they  abfolutely  refufed  to  acknowlege  :   nor  would  they  ^  * '®^'» 
grant  any  fuccours  againft  the  Turks,  till  their  religion  was 
fccured ;  on  which  account  the  emperor,  who  replied,  that 
^e  could  not  exempt  them  from  obedience  to  the  council, 
(ent  his  fecretary  to  Solyman  to  demand  a  truce,  and  on  the 
4th  di  Auguji  brok^  up  the  diet,  when  he  renewed  the  for-      , 
mer  edlAs  for  the  pe^ce,  appointed  another  diet  to  be  held  ia 
January  at  RatifhQn  tp  determine  the  affair  of  religion,  and  la

T^cif,  wrote  feventy  five  thefe$  -  defend  ^y  fcripturc  (\). 
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the  mean  time  nominated  four  dcJftors  of  each  party  to  fetdc 
the  difputed  points  by  a  conference  <*.  This  condefcenfion  of 
the  emperor  g^ve  great  offence  to  the'  bifliops  aflembled  at 
Yrentf  who  thought  it  very  injurious  to  the  council  that 
points  of  religion  ftiould  be  debated  in  a  diet ;  and  therefore, 
notwithftanding  the  intreaties  of  the  legates,  many  of  them, 
]upon  various  pretences,  returned  home.  About  tlie  middle 
<^  March,  the  pope  had  fent  three  cardinals  to  prefide  at  the 
^hefirft  council  as  his  legates  a  latere.  The  emperor,  the  king  of 
fijjton  of  the  Romans,  and  the  king  of  Frame,  had  liHewife  fent  dheir 
fheamnciL  ambafladors  to  Trent  %  however,  as  the  diet  about  the  faiqc 
time  opened  at  Worms,  the  legates  deferred  opening  the  coun- 
cil till  they  received  an  immediate^  anfwer  frotti  the  popc^ 
A  decree  for  that  ^urpofe  at  length  arriving  from  Rome,  the 
council  was  opened  with  great  folemnity  on  the  1 5  th  of  Z)^ 
hember,  and  the  fecond  feiGon  appointed  to  be  held  on  the 
7th  ot  January, 

Paul  in  the  mean  time  cited  the  archbifhop  of  Cohgn  to 
appear  within  lixty  days  at  Rome,  to  juftify  himfelf  w^ith  re- 
gard to  the  charge  of  favouring  heretics.     He  likewife,  with- 
out any  regard  to  the  general  murmur  of  the  public,  and  the 
oppofition  of  feveral  cardinals,*  gave  the  inveftiture  of  Parrm. 
and  Ptacentia  to  his  fon^.     Being  alfo  greatly  offended  with 
il.  D,     the  proteftants  for  dill  refufing  to  acknowlege  the  council  of 
1546.     Trent,'  he  foHicitcd  the  emperor,  with  great  earneftnefs,  to 
declare  war  againft  them.     By  the  great  warlike  preparations 
in  Germany,  it  foon  appeared  that  the  follicitations  of  his  ho- 
linefs  were  not  without  efFeft ;  for  the  emperor,  without 
puMi(hing  his  defign,  gave  orders  for  raifing  troops  with  all 
expedition  ;  which  alarming  the  proteftants,  they  began  wth 
The  anh^  S^^^^  vigour  to  prepare  for  for  their  defence.   Charles,  that  he 
hijhop  of   Height  the  better  deceive  his  adverfaries,  pretended  a  great defire 
Cologn  //  of  peace,  and  tho*  the  pope,  on  the  i6th  of  April,  had  excom- 
ixcommu'  municated  and  depofed  the  archbifliop  of  Cologn,  and  ordered 
Mtcated      all  to  yield  obedience  to  his  coadjutor  count  de  Schanvemhurg,. 
snd^e-     the  emperor  neverthelefs  ftill  acknowleged  the  archbilhoj\ 
f6/ed.        that  he  might  not  feem  tp  regard  the  difference  of  religion, 
as  he  intended  to  declare  war  againft  the  proteftants  only  as 
feditious  perfons  and  difturbers  of  the  public  peace. 

Mean  time,  befides  his  levies  in   Germany,  he  ordered 

Spanijh  and  Neapolitan  troops  ro  march  from  Italy,.znii  fent 

the  cardinal  of  Trent  to  the  pope  to  demand  the  fuccours

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rified  with  tlie  news  of  the  ftrcngth  of  the  pro  tenants,  who  7%  em* 
^were  reported  to  have  a  defign  of  inarching  direftly  to  Romeferor 
with  an  army  of  80,000  foot  and  40,000  horfe  *,  he  imme-^^^^'/'*^- 
diately  concluded  a  treaty  with  the  emperor  on  the  following^^''^''^''' 
conditions :  that  he  fhould  depofit  200,000  crowns  for  the^^''.^^'"' 
«xpences  of  the  war,  fhould  furnUh  12,000  foot  and  S^^^loncludes  ^ 
horfe,  Ihould  grant  the  emperor  one  half  of  the  ecclefiaftical  ^^^^^ 
revenues  of  Spain  fbr  one  year,  and  allow  him  to  mortgage  q*^/^/^ 
500,000  crowns  of  the  income  of  the  monafteries  in  that^i?^^, 
kingdom,  provided  he  gave  fecurity  for  repayment  of  that  fum 
out  oi  his  royal  domains  j  that  the  emperor  fhould  not  make 
any  peace  with  the  proteuants  for  fix  months  without  the  pope's 
confent,  who  fhould  Kkewife  be  intided  to  a  certain  proportion 
of  the  conqueftsh.     Soon  after  the  conclufion  of  this  treaty, 
which  ixras  figned  on  the  26th-of  June,  the  pope's  troops  be- 
gan their  march  for  C7^r»w«y,  nnder  the  command  of  hisgrand- 
fon  O&avius,  and  his  elder  brother  cardinal  Farnefe ;  which 
laft,  upon  his  departure  from  Italy ^  Was  reported  to  have  faid^ 
That  there  'would  befuch  a  fine  butchery  in  Germany,  that  hit 
hrfe  would  fivim  in  the  blood  of  the  Lutherans  ^     Befides 
thdfe  troops,  the  duke  of  Florence  fent  200  bombardeers,  and 
the  duke  of  Ferrara  100  men  at  arms. 

During  thefe  tranfaftions,  the  fathers  of  Tr^nf  held  Proceel'   ' 
their  fecond  feffion  on  the  7th  of  January ;  in  which  a  de-/»^/  c/ibe 
cree  was  read^  ordering  prayers  for  the  unity  of  the  church,  council  0/ 
the  celebration  of  mafs  every  -  Sunday  y  the  obfervation  of  a'^'"**^- 
fafl  each  Friday,  and  the  beflowing  of  alms  ;  after  the  read- 
ing of  which,  the  following  fefTion  was  appointed  to  be  held 
on  the  4th  of  February.    They  accordingly  aflembled  on  that 
day,  when  a  decree  was  read  concerning  the  creed  ufcd  by 
the  Roman  church,  which  was  accounted  a  ftiield  againfl  all 
herefies.     They  afterwards  appointed  the  fourth  feffion  to  be 
held  on  the  8  th  of  Jpril,  to  give  time  to  feveral  prelates  to 
arrive  at  the  council,  as  there  were  then  only  prefent  five 
cardinals,  fix  archbifhops  (M),  thirty  biftiops,  three  abbots,

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and  five  generals  of  monkifh  orders.  Me^d  time  ^neral 
congregations  were  held  twice  a  week  on  Mondays  and  Fri- 
days, in  which  the  points  to  be  treated  of  in  the  feffions  weio 
examined  and  difcufled.  Befldes  (everd  extraordinary  coagre*. 
gations  were  held^  after  which  thf^foimh  fe/Gon  wasceiebrated, 
according  to  appointment ;  in  which  a  decree  was  pablifhedr 
whereby  the  fathers  profefled,  that,  accdrdiiig  to,  the  ex-, 
ample  of  the  orthodox  fathers,  they  received  all  th^  books  of 
the  Old  and  New  Teftament,  tc^ther  with  the  traditipaa 
regarding  faith  and  manners,  as  diftated  verbally  by  Chriftof 
by  the  Hcij  Spirit,  and  preferved  by  a  continual  fucceffioo 
\n  the  catholic  church.  An  anathema  was  then  denounced. 
9^inft  thofe  who  did  not  receive  the  facred  books  as  canooi- 
cal,  as  they  were  publilhed  in  the  old  volgate  Latin,  or  who. 
ivilfuUy  defpifed  the  aforefaid  traditiohs.  The  fcript^re  wa$ 
ordered  to  be  received  according  to  the  fenfe  of  the  chnrcK 
which  alone  has  a  right  to  interpret  the  facred  writings ;  and 
all  were  prohibited  from  printing  books  on  facred  lubjefla 
tvithont  adding  the  name  of  the  author^  or  from  keeping  ot 
ielling  them  without  the  leave  of  the  ordinaries  K 

As  th^  emperor  had  not  yet  proceeded  to  an  crpen  rupjiirc, 
the  proceedings  of  the  council  gave  him  great  oficnce,  H0 
was*  afraid  kft  the  decidoo  of  controverted  points  of  faith 
ivould  alarm  and  irritate  the  proteftants,  w&\  perceivii^ 
their  dofhrines  fo  publicly  condemned,  would  unite  mm 
firmly  in  their  own  defence ;  whereas  be  in^nded  to  detacll 
the  imperial  cities  from  the  princes  of  the  Srftalca&Uc  league, 
^ad  had  even  fucceeded  fo  far,  that  he  had  received  fcveral 
reinforcements  of  proteftant  troops.  He  thereforQ  intreated 
the  pope  and  the  fathers  at  Trent  to  deler  deciding  points  of 
faith  for  a  few  months,  till  he  had  finiihed  tlee  war»  and  ifl 
the  mean  time  to  treat  only  of  a  reformation.  Hoover  hid 
tequeft  was  refufed  both  by  the  council  and  hi$  ally  the  pope^ 
who,  notwithilanding  the  pretences  of  the  emperor,  ds* 
clared  the  war  to  be  undertaken  on  a  religions  Kcount,  ani 
prfcflcd  Charles  to  allow  his  legate  to  publifti  acruf^de  K  Thef 
fathers  at  7r^/ likewiie,  in  their  fifth  fefEon,  which  was  hcl4 
on  the  r/th  oijme^  publiflied  a  decree  concerning  the  doc- 
trine of  original  fin ;  in  the  end  of  wWch  they  declared,  that 
they  had  no  intention  to  comprehend,  under  original  fin, 
the  blefled  and  immaculate  virgin  Mary.  They  alfo  added 
fome  rules  for  regulating  the  manner  of  inftmainig  the  peo- 
ple and  preaching  the  ^pel,  and  appointed  the  nextfrffou

l^ror,  before  the  end  qf  canipaign,  was  gyeatly  fuperior,  and 
©bilged  the  eleftor  palatine,  the  duke  of  Wlrtemberg^  an4 
ifivat  imperial  cides,  to  fubmlt  and  aik  pardon  ".     The  popor 
being  offended,  that,  in  the  accommodation  which  he  made 
with  thofe  who  had  fubmitted,  he  had  tokrated  herefy,  re-«

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tmperor;  ItoWever^  he  would  not  agree  to  his  requeft^  for 
the  retorfi  of  the  cooncil  to  Trent ' ;  but  follicited  Charles  to 
order  the  Spanijb  bifhops  to  repair  to  Bologna^  where,  on  the 
aiikaEj^prilf  the  council  had  held  che  ninth  feflion,  in  which 
they  had  only  read  a  decree  appointing  the  next  feffion  to  be 
celebrated  on  the  fecond  of  June,  when  they  again  prorogued 
the  feflicm  to  the  1 5  th  of  September.  As  there  were  very 
few  prelates  at  Bologna,  the  council  wa3  afterwards  pro* 
rogued  to  a  limited  time  ^ 

Paul  in  the  mean  time  fent  a  legate  to  France ^  to  congra-  ^^  unfne^ 
tulate  Henry  11.  who  had  fuccceded  his  father  Francis  on  the  c^fsfulat'- 
31ft  of  March,  and  foon  after  he  granted  a  bull  for  efla- ^^'*-^' 'f 
biidiing  the  tribunal  of  the  inquifition  in  the  kingdom  of  ^^ /f^/. 
Naples f  to  which  he  had  been  follicited  by  the  Spanijh  vice- rj^^^'* 
roy ;  but,  upon  the  publication  of  the  edift  for  the  eftablifli- jsjar^hi. 
ment  of  the  holy  dBfice,  fo  violent  an  infurreftion  followed,      * 
that  the  eniperqr  was  apprehenfive  of  a  general  revolt,  and  ai 
few  months  after  confentcd  to  repeal  his  decree  ".     During 
thefe  difturbances  at  Naples,  the  pope  was  alarmed  with  the 
news  of  the  murder  of  his  fon  Peter-Lewis  ;  who,  having 
rendered  himfelf  odious  by  his  inBimous  vices,  was  afl^fllnated 
i&  his  palace  at  Placentia,     This  city  was  immediately  after 
feized  by  Ferdinand  Gonzaga,  the   emperor's  lieutenant  in 
Lombardy ;  which  raifed  a  great  fufpicion  that  Charles  him* 
felf  was  confcious  of  the  murder.    About  the  fame  time  he 
likewife  received  a  letter  from  the  princes  and  prelates  of 
Germany,  affembled  at  the  diet  of  Augsburg,  intreating  him  to 
rcftorc  the  council  of  *Trent,  and  a  few  weeks  after  an  am* 
baflador  arrived  at  Rome  from  the  emperor,  to  inform  him 
that  the  proteftant  princes  and  cities  had  agreed  to  fubmit  to 
the  council  (N)  of  Trent,  and  ,to  urge  him  to  order  the  fa-

.  a  few  penfioDaries  of  the  holy  fee  ^, 

Tho*  the  pope,  in  compliance  with  the  emperor,  fufpended 
the  cpunciJ  j  and  would  not  proceed  againft  thofe  prelates  that 
remained  at  Trent,  yet  he  expreffed  great  difTatisfadlion  up- 
"on  receiving  a  copy- of  the  new  form  of  reformation  drawn 
up  by  the  doftors-in  Germany,  whkh  was  called  the  Interm, 
denoting,  by  that  title,  that  its  articles  were  to  remain  in  force 
till  others  fhould  be  compofed  by  the  pope  and  a  univerfal 
.council.  He  oi^dered  his  legate  Sfondrato,  who  had  con- 
.tlnued  with  the  emperor  fince  the  viftory  at  Mullherg,  to 
-cenfure  it  in  general,  but  particularly  the  two  articles  allow- 
ing the  marriage  of  ,priefts,  and  the  communicating  under 
both  kinds ;  the  firft  of  which  had  never  been  known,  and 
the  other  could  not  be  permitted  by  any  authority  but  that  of 
theapoftolicfee.  Charles  paid  no  regard  to  this  remonftrance ; 
but,  on  the  15th  of  May^  prefented  his  Interim  to  the  diet, 
for  which  the  archbilhop  of  Mentz  thanked  him  in  the  name  • 
of  all  the  princes,  without  having  previoufly  demanded  their  > 

•  confent.     The  emperor,  interpreting  this  fpcech  as  a  general  «which  h 
approbation   of   his   book,  immediately    ordered  it  to  bt  condemned 
printed    in    Latin  and    Germany    and   peremptorily  com-  ^^'^  h  '^* 
'laanded  it  to  be  received  both  by  the  catholics  and  pro- ^^^i^*"^ 
teftants.     By  this  proceeding,  inftead  of  putting  an  end  to ^'*'''^* 
the  divifions,  be  greatly  inflamed  both  parties  againft  himfelf ;  ^"  '' 
for   the  proteftants  obje^ed  to  the  book  as  containing  the 
doftrines  of  popery,  artfully  difguifed,  ^nd  the  catholics  re- 
J6fted  it  for  not  having  the  fandlion  of  ecclefiaftic  authority  ; 
however,  he  would  receive  no  excufe  from  the  Lutherans, 
maay  of  whom  were  compelled  by  his  S^anijb  znd  Neapolitan 
troops  to  give*  their  afTent  to  his  book,  while  many  dodlors 
of  that  perfuafion,  to  avoid  per fecution,  were  obliged  to  quit 
Germany  '^. 

CHARiE»  likewife  intreated  the  pope  to  fend  legates  vcAo^hree nuri^ 
Germany y  to  aiTift  in  putting  his  edifts  into  execution.  Paulcios/entto 
refufcd  this  requeft,  as  derogatory  from  the  apoftolic  autho-  Germany

They  had  likewife  authority  to  abfolve  the  ca- 
tholics from  their  oaths  given  to  heretics,  and  to  unite  ecck- 
fiaAical  benefices  to  univerfities,  fchools,  aiM  hbfpitals; 
A.D.  but,  tho'  the  bull  was  expedited  on  the  laft  of  Auguft:,  they 
"549-  did  not  lay  their  mandates  before  the  emperor  till  the  25th 
of  May  in  the  following  year*.^  Charles ^  being  diflatisfied 
with  their  powers,  prohibited  the  nuncios  from  putting  them 
in  execution,  till  they  (hould  be  altered  m  fome  articles  t^ 
the  pope ;  and  even  after  they  recdved  fome  alteration,  the 
nuncios  were  ftill  prevented  from  afting,  by  new  dUHcultics 
that  were  ftarted ;  fo  that  they  were  at  laft  obliged  to  dele- 
gate their  powers  to  the  Cerman  bifhops,  to  each  within  Ms 
own  diociefe,  and  to  the  Other  prelates  within  the  extent  of 
their  jurifdiftion  •.  " 

fhf  tope        During  thefe  tranfaftions,  the  pope  earneftly  follidted 
folUcits      ^'^  emperor  to  reftore  Placentia^  which  city  he  affirmed  bc- 
tberef.fi-    longed  to  the  dominions  of  the  church;  but  finding  hk  fd- 
ratianof   licitatious  had  no  effedl  upon  the  emperor,  he  began  to  think 
Placentia-  of  reftoring  Parma  to  the  church,  and  to  give  his  grandfon 
OElavitis  another  territor)\  He  accordingly  appointed  Camilh 
Urjini  governor  of  Parma  ;  but  his  grandfon  refufed  to  ac- 
cept of  any  other  territory,  and  privately  left  Rome,  with  the 
in  teuton  of  taking  pofleiEon  of  that  city.     Being  fruftratcd 
in  his  attempt  to  furprlfe  the  place,  he  wrote  to  his  broAcT' 
cardinal  Farnefe,  declaring,  that,  if  his  grandfather  would 
not  reftore  the  city,  he  would  treat  with  the  emperor's  lieu- 
tenant Conztf^a.     This  letter,  being  read  to  the  pope,  had

After  the  death  of  Paid  III.  the  cardinals  delayed  enter- 
ing the  conclave  till  the  28th  of  November;  during  which 
time  the  imperial  and  French  minifters  warmly  follicited  the 
favour  of  cardinal  Famefe,  who  was  at  the  head  of  a  party 
of  the  iacred  college.     Upon  (hitting  the  conclave,  cardinal 
Poole  was  propofed  by  a  great  many  voices,  and,  upon  the 
firft  fcrutiny,  \yanted  only  two  votes  to  be  legally  elefted;

r&A  tor  refvming  the  council,  and  the  next  feifion  appointed 
to  be  held  o^  the  firft  of  September y  becaufe  very  few  pre- 
latie^  w^r^  then  arrived,  and  on  account  of  fome  difiurbances 
m^lsmbart^^  which  thieatened  to  interrupt  the  tranquility-^ *^ 
of  hafy  °.

he  thought,  profwr,  yet  he  never  imagined  he  would  have  re-  Frapce. 
ccsVie  to  the  French ;  therefore,  to  clear  himfclf  from  aay 
fofptaons  of  the  emperor,  he  cited  Q3avius  ta  appear  at 
Rom^  within   thirty  days.     As  he  negleded    the  citation, 
he  applied  to  Con^aga  for  aififtance,  and  about  tlie  middle 
of  May  the  pope's  troops  and  imperialifts  invefted  Parma  and 
J^rtrndola^     Tke  kiog  of  Fr^iwctf  of  dered  his  ambaiTador  at 
Bwnfn  to  juftify  his  proceeding  \o  the  pope,  and  to  declare, 
that,  unkfs  he  ceafed  boftiUties,    be  would  prohibit  his 
bifiiops  from  going  to  Trent  \  but  Julius^  being  aijured  of 
the  em|^ror's  afElknce,  ordered  the  king  to  withdraw  his 
troops,  and  even   threatened  him  with  excommunication. 
Mean- while  the  French  troops,   being- reinforced  in  Italy^ 
made  feveral  ineurjfions  into  the  Bolognefe;  and  attacked  the 
Milanefe  on  the  fide  of  Piedmont ;  hoftilities  likewife  com- 
mencing betwixt  France  and  the  emperor  in  Lorrain  and 
Flanders  •, 

T»o'    the   emperor,   by    befieging  Parma^  had  given 
JHenry  II.  a  pretence  for  a  rupture,  arid  had  thereby  involved 
Idmfelf  in  a  new  war  with  France^  yet  he  did  not  negleft  the 
al^rs  of  religion,  and  wrote  to  tlie  proteftant  ftates,  defiriog 
them  to  fend  ambafladors  to  Trent ;  and,  as  they  infifted  up- 
on a  fafe  cctfiduft  from  the  council,  he  promifed  to  apply  to 
the  fathers  for  that  purpofe.     In  the  mean  time  the  eleftors  ^^^^ 
<rf  Mentz  and  Triers,  with  feveral  other  German  biihops,  re-  f-^^^^ 
paired  to  Trent,  and  were  prefent '  at  tlie  twelfth  feffion ;  J^^^J^^* 
wbex  a  decree  was  read,  appointing  the  following  feiEon  on  xrent!

'As  "Don  Pedro  de  Toledo y  the  vice-     irj-q*    - 
roy  of  Naples y  in  the  month  of  January  began  his  mar^ch  for 
Tufcany  with  a  formidable  army,  in  order  to  reduce  the  re- 
bels, Julius,  remembering  the  fate  of  Clement  VII.  immedi- 
ately levied  8000  men  for  the  defence  of  the  ecclefiaftical  ter- 
ritories^ the  command  of  whom  he  gave  to  Caniillo  IJrfini. 
About  the  fame  time  he  fent  legates  to  the  emperor  and  the    • 
king  of  Frajice^  offering  them  his  mcdiatioia  for  a  general 
peace. 

,SooN  after,    at  the  defire  of  Mary  queen  of  England^  Cardinal 
who  intended  to  reftore  the  authority  of  the  pope  in  that  VooIq  fent 
kingdom,  he  ordered  cardinal  Poole  to  repair  thither  as  his. a/ /^^^/f  a 
legate  d  latere^  and  in  his  JQurney  through  Germany  to  ex-  latere  to 
hort  the  emperor  to  peace.     The  cardinal  left  itome  about  England. 
the  end  of  Odlober ;  but  as  he  had  not  yet  taken  priefl'js  orders, 
the  emperor  was  apprehenfive  left  Mary  fhould  chufe  him.    . 
for  her  hufband,   in  preference  to  his  fon  Philip  :  he  there- 
fore found  a  pretence  to  flop  him  at  Augsburg,    and  repre- 
fented  to  the  queen,  that  the  cardinal's  forward  zeal  for  the 
mterefts  of  the  holy  fee  would  certainly  inflame  the  people 
d  England \  and,  at  the  fame  time,  he  urged  the  alliance

Poole  accordingly  had  a  conference  with 
France,    ^^^^y  H-  ^"'  quickly  found  that  neither  he  nor  the  emperor 
had  any  real  inclination  to  peace  y.     Soon  after  an  embail^^ 
arriving  from  king  Philip  and  queen  Afory,  inviting  him  to 
'  England,  he  took  leave  of  the  emperor,  and  fet  ont  for  London^ 

where,  on  the  23d  of  November ,  he  was  received  with  great 
demonftrations  of  joy ;  and  a  few  days  after,  b^ing  reinftat- 
ed  in  his  former  poflefHons  and  dignity,  he  folemnly  abfolved 
the  nation  from  the  cenfures  they  had  incurred  on  account  of 
the  fchifin  and  herefy.  Ambaffadors  were  then  ordered  lo 
proceed  to  Romey  to  declare  the  obedience  of  that  nation  to 
the  apoftolic  fee  ;  the  news  of  which  proceedings  being 
brought  by  an  exprefs  to  the  pope,  he  immediately  ordered 
public  fupplications  over  all  Italy,  and  publifhed  gencnd 
indulgences  as  in  the  year  of  jubilee  *.  About  the  fame 
time,  being  informed  that  the  emperor  had  appointed  a  diet 
to  be  held  at  Augsburg  in  the  beginning  of  February,  he  fent 
"^SSS'  the  cardinal  Moron  to  Germany  as  his  legate,  to  exhort  the 
proteftants  to  follow  the  example  of  England,  and  to  acknow- 
lege  the  authority  of  the  fee  of  Rome,  charging  him,  how- 
ever, to  avoid  all  conferences  on  the  difputed  points  of  re- 
ligion *.  Moron  had  hardly  arrived  at  the  diet,  when  being 
^  ..  ..  informed  of  the  death  of  pope  Julius,  he  immediately  fet  out 
Ro  c'^^*"  ^^^^^  together  with  the  cardinal  of  Augsburg.  Julius 
^  °*  died  on  the  23d  of  March,  of  a  lethargy,  according  to  fome 
authors ;  but  others  affirm,  that  his  death  was  occafioned  by 
a  change  of  diet,  which  his  phyfician  advifed  him  to  on  ac- 
count of  the  gout,  while  many  alleged,  that  he  altered  his 
diet  at  firft  under  a  pretence  of  ficknefs,  that  he  might  avoid 
calling  a  confiftory,  which  he  knew  would  oppote  the  de- 
mands of  his  brother  Baldwin,  who  defired  earneftly  to  be 
put  in  pofleffion  oiCamerino  b.

.  Julius  III.  was  fucceedcd  in  the  pontificate  by  Marcellus  Marccllas 
Cervinus,  a  native  oiMont/ano,  and  cardinal  of  the  holy  UheUa^ 
^rofs  at  Jeru/alem,  who  being  elefted  on  the  9th  of  Jprii  ^^  Mf» 
retained  his  own  name,  and  was  next  day  confecraled  biftiop,     -f.'* 
and  then  folcmnly  crowned.     Upon  his  promotion  he  pro-  ^^^Z'. 
hibited  all  his  relations  from  coming  to  Jfome,  and  comma-  ^^^  ^^ 
nlcated  to  the  cardinal  of  Mantua  his  deflgn  of  aflembling  a  ^^  ^/^ 
general  council  for  a  thorough  reformation  of  the  church,  e/eShn. 
which,   he  faid,  'would  rather  eftablifti  than  deprefs  the  au- 
thority of  the  Roman  fee.     However,  he  was  prevented  by 
death  from  putting  his  defign  in  execution  ;    for  having 
jgreatly  fatigued  himfelf  with  the  many  fuperfluous  and  trou- 
blefome  ceremonies,  which  he  performed  in  the  holy  week 
before  Eafler^  he  died  of  an  apoplexy,  or,  according  to  fome 
authors  of  poifop,  on  the  laft  day  of  Aprils  on  the  22d  day 
after  his  eleif):ion^  apd  in  the  54th  year  of  his  age*. 

A  FEW  days  after  the  death  01  Marcellus y  forty- five  car- 
dinals, who  were  then  at  Romcy  entered  the  conclave,  where 
the  cardinal  of  Jugshurg,  feconded  by  Moron,  propofed  that,^ 
among  other  the  articles  which  the  facred  college  ufually  fwore 
toat  an  eledion,  the  two  following  (hould  be  added,  by  which 
the  new  pope  (hould  be  obliged,  within  two  years,  to  aflem- 
blc  a  general  council,  for  completing  the  reformftioh  alrea- 
dy begun,  and  to  induce  the  proteftants  to  receive  the  decrees 
of  the  council  of  Trent  y  and  that  he  (hould  llkewife  bind 
himfelf  by  oath,  not  to .  create  above  four  car4i|ials  in  the 
firft  two  years  of  his  pontificate  **.  This  motion,  however, 
was  oppofed,  and  on  the  22d  of  May  cardinal  Caraffa  was  pad  IV; 
clefted  pope,  nqtwithftaading  the  great  oppofition  of  the  is  ele^e^i 
imperial  party.  As  he  feemed  to  have  a  great  averfion  to  the 
Spaniards,  and  had  received  fome  bad  offices  from  the  em- 
peror, it  was  generally  concluded  that  he  would  favour  the 
king  of  France.  He  afiumed  the  name  of  Paul  IV.  and  waa 
crowned  on  the  3d  day  after  his  elcftion  (R).-  As  he  was 
of  a  morofe  difpofition,  and  had  been  the  author  and  con- 
triver of  the  inquifition,  his  eleftion  ftrucka  great  terror  in*

,  and  told  the  fteward  of  his  houftioid,  that  he   would   be 
ferved  as  became  a  prince.     Soon  after  he  began  to  follow 
his  natural  temper,  and  publifhed  fome  very  fevere  edifb 
for  correfting  the  dillblute  manners  of  the  cityl     He  re- 
formed the  offices  of  the  datary,  the  penitentiary,  aad  the 
rota,  and  ordered  the  priefts  to  be  more  moderate  both  in 
their  drefs  and  in  their  tables.     He  likewife  conferred  feveral 
new  privileges  on  the  Romans,  who,  as  a  teftimony  of  their 
gratitude,  erefted  a  marble  ftatue  to  him  in  the  capitol,  arii 
chofe  more  than  i  oo  of  their  nobles,  who  w^re  appointed  to 
ferve  without  any  pay,  as  a  life-guard  to  the  popes,  amd  were 
by  him  created  knights  of  the  faith  ^.

His  refentment  againft  the  empepor  was  owing  to  another 
caufe  than  the  peace  granted  to  the  proteftants  ;  for  having

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formerly  received  a  perfonal  isjury  from  the  Neapolitan  vic^-  *  ^  * 
XDy>  who  had  ref)ifed  to  allow  him  to  take  poSkSioa  of  the 
■aipchbifcopric  of  Napies,  oa  pretence  that  hq  favoured  the 
Frtuch  party,  be  had  then  endeavoured,  .with  great  earneft- 
ncfs,  to  excite  Paul  III.  to  declare  war  againft  the  emperor. 
fii$  hopes  of  reveng^e,  however,  bdng  at  that  tisie  fruflrated, 
he  now  thought  it  a  proper  time  to  difcovcr  his  enmity  to 
tlie  Spaniards ;  and  having  formed  a  deiiga  to  deprive  them 
of  the  kingdom  of  Naples^  on  the  r6th  of  September  he  pri-  ' 

vately  concluded  a  treaty  with  Henry  II.  for  feizing  that 
.kingdom,  by  wliich  means  he  hoped  to  aggrandize  the  prince  Refily^st^ 
x>{  hi^  family  K    About  the  fame  time,  by  their  iniligatioa,  ^P^'^^^^ 
he  began  to  pcrfecute  the  family  of  Cokraia,  and  others,  ^^o.^J^^y 
were  known  to  have  an  attachment  to  the  emperor.    Under  jj^  '%' 
4)r^tcnce  ai  a  plot,  which  he  alleged  had  been  formed  by  the  Naples^ 
iraperialifls  againft  him,  he  increafed  his  troops  and  guards  md 
hj  new  levies,  thrnft  the  cardinal  SforTsa^  Camilla,   Colonna, 
aod  the  abbot  of  Br\fegna  into  prifon,  and  confifcating  all 
the  territories  belongipg  to  the  Colonna  famUy  withia  the 
dominions  of  die  church,  bellowed  them  on  his  nephew 
JohM^  count  of  Monterioy  whom  he  created  duke  of  Palianp, 
aad^goneral  of  the  forces  of  the  church  K     He  likewlfe  cob- 
fi&ated  the  laarqtti&te  of  Montebello^  which  he  conferred  on 
Anthony  Caraffa^  another  of  his  nephews  ;  and  being  fuUy 
rcfobcd  on.a  war,  he  fortified  PdlidnG,  which  was  conve- 
niently fituated  on  the  frontiers  of  Naples. 

Mean,  while  he  was  greatly  alarmed  with  the  news  of  2^perfuades 
truce,  which  his  ally  the  king  oi  France  and  the  emperor  had  the  king  of 
agreed  to  for  five  years.     Tho'  he  was  not  a  little  offended  France 
with  Henry  II.  yet  he  diflfemblcd  his  refentment,  and  fent  '^.  •^'wtf/< 
the  cardinal  of  Pifa  to  the  emperor  and-  Philips  and  his  ne-     .  ^V^^ 
phew  cardinal  Can^a  to  the  French  king,  to  congratulate  ^   ^^ 
them  upon  the  truce,  and  to  exhort  them  to  a  general  peace,  ^J^^* 
that  the  council  might  be  re-alTumed.     Carc^Oy  however,    a,  j^^ 
prefled  Henry  very  much  to  ei^gage  in  2i  Neapolitan  war;    icc^! 
and  being  iecofided  by  the  cardinal  oiLorrcunt  and  his  bro- 
ther the  duke  of  Guife,  he  at  length  fucceeded,  and  abfolved 
the  king  from  the  oath  he  had  taken  to  obferve  the  truce. 
In  the  mean  time  the  imperialifts,  having  marched-  to  the 
ai&ftance  of  the  family  of  Colonna,  under  the  conmiand  of 
the  viceroy,  the  duke  of  Alva^  quickly  made  ^hemf^Ives 
matters  of  all  the  Campania  oiRome^  while  the  duke  of  Cuife 
was  preparing  to  march  into  Italy  with  an  army  of  12,000 
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French,  to  the  affiftance  oE  Paul.    This  tnespefled  ii|ic» 
cefs  of  the  Neapolitans  greatly  diRreCkd  the  pope^  who,  t9 
fnpport  the  war,  mifcrably  harrafled  his  fubjefls.    Hecx- 
afted  half  a  year's  revenue  from  all  offices,  doubled  thetythei 
iipoa  all  beneficest  converted  many  of  the  churches  mto  ma- 
gazines and  ftorehoufes,  feized  all  the  harks  in  Rome  to  fern 
in  the  war,  and  compelled  all  the  monks,  of  what  order  lb* 
ever^  to  labour  at  the  works,  and  to  carry  earth  to  the  bxA* 
flcations.    He  likewife  ordered  all  private  debts  to  be  piij 
into  his  treafury,  promifing  to  fatisfy  the  creditors  afterwards, 
and  raifed  all  the  cuftoms  and  taxes  to  an  eitceffive  d^;ree. 
However,  the  miferies  and  groans  of  his  fubjedts  were  not 
able  to  incline  his  fierce  and  implacable  fpirit  to  a  peace;  bot 
t9  fin4.M»  ^^  ^jjj^^  q£  ^j^^  having,  in  the  beginning  of  the  year,  €► 
j^y"  '  tcred  Lombardy,  he  prcffed  him  earneftly  to  advance  withht 
jiljy^    army,  and  invade  Naples,  contrary  to  the  opinion  of  die 
1  ^^jl    moft  prudent  French  generals,  who  thought  it  would  be  soon 
advantageous  to  carry  on  the  war  in  the  MUane/e,  wtuck 
was  then  in  a  very  defencelefs  ftate  K 

Paul,,  in  the  mean  time,  haying  been  mformed  tbaC 

Charles  V.  had  abdicated  the  empire  in  favour  of  his  brodxr 

Ferdinand,  he  wrote  to  the  ecclefiaftical  eleAors  to  prohil^ 

them  from  receiving  his  refignation;  which,  however,  was 

approved  of  by  the  eleftors  at  a  diet  held  at  Frankfort,  where 

Ferdinand  confented  to  receive  the  imperial  enfigns,  on  coa* 

dition  that  he  fhould  be  allowed  to  fend  an  embafly  to  the 

pope,   to  a(k  his  confirmation.    While  Paul  thus  manifefted 

his  enmity  againft  the  emperor,   the  arms  of  his  fon  PbiHf, 

to  whom  he  had  refigned  his  hereditary  dominions,  weit 

very  fuccefsful  in  Italy.    The  duke  of  Jlva  had  obliged  the 

French  to  raife  the  fiege  of  fome  places  on  the  frontiers  d 

Naples ;  and  towards  the  end  of  Auguft  approached  with 

his  army  towards  Rmne,  in  hopes  of  furprizing  the  city.    At 

„  .     f    the  fame  time  the  duke  of  Gwfe  being  recalled  with  his  forces 

littdti  '  *^  ^PPofc  the  Spaniards  in  Flanders,  who  in  the  beginning 

f^clude  a  ^^  ^^^  month  had  gained  a  fignal  viftory  over  the  French  at 

peace  with  ^^'  ^ntin,  Paul,'  with  great  regret,  was  obliged  to  coa* 

thennceroj  fcnt  to  a  peace,  which  was  concluded  on  the  13th  of  Se^

The  war  being  finiihed,  Paul  immediately  fcnt  legatcj 
to  the  kings  of  Fr^wc^  and  Spcdn,  offering  hitnfelf  as  mediator 
pf  their  differences,  but  without  any  fucccfs.  In  the  mean 
time,  applying  himfelf  to  the  reformation  of  abufes*,  he  or- 
dered the  inquifltors  to  compofe  an  index  of  books,  proper

Notwithftanding  tins 
peremptory  command,  Paul  if  ill  remained  infleuble..   He

mjl^ed,       26th  ol  JafTuary,  in  a  full  confiflory,  he  removed  the  ctf « 
*  ^^^*     ijnial  Caraffa  frpm  all  adminiftration  of  affairs,  deprived  hlA 
of  his  legation  of  Bobgna,  and  banifhed  him  to  Patricia^: 
he^difmifled  the  duke  of  Patiam  from  being  admiral  of  the 
j^allies,  and  general  of  the  aimy  of  the  church  ;  and  ordditd 
the  marquis  oiMmUbelh  to  refign  th^  office  of  captr^iaof  Ijis 
fTuards,  and  to  retirf^  tp  his  own  caftk:    he  refufed  tier 
hearken  to  any  interccffions  made  by  the  cardinals  in  clid|r

Qther  reformers;  and  being  apprehen/ive  that  thefe  altera-^ 
.tip^s  were  only  a  prelude  to  the  introduftion  of  the  inquifi- 
tipn,  began  to  confult  about  freeing  thcmfclves  from  the  op- 
preffion  pf  the  Spaniards  \     A  few  days  before  the  bull  for 
tiiefe  alterations  was  publiflied,  he  received  the  news  of  a 
peace,  concluded  on  the  ad  of  Jpril,  between  the  JtUigs  of 
J^rstnce^A  Spain,  at  which  he  exprefled  great  joy. 

He  was  greatly  dilTatisfied,  however,  with  the  elevation 
of  qaeen  BUzabeth  to  the  throne  of  England,  which  about 
^}S>tiipewas  fignified  to  him  by  the  Englijb  ambafladors. 
JEIc  alleged,  that  as  England  was  a  fief  of  the  apoftolic  fee.

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j[he  could,  not  aftume  the  adminiftration  of  the  kingdom 
without  the  leave  of  the  pope,  efpecially  confidcring  the  dc- 
feft  of  her  right  by  birth  ;  neverthelefe,  if  fhe  would  fdlK 
mit  to  his  arbitration,  he  would  aft  towards  her  with  pater> 
nal  tendernefs.  This  ridiculous  and  abfurd  dedaratiop  was 
of  great  fervice  to  the  queen,  in  weaning  her  fubjefts  from 
any  attachment  to  the  Roman  fee.  The  pope,  however,  is 
fuppofed  to  have  been  only  the  dupe  of  the  French  ambafff- 
dor,  and  to  have  objefted  to  her  fuccefHon  from  his  infiim- 
ations  of  her  fecret  attachment  to  Lutheramfm,  Henry  TL 
being  afraid  that  flie  would  conclude  a  marriage  with  his 
rival  in  power  the  king  of  Spain ;  and  befides,  being  defifous 
to  promote  the  interefts  of  his  daughter-in-law,  Mary  quecQ 
of  Scotland,  who  formed  pretenfions  to  the  Englijb  crown, 
on  the  fuppofition  that  Elizabeth  was  an  adulterous  baf- 
tard  '. 

'  Paul  did  not  long  furvive  the  news  of  the  revolutiott  of 
religion  in  England  \  but  having  been  for  fome  time  affli^ 
with  a  dropfy,  died  on  the  1 6th  of  Atigujiy  in  the  84th  year 
di  his  age,  and  the  5th  of  his  pontificate,  after  exhorting 
the  cardinals,  whom  he  called  into  his  chamber,  to  unite  iff 
chufing  a  worthy  fucceflbr,  and  recommending  to  them  the 
continuance  of  the  inquifition  ".  Scarce  any  pope  had  ever 
afted  with  more  arrogance  and  defpotifm.  His  intentions 
were  gobd  and  fmcere,  but  there  was  fo'much  favage  fee' 
city  in  his  behaviour,  that  he  rendered  himfelf  uaiveHally 
hated ;  fo  that,  even  before  his  death,  while  he  lay  expiring, 
the  Romans  aflembled  in  a  tumultuous  manner,  curfed  kis 
name  and  family,  and,  after  having  given  liberty  to  the  pri- 
foners,  fet  fire  to  the  new  building  of  the  inquifition,  ani 
were  with  great  difficulty  prevented  frt>m  doing  the  fame 
to  the  convent  of  the  Dominicans  at  Minerva.  He  was  no 
fooner  dead  than  they  ran  to  the  capitol,  broke  orfthehead- 
and  right  hand  of  his  ftatue,  which  they  tofled  about  the 
ftreets  for  three  days,  and  at  length  threw  into  the  Tyher\ 
and  an  edift  being  j)ubli(hed,  in  the  name  of  the  Rmim 
people,  for  abolifliing  the  arms  of  thtCaraffa  family,  it  was- 
executed  with  fuch  difpatch,  that  the  fame  day  there  was  no 
memorial  of  that^  name  left  in  the  clty."^. 

Upon  the  deatlj  of  Paul  IV.  the  Roman  fee  was  vacant 
more  than. four  months,,  occafioned  by  the  di/Ienfions  among 
the  cardinals,  \vho,  to  the  liumber  of  forty-four,  entered 
•the  conclave  on  the  5th  of  September y  where,  after  long  con-

the  emperor  Ferdinand^  whofe  election  he  confirmed;  and 
examining  the  feveral  innovations  of  his  predeceflbr,  he  r<?- 
voked  the  trials  of  common  caufes  to  the  uf^ial  forms  of  law. 
A  few  months  after  his  promotion,  he  ordered  the  nephews 
of  the  late  pope,  with  feverad  others  of  their  kindred  and  fer- 
vants,  to  be  apprehended  and  imprifoned  in  the  caflle  of  St, 
Angelo,  where,  after  long  confinement,  they  were  condemned 
and  executed,  on  account  of  their  enormous  crimes,  though 
the  legal  form  of  proceeding  was  not  ftriftly  obferved  at  their 
trial.     Cardinal  Alfonfoy  the  grand  nephew  of  the  late  pope, 
was  only  fined;  but  feveral  other  cardinals  were  likewife 
thrown  into  prifon,  and  deprived  of  rich  biftioprics^ 

While  he  afted  with  thisfeverity  towards  the  nephews 
of  Paul  and  their  dependents,  he  called  his  own  nephews  to' 
his  court,  on  whom  he  conferred  feveral  dignities  and  rich 
benefices.     The  moft  diftipguiftied  of  thefe  was  Charles  Bor- 
romeoy  then  in  the  2  2d  year  of  his  age,  whom  he  created  a 
cardinal,  and,  on  account  of  his  eminent  virtues  and  abili- 
ties, appointed  fupreme  adminiftrator  of  all  ecclefiaftical  af- 
fairs.    Having  likewife  fet  cardinal  Moron  at  liberty,  he  com- 
municated his  moft  fecret  councils  with  him  and  his  ncphe^V' 
Borromeo^i     Meanwhile  he  was  follicited  by  the  duke  of

refy  was  taken  from  the  fecular  courts  and  committed  to  thp 
biftiops,  thereby  depriving  the  ecclefiaftics  of  any  pretence 
for.  introducing  the  inquiution,  which  it  was  apprehended 
would  have  occailoned  a  general  infurredlion  in  the  kingdom* 
Befides,  a  general  convention -of  cftates,  in  the  end  of  Augufi^ 
was  held  at  Fontainbleau^  in  which  fome  bifliops  of  Dm- 
phinVi  after  exclaiming  againft  the  vices  and  ignorance  of  the 
popifli  clergy,  and  extolling  the  modefty,  learning,  and  piety 
of  the  Calvinift  minx&exst  had  propofed  to  call  a  national 
council,  as  the  moft  proper  means  to  put  an  end  to  the  AT- 
turbances  of  the  kingdom.  The  pope  was  greatly  alarmed 
with  the  news  of  the  proceedings  of  this  convention,  aod 
was  even  apprehenfive  that  France  intended  to  follow  the 
example  of  England,  and  to  form  a  church  independent  of 
the  fee  of  RomSy  as  the  French  prelates  expreflcd  a  great  de- 
fire  that  the  pragmatic  fanftion  fhould  be  again  renewed. 
Jle  therefore  fent  the  bifhop  oiViterbo  immediately  to  France, 
to  reprefent  to  the  king,  that  a  national  council  would  be  a 
great  diminuuon  of  his  royal  authority,  and  would  have  the 
appearance  erf"  a  fchifm  from  the  univerfal  church.  He  like- 
wife  wrote  to  the  king  of  S/>ain,  defiring  him  to  diflfuade  the 
French  king  from  aflembling  the  Gallican  clergy :  but  Frcm- 
-..  ctj  flill  infifting  on  the  expediency  of  a  national  council,

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7he  Ha-        Mbam  while  the  qnceo  r^ent  of  France^  at  the  perfuafioQ 
gonots       of  Che  prince  of  CoruUy  the  admiral  de  Cohgniy  and  the  chao- 
obtmn  /^^cellor,  pubUflied  an  rflift,  allowing  the  Hugonofs  the  fireei 
free  exer-  exerctfe  of  their  religion,  without  the  walk  <rf  the  cities,  oa 
A  •  '^^  V  ^^^^^^^^^  ^^^  ^1  taught  nothing  contrary  to  the  old  and 
tbetr  relt^  ^^^^  teftanient,  and  to  the  councS  of  Nice,  and  abftamed 
^'^'         from  railing'  againA  the  mafs  and  other  rites  of  the  Roman 
church.     The  pope  was  greatly  offended  with  this  edift; 
neverthelefs  the  queen,  being  afraid  of  an  infurreftion,  fooa 
after  publifiied  another,  confirming  the  former/ and  even 
allowing  them  to  hold  their  aflemblies  in  all  the  cities  of  the 
kingdom  except  Paris.     This  fecond  edift,  however,   hri 
Tvot  the.defired  €ffe<!!';  for  the  Hugonots  rcfolving  to  ftcure 
tD  themfelves  liberty  of  confcience  by  arms,  feized  the  ddcj 
of  Orleans^  Roiien^    Lyons^    PoidHers^   JnjcUy    Berry ^  and 
Toursy  which  occafioned  a  civil  war,  that  continaed  for 
fometime  with  great  animofity; 
Proceed^         BEFORE  the  commencement  of  hoftilities  in  France^  the 
ingsofthe  oouncil  celebrated  the  fecond  feffion,  which  was  held  on  the 
caunciL      26th  of  February ^  in  which  a  decree  wai  read  concerning  an 
index  expurgdtorius  of  books ;  the  bifhops  of  five  churches, 
the  emperor's  ambaHador  for  Hungary ^  the  patriarch  of  1^ 
nicif  four  archbiftiops,  nine  bifhops,  ont  Benedidfine  zbhc^ 
two  generals  of  the  orders  of  Franeifcans  and  AuguJUnit^ 
having  been  appointed  at  a  general  congregation  to  compole 
the  index,  which  was  ordered  not  to  be  publifhed  till  the  1 
cooclufion  of  the  council,  for  fear  of  exafperating  the  pro-  i 
teftants.    The  14th  di  March  being  appointed  for  the  next 
ieffion,  the  iathers,  in  the  mean  time,  aflembled  in  general 
congregations ;  in  one  of  which  they  granted  a  very  ampfc 
fafe*conduA  to  all  thofe,  of  whatever  nation,  who  differed  : 
from  the  fynod  in  points  of  faith.     They  then  difjputed  aboot 
thdc  points  which  were  aftervrards  to  be  decided  in  the  fef- 
fions,  particularly  about  the  refidence  of  prelates  an^  priefts 
in  their  diocefcs  and  pariflies.     The  greatcfl  part  of  the  di- 
vines and  fethers  aflcrted,  with  great  warmth,  that  refidence 
was  d§  jure  ditnna,  or  appoSnied  by  divine  revelation ;  but 
Ac  party  for  the  pope  maintained,  that  fuch  a  doftrinc 
would  be  the  ruin  of  the  hierarchy,  as  every  biftiop  would 
tlicn  conclude  that  he  himfelf  was  fupreme  in  his  own  dio- 
ccfc;  nay,  every  prieft  would  allege,  that  he  had  the  fdle 
jorifdiftion  in  his  own  parifh.     This  difpute  continued  for 
feveral  days ;  but  though  the  majority  of  the  fathers  propofed 
to  form  a  decree  for  confirming  the  .divine  right  of  f  efidence, 
yet  the  legates  found  means  to  drop  the  affair,  and  leave  it

nadetermined  ^k  'the  Spanifh  ambaflador  Ckcwife  propofed^ 
that  the  preibat  council  ihould  be  declared  a  continuation  of 
the  fcuriner,  heH  in  the  fame  city ;  but  hi$  motion  being  op«- 
pofed  by  the  imperial  ambaiTadors,  and  the  legates  being  alfo 
divided,  nothing  was  decided  on  that  head :  and  as  the  French 
ambafladcws  were  upon  their  journey  to  Trent y  the  third  fef- 
iioa  was  formally  celebrated  without  any  bufinefs  being  pro- 
poTed,  and  nextXefuon  was  appointed  to  be  held  on  the  4th 
oi  June. 

In  the  mean  time  the  French  ambafladors  arrivii^,  were  The . 
admitted  to  an  audience  in  a  general  congr^ation  on  the  French 
a6th  of  May,  when  one  of  them  made  an  elegant  oration,  ^«^^' 
wherein  he  exhorted  the  fathers  to  ufe  freedom  of  debate,  ^''^f  ^** 
and  to  take  fuch  meafures  as  would  free  the  flock  of  Chrift^^^'f^'*' 
from  lifurpation  and  oppreifion,  as  there  was  then  no  hazard  f ^7  / 

.  of  having  the  fafe-coflduft  violatjed,  or  of  difputing  wjth^^^^  ^^^ 
flames  in  that  city.  They  then  defired  the  legates  to  dc-  ^^^^ 
dare  the  council  a  new  one>  as  the  Hugonots  would  nqt 
otherwife  acknowlege  it ;  but  they  replying,  that  they  were 
only  commiilioned  by  the  pope  to  prefide  at  the  feiEons,  the 
ambalTadors  cciifulted  with  thofe  of  the  emperor,  and  agreed 
not  to  infin:  upon  their  former  demand,  provided  no  men- 
tion ftiould  be  made  of  the  continuation  of  t^ie  council  in  the 
public  aAs.     They  afterwards  defired  that  the  difcui&ng  of  ^ 

.  the  articles  of  faith  might  be  delayed,"  till  the  arrival  of  the 
deputies  from  the  proteiVants  acid  Calmnjfis;  and  added, 
the  EngJiJb  ambaflador  in  France  had  declared,  that  queea 
Elizabeth  intended  to  fend  deputies  to  the  council.  In  con* 
fequence  of  their  reprefentadons  all  bufinefs  was  likewife  de- 
ferred at  the  following  feflion,  only  the  prolocutor  of  the 
couiicil  made  an  harangue  in  anfwer  to  that  of  the  French 
ambaflador,  wherein  he  endeavoured  to  prove  that  the  coun- 
cil was  free,  notwithflanding  the  pope's  legates  prefided^ 
and  it  had  been  called  by  his  authority.  The  next  feflion  was 
then  appointed  on  the  1 6th  of  Jufyy  the  pope  in  the  mean 
dme  e^prefling  great  diflatisfadlion  at  the  proceedings  of  the 
fathers.     He  blamed  his  legate,   the  cardinal  of  Mantua^ 

'  becaufe  he  had  oppofed  the  motion  of  the  Spanijh  ambaflk;; 

'  dor,  who  wanted  the  prefent  council  to  be  declared  a  conti- 

,  nuation  of  the  former;  and  he  accufed  the  Fmzc^ ambafla- 
dors as  favourers  of  the  Hugonots  and  proteftants,  alleging^ 
that  one  of  them  had  faid  that  he  would  bring  as  many 
bifliops  to  the  council  from  France  and  Germany ^  as  would 
be  able  to  deftroj^  t  he  idol  of  Rome.

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Tbeifnpe-       GREAT  part  of  the  cduHcil  appeared  no  lefs  difladsficd 
rial  am-    with  Phis,  and  intended  to  moderate  aod  limit  his  authority, 
hajfadon   The  imperial  ambafladors  prefented  the  ^jpfcrances  of  the 
prefent  the  Germanic  body  in  a  memorial,  and  demanded,  that  the  pope 
grievances  {^^^\^  fubmit  to  a  reformation  both  fn  his  perfon  and  court; 
^  ^"'       that  the  aumber  of  cardinals  fliould  be  reduced  to  twelve^ 
J^^     as  at  t'hc  firft  inftitution,  or  at  leaft  to  twenty-four;  that  all 
^'   exemptions,  contrary  to  law,  (hould  be  revoked ;  that  dif 
penfations  (hould  not  be  granted,  unlefs  for  urgent  reafonsj 
that  plurality  of  benefices  ftiould  be  abolifhed,  ahd  ecckfi- 
aftical  offices  fliould  not  be  fet  to  fale;  that  att  fuperfluoos 
canons  fliould  be  repealed,  and  the  reft  not  accounted  of  the 
fame  obligation  with  divine  laws ;  that  divine  fervice  ftiould 
be  fo  celebrated,  that  it  might  be  underftood  by  the  peoplcj 
that  the  diftmftion  of  meats,  and  the  rigour  of  fafts,  (honld 
be  moderated ;  that  ecjclefiaftics  fliould  be  allowed  to  marry, 
and  the  communion  be  granted  to  the  laity  under  both  kinds?, 
The  legates,  to  whom  the  memorial  was  prefented,  anfwered, 
that,  Jbefore  the  next  feiTion,  they  could  only  have  time  to 
determine  the  difpute  concerning  the  communion,  and  theu 
propofed  fome  articles  on  that  head  to  be  difcufled.     A  great 
many  of  the  fathers  were  of  opinion  that  the  cup  ought  tobe 
granted  to  thofe  of  the  laity  who  demanded  it,  very  many 
catholics,  as  well  as  the  proteftauts,  expreffing  a  great  de- 
lire  to  copimunicate  under  both  kinds.     ConzagUy  cardinal 
of  Mantua^  feemed  inclined  to  this  opinion;  however,. the 
papal  party  prevailed,  and  in  the  feflion  they  eftabliflied  fear 
tirticles  with  regard  to  the  communion  ;  but,  on  account  of 
the  abfcnce  of  the  German  and  French  bifliops,  they  delayed 
determining  whether  the  cup  ought  to  be  granted  to  tie 
laity,  and  under  what  conditions  it  fliould  be  allowed .    Thcf 
then  read  nine  articles  concerning  reformation,  by  thelaftof 
which  they  entirely  abolifticd  the  name  and  office  of  quet 
tors  (Y).

'extorted    money    from    them,  the  officers  at  Pome,  who  hjd 

under   pretence   of  alms   and  procured  the  authority  for  raif- 

contributions  for  pious  works,  ing  the  contributions* 
thundering  out  corfes  and  aiia* 
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The  legates,  to  prevent  any  farther  difputes  about  the  . 
cup  in  the  eucbarift,  remitted  that  article  to  the  pope,  oiu: 
of  regstrd  (as  they  pretended)  to  the  emperor,  who  would 
tbore'eafily  obtlth  his  demands  from  his  holinefs,  than  from 
the  fathers  at  Trent;  whereas  in  reality  thefe  laft,.  who  con» 
fifted  almoft  wholly  of  Portuguefe,  Spaniards,  and  Italians^ 
were  only  the  tools  of  the  former  ^.  Having  likewife  ap- 
pointed the  next  fcffion  to  be  held  on  the  17  \hot  September^ 
they  propofed  the  articles  concerning  the  inftitution  and  effi- 
cacy of  the  mafs,  of  the  ceremonies  to  be  obferved  in  that 
office,  and  of  mixing  of  water  with  wine,  to  be  difcufled  in 
the  general  congregations.  The  imperial  and  French  am- 
bafladors,  with  many  others,  infilled,  that  the  feffion  ihould 
be  delayed  till  the  arrival  of  the  French  and  Polijb  biihops, 
and  till  the  conclufion  of  the  German  diet,  which  was  to  be  .  ^ 
held  at  Frankfort  in  the  month  of  November ;  but  as  the  ' 

pop?  had  defired  the  legates  to  haften  the  conduCon  of  the 
council,  it  was  carried  againft  them;  and  the  articles/ above- 
itaentioned  were  debated  in  the  congr^dons,  in  which  a 
queftion  was  ftarted.  Whether  Jefus  Chrift,  when  he  firft 
inflituted  the  facrament  of  the  eucharift,  did  then  ofier  and> 
(kcrifice  himfelf  ?  If  he  did  not  at  that  time  of!er  himfelf  a 
facriHce,  then  the  mafs  which  is  founded  on  the  inftitution. 
Do  this  in  remembrance  of  me^  is  nofacrifice;  and  if  he  did 
facrifice  himfelf,  it  mufl  have  been  propitiatory,  as  it  is  faid, 
he  offered  himfelf  but  once,  and  then  the  facrifice  on  the  crofe 
had  ,been  unprofitable  and  unnecefTary,  a$  the  fins  of  man* 
kind  had  been  expiated  by  the  facrifice  of  the  eucharift. 

This  queftion  occafioned  fo  much  doubt  and  debate,  ihsiX,  Decrees 
xtiany  propofed  to  leave  the  article  concerning  the  mafs  unde-  concerning 
termined  by. any  particular  canon:  however,  the  majority ^^^*'^' 
"Were  of  a  difFercnt  opinion,  and  in  the  following  feffion  nine 
articles  were  read,  containing  the  doftrine  of  the  mafs;  the 
fum  of  which  were,  that  it  had  been  inftituted.by  Chrift  in 
the  laft  fupper ;  that  it  was  propitiatory  for  the  living  and 
the  dead ;  that  it  was  offered  only  to  God,  though  it  might 
fometimes  be  celebrated  in  honour  of  the  faints;  that  the 
canon  of  the  mafs,  and  the  rites  and  ceremonies  appointed, 
by  the  church  for  its  celebration,  were  all  free  from  error  ; 
.  that  the  mafles  in  which  the  prieft  alone  communicated, 
v^ere  common  to  all  the  hearers ;  that  in  the  chalice,  water 
ought  to  be  mixed  with  me  wine ;  that  the  mafs  ought  not  to 
be  celebrated  in  the  vulgar  tongue,  but  that  its  myfteries 
oiJght  frequently  to  he  explained  to  the  people :   to  allyhlcb

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articles  anathemas  were  added  agalnft  the  adfverfer ies  of  thai 
doftfine :  however,  twenty-two  or  twenty-three  prelate 
refufed  their,  affent  to,  this  tanon.  In  the  fame  feiSon  a  d^ 
'  cree  was  alfo  read,  concerning  reformation,  under  eleven  arti^ 
des ;  by  which,  among  other  things,  ftrll  power  was  glvei> 
€o  biftiops  to  infpeft  the  nature  of  difpcnfations,  whether 
they  were  fairly  or  furreptitioufly  obtained.  And  by  another 
^decree,  the  article  about  the  .cup  in  the  eucharift  was  rc«l 
milted  to  the  dcdfion  of  the  pope ;  at  whtch  the  emperor  vmi 
greatly  offended,  being  fenfible  that  the  greateft  part  of  tbel 
Germans  would  refufe  to  accept  of  any  concefSon  frott  the 
pope.  Several  other  determinations  of  this  fefGon  were  like- 
%iie  univerfally  blamcdj  as  giving  too  ample  power  and  ju- 
rlfdiftion  to  the  bifhops. 
^  ..^  The  fathers  in  the  mean  time  continued  their  general  coa- 
Jutes  cm-  S^egationd,  and  debated  with  great  acrimony  concerning  the 
^nir^  *'  ?*cr*^^n^^  *^  ordination  and  marriage.  Very  many,  efp6- 
the  di'  <^*l'y  ^  ^^^  Spaniards,  affcrtcd  the  divine  right  of  epifcopacy, 
^tne  right  ^nd  that  the  bi<hops  held  their  power  and  authority  iminedi- 
pf^fifco-  jttely  from  Jcfus  Chrift,  and  not  from  f he  pope.  Thisdc- 
tatj.  dlaratioh  alarmed  the  legates,  who  aj  firft  allowed  the  debate 
to  proceed  freely,  while  the  fathers  were  difputing  concern- 
ing the  fuperiority  of  the  order  of  birtiops  to  that  of  priefts; 
but  now  they  prohibited  them  from  treating  farther  on  that 
fubjeft.  However,  they  foon  after  appointed  four  divines 
to  anfwer  the  arguments  of  the  Sp&nijb  "biftiops ;  the  chief 
of  thefe  defenders 'benig  Lainez,  general  of  the  Jefidts,  wTio 
declaimed  for  two  hours  in  a  general  congregation,  and  af- 
ferted',  that  epifcopacy  was  no  otherwife  of  divine  right, 
than  as  the  whole  order  of  the  hierachy  was  inherent  In  the 
pope.  Both  parties  defending  their  opinions  With  great lieat 
and  paffion,  the  legates,  in  order  to  cool  their  ardor,  defer- 
red the  general  congregations,  and  even  the  approaching  fcf- 
iions,  till  the  arrival  of  the  cardinal  of  Lorrain  with  the 
french  prelates,  who  had  already  entered  Aafy.  The  car- 
dinal foon  after  entered  Trent^  where  he  Was  recttved  with 
great  honour,  and  on  the  23d  o(  November  admitted  to  an 
audience  in  a  general  congregation,  in  which  he  delivered 
his  credentials.  Before  his  arrival,  while  the  congregations 
wer^  interrupted,  the  Spanifh  prelates  aflbciated  themfelves 
together,  and  demanded,  in^  a  pofitive  manner,  that  cpifco- 
pacy  fliould  be  declared  of  idivine  right.  The  legates^  as 
the  only  m«ins  to  excufe  themfelves,  procured  twenty  pre- 
lates of  their  own  party  to  come  ta'  their  lodgings,  and  to 
demand  that  no  determination  might  be  made  of  that  contro- 
yerfy;  fo  that,  to  fetlsfy  both  parties,  the  queftion  was  M 

left 
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.  Left  in  fufjpetce.  At  the  fame  time  they  ufed  many  aorti  to 
defeat  the  intentioas  of'the cardinal  of  Lorram  aad  tJbei>vno6 
prelatea,  who  had  pubKihed  on  thek  journey  to  Trent ^  that 
tbey  intended  to  defboy  the  gr«atnefs  and  pride  of  the  pope, 
and  to  free  the  people  from  the  opprcflioos  and  tynmniss  of 
the  court  of /ftwiv* 

Ufom  their  arrival  the  number  of  prelates  amottnted 
to  218;  the  majority  of  whom  being  fufpeAed  to  be  ene- 
mles  to  the  papal  4iuthority,  Pius  immediately  difpatch- 
.ed  as  many  cardinals  and  biihops  from  Italy  as  he  Ccrnld 

.^to  the  conncily  to  reinforce  his  party.  The  apprehenfioos 
of  the  legates,  with  regard  to  the  ir^c^  prelates^  foon  ap- 
,pcared  to  be  juA,  for  they  efpoufed,  with  great  warmth, 
the  doftrine  of  the  divine  right  of  epifcopacy.  The  cardi** 
Aal  of  JUrrainf  after  exclaiming  againft  the  corruptions  of 
-the  clergy,  and  defcribing  the  miferies  of  France^  faid,  Ufif, 
th^  ecclifi^kty  are  the  cmtfe  of  ail  thefejiormr^  tve  that 
have  ikparted  and  fled frmn  the  face  of  God^  eqft  vs  into  the 
Ji^ay  and  the  ten^eft  will  ceafe.  Another  declared^  that  if  the 
^caufe  cf  the  civil  difturbances  in  France  were  required,  he 
^jnight  anfwer  as  Jelm  did  to  Joram^  when  he  afked,. 
Is  it  pedce  Jehu  I  How  can  it  be  peace^  fo  long  as  the  whore^ 
.doms  (ffhjf  mother  Jerebel  and  her  witchcrafts  are  Jo  many  P 
As  fcyeral  others  aflerted  that  the  authority  of  the  pope  dif- 
.feared  nor  from  that  of  any  other  bifliop,  but  that  the  church, 
.the  (poufe  of  Chrift,  was  enflaved  and  proftituted  to  the  ar- 
^bitrary  pleafure  of  a  fingle  perfon,  the  papal  party  endctf- 
voured  to  prove,  that  the  government  of  the  church  was  mo- 
narchical, and  that  the  authority  of  the  keys  was  only  cooi- 
jaaittcd  to  Peter  vind  his  fucccflbrs  *. 
-  During  thefe  tranfaftions  in  the  council,  the  pope  pubf 
lilhed  feveral  btiUs,  ordaining  reformations  in  fome  of  his 
^j£ces,  and  fubjeAing  facrcd  places  and  confraternities  to  the 
authority  of  the  ordinaries  and  parifli  priefts,  and  ordering 
-that  all  indulgences  fliould  for  the  future  be  ghtn  gratis  \ 
He  likewife  recdved  a  letter  from  the  emperor,  who,  after 
the  diet  at  Fratdfort^  where  his  ddeft  fon  Maxitniliau 
was  elefted  king  of  the  Rontons,  had  retired  to  Injpruck,  to 
attend  the  deliberatioss  of  the  coundi>  Ferdinand  declared, 
that  he  intended  to  go  perfonally  to  Trent^  to  promote  the 
reformation  of  the  cfergy  and  people,  which  was  very  ncfcef- 
fary ;  and  he  exhorted  the  pope  nkewife  to  repair  thither, 
and  to  favour  the  liberty  of  the  prelates,  who  were  prindpal- 
ly  offended  with  three  things,  namely^  that  all  afl&irs  were

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A.  D.      firft  deliberated  at  Rotm:  that  the  legates  alofle  hii^  the  liber- 
1563.       ty  of  propofrng  what  was  to  be  debated  in  the  general  corf- 
gregations ;  and  that  mach  time  was  fpent  in  intrigiies;  fdr 
promoting  the  grandeur  of  the  court  of  Rome.    Pius  wrote 
nepopi    ^  the  emperor^  jofliifjing  himfelf  from  any  finillef  views 
fropo/es  to  With  regard  to  the  council,  and  foon  after  fent  the  cardinal 
transfer     Moton  to  him  as  his  legate,  to  difluade  him  from  proceeding 
ihe  council  10  Trent,  and  to  propofe  the  tranflation  of  the  council  to  BS- 
/•  9olog-  logna,  where,  at  the  fame  time,  he  would  confer  upon  him 
^*  -the  imperial  crown.    Ferdinand,  however,  would  not  hear- 

•kcn  to  this  propofal,  but  demanded  the  redrefs  of  the  com- 
plaints he  had  mentioned  in  his  letter,  and  be/ides  required^ 
that  the  council  (hould  treat  firft  of  thofe  matters  prefented 
by  his  deputies,  and  thofe  of  France. 

Mean  while  the  tumults  and  confuiions  at  Trent  ftill  in- 
creaied.  The  fcfEon,  which  fhould  have  been  held  in  No* 
vernier^  was  prorogued  till  the  3d  of  February ;  aod,  in  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  the  French  ambaflado^s  had  pre- 
fented a  memorial  in  the  general  congregation,  propofing  t 
reformation  in  thirty-four  articles,  which  greatly  ^alarmed 
the  legates  and  the  papal  party,  as  they  tended  to  retreacb 
the  revenue,  and  alter  the  rites  of  the  Roman  chuVch  (Z). 
'The  king  of  France  about  the  fame  period,  to  gain  a  favoar* 
able  reception  to  the  articles  propofed  by  his  ambaflador$> 
repealed  the  decree  of  the  convention  of  Orleans,  which  had 
•prohibited  the  payment  of  annates  to  the  court  of  Rome  K 
,  The  pope,  however,  exprefled  great  diffatisfeftion  upoli 

reading  the  French  memorial,  and  ordered  his  nuncios  ill 
France  to  foUicit  the  king  to  alter  feveral  of  the  articled, 
which  he  faid  were  greatly  prejudicial  to  the  apoftolic  fea^ 
and  tended  to  piill  his  authority  to  pieces.  As  their  remon- 
ilrances  were  ineffeftual,  Pius  ordered  his  l^ates  at  Trent 
not  to  allow  the  memorial  to  be  treated  of  in  the  congrega^

(feial  of  Mantua  at  i'rent,  he  fent  the  cardinals  Moron  and  ^^^* 
Mvagerias  thither,  to  ftipply  his  place  and  that  of  his  nc* 
phet«r. 

S6dKr  after  BiSng  infofilied  that,  the  king  of  France  had 
cotfented  to  a  peace  with  the  Calvinijlsy  by  which  be  had 
giitited  them  the  tree  exef cife  6f  their  religion,  blaming  the 
catdiiial  toiigny,  brbther  to  the  admiral,  who  had  renounced 
ISt  eccleiiaftical  titled,  and  afiumed  that  of  count  of  Beauvais,

111  France.  As  both  the  French  and  Poles  threatened  ta 
withdraw  their  obedience  from  the  apoftolic  iee,  feveral  of 
the  prelates  prevailed  with  the  count  de  Luna  to  infift  no 
farther  on  precedency,; till  he  (hould' receive  new  inftruftions. 
from  Sj^ai'n^ 

'^  This  difpute  Betwixt  the  amBaflSdors  being  in  fbme  mca- 
fnre  calmed,  the, legates. began  to  think  of  means  to  moderate 
the  debates  betwixt  the  divines  concerning  the  articles  of  re- 
ligion ind  reformation.  The  French,  by  orders  from  their 
court, -began  to  abate  in  their  zeal  againfl  the  corruptions  of 
Rome,  the  queen  being  defirous  to  prevail  wiA  the  pope  to 
confirm  the  royal  edift  for  the  perpetuaf  alienation  of  fbme 
revenues  of  the  Gatiican  church,  to  the.  amount  of  300,000 
livres,  under  pretence  of  difcharging  a  debt  contrafted  ia 
defcQce  of  the  catholic  religion-    The^  cardinal  of  Lcrrain 
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likewife  wanted  to  ingratiate  liimfelf  with  the  papsl  psirtf,  at 
he  was  recalled  to  Frdnce,  anil  knew  that  he  was  detUled  by 
the  Cdlvinifis  in  that  kingdcHn.    About  the  fame  time  the 
iemperor,  finding  that  his  refidence  at  Injpruck  rather  re- 
tarded  than  forwarded  the  proceedings  of  the  coundl,  left 
that  city,  after  having  ordered  his  ambafladors  to  prevent,  as  - 
iaauch  as  poffible,  all  difputes  about  the  anthority  of  the 
pope,  and  that  nothing  might  be  decreed  which  would  render 
^  an  accommodation  with  the  proteftants  more  difficult.    He 
'  iikewife  wrote  to  Pius^  and  to  the  l^tes  of  Trent ^  defiring 
.  them  to  ftop  all  proceedings  againft  the  queen  of  England,  as 
it  would  only  be  a  means  of  Uniting  the  proteftants  mdfc 
firmly  in  their  ewn  defence*    The  debates  ftill  continuing  in 
the  congregations,  the  cardinal  of  Lorrain  moderated,  to  the 
utmoft  of  his  power,  the  animofities  of  both  parties,  and 
propofed  that  they  (hould  only  treat  of  the  power  of  the  order    • 
of  bifliops^  and  that,  in  the  article  of  reildence,  all  expudfions 
inight  be  kept  out  that  would  give  o&nce,  either  to  thofe 
who  reckoned  it  of  human  infUtudon  or  of  divine.     This 
propofal  was  reliihed  by  the  legates,  who,  confidering  that  a 
.great  .part  of  the  fathers  were  tired  with  the  continual  de* 
bates,  and  would  agree  to  canons  that  were  not  abfdutely 
deci/ive,  they  refolved  to  draw  them  up  in  fuch  terms  as 
Would  admit  of  a  dubious  interpretation. 

All  matters  being  at  laft  fetded,  the  feventh  fejflton  under 
PitUy  and  the  twenty- third  fince  the  firft  commencement  of 
the  council  under  Paul  HI.  was  celebrated  on  the  15th  of 
July ;  in  yhich  a  Spani/b  bifhop  declared,  in  his  fermon^. 
that  thoVthe  faith  of  the  catholics  was  the  beft,  yet  thdf 
morals  were  much  inferior  to  thofe  of  the  heretics.  After 
the  celebration  of  mafs,  and  the  ufual  cerenlonies,  a  decree 
was  read  concerning  the  facrament  of  ordination,  confifting 
of  four  heads,  by  which  they  declared,  that  Chrift  had  given 
the  apoftles,  and  their  fucceflbrs  in  the  priefthood,  a  power 
of  confecradng  and  offering  the  vifible  facrifice,  and  of  re-  , 

tnitting  of  ilns ;  that  the  order  of  the  priefthood  is  diviaed 
into  feven  degrees ;  that  as  fcripture  and  apoftollc  tradltioi^ 
affirm,  that  ordinadon  confers  grace,  it  is  therefore  a  fecra* 
ment ;  that  as  by  this  facrament  an  indelible  cfaarafter  is 
conferred,  their  opinion  ought  to  be  condemned  who  aflcrc 
that  pricfts  have  only  a  temporary  power,  and,  if  they  ne- 
glcA  their  ofice,  differ  not  from  laymen ;  that  all  Chriftkras 
are  not  priefls,  but  thofe  only  who  are  ordained  by  the  pope, 
oc  by  authority  derived  from  him.  To  thefe  articles  eight 
anathemas  were  added,  condemning  all  thofe  who  maintained 
Wj  Other  doArine  j  ftnd.  theo  eighteen  ardcles  were  read 
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.  ctMiCcrtiSng  refermaiioa  j  thefirft  ^  which  ordftihed  all  pre- 
' }at^ iM^d  curates  tocefidewith  their  flocks,  prohitrftingy under 
.^  i^v^«  peoiJlieSy  an  abfimce  of  abov^  three  tiKmths  at  a  Sate; 
'  t^awevf^r,  a  provUb  wasadded,  unlefl  the  benefit  and  fenrtce 
of  the  cbor^fa  tnd  ftate  fhould  require  it.    The  other  articles 
regarded  the  ocdlatioa  and  r^uhdoa  of  (Htiers,  Hvhldb  ought 
,  liot  (o  be  confififred  on  debauched  pirfoiM^  or  fuch-  aa^wcrc 
uri worthy  cf  them  %  and  dircAed  the  fbrm  <^  the  goverpfneat 
of  feminaries  where  pciefts  flionld  be  educated,  vith  feveral 
other  matters  of  no  great  impolrtadce. 
Tbede*  jujj  dtecreea  of  diis  feffiod,  vfedi  had  been  debated  for 

€r€es  of  *  ^^^  i^jj  naofttbs,  dif^polnted  thecxptftations  of  ail  Europe, 
tr^dil '  Thecwtradifliona  that  appeared  in  the  canons,  endthewc* 
TuUdh  BC^P^WfiS  and  afaford  oonclufions,  were  every- where  the  fob- 
tbepr9»  i^^  ^  ridicuk,  cfpccially  to  the'proteftants,  who,  in  thdr 
^fi^s.  ifermooa,  took  aU  c^pormnities  of  egcpoGog  the  proceedings 
of  the  couQciK ,  The  legates  likewife;  being  fenfibfe^hat  tife 
^roaQluJSon  of  the  council  was^reatly  defiped  by  the-cathol^ 
;refQlved  to  haften  the  dedfion  of  aU:  the  remaining  points. 
:7iiey  therefore  srfterlsd  the  method  of  di(plrting  in  the  to^ 
{preg^looSy  and.propofed  the  dodrlnesof  i^ndnlgerrces^  inve^ 
f^pa  of  faints,  knages,  and  purgatory,  to  be  examined  at 
^€6*  Hayiagfik^ife  obtained  t^confent  of  the  impenait 
French^  and  5/an^- ambaflSidors,  to  treat  of  thereformarioa 
•^prtaces>  theypcopofed  the  article  concerniBg  marriageL; 
i^d  m  thci  meaa  tune  <&ew*up  the  heads  of  the  refonnatioji 
^  prmces,  which  they  commuaicated  tOr  their  ambafla<lpr^> 
^,bo  fent  them  to  their  refpediYe  courts.  This  plan  of  afe* 
^tttor  reformation  was  comprehended  in  thirteen  a^tides  id 
fr^onr  of  the  ecclefiailical  liberty/which',  as  they  \v^re  very 
'  fiii^rai^gant,  and  tended  greatly  to  the  dioHnution  of  the  pre^ 
Fogative  of  princes,  the  enlperor  declared  that  he  would  n«- 
ijer  fttifcr  to  be  debated-  The  /wwi7A'ambafradors  alfo  af» 
^med,  that  they  would  proteft  againft' any  decifion?  of  the 
fajihers  cm  the£e  pc^ts,  and  'Vi'ould  immediately  withdraw 
ffW  Trent  with  all  the  French  prelates.  The  fathers  of  the 
cponqit  iipon  hearing  of  thefe  remonftrances,  entered  iuto  aa 
aflbciation  to  compel  the  legates  to  propofe  the  ardcles  con- 
cerning reformati<:jn  of  princes ;  oiv  account  of  which  dif- 
t4xbance5  the  pope  (^dered  the  feffion  to  be  prorogued  till' 
the  1 1  th  of  Novemher^  and  in  the  mean  time  fent  for  thecar^ 
diqial  of  Lorrain  to  Rome,  to  confult  with  him  about  diffolviug 
tlje  cwmcil.  During  the  abfence  of  the  cardinal,  one  of  the

The  cardinal  of  Lorrain,  who  had  entered  into  a  great  inti-  ^  **''^* 
lAacy  with  the  pope,  remonftrated  but  faratly  againft  this     ...    » 
fiimmons  ;  but,  the  /!r^;7rAambaflador  at  TBom^  exerting  him- 
fclf  in  bdialf  of  the  queen,  a  ftop  was  put  to  all  judicial  pro*        ^ 
ceedings  againft  hen  only  the  pope  refufed  to  abfolve  her 
from  the  fentence  or  excommtfnication,^  which  gave  her  no, 
iriariiter  of  uneafinefs.    Meau^while  the  cardinal  of  Lorrain  ■ 
having  returried  to  T/iwf,  the  eighth  feffioii  was  celebrated 
on  the  I  ith  of  NavetfAet^  at  which  one  of  the  legates  rcfiifed 
to  be  prefect,  as  he  contd  not  give  hils  conferit  to  the  nuHity 
o^  clartdeftine  marriages,  and  Sfirmed  that  the  chnrch  had  ' 
no  authority  to  diflblve  them.     The  decree  declafing  mar*  \

heads  of  a  general  reformation  were  then  read,  tending 
chiefly  to  eftablifh  the  pope's  audiority  over  the  dergy ; 
prurality  of  benefices  was  cbndertmed,  grants  of  rcfervation 
were  aboliflied,  and  the  right  to  benefices  acquired  by  fimony 
was  declared  null  and  void.  . 

All  nations  now,  except  the  Spaniards,  eameftly  defircJ 
a  coriclufion  of  the  Council.    They,  However,  at  length 
cpnfented,  on  condition  that  the  pope  fhonld  rcguhite  the* 
jnktYers  which  fhould  be  left  undecided*  by  the  council;  and- 
th^t,  in  the  decree  concerning  indulgences,  they  fhould  not 
be  ordiered  to  be  given ^^r^fi/,  which  would  injure  the  cm-        ' 
fade  in  Spain.    As  news"  arrhed  at  Tr^r  that  thrf  popie  Was  • 
dafageroufly  ill,  the  points  concerning  purgatory,"  the  invo- 
cation and  relics  of  faints,  images,  and  indulgences,  were  ' 
hurried  over  fuperficially,  and  publlflied  in  the  niiithfefflofli 
ori  the  3d  and  4th  of  Deceihber ;  in  w'hichlikfewife-tWetfty^tSfj^  : 
heads  of  reformation  were  read  concerning  regulars  and  nuns ; 
after  v^hich  twenty-one  artidlssWerfepliTOfhed^concerning  a 
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eeneral  reformation.    T^e  fathers  alfo  co^pluded  the  decree 
for  the,  reformation  of  prince^,  qnd^  a  general  exhortation 
%p  them  to  proteA  the  ecdefiafHcal  liberty,  and  declared  that  ^ 
the  pope  had  full  authority  to  difpenfe  with  any  of  the  canons 
made  by  the  council.    On  the  fecond  day  qf  the  feffion  a 
decree  was  read  concerning  Indulgences  ^d  £iils;  but  a^, 
the  index,  of  bool^s,  t)ie  cate^rhifmi  the  brev|ary,  and  th^ 
millal,  wer^  not  yet  fintflied,  it  was  d^termin^d  to  fubmit 
what  was  ah^eady  written  to  the  judgment  and  authority  of 
the  pope.

Thx)'  the  council  of  Trent  was  received  without  much  Ohje^int 
diiHculty  at  Rome  and  ia  Italy^  yet  many  obje<flions  were  arenuuk 
raifed  againft  its  decrees  in  Germany^  France^  Spainy  and  fo  the  fr§^ 
Poland.     Several  treatifes  were  publiflied  againft  it  by  the  ^ff^ngs  9f 
proteftants  ;,and  about  the  middle  of  February ^  the  emperor  *^  »«»«/ 
wrote  to  the  pope,  defiring,  ia  ^is  owo  name,  and  in  the^^'^^ 
name  of  his  iba-in-law  the  duke  of  Bavane^  that  the  com- 
munion might  be  granted  to  the  catholics  in  their  dominions 
under  both  kinds,  and  that  the  clergy  might  be  allowed  to 
marry  P  (B)*     Philip  II.  king  of  Spain  pubJiflicd  the  decrees 
of  the  council  in  his  dominions,  without  regarding  the  au- 
thority of  the  pope ;  but  in  France  its  decrees  concerning  re- 
formation were  generally  condemned,  as  derogatory  to  the 
liberties  of  the  GaJlican  church ;  on  which  account  the  pope, 
being  greatly  ajyrehenfive,  left  the  young  king  Charles  in- 
tended to  renounce  flie  communion  of  the  Roman  church, , 
prevailed  with  the  -emperor,  the  king  of  the  Romans,  the 
king  of  Spaint  and  the  duke  of  Savoy,  to  follicit  him  con- 
jjunftly  to  acknowlege  the  council,  to  revoke  the  privU^es 
and  pardon  granted  to  the  Hugonots,  and  to  abftain  from 
any  alienation  of  the  ecclefiaftical  revenues.    In  the  mean 
time  he  decided  the  difpute  betwixt^  the /r^rA  and  Spaniards 
.  concerning  precedency  in  favour  of  the  French ;  and  bdng  , 
informed  that  the  great  numbers  of  Creek  refugees  in  Naples  ' 
and  Sicily y  who  for  many  years  had  enjoyed  the  free  exercife 
of  their  own  religion,  began  to  demte  from  their  ancient:

a  certain  corner  of  the  city.    In  remembrance-of  the  favours  !!]?• 
conferred  on  him  by  Paul  lY.  he  again  examined  the  caufe  of 
his  nephews,  whom  he  reftored  to  their  honours  and  eftates ; 
he  prcHiibited  any  phyficians  from  attending  the  fick  after 
khe  third  day,  ualefs  their  patients  fiiould  confefs  their  fins 
to  the  priefts  ;  arid  he  ordered  fearch  to  be  made  after  all 
thofe  who  were  fufpefted  of  herefy  in  Italy ^  that  they  might 
be  brought  to  Rome  and  puniflied  ^ 

Hearing  that  the  emperor  had  convoked  a  diet  at  Augf- 
hurgy  he  ordered  cardinal  Commendon^  who  was  returning 
from  his  legation  in  Poland^  to  aft  as  his  legate  at  that  af- 
fembly  ;  and  as  Maximilian  had  appeared  to  favour  the  Lu^ 
^AeranSf  by  being  prefent  at  their  {ermons,  he  charged  Com- 
mendon  to  threaten^  him  with  depofition  if  he  allowed  any 
|)oint  of  religion  to  be  treated  of  in  the  diet.  The  legate, 
however,  hayipg  more  prudence  than  the  pope,  concealed- 
diefe  inftruftions,  which  indeed  he  had  no  occafion  to  pro- 
duce ;  for  the  grand  fignior  making  great  preparations  to  in- 
vade Hungary,  and  befiege  P'ienna,  the  attention  of  the  diet 
Was  chiefly  engaged  in  providing  for  the  defence  of  the  em- 
pire agalnft  the  infidels.

Upon  the  news  of  this  memorable  victory,  the  pope  im-| 
mediately  ordered  public  thapkfgivings  to  be  celebrated,  ant 
appointed  the  day  of  aftion  to  be  commemorated  amiually  te 
a  divine  fervice  in  honour  of  the  virgin  Mary^  smd  vsm 
to  be  {aid  on  the  oAave  of  that  feaft  for  the  fouls  of  thofr 
Chriflians  who  were  killed  in  the  engagement  ^.  AntmA 
Colonna,  upon  his  return,  entered  Rome  in  triumph,  wherein 
was  received  with  great,  pomp  and  ceremony  by  the  pop^ 
who  again  follicited  >the  emperor,  and  the  kings  of  Fratue 
and  Portugal^  to  enter  into  the  alliance,  and  wrote  to  the 
kings  of  Ethiopia  and  Perjia^  exhorting  them  to  attack  tha 
Turks.  His  intreaties,  however,  had  no  efieft  on  the  Ghri- 
ftian  princes,  neither  did  the  king  diPerJui  think  it  fafe  la 
venture  a  rupture  with  the  Turks  \  alleging,  that  it  was  of  \ 
no  confequence  to  have  taken  a  few  fkiffs,  wbik  the  woods 
h  D  ^>^^^  ^^^'  ^^^^  whence  the  enemy  might  make  others.

Ajuhihe 
During  the  whde  hdy  year  there  were  always  upwards  dt^e^ehrated 
ioo,oop  foreigners  at  Romey  which,  by  the  care  of  the*^^"*^' 
pope,  abounded  with  all  forts  of  provifions.     Gregory ^  as 
an  indulgence  to  the  Engii/b  catholics,  on  the  30th  ot  March,    ^S7S' 
publiihed  a  boll,  allowing  them  all  the  benefits  of  the  jubilee 
in  their  own  kingdom';  in  the  mean  while  he  vifited  the 
churches  m  Rome  feveral  times  with  great  devotion,  and,  ac- 
cording to  cuftom,  afcended  the  holy  ladder  on  his  knees. 

During  the  celebration  of  this  feftival  at  Rome,  the  pope 
*  interefted  himfelf  for  the  fafety  of  Genoa,  which  ftate  was 
threatened  with  ruin,  both  from  a  foreign  enemy,  and  from 
its  own  inteftine  divifions.    As  the  ancient  nobility  in  that  re- 
public ha(l,  for  feveral  years,  oppofed  the  eleftion  of  the  new 
nobles  and  the  commons  to  the  offices  of  the  ftate,  thefe  two 
laft  parties,  after  long  difputes,  had  recourfe  to  arms,  to  de- 
liver themfclves  from  oppreffion,  and  to  aflert  their  privi- 
leges; which  contention  encouraged  Don  John  erf  Auftria  to 
form  adefigo  of  invading,  the  republic.     Gregory  ordered //^  ^^;5j. 
Don  John  to  lay  afide  his  enterprize ;  and  prevailing  on  tht  pofes  the 
Cenoefe  to  accept  of  his  mediation,  together  with  that  of  the  dtjjenfiont 
emperor  and  the  king  oi  Spain,  after  feveral  months  negoci- /»  Genoa; 
ations  the  differences  were  compofed  in  an  amicable  manner,    A.  D; 
and  all  the  three  parties  were  declared  to  have  an  equal  right    ^S?^* 
to  enjoy  any  office  in  the  adminiftration  of  the  republic  '. 

While  the  arbitrators  were  negociating  this  accommoda- 
tion, which  was  concluded  in  the  month  of  March,  a  great 
pl^ue  defolated  the  northern  parts  of  Italy ;  particularly  the 
cities  of  Tretitf  Verona,  Venice,  and  Milan. ;  in  which  laft 
city  cardinal  Borromeo  diftinguifhed  himfelf  by  his  humanity  * 

and  charity,  as  he  continuaDy  fpent  his  time  in  viiiting  the 
infefted,  and  difpofed  of  all  the  furniture  of  his  palace,  even 
to  his  own  bed,  to  fupport  th.e  wants  of  the  poor  *«.  His 
example  was  imitated  by  the  biftiop  of  Verona  ;  and,  a$ "  an 
aUeviaticm  of  the  affiiflion,  the  pope  feht  his  indulgences  to 
the  infefted  cities,  granting  the  fame  pardon  to  thofe  who  -  .

*    Mean  while  cardinal  Henry,  who  had  fucceeded  his  ne- 
l^bew  Sebqfiian  on  the  throne  of  Portugal,  dyi"g>  ^^^  the 
royal  \line  becoming  extinft^in  that  kingdom,  many  com-  ani  tn^ 
petitors  appeared,  who  claimed  the  fucceffion,  among  whom  tcrep 
was  Philip  king  of  Spain,    who,  in  order  to  make  good  his  ^'^/^^'» 
pretenfions,  fitted  out  a  formidable  fleet,  and  fent  the  duke  ^^l/"^* 
of  Mva  into  Portugal,  with  an  army  of  30,000  men.

.Philip's  claim  was  acknowleged  to  be  juft,  yet  the  greateft  J- port^- 
part  of  the  Poriuguefe,  from  their  hatred  of  the  Cajiilians,  gal. 
[rcfufed  to  fubmit  to  him  ;  and,  having  fent  to  Rome  to  im^ 
plore  the  proteftion  of  the  pope,  Gregory  immediately  fent 
cardinal  Riario,  as  his  nuncio,  to  Portugal,  to  a6l  as  mediator 
between  the  two  parties,  and  to  perfuade  Philip  to  lay  down       ' 
his  arms.     The  king  of  Spain,  however,  rejefted  the  me- 
diation of  the  nuncio;. and  having  defeated  his  rival  Doq 
Antonio,  who  had  been  crowned  by  the  oppofite  faftion, 
took  pofleffion  of  Lifbon,  where  he  was  acknowleged  as  king 
ofPortugalf  and  received  the  homage  of  the  nobles.   During 
thefe  tranfaftions  in  Portugal,  the  pope  had  a  difputc  with 
the  republic  of  Venice^  which  refufed  to  admit  thofe  whd 
Jiad  been  nominated  by  his  holinefs  to  vifit  the  churches  in 
their  territories.    After  feveral  months  difputes;  the  diiFer* 
ence  was  at  laft  accommodated,  the  pope  confenting  to  no* 
minate  only  one  Venetian  prelate  for  the  vifitation,  and  pro- 
hibiting him  to  examine  the  nunneries,  and  thofe  benefices 
-which  were  under  the  proteftion  of  laymen  °.  ^ 

The  following  year,  having  received  an  embafly  from  the  He  meal* 
great  duke  of  Mufcovy,  defiring  his  mediation  betwixt  him  ^^^  ^ 
and  the  king  of  Poland,  he  (ent  Jntonio  Pojfevini,  a  Jefuit,P^^^f^^'' 
as  his  nuncio,  to  RuJJia,  '\vho  concluded  a  peace  betwixt  the  C^^r^  ^- 
two  prindes  in  the  month  of  December  ;  after  which  he  fol-  ^^^  p^/ 
licited  the  RuJJian  duke  to  acknowlege  the  aythority  of  the  jgnj^ 
-^  R&man  fee,  and  in  three  public  difputes  impugned  the  rites     i  ^gi, 
\  and  ceremonies  of  the  Greek  church*     Tho\his  Arguments 
'in  behalf  of  the  church,  of  ,j^<»«tf  ha4  no  influence  on  the 
■  Rujftans^  yet  the  duke,  at  his  requeft,  fent  a  fecond  ambaf-

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fedor  to  fl6me  to  return  thanks  to  the  pope,  who  in  the  mcaD 
time  had  received  a  complaint  and  appeal  from  thegraad 
mafter  of  Maltay  who  had  been  depofed  and  imprifoned  by 
the  knights  of  that  order.     Gregory  greatly  refcnted  this  ia- 
folence  of  the  knights,  and  immaiiately  fent  a  legate  to 
Maltay  who  took  the  grand  mafter  out  of  prtfon,  and  feat 
him,  with  thctfe  who  had  been  chiefly  concerned  in  the  out- 
rage, to  Rome ;  where  he  was. received  wkh  great  hono«rs, 
while  his  accufers  were  treated  with  fcwn  and  contempt. 
Tho*  he  was  again  reftored  to  his  dignity,  and  his  rival  obliged 
to  a{k  his  pardon,  yet  both  he  and  his  rival  died  a  few 
weeks  after ;  by  which  means  an  end  was  put  at  that  time  to 
the  faftions  among  the  knights  P. 
anJ  orders     GREGORY  about  the  fame  time  having  received  a  treatife 
arrforma'{xovcs.  one  Antonio  Lilly ^  for  the  reformation  of  the  calendar, 
tion  of  the  ^hich  was  then  very  erroneous,  fent  copies  of  the  book  to 
A  X\  *  ^^  examined  by  the  celebrated  univerfities  of  Europe ;  aad 
I  c82      having  received  their  approbation  of  the  plan,  he  fent  for  the 
^     '    moft  eminent  mathematicians  from  all  parts  to  ^e?m^,  by 
whofe   advice   he  compofed   a  new  cycle  of  epochs  for 
the  perpetual  regulation  of  -£tfy?^r.     By  this  reformation  of 
the  calendar,  he  threw  out  ten  days  from  the  common  reckoa- 
ing  of  time,  and  brought  down  the  vernal  equinox  to  the 
fame  day  of  the  month  on  which  it  was  at  the  time  of  the 
council  of  Nice^  and  appointed  the  ufual  Wflextilcs,  to  be  ob« 
ferved,  excepting  only  in  the  fifft  year  of  a  century;  of 
which  years  he  ordered  every  fourth  only  to  be  accounted 
bifTextile.     This  regulation,   which  was  confirmed  in  the 
month  of  February  by  a  bull,  was  allowed  almoft  univerfaHy 
to  be  very  proper ;  however,  it  was  not  umverfally  received 
*vohichu~  in  Europe,     Th€  Greeks ^  and  the  prote^ants  in  Germany, 
r^jeaedhy  Britain,  Sijueden,  and  Denmark,  rejeftedit,  that  theyimglrt 
theGietks  not  feem  in  any  thing  to  acknowlege  the  authority  of  the 
and  fro-    p^pg .  however,  it  was  admitted  without  oppofition  in  Italyt 
tt^mtu     Spain,  France,  and  Poland  \  but   tho'  fome  protcftants  in 
Germany  wrote  in  its  defence,  yet  the  princes  and  deputies  of 
that  profeffion,  in  the  diet  of  Augfmrgk,  oppofed  its  recep- 
tion, fo  that  the  emperor  was  obliged  to  defer  the  fnrther 
confideration  of  that  afiair,  and  to  order  the  imperial  cham* 
ber  to  obferve  the  old  calendar  q. 

The  pope  was  not  furprifed  at  the  oppofition  of  the  pro* 
teftants  to  the  new  regulation  of  the  year  ;  but  he  wasgreatlj 
alarmed  to  hear,  that  the  eleftoral  archbifhop  of  Cohgn  had

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embraced  the  proteftant  feligion,  and  man-ied  a  wife.  As 
the  chapter  had  wrote  to  Rome  againft  hinii  complaining  that 
he  had  not  only  renounced  the  catholic  religion,  but  pro- 
pofed  Uke^fe  to  retain  his  dignity  as  eleSor,  and  endeavoured 
to  introduce  the  protcftant  religion  into  his  dominions,  the 
pope  wrote  to  him,  oihorting  him  to  renounce  his  error  be- 
fore it  was  too  late.  But  the  archbifliop  paying  no  regard  A.  D. 
to  this  exhortation,  and  endeavouring  to  retain  the  pof-  '5^3' 
feffion  of  his  eleftorace  by  ^rm%  Gregory,  on  the  ift  <rf 
j^prily  pnbliflied  a  (cntetice  of  excommunication  and  depo- 
fition  againft  him ;  and,  ordering  the  chapter  of  Cologn  to 
proceed  to  the  cleflion  of  a  fuccelfor,  the  canons  accordingly, 
on  the  23d  oiMay,  chofe  Emejiy  duke  of  Bavaria^  at  that 
time  bHhop  of  Frijingen,  Hildejbeim,  and  Liege. 

DuRiiHG  thefe  tranfadions  in  Germany ,  one  Parr,  znHeij/tf/- 
Englijb  catholic,  then  in  France,  having  informed  the  pope,  peSed  of 
that  he  intended  to  go  over  to  England  to  do  fome  fignal  fer-  halving 
vice  to  the  Rwian  church,  Gregory  granted  him  his  bene-  encouraged 
diftion,  and  wrote  to  him  by  tfe  cardinal  of  Como,  exhorU  ^^  '^Z' 
ing  him  to  perfevere  in  his  d^ign.     As  Parr  the  foMowing-^"*''^^  ^ 
year  was  detefted  in  a  confpiraty  againft  the  queen's  life,  by  ^ij^a- 
the  papers  that  were  then  difcovered,  the  pope- was  accufed  jj^^jj^ 
of  having  encouraged  him  in  his  deCgn  of  afTaffination,  tho'    xzH^ 
all  the  writings  from  Rente  were  only  exprefled  in  general 
terms  '.    /Italy  was  at  this   time  diftreffed  with  a  fevere 
famine,  which,  having  continued  a  long  time,  prevailed  to  , 
fuch  a  degree  at  Rome,  that,  at  laft,  a  man  could  hardly  fup- 
port  himfelf  with  bread  for  a  crown  a  day.     The  grievoufnefs 
of  this  calamity  was  owing  chiefly  to  the  avarice  and  rapacity 
of  the  pope's  relations,  who,  inftead  of  diftribu  ting  the  corn 
in  the  magazines  to  the  people,  fold  it  in  the  country  at  an 
cKtravagant  price.     They  likewife  bought  up  all  that  was 
in  private  hands ;  and  prohibiting  any  others  to  fell  corn 
befides  themfclves,  they  harafled  the  poor' people  by  the  moft 
violent  extortion. 

This  general  diftrefs  greatly  increafed  the  number  of  the 
banditti,  who  were  befpre  very  numerous,  all  over  the  eccle- 
fiaftical  ftate,  and  fome  of  them  even  had  the  confidence  to 
enter  Rome,  prefuming  upon  the  lenity,  or  rather  the  weak- 
nefs,  of  the  pope.  As  they  had  rendered  themfelves  vefy 
formidable,  Gregory  at  laft  refolved  to  exert  himfelf  againft 
them,  and  gave  orders  to  the  provoft  marfbal  of  Rome,  to 
m^ke  diligent  fearch  after  thofe  who  were  lurking  in  the  city. 
This  officer  being  informed,  that  one  of  the  chiefs  of  the

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robbers  had  taken  fanftuaiy  in  the  palace  of  Orjinty  \vent 
with  the  archers,  and  brought  him  from  thence.;  but,  in 
his  return,    meeting  with  Orfmi^   Savelh^  and  Riifticucd^ 
three  nobles,  who  had  been  riding  in  the  country,  he  was 
defired  by  them,  in  an  imperious  manner,  to  difmifs  his  pri- 
foner,  and  reproved  for  violating  the  fanftuary  of  the  palace. 
As  he  refufed  to  comply  with   their  demands,  one  of  the 
nobles  ftruck  him  with  his  whip  ;  which  blow  he  refentcd, ! 
by  ordering  the  archers  to  fire  at  the  nobles,  one  of  whom 
was  inftantly  killed,  and  the  other  two  mortally  wounded. 
This  fcuffle  occafioned  a  general  tumult  through  the  city,  aU 
the  nobles  efpoufmg  the  caufe  of  Or/mi ;  and  many  of  the 
people,  who  were  their  dependents,  aflTembling   in   a  riot- 
ous manner,   and    murdering  all  the  Sbirriy   or    archers, 
whom  they  could  find.     Gregory^  not  being  able  to  fupprefs 
their  violence,  diflemblcd  his  refentment  for  fome  days ;  but, 
having  apprehended  fome  of  the  chiefs  of  the  fedition,  he  or- 
dered them  to  be  executed ;  and  to  calm  and  appeafe  the 
,  people,  he  caufed  the  provoft  marflial  to  be  put  to  death  *. 
To  take  off  the  attention  of  the  city  from  the  latedifordcr, 
he  foon  after  made  a  promotion  of  nineteen  cardinals,  the 
grcateft  part  of  whom  were.diftinguiftied  for  their  virtues  and 
abilities.    About  the  fame  time '  he  founded   a  college  at 
Heendea-  Rome  for  the  Marmites  of  Mount  Libanus  (G) ;  and,  bdog 
^ours  to     defirous  to  form  a  new  alliance  againft  the  Turks,  he  fent  a 
form  an     legate  to  the  king  of  Pcrfia,  and  another  to  the   king  of 
alliance  a-  Ethiopia,  to  exhort  them  to  declare  war  againft  the  grand 
l^i^ft  fht  fignior  \    He  likewife  publiihed  a  bull,  ordaining  a  fermon 
Turks.      ^Q  ^  preached  weekly  to  the  Jews^  in  all  places  where  thq 
had  a  fynagogue ;  and  ordered  at  lead  the  third  part  of  them, 
^  jj      above  twelve  years  of  age,  to  attend,  if  no  lawful  impedi- 
1585.    wc°^  prevented  them  ".     Soon  after  he  was  eameftly  ibl- 
^*    lidted  by  the  duke  of  Guife,  and  thofe  catholics .  in  From 
who  had  formed  the  holy  league,  to  excommunicate  the 
king  of  Navarre  and  the  prince  of  Conde :  but  he  refufed  to 
grant  their  requeft,  being  perfuaded,  that  the  league  \73S 
chiefly  formed,  not  to  defend  the  catholic  religion,  but  toad* 
vance  the  duke  of  Guife  to  the  fucceffion  of  the  throne.

off :  the  whcJe  ecclefiaftical  ftate  wiis  one  fcfene  of  <fc- 
bauchery  and  barbarity ;  and,  at  Rame^  aJfTaffinadoas,  mnr* 
ders,  and  rapes,  were  committed  by  all  degrees  of  pec^ 
clergy  as  well  as  laity.  The  palaces  of  five  cardinals  wot 
robbed ;  and  that  of  Farmfe^  where  there  were  above  thirty 
fervants  and  guards,  was  plundered,  not  fecrctly,  or  ia  a 
private  manner,  but  publicly,  and  in  the  middle  of  the 
day. 

During  the  ten  days  that  the  funeral  ceremonies  of  the 
deccafed  pope  lafted,  the  cardinals,  who  had  any  preteniioss 
to  the  papacy,  were  carrying  on  their  fchemes  and  intrigaes, 
running  about  to  follicit  the  fuffrages  and  intereft  of  their 
friends.     On  the  2  ift  of  j^pril  they  entered  the  cooclave,  to 
the  number  of  forty-two,  being  divided  into  fix  particular 
jfeftions,  who  more  or  lefs  favoured  different  candidates.    As 
the  intereft  of  fome  of  the  chiefs  was  very  near  equally  ba- 
lanced, they  were  a  mutual  check  to  each  others  promotioD, 
and  were,  in  their  turns,  rejefted  at  feveral  fcrutinies.    At 
length  the  cardinals  JbexandrinOy  Medkis^  and  D'ejle^  re- 
solved to  join  their  intereft  in  favour  of  cardinal  Mmvtaho,^ 
old  decrepid  mortified  prelate ;  who  declined  that  dignity  with 
great  appearance  of  humility,  and  told  them,  that  they  muft 
not  think  of  making  him  pope,  unlefs  they  refolved  to  take 
,      the  burden  of  the  adminiftration  on  their  own  fhoulders.

Anaccount     ^^  ^'^^  ^°^^  ^^  ^^^^  ^"^  mean  parents,  in  the  march  of 
cfhis        Ancona^   at  a  village  called   Le  Grot te,  in  the  lordfhip  of 
Sirt&,        Montalto.     His  father,  Francis  Peretti,  who  was  a  common 
plowman,  could  not  afford  to  give  him  any  education,  and, 
when  he  was  nine  years  old,  hired  him  out  to  one  of  his 
neighbours,  to  look  after  his  fticep  and  hogs.    He  did  not 
long  continue  in  this  mean  occupation ;  for  being  defired 
,    by  a"  Francifcan  friar,  who  had  Jofl  his  way,  to  fhew  him  the 
road  to  Jfcoli^  be  deierted  his  hogs,  and  ran  before  him. » 
the  town.     The  friar,  after  he  had  found  his  road  again,  de- 
fired him  feveral  times  tq  return  5  but  the  boy  refufing  Xo 
leave  him,  he  at  length  afked  him  if  he  would  take  upon 
him  the  Habit  of  his  oi'der,    which  he  defcribed  as  very 

auflerc; 
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«M;iftere  '^  to  which  the  boy-  replied,  "  That  he  would  wUIingly 
f*  fuffer  the  pains  of  purgatory,  if  he  would  make  him  a  ^  . 
**  fcholar."  He  was  accordingly  received,  with  the  confent 
of  his  parents,4nio  the  convent  oi  Francifcans  at  Afcoli^  where 
hequicKly  made  a  furprizing  progrefs  in  learning.  In  his  1 3th 
year  he  affumed  the  habit  of  that  order,  but  he  retained  his 
own  name  Fellx^  or  Fdice.  He  foon  after  difUnguiftied  himfelf 
at  feverai  public  difputations,  and  acquired  a  confiderablerepu- 
tadon  as  an  elegant  preacher;  but  at  the  fame  time  be  raifed 
himfelf  a  great  many  enemies  by  his  fiery  impetuous  difpofi- 
tion,  as  he  refented  the  leaft  injury  with  great  animofity  and 
vehemence,  which  he  frequently  provoked  by  his  o\vn  info- 
knee  and  difdainful  behaviour.  He  early  difcovered  a  great 
ambition;  and  though  he  was  envied  and  hated  by  his  bro- 
ther monks,  yet,  by  bis  abilities,  heacquii-ed  the  favour  and 
(fteem  of  cardinal  Carpi^  whofe  proteftxon  was  of  great  fei-- 
vice  to  him  againft  his  numerous  enemies.  By  the  interefl 
of  this  cardinal  he  obtained  feverai  fmall  promotions ;  and 
having  likewife  ingratiated  himfelf  with  fatlier  Chifilieri,  af^ 
terwards  Pius  V.  and  with  the  Colonna  family  at  Romcy  he 
obtained  the  office  of  inquifitor-general  at  Venice^  where,  by 
his  infolent  and  over-bearing  behaviour,  he  fo  greatly  offend- 
ed the  fenate,  th4t,  upon  the  death  of  Paul  IV.  he  was  ob* 
liged  to  confult  his  fafety  by  flight.  However,  upon  the 
elcftion  oi  Pius  II.  he  returned  to  that  city,  and  again  faai- 
ficed  his  own  repofe  to  trouble,  and  difturb  that  of  others : 
but  at  laft,  beix>g  apprehenfive  of  the  reCsntmelit  of  the  fe- 
nate, he  provided  a  gondola,  by  which  he  made  his  efcape  in 
the  middle  of  tlieinight,  after  he  had  ordered  an  infolent 
monitory  to  be  hung  upon  the  door  of  St.  Mark's  church. 
Upon  his  return  to  liome  he  was  made  confultor  of  the  inqui- 
fitbn,  and  foon  after  went  with  the  legate  a  latere,  Buron 
CampagnoHj  2is  his  chaplain,  to  S^ain,  While  he  was  in 
that  kingdom,  his  friend  GhiJiUeri  being  chofen  pope,  he  cre- 
ated him  general  of  his  order,  afterwards  biftiop  of  St.  j^ga- 
thdy  and  at  laft  a  cardinal ;  and,  to  enable  him  to  fupport  his  He  js  ere* 
dignity,  he  affigned  him  a  penfion,  and  befides  made  him  a  ^^f^^  ^^^* 
prefcnt  of  a  confiderable  fum  of  money.  ^^'^^'^*  ^"^ 

Upon  his  promotion  to  the  facred  college,  which  hap»  artfully 
pened  in  the  49th  year  of  his  age,  he  quite  altered  his  for-  difguijcs 
Bier  manner  of  life;  and  to  conceal  his  afpiring  views,  h&hhnatur&l 
afFefted  a  total  difregard  of  allwofdly  purfuits,  and  hQ,cz\nQ  difpofiHGn^ 
humble,  meek,  patient,  and  affable ;  which  mafk  of  hypo*' 
crify  he  wore  with  great  perfeverance  for  fifteen  years.     He 
led  a  very  retired  and  private  life,  exercifed  himfelf  in  works 
©f  piety,  fpentmuchof  hi^  time  in  tlie  confcffional  chairs, 
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feldom  appeared  at  the  confiftories,  and,  during  the  three 
.  laft  years  of  the  pontificate  of  Gregory^  afFefted  to  be  veryna- 
firm  and  flckly ;  fo  that  he  was  often  faluted  in  a  manner  that 
would  not  have  been  very  agreeable  to  any  body  elfe,  "  God 
*•  help   you,  poor  old  man ;   you  have  almoft  run  your 
"  race." 
Sis  heha-      "^^^  Cardinals,  out  of  contempt,  iifed  to  call  him  TTit 
Hftour  upon  ^fi  ^f ^^  Marca ;  fo  that  their  aftonifliment  was  inexpreiCble 
his  eUaion  when  he  threw  off  the  difguife.     While  they  were  crowding 
/•/i^#/tf«.  towards  him  in  the  conclave,  t©  congratulate  him,  he  fat 
iificatt.     coughing  and  weeping,  9s  if  fome  great  misfortune  had  be- 
fallen him ;  but  he  no  fooner  perceived,   upon  the  fcrutiny, 
that  there  was  a  fufiicient  number  of  votes  to  fecure  his  elec- 
tion, than  he  threw  his  ftaff^  with  which  he  ufed  to  fupport 
himfelf,  into  the  middle  of  the  chapel,  ftretched  himfelf  up,  and 
appeared  tallqf ,  by  almoft  a  foot,  than  he  had  done  for  feveral 
years  before.     Thjs  behaviour  alarming  the  cardinal  Dean^ 
he  called  out,  "  Stay  a  little,  foftly,  there  is  a  miftake  in 
**  the  fcrutiny : "  but  Montalto^  with  a  ilern  look,  boldly 
anfwered,  **  There  is  no  miftake ;"  and  immediately  begun 
himfelf  the  Te  Deum  laudamus,  in  fuch  a  ftrong  and  audible 
voice,  that  the  whole  conclave  was  at  firft  ftruck  diimb; 
but  at  length  accompanied  him  in  a  tame  and  fpiritlefs  man- 
ner.   After  the  hymni  the  mafter  of  the  ceremonies  afked 
him,  according  to  the  form,  "Whether  he  was  pleafed  to 
**  accept  of  the  papacy  ?**  To  which  he  replied,  fomewhat 
Iharply,    "  It  is  trifling  and  impertinent  to  aik  whether  I 
**  will  accept  of  what  I  have  already  accepted.     However, 
**  to  fatisfy  any  fcruple  that  may  arife,  I  tell  you  that  1  ac- 
"  cept  it  with  great  pleafure,  and  would  accept  another,  if 
**  I  could  get  it;  for  I  find  myfelf  ftrong  enough,  by  the 
**  divine  affiftance,  to  manage  two  papacies."    While  the 
cardinals  were  putting  on  his  pontifical  robes,  he  ftretched 
out  his  arms  with  great  vigour  and  aftivity ;   upon  which 
one  of  them  faid  to  him,  in  a  familiar  way,  **  I  perceive, 
"  holy  father,  the  pontificate  is  a  fovereign  medicine,  fince 
*'  it  can  reftore  youth  and  health  to  old  fick  cardinals  :  "  To 
which  he  replied,  in  a  grave  and  majeftic  manner,  "So  t 
"  find  it."    After  cardinal  Farnefe  had  performed  the  cere- 
mony of  the  adoration,  he  faid  to  him,  "  Your  holinefs 
"  feems  a  quite  different  fort  of  a  man  from  what  you  was 
"  a  few  hours  ago."     "  Yes  (faid  he),  I  was  then  looking 
•*  for  the  keys  of  paradife,  which  obliged  me  to  ftoop  a  little ; 
**  but  now  I  have  found  them,  it  is  time  to  look  upwards, 
*'  as  I  am  arrived  at  the  fummit  of  all  human  glory,  and  can 
^*  climb  no  higher  in  this  world."    In  hi$  paffage  from  the 
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conclave  to  St.  Peters^  .the  people,  who  at  firft  would  not 
believe  that  he  wis  the  fame  perfon  with  the  old  decrepid 
cardinal  Montalto^  cryed  out,  Long  live  the  pope  \  and  added, 
according  to  cuflom,  Plenty,  h<^y  fat  her /plenty  and  jujiice! 
To  which  he  replied,  "  Pray  to  God  for  plenty,  and  I  will 
give  you  juftice." 

-     Having  now  attained  to  the  height  of  his  ambition,  he  His  rigid 
laid  afide  that  appearance  of  humility  he  hadfo  long  worn,  adutinif' 
and  behaved  with  great  ftate  and  referve.     He  received  ^e  {'*«{'«»  rf 
foreign  ambafTadors  in  a  complalfant  manner,  and  was  par-^''-^^^^* 
ticUlarly  kind  to  thofe  from  Japan,  to  whom  he  gave  feve- 
ral  rich  prefents;  and  having  created  them  knights  of  St, 
Peter  znd  St.  Paul,  difmifled  them  a  few  months  afterwards 
with  his  benediftion.    Upon  the  news  of  his  eleftion,  many 
criminals  and  banditti  voluntarily  furrendered   themfelves, 
not  making  the  leaft  doubt  of  a  pardon  from  the  general  dha- 
rafter  of  Montalto's  lenity.    But  never  were  any  more  fatally 
difappoimed ;  for  having  haughtily  rejefted  the  interceffion 
of  the  ambafladors,  cardinals,  and  nobles,  in  their  behalf, 
he  gave  orders  to  the  governor  of  Rome  to  confine  them 
more  ftriftly,  and  to  execute  four  of  them  on  the  day  of  his 
I   coronation.     He  likewife  publiflied  regulations   to  be  ob- 
ferved  on  that  day:  and  having  ordered  the  governor  to 
provide  twelve  executioners  of  different  nations,  he  com- 
manded them  fome  days  before  to  parade  through  the  ftreets, 
with  an  ax  in  one  hand  and  a  halter  in  the  other;  which 
appearance  flruck  fuch  a  terror  into  the  Romans,  that  during 
the  proceflion  of  the  coronation  there  was  not  the  leaft  dif- 
turbance'or  riot;  whereas  formerly,  during  that  ceremony, 
rapes,  murders,  and  a  thoufand  enormities,  were  ufually 
committed. 

Soon  after  the  coronation  he  fent  for  his  only  fitter  Ca-  He  pro- 
milla,  with  her  daughter  and  two  grandfons,  and  a  niece,  nwtesbis 
the  daughter  of  his  deceafed  brother,  who,  upon  their  ap-  ^ilauonf  i 
proach  to  Rome,  were  met  by  three  cardinals,  who  drefled 
them  in  magnificent  habits,  and  condu6ted  them  to  the  Vatican. 
But  Sixtus  difdaining,  in  fuch  a  trifling  matter,  to  be  obliged 
to  the  cardinals,  pretended  not  to  know  his  fifter,  till  fhe  had 
refumed  her  former  drefs ;  then  he  received  her  kindly,  and 
declared,  that  nobody  ftiould  make  a  princefs  of  her  but 
himfclf.     He  affigned  her  a  confiderable  revenue,  and  gave 
her  one  of  his  palaces  for  her  refidence ;  at  the  fame  time  ad* 
vifing  her  to  content  herfelf  with  that  fober  modefty  which 
became  the  meannefs  of  her  birth,  and  the  gravity  of  thofe 
who  were  related  to  the  papal  chair :  he  likewife  conferred 
'   the  dignity  of  a  cardinal  on  the  eldcft  of  her  grandfons,  Jlex- 
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Anier  Pirettiy,  who  was  then  about  dghteen  yeairs  of  age, 
and  afterwards  diftinguiihed  himfdf  by  his  learning  and  abi- 
lities.    The  king  of  Spain  and  the  grand  duke  c&Tufcany  of- 
fered to  confer  titles  of  honpuron  his  fifter,  which  he  re* 
fufed;  however,  he  exprefled  his  fatisfkftion  with  the  beha- 
viour of  the  Venetians y  who  ordered  public  rejoicings  upon  his 
exaltation,  and  admitted  the  family  of  Peretti  to  the  honour 
of  nobility  in  their  ftatc,  beii^  afraid  of  his  refentmcnt  for 
their  treatment  of  him  when  he  was  inquifitor  at  Venice, 
compiisthe     BEING  (hocked  with  the  great  numbers  of  poor  at  I^ome, 
poor  to       who  were  perilling  for  want,  he  gave  au  authority  to  four 
ivori,  «»^perfons,  of  great  prudence  and  experience,  to  fummon  before 
them  all  thofe  who  had  no  vifible  way  of  getting  a  livelihood, 
and  to  compel  them  to  work,  or  to  banifh  them  from  the 
city.     He  likewife  prohibited  foreigners  from    fettling  at 
Rome,  unlefs  they  brought  a  certificate  that  they  were  able^ 
by  fome  trade  or  profeffion,  to  maintain  a  family ;  and  none 
were  allowed  to  marfy  without  a  previous  examination  of 
their  circumftances.     He  gave  great  encouragement  to  trade 
the  nobles  ^^^  manufaftures ;  and,  to  check  the  infolence  of  the  nobi- 
^M^/  ^"^^*^>  ^^  commanded  all  the  merchants  and  tradefmen  to  bring 
him  in  a  lift  of  their  debts,  with  the  names  of  the  peopJc 
that  owed  them,  which  he  paid  off,  and  became  general  cre- 
ditor himfelf.     This  order  occafioned  fuch  a  general  alarm, 
that  many  paid  their  debts  the  fame  day  it  was  publi/he4 
and  begged  of  their  merchants  to  give  them  fuch  receipts « 
though  they  had  been  paid  long  before.     At  the  fame  time 
he  deprived  the  cardinals  and  nobles  of  thofe  privileges  and 
immunities,  by  which  they  flieltered  debtors  and  criminals 
from  the  law,  and  continually  urged  the  g®vernor  of  Rme 
to  make  examples  of  juftice,  chiding  him  for  his  remiffnefs, 
and  declaring,  that  he  would  rather  have  the  gibbets  and 
gallies  full  than  prifon^ 
He  exttr-       In  ordei*  intirely  to  extirpate  the  banditti,  who  ftill  contf- 
fates  the   nued  in  great  bodies  in  the  ecclejiaftical  ftate,  their  numbers 
handitiy     having  been  increafed  by  many,  who,  from  the  rigoroos 
^^  proceedings  of  Sixtus,  defpaired  of  pardon,  and  fled  froin 

'  -  juftice,  he  publiftied  an  edift  againft  them,  offering  all  thofe 
a  free  pardon  who  ftiould  furrendtfr  within  three  montb, 
and  excluding  them  from  mercy  after  that  term,  prormfing^ 
pardon,  and  a  reward  of  500  crowns,  to  any  of  them  who 
ihould  betray  his  fellow ;  and  prohibiting  all  perfons  what- 
ever, not  excepting  nobles  and  ecclefiaftics,  from  correfpond- 
ing  with  them,  or  Concealing  them,  under  the  penalty  of 
fleath  upon  the  wheel  or  gallows.  Having  appointed  three 
fcvere  judges,  with  a  body  of  500  foldiers,  to  put  this  order 
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ia  execution/  Id  lefs  than  fix  months  all  the  banditti  were 
either  taken  or  disappeared. 

He  likewife  ordered  the  fyndics,   or  mayors,    of  every  obliges  the 
town  and  lordihip,  as  well  thofe  that  were  aftually  in  office,  confijjors 
as  thofe  who  had  enjoyed  that  dignify  for  the  laft  ten  years,  **»  inform 
to  ftnd  him  a  lift  of  all  the  vagrants,  common  debauchees,  ^*  ^f*^* 
loofe  and  difordcrly  people,  in  their  diftrifts,  threatening  ^*!^' ^. 
them  with  the  ftrapado  if  they  omitted  or  concealed  any  one;  '^'"'/^'* 
which  punifhment  the  fyndic  gf  Alhano  aftually  underwent^  '*  ' 
for  otnittiog  the  name  of  his  nephew.     And  in  order  to  fup* 
prefs  ail  manner  of  vice,  he  net  only  puniHied  feveral  peopfe, 
npoQ  the  information  which  he  had  received  from  themfelves 
at   their  confeffions,  when  he  was  cardinal,   but  likewife 
obliged  other  confeflbrs  to  acquaint  him  with  any  thing  ex- 
traordinary that  was  commmunicated  to  them ;  and,  to  infpeft 
the  conduft  of  the  magiftrates,  he  difperfed  a  great  many 
fpies  through  the  city  and  the  ecclefiaftical  ftate,  to  whom 
he  allowed  ccMifiderable  penfions,   which  were  puhftually 
paid. 

He  employed  alfo  a  great  many  others  at  all  foreign  courts, 
by  which  means  he  had  intelligence  of  the  fecret  defigns  of 
Other  ftates,  particularly  of  the  king  of  Spain  having 
formed  a  defign  to  fieze  Naples ^  one  of  the  dependencies  of 
that  crown,  which  was  fufpefted  by  his  behaviour  to  the 
Spanijb  ambaflador,  a  few  weeks  after  his  promotion  :  for 
when  the  horfe,  with  7000  crowns,  was  prefented  to  him 
on  the  feafl:  of  St.  Pj^ter,  as  a  tribute  for  Naples ^  he  ridiculed 
his  predeceflbrs,  who  had  exchanged  a  kingdom  for  a  b^aft, 
and  added,  that  he  would  foon  put  an  end  to  that  fimple 
cuftom ;  which  words  being  tranfmitted  to  Philipy  he  gave 
orders  to  the  duke  oiOffiinaj  viceroy  of  Naples ^  to  ftrength- 
en  the  garrifons  upon  the  frontiers,  and  to  do  his  utmoft  to 
penetrate  into  the  defigns  of  the  pope.  About  the  fame  time 
Sixtus  had  a  rupture  with  the  king  of  France ^Vfho  had 
fent  orders  to  the  new  nuncio,  who  was  then  on  his  journey 
to  France^  to  ftop  at  Lyons ,  as  he  had  wrote  to  Romey  defir- 
ing  that  the  old  nuncio  might  not  be  recalled.  This  pro- 
ceeding of  the  king  greatly  inflamed  the  pope,  who  inime- 
diately  ordered  the  French  ambaffador  to  leave  Rome  within 
three  days.  However,  foon  after,  by  the  interceffion  of  fe* 
veral  cardinals,  the ,  difference  was  compromifed,  the  king 
•greeingtoaccei^  of  the  new  nuncio,,  and  his  ambaflador  re- 
turning to  his  refidence  at  the  court  of  Rome. 

Whether  this  rupture  had  alienated  him  from  the  king 
•of  France  is  uncertain;    but  about  two  months  -  after,  he    - 
dcclare4  l^is  approbation  of  the  catholic  league  made  by  the 
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Cui/e  faaio0,  who,  uQdcr  pretence  of  dtfending  the   old 
religion,  had  formed  an  affociation  agaioft  the  kiag  ajad 
Henry  of  Navarre,  ^  the   prefumptive  ieir  of  the  crown. 
He  wrote  with  his  own  hand  to  the  duk^  of  Gui/e,  and,  com- 
paring him  to  Judas  Maccabeus,  promifed  him  all  the  aififtr 
Hi  'exc9m»  ance  in  his  power :  and,  in  the  end  of  Sejf^t ember,  he  pub* 
muuicates  lifhed  a  bull  of  excommunication  againft  Henry  king;  cjf 
*^^^*Z^f  Navarre,  and  the  prince  of  Conde,  and  all  their  adherent^ 
*^^*^*"^*  pronouncing  them  heretics,  and,  as  fuch,  declaring   their 
/         eftates  and  pofteiTions .  forfeited,  and  both  them  and  their 
dependents  incapable  of  fucceeding  to  any  foverelgnty^  efpe». 
ciaily  to  the  crown  of  France.     The  pope,  upon  the  publi- 
cation of  this  bull,  wrote  to  the  emperor  Adolphus,  defiring 
him  to  prevent  any  ailiftance  going  from  Cexmany  to  the 
French  Hugonots,  and  to  prohibit  all  foreign  levies,  uader 
the  pain  of  the  ban  of  the  empire. 
^hoap'        The  king  of  Navarre  in  the  mean  time,  being  roufed  by 
ftcdsto  a   the  pope's  proceedings  from  a  life  of  pleafure,  anfwered  the 
general      manifefto  of  the  league,   and  by  means  of  his  friends  at 
€MUKiL      Roine  ftuck  up  his  proteft,  with  that  of  the  prince  of  Conde^ 
in  every  ftreet,  upon  all  the  cardinals  doors,  and  even  upod 
thegate^of  the  Vatican,  accuflng  Sixtus  of  being  a  fal& 
and  malicious  liar,  and  appealing  from  him  to  a  free  council^ 
where  they  would  prove  that  he  himfelf  was  a  heretic;  and 
that,  if  he^did  not  appear,  they  would  account  him  antichrift, 
and  declare  perpetual  war  againft  him.    Sixtus  was  greatly 
enraged  at  this  appeal,  and  at  feveral  pafquinades  that  were 
then  publiflied ;  but  could  not,  by  all  his  fpies,   difcover 
thofe  who  had  fixed  them  up.     After  his  fury  was  fome- 
what  fubfided,  he  fpoke  of  the  king  oi  Navarre  in  terms  of 
refpeft,  and  admired  his  courage  and  greatnefs  of  mind, 
who,  at  that  diftance,  had  taken  fo  proper  and  bold  a  me- 
thod to  ftiew  his  refentment.    From  that  time  he  refufed  ta 
contribute  any  money  to  the  war  ^hat  was  carrying  on  a* 
gainft  him;  and  he  was  afterwards  frcquendy  heard  to  fay, 
that  there  were  but  two  princes  in  the  world,  meaning  Henry 
of  Navarre  and  Elizabeth  of  England,  whofe  fricndfhip  and 
correfpondence  lie  would  court  and  defire,  if  they  were  not 
both  infefted  with  the  guilt  of  herefy  *.     According  to  Cre^ 
gorio  Leti,  he,  about  this  time,  gave  fome  fecret  encourage* 
ment  to  queen  Elizabeth  to  take  the  ftates  of  Holland  waiief 
her  prote^ion,  from  his  deiire  of  rcpreiSng  the  overgrowa 
power  of  the  Spaniards.

Havikg  now  rendered  himfelf  refpcfted  abroad,  and  tcr-Sixtus  // 
rible  to  his  own  fubjefts,  who  trembled  at  the  mention  of  his  grate/u/t9 
name,  he  began  to  open  his  bowels,  and  yield  to  the  di&ztes^t^  former 
of  gratitude  and  gencrofity.     Before  his  promotion  to  the^^^c/"^" 
pontificate,  he  had  noted  down  in  a,diary  the  inoft  remark-  ^^^' 
able  iranfaftions  of  his  life,  and  the  names  of  his  benefac- 
tdrs  and  enemies;  and  as  he  now  had  an  opportunity  of 
fliewing  his  gratitude  to  thofe  who  formerly  obliged  him, 
he  with  great  humour  and  kihdnefs  rewarded  his  former  be- 
nefaftors,'  many  of  whom  had  entirely  forgot  the  fervices 
they  had  done  him  (I).     Towards  the  end  of  the  year  like- 
♦  wife. 


'    (I)  Of  the  many  flories  that 
are  related  of  this  pope,  with 
regard  to  the  behavioar  to  his 
forxnef  benefadors,   we  ihall 
add  the  following.    When  in 
his  youth  he  refided  at  Mace- 
rattit   he  went  one  day  to  a 
Ihoemaker's  (hop  to  by  a  pair 
of  (hges.     After  fome  difpute 
abput  the  price,  the  fhoemakef 
told  him,  he  would  take  no  lefs 
than  feven  julios,  or  three  fhil- 
lings  and  fixpence.    Montalto 
OiFered  him  fix  julios,  which 
was  all  the  money  he  had,  and 
faid,  "  Perhaps  I  Ihall  be  ablq 
"  to  give  you  the  feventh  fome 
»*  time  or  other."    •*  Sometime 
**  or  other  (replied   the  fhoc- 
••^  maker) ;  biit  when  will  that 
*«  be  ?  when  you  come  to  be 
««  pope?    Yes  (faid  Montaitt)^ 
•'  that  I  will,  with  all  my  heart, 
•*  and.  pay  you  intcreft  for  your 
**  money  too.    Well  then  (an- 
"  fweredthelhoemaker)  fmcel 
•'  fee  you  are  not  without  hopes 
**  of  being  pope,  you  Ihall  even 
*«  have  them  upon  thofe  terms." 
.llf0»/a//0  having  a&ed  him  his 
fiame,  and  noted  the  tranfac* 
#oa  in  his  diary,  after  his  pro- 
motion fent  to  Maarata,    tQ 
know  if  the  Ihoemakerwas  Hill 
aliye ;  and  being  informed  that 
he  was,  ordered  the  governor 
ff  that  place  to  fend  him  up 


direftly  to  Rotne^  guarded  by 
one  of  his  officers.  The  poor 
Ihoemaker  was  furprifed  and 
al&ighted  with  the  news  that 
the  pope  defired  to  fee  him; 
and  having  entirely  forgot  the 
tranfadlion  with  the  young  friar, 
which  had  happened  forty  years 
before,  he  recalled  io  his  mind 
all  the  fins  that  he  had  commit- 
ted In  his  life,  conlidering  for  ^ 
which  of  them  he  could  be  cited 
to  appear  before  his  holinefs. 
Upon  his  arrival  at  Rome,  Six- 
tus  alked  him,  if  he  had  ever 
feen  him  at  Macerata,  The 
Ihoemaker  trembling,  told  him. 
No.  Sixtus  again  aiked  him»* 
if  he  ever  remembered  to  have 
fold  a  pair  of  Ihocs  to  a  young 
friar,  and  to  have  given  him 
credit  for  ajulio;  but  he  pro* 
tefling  that  he  knew  nothing  at 
all  ot  the  matter,  ^£jir/«i  related 
to  hiip  the  agreement  they  had 
formerly  made,  and  ordered 
his  fieward  to  pay  him  the  Ju- 
lio, with  the  intereft  for  forty 
years,  which  amounted  to  two 
julios  more.  The  Ihoemakeif 
went  away  very  much  diflatislt- 
ed,  loudly  complaining  to  every 
one  he  met,  that  the  pope  had 
put  him  to  the  expence  of  forty 
crowns,  to  come  from  Mactra- 
ta  to  R^me  to  receive  three  ju- 
lios. ^xtui  being  informed  of 
ki> 
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\Pife,  he  made  a  promotioa  of  eight  clrdiftals,  all  men  of  ex- 
traordinary merit,  aad  moft  of  ihempo-fons-of  higii  birtti:- 
"But  though  thp  Jefuits  ufed  great  art  to  iafinnate  themfe!'ve$' 
into  his  favour,  he  always  refufed  patroaiang  them  as  iivt 
predeceflbr  had  done,  but  ufed  them  upon  rniny  occafions  as 
his  fpies.  .         , 

He  adorns      RoME,  and  th§,  wholje  ^clcfiafticai  ftate,  being  now^rea* 
Rome       dercd  fecure  and  peaceable  by^  the  extirpation  of  the  ban^ 
*witbfnany  jitti,  and  ftrift  adminiftration  of  juftice,  iSixfwj  applied-  hi^ 
ne^p-uc'  jjjjj^^j  jQ  jj^g  erabellifhing  of.  the  city  with  magnificent  btiild-^ 
^"a  '  D      '^"8^>  ^y  which  means  he  gave  cmploymeat  to  great  nui^ 
/c8^'     bei:s  of  the  poor.     By  the  affiftance  of  the  celebrated  archiv 
teft  Dominic  Fontana,  born  at  Como,  he  erefted  a  famous 
obelilk,  that  had  been  brought  from  Thebmrm  Egypt  "to 
Rome^  and  dedicated  to  the  emperor  Auguftusy  and  Tiheriufi: 
his  adopted  fon.      This  obelifk  was  overturned  hy  Totitar^ 
king  of  the  Goths,  and  had  long  lain  neglefted  behind  the' 
veftry  of  St.  Peter's  church.     It  confiJfe  of  one  piece  of 
marble  of  feventy-two  feet  in  length,  and  the  difficulty  of 
renioving  it  had  been  hitherto  accounted  fo  great,  that  feve- 
ral  popes,  who  had  defigned  to  have  erefted  it,  'defifted,  after 
fome  weak  efforts,  from  that  undertaking :  but  Sixtus  re* 
iblved  to  furmount  every  obflacle ;  and  at  length  accompIUfa-* 
cd  the  arduous  enterprize  by  the  ingenuity  of  Fontana,  whb 
invented  apt  amazing  machine  for  that  purpofe,  and  employed 
a  great  number  of  people  more  than  twelve  months.     Befidcs 
the  devoting  of  this  obelifk,  which  was  dedicated  to  the  holy  ' 
crofs,  Sixtus,  during  his  whole  pontificate,  employed  (cvet 
ral  thou^nds  of  people  in  great  and  magnificent  works. 
He  ere£led  feveral  other  obelifks ;  built  a  chapel,  which  he 
dedicated  to  the  holy  manger,  and  adorned  with  the  fincft 
marble ;  brought  water  to  his  palace  on  Monte  Cavallo,  Vf  ^ 
an  aqueduft  twenty-two  miles  in  length ;  founded  a  laj^ 
hofpital,  capable  of  containing  2000  people;  repaired,  <x 
rather  rebuilt,  the  bridge  of  Sixtus  IV.  over  the  Tyber,  and 
erefted  a  fine  palace,  for  the  ufe  of  the  popes,  near  the  la-" 
ieran  church.     He  alfo  built  feveral   new  ftreets,'  one  of '^ 
which  was  two  mil^s  long,  and  called  after  his  ownnamc^*',

StrodUffBcf:  he  enlarged  AcFatkan  palace ;  fr6m  vhenoe  • 
he  aftde  a  graod  ftair^cafe  to  St.  Piier^s  dhorcfa,  the  dome 
or  cupola  5  whkh  he  cDmpleted:  he  iisnlded  a  colkge 
in  the  coovent  of  the  hdy  apofUes,  aad  aoodwr  at  B^kgrm. : 
he  likeixdfe  intended  to  have  built  a  dty  at  the  village  of  U 
Orotttf  where  he  was  born;  but  the  fitualioii  of  the  place  ' 

being  incommodious,  he  was  not  aMe  to  accoftpli(h  thi$ 
defiga;  however^  he  gifted  feveral  privileges  to  the  Porg9 
di  McntaHo  in  the  ne^hbonrhood  of  k  Grotfe,  and  after* 
wards  erected  that  new  city  into  a  biflxop*!  fiee.  Befides,  be 
regulated  his  niilitia»  enrolling  ndl  hisfnbje£Vs  that  were  able 
to  bear  arms,  and  appointing  officers  in  every  city  to  di&i* 
pUne  and  exerctfe  them;  In  orcter  to  favour  his  defigns 
againft  the  kingdom  of  Naples,  he  fortified  feveral  towns  0a 
his  frcmtier  towards  that  kingdom,  aitd  laid  a  tax  upon  all 
the  ecdeiiaftical  ftate^  to  defray  the  expence  of  building  a 
fleet. 

DtJRtNG  thefe  tranfaflions,  Sixtus,  at  the  requeft  of  the  ffife/eres 
popiih  cantons  of  Switzerland,  fenta  nuncio  into  that  country,  thi  itutbp- 
who  reftorcd  the  authority  of  the  holy  fee,  which  was  almoft  ^^^y  of  the 
extinguifiied  among  them.    He  likewUe  publlihed  a  bull,^^f^'^ 
condemning  the  praAice  of  judicial  aftrology;   and  fome^'.'* 
months  aherwards,  by  another,  he  afcertained  the  qualifies^-  j  ^j**'* 
tions  necefllary  for  thofe  that  fhould  be  received  into  the  (a-  ^    ' 
cred  Qo\k%t,  and  limited  the  number  of  cardinals  to  feventy. 
However,  the  reguladons  of  this  bull  were  too  ftrift  to  be 
ob(erVed,  and  were  almoft  all  annulled  by  hb  fucCefOirs. 
At  the  repeated  ibllicitations  of  the  French  king,  he  grantedt 
lum  a  bill  for  the  alienadon  of  the  church  revenues  in  France^ 
to  the  amount  of  50,000  crowns  a  year  ^.    As  he  was  very 
intent  upon  aggrandizing  the  holy  fee,  ahd  thought  it  below 
the  dignity  of  apoftolic  nuncios  to  live  in  hired  houfes,  be 
ixitended  about  this  dme  to  purchafe  a  palace  for  their  refi- 
dence,  fuitable  to  their  rank,  at  each  difFetent  court  of  Eu- 
rope*   The  fenate  oE  Venice,  upon  hearing  of  his  intention,    - 
immediately  made  a  prefent  of  a  palace  to  his  nuncio  in  their 
city ;  which  aA  of  generofity  was  fo  agreeable  to  the  pbpe, 
that  he  returned  thanks  in  perfon  to  their  ambaflador  at 
Jlome,  and  prefented  the  fenate  with  a  noble  palace  in  the 
city,  for  the  perpetual  refidence  of  thor  umbaflador.    How- 
ever, be  lefufed  the  fame  offer  from  other  ftates,  as  he  fore* 
£iw  tbat  it  would  be  attedded  with  very  great  inconveni- 
ences :  and  being  informed  of  the  death  of  the  king  of  P^* 
tamt,  he  lent  a  nuncio  into  that  kingdom^  to  take  care  thai*

About  the  fame  time, 
ftlfo  he  fent  a  confecrated  fword  to  the  duke  of  Gui/e,  the 
head  of  the  league  in  France  f  and  as  the  grand  duke  of 
Tufcany  died  at  Florence  without  heirs,  he-atlowed  cardinal 
ifi  MeikciSj  who  fuccceded  him,  to  refign  his  hat,  obliging 
him,  for  that  indtilgence,  to  make  rich  prefcnts  to  the  church 
of  Sk.  John  de  Lateran  **     His  nuncio  in  Poland  informing 
him,  that  the  archduke  Maximilian  had  been  elefted  king,  by 
a  party  in  that  kingdom,  he  immediately  fent  him  22,000 
ducats,  to  aflift  him  againft  his  competitor  the  prince  of 
Sweden,    who  was    chofen    by  another  fadion.      At   the^'^'f^*^* 
earneft  follicitatioff  of  the  Spaniards,   he  excommunicated  ^y^'^f^'^ 
qiieen  Elizahetk  of  England,  who,  in  the  beginning  of  the  E"**°«^

tommendation  of  Philipi  to  whcMn  he  game  the  iAveftittire  of 
Bngland,  he  made  WUKam  Allen  a  cai^iaal  |  tMMj'to  encoo-^ 
rage  the  Spaniards^  he  fent,  for  the  ufe  dl^ht  Armada^  feveral 
large  chefts  full  of  agnis  Da,  medals,  criicifixes,  rdkksy 
pardons,  aad  indulgences,  ^tb  which  the  men,  efpccially 
the  ofEcers,  were  fo  loaded  and  incumbered,  tlut  tbey 
looked  more  like  pilgrims  than  (bldiers.  .  The  SpanwM 
prefled  him  earneftly  to  grant  500,000  crowns  bdTore  die 
failing  of  the  .fleet,  but  be  aUblutely  refofed  thdr  requeft; 
and,  upon  being  informed  of  the  lofs  of  the  Armada,  to  pre^ 
vent  the  king  from  making  any  demands  upon  hioiy.he 
wrote  a  confolatory  letter  to  him,  in  which  he  found  great 
fault  with  the  copduA  of  all  his  officers,  attributing  the  unt 
fuccefsful  ifTue  of  the  expedition  entirely  to  them.  PkiSpf  upoa 
receiving  hb  letter,  diicovered  no  emotion,  and  two  days 
after  returned  an  anfwer  to  the  nuncio,  declaring,  that  tbe 
misfortune  of  his  fleet  ought  to  be  cAeemcd  a  loft  commoe 
to  them  both,  and  that  for  the  future  he  would  leave  him  to 
fight  the  battles  of  the  church  hunfelf.  , 

During  thefe  tran(aAions  Sixtus  had  ifloed  a  buU  fix* 
the  abolition  of  quarters,  or  the  privileges  claimed  by  am- 
bafladors,  cardinals,  nobles,  or  prelates,  of  prote^ng  ban- 
ditti and  malefadlors  in  then*  houfes,  declaring  tbofe  who 
fliould  any  way  obftruft  the  courfe  of  juftice,  ip/o/a^o,  ex- 
communicated, and  not  to  be  abfolved  by  any  but  the  pope 
jff  re-      himfelf,  except  in  the  article  of  death.     He  likewife  reoeiv- 
ceivis  ««  ed  an  ambafTador  from  the  king  of  Perfia^  with  great  pomp 
€mhaffy     and  magnificence;  and  to  give  turn  a  high  idea  of  the  gran- 
frfm  Per-  deur  of  the  Roman  court,  be  ordered  all  the  cardinals  and 
^^ '  prelates  at  Rome  to  be  i^refenl  at  his  firft  audience.     The 

ambaflador  came  to  defire  the  afliftance  of  the  Cbriftian 
princes  againfl  the  Turin  \  but  as  Philip  oi  Spain  was  then 
exhaufting  the  ftrength  and  riches  of  his  own  kingdom  in 
his  war  with  England  and  the  ftates  o(  Holland,  and  in  fup- 
portii^  the  catholic  league  in  France,  and  Sixtus  was.cbieSy 
intent  upon  accumulating  treafure  for  his  defiffn  againft  Na- 
pies,  the  Chrifiian  powers  difcovered  no  incunatioa  to  em- 
bark in  a  crufade,  and  the  ambaflador  was  difmifled  with 
many  compliments  and  a  few  prefents^  after  he  had  conti- 
nued about  a  month  at  Rome. 
Jif  rtfufa     'I'he  ambaflador  of  the  duke^f.ftfv^,  who  came. to  dc* 
/« affift  the  mand  the  pope*s  afliftance  againft  the  ciQr  of  Geneva,  was 
Mt  9f    equally  untuccefsful;  for  Sixtus  confidering  that  the  under- 
£avoy       taking  would  be  attended  with  many  diflicukies,  as  the 
tl^ainji     s-wifjg  were  intercfted  ia  the  prcfcrVation  of  that  city,  refnfed 
CJencva.         -  ^  any 
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any  attffeiBce  to  tbe  dake,  and  declared  that  the  trtafure 
of  the  church  ought  only  to  be  employed  in  defending  it* 
felf,  or  cnlirg^ng  ir$  own  territories.  At  the  earneft  foUici- 
tatioa  of  the  king  of  Spain,  the  pope,  about  this  time,  con*' 
fented  to  canonize  Dieg^  or  Didacus,  of  Jlcaia,  to  oblite- 
ftitc,  in  ibmemeafure,  by  the  fplendor  of  that  ceremony,  the 
SHgrace  of  his  unfuccefsful  expedition  againil  England.  He 
Vktwik  inftituted  the  felKvals  of  the  prdentation  of  the  Vir- 
gin, and  that  of  St.  Francis,  the  fouri4er  of  the  Franci/can 
order,  and  canonized  ^t.  Anthony  of  Padua,'  znA  St.  Janu'- 
arius  of  Naples  ^.  Being  attentive  alfo  to  every  opportunity 
of  extending  the  influence  and  power  of  the  holy  fee,  he  fent 
cardinal  Aldobran£no^  as  bis  legate  a  latere,  to  Poland,  up- 
on hearing  of  the  imprifonment  of  the  archdul^  Maximilian, 
who'  had  been  defeated  by  his  competitor  Sigifmondy  princ6  of 
Sweden.  Aldobrandino  zrrivcd  in  Poland  about  the  end  of 
Junei  and  after  a  long  and  difficult  negociation,  at  lengthy 
4n  the  beginning  of  the  following  year,  concluded  a  peace 
betwixt  the  Poles  and  the  houfc  ^  Aujiria,  by  which  Maxi- 
milian renounced  all  right  to  that  crown,  and  acknowleged 
SigifinondzA  Jcing  '• 

INURING  his  abfence  Sixtus  completed  the  famous  Vati^ 
can  library,  and  filled  it  with  a  great  number  of  manufcripi$ 
in  the  Hebrew,  Arabic,  Creek,  Latin,  and  mod  other  Ian- 
guages»  which  he  had  coUe^ed,  with  immenfe  labour  and 
expence,  from  all  parts  of  the  world.  He  likewife  wrote 
to  the  duke  of  Cui/e,  commending  his  zeal  for  the  catholic 
religion,  and  informing  him,  that  he  intended  to  fend  the 
-biftiop  of  Bre/cia,  whom  he  had  created  a  cardinal,  as  his 
legate  a  latere  to  France,  to  aifift  him  with  his  authority  and 
advice.  Although  the  pope,  from  the  beginning  of  his  pon- 
'tificate,  had  given  great  countenance  to  the  catholic  league 
in  France,  and  had  given  the  duke  of  Cuife  feveral  marks  of 
his  favour  and  efteem,  heexpreffed,  however,  very  little  con- 
caern  upon  the  news  of  his  murder,  which  was  brought  to 
Rome  on  the  5th  of  January,  by  an  exprefs  from  Morojini,  j^  j)^ 
his  legate  at  die  French  court.  He  rather  feemed  to  approve  j  r  g^  * 
of  it;  and  in  a  Converfation  with  cardinal  Joyeufe,  a  French- 
'man,  after  fome  refleftions  upon  the  duke's  unbounded  am- 
'bition,.and  infolent  behaviour  towards  the  king,  he  faid, 
"  We  ftiouldhave  done  the  fame,  if  we  had  been  in  Henry'^ 
^^  ^lace.** 

^  '  BtJT  a  few  days  after,  being  informed  that  the  cardinal  He  t»* 
c>ftr«j/Sr,  the  duke's  brother,  had  likewife  been  put  to  dtath/r^j

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great  rt'  wUhout  a  trial,  and  that  the  cardinal  of  Bourbon^  and  the 
fmtment    archbiftiop  of  tyom  were  irnpifoned,  he  fent  for  the  French 
at   the      ambaflador,  and  one  Giralamo  Gondii  whom  the  king  had 
murder  of  fg^t  ^q  Rome  to  excufe  his  proceeding;  and  after  beftpwing 
€ardinal    ^^^y  harfti  names  upon  them,  he  upbraided  the  king  of 
uw  e  i     Yfance  in  the  fevered  terms.     Next  day  he  called  a  conlifto- 
ry,  in  which  he  exclaimed  with  great  violence  again  A  the 
king,  his  rage  or  his  grief  obliging  him  to  make  feveral 
paufcs  in  his  fpeech  *.     He  Ukewife  reprimanded  feveral  car- 
dinals who  had  ventured  to  excufe  the  murder,  and  appoint- 
ed a  congregation  of  feveral  members  of  the  facred  doU^e 
to  deliberate  upon  the  ftate  of  France.     Tho'  he  exprefled 
great  refentment  againft  the  king,  he  neverthelefs  gave  but  a 
very  cold  reception  to  the  deputies  of  the  Parijians,  who 
a  few  weeks  after  arrived  at  Rome^  requefted  an  abfolutioa 
from  their  oath  of  allegiance,  and  that  he  would  grant  a  ple- 
nary indulgence  to  all  thofe  who  fhould  take  arms  againA 
,\heir  prince,  as  feventy  of  the  reverend  members  of  the  Sot- 
lonne  had  declared  that  he  had  forfeited  the  throne.     Each 
-party,  for  feveral  months,  ufed  their  utmofl  endeavours  to 
"procure  the*  friendftiip  of  the  i?ope;  but  Henry  abfcJutely 
rcfufing  to  fet  the  cardinal  of  Bourbon  arid  the  archbifhop  of 
Lyons  at  liberty,  Sixtus  on  the  24th  of  May  published  a  mo- 
nitory againft  him,  threatening  him  with  excommunication 
if  he  did  not  fet  the  cardinal  and  ar^hbiffiop  at  liberty  before 
the  3d  of  j^une,  arid  give  Information  thereof  within  tkir)>i 
days  after  to  the  apoftolic  fee:  befides,  he  cited  the  king, 
and  all  thofe  concerned  in  the  murder  of  the  two  Gui/es,   to 
appear  perfonally,  or  by  proxy,  within  lixty  days  at  Rome, 
Upon  the  publication  of  this  decree  or  mdnitOry,  the  cardi- 
nal Joyeuje  retired  to  Venicey  and  the  French  ambafladors  left 
Rotne^  aad  embarked  at  Leghorn  for  Ma)rfeitles. '  As  inter- 
ceifions  bad  no  effeft  upon  the  pope,   the  republic  of  Ve^ 
nicey   and  the  dukes  of  Tufcany  and  Manttsa,  prefled*  the 
king  of  France\o  feize  the  county  of  Jvignon,  and  to  threaten 
to  march  an  army  to  Rome ;  but  he  was  prevented  from  fol- 
lowing their  advice  by  death,  being  aflaffinated  on  the  lit  qf 
'    ^         ^uguft,  by  one  Clement ,  a  Dominican  firiar. 
htttfraifes      Six;tus,  upon  being  informed  of  the  murder,  made  a 
the  muT"    premeditated  fpeech  in  the  conHftory  in  praife  of  the  aflailia, 
dtrer  of    whom  he  extolled  above  Eleazar  and  Judith^  and  -as  he  aJF- 
$be  king^    firmed  that  the  king  had  died  in  mortal  fin,  by  refufing  obe- 
dience to  his  monkory,  he  ordered  that  no  prayers  fliould  be 
made  for  his  foul.    However,  he  paid  but  httle  regard  ^o

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the  deputk&of  the  league;  and,  notwkhftajadipg  tlxeir  fql- 
lickations,  he  refufed  topublifh  a  crufade  agairirt  the  kihg 
of  JVavarrtf  who  had  been  declared  king  of  France  by  the  ' 
otiier  p^rty.  At  fiift  iad«ed,  being  deceived  by  their  repre- 
fentatioDs,  he  ordered  om^ditk^QlQijetan,  whom  he  had  aJ3- 
poiQted  as  his  legate  in  France,  to  favour  the  eleftion  of  car- 
oiaal  Bourbon ;  but  before  his  departure,  having  received  a 
letter  from  the  duke  of  Luxanburgh,  acquainting  him  that 
the  King  of  Navarre  had  beea  declared  king  of  France  by  the 
greateft  part  of  the  nobility,  and  that  he  had  appointed  him 
as  his  ambaffiidor  at  liome,  he  v^rote  to  thofe  nobles  who 
were  in  the  king  of  Navarre's  camp,  exhorting  them  to 
continue  fleadily  in  the  catholic  faith,  and  declaring  that  he 
was  indifferent  who  was  their  kmg,  provided  ht  was  but  a 
catholic.  He  likewife  Wf  ote  to  the  duke  of  Luxewiurgb, 
defiring  him  to  come  to  ^ome ;  and  gjive  new  inftru^ions  to 
pardinai  Cajetam  ordering,  himr  to  favour  the  elediion  of  a  ca- 
tholic king,  without  fpecSying  any  perfon ;  whi^h  proceed^ 
ing  greatly  facilitated  the  eflablt(hment  of  the  king  of  A^* 
varrcy  or  Henry  IV.  upon  the  throne  oi  France. 

Tho'  the  king  of^S^'/z  was  greatly  difobliged  by  this 
behaviour  of  the  pope,  yet  another  atfair  happened  about  thi^ 
time^  at  which  heexprefled  much  more  diOatisfafiiion.

He  gave  the  eldeft  of  his  nieces,  Donnd  Orfim^ 
then  feventeen  years  of  age^  to  Mark  Anthony  Cobmna^  prince 
of  SonninOf  with  a  fortune  of  126,000  crowns;  and  to  ena- 
ble him  to  pay  his  debts,  he  lent  him  400,000  crowns  ont 
of  the  apoftolic  chamber  for  ten  years,  without  intereft. 
^  And  the  youngeft  of  his  nieces.  Donna  Flavian  he  gave  widi 
*  the  fame  fortune  to  Virginius  Urjino,  who  had  a  yearly  efbte 
of  100,000  crowns,  and  whofe  family  was  fuperior  to  any 
in  Itdfy^  except  that  c^  Coionna.    Thefe  mariages  wrsre  cele- 
brated with  great  pomp  and  magnificence,  and  the  two

:  head  quarters,  had  encouraged  his  chaplains  to  preach  againft 
the  king,  and  refufed  to  confult  with  thofe  cardinals  who 
adhered  to  the  king's  party,  he  revoked  the  letters  of  ex- 
change, which  he  had  given  him  for  300,000  crowns  upon 

■  the  bankers  of  Lyons,  and  recalled  the  moft  turbulent  of  his 
diaplains  to  Rome. 

Although  his  attention  at  this  time  was  greatly  engaged 
with  the  affairs  of  France,  he  was  no  lefs  vigilant  in  the  go- 
vernment of  his  own  dominions ;  and  as  all  Italy,  and  par- 
ticularly the  eccleiiaftical  ftate,  was  afflidled  this  year  with  a 
fevese  famine,  he  excufed  the  people  their  taxes,  and  lent

gence. £eildes)  he  increafed  his  fund  by  retrenching  y^fl^ 
penfions,  to  the  amount  of  60,000  crowlis,  by  felling  the  chl^ 
places  and  offices  ei  his  court,  by  the  commutations  for  thfe 
paniihment  of  crimes,  and  by  the  ftrideft  perfonal  frugalitjr 
and  neconomy*  He  was  indefatigable  in  buiinefs^  and  took 
the  management  of  the  minuteft  affairs  wholly  into  his  own 
hands :  he  flept^ittle,  and  had  nd  ftated  time  of  going  to  bed.  *  ^  ' 
Tho'  he  was  remarkably  abA^mious  while  he  was  cardinal, 
yet,  after  has  promotion,  he  made  hearty  meals,  his  fpirlts 
being  exhaufled  by  his  inceflant  labour,  which  he  wonld  not 
eveb  intermit. in  hie  lail  ilinefs,  but  followed  Ilri6tly  the 
maxim  of  Vefpajtan,  which  he  often  repeated,  That  a  prince 
cught  to  die  Jtandingi  that  is,  laboi^ring  to  the  very  laft  mo- 
ment of  his  life  for  the  good  oi  his  country. 

Eighteen  days  after  the  death  of  Sixtm,  cardinal  Caf-  Urban 
tagna  was  tinanimottfly  ele^ed  pope>  and  aflumed  the  fiame  VI 1.  is  #*. 
^of  Urhan  VII.  He  enjoyed  the  pontificate  only  thirteen  dayi,  U&edfopR^ 
and  died  before  his  coronation,  on  the  27th  of  Siptetnbef.  Hii  deaths 
He  had  then  entered  the  70th  year  of  his  age,  and  wa^  borh 
at  Rome^  his  father  being  a  noble  Genoefe^  and  his  mother  "a 
Roman,  of  the  family  of  the  Rkci.     His  p5ety  and  learning 
had  rendered  him  iilullrious  ;  and  as  he  had  great  experience, 
and  had  gone  through  all  the  degrees  of  the  court,  the  pon- 
tificate was  aifigned  to  him  by  the  univerfal  voice,  even  bd" 
fore  the  death  of  Sixtus  ^. 

Upon  the  death  of  Urhan  VII.  the  R&man  fee  was  Vacant 
two  months  and  nine  days,  occaiioned  by  the  great  fa^lionsi 
in  the  conclave,  where  there  were  nolefs  than  fifty-four  car-' 
dinais,  fixteen  of  whom  were  candidates  for  the  pontifi<iate. 
After  feveral  icrutinies,  cardinal  Montalto  was  prevailed  up- 
6n  to  go  over  with  his  party  to  the  Bfanijh  ftftion,  and  by 
that  means  a  legal  majority  was  procured  for~  Nicolas  Sfoh- 
druU,  cardinal  of  Gremona^  who  was  elefVed  on  the  5th  Of

embraced  an  eccleiiaftical  life,  and  was  created  btfhop  of 
Cremona  by  Pius  IV.  under  which  title  he  remained  thra 
years  at  the  council  of  Trent.  Gregory  XIII.  created  him  a 
caritinaly  in  gratitude  to  whom  he  affiimed  the  fame  naae 
upon  hb  promotion  to  the  pontificate.  He  was  crowned  vnA 
the  ufual  folemnides,  and  b^n  his  pontificate  with  refior* 
ing  thofe  Romans  to  their  places  and  offices,  whom  SisctusY, 
had  deprived.  He  likewife  m^de  a  prefent  of  looo  crowos 
to  each  of  the  cardinals,  provided  againft  the  (carcity  and 
dearnels  of  corn  and  other  proviiiond»  and  in  the  firft  coo- 
fiftory,  which  he  held  on  the  19th  of  December,  created 
one  of  his  nephews  a  cardinal. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  following  year  he  pnblifhcd  a  jii- 
bilee,  granting  indulgences  to  all  thofe  who  fliould  cSBer  up 
jjgig.       their  prayers  to  God  in  his  behalf;  and^  at  the  infligation  of 
tlarei  fir  the  Spani/b  ambaflador,  he  declared  for  the  catholic  leagae 
ehi  Lague/xn  France^  writing  on  the  20th  of  January  to  the  bifhopti 
A.  u.    Plaeenza^  whom  cardinal  Cajetan  had  left  at  Paris ^  andpio- 
iS9'*   mifing  to  furnUh  the  catholics  vmh  15000  crowns  a  mondt 
out  of  the  apoftolic  treafury,  as  long  as  he  (hould  iee  it  D^ 
ceflary  for  their  defence.     The  bifhop  of  Placenzackv&A 
this  letter  to  be  printed  and  difperfed  in  France^  with  ao* 
odierfrom  himfelf  in  praife  of  the  pope's  gencrofity.    The 
Spani/b  faAion»  however^  were  not  yet  fiitisfied ;  but  bong 
feconded  by  the  cardinal  of  Larrain  :md  the  duke  of  Mmnfx 
fecretary»  they'prefled  the  pope  to  f<mdan  army  intoFnnuf, 
and  to  grant  a  power  to  the  duke  of  Maine  to  alienate  de 
ecclefiafncal  benefices  in  that  kingdom.  (7r^^^  by  noinsuts 
would  confent  to  this  laft  requeft ;  but  being  unexperienced 
in  the.management  of  great  af&irs,  he  agreed  to  dieir  firS

emiisecem"     ^^  the  mean  time  he  again  wrote  two  letters  to  Franct, 
municates  ^1  which  he  declared  Henry  IV.  excommunicated,  and'd^

IV.  ecclefiaftical  cenfures,  if  they  did  not  defert  his  caufe,  and 

alfo  all  the  clergy  with  excommumcation  and  depofitioa, 
if  they  did  not,  within  thirty  da}'S,  declare  againft  him. 
,  Thefe  letters  were  approved  by  the  parliament  of  Pa- 
ris ;  but  the  other  parliaments  of  the  kingdom,  pard- 
cularly  that  of  Chahns,  which  was  a  part  of  that  rf 
Paris t  appealed  from  them  to  a  future  council,  dedaid 
^m.  derogatory  to  the  rights  of  the  klfigdom,  and  to  the 

liberties 
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Lttusrdes  <f  ihtdalBe^  churchy  and  ordered  them  to  be 
bu^  in  tha  market  |dace  by  the  common  hangman.  King 
H^nry  Ukcwife  publiflicd  an  edi^ly  or  declaration,  againS 
tbpQi;  and  the  prelates  of  his  party  affembling  at  Chart  res, 
pablUhed  a  letter^  addrefled  to  all  the  catholics,  declaring 
thcfn  of  no  obligation,  and  that  they  intended  foon  to  fend  aH 
embaily  to  the  pope,  to  inform  him  fully  of  the  juftice  of  their 
caufe.  They  were  prevented,  however,  from  fending  this 
embafTy,  by  the  death  of  the  pope,  who  having  been  affllQed 
during  his  whole  pontificate  with  the  ftone,  died  on  the  1 5  th 
of  O^ober,  in  the  57th  year  of  his  age.  During  his  tranfac-  *  ^'^  ^ 
tioQS  with  the  chiefs  of  the  lea^e,  he  had  created  fcven  *^o"^- 
ourdinals,  had  indulged  the  cardinal  friars  with  the  privilege 
of  ^rearing  red  hats,  and  had  given  the  inveftiture  of  the 
duchy  oiFerrara  to  duke  ^//^;^Jt»  '^ho,  as  he  had  no  ifTue, 
came  to  Rome  to  foUicit  the  renewal  of  his  fief  in  favour  of 
{bme  of  his  relations,  but  without  any  effeft  fa. 

On  the  28tH  of  OSlober,  thirteen  days  after  the  death  of  j^n^cent 
Gregory,  J&bn  Anthony  FachinettL  cardinal  of  Santi  ^atro,  jx.  U  #- 
was  elcfted  pope,  with  the  unanimous  confept  pf  the  whole  ig^4, 
conclave,  and  affixmed  the  name  oi  Innoceni  IX,    His  pa- 
rents were  natives  rf  Cr^vrg^wi,  a  city  of  Navarre,  but  he 
was  born  dxBohgna,  where  he  was  alfo  educated*    Coming 
afterwards  to  Rome,  he  palled  thro'  feveral  d^ees  of  pre- 
lerment,  and  was  at  length  created  cardinal  by  Gregory  XIII. 
at  the  fame  time  with  his  two  predeceflbrs.    Immediately 
after  his  eleflipfi  be  renewed  the  antient  cuftom,  and  wrote 
tp^  aU  patriar<^j  archbifliops,  and  primates,  informing  them 
^of  his  prorootioii,    He  then  applied  hfmfelf  to  relieve  the  ne- 
ceflities  of  hi(  ft»bje£ts,  by .  publifhing  a  regulation  of  the 
prices  of  provifions,  and  ordering  the  barons  of  Rome  to 
pring  their  corn  into  the  city.    In  the  mean  time  he  was 
ttli/Sl  with  a  diftemper,  of  which  he  died  on  the  apth  of  ^"  ^*^' 
December,  in  the  73d  year  of  his  agei  having  enjoyed  the 
|>o&tificate  only  two  months. 

THfiRB  never  were  greater  difputes  at  the  eleftion  of  a    a.  D. 
pope  than  at  this  prefent  vacancy.    On  the  1 1 th  of  Jannary    xy^z^ 
fifty-three  cardinals  entered  Hhe  conclave,  where  the  Spanijh 
fajXiovi  immediately  propofed  five  candidates,  none  of  whom 
could  procure  a  legal  majority.  .  After  long  difputes  and  in* 
ixigues,  which  ^re  particularly  related  \rfThuanus  \  Man' 
taJto  at  length  propofed  csLvdivaal  Aldobrandino,  who  he  knew 
was  not  diiagreeable  to  the  king  of  Spain.    A  majority  im-  ^ 
inediately  declared  for  him;  and, on  the  28th  oi  January,  he

baiTy  to  be  printed  at  Venice ;  to  which  he  added  a  fpirited 

remonftrance,  complaining  of  the  partiality  of  the  pope^  and 

the  injuftice  of  his  legate ;  and  proving,  by  many  ai^a- 

ments  and  authorities,  that  the  lung  had  been  Iq^y  ab- 

folved. 

Altho*  Clement  behaved  with  great  rigour  towards  the 
French  ambaflador,  he  about  thefame  time  received  two  monks, 
who  came  as  ambafladors  from  the  patriarch  of  Akxandria^ 
with  great  kindnefs  and  civility.  Inthebeginningof  his  ponti- 
ficate he  had  fent  a  nuncio  into  Egypt ^  by  whofe  perfuafion 
the  patriarch  was  prevailed  upon  to  vrrite  to  the  pope«  and 
to  acknowlege  him  as  the  fupreme  head  of  all  ChjiAians« 
The  two  monks,  who  brought  this  letter,  were  treated  with 
great  magnificence,  and,  during  their  refidence  at  Remit 
were  maintained  at  the  pope*s  expence.    In  the  beginning  of 
the  following  year  they  made  a  public  profeffion  of  the  &ith 
of  the  church  of  Rcme^  rejeAing  the  NefimaUf  EutycUeait 
and  Dio/coran  hereiies,  and  fent  a  copy  of  their  confeflion  to 
Egy^ ;  where  it  was  confirmed  and  publUhed  by  the  patri- 
arch.

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•tiple  of 'the  yejuitty .  who  had  been  taught  by  them,  that  it 
was  a  meritorious  aifion  to  kill  the  king  5  and  as  many  other 
religious  orders  ftiH'looked  upon  him  as  a  perfon  excommu- 
nicated, and  therefore  refufed  to  pray  for  him,  the  king,  at  ^ 
the  requeft  of  the  clergy  and  divines,  fent  Davy  dy>  Perron^ 
bifliop  of  Evreifx,  as  "his  ambaflador  to  the  pope,  again  to 
'  follicit  apoftoHcal  abfolution  «>.  The  pope,  now  petfuaded  of 
thejuftice  of  thei  king's  caufe  by  the  profperity  of  his  affairs, 
gave  him  affuranCcs  of  a  reconciliation  ;  and  Perron  arriv- 
ing at*  ^orw^  about  the  middle  of  Jufyy  he  immediately  or- 
dered fupplications  to  be  made  through  all  the  churches,  and 
, the  prayer  of  forty  hours  to  be  recited  for  imploring  divine 
affiftance  in  fuch  a  weighty  affair.  He  himfelf  likewife,  two 
^fucceifiye  mornings,  wfent  bare- footed  from  his  palace  to  the 
church  of  iSf.  Mary  A/^jV,  where  he  celebrated  mafs ;  weep-  - 
ing,  upon  his  return,  at  each  flation,  without  looking  up,  of 
giving  any  benedidlion  as  ufual  to  the  people  p.  During  thefe 
fupplications  and  ptocefTions,  every  fifth  day  he  confulted  onq 
of  the  cardinals  about  the  conditions  of  the  abfolution, 
Thofe  of  the  Spanijh  faftion,  ii>  hopes  of  rendering  the  em-  ^heftpt^ 
bafTy  unCuccefsful,  propofcd  extremely  hard  conditions,  which ^T^J''  ^'^ 
were  rejefted  by  Perron  and  OJfat ;  who,  after  long  difputes,  ^W«^'^^« 
at  length  agreed  with  the  pope  upon  fixteen  conditions ;  the 
<:hief  of  which  were,  that  the  king  fhould  promife  obedience 
to  the  apoflolic  fee ;  fhould  reftore  the  catholic  religion  in  the 
jprincipality  of  Beam ;  (hould  build  a  monaflery  or  nunnery  in 
each  province  of  his  kingdom,  and  fliould  caufe.  the  decrees 
«:)f  the  council  of  Trent  to  be  publifhed  and  obferved  through- 
out all!  his  dominions.  The  ambafladors  fwearing  to  the. 
performance  of  the  articles  agreed  to,  Clement ,  with  great 
Iblemnity,  granted  abfplution  to  the  king  on  the  17th  of 
September  ^. 

A  FEW  weeks  after,  he  received  an  embafTy  from  the  me-  Here* 
tropolitan  of  Kiovia  and  all  RitJJia,  and  from  other  biftiops  cei*ues  a 
in  Lithuania  and  Poland^  who  followed  the  rites  of  the  Creek  emhajly* 
church,  profefBng  their  defire  of  an  union  with  the  church  A^»*^^^  . 
of  Rome.     The  archbiQiop  of  Livonia  likeWife,  about  the  R*^^*^"'f 
lame  time,  arrived  at  the  city  with  his  nephew,  and  abjured 
die  doftrines  of  Luther  \  but  the  joy  on  account  of  thefe 
oew  converts  was  foon  greatly  abated  ;  for  accounts  arrived 
in  Europe,  that  the  'Alexandrian  embafTy  had  been  a  forgery, 
and  it  was  publicly  reported,  that  the  Ruffians  had  difclainled  . 
clie  fubmiffion  of  their  metropolitan,  and  refufed  to  acknow-

1  -06*     September.     He  likewife  fent  a  nuncio  to  the  emperor,  to

Turksy  and  ordered  him  to  promife,  in  his  name,  40,000 
.  crowns  a  month  to  Bathori,  prince  of  Tranftlvania^  who  had 
come  to  Prague,  to  have  a  conference  with  i?(?^^^y&«i,  and  to 
^     follicit  fuccours  againft  the  infidels.    Clement  at  the  fame  time 
prohibited  Bathori  from  attacking  the  Poles,  whahad  feized 
upon  Moldavia,  and  offered  himfelf  as  a  mediator  betwt 
them,  requiring  them  both  to  fubmit  to  his  arbitration.    He 
could  not,  however,  prevail  with  the  king  of  Poland  to  ac- 
cept of  him  as  mediator  in  the  difpute  with  Bathori,  nor  cobU 
cardinal  Cajetan,  who  a  few  months  after  was  fent  as  his  k- 
gate  to  Poland,  perfnade  the  diet  to  agree  to  an  aliiaoce 
againft  the  Turks  '. 
and  eardi^      In  the  mean  time  the  pope  fent  AleYLander  de  Medicis,  car- 
nal  de       dinai  of  Florence,  as  his  legate  to  France,  to  receive  the  rati- 
Medicos     fication  of  the  articles  agreed  to  by  the  French  ambaffadors 
as  his  le-    ^x.  Rome,  and  to  certify  the  apoftolical  abfolution  granted  to 
gate  to       jj^g  j^jQg^     jjg  ^j^g  received  with  great  refpeft,  upon  the 
ranee,     ^oflfines  of  the  kingdom,  and  conduced,  by  the  governors  of 
the  provinces  thro*^  which  he  pafled,  to  Chafires,  within  eight 
,  leagues  of  Paris  ;   where    the  king,  attended   by  federal 

nobles,  paid  him  a  congratulatory  vifit.  A  few  days  after 
he  was  received  into  Paris  with  great  magnificence  ;  aad>  ia 
confequcnce  of  the  king's  edift,  his  inftruftions,  or  his  fa- 
culties, as  they  arc  ufually  called,  were  regiftred  by  the 
parliament,  without  any  particular  limitation.  On  the  nth 
of  Juguji  he  was  admitted  to  a  public  audience,  when  the 
king  confirmed  the  conditions  of  his  abfolution  agreed  tobj 
his  ambafladors  at  the  court  of  Rome.  A  few  months- after 
Henry  appointed  Francis  Luxembourg,  duke  of  Phiey,  as  hi& 
^  J)  ambaflador  to  thq  pope  ;  who  did  not  arrive  at  Rome  till  the 
,  597.  following  year  in  the  middle  of  ApriL .  His  reception  vas 
very  different  from. whaflie  received  in  his  firft  embafly ;  for 
the  pope  no\y  ffrove,  by  his  kindncfs,*  to.obliteratette re- 
membrance of  his  former  morofe  behaviour.  A  triumphal 
arch  was  erefted  at  the  gate  through  which  the  ambaflador

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pailed^  and  the  next  day  after  his  entrance  into  the  city  he 
was  admitted  to  ao  audience  in  the  Vatican.  After  he  had  ' 
fokmnly  yielded  obedience,  in  the  king's  name,  to  his  holi- 
iief%  he  was  iovjted  by  him  to  an  entertainment;  at  which 
both  the  pofw  and  he  diUed  in  the  fame  room,  but  at  dificrcot 
tables  ^  Mean  while,  by  means  of  his  legate  in  France^  and 
nancio  ttiSpnin,  he  earneftly  follicited  both  Philip  and  Henry 
to  agree  to  a  peace.  As  Henry  was  now  firmly  eflablifhed  on 
the  throne  of  France,  and  Philip  began  to  feel  the  infirmities 
of  old  age,  and  to  be  lenfible  of  the  difmal  effefts  of  his  ex- 
travagant ambition,  the  mediation  of  his  holinefs  thereby  be^- 
came  acceptable  to  both  ;  and  by  means  of  a  Francifcah,  em- 
ployed by  cardinal  de  Medicis,  Henry's  fecretary,  agreed  to  a. 
conference  with  a  deputy  from  the  governor  of  Flanders ^ 
when  they  appointed  the  negociations  for  a  peace  to  be  held 
at  Vervins. 

While  thefe  preliminaries  were  fettling  in  France,  Italy  The  pope 
was  threatened  with  iiew^  commotions  by  the  death  of  Jl- claim  the 
Phonjb  dakc  of  Ferrara.     As.  the  duke  had  no  iflue,  he  Idt^^^h^f 
vSi  his  eftates,   by  his  will,    to  a   baftard-relation  namcd^^"'*'?* 
Cafar  ctEJte ;  who,  upon  his  death,  immediately  took  pof-  ^^^/fr 
feffion  of  his  dominions,  and  wrote  to  the  Chriflian  princes,^^"^^  ^^ 
informing  them  of  his  focccilion.     He  likewife  fent  an  ambaf-  phonfo  IL 
fador  to  Rome,  with  a  letter  to  the  pope ;  who  alleged,  that  ^»</ 
as  Alphonfo  had  died  without  iflue,  his  fief  had  devolved  to    ' 
fhe  holy  fee.     He  therefore,    upon  reading  the  titles  afr 
ftimed  by  Cif/2r,  threw  away  the  letter,  difmifled  his  ambaf- 
&dor,    and  immediately  aflembled  a  coniiderable  body  of 
forces,  which  he  fent,   under  the  command  of  his  nephew 
cardinal  AUobrandino,  into  the  territory  of  Bologna  y  pub- 
lifhed  a  monitory  againft  C^far,  denouncing  an  anathema. 
agatnft  him,  if  he  did  not  immediately  renounce  his  claiiii  to? 
Ferrara^  and  cited  him  to  appear  at  JSiome  within  fifteen  days,^ 
Ondcr  pain  of  being  declared  a  rebel.     Ca/ar,  at  firft,  paid. 
no  regard  to.  the  pope's  menaces,   but,  raifing  an  army, 
gained. a  finall  advantage  over  the  papal  troops ;  however,  as. 
the  Chriftian  princes  refufed  to  engage  in  this  quarrel,  and 
Henry  IV>  of  France  openly   declared  for   the  pope,  he  ^^  j^ 
thought  proper  to  agree  to  an.  afccommodation  ;  which  was      '2* 
concluded  on  the  i  ith  of  January  on  thefis  conditions  -'^"^Xq^^^  '

diftion,  the  emperors  Maximilian  and  Rodolphus  had  per- 
mitted Jlphonfo  to  leave  them,  by  his  will,  to  Cafar,  The  news 
of  this  accommodation  was  received  at  Rome  with  great  joy, 
efpecially  by  Clement^  who  confirmed  the  conditions  agreed  to, 
//  is  unit'  and,  on  the  1 1  th  of  February,  publifhed  a  bull,  uniting  the 
eJ  to  the     city  and  duchy  of  Ferrara  to  the  apoftoiic  fee,  and  dedicated 
eccleftaflt-  ^^^  f^j.  ^^^^  ^^  ^^^  virgin  Mary  ViXii  the  apofUes  Peter  and 
ca  J  ate.    p^^//.     In  order  to  fettle  the  affairs  of  that  new  acquifitioo, 
he  foon  after  left  Rome ;  and,  proceeding  thro'  the  ecdefi- 
aftical  fta'te  with  great  pomp  and  ceremony,  arrived  at  Fer- 
rara on  the  8  th  of  May^  attended  by  twenty- feven  cardinal.9; 
where  he  continued  till  the  end  of  November  ". 
A^eace  '       A  FEW  days  before  he  arrived  at  this  city,  a  peace  was 
Concluded    concluded  between  France  and  Spain  at  Vermns^  by  the  me- 
hy  his  me-  diation  of  his  legate  in   France^  and  his  nuncio^  Francis 
diation       Conzaga\  bifliop  of    Mdderia,    after  a  negociation    of  four 
hetuaixt     months  j  fome  difputes,  however,  between  king  Henry  ztA 
France      the  duke  of  Savoy  being  ftill  left  undecided,  and  referred  to 
a»/Spain.  the  arbitration  of  the  pope.     About  the  fame  time,  a  match 
having  been  concluded  between  Ifabella^  fifter  of  the  king  of 
Spahiy   and  her  coufin,  cardinal  Albert,  the  emperor's  bro- 
ther, and  governor  of  Flanders,    he  folemnly  refigned  Isis 
hat  and   faceraotal    habit  in  the  church  oiSt.  Mary  of 
Halle,  near  Brujfels  ;    and,    proceeding  to  Germany ^    went 
from  thence    with  Margaret  of  Aujiria,  daughter  of  the 
archduke  Charles,  deceafed,  to  Ferrard,    An  alliance  had 
likewife  been  concluded  between  Margaret ,  of  Aujiria  and 
her  coufin  Philip  III.  of  Spain,  who  had  fucceeded  to  that 
crown  by  the  death  of  his  fathef ,  while  fhe  was  on  her  jour- 
ney to  Ferrara,     The  pope  received  Albert  and  Margaret 
with  gteat  hpnour  and  refpeft ;  and,  having  granted  both 
parties  a  difpenfation,  /with  regard  to  the  degrees  of  confaa- 
guinity,  he  himfelf  celebrated  both  marriages  on  the  1 5th 
of  November^  in  the  cathedral  church,  the  archduke  fhmd- 
ing  fponfor  for  the  king  of  Spain,  and  the  Spanijh  ambaflador 
for  the  infanta  Ifabetla  ^.    A  few  days  after,  the  pope,  having, 
conferred  a  great  many  privileges  on  the  city  of  Ferrara,  left 
that  place,  and  proceeded  to  Rome ;  where  he  arrived  on  the 
aoth  of  December.    The  joy  exprefled  by  the  Romans-  &x  his 
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return  was  quickly  allayed  by  a  dreadful  inundation  of  the -^^r^<2/ 
Tyber,  occafioned  by  the  frequent  rains,  and  a  flrong  fouth  inundation 
wind,  which  ftopt  the  currfcnt  of  the  river.     The  waters  J^'^^^^" 
fwelled/  three  palms  higher  than  they  were  ever  remembered  ^^  ''^ 
to  have  done  before,  fo  that,  on  dtrifimas-day,  the  whole    ^T% 
city  was  covered,  excepting  only  the  feven  mountains,  and  a     i-gg] 
few  other  rifing  grounds.  Upwards  of  looo  people  perifhed,       ^ 
and  the  city  received  more  damage  than  if  it  had  been  plun- 
dered by  an  enemy  *.     The  charity  of  the  pope,  and  of  feve- 
ral  cardinals,  was  very  confpicuous  during  this  public  cala-. 
mity,  by  alleviating  the  diftrefles  of  the  poor,  and  furniihing 
them  with  provifions.     After  the  inundation  had  ccafed,  he,     . 
to  the  utmoft  of  his  power,  fupplied  the  lofles  which  parti- 
cular perfons  had  fufFered  ;  and,  attributing   the  calamity 
more  to  the  fins  of  the  people  than  to  natural  caufes,  he  pub- 
^liflied  a  bull,  exhorting  all  to  repentance,  and  to  works  of 
charity,  appointing  likewife  fupplications,  and  granting  ge- 
neral indulgencies. 

Soon  after  he  was  greatly  afflifted  with  the  news  of  the 
publication  of  the  edift  of  Nantz,  by  which  liberty  of  con- 
Icience  was  granted  to  the  Hugomts  of  France  ;  however,  by 
the  reprefentations  of  cardinal  OJfaf,  he  was  in  fome  meafurc 
reconciled  to  the  king's  proceeding;  and  a  few  months  after, 
at  his  requeft,  he  appointed  delegates  to  examine  into  the  va- 
lidity of  his  marriage  with  Margaret  of  Fahis.  He  like- 
wife  confented  to  aft  as  arbitrator  in  the  differences  betwixt 
him  and  the  duke  of  Savoys  concerning  the  marquifate  of 
Saluces  ;  but  the  duke  refufing  to  depofit  the  difputed  terri- 
tories in  the  pope's  bands,  and  alleging,  that  he  had  en- 
gi<ged,  by  private  agreement,  to  decide  in  favour  of  the 
king,  Clement  with  indignation  rejefted  the  arbitration,  as 
his  integrity  and  juftice  had  been  called  in  queftion  by  fuch  a 
fufpicion.  In  the  mean  time,  the  corpfe  of  St.  Cacilia  being 
lately  found,  he,  with  great  folemnity,  transferred  it  to  the 
church  of  that  name  y ;  and,  as  the  following  year  was.  the  J /uBtlee  ' 
commencement  of  a  new  century,  according  to  the  common  celebrated 
computation,  he  publiflied  a  bull  for  the  celebration  of  a  ^^  Rome^ 
jubilee  at  Rome  ;  where  he  ordered  great  preparations  to  be  ^'  ^• 
made  for  the  reception  and  entertainment  of  the  pilgrims.  '^°°' 
He  wrote  alfo  to  all  Chriftian  princes,  exhorting  them  to  give 
no  interruption  to  thofe  who  fhould  undertake  a  journey  to 
Jf^ome,  ta  receive  the  benefit  of  the  indulgences,  which  he 
fufpeuded  for  one  year  in  all  other  places ;  and  on.  the  laft  day 
gf  hcce.mberf  in  the  evening,  he,  with  the  ufual  ceremony^

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opened  the  holy  gate  of  St.  Peter's^  while  three  of  the  car- 
diaals  at  the  fame  time  opened  the  gates  of  St.  PauPs,  in  the 
road  to  Ofiia,  St.  John's  m  the  Lateran,  and  >^t»  Mary 
Mq}or*s. 

Thp  number  of  thofe,  who,  during  the  holy  year,  re* 
forted  to  Rome  on  account  of  religion  or  curiofity,  was  im- 
jTienfelY  great.  Befides,  many  nobles  and  princes  came  to 
J^ome,  among  whom  was  the  duke  of  Bavaria,  and  jindrev} 
cardinal  of  Jujiria,  both  incognito,  in  the  habit  of  pil- 
grims ;  likewife  the  dukes  of  Bar  and  Parma,  the  French 
king's  ambafFador,  and  the  viceroy  of  Naples  ^  who  yielded 
obedience  to  the  pope,  in  the  name  of  the  new  king  oi Spain. 
Among  the  ftrangers  were  alfo  faid  to  be  niany  proteftants 
and  Turksy  feveral  of  whom  embraced  the  faith  of  the 
church  of  Rome  *.  The  duke  of  Bar  came  to  Rome  to  en- 
deavour to  obtain  a  difpcnfation  for  his  marriage  with  the 
king  of  France'%  fifter,  Catharine,  whom  he  had  married  the 
year  before,  tho'  flie  was  his  own  coufin,  and  a  Hug9nfft\ 
The  pope  abfolutely  refufed  his  requeft,  unlefs  Catharine 
would  abjure  the  herefy  of  Calvin,  and  profefs  the  Rwnan 
feith  ;  which  conditions  £he  rejefted  with  great  conftancy. 
As.  the  duke,  however,  promifed  to  difmifs  her  publicly,  ho 
was  abfolved  from  all  his  paft  fins,  admitted  to  the  facred 
communion,  and  allowed  the  benefit  of  the  indulgences  of  the 
jubilee  *  (P). 

Clement  fliewed  himfelf  more  cotnplaifant  to  the  king 
of  France,  with  regard  to  his  marriage  ;  and,  at  the  requeft 
of  his  ambaGador,  he  readily  confirmed  the  fentence  of  the 
delegates,  who  had  declared  his  marriage  null,  becaufe  his 
queen  Margaret  was  within  the  third  degree  of  confangui- 
uity,  and  altho'  he  had  obtained  a  difpeniation  from  Gregory 
XIII.  yet  that  had  no  effeft,  as  it  had  been  granted  without 
the  defire  and  knowlege  of  Margaret,  and  the  king  had  not 
Thfspe  then  truly  abjured  his- herefy.  For  thefe  and  fome  other  fri- 
annuJi  the  volous  reafons,  the  delegates  had  declared  the  marriage  null

Wc 

died  before  it  took  efre^l  in  Feb.  have  preferred  the  authority  of 

1604.    Thuarrust  in  the  f  24th  Cardinal  O^/ then  at  J^ojw^  { i ). 
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from  the  beginning.  The  pope,  remembering  the  fata!  marriage 
confequences  of  the  behaviour  of  his  predeceflbr  Clement  Wl:  of  the  king 
to  Htnry  VIIL  of  England,  confirmed  their  fentence  without  o/Ftzhqc. 
any  difficulty ;  and^  as  the  king  had  declared  his  intention  of 
marryiog  Mary  de  Medicis,  daughter  of  the  late  grand  duke 
of  Tu/cany,  he  prefented  the  bride  with  100,000  crowns, 
befides  many  rich  jewels,  and  fent  his  nephew,  cardinal  Jl^ 
ehbrandinoy  as  his  legate  to  Florence ;  who,  on  ^he  5ih  of 
OBober^  fdemnized  the  nuptials  with  great  pomp,  Henry  IV. 
having  fent  Rellegarde,  his  matter  of  the  horfe,  to  be  his 
proxy  *>.  From  Florence  the  legate  proceeded  to  Savoy  ;  and, 
having  had  many  difficulties,  he  at  length  prevailed  upon 
both  parties  to  agree  to  a  peace;  the  marquifate  of  Saluces 
being  exchanged  for  La  Breje,  Henry  quitting  all  claim  to 
the  former,  and  the  latter  being  declared  to  belong  to  the 
kingdom,  of  France. 

Clement  in  the  mean  time  founded  a  monaftery  for  thofc 
poor  girls,  who,  without  any  home,  wandered  in  the  ftreets 
of  Rome,  having  f6ur  years  before  founded  one  for  the  poor 
boys ;  who  were  afterwards  called  Literati,  from  one  Literal 
tus,  who  w^  the  firft  promoter  of  that  charity  *=.  Having  Hefoundi 
been  patron  and  proteftor  of  the  Scotch  nation  at  the  court  of  «  Scotch 
Rome  before  his  promotion  to  the  pontificate,  he  now  founded  college  ai  * 
and  endowed  a  college  for  the  inftruftion  of  the  young  men  I^o««* 
firoan  that  kingdom  ;  and,  at  the  requeft  of  tlie  Portugitcfey 
he  publiftied  a  bull,  allowing  the  generals  of  all  the  mendi- 
cant orders  to  fend  what  number  of  monks  they  pleafed  from 
Portugal  into  the  Eajl  Indies,  prohibiting,  at  the  fame^  time, 
any  mbnks  to  pafs  from  the  Philippine  iflands-,  or  the  IVe/t 
Indies,  to  any  of  the  Portuguefe  fettlements  in  j^fja,  as  the 
nation^  of  Spain  and  Portugal,  tho'  then  under  the  fame  king^ 
flill  purfued  feparate  interefts,  and  were  mutually  Jealous  of 
their  national  privileges.  He  was  iikewife  very  earneflwith 
the  king  oi  .France  to  publifh  the  decrees  of  the  council 
of  Trent  ip  his  kingdom,  according  to  one  of  the  conditions 
of  his  abfolutibn ;  but  tho*  Henry  declared  his  willingnefs 
.to  comply  with  the  pope's  defire,  and  even  figned  and  fealed 
the  edift  for  the  promulgation  of  the  council,  the  oppofition 
of  the  parHament  of  Parts  prevented  the  edift  from  being 
publiftied.  Clement  at  the  fame  time  folliclted,  without  any 
.efFeft,  the  re-admiffion  of  the  Jefuits,  who  had  been  baniftied 
from  France  feveral  years  before  ;  and,  having  concluded  the 
jubilee  at  Rome^  he  allowed  a  feftival  of  the  fame  kind  to  be 
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celebrated  for  a  certain  time,  in  the  following  year,  in  fome 
kingdoms  and  provinces  (j^). 

A  FEW  months  after,  two  ambafladors  :irrived  at  Rome 
from  the  king  of  Perjiuy  to  foUicit  the  affiftarice  of  the 
Chriftian  powers  againll:  the  Turks y  and  to  inform  the  pope, 
that  he  had  lately  recovered  a  large  province  from  them,  and 
had  drawn  the  governors  of  Georgia^  Mingrelid,  and  Circaf- 
fta,  into  his  interefts.  The  two  ambafladors,  one  of  ^whom 
was  an  Engiifhma?i,  had  a  fierce  difpute  about  precedence, 
\ipon  their  j^ublic  entry  into  Rome  ;  after  fome  blows,  the 
Englifbman  obtained  pofleffion  of  the  honourable  place,  and 
was  admit;ted  to  a  feparate  audience  from  his  collegue ;  but 
their  embafly  was  without  any  efFeft;  and  each  of  them, 
having  received  feveral  thoufand  crowns  from  the  pope,  left 
Emte,  the  Perfian  failing  to  Spain,  and  the  Englifbrnariy 
haying  deceived  his  creditors,  pretending  to  return  dire^lly  ta 
Perfia  **.  Soon  ^ftef  their  departure  from  Rjimey  Ci€ment 
publiftied  a  bull  to  quiet  the  great  diflenfions  among  the  ca* 
tholics  in  England,  The  Jefuits  for  feveral  years  had  been 
endeavouring,  by  the  moil:  unjuftifiable  means,  to  fubjeft  all 
the  pdpifti  f  riefts  in  that  kingdom  to  their  authority,  and  by 
fraud  and  violence  had  prevented  the  dep>uies  of  the  clergy 
from  prefenting  their  appeals  to  the  pope.  The  poor  priefb, 
^^^thi  ^"P^  complained  that  they  were  more  opprefled  by  the  Jefuits 
papifts  in  than.by  queen  j&/iza^^?f  A,  at  length  got  an  opportunity  of  laying 
jRngland*  .th^ir  grievajiges  before  his  holinefs  j  who,  finding  that  th^

Five  years  before  he  had  abjur- 
ed Calvi>'ifmj  in  which  be  had 
been  educated  ;  and,  having 
diftinguiflied  himfelf  by  his 
great  abilities  and  zealous  at- 
tachment to  the  popiOi  caufe, 
in  the  yeur  t6:6  he  was  nomi- 
nated by  tenuis  XII r.  of  France 
to  the  bifhopric  of  Pamiers  ; 
which  dignity;  however,  hexe- 


fafed  to  accept  of,  till  he  re* 
ceived  a  mandate  from  popq 
Urban  VIII.  His  annals  are 
wrote  in  a  clear  animated  ftilc, 
and  he  feems  to  have  been  ex- 
tremely well  qualified  for  an 
hiftorian,  if  he  had  been  di- 
veiled  of  hifc  flagrant  partiality 
for  the  church  of  Rofne,  and  un- 
juft  prejudices  againll  all  thofe 
of  a  difTerent  communion, 
whom  he  rails  at  without  any 
teniper  or  decency.  He  con- 
cluded his  annals  at  this  period, 
but,  added  a  fhort  continuation 
to  the  year  1 640,  under  the 
title    of    Prolufio    ad  Saculum 

intrigues 
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imrigues  of  the  Jefuits  were  prejudicial  ta  the  popifti  caufe, 
retrenched  their  authority  by  his  bull,  and  by  that  means  put 
an  end  to  the  diffenfions  *.  About  the  fame  time  he  fent 
12,000  men  to  the  affiftance  of  the  emperor  ^ainft  the 
Turks.  Thefe  troops  were  commanded  by  his  nephew,  Fran- 
cis  Aldobrandino  ;  and,  haying  embarked  at  Anconay  eroded  ^ 
the  Adriatic,  and  arrived  about  the  middle  of  September  be- 
fore Cani/a,  which  they  invefted,  in  conjunftion  with  the 
other  imperial  troops ;  but  the  garrifon,  which  was  very 
numerous,  having  defended  the  place  with  great  vigour, 
they  were  obliged  to  abandon  the  fiege  towards  the  end  of 
November,  and  to  leave  behind  them  the  greateft  part  of  ' 
their  artillery  ^ 

"The  following  year,  Clement  allowed  the  Dominicans  and  A  Ji/puia^ 
the  Jefuits  to  difpute  in  his  prefence  concerning  grace  and  tion  be^ 
free-will,   and  publilhed  a  declaration,   prohibiting  facra- ''^^-^^  ^^ 
mental  confeflions  to  be  made  by  letters  or  proxies  to  abfent  J^^"J? 
confeflbrs  8.     The  year  after  he  foUicited  the  king  of  France  ^j^j^j^ns 
for.  the  re-eftablifhment  of  the   Jefuits  in  that  kingdom  ;^/Rome* 
altho',.  according,  to  A/^z^ra;',  he  difcovered  no  great  ear-     A.  d/- 
neftnefsin  that  affair,  having  received  great  complaints  againft     i6oj, 
that  order,  not  only  from  England,  but  alfo  from  Venice, 
and  the  Swfs  cantons.     He  likewife  ordered  his  nuncio  to 
complain  to  the  king  againft  the  Hugonots,  who,  in  a  fynod 
which  they  held  in  the  month  of  OHober,  at  Gap  ijn  Dauphiny, 
had,  among  their  other  canons,  decreed,  that  the  pope  was  the 
real  antichrift.     Henry  himfelf  was  oilended  with  the  decree, 
as  it  accufed  him  of  worftiipping  the  Beafl ;  and,  all  the  ca- 
tholic clergy  remon(l:rating  againft  the  new  heretical  article, 
he  ufed  his  utmoft  endeavours  with  the  chiefs  of  the  Hugo^' 
fiots  to  have  it  aboliftied,  but  without  any  effeft  h/ 

At  the  {iime  time  the  authority  of  the  pope  received  an  The  Jefa- 
attack  from  the  JefuitS-\  who,  being  offended  that,  in  the  its  deny 
late  difpute  with  the  Dominicans,  he  had  not  patronized  their '^^/V^^- 
order,  began  to  aflert,  that  the  pop«  was  not  infallible,  and  H^l^^y  ^f 
that  it  was  not  an  article  of  the  catholic  faith  to  believe  that  ^^^f^* 
Clemerit  Ym,  was  the  lawful  fucceffor  of  St.  Peter.     They     ^^^' 
likewife  defended  the  lawfulnefs  of  confefling  by  proxy,  and 
jifferted  the  orthodoxy  of  the  opinion  of  the  Jefzdt  Molina  ' 
concerning    grace.     Thefe  queftions    greatly    alarmed   the 
aflertors  of  the  papal  fupremacy.  The  Jefuit,  who  impugned 
,  the  infallibility,  was  imprifoned,  and  the  whole  order  would 
Jjave  fuffered,  if  the  iS^<2;2i/Z>,  ambaffador  had  not  interceded

alfo  fupprefled  ;  but  the  pope  allowed  the  difpute,  coocenung 
the  influexKre  of  grace  and  the  freedcMn  of  the  will^  to  be 
canvafled  more  fuUy  (R).  As  he  was  not  a  little  ofiended 
with  the  behaviour  of  the  Jfe/mts,  he  absolutely  rtfufcd  to 
canonize  their  founder  Loyola^  notwithftanding  the  great  in- 
tereft  they  at  this  time  made  in  the  papal  court,  and  tho' 
they  were  now  fupported  by  Henry  IV,  who,  in  the  begia- 
ning  of  this  year,  allowed  their  order  to  return  to  France,  and 
chofe  his  confelTor  frcxEB  their  ibciety.  Tho'  Ciement-htd  re- 
pulfed  the  Je/uits,  yet,  at  the  requeft  of  the  dstgfvEMHan, 
be  canonized  cardinal  Charles  Barrome^. 


(R1  Thejefuitj  in  a  general 
zStaiiAyf  held  in  the  yean  $c8, 
altered  one  of  the  origmal  na- 
tntes  of  their  founder,  who  had 
died  about  two  yearj  before  ; 
and  allowed  the  books  of  Peter 
Lombard,  and  other  divines,  to 
be  tavght  in  their  ickooh; 
whereas,  before  that  dme,  they 
had  only  admitted  the  works  of 
St.  Thomas  Jcquinaf,  Many  q£ 
their  members  had  about  that 
time  abandoned  the  dbftrine  of 
Sl  Thomas ,  fifty  of  whoCe  theo- 
logical  opinions  they  rcjefted 
in  their  fourth  general  congre- 
gation, held  at  Rome  in  the  year 
1 584.  As  they  began  to  teach 
their  new  opinions  publicly, 
and  to  afTert  them  by  thefes, 
they  were  cenfured  by  the  uni- 
veriities  of  Lotmain  and  Dauay, 
But  to  free  thtmfelves  from  the 
fufpicion  of  herefy,  after  feveral 
years  controverfy,  they  them- 
felves  delivered  Molina's  book 
to  the  judges  of  the  inqmiition 
in  the  year  1 594.  The  affair, 
four  years  afterwards,  was  car- 
ried to  Rom ;  where  Molina's 
book  was  foppreiTed  by  the 
congregadon  de  Auxiliis  Gra- 
/!>,  wiuch  had  been  then  ap- 


pointed by  the  pope.  The 
7>/tfi/j,  before  the  cenfore  ef 
the  congregation  was  pablilhed, 
obtained  leave  to  hold  a  con- 
ference with  their  impugners, 
the  Dominicans ;  which  cend- 
nued,  -without  any  effeA,  for  a 
whole  year,  Clement  likewife 
ordered  the  congregation  to  re* 
examine  Molina  ;  and,  hi  tiM 
year  1601,  added  fome  new 
confukors  to  the  others.  Mo-- 
lina  was  again  condemned  by 
their  fecond  fentence»  which  de* 
clared,  that  he  agreed  with  the 
Pelagians  and  Semipelagians, 
both  m  his  doflrine,  his  proofs, 
and  his  ebjeftions.  The  dif- 
pute,  neverthelefs,  was  not  end- 
ed ;  for  die^  Jffi^^  ^^  under- 
took  to  prove  the  orthodoxy  of 
the  cenCured  propofitions>  and, 
by  their  importunicies^  pre« 
vailed  on  Clement  to  grant  a 
new  examination,  which  com- 
menced on  the  20th  of  March 
i6o2,  and  was  not  concluded 
at  his  death.  As  the  pope  did 
not  interpofe  his  authiM-ity  to 
procure  a  (entence  in  dieir  be« 
half,  probftbly  on  that  account 
he  drew  ujpon  himfelf  the  m* 
fentment  ol  tboTe  fathers  (aj.

A  tion  in 
priibner  having  been  purfued  by  the  Sbirriy  or  conftables,  Rpac. 
cook  refuge  in  the  palace  of  cardinal  Odoard  Famefe^  where 
be  wa3  protefted  by  force  againft  the  prefeft  of  Rome,    The 
cardinal,  with  fevecal  Roman  nobles,  and  the  Spanijb  ambaf- 
iador,  after  continuing  in  arms  all  night,  with  feveral  of  their 
dependents,  next  morning  marched  out  of  the  town  with  the 
criminal^  to  a  cafUe  at  thirty-fix  miles  diflance  ;  which  be- 
haviour irritating  the  pope,  he  fent  to  him,  and  ordered  him 
to  refign  his  government  of  5/.  Peter's  Patrimony,  which 
his  anccftors  had  enjoyed  ever  fince.the  pontificate  of, Paul  III. 
Upon  his  refufal,  Clement  immediately  ordered  new  levies  to 
be  made,  and  prepared  to  reduce  him  to  his  obedience  by 
force;  which  the  cardinal  being  informed  of,  he  thought 
proper  to  fubmit,  and  effeAed  his  reconciliation  by  meatus  of 
his  brotbo:  the  duke  of  Parma,  who  had  married  one  of  the 
pope's  nieces  i.     The  pope  furvived  this  difturbancc  only  ^  The  death 
tew  months,  and  died  on  the  2d  of  March,  in  the  70th  year  ^^Clc- 
of  his  age,  and  the  14th  year  of  his  pontificate ;  during  mcnt 
which  he  had  created,  at  different  promotions,  upwards  of  VIII. 
fifty  cardinals,    among  whom  were  Baronius,  Bellarmine,    A.  D. 
jDu  Perron,  De  Sourdi,  D'Ofat,  and  Olivier.     This  pope    '^^S* 
was  greatly  extolled  for  his  piety  and  moderation.    He  was 
a  great  patron  of  learned  men,  and  ^s  faid  to  hive  promifed 
liberty  of  coniicience  to  the  celebrated  Scijfio  Gentilis^  to  in- 
duce him  to  accept  of  a  profeflbr's  chair  in  the  univerfity  of 
Bologna  ^     He  is.reprefented,  however,  in  another  light  by 
Heydegger ;  who  fays,  that  he  formed  a  fcheme  of  a  hdy 
league  for  oppreffing  the  proteftants,  which  was  approved  by 
the  emperor,  and  by  which  it  was  propofed  to  begin  with 
isiTiptmxxg  Geneva  ^n^  Sir^ajburg^ . 

Cardinal  Aldobrandino,  the  nephew  of  the  late  pope, 
who,  a  few  months  before  his  death,  had  fucceeded  to  the 
v^c\A>i![bofnc>oi  Ravenna,  and  had  great  authority  in  the 
facred  college,  upon  entering  into  the  conclave  endeavoured 
to  procure  the  eleftion  of  the 'famous  cardinal  Baromus* 
He  was  feconded  by  the  cardinals  of  the  French  faftion  ;  but 
the  Spanijb  pany,  which  for  a  long  time  had  been  fuperior 
in  the  Roman  court,  oppofed  him  with  great  violence  and 
'  malice,  in  refcntment  of  what  he  had  written,  in  the  eleventh 
voluQtie  of  his  Ecclefiaflical  Annals,  againfl:  the  right  claimed 
by  die  king  of  Spain  to  the  kingdom  oC  Sicily,  iiidependant

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of  the  holy  fee.    They  produced  a  letter  of  complaint  agaihft . 
him,  as  if  written  from  the  viceroy  of  Naples  to  the  late 
pope  ;  which,  to  their  great  confufion,  was  proyed  to  be   a 
forgery.     After  two  or   three  fcnitinies,  his   intereft  was 
found  to  be  pretty  ftrong ;  but,  as  there  were  no  lefs  than 
fiKty  cardinals  in  the  conclave,  he  could  not  procure  a  legal 
majority,  the  Spaniards  being  fufficiently  ftrong  to  put  a 
negative  upon  the  eledlion  of  any  one  whom  they  difapproved. 
Leo  XI.    Bellarmine  and  fome  others  were  alfo  rejefted.     At  length 
is  cbo/en     cardinal  De  Joyeufey  chief  of  the  French  faftion,  propofed 
fdfe.         cardinal  Alexander  de  Medicisy  who  was  not  unacceptable  to 
either  party,  and  was  accordingly  elefted,  by  a  fcrutiny  with 
open  billets,  on  the  firft  of  Aprily  when  he  afTumed   the 
.  name  of  Leo  XI.     He  was  the  fon  of  05lavian0y  coufin  of 
Co/mo  great  duke  of  Tufcany  ;  and,  having  been  created  car-. 
dinal  by  Gregory  XIII.  he  had  long  diftinguiftied  himfelf  at 
the  court  of  Rome  by  his  magnificence,  and  kindnefs  to  learned 
men.     His  predeceflbr  fent  him  as  legate  to  France  ;  where, 
by  his  wife  and  moderate  conduft,  he  gained  a  great  reputa- 
tion.    His  promotion,  which  gave  great  joy  to  the  Romans, 
made  no  alteration  in  his  behaviour;  but  he  gave  audience 
with  his  ufual  affability,  and  continued  thofe  in  office  who- 
had  been  appointed   by  his  predcceflbrs.     He  promifeT'ta^ 
eafe  his  fubjefts  of  their  taxes,  and  to  adorn  the  city  of 
Vis  death  Rome :  but  he  was   prevented  froni   executing  his  defigns- 
by  death,  which  happened  to  him  on  the  27th  day  of  hi^ 
pontificate,  and  the  70th  year  of  his  age  «. 

Upon  the  death  of  Leo  XI.  the  conclave  was  divided  mXo 
four  principal  faftions  ;  namely,  the  Spanijb  and  French^ 
and  that  of  Aldobrandino  and  Montalto^.  Cardinals  Saidt'^ 
Mariano y  and  Bellarmine ^  were  propofed,  and  rejefted - 
Tofco  de  Reggio  was  alfo  nominated  by  the  Spanijb  and  Atdo- 
brandine  faftions  ;  but  by  the  clamours  of  Baronius,  who  ex-» 
claimed  loudly  againft  him,  forty-four  cardinals  deferted  him, 
and  propofed  to  adore  the  other^  whom  they  conduced  to 
the  Pauline  chapel.  The  eleftion  of  BaroniuSy  however,  met 
with  an  interruption,  and  Tofco,  when  he  retumfed  to  his 
cell,  found  it  pillaged,  his  palace  in  the  city  being  alfo 
plundered,  according  to  cuftom,  as  his  eleftion  was  looked 
Paul  V.  ^P^^  ^s  certain.  Jldobrandino  then  propofed  Camillo  Bor^ 
fleffed.  gf^^fi  y  who,  being  acceptable  to  Montalto  and  De  Joyettfe^ 
was  condufted  to  the  Pauline  chapel,  where  he  was  elefted 
by  an  open  fcrutiny,  on  the  i6th  of  May,  and  took  the  name' 
of  Paul  V.  n.     He  was  then  only  in  the  53d  year  of  his  age,

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and  was  torn,  at  Rome;  where  his  father,  who  had  come 
from  Siena,  had  been  confiftorial  advocate.     He  had  a  great 
reputation  for  his  knowlege  in  the. civil  law,  arid  was  created 
a  cardinal  by  Clement  VIII.  who  fent  him  as  his  nuncio(  to 
Spain.     Soon  after  his  promotion  he  gave  his  own  cardinal's 
hat  to  Scipio  Caffiarelii,  his  lifter's  fon,  and  elevated  his  two 
furviving  brothers,  Francis  and  jfohn  Bapttfi,  to  the  chief 
dignities  m  Rome,  the  firft  being  appointed  governor  of  the 
Vatican^  and  the  other  governor  of  St,  Angela. 
.   The  chief  concern  of  the  new  pope  was  to  advance  the  Heendea^ 
ecclefiaftical  authority  and  jurifdiftion.     He  earneftly  prefled  *vours  to 
Uie  king  of  France  to  publifh  the  decrees  of  the  council  oi  advance 
Trent,  and  follicited  the  king  of  Spain  to  grant  iht^Jefuits  ^^^^^ 
sui  exemption  from  the  payment  of  their  tythc,  and  to  (cni-^^r'^'^ 
the  regent  of  Ponte  to  Rome,  becaufe,  in  confequence  of  the-^J'*^    " 
king's  ediA,  he  had  fent  two  bookfelkrs  of  Naples  to  the 
the  gallies  for  felling  the  eleventh  volume  of  the  Annals  of 
Baronius^  contrary  to  the  royal  prohibition.     He  was  of- 
fended with  the  republic  oi  Lucca,  becaufe  k  had  publiflied 
an  edift,  prohibiting  all  commerce  and  correfpondence  with 
thofe  hucchefe,  who  had  left  their  country,  and  embraced  the 
proteftant  religion.     He  infifted,  that  the  edifl:  fliould  be  re- 
pealed, that  there  might  be  an  opportunity  to  aft  by  the 
cen(ures  of  the  church.     He  likewife  threatened  the  Genoefs 
for  having  fuppreiled  a  feditious  congregation,  which  af- 
Ebmbled  at  a  chapel  of  the  Jefuits  in  their  city  ;  but  his 
chief  difpute  about  eccleiiaftical  immunity  was  with  the  re- 
public of  Venice, 

The, Venetians,  a  few  years  before,  had  publiflied  fcveraip»«i*;j&/<'i 
laws  for   reftraining  the  power  and  licentioufnels  of  the  acamntJbe 
clergy;  particularly,   they   had.  prohibited. the  building  oi quarrels 
new  churches,  convents,  and  monafterics,  in  their  domi-  ?J!'''^ '/' 
nions,  without  the  exprefs  permiflion  of  the  figniory,  and  '^®"^' 
had  declared  ecclefiaftics  incapable  of  making  any  new  acqui-    a  '  j) 
fition  of  immoveable  goods,  without  the  leave  of  the  fenate.     |go6L 
They  had  likewife,  by  their  own  authority,  imprifoned  an    , 
abbot  and  a  canon,  who  had  been  guilty  of  enormous  crimes ; 
pn  which  account  the  pope  fent  two  briefs  to  his  nuncio  at 
Venice,  the  one  for  annulling  the  new-made  laws,  and  the 
other  ordering  the  two  prifoners  to  be  remitted  to  the  eccle- 
fiafticat  courts.     The  republic  defended   their   proceeding 
with  great  fpirit,  while  fome  of  the  cardinals  endeavoured  to 
tiiediate  an  accommodation.     Others,  with  more  fuccefs,,  in- 
flamed the  diiFerence,  in  hopes  that  the  pope,  by  being  en- 
gaged in  fuch  an  intricate  affair;,  would  be  feized  with  grief, 
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which  might  fliorten  his  days  <^    Paul  accordifi^y»  not  be- 
ing able  to  obtain  his  imperious  demands  from  &e  Venetians^ 
on  the  17  th  of  April  thundered  out  a  boU  of  escommQnicar- 
tion  and  interdift  ^inft  the  repubHcy  inlefe  th^  would 
give  him  fatisfaftion   within  twenty-four  days,     A  great 
number  of  treatifes  appeared  oa  both  fides  of  die  contrOTcrfy ; 
but  the  Venetians  refdived  to  defend   thdr  cau&y.  not    by 
writings  but  ^y  arms.     Tbey  prohibited  the  ecclefiaftics 
within  their  dominions  from  paying  any  regardt  to  the  pope's 
bull  (S).     They  began  to  equip  a  fleet,  hired  8,ooa  Gri/ons^ 
and  afTemUed  feveral  other  forces  on  the  b^ders  of  the 
Milane/e.    The  pope  likewffe,  at  firft,  with  great  ardour, 
aflembled  an  army  in  the  duchy  of  SpoletOj  and  folUcited 
fuccours  from  the  kings  of  Francs  and  Spain ;  who  both  f^Ch 
Seputs  an  mifed  to  affift  him  with  a  formidsible  army.

HoWevei^   as  he 
found  the  Venetians  not  terrified  by  his  threats,  aiad  that  Aef 
had  the  promife  of  affiftaoce   not  only  from  the  Idng  of 
Great  Britain  and  the  States*  of  ff^lland,  bat  even-  from'  the 
gF^d  fignior,  he  exprefied  his  deiire  of  aia  accommodatkm

About  the  comm^Kement  of  this  difference  with  the 
Venetians r  the  pope,  being  informed  that  the  king  oi  Great 
Britain  bad  publifhed  the  form  of  an  oa(h,  by  which  all  Ms 
fobjefts  in  England  were  required  to  fwear,  that  king  James 
was  fupreme  lord  of  all  the  dominions  which  he  poflefled, 
and  that  the  pope  had  no  authority  of  depoling  a  lung,  he 
iiSspoiiediatdy  diipatched  a  brief  into  England^  prohibiting  alt 
the  papifts  &om  taking  that  oath,  and  exhorting  them  pa- 
tiently to  endure  all  manner  of  perfecution  rather  than 
comply.  As  many  .  of  them,  neverthelefs,  todk  the  oath, 
pretendingthat  thetdef  was  aforgcry,  he  againwrote  to  them 
thi$  .year,  afTuring  them  of  the  genuinenefs  of  his  former

About  the  fame  time  the  congregation  delle  Indice  publiflied 
their  cenfure  of  the  hlftory  of  ThuanuSy  while  PauU  in  iini- 

-yaXvQXiQi  Clement  V.  and  other  popes,  publifhed  a  bull,  or- 
dering all  the  religious  orders  to  maintain  profeflbrs  in  the 
Hebrew 9  Arabic,  Greek,  and  Latin  languages  ^.  As  the  re- 
port ftill  continued,  that  the  marflial  de  Lefdiguietes  Was  on 
the  point  of  entering  Italy  with  an  army  to  join  the  duke  of 
Savoy ^  Ptftt/ declared  to  the  Fr^w^r^  ambaflador  at  Rome,  that, 
if  the  marflial  fliould  offer  to  pafs  the  Alps,  he  would  endea- 
vour to  oppofe  him  by  force.  The  pope  had  no  ocCafion  to 
repeat  his  threats  ;  for  the  death  oi  Henry  YV,  and  the  mino- 
rity of  his  fon  Lewi^  XIII.  put  a  flop  to  the  intended  expedi- 
tion of  the  French  into  Italy. 

Not  long  after,  Paul  received  a  meJffage  from  the  duke     A.  O.' 
oi  Bavaria,  to  inform   him  of  his  difpute  with  the  arch-     '^"v 
biftiop  of  Saltzburg,  v^Yiom  he  detained  a  prifoner.     The^^^''^^^ 
duke  had  formed  pretenfions  to  the  falt-pits  in  the  territory  of  g-^"^.  ^ 
Halle  the  Rich^  then  in  the  poffeffion  of  the  archbifliop ;  and,  ^  comPell* 
upon  his  refufal  to  acknowlcge  his  right,  had  entered  kis  tev-gjtorefi^ 
ritories  with  an  arnied  force,  feized  fome  of  his  towns,  and  ^/j  hi//i;op^ 

\  knprifoned  hiiiifelf .  However,  ^s  the  prelate  was  prevented  ric. 
from  fending  a  deputy  to  Rome,  the  eleftor  found  means  to 
juftify  his  conduft  at  that  court ;  and  the  four  cardinals, 
who  were  appointed  by  the  pope  to  examine  the  affair,  de- 
creed, that  the  archbifhop,  having  endeavoured  to  fly  from 
his  territories  upon  the  invafioii  of  the  duke,  had  rendered 
himfelf  unworthy  of  his  dignity,  which  he  fliould  therefore 
refign,  and  content  himfelf  with  an  annual  penfion  of  20,000 
florins.  The  pope,  that  he  might  not  feem  to  favour  the  duke 
to  the  prejudice  of  the  epifcopal  dignity^  omitted  figning  the  " 
decree  *. 

Mean  while,  being  difgufted  with  bufinefs,  on  account  of  Paul  h 
the  great  trouble  and  vexation  in  Which  he  had  been  involved  remi/j  in 
by  his  rupture  with  the  Venetians,  he  now  indulged  himfelf  in  the  admi^

Peter,  and  the  Vatkan  palace  and  library;  he  built  tiW) 

magnificent  palaces  for  his  relations,  one  in  the  city,  and  the 

other,  with  fpacious  gardens,  without  the  walls ;.  and  in  boA 

he  coUefted  the  moft  valuable  works  in  fculpturc  and  paiQ^ 

ing,  and  the  fineflf  monuments  of  antiquity  which  he  ocyM 

purchafe.

pleafurcs  and  conveniencies  of  the  pontificate*.     Pau/ftrt^ 

tended  to  be  afraid  of  the  refentraent  of  the  court  of  Madrid,- 

or  perhaps  was  convinced,  from  the  weaknefs  of  the  Spamjh, 

monarchy,  and  the  peaceable  difpofition  of  Philip  IH.  that 

the  hazard  of  a  war  with  France  Vt'oxxidi  make  the  Spaniards 

readily  accommodate  their  differences  m  Italy. 

Mean  while  he  publiftied  a  bull  for  founding  a  feminarf

wife,  by  a  treaty  with  Levjis  XIII.  regulated  the  limits  of  the

3ie  negociation  with  the  Britijh  court,  and  only  intended  to    , 
juiet  the  difcohtents  of  the  French y  who  murmured  greatly 
It  the  double  alliance  which  fhe  had  contrafted  tlite  year  b«- 
x)re  with  Spain  **.     This  alliance  with  Spain  chiefly  gave  of- 
fence to  the  prince  of  Conde  and  the  Hugonots;-  who  remenl- 
jered  the  late  fatal  effefts  of  the  Spanijb  councils  in  their 
dngdom.     Together  with  the  prince,  the  duke  of  Mayennc 
md  feveral  other  nobles  entered  itoto  an  aflbciation;  and, 
rfter  publiftiing  feveral  remonftrances  againft  the  queen's 
oaal-adminiftration,  had  recourfe  to  aims.     An  accommoda- 
don,  however,  was  foonefFefted,  by  jaean'S  of  the  parliament 
)f  Paris  J  the  queen  having  made  great  conceiEons  to  the 
prince  of  Conde^  with  which  the  pope's  nuncio  was  greatly 
offended,  as  he  imagined  the  prince  intended  to  renounce  the 
popifti  religion,  and  to  claim  the  fucceffion  to  the  crown  e. 

The  proceedings  of  the  parliament  of  Paris  gave  great  Hg  accufes 
iealoufy  to  the  pope,  who  about  that  time  accufed  them  c^theparlia* 
mcroaching  upon  the  rights^of .  the  chur'ch,  as  they  had  con-  ment  of 
Jemned  a  book  of  SudrsZy  a  Spanijb  Jefuity  to  be  burnt  by  Paris  of 
the  hands  of  the  common  hagman,  as  containing  pernicious  ^*^''^^^'^" 
md  damnable  dodlrines.     He  made  great  complaints  againft  '^^  f'^^.^ 
them  to  the  French  ambaffador  at  Rome^  and  ordered  him  to  j^i-f 
fclire  the  que^  regent  to  annul  the  decree,  promifipg,  that,  ^^^^^^y^* 
f  any  propofition  of  Suarez  was  derogsitory  to  the  fovereignty 
>f  the  king,  it  ftiould  be  cenfured  at  Rmne.  The  ambaffador 
reprefenting  the  imprafticability  of  annulling  the  decree,' and 
jbferving  that,  if  the  doftrine  of  aflaflinating  princes,  who 
ire  accufed  of  tyranny,  fhould  become  general,,  the  popes 
themfclves  were  nat  fafe,  but  might  happen  to  be  murdered 
by  fome  fanatical  hei'etic,  Paul,  after  fome  refleftion,  agreed 
to  write  to'  his  nuncio  in  France,  and  fcnt  briefs  to  the  car- 
dinals Joyeiifcy  Perron f  and  Rochefoucault ^   enjoining  th^m 
to  confer  with  the  nuncio  about  the  means  of  procuring^fSr

His  irnnuHu- 
attention,  however,  was  much  more  engaged  with  a  contro-  ^^  con- 
verify  betwixt  the  Dominicans  and  Francifcans^  about  the  im-  «/^^*«»  »f 
maculate  conception  of  the  Bleflcd  Virgii>.     Ever  fincc  the  {^'  '^^V^ 
beginning  of  the  former  century,  there  had  been  great  dif-  ^*'"y» 
'putcs  among  the  papifts  about  this  very  important  point ; 
but  they  had  never  been  carried  to  fo  great  a  height  as  at 
t>refent.     The  Dominicahs  maintained  the  affirmative,  and 
the  Frdncifcans  fupported  the  negative ;  but  both  parties  were 
tranfported  with  fuch  animofity  and  furious  zeal,  that  Spain 
was  almoft  engaged  in  a  religious  civil  war  on  their  account. 
The  catholic  king,  to  prevent  the  fatal  efFefts  of  this  blind 
conteft,  prefled  the  pope,  by  repeated  embaffies,  to  give  an 
authoritative  decifion  of  the  queflion  in  difpute  ;  but  all  that 
he  could  obtain  of  Paul  was  a  renovation  of  the  conftitu- 
tions  of  Sixtus  IV.  and  Pius  V.  on  that  fubjeft,  with  more 
fevere  fanftions  than  formerly  j  to  which  the  next  year,  in     A.D^. 
the  month  of  Augufty  he  added,  a  decree,  prohibiting  abfo-     1617. 
lately  any  one  from  teaching,  or  aflerting  publicly,  that  the 
Poly  Virgin  was  conceived  in  original  fin,  aliho',  at  the  fame    . 
time,  he  allowed  every  one  to  believe  any  fide  of  the  difpute 
they  pleafcd  *. 

By  thiar  means  he,  in  fome  meafure,  put  a  flop  to  the  ani- 
mofities  in  Spain  ;  but  quickly  after  he  was  engaged  in  an- 
other difpute  with  the  court  of  France ^  t)n  account  of  the 
pofleffions  of  marftial  D'Ancre  at  Rome.     As  that  Florentine^ 
by  the  abufe  of  his  power,  had  acquired  immenfe  wealth, 
which  he  laid  ou  t  in  purchafes  at  Florence  and  Rome^  the  par- 
liament of  Parisy  after  his  murder,  which  happened  in  the 
fend  of  y^/ri/,' declared  him  a  traitor,  and  confifcated  for  theufe 
of  the  king  all  theeftates  that  he  had  acquired,  whether  with- 
in or  without  the  kingdom.     In  confequence  of  this  parlia-  , 
mentary  decree,  the  archbifliop  of  Lyons  demanded,  for  the 
nfc  of  the  French  king,  all  the  eftates  which  the  late  marflial 
poflefled  at  Rome.     This  arrogant  demand  was  at  firfl  treated  jj.\* 
with  contempt  by  the  pope ;  but  at  length,  after  many  pro-  tion^onie 
jiofitions,  he  agreed  to  a  partition  of  the  eftate  with  Lewis  marjhal 
XIII.  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  of  the  whole,  which  amounted  D'AncrcV 
to  425,000  livres,  the  king  fliould  have  250,000,  znA 'tht  tjlates at 
remaining  175,000  (hould  be  left  to  the  pope,  to  be  appro-  Rome^^- 
priated  by  him  to  the  building  of  5^.

France,     floned  great  revolutions  at  the  court  of  France.     The  queen 
•  A.  D.     regent  was  obliged  to  retire  to  Blois,  and  RkheUcu^  bUhop  of 
i6i8.      Lufon,  one  of  the  late  marOiars  creatures,  was  ordered  to 
quit  the  kingdom.     He  retired,  to  Avignon,  wliere  he  "was  ^ 
firft  countenanced  by  the  pope,  who  interceded  for  hini  as  a 
pcrfecuted  bifhop ;  but  the  French  ambaflador  at  Rome,  by 
order  of  the  king,  reptefenting  that  fome  of  the  bifhop's  in- 
trigues had  been  difcovered  prejudicial  to  the  ftate,  Paul 
ceafed  to  intereft  himfelf  in  his  behalf,  tho'  he  allowed  hin 
ftill  to  refide  in  his  territories. 
J  uftiver^      ^^  ^^^  ^^^  ^^^^  ^^  employed  himfelf  in  confii-tning  fcvc- 
fal jubilee  ^^^  monkifli  prders  ;  and,  in  the  beginning  of'  the  foUowing 
fuhlijhed  year,  he  publiftied  a  univerfal  jubilee,  for  imploring  the  ^ 
at  Rome,  fiftance  of  God  for  the  defence  of  the  church,  which  wa« 
1619.     endangered  by   a  general  infurreftion  of  the  proteftants  b| 
Bohemia  and  the  other  countries  under  the  Aijfirian  dosii- 
nion.     They  had  been  provoked  fo  take  arms,  on  accooot 
of  the  oppreiEon  which   they  fufifered  from  the   emperor 
Matthias^  by  the  inftigation  of  his  coufin  Ferdinand^  arch- 
duke of  GratZy  who  a  few  years  before  had  been  declare^ 
fieir  of  the- crown  of  5o/^^mi.2  by  the  States.    Ferdinand^  a 
few  weeks  after  the  publication  erf"  the  jubilee,  fucceeding  to 
all  his  coufin's  hereditary  dominions,  and  not  long  after  be- 
ing elcfted  emperor,  endeavoured  to  prevail  with  the  rebeb 
Jn  Bohemia  to  hearken  to  an  accommodation,  by  ofieriiig 
I  them  a  full  confirmation  of  all  their  privileges;  but  they, 
diftrufting  his  fincerity,  rejefted  his  offers,  chofe  the  elefior 
palatine  for  their  king,  and  entered  into  an  alliance  with  tha 
proteftants    in  Hungary^    Aujiria^    Moravia^    Silefia^  aad 
Lufaccy   who  were  alfo  in  arms.     The  pope,  alarmed  a( 
tliis  powerful  confederacy,  gave  affiftanc?  in  money  to  the 
emperor  ;  who,  the  following  year,  gained  a  decifive  viAory 
over  his  competitor  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Prague,  which 
fecured  to  him  the  poflefSon  of  Bohemia,  and  obliged  tb^ 
other  rebels  to  fubniit  ^  * 

fhe  death      ^^^^  furvived  the  news  of  this  viftory  only  a  few  montbit 
f/'Paul.     and^died  at  Rome  on  the  28th  of  January,  in  the  69th  ycsyr 
1621.     of  his  age,  and  the  1 6th  of  his  pontificate.    He  is  greatly; 
commended  by  father  Hyacynthe  de  Grave/on^  who  was  a 
dependent  of  his  nephew  Mark  Anthony  Borghe/e  "•     But  ha 
is  reprefented  in  a  very  different  light  by  Nicholas  de  Marhais^

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tloftor  in  divinity,  who  complains  he  had  bought  lands  for  his 
^nephew  to  the  ralue-  of  2,000,000  of  crowns,  which  fum  he 
had  raifcd  by  diftreffing  the  clergy,  as  he  conferred  no  bene- 
fices without  referving  a  part  of  it  as  a  penfion  to  fome  perfon 
.  whom  he  had  not  the  confidence  to  name  ;  that  he  did  not 
I'egiiiate  hi^  conduft  according  to  the  laws  and  canons  of  the 
Roman  church,  the  rights  and  jurifdiftion  of  which  he  en- 
tirely neglefted ;  that  the  ecclefiaftical  imitiunities  were  not 
only  trampled  upon  in  France  and  Spain,  but  alfo  at  Flo- 
rence ^tiA  Naples y  and  in  the  Milane/e;   that  in  Spain  and 
Naples,  if  afiy  criminal  took  fanftuary  in  the  churches  and 
Aoiiafterles,  he  was  dragged  from  thence  to  the  magiftrates 
tty  force  and  violence,  who  contemned  the  pope's  bull  pro- 
hibiting fuch  proceedings  under  pain  of  excommunication. 
The  falfe  pope  Paul,  he  fays,  left  the  adminiflration  of  af- 
fairs entirely  to  his  nephew  Borgkefe,  who  opened  the  let- 
ters of  the  legates  and,  nuncios,  and  anfwered  them  in  the 
pope's  name.     He  countenanced  licentioufnefs  and  debauch- 
♦ery  among  the  cardinals,  biftibps,  and  other  prelates,  that 
they  mijgnt  not  reproach  him  with  his  own  crimes ;  and  all 
of  them  lived,   not  like  Chriftians,  but  like  the  corrupt 
heathens  of  antient  R^me.     To  procure  the  pontificate  to  his 
nephew  Borghefe,  be  created  a  great  many  young  and  worth-  ' 

lefs  cardinals,  of  mean  birth  and  no  education,  whom  he 
kept  needy  and  dependent,  hoping  to  furvive  all  the  antient 
cardinals,  and  to  renew  the  whole^  facred  college  before  his 
-  death  \ 

After  the  celebration  of  th6  funeral  obfequies  of  Paul 
V.  which,  according  to  cuftom,  continued  nine  days,  on 
the  8th  of  February  fifty-two  cardinals  entered  the  conclave  . 
in  proceffion,  where  the  different  faftions  immediately  began 
to  cabal.  The  moft  antient  party  was  that  of  MontaltOy  the 
fecond  oi  Aldobrandinoy  the  third  was  the  Spanijb,  and  the 
fourth  the  French  faftion.  Some  cardinals,  fuch  as  BontJ^ 
Sforza,  Farnefe,  Medici,  and  Efte,  formed  fn^all  parties  of 
their  own :  but  the  moft  powerful  of  all. was  that  of  Borghefe, 
who  was  confident  of  carrying  the  eleftion  in  favour  of  car- 
dinal Campora*  That  candidate,  however,  being  difagree- 
able.to  the  other  parties,  they  united  together;  fo  that  Bor^

prohibiting  exprefly  any  public  or  private  writings  or  dif- 
courfes  on  that  fubjeft,  except  am,ong  the  Dominicans  them- 
felves.     About  the  fame  time  likewife  he  eftablifhed  the  con- 
gregation de  propaganda  Jide ;  and,  at  the  defire  of  Lewis  XIII^ 
he  creftcd  the  fee  of  Paris  into  an  archbifhopric,  fubjefting 
to  its  jurifdiftion  the  bifhoprics  of  Chartres,  Orleans,  and 
Meaux.     As  the  war  ftill  continued  in  Germatiy  betwixt  the 
emperor  and  feveral  princes,  who  efpoufed  the  caufe  of  the 
eleftor  palatine,  the  pope  fent  a  reinforcement  of  troops  to

*  to  maflacre  the  proteilants ;  but  as  it  was  a  convenient  pafs 
from  Germany  and  France^    they  thought  proper  to  raife 
forces,  and  to  keep  poffeffion  of  the  country.     This  ufurp- 
ation  alarming  the  French^  Venetians^  and  duke  of  Savoy^ 
they  concluded  a  league,   to  compel  the  Spaniards  to  leave 
the  inhabitants  of  that  valley  free,  which  induced  the  nfurp- 
ers,'  who  were  apprehenfive  of  the  power  of  the  league,  to 
rcfign  their  conqueft  into  the  hands  of  the  pope,  till  their  pre- 
tenfions  to  that  territory  ihould  be  fully  difcuffed.

On  the  19^  of  Jv^  fifty-four  cardinals  entered  the  con- 
clave for  the  elcftion  of  the  new  pope.  As  there  were  a  great 
many  cardinals,  who  for  their  age,  virtues,  and  abilities, 
jnigbt  expeft  tlie  pontificate,  and  as  the.  new  bull  oi  Gregory 
was  to  be  obferved,  it  was  generally  fuppofed  that  the  elec- 
tion would  be  very  tedious,  and  that  the  contefts  among  the ' 
competitors  would  be  very  warm.  The  chiefs  of  the  moft 
powerful  £aftions  were  Borghefs^  and  Ludavifio^  nephew  of  the 
late  pope,  and  they  both,  after  fome  canvafing  and  intrigues, 
which  it  would  be  needlefs  to  particularize,  agreed  to  join 
their  intereft  in  favour  of  cardinal  Barberini.  His  great 
iojerit  was  univerfally  allowed;  bat  as  he  had  always  afted 
with  a  free  independent  fpirit,  and  fpoke  his  fentinaents  with 
great  frecdona,  he  bad,  unwarily,  offended  fome  of  the  old' 
cardinals,  who  befides  objefted  to  him  on  account  of  his 
youth,  as  he  wias  then  only  in  the  55  th  year  of  his  age.  How- 
ever, no  other  cardinal  could  raife  an  intereft  of  any  confe-

Urban  alfo  conferred  the  dignity  of  ^^'^* 
cardinal  upon  two  of  the  fdns  of  his  other  furviviijg  brother 
Chhrksy  whom  he  loaded  with  benefices  and  penfions :  for  a 
third  nephelv  he  revived  the  office  of  prefeft  of  Rom^^  which 
he  cotiferfed  upon  him,  with  great  power  and  authority ;  and 
near  the  quirinal  he  built  a  vaft  and  magnificent  palace, 
with  fine  gardens,  for  the  family  of  Barberini,  purchafing 
alfo  for  them  large  eftates  *,  among  which  is  that  of  Paief" 
trina,  which  they  enjoy  at  this  day,  under  the  title  of  a  prin- 
dpality. 

As  the  prince  oi  Wales  Was  ftill  in  Spatriy  Urban ^  before  he  jj^  exhorts 
t^rould  grant  the  difpenfation  for  his  marriage,  wrote  to  him,  the  king  of 
and  to  his  father  king  JameSy  exhorting  them  to  embrace  the  England 
faith  pf  their  anceftors.     As  they  had  both  advanced  fo  hv  a^dhisfim 
inconfiderately,  he  was  in  hopes  of  their  compliance;  but  he '* '^'^^^^ 
was  difapj)ointed  by  the  fudden  departure  of  the  prince  from  ^^ef&pijb 
Spain^  who  having  conceived  a.diflike  to  the  match,  broke  ^^^^P^ 
off  the  negociation.    King  James  immediately  after  publifli6d       ^ 
an  order,  commanding  all  the  popifli  clergy  to  quit  Britain     *  ^** 
and  Ireland^  and  all  the  papifts  in  his  dominions  to  deliver 
up  their  arms.     However,  with  great  inconftancy,  he  again 
thought  of  a  popifli  alliance  for  his  fon ;  and  for  that  purpofe 
fcnt  an  embaily  to  France^  to  negociate  a  treaty  of  marriage 
betwixt  the  prince  of  Wales  and  the  princefs  Henrietta  lyiaria. 
Urbany  afraid  of  the  confequences  of  a  union  betwixt  Great 
Britain  and  France,  oppofed  this  match  with  great  earneft- 
nefs,  and  declared  that  he  would  never  grant  the  difpenfation. 
The  articles  of  marriage  were,  neverthelefs,  agreed  upon ; 
and  Lewis  XIII.  affuring  the  pope  that  he  would  not,  on 
that  account,  grant  any  protection  to  the  heretics.  Urban  at 
length  confented  to  fend  the  difpenfation  ^. 

In  the  mean  time  he  endeavoured  to  put  an  end  to  the  dif- 
pute  betwixt  the  French  and  Spaniards^  with  regard  to  the 
pofleffion  of  the  Valteline ;  and  for  that  purpofe  propofed 
fome  articles  of  accommodation,  to  both  parties,  which  were 
rejefted  by  Lewis  XIII.  as  being  too  favourable  to  the  Spa- 
niards.  During  this  troublefome  negociation.  Urban  re- 
newed the  bull  of  Pius  V.  againft  the  alienation  of  church- 
lands,  and  .appointed  a  feleft  number  of  grave  and  religious 
men  to  vifit  the  monafteries,  colleges,  hofpitals,  and  other

A  fufpen^oft  of  arms,  with 
regard  to  the  Valteliney  was  granted  for  two  months ;  but  as 
the  duke  of  Savoy  had  begun  a  war  againft  the  Genoefe^  ia 
which  he  was  affifted  by  the  French^  the  pope  was  ftill  very 
uneafy ;  and  being  defirous  to  put  a  flop  to  the  difturbances 
in  Italy ^  Ke  rec^led  the  nuncio  who  had  lately  gone  ta 
F ranee ^  and  in  his  room  he  fent  his  nephew,  cardinal  FrancU 
Cardinal    Barberinif  in  the  character  or  legate  a  latere^  to  ac^rdOunodate 
■  Barberttai  the  differences  which  had  occafioned  a  v^ar  in  Italy.     The 
fent  legate  ItgdX'^  was  received  at  Paris  with  great  honour;  but  after 
/0  France,  feveral  conferences,  finding  that  he  could  ex-peft  no  fticccfs 
^'/^:     fronv  his  negociation,  he  returned  ia  the  nionth  of  September 
*^^^-     to  Rome  \ 
Heproceeds     A  FEW  months  after  Urban^  fent  his  nepbe\fr  legate  a  latere 
f  Spain,    to  Spain^  to  endeavour  to  negociate  a  peace  in  that  kingdom/ 
and  19  fland  as  god&thef-  to  the  king's  ^daughter.     Ia  the 
mean  time  he  raifed  6o®o  troops,  which  he  fent  tow^ds 
ths  l^alteliney  to  affift  the  Spama^s^  and  Cermans  againft  riie 
French.     However,  thefe  proceeoings  were  unneceflary ;  for 
c^dinal  Richelieu  being  afraid  of  the  confjpiracy,  which  fbon 
after  broke  out,  willingly  agreed  to  a  peace  with  Spaing  left 
that  court  fhould  fupport  the  malecontents  in  France.     The 
"peace  was  accordingly  concluded  betwixt  the  two  nations  at 
Moncon^  a  town  in  Arragoriy  without  coqfulting  the  legate,    - 
whom  they  deceived  by  dating  the  conclufion  of  the  treaty* 
two  months  before  his  arrival  *.     Urban  exprefled  no  refent- 
.  ment  for  this  hegleft  of  his  legate  and  nephew,  but,  on  the 
contrary,  declared  to  the  French  ambaflador  at  Rome^  that 
he  rejoiced  greatly  at  the  peace  between  the  two  crowns  of 
Finance  and  Spain,  efpecially  as  the  profeflion  of  no  other

Mnku  while  Urban  made  a  prombrioh  of  twelve  cairdinals,  ^tpop* 
ind  font  cardinal  Gipjius  to  take  pofleffion  of  the  duchy  o£^^J^^%^ 
Urbinoy  at  the  defire  of  the  duke  Frands  Maria^Rovcre^Y  ^^'{1 
who  having  no  male  heira,.  amd  being  near  eighty,  years  of'^^"^^' ^  ^ 
age,  agreed  to  deliver  up  his  fief  to  the  apoftolic  fee  before  xjrbino. 
his  death,  in  coniideration  of  ioo,odo  crowns  for  military 
fiores  and  artillery  ^.    The  pope  was  alio  very  foUioitous, 
by  means  of  his  nun^no  at  London,  to  convert  king  Charles, 
who  was  generally  believed  to  have  an  inclination  to  the 
popiib  religion,  which  he  diilembled  from  political  views. 
Though  his  nuncio  was  obliged  to  quit  the  kingdom,  he 
fiill  found  means  to  prevail  with  the  king  to  fhew  Tome  fa- 
vour to  the  papifts :  and  being  very  zealous  for  fubjedting 
England  to  the  apoftolic  fee,  he  defiredsall  thofe .  who  were 
qualified  to  inform  him,  to  give  him  their  advice  in  writing, 
how  fuch  a  re-union  could  be  moft  conveniently  accomplifh- 
ed'(Z).    He  was  greatly  deceived  in  his  expeftations  from 
Charles,  king  of  England ;  for  that  fame  year  he  fent  back 
the  French  domeftics  that  had  accompanied  his  queen ;  and 
at  the  intreaty  of  ilie  HugonoU  in  France,  he  provided  a 
fleet  and  awny  for  their  affiftance,  which  the  following  year 
made  a  defcent  upon  the  ifle  of  Rhee,  from  whence  they  were 
obliged  to  retire  with  confiderable  lofs.  Urban  hearing  of  the 
defeat  of  the  Englijh  army,  wrote  a  congratulatory  brief  to 
l^evjis  XIII.    He  likewife  congratulated  him  the  year  after  . 

"^pon  the  reduftion  of  Rochelle*,  for  which  event  he  exprefled  J  ^" 
his  joy  by  compofing  an  epigram  upon  the  king,  and  going 
in  proceffion  with  the  cdrdinals  to  the  church  of  St.  Lewis, 
where  he  celebrated  mafs,  and  returned  fokmn  thainks  to 
God«.  While  the  French  king  was  engaged  in  this  fiege. 
Urban  in  the  month  of  April  publiftied  a  univerfal  jubilee, 
for  imploring  fuccefs  to  his  arms,  and  profperity  to  the  church. 
About  the  fame  time  be  offered  his  mediation  to  terminate  ^  ivar

himfelf,  the  pope,  and  the  Venetians.     Though  Urban  was 
very  defirous  to  fee  the  duke  ©f  Mantua  in  peaceable  poflef- 
fion  of  his  territories,  yet  his  apprehenfions  of  the  refentment 
of  the  Spaniards  made  him  decline  entering  into  the  league; 
and  he  continued  in  the  fame  fentiments  the  following  year, 
notwithilanding  the  fuccefs  of  the  king  of  France,  who  in  the 
month  of  February  forced  the  paflcs  of  the  JIps  with  a  pow* 
A.  D.   erful  army,  and  took  poflciEon  of  Sufa,    The  prefence  of  the 
^629.    french  king  quickly  obliged  the  duke  of  Savoy  to  come  to 
an  accommodation  with  the  duke  of  Mantua,  and  forced  the 
Spaniards  to  retire  from  before  Cafal:  the  pope,  ncverthelefe, 
could  not  be  prevailed  upon  to  fign  a  defenfive  alliance  againft 
the  houfe  of  Auftria,  which.  Lewis  again  propofed  to  him : 
and  though  the  war  continued  for  fome  time  in  Italy ^  occa- 
sioned by  the  emperor's  rcjefting  the  accommodotion  planned 
by  the  French  king,  and  claiming  the  ultinuite  decifion  of  the 
'difpute  as  fiipreme  lord  of  the  fief.  Urban  ftill  perfiAed  in 
his  refolution  of  obferving  a  neutrality.     Lewis  XIII.  being 
obliged  to  march  back  into  France  againft  the  HugonotSy  the 
Spaniards  renewed  the  fiege  of  Cafal;  and  an  imperial  army 
entering  Italy,  invaded  the  duchy  of  Mantua,  and  laid  fiege 
to  the  city  of  th«t  name.     Urban,  with  great  follicitations, 
endeavoured  by  his  legates  and  nuncios  to  eiFeft  an  accom- 
modation ;  but,  at  the  fame  time,  he  igaprudently  contributed 
to  the  continuation  of  the  war,  by  allowing  the  imperialifb 
before*  Mantua,  who  were  reduced  to  great  diftrefs,  to  pur- 
chafe  provifions  in  the  ecclefiaftical  ftate.     By  this  means 
they  werq  enabled  to  lie  all  winter  before  the  city,  which 
they  took  by  treachery  and  furprize  the  foHowing  year,  ia.

Richer  During  the  continuance  of  this  fiege,  the  pope  received 

fubmitshJs  the  agreeable  news  of  the  fubmiflion  of  doftor  Richer  in 
nxjritingsto  France^  who,  by  his  book  J<?  ecckfiqftica  <b  politica  poteftate,' 
the  judg-  had  raifed  a  party,  by  the  name  of  the  Richerifts,  who  were 
mentofthe  fo  powerful  and  daring,  that  a  general  fchifm  of  the  C7aJ!ftV-fl;i

tiori  of  his  recantation,  promifed  a  red  hat  to  the  archbiihop/^^* 
of  Lyons,  the  elder  brdther  of  Richelieu^  the' powerful  cardi- 
nal, by  threatening  Richer  with  tke  baftile,  or  (as  fome  fay)  * 
by  prefeiltlng  drawii  f\^ords  t6  his  throat,  compelled  Him  tb 
fign  and  feal  a  declaration,  by  which  he  aCknowleg^d  the  Ro^ 
man  fee  the  infallible  judge  of  truth,  and  fubmitted  his  book 
to  the  judgment  of  his  holinefs  K  The  pope,  d  few  diyi 
Ifter,  receiving  this  declaration,  feiit  a  hit  to  the  archbiftiop 
Richelieu,  Who  was  diftinguiftied  frdm  his  brother  by  the 
title  of  cardinal  of  Lyons.  Urban  a  fe\^  weeks  after  pub- 
lidied  a  bull,  on  the  r5th  oi  Jdniidry,  fdr  fuppreflitig  anew 
E^rder  which  began  to  appear  in  Italy,  and  was  compofed  of 
fome  feniile  difciples  df  the  Jefuits,  Who  ^flumed  the  name 
oi  JefuiteJJes.  . 

At  the  fame  time  he  coiitintied  hts  endeavours  to  con-    ^ 
blude  a  peace  in  Italy,  and  for  that  purpofe  fent  his  nephew     *  *®* 
Anthony  Barherini  and  cardinal  Mazarinp,  the  one  as  legate, 
and  the  other  as  nunCio,  to  Pignerdl,  to  negociate  with  car- 
dinal Richelieu.     The  conferences  were  then  ineffeftual,  and 
In  the  end  of  April  the  legatfc  returned  to  Bologna ;  but  the 
fofs  of  Mantua,  and  the  death  df  the  duke  df  Savoy,  and 
Spihola  the  Spani/h  general,  iVhich  happened  a  few  months 
tfter,  made  a  great  alteration  in  affairs.     Thfe  Spaniards  be- 
ginning td  be  ap^rehenfivfe  of  the  power  of  the  imperialiftsiri 
italy,  and  the  duke  feeing  his  territories  entirely  in  pofTef- 
fion  of  the  French,  began  willingly  to  hearken  to  a  peace,  Apedce 
which  was  at  length  concluded  on  the  26th  of  OElober,  by  concludtd 
th^  unwearied  endeavours  of  the  nuncio  Mazarine^',  and  by  ia  Italy, 
which,  among  other  articled,  it  was  agreed,  that  the  dukes 
of  Savoy  and  Mantua  ftiould  be  put  in  pofleflion  of  their  re- 
fpeftive  territories.     Mean  while  the  pope,  by  a  confiftorial 
decree,  conferred  the  title  of  Mqfi  eniinent  dndrnqft  reverend 
lipon  the  cdrdiriah,  becaufe  that  of  moil:  illuftridus  was  then 
Become  tdo  common.     He  prohibited  all  other  ecclefiaftics 
from  afTuming  this  Hew  title,  excepting  the  three  ecclefiafti 
Cal  electors  df  Cermany^  and  the  mafter  of  the  knights  hofpi- 
tallers  of  Jctufalem  *".

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iand  Spani/b  minifters  at  Rome  endeavoured  to  perfuade  the 
cardinals  to  call  a  general  council  to  depofe  him  'J'.     Their 
endeavours,  however,  were  inefieftual ;  the  temporal  power 
and  grandeur  of  the 'pope  rendering  fuch  an  attempt  ridicu- 
lous, efpecially  as  Urban  about  the  fame  time,  by  his  difin- 
tereftedncfs,  had  greatly  raifed  his  charafter  among  the  Ro^ 
mans.     Though,  by  the  death  of  the  duke  oiUrbino,  he  had

Not  long  after  the  pope  had  a  rupture  with  the  Fen^tiaH^ ^"ff^*^ 
republic,   occafioned  firft  by  a  public  affront  given  by  one  oP^j^f*^'^^ 
his  nephews  to  the  Venetian  ambaffador  at  Rome;  on  which  ,l^v     * 
account  the  republic  ordered  their  ambaflador  to  return  with-  jj^^g 
out  taking leave^  They,  in  their  turn,  had  offended  the  pope^,    a.'D; 
by  r^fufing  to  give  the  title  of  eminence  to  the  cardinals  ;     1633! 
but  what  chiefly  irritated  both  parties,  was  a  conteft  about 
th^  navigation  of  the  Po,  which  had  been  obftrufted  by  the 
legate  at  Ferrara.     Some  Ikirmiflies  had  happened  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  this  city  betwixt  the  Romans  and  Veneti(^ns ; 
but  the  pope  being  apprchenfive  of  a  war,  willingly  accepted 
the  mediation  of  the  duke  of  Crequi,  the  French  ambafladori 
who^about  the  middle  oijune,  arrived  ztRome  with  a  fplen- 
did  retinue,  to  yield  obedience  to  the  pope  in  the  king's 
name.     Crequi  made  great  profeffionS  of  the  attachment  of 
Lewis  XIII.  to  his  holinefs^  but  not  being  able  td  prevail  -^ 
with,  Urban  to  engage  in  a  defenfive  alliance  Nvith  France,  he  p^.^^^.^ 
left  Rome,  and  proceeded  to  Venice,  where,  ih  conjunftionp^^^  ^^^^^  .

;  Duties  ^     The  pope,  in  the  mean  time,  made  an  encroach-

A.  D.         The  following  year  Urbanknt  Mazarine,  his  vice-legate 
*^34*     at  Avignon,  as  nuncio  extraordinary  to  France,  in  order  to 
be  fully  fatisfied  with  regard  to  the  origin  of  the  war  in  Ger^ 
many,  and  the  complaints  of  the  houfe  of  Aujlria  againft  the 
French,  for  granting  proteftion  to  the  eleftor  of  Triers.    Dur- 
ing his  refidence  in  that  kingdom.  Urban  publifhed  a  bull,, 
renewing  the  decrees  of  the  council  of  Trent^  and  of  the  fol- 
lowing popes,  for  the  refidieiice  of  biftiops,  ordering  all  bi- 
ftiops, archbiftiops,    patriarchs,   and  cardinals,  to  refide  in 
their  own  diocefes,  and  not  to  depart  from  thence  without 
an  apoftolic  licence.

Far  from  engaging  warmly  in 
$orofTx\'  the  difputes  in  Germany,  he  feemed  not  even  greatly  to  refent 
crs  is  im-   the  imprifonment  of  the  eleftor  of  Triers ^  who,  in  the  month 
friftmed  hy^oi  March,  was  furprized  in  his  capital  by  the  Spaniards,  and 
the  Spa-     carried  prifoner  to  Brujfels.     The  eleftor  had  inflamed  the 
niards^      rcfentoient  of  the  houfe  oi  Auftria  againft  him,  by  embracing 
"^35-     a  neutrality  upon  the  invafion  of  the  Swedes,  and  putting  his 
territories  under  the  proteftion  .of  the  French,   who  had  a 
garrifon  in  Triers,  when  it  was  furprized  by  the  Spaniards. 
The  French  infifted  upon  the  liberty  of  the  archbishop,  who 
had  never  been  declared  an  enemy,   or  put  to  the  ban  of  the 
empire ;  and,  upon  the  reflifal  of  the  Spaniards,  immediately 
declared  war  againft  them.

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mated  againfl:  each  other,  to  hearken  at  tliat  time  to  an  ac- 
commodation: he  therefore  continued  in  his  former  refolu- 
tion,  of  ftriftly  adhering  to  a  neutrality,  though  he  was  again 
foUicited  by  the  French  to  enter  into  a  defenfive  alliance  with 
them  *.  About  the  fame  time,  he  ordered  his  two  nuncios  at 
Paris  to  complain  to  the  king  againft  the  proceeding  of  Richer 
lieu,  who  had  procured  feveral  biftiops  to  annul  the  jnarriage 
of  the  duke  of  Orleans  with  the  fitter  of  the  duke  of  Lorrain^ 
as  contrafted  withou?  the  knowlege  of  his  brother  the  king. 
The  pope  interefted  hlmfelf  in  that  affair,  at  the  defireNof  the 
queen  motlier  and  the  duchefs  of  Orleans,  who  were  then 
refugees  at  Antwerp',  but  all  that  he  could  obtain  from  the 
tout  of  France  was  a  long  memorial,  prefented  by  the  bifhop 
of  Montpelier,  urging  the  abfolute  neceffify  of  annulling 
the  marriage,  which  had  been  contrafted  contrary  to  the  fun- 
damental laws  of  the  kingdom  y. 

The  great  power  and  arbitrary  behaviour  of  Richelieu  He  is  jea- 
began  to  give  fome  uneafinefs  and  jealoufy  to  the  pope,  who  1°^*^  ^^^^ 
was  apprehenfive  left  he  fhould  aflume  the  title  and  dignity  P^y^f^  'f 
of  patriarch,  as  he  had  taken  pofleffion  of  all  the  regular  ^^^^^* 
abbies,  which  in  France  are  chiefs  of  orders.     The  following  '^a*D 
year,  therefore*  he  refufed  him  the  bulls  which  he  demand-     1625. 
ed  for  the  abbies  of  Cijleaux  and  Premontre ;  and  recalled 
Mazarine^  who,  he  was  informed,  was  devoted  to  thefer- 
vice  of  the  cardinal  duke.     Though  Richelieu  defired  that 
he  might  be  fent  to  Madrid,  on  pretence  of'  negotiating  a 
peace,    but  in  reality  to  be  his  fpy  at  that  court,  Urban 
would  not  confent,  but  ordered  him  to  return  to  his  legation 
at  Avignon  *•     In  refentment  for  thefe  mortifications,  Riche^ 
lieu  recalled  the  count  de  Noailles  from  Rome,  and  fent  the 
marflial  d*Etrees  in  his  place,  who  he  knew  was  not  agree-

D*Etrees  was  ordered  to  complain  to  the  pope  of  hi? 
great  feverity  to  his  vaflal  the  duke  of  Parma,  whoni  he  had 
threatened  with  excommunication,  for  efpoufing  the  French 
party  in  Italy.  Urban  at  firft  refufed  to  acknowlege  the 
marfhal  as  an  ambafiador ;  but  even  after  he  had  granted  him 
an  audience,  he  would  give  him  no  fatisfaftion  with  regard 
to  his  difference  with  the  duke  of  Panna  (A).

and  Premontre,  would  not  receive  his  nuncio  in  Francje.    At

The  French 
fmbaflador  at  Rome,  by  order  of  Mazarine,  defired  cardinal 
Antonio  Barberino  to  deliver  up  the  brevet  of  proteftor  of  the 
French  affiiirs,  granted  him  by  the  king,  and  ordered  him  to 
take  down  the  French  arms,  which  were  placed  above  tlie 
gate  of  his  palace"*.     Though  the  Barberini  endeavoured  to, 
perfuade  the  pope  that  they  were  perfecuted  by  the  French 
for  having  favoured  his  eleftion,  he  behaved  to  them,  never- 
•thelefs,  with  great  indifference  and  coldnefs ;  and  before  his 
coronation  he  ordered  the  prefeft  Thaddeo  to  yield  the  prefer- 
-cnce  in  all  ceremonies  to  foreign  ambafladors.     They  endea- 
voured to  fecure  his  proteftion  by  propofing  a  marriage  be- 
twixt Donna  Olympiads  fon  Camilio,  and  the  daughter  of  the 
prefeft,  with  whom  they  offered  in  dowry  a  yearly  revenue 
of  30,000  crowns,  to  be  raifed  out  of  the  benefices  which 
they  held  from  the  church,  together  with  the  eftate  of  Mon- 
ielibreto,  which  they  had  bought  from  the  Urjini.iov  a  milr 
lion  of  livres.    He  however  rejefted  thefe  great  offers,  created 
his  nephew  I>on  Camilio  a  cardinal,  and  appointed  him  le- 
gate oi  Avignon,  in  the  room  oi  Anthony  Barberino^  who  ia 
the  month  of  December  left  Rome  and  went  to  France,  to  en-. 
<leavour,  if  poffible,  to  recover  the  favour  of  that  court. 

His  journey  was  very  fucccfsful ;  for  Mazarine,  conf^der-  <phiy  ar^ 
\tL%  that  the  court  oi  Rome  was  then  chiefly  compofed  of  zfufforted(

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iy  the      iaftlofl  entirely  devoted  to  the  houfe  of  Aujlria  and  the 
tifurt  of    grand  duke,  thought  the  Barberini,   when   fupported    by 
France,     tramcy  would  ferve  as  a  counterpoife  to  that  party ;    he 
'^  ^*    therefore  received  Anthony  mto  his  proteftion,  allowed  the 
*04S»     french  arms  to  be  replaced  upon  his  palace^  and  wrote  a  let- 
ter to  the  pope  in  favour  of  the  Barberini^  who  in  the  mean 
time  received  daily  affronts  and  mortifications  at  the  papal 
court.     The  pope  paid  no  regard  to  the  letter  of  Mazarine-^ 
but  a  few  days  after  erefted  a  congregatipn  of  five  cardinals, 
all  enemies  to  the  Barberini,  with  a  commilfion  to  examine 
their  paft  conduft.  .  He  ordered  cardinal  Anthony  to  return 
to  ^^ow^  within  two  months,  under  pain  of  excommunication, 
ftnd  forfeiture  of  all  his  revenues  and  benefices  which  he  held 
from  the  church,  in  the  mean  time  fequeftering  his  revenue, 
and  prohibiting  cardinal  Francis  and  the  prefeft  from  remov- 
ing any  of  their  effefts.     The  new  congregation  cited  cardi- 
nal Francis  to  give  an  account  of  all  the  fums  which  he  had 
taken  from  the  caflle  of  St,  Angelo,  during  the  five  laft  years 
of  the  pdntificate  of  his  uncle:  and  as  he  endeavoured  to  de- 
feqid  himfelf,  by  alleging  that  his  office  of  vice-chancellor 
exempted  him  from  giving  an  account  of  his  admihiftration, 
they  produced  a  decree,  annulling  the  difpenfation  granted 
by  his  Uncle  For  his  indemnification.    This  fevere  perfecution 
of  the  Barberini  raifed  the  public  compaffion,  and  drew  a 
general  odium  upon  the  pope,  who  was  nniverfelly  accufed 
of  ingratitude  and  imprudence,   efpecially  as  he  difcovered 
as  great  a  pafEon  of  nepotifme  as  his  predeceflbr,  and  was 
'wholly  guided  by  the  counfels  of  Donna  Ofympia  Maldachini,, 
who  had  impudently  aflbmed  the  adminiftration  of  afi&irs, 
domine^ed  over  the  whole  court,  and  amafled  money  with 
fuch  greedinefs  and  rapacity,  that  the  extortion  of  the  former 
pontificate  appeared  moderate  and  merciful  ". 
f he  pope* s       The  behaViour  of  the  pope  to  his  nephew  Camillo,  or  car- 
nephew  is  dinal  Pamphilio,  likewife  expofed  him  to  the  public  cenfure. 
lanijhed    The  cardinal  having  fallen  in  love  with  theprincefsi?o^«a,  a 
/rem         young  widow,  laid  afid^  his  hat  without  the  knowlege  of  the 
Rome,     pope,  and  privately  married  her ;  which  proceeding  fo  ex- 
afperated  his  uncle  and  his  inother,   that,   after  a  private 
conference  of  two  hours,  they  refolved  to  banifli  him  and  his 
lady  from  Rome^     This  fevere  determination  was  accordingly 
executed,  tp  the  aftoniftim^qt  of  the  Romans^  who  thought 
the  crime  very  pardonable,  as  the  princefs  RoJJana  Mras  not 
only  diflinguifhed  by  her  birth  ^nd  fprtu^e^   but  by  her

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beauty  and  pcrional  accompliftiments.  Their  banifhrneot 
was  chiefly  attribated  to  Donna  -Olympia,  who  being  jealous 
left  the  princefs  ftiould  leflen  her  fovereign  authority,  thought 
proper  to  keep  her  at  a  diftancc  from  the  court®. 

In  the  mean  time  the  Barberini  prepared  their  accounts, 
which  they  delivered  to  the  congregation  in  the  beginning  of     A.D- 
January^  referring  themfelves  to  the  books  in  the  apoftolic     '9+"' 
chamber  for  their  difcharge,   and  defiring  that  thefe  books 
might  be  examined.     Their  demand,  however,  was  refufed, 
and  the  court  in  an  extraordinary  manner,  and  without  form 
of  law,  fequeftcred  their  money  in 'the  public  bank,  and  all 
their  revenues  within  the  ecclefiaftical  dominions.     This  fe- 
vere  and  unexpected  fentence  made  them  think  of  their  per- 
fonal  fecurity.     They  accordingly  left  Rome  privately  and 
retired  to  France^  where  they  were  received  with  great  re-  ^^^f^* 
fpeft.  ^Mazarine,  in  the  mean  time,  earneftly  foUiciting  the  ^^""\'* 
pope  in  their  behalf,  and  even  threatening  to  fend  an  ^*'"^y  France  ^* 
into  Italy  if  Innocent  would  not  confent  to  a  reconciliation. 
The  Venetians  being  dcfirous  of  preventing  any  difturbances 
on  their  fide  the  AlpSy   ufed  their  utmoft  endeavours  to  re- 
concile  the  pope  and  Mazarine^   but  without  any  efFeft. 
Both  parties  were  too  much  aftuated  by  private,  refentment 
to  hearken  to  an  accommodation.     The  pope  having  refufed 
a  red  hat  to  the  archbiOiop  of  Jix,  the  brother  of  Mazarine, 
that  cardinal  in  refentment  protefted  the    Barberini,   and 
fitted   out  a  powerful  fleet,  with  a  defign  of  making  a  de- 
ferent on  the  coaft  of  Italy ^  and  humbling  his  holinefs. 

.  The  news  of  the  French  preparations  alarmed  the  pope; T-^^ 
but  what  confounded  him  much  more  was  a  report  that  the  I^rench 
chapel  at  Loretto  had  again  taken  flight  and  quitted  Italy,  '«*^^^ 
Soon  after  the  French  fleet  appeared  on  the  coaft,  and  took  Tufcany; 
ppfleflion  of  Piombino,  Portolongone,  St.  StephanOy  and  7V- 
lamone,  places  belonging  to  the  Spaniards  in  Tufcany.     Thefe 
fucceflles  obliged  Innocent  to  think  in  earneft  of  a  reconcilia- 
tion with  the  Barberini;  he  therefore  fufpended  the  execu- 
tion of  his  bull,  which  he  had  publifhed  againft  them  for     ^^-^^  ^^2 
three  months,  during  which  time  he  re-eftabliftied  them  in'fl^lfjces the 
their  former  employment,  took  off  the  fequeftration  from  pope  to 
their  efFefts,  and  declared,  that  he  would  accept  of  their  parJon  tU 
fubmiilion  if  they  would  repair  to  the  c^ounty  of  Avignon,  Barberini. 
and  write  to  hun  from  thence  P.     The  duke  of  Gui/e  foon  '

1647.     of  Donna  Olymf>ia.  and  of.  the  pope;  and  having  had  federal' 
conferences  with  his  holinefs,  he  perfuaded  him  the  fbllo^w^ 
iiig  year  to  a  reconciliation  with  Mszarine^  and*  prevailed 
with  hini  to  confer  a  hat  on  the  archbiffiop  of  y^x,  as  a 
means  of  fecuring  for  the  future  thq  intereff  of  the  primd 
minifter  of  France,  who.  governed  that  kingdom*  in  a  mofi 
abfolute  manner.     Mazarine^  however,  being  ofifended  tha't 
the  promotion  of  his  brother  had  been  fo  long  delayed, 
thanked  the  pope  in  a  very  cold  manner,  and,  conti'ary  to  his- 
expeftation,  ftill  kept  poffeffion  of  Pion^ino  9- 
He  refufes      Mean  while  feveral  bifhoprics  becoming  vacant-  in  Porfu^ 
toackn^^- g^l^  the  king  nominated  fiicce(rors> to  them;  and  the  clergy 
^^^  '/     of  that*  kingdom,  with  his  confent,  difpatched  Mi;^^/^!^  de 
Pw^al.  ^^^i^yro  tp  Rome,  to  procure  the  bulls.     The  Spanijh  ana* 
,        *  bafTador  made  feveral  attempts  to  aflaffinate  this  envoy  ia 
Rome^  on  which  account  he  was  ordered  by  the  pope  to  quit 
the  city.     He  refufed,  however,  to  confer  the  bishopries  at  * 
the  nomination  of  the  king  of  Portugal^  but  offered  to  be- 
flow  them,  fropriomotu^  on  the  fame  perfons  whom  the  king 
inentioned.     This  expedient  was  rejected  by  the  king,  who 
neverthelefs  refufed  to  order  his  clergy  to  eleft  a  patriarch, 
or  to  allow  the  chapters  to  chufe  the  bifhops^  and  the  other 
prelates  to  confecrate  them,   as  he  was  advifed  by   feveral 
do6tors  in  his  dominions  '. 

About  the  fame  time  the  authority  .of  the  pope  received 
a'chcck  from  the  clergy  of  France^  who,  knowing  the  difpo* 
fition  of  the  prefent  prime  minifler,  in  a  numerous  aflembly 
drew  up  a  formal  proteft  againfl  the  encroachments  upon 
their  liberties  during,  the  late  pontificate.  The  parliament 
of  Paris  likewife  endeavoured  to  oppofe  the  innovations  in- 
troduced by  the  nuncio  of  Innocent^  who,  from  his  own  au- 
thority, had  ordered  a  decree  of  the  Roman  inquifition  againft 
a  book  of  Mr.  Arnaud,  doftor  of  the  Sorbmne^  to  be  publifhed 
and  difperfed  in  France.  The  parliament,  in  defence  of  tbg 
privileges  of  the  nation,  drw  up  an  arret,  prohibiting  all  per- 
fons  from  printing,  publiftiing,  and  felling,  any  briefs,  de- 
crees, or  bulls,  from  Rome,  without  tetters  ^tent  from  the 
king,  regiftered  in  their  court.  They  received  a  letter  from 
the  king,  who  was  then  at  Compeigne^  or  rather  from  Maza- 
rine ^  who  was  biafled  in  fayour  of  the  fee  of  Rome,  defiring 
them  not  to  proceed  on  that  fubjeft.  They,  neverthelefs^ 
continued  their  deliberations,  and,  by  a  decree-,  prohibited

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the  archbifliops  .and  biihops,  tMc  vicars  aad  officials,  the 
reftor  and  members  of  the  univerfity,  from  receiving,  pub- 
liihing,  or  executing,  the  decrees  of  the  inquifition,  or  other 
bulls  ai^d  briefs,  excepting  thofe  allowed  of  by  the  laws  of 
the  kingdom '. 

Mean  while  the  celebrated  difpute  about  grace,  betwixt  Confirms 
the  Janfenifts  and  JefuiUy  revive^  with  great  warmth.     In-  '^  ^^^^  ^ 
fiocent  obferving  that  the  bull  of  his  predeceflbr  on  that  fub-  ^^^^^  , 
jeft  was  eluded,  fent  briefs  to  the  governor  oi  Flanders,  to  f^^j^-^' 
the  2Jch\n(ho^^  oi  Mechlin  and  Cambray,  tp  feven  other  bi- •' 
fliops,  to  the  Sorbonne,  to  Mr.  William  des  Anges,  doftor  of 
L/iuvairiy  Xo  William  Leopold^  archduke  oiAuJiriay  and.  to  the 
biftiop  oiJStra/hurgi  by  which  fle  confirmed  the  bull  of  C/jr:- 
ban^  and  ftriftly  ordered  it  to  be  publiftied  and  put  in  execi^- 
tion.     It  was  accordingly  publifhed  in  fome  places,  and  a 
perfecution  begaa  to  be  raifed  agalnft  the  Janfeniftsy  all  be- 
ing rigqroufly  prohibited  from  being  admitted  to  the  direc- 
tion of  fouls,  unlefs,  after  having  folemnly  made  profeffion.of 
the  faith  of  the  council  of  Trent,  they  fhould  fign  the  for- 
mula of  the  condemnation  of  Janfenius,   The  Janfenijis,  pro- 
voked by  this  rigorous  treatment,  drew  up  an  appeal  to  the 
pope,  under  the  the  title  oiThe  complaint  of  the  Au^QXmzA 
truth  fiiffering  in  the  Low  Countries,  fupplicating  him  to  or- 
der the  doflrrine  to  be  exaniined  before  it  fhould  be  conr 
demned.  In  three  other  writings,  which  they  then  publifhed, 
they  maintained,  that  an  opinion,  which  was  not  contrary  to 
the  Scripture  nor  the  councils,  could  not  be  condemned  as 
heretical; and  that  the  cenfure  had  been  publifhed  not  againft 
Janfeniusy  but  againft  St,  Augiiftine,  whofe  doftrincs  he  had  * 
only  put  in  a  proper  light.     The  primate  of  Flanders,  the 
bi/hop  of  Ghent,  and  the  grand  vicars  of  the  epifcopal  fee  of 
Tpres,  likewife  declared  their  reafons  why  they  could  not 
publifh  the  pope's  bulls ;  on  which  account  the  Jefuits,  who 
were  favoured  at  Rome,  formally  condemned  five  propofitions 
taken  from  the  works  of  Jan/enius,  which  the  Janfenijls 
maintained  were  not  to  be  found  in  his  writiligs  '. 

During  thcfe  proceedings  a  rebellion  happened  in  Naplei 
and  Sicily,  occafioned  by  the  grievous  taxes  laid  upon  the 
people  to  fupport  the  war  againft  France.  The  duke  of 
Guife,  who  was  then  at  Rome,  was  encouraged  by  the  pope  ' 
to  head  the  rebels,  in  hopes  of  fecuring  the  poffefEon  of  thofe 
^ngdoms,  to  which  he  had  fome  diftant  pretenflons.     The

1648.      and  conduft,  without  being  affifted  by  France ,  quickly  made 
Offers  i^e  a  furprifing  progrefs.     Thfe  French  however,  the  following 
in<vefitture  y^^j.^  making  a  fhew  offending  a  powerful  army  to  that  king- 
^fhA^k  ^^"^  ^^  pope>^yas  very  apprehenfive-  left  they  intended  to 
•/Guifc*^  feize  it  for  themfelves :  he  therefore  urged  the  duke  to  aflfumc 
^^        *  the  title  of  king  of  both  Sicilies^  diTered  to  give  him  the  in* 
veftiture  of  the  kingdom,  promifed  to  leiid  him  300^006 
crowns,  and  afTured  him  that  all  liafy  would  form  a  league 
m  his  behalf.    The  duke  replied,  that  it  was  not  then  a  pro- 
per time  to  declare  his  pretenfions,  but  begged  that  Innocent 
would  fend  him  the  money,  of  which  rie  ivas  in  great  need, 
't'he  pope,  however,  did  not  think  proper  to  (end  him  the 
fubfidy  he  had  promifed  him,  but  only  advifed  him  to  be 
diffident  of  the  French  and  Spaniards,  who  were  equally  his 
cinemies. 
eonJemns        Soon  after  Innocent,  having  received  copies  of  thrf  treaties 
the  trea^   of  0/naburgh  and  Munftery  by  which  a  general  peace  was  eftab- 
fiesofOi'  lifhed  in  Germany,  France y  and  Sweden^  he  publiflied  a  bull, 
naburgh    by  which  he  protefted  againft  them  with  great  formality. 
mnd  Mim-  His  nuncio  FMo  Chigiy  who  had  prefided  at  the  negociations 
ftcr.       ,  fQj.  three  years  as  mediator,  had  done  his  utriioft,  by  decla* 
mations  and  protefts,  to  prevent  the  conclufion  of  the  peace; 
but  his  remonftrances  being  inefFeftual,  the  pope,  in  his  bufl 
which  he  publifhed  in  the  end  oH  November ^  exclaimed  againft 
the  injuftice  and  iniquity  of  the  treaties,  as  the  heretics  were 
allowed  thereby  to  fecularizc  ecclefiaftical  pofleflions,    and 
were  admitted  equally  with  catholics  to  public  offices  and 
employments.     As  the  number  of  eleftors  'w^as   Augmented 
without  the  confent  of  the  apoftolic  fee,  and  many  other 
things  agreed  to,  prejudicial  to  the  orthodox  religion,  he 
therefore  condemned,   annulled,    and  declared  invalid,  aU 
thofe  articles  in  the  treaties  prejudicial  to  the  catholic  religion, 
divine  worihip,  and  the  apoftolical  Roman  fee,   the  inferior 
churches,  and  the  ecclefiaftical  order,  as  alfo  to  their  jurif- 
diAions,   authorities,  inimunities,  franchifes,  liberties,  ex- 
emptions, revenues,  privileges,  and  rights  «.     This  proteft- 
ation,  however,    had  no  effedl   upon  the  different  parties 
concerned  in  the  treaties ;  and  Conringius,  Blondel,   Hoom-* 
beeck,  and  other  proteftants,  wrote  an  anfwer  to  It,  fhewing 
the  neceffity  and  reafonablenefs  of  the  treaty. 
16  CO.         ^^  ^^^  V[it2iXi  time,  finding  himfelf  loaded  with  the  multi- 
plicity of  affairs,  he  refolved  to  adopt  a  nephew,  with  the

the  council.     Accordingly,  by  the  advice  of  his  favourite //^  ^^r^^/j 
ordinal  Panziraih,  and  afterwards  upon  his  public  rtcotn^a  nephewi 
aaendaitibn,   he  fixed  upon  4fiatliy  brother  of  the  m2ir(\ms'whom  he^ 
jiftalliy  that  had  married  a  niece  of  Donna  6)/|^w/m,  who  be-^^«'« 
iug  confulted  (lightly on  the  affair,  feemed  not  averfe  to  W^cardinal 
^roftiotion.     However,  to  her  great  furprize-  a  few  days  af-/^'^^* 
tcr,  AfialHy  who  was  then  about  twcnty-feven  years  of  agd  and 
clerk  of  the  chamber,  was  promoted  in  a  full  confiftory,  and 
declared  cardinal  of  the  houfe  of  PamphiUo.     The  fame  day 
the  pope  fent  hirti  to  lodge  at  one  of  his  palaces,  and  if- 
lign6d  him  a  revenue  of  1 0,000  crowns;   and  by  way  of 
public  rejoicing,  though  unufual  on  fuch-  occafions,  ordered 
the  cannon  of  Sf,  Angch  to  be  fired.     The  pope,  with  great 
irrefolution,  immediately  began  to  repent  of  his  proceedings 
and  when  the  new<:ardinal  took  his  teavfc  of  him  to  go  and 
vifit  the  m*embers  of  the  facred  college,  he  faid  to  him,  "  Go^ 
**  we  do  not  know  what  we  have  been  doing. "     Donna 
Olympia  likewife,  toming  to  the  palace  with  her  daughters^ 
and  comjjhining  ivith  great  bitterhefs  againft  him;  he  was 
immiediarcly  difgraeed,  and  not  allowed  a  lingle  fervant;  fo- 
that  Panzirolh,  who  found  the  neceifity,  for  his  oWn  fake,  of 
■  fupporting  him,  was  obliged  to  furnifh  him  with  attendants, ' , 
and  to  maintain  him  at  his  own  expence  for  fifteen  days. 

PAN2IROLLO,   foon  after,'  prevailed  upon  the  pope  toOlympm 
^countenance  ahd  honour  JfialH ;  and,  what  was  more,  had  difgraeed 
wfluehce  fuifRcieiit  to  perfuade  him  to  difgrace  Olyfnpia^  zni^nd  a* 
to  bani(h  her  the  court.     She  had  abufed  her  authority  m  a«i/^^^« 
moft  fcandalous  manner,  and  had  gained  ftich  an-  abfolute ' 
afcendant  over  the  pope,  that  in  every  thing  his  will  had  been 
fubfervlent  t6  her  diftares;     htr  avarice  and  ambition  were  ' 
unbounded :  fhe  difpofed  of  all  benefices,   which  ^cre  kept 
Vacdnt  till  fhe  fully  informed  herfelf  of  their  value :  fhe  rated 
an  oiBce  of  1000  crowhs  for  three  years,  at  one  year's  reve- 
nue, and  if  for  life  at  twelve  years  purchafe,  one-haJf  of     . 
Which  fum  fhe  required  to  be  paid  by  advancfe :  fhe  gavej 
audience  upon  public  affairs,  enacted  new  laws,  abrogated  ' 
thofe  of  former  popes,  and  fat  in  council  with  Innocenf'whh 
bundles  of  memorials  in  her  hands.     It  was  generally  laid  j 
that  they  lived  together  jn  a  eriminal  cbrrefpondence,  and  • 
that  fhe  hdd  charmed  him  by  fome  fecret  incantatioq.     In 
the  proteftant  countries  the  loves  and  intrigues  of  Innocent 
and  Donna  Olympia  were  reprefcnted  upon  the  flage,  and 
libellous  jefls  were  daily  put  into  the  hands  of  Pafquin  at 
Rome.     As  fhe  had  ufurped  fuch  an  abfolute  authority,  the 
h«w  cardinal  nephew  faw  the  neccflSty  of  ruining  her  credit;

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be  therefore  feconded  the  endeavours  of  Fanzirolh,  and  la- 
fianatcd  to  the  pope,  that  his  reputaiioa  bad  fuSoned  gready 
among  the  catholics  by  her  icaiulalQus  proce^liQgs,  and  that 
his  nuncios  were  treated  with  diirefpe£fc  and  contranpt  at  the 
courts  of  the  emperor,  France,  and  Spain.    Upon  thefe  le-

The  moff  powerful  feftJons  were  thofe  of  Spain  and  France  i 
but  ticn  cardinals,  who  had  been  promote<i  by  Innocent^ 
formed  a  party  independent  of  any  crown,  and  privately  re-i 
fblved  %6  At&.fiihioChigiy  tho'  they  agreed  apparently  to  .ad-, 
vance  the  intereft  pf  cardinal  Sachettiy  as  a  means  of  dif- 
trafting  the  other  faftions.  Oh  the  i8th  oi  J-antuiry^  the 
Ordinals  entered  with  the  ufual  c^renaony  into  the  conclave^ 
'ii^her^  the  independent  party,  which  was  diftinguiftied  by  th& 
name  of  the  flying  fquadron,  quickly  difcovered  its  power,^ 
beiiig  fufficiently  ftrong  to  prevent  theeleftion  of  any  whonv 
it  did  not  approve  of.  There,  were  no  lefs  than  22  pre- 
tenders, moft  of  whom  had  confiderable  intereft,  and  all  of 
them  high  expeftations,  lAzny  'of  the  candidates  quickly 
(uflercd  the  mortification  of  an  exclufion  ;  but  Sachetficon^ 
tinned  for  feveral  days  to  have  thirty-two  and  thirty-thrcQ- 
voices  upon  every  fcrutiny,  which -w^s  made  every  forenoon, 
add  afternoon.

in  the  pomp,  and  magnificence  of  his  robes,  furniture,  and* 
equipages  m.     Cardinal  De  Retz  mentions,  that,  upon  hia 
return  from  the  medicinal  wells  mTufcanyy   he  found   the 
pope  quite  changed  ;  that  he  was  continually  employed  ip 
trifles  ;  that  he  was  envious  and  jealous  of  all  the  world  5 
that  he  was  ridiculoufly  vain ;  aad  that  he  never  fpoke  a 
'Afevere    word  of  truth  ".     Mean-while  a  grievous  plague  afflicted  the 
flague  at  pjty  of  ^^^g  and  its  neighbourhood,  which  raged  to  ftich*  Zi 
Kpine.      degree,  that  not  only  trade  and  commerce  were  interrupted^ 
but  the  common  courts  of  juftice  were  (hut  up.     Domia 
OfympiawsLS  cut  off  by  this  peftilcnce ;  wi\d  Alexander ,  idftead 
of  confifcating  her  eftate  to  the  apoftolic  chamber,  as  was  ge- 
nerally expefted,  allowed  the  prince  Pamphilio  to  fucceed  asf 
her  heir,  after  drawing  from  him  about  a  million  of  crowns, 
which  he  bellowed  on  his  own  kindred  ®.   At  the  fame  time, 
being  informed,  that  ClTriJHna  c^ttn  of  Sweden  had  abdi* 
cated  her  crown,  embraced  thepopiih  religion,  and  was  ar- 
rived in  Germany  in  her  way  to  Romey  he  fent  an  extraordi-  ' 
pary  nuncio  to  congratulate  her  uporj  her  converfion.     As 
the  plague  foon  after  abated,  (lie  proceeded  to  Ronw,  where 
fhe  was  received  with  the  greateft   magnificence^  and  <m 
CbrifimaS'da^  was  confirmed  in  St, Peter's  church  by  hi?  holi- 
nefs ;  who^  to  her  former  name  Chrifiinay  fupcradded  that  of . 
Alexandra^  ,and  aifigned  her  a  penfion  of  i2,oco  crowns. 
fhYp*        As  the  Venetians  at  this  time  were  engaged  in  a  war  with.. 
netians     the  Turks,  who  had  invaded  the  iiland  of  Candia,  they  ear- 
*/i  ^j^.  neftly  follicited  the  affifl:a4Ke  of  the  Chriftian  po^yers  againft 
ancejrcm  ^-h^  infidels.     The  pope  excufed  himfelf  from  granting  them 
the  pope     ^nyfubfidy,  as-  his  treafury  had  been  exhaufted  by  the  ni-

the  Jefuit^  who  prcfentcd  him  with  a  large  fum  of  money,     ^^S7* 
be  hearkeaed  to  fome  expedients  proppfed  to  him  by  the  Ve- 
netians for  fupporking  the  lioly  war  ;  a^d»  on  xx>nditiQn  tha^ 
they  would  r^eal  the  law  againft  thcjfe/uits,  and  allow,  them    ' 
to  return  to  their  domimons,  he  granted  ^  bull»  authorizing 
the  fenate  to  fell  fome  lands  and  r^nts  belonging, to  the  two 
orders  o£  the CrQciferi  zpd  Sanfo  Siirito,  afid  likewife. ap- 
pointed a  mincio,  who,  with  three  lenators,  ihould  pafs  the 
title  to  tb^  pufchafers.    The  repeal  of  the  law  againft  thcn/yre* 
J^uiSs  at  firft  met  with,  great  oppoiition  in  the  fenate;  hvit  peal  the 
the  ne^effity  of  their  affairs  obliging  them  to  court  the  favour  aaagainfi 
pf  thepope^  they  at  laft  cpnfented  to  allow  the  ^efuits  XQ.the]^{\xiX&^ 
return  ;  and,  having  obtained  the  bull,  raifed  above  a  mil- 
lion  of  ducats  by  the  iale.  of  the  church  lands,  tho'  not  with- 
put  the  cen&res  and  curies  of  the  clergy  againil  them,  thcv 
pope,  and  the  Jefidts.     This  condefceniion  of  the  repub- 
lic was  very  agreeable  to  the  court  of  Romey  and  feveral  car- 
dinals, as  a  teftioiony  of  their  z^al  againft  the  infidels, 
granted  very  coniid^cable  fubiidies  to  the  maintenance  of 
the  war  \     . 

.  The  JeJuiU  bang  thjas  re*eftabliflied  at  Venice^  the  pope  Alcxa». 
employed  his  authority  to  CQnfir^  their  dodlrioe  in  France  ;  der  con- 
acnd.as  the  Janfenyisy  by  fubtlQiJiji^nftions,  had  eluded  thf^difkns  the 
bull  of  his  predeceflbr,  hcrencwf^the  cenfur^of  Innocent's^,  hook  of 
againft  the  five  propoCtions  faid  to  be  contained  in  the»J?"f®' 
books  of  Jcmfeiiiusy  and  condemned  them  by  a  new  bull,^^"** 
both  in  their  obvious  fenfe^  and  in  the  fenfe  intended  by  the- 
atahor.     This  bull,  however,  had  not  the  effect  he  defired ;. 
for,  inftead  of  putting  an  end  todifputcs,  the  controverfy. 
was  continued' with  gi^e^ter  ^j^imofity ;  and  th^  French  couvt, 
apd  fome  bi(hops,  efpouiing  the  caufe  of  the  Je/uits,  sl  coum 
fefiion  of  faith  was  drawn  up,  which  tke  king,,  by  a  parti- . 
cular  edidl,  ordered  all  the  cliergy  to  fwear  to,,  then  the  ie- 
culars^,  and  even  the  nuns.     By  this  formulary,  all  perfons, 
tho*  they  had:  never,  feen  or  read  the  book  of  Janfenius^  were 
obliged  to  fwear  that  the  five  condemned  propofitions  were 
contained   ia   his  hook'.     T\it  JanfeniftSf   on  this  occa«  .-^.D. 
fion,  fufFpred  a  great   perfecution.     The  fathers  of  Port  vJ.^t^y 
Royaly  in  hopes  of  fatisfyiog  the  court,  offered  zn  entire       y^^^ 
filenf e  and  fuhmlffion  to  the  faft,  and  promifed  to  condemn  ^^^  f^^-r 
the  five  propp^tigsus  wherevjsr  they,  flxould  find  thexn  }  butf'^'^

ivFmnce.  nuns  of  that  place  abfolutely  refnfed  to  confent  to  any  other 
expedient.  The  biflidps  of  Jlety  Angers^  Beawais,  and 
Panders ^  refufed  purely  and  iimpiy  to  fubmit  to  the  pope*s 
bull,  which  condemned  the  doftrine  of  Jan/enius ;  on  which 
account  Akxander  the  following  year  appointed  commiflaries 
to  try  them  for  their  difobedience  and  herefy.  But  nineteen 
of  thdr  brethren  writing  to  him,  and  affirming,  that  the 
French  prelates,  when  accufcd  of  herefy,  could  only  be  tried 
by  the  council  of  their  province,  the  afikir  at  that  dme  pro- 
ceeded no  ferthet,  TelHer  and  Colbert  perfuading  Lewis  XIV. 
to  ftop  thedifpute,  which'  had  already  proceeded  too  iFar,

ThefiMi  '  Alexander  in  the  mean  time  eameftly  prefled  the  courts 
^iie       cf  Spain  and  France  to  agree  to  a  peace,  offering  himfelf  as 
PyreBeea  mediator,  and  defiring  that  the  conferences  might  be  held  at' 
^^kf'^  J?«mtf.    As  he  had  afted  is  mediator  at  Munfter,  and  had 
wtbout    thoroughly  canvaflcd  the  dilierences  betwixt  the  two  nations,' 
eip^on'  *^^  cxpcftcd  that  they  would  have  both  willingly  dcfircd  his 
a/d.'    ^Wtration  ;  however,  to  his  great  difapppintment  and  fur-* 
i6rg,'    prize,  the  treaty  was  concluded  the  following  year,  wthout 
bisknowlege,  at  the  Pyrenees y  hy  Mazarine  and  'Don  Lewis  de 
Haro  K     Alexander  blamed  the  French  more  than  the^/^f- 
ards  for  his  being  excluded  from  the  treaty,  as  he  obfeTved 
thsLtMazarine  indufWioufly  feized  all  opportunities  of  throw- 
ing contempt  upon  his  perfon  and  authority.   He  diflembledn ' 
however,  Ms  rdfentment ;  and,  as  the  Turks  had  begun  hof- 
tilities  in-  Upper  Hungary ^  he  wrote  to  the  kings  of  France 
-    and  SpMn  to  turn  their  arms  againft  the  infidels,  at  the  feme 
time  laying  a  tythe  upon  all  the  ecclefiaftical  revenues  in 
Ber^iSs  Aafy,  to  raife  a  fubfidy  for  the  emperor  ".    This  appears  to 
tbefropo.  have  been  a  pretended  zeal  j  forMaT^arine,  foon  after  fencKng 
/^  o/a     foine  troops  to  the  affiftance  of  the  Venetians  againft  the  * 
^^  *r  7ttr#x,  and  defiring  Yis  holinefs  to  propofe  a  general  league 
^'^3      againft  the  infidels,  to  declare  himfelf  the  head  of  the  alii- 
A.  D,     ^^^>  ^^  ^^  animate  the  other  ChrifHan  princes  by  his 
ii$o.     example,  Alexander  paid  no  regard  to  thefe  exhortations  ; ' 
but  even  by  his  backwardnefs  co^ed  the  zeal  of  others,  who 
feemed  deiirous  of  a  general  league  ^.    The  pope  at  that ' 
time  was  chiefly  engaged  in  filling  the  city  with  infctiptions,.

duke  of  Crequi,  the  French  ^mbt^dpr  at  Rome.    Thi$ 
oflador^  at  his  firA  arrival,  was  received  with  the  utmoft 
anony  and  r^peA ;  and,  beidg  diftingniflied  by  his  liobW 
and  perfonal  accomplifhments,  was  greatly  carefled  by  the. 
»e.    As  he  was  naturally  of  a  haughty  difpofition,  and  had 
*et  orders  from  the  king  to  mortify  the  pope  and  his  rela- 
is»  he  fix>n  began  to  pay  more  refpejl  to  other  cardinals 
n  to  the  pope's  nephews.    AlexaruUr  immediately  re- 
ted  this  afiront,  and  behaved  to  Creqtii  with  great  cold* 
3  and  indifference  at  his  audiences.  This  bad  corierpond* 
)e  (bpn  broke  out  into  an  open  enmity,  occafioned  at  iirft  by 
-^Frenchmen^  who,  toihewtheirbravery,dirarmcd  the  night 
red,  coniifting  of  three  Corfu    Thefe  'Corfi  were  punifhed 
having  made  no  reflftance,  and  their  ofiiter  broke.     Soon  ^^ 
er  fome  bailiffs  and  officers,  to  fhew  themfelves  cpgent  in  Preach 
ir  duty,  entered  the  ambaffiidor's  houfe  in  fearch  of  fome  ^un^^.  > 
tninals,  while  he  was  at  mafs  in  his  chapel.     That  bmtdot  imfub^ 
tnicf;  a  Frenchman^  who,  in  pailing  through  the  quarters  id  at 
the  Corfi^  had  thrown  out  againfl  them  Tome  ignominious  Rome. 
>roach,  was  purfued  by  them,  to  the  ambaflador's  houfe,   "^'P' 
lere  they  afTembled,  to  the  number  of  400,  with  drums    *^^ 
iting  and  colours  flying,  and  fired  upon  the  ambaflador, 
10  came  to  the  window,  to  endeavour  to  appeafe  them, 
ley  likewife  ^ed  upon  his  lady,  who  was  returning  home 
her  coach,  and  killed  one  of  her  lacquies.

lieu  of  Commachioy  the  pope,  was  alfo  obliged  to  give  the

This  prince  had  fucceeded  him  in  the 
throne,  and  married  his  queen,  who  had  obtained  a  divorce, 
'from  her  fiirfl  hufband.  The  cardinal  deVcndomey  unde  of  the! 
queen,  whom  the  pope  had  fent  as  legate  into  France,  rati-, 
ficd  the  difTolution  of  the   firft  marriage,  without  waiting, 
for  any  inftpuftions  from  Romc^  although  his  legation  did 
not  extend  to  Portugal,     The  legate  excufed  this  extraor- 
*  •        dinary  llep,'  by  alleging,  tjiat  his  commiiTion  was  conceived 
in  the  moft  ample  terms,  and  that  he  had  written  to  Rome 
. "     •  -     without  receiving  any  anfwer,  though  it  is  faid  that  his  letter 
waspuipofcly  never  fent.     To  fatisfy  the  pope  the  queen/ 
•fent  her  confeflbr  to  Rome ;  and  Lewis  XIV.  likewife  wrote^ 
to  his  holinefs,  to  perfuade  him  of  the  juftiice  of  the  divorce^ 
as  the  impotende  of  the  queen's  firft  hufband  was  attefted.by 
no  Icfs  than  thirty  phyficians.     Clement^  however,  would 
not  confent  to  confirm  the  marriage,  but  gave  acommiiSoni

!e.  As  the  dean,  after  going  through,  a  new  procefs,  i669, 
ared^the  firfl:  marriage  invalid,  and  the  fecond  lawful, 
pope  at  length,  at  the  foUidtatibns  of  the  French  king 
the  marquis  de  Las  Minas,  who  came  to  Rome  as  am- 
ador  of  obedience;  granted  the  bull  for  a  difpenfation  in 
beginning  of  the  following  year :  aftd  as  the  kiilgdom  of 
tugaly  by  the  peace  with  Sfain^  had  been  declared  inde- 
dent,  he  made  no  difficulty  of  receiviilg  the  obedience  of 
i  Pedro,  and  of  conferring  the  P^rtugueje  bifhoprics  ac- 
ling  to  his  nomination  P. 

lBout  the* fame  time  he  applied  himfelf  earneftly  to  re- 
blifti  his  finances,  which  were  under  fuch  a  bad  regula- 
,  that  the  apoftolic  chamber  was  in  great  hazard  of  be-    ■ 
ling  bankrupt.     For  this  purpofe  he  inftituted  a  congre- 
on  Deilo  aggravio,  confifting  of  fome  cardinals  and  pre-» 
5,  which  was  then  much  approved   of,  though  it  ap- 
:ed  afterwards  that  it  was  ihfufficient  to  remedy  the  dif • 
ITS  in  the  finances.     Clement  likewife  complained  greatly  CoMplains 
:he  ignorance  of  the  prelates  about  his  court,  and  was  ^  ^^'  '^' 
)lving  fome  means  of  reforming  that  evil,  when  being  ^V"^^^'  v 
•rmed,  by  the  Venetian  ambaflador,  of  the  lofs  of  Candia,  iJ^g^^' 
ch  is  faid  to  have  been  delivered  to  the  Turks  by  the  in- 
ues  of  the  Jefvits  «,  he  was  fo  feized  with  grief,  that  he 
lenly  fell  into  a  kind  of  apoplexy.   This 'perhaps,  in  fome 
fure,  might  be  owing  to  his   intemperance  in  eating, 
ch  vice  he  feemed  to  glory  in,  thinking  that  he'  thereby 
lonftrated  the  flrength  of  his  conftitution.     Though  he 
ved  from  this  fit,  yet  melancholy  fo  opprefled  his  fpirits, 
:  he  died  about  a  month  after,  on  the  pth  of  December,  He  dies  et 
srally  lamented  by  all  ranks  of  people.     He  was  poflefled  Rome, 
nany  eminent  virtues,    and,  among  others,  of  modefty, 
inefs,  and  charity.      Immediately  after  his  promotion, 
3ifcovered  great  generofity  and  public  fpirit ;  and  it  was 
lent  to  all  that  his  heart  was  engaged  in  promoting  a 
cral  reformation.     He  is  accufed  of  wanting  firmnefs  and 
>lution,  of  being  too  indulgent  to  the  great,  and  to  thofe 
n  whom  he  had  received  any  obligations ;  but  thefe  faults 
jr  have  proceeded  from  the  weaknefs  of  old  age,  and  the 
efs  of  his  gratitude.     As  he  was  not  ambitious  of  worlds    - 
honour,  he  forbad  his  relations  to  raife  any  magnificent 
Qument  to  his  memory :  his  fucceflbr,   however,  erefted 
ately  monument  for  him,  with  his  fiatue,  in  thechurcH.

His  eleftion  gave  great  joy  to  the  Romans,  as  he  was  dc- 
kttiicd  of  3.' Patrician  i?owia«  family,  which  had  been  lUiif- 
trious  for  more  than  600  years.  "  His  brother  had  been  cr^ 
ated  a  cardinal  by  Urban  VIII.  but  did  not  long  furvive  Mr 
promotion.    The  fame  pope  feat  Emitio  into  Poidndy  as  audi- 
tor.to  the  nuncio,  and,  upon  his  return,  gave  hitn  the  go- 
vernment of  \^izD^«n^,  created  him  biflio'p  6f  tamerinog  atid 
fent  him  as  nuncio  t6  Naples,  where  he  refided' during  thq 
infurreftion  of  Majfaniello,     During  the  pontificate  of /Tmo- 
cent  X.   be  was  recalled  to  Rom^,  and  likewife  deprived  of 
bis  revenues;  but 'upon  the  eleftion  of  j^exander  YITJ  his 
'  feputadon  was  reftored,  and  he  dbtairied  the  nunciature  of 
Poland.'    Clement  IX.  declared  him  chief  of  his  bed-chainber,

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.   iMMfiDiATfiJLT  after  his  cleftion,  as  he  had  no  near  re-  Headoptf 
lations  of  his  own  name>  he  adopted  cardinal  Paluzzi  as  his  cardinal 
aephew^  fo^  Ho  other  apparent  reafon,  but  becaufe  his  niece  Pfluza^i^ 
Donaa  LAura  AUieri  was  married  to  the  cardinal's  nephew  *^^  ^^' 
Don  Gafparo  Paluzzu    He  ceded  to  the  family  of  the  Palwzzi  ^^'"'^ 
all  the  revenues  of  the  houfe  oiAUieri^  erefted  their  caftle 
'RuJJina  into  a  principality,  and  appointed  Don  Angek^   the  ' 
cardinal's  brother,  general  of  the  gallics,  and  Don  Gafp^Lra^ 
its  nephew,  general  of  the  forces  of  the  church  ".     This 
fiadden  promotion  of  the  family  of  Pafuzzi,   which  was 
known  to  be  poor  and  loaded  with  debt$,  greatly  furprized 
the  Romans,  who  dreaded  that  the  new  cardinal  nephew  arid 
his  relations  would  ufurp  the  whole  adminiftration,  and  gor 
vern  with  great  avarice  and  extortion.     It  quickly  appeared 
that  their  fears  were  juft;  for  cardinal  Paluzzi,  or  Altieri, 
refufed  to  affix  the  feal  to  feveral  grants  and  favours  which  the 
pope,  according  to  the  ufual  cuftom,  had  beftowed  at  his  coro- 
nation, under  pretence  that  his  holinefs  had  been  furpriftd,  or 
that  the  benefices  had  been  difpofed  of  before.     He  likewife 
gave  orders  to  the  mafter  of  the  pope's  chamber,  and  to  all 
the  attendants  near  hb  perfon,  not  to  permit  any  addreflcs, 
petitions,  or  memorials,  to  be  prefentcd  to  the  pope,  with- 
p,ut  his  knowlege  and  permiffion.     Thus  the  cardinal  nephew  'w^o  af* 
afliimed  anabfolute  power,  and  difpofed  of  all  offices,  bene-A^^'  ^ 
fices,  and  places  of  truft,  according  to  his  pleafure,  which  ^^fi  ^4/*- 
was  always  regulated  by  the  greateft  profit;  which  proceed-  ^^^^^^'w^- 
ihg  occafioned  a  univerfal  murmuring  among  the  Romans, 
many  of  whom,  fince  the  promotion  of  the  pope,  deduced 
their  lineage  from  fome  branch  or  other  of  the^family  of  y/ft/- 
.  eri,  and  pretended  to  be  his  relations  either  oy  blood  or  alli- 
ance.     The  oppofition  to  the  exorbitant  and  defpotic  powef 
of  the  nephew  was  not  fo  great,  however,'  as  might  have 
been  expefted  ;  for  as  it  was  confined  to  ecclefiaftical  affairs 
and  dpmeftic  concerns,  it  was  overlooked  at  firft  by  the  courts 
oi  France  ^nd  Spam;  and  the  cardinals  hoped,  that,  from  the 
great  age  of  the  pope,  it  would  be  of  very  ihort  duration. 
Fut  this  very  reafon  prompted  the  cardinal  nephew  to  make 
the  greateft  advantage  of  his  prefent  profperity ;  he  therefore 
fought,  by  all  means,  to  eftablifti  the  grandeur  of  his  family, 
*ad  foon  after  contrafted  an  alliance  with  the  houfe  of  Of- 
lonna. 

Mean  while  the  pope  received  a  fplendid  emb|fl5^  from  the 
Y^tig^  Spain,  who  fent  the  viceroy  of  Napfes,  with  thedtle    ^'  ^* ' 
ef.  ambaffador  extraordinary,  to  home,  to  make  tlie  prefent    '^7>*

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of  the  white  gennet,  and  to  perform  the  ceremony  of  obedi- 
ence for  the  kingdom  of  Naples.     After  his  departure,  father 
Nitardb,  inqujfitor  general  of  Spain,  was  left  as  refident  am- 
l^affador  at  Rome,  ^rid  was  dignified  with  the  title  of  arch-^ 
biOiop  of^Jt^  by  the  pope,  who  the  following  5^ear  pro- 
moted him,  and  feyeral  others,   to  the  dignity  of  cardinal  ^.• 
Pius  V.  if  Clement,  about  the  fame  time,  Ukewife  canofiized  pope  Pius 
canonized,  y^  ^t  the  foUicitation  of  the  DGminicans,  tho',  by  the  per-' 
fuafion  6^  Altieri^  he  refufed  to  concern  himfelf  with  the  af- 
fairs oi' Poland,  which  was  aim ofl  wholly  over-run  with  th^ 
arms  of  the  Turks.     That-  he  might  not  feem,   however, 
i'ntirely  to  negleft  the  ChrifVian  caufe,   he  raifcd  the  fum  of 
goo, GOO  crowns,  by  a  tax  on  ecclefiaftical  benefices  in  Italy y 
.  as  a  fubfidy  to  the  Poles,  of  which  only  50,600  crowns  were 
ient  into  Poland,  the  reft  being  detained  by  Altieri  for  his' 
own  ufe.     The  king  of  Poland  AjiXi^  about  the  fame  time, 
Altieri^  to  gratify  the  Spaniards,  pr-efumed  to  reconanaend 
prince  Charles  of  Lorrain  as  a  proper  fuccefTor ;  but  the  Po- 
lifh  nobility,  who  had  never  received  kings  at  the  npminatioa 
arid  reco'mmendation  of  i?b»z^,  chofe  the  gf eat  general  of  th<4 
crown,  John  Sohieski,  who,'  according  to  the  ufual  privilege^* 
immediately  after  his  eleftion  nominated  the  bifhop  of  Mar^ 
feilles,  as  the  perfori  for  whom  he  deftred  the  cardinaPs  hat.  • 
Altieri,  at  the  defirc  of  th.Q  Spaniards,  n^ade  an  bbjciSion  to 
his  nomination;  and  though  the  king  perBfled  ihlhc  choice 
that  he  had  niadc,  he  flill  prevented  the  pope  from  beflow- 
A.D.    ing  the  hat;  on  which  account,  during  the  whole  reign  of 
.  V673,    Clement,  there  was  a  bad  correfponderice  betwixt  Poland  and

of  St.  Lazarj^s,  land  conferred  upon  him  the  abbacy  of  St. 

Colomhiere:    This  proceeding  of  Altieri  was  refented  with 

great  warmth  by  the  Fr^f/zc/^  ambalTador,  who  imprifoned  thc^ 
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fcrirencr  that  had  drawn  up  the  new  abbot's  memorial  to  the  A.D. 
pope.  The  Gafcon^  however,  had  the  confidence  to  return  '^74- 
to  France \  but  he  had  no  fooner  entered  the  kingdom,  than 
he  was  feized  and  committed  to  prifon.  Le-wis  XIV.  publifh- 
ed  an  edift  the  following  year  in  defence  of  his  right  of 
regalia,  which  be  affirmed  extended  over  all  his  kingdom, 
though  the  biftiops  of  Pamierjy  AletSy  and  fome  other's,  al- 
leged, that  their  diocefes  were  exempted  ??,  ' 

Altieri  in  the  mean  time.ftill  governed  at  RomCy  in  his  Altleri  ^^. 
pfual  arbitrary  manner;  and, as  the  farmers  and  co\[Q6toxspfi'vcs  th^ 
of  thecuftoms  and  impofitions,  which  are  laid  on  all  forts  ofambajk- 
provifioDs  brought  into  Rome^  complained  greatly   of  the  ^^/'i  ^f 
frands  and  abufes  committed  by  foreign  minifters,  who  al-  *^^.  !**' 
lowed  great  quantities  of  provifions  to  be  brought  into  the    "*'  ^^^* 
city  by  private  perfons  under  their  name,  he  publifhed  an 
edift,  depriving  the  ambaifadors  and  cardinals  of  their  im- 
inunities,  and  ordering  them  to  pay  the  fame  taxes'  as  others 
for  all  provifions  which  they  ufed.     By  this  edifl:,  he  in  fome 
meafurc  appeafed  the  farmers,  whom  he  had  obliged  to  give 
^  greater  fnm  than  ufual  for  the  cuftoms,  on  account  of  the 
approach  of  the  jubilee  year.    But  the  ambafladors  complain- 
ed loudly  of  his  arbitrary  and  irregular  government,  and  a- 
greed  to  go  in  a  body,  and  to  demand  an  immediate  audience . 
of  the  pope,  and  rcfolved  for  the  future  not  to  acknowlegg 
him  as  cardinal  liephew.     He,  however,  prevented  their  ac* 
ccfs  to  the  palace,  by  drawing  chains  acrofsthe  ftreets,  and 
placing  guards  at  the  avenues ;  and  being  fure  of  the  protec- 
tion of  the  pope,  he  behaved  with  fuch  refolution,  that  they 
\vere  obliged  ill  the  end  to  comply  with  the  edift,  which, 
however,  was  not  rigoroufly  put  in   execution,  they  being 
ftill  allowed,  in  fomemeafure,  to  enjoy  their  immunities  by 
\^ay  of  indulgence  y.   '  All  the  ambafTadors  then,  by  orders 
frpm  their  courts,  were  feconciled  to  him,  except  the  duke 
dnS^tr&ejSy  the  ambaffador  of  France^  who  alleged,  as  the  caufe 
of  his  remaining  difcontent,   that  Altieri  had  made  fecret 
offers  to  afHil  tlae  Spaniards  in  regaining  MeJJindk  from  th^ 
French. 

The  following  year  the  jubilee  vyas  celebrated  according     1675, ' 
to  the  ufual  manner ;  and  as  Italy  was  at  this  time  free  from 
tlie   difturbanccs  of  ^ar,    great  numbers  of  pilgrims  and 
ilrangers  crowded  to  Rome^  to  receive  the  benefits  of  in-  , 
dulgences  and  pardons.     During  this  feftival  Clement  created 
iix  cardinals,  ainong  whom  was  Philip  Howard,  a  Dominir

cerning an  alliance  againfl  the  7ur4r»   in  anfwer  to  one 
that  his  predeceflbr  had  written  to,  that  priace  *.     Another 
jfft  amhaf'  alliance  againfl  the  grand  fignor  was  alfo  propofed  to  him, 
Jador  ar-   ^y  ^n  ambaflkdor  that  arrived  at  Rome  from  Mufcovy,     CU-

1676.    a  difpute  with  the  viceroy  of  Naples ^  who  having  formed  a 
refolution  of  extirpating  the  banditti  from  that  iungdom,  had 
for  fome  time  proceeded  againft  them  with  great  rigour,  and 
Clement   had  even  ordered  fome  of  them  to  be  feized  within  the  j-urif- 
^sat       diftioh  of  the  ecGlefiaflical  ftate.     The  pope  did  not  live  to 
^^™^*      receive  fatisfaftion  for  this  infult,  but  died  a  few  months  af- 
ter, on  the  7,zA.  of  July^  loaded  with  old  age,  which  had  en- 
feebled his  underftanding,  and  reduced  him  to  dotage.     A 
few  hours  before  his  death,  Jltieri  prefled  him  to  fill  up 
fpur  vacant  places  of  cardinals  with  creatures  of  his  owp, 
but  he  would  not  confent;  and  to  flop  his  importunity,  he 
faid  to  him,  fomewhat  moved,  ^*  You  ought  to  be  content 
"  as  you  have  been  pope  for  fix  years  :    fuflfer  me  now 
5«-  to  follow  my  own  inclinations,  and  to  be  pope  for  fix 
f  *  hours  only  K"    He  is  commanded  for  his  goodnefe  and 
moderation  *^ ;  but  he  was  treat^  by  the  Romans  with  great 
contempt,  for  fufFering  the  j^ltieri  to  govern  In  a  moft  fcan? 
dalous  ipanner,  and  to  opprefs  his  fubjefts  in  order  to  enr 
rich  themfelves,  and  to  build,  qne  of  the  finefi  palaces  in 
Jicnie  d. 
Innocent       As  cardinal  j^ltUri,  on  account  of  his  arbitr?iry  proceedr 
3^1.  is  e-  ings,had  incurred  the  public  hate,  it  \l^as  generally  believed, 
^e£iea.       that,   upon  the  death  of  the  pope,  he  would  be  removed 
.  from  all  hiis  offices,  and  deprived  of  his  fufirage  in  the  enfii- 
ing  conclave;  but  the  immenfe  wealth  that  he  had  acquired 
during  the  fhort  reign  of  his  reputed  uncle,  procured  him  a 
great  number  of  friends;  fo  that  after  the  pope's  death  was 
publifhed,  and  the  Jigillum  fdfcatorium  broken  in  pieces,  he 
quitted  Monte  Cavallo,  and  repair{?d,  with  a  numerous  train/ 
to  his  new  palace,  where  he  received  vLQts  of  condolanoe 
from  the  cardinals,  princes,  ^mbafiadors,  prelates^  and  no- 
bles.   After  the  funeral  obfequjes  of  the  late  pope  were  per*

ihe  ad  of  Augujly  and  next  day,  after  feme  others  had  come 
in,  which  mad^  their  nnmber  amount  to  fifty-two,  the  doors 
were  (hut,  ani  the  guard  cbipmitted  to  prince  SayelU.  Se- 
yiyral  candidates  were  propofed  ahd'rgeft'ed  at  various  fcruti: 
nies,  the  time  being  confumed  in  a  trifling  manner  till  the 
ift  of  ^epttmber^  yheh  four  other  cardinals  from  France  en- 
tered the  conclave.  Thoughrat  fcveral  fcrutinfes  many  votes 
Jiad  appeared  in  favour  of  Odefcalchi^  yet  the  eleftion  was  ftill 
Ideferred,  till  a  courier  fliould  return  from  France  with' the 
Vpprobation  of  Zeayix  XIV.  His  recommendation  being  ob- 
tained, the  Fr^wcA .  ambaffador  entered  the  conclave,  and 
prefented  his  letters  to  the  jrardinals,  who' accordingly,  on 
the  21ft  bf  September y  after  the  ambaflador  had  retired,  chofc 
Odefcalchiy  who  took  the  name  oi  Innocent  XI  •. 

He  had  been  a  candidate  at  the  former  eleftion  ;  but  the? 
^Tjfterity  of  his  manners,  and  the  innocence  of  his  life,  pre-* 
Vented  hiqpi  from  fucceeding  ^.     At  this^cohclave  he  (hewed 
fome  reluftance  to  accept  of  the  Jx)ritifical  dignity ;  and  be- 
fore he  would  confent,  he  propofed  fome  articles  for  the  r?- 
tbrmation  of  the  eccleliaftical  government  which  he  required 
the  cardinals  to  fub(cribc  to  the  performance  of  g.  ^  His  for- 
kner  name  was  BenediEl^  znA  he  was  bom  at  ComOy  of  a  very 
ahtient  family,  which  is  even  faid  to  have  flouri(hed  in  the 
tunes  of  the  Lombards  and  Charlemagne  ^,     In  his  youth  he 
5vas  educated  in  his  own  country  by  the  JeJuitSy  and  after- 
wards he  ftudied  the  civil  and  canon  law,  partly  at  Rome  and 
partly  at  Naples.    He  propofed  at  firft  to  follow  the  profef- 
|ion  of  arms  in  the  Neapolitan  fervice ;  but  (topping  at  Rome 
in  "his  way  to  Naples^  he  was  prevailed  upon  to  embrace  an 
^clefiaftical  Ufe ;  and  having  a  confiderable  revenue  of  his 
own,  he  was  immediately  made  a  prelate  *.     Urban  VIII. 
made  him  one  of  the  prothonotaries  of  the  apoftolic  chamber, 
and  afterwards  prefident  of  the  fame;  then  commi(rary  of 
the  province  of  LaMarca,  ^d  governor  of  Macerata,     Up- 
on his  return  tQ  Rome  he  made  a  prefent  of  a  valuable  fervice 
of  plate  to  Donna  Qfympia,  which  he  obferved  (he  haS^co- 
yeted,  and  by  that  nieans  obtained  the  office  of  clerk  of  the 
■  chamber.     Soon  afti5r,  by  voluntarily  lofing  confiderable 
iums  of  money  in  her  houfe  at  play,  he  was  rewarded  with  a 
<ardinal*s  hat,  and  was  afterwards  apjpointed  legate  at  Fer^ 
fara,  and  bUhop  of  Novara,  which  bi(hopric,  fome  years

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after,  he  refigned  to  his  brother,  as  the  air  of  that  place  did 
not  agree  with  his  health  ^.    .  In  the  mean  timd  he  lived  at 
^Rome  in  a  retired  and  modeft  manner,  and  was  looked  upon 
as  a  good  and  charitable  man,  difengaged  from  the  world, 
without  pride,  vanity,  and  pomp,  moderately  zealous,  with- 
out bigotry,  and  chiefly  fevere  upon  himfelf  ^ 
Hefropn/es  .  After  his  elevation  he  no  fooner  took  the  government 
r  general   of  affairs  into  his  own  hands,  than  he  began  a  reformation  in 
reform^'    feveral  particulars.     He  determined  to  aboli(h  nepotifm,  and 
fion,  prohibited  his  nephew  Don  Livio  frorri  receiving  or  returning 

vifits,  as  nephew  of  the  pope.  The  fenate  of  Venice  honour- 
ed hi  n^  with  the  title  of  nobility,  and  he  was  created  duke 
of  Ceriy  which  were  all  the  honours  he  acquired ;  for  the  pope 
hy  no  intreaties  could  be  prevailed  upon  to  make  him  general 
or  the  church,  or  cardinal  patron.  Innocent  eveii  propofed 
by  a  bull,  for  ever  to  abolifli  that  name  and  office;  but  he 
could  not  obtain  the  confent  of  the  cardinals,  of  thofe  efpe- 
cially  who  afpired  at  the  pontificate.  In  the  mean  time  he 
was  indefatigable  in  re-eftahlifliing  his  finances,  which  were 
ii>  the  utmoft  diforder ;  in  reforming  the  divine  fervice,  in 
correfting  feveral  abufes  in  the  city,  and  in  endeavouring  to 
revive  modejfly  and  virtue  among  the  ecclefiaftics  and  reli- 
gious orders.  He  immediately  fent  nuncios  to  France^  Spain, 
Poland,  and  Portugal^  exhorting  them  to  peace ;  and  abo- 
lished a  great  many  ind'ulgences,  confraternities,  and  new 
offices,  invented  by  fuperftition  and  monkery.  He  prohibited 
the  Jews  from  dealing  in  ufury,  though  he  himfelf  became 
afterwards  thp  moft  infufferable  ufurer,  by  threatening  to  re-  ' 
dfice  the  indereft  of  the  money  in  the  public  bank  one-half' 
per  cent,  unlefs  the  proprietors  would  J^ccept  of  70  crowns 
for  a  hundred  "^.       , 

To  ajQTift  him  in  the  adminiftration  of  the  government.  In- 
nocent made  choice  of  cardinal  Ciboy  whom  he  appointed 
fuperintendant  and  fecretary  of  the  ecclefiaftical  ftate.  At 
the  f^me  time  he  reduced  his  army  and  increafed  the  number 
of  archers  at  Ro-mey  with  th^  intention  of  proceeding  fevercly 
againft  all  kinds  of  criminals.  He  publicly  reproved  the  car- 
dinals fo|  their  pomp  and  luxury,  fent  the  biftiops  who  re- 
mained at  Romd  to  their  diocefes,  appointed  four  divines  to 
reform  the  abufes  of  the  church,  and  four  cardinals,  with 
as  many  clergymen,  to  examine  the  lives  and  manners  of

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rhofe  who  afpired  to  the  pricfthood,  and  ordered  that  none 
fhould  be  admitted  to  that  dignity,  "who  were  in  the  leaft" 
blemiftied  with  an  ill  fame,  or  had  not  applied  themfelvcsto 
fludy ".  To  prevent  the  Jltieri,,  as  he  faid,  from  plunder- 
ing elfewhere,  he  allowed  t}iem  to  remain  in  i?w2^,  and  con- 
tinued them  in  their  military  and  other  employments. 

The  following  year  the  conferences,  for  a  general  peace  He  fends  a 
being  appointed  at  Nimeguen^  he  fent  his  nuncio  thither,  to  nuncio  to 
aft  8^  mediator,  who,  though  he  was  .not  acknowleged  vxaJPftatihe 
that  charafter  by  the  proteftant  powers,  yet  received  particu-  »f^*"^" 
lar  honours  from  the  magiftrates  of  the  city,  who  offered  {^"^  ^ 
him  all  fecurity  for  the  free  exercife  of  his  religion  during    ^^^  " 
jthe  congrcfs  o.     Meanwhile  great  difturbances  happening  at   p^  j)^ 
Rome^  on  account  of  the  francbifes  and  immunities  daimed    1677, 
by  ambafladors,  Innocent  refolved  intirely  to  abolifh  them,  the 
buUs  publiihed  againft  thofc  privileges  by  his  predecefTors  7«- 
lius  lU.  Pius  IV.  Gregory  XIII.  and  Sixtus  V.  having  been 
hitherto  ineffeftual.     As  the  ambafladors  extended  their  pri- 
vileges to  a  confiderable  extent  round  their  houfes,  fo  as  to 
comprehend  feveral  ftreets,  through  which   the  officers  of 
juflice  were  not  even  allowed  to  walk,  a  fanftuary  was  there- 
by afforded  to  an  infinite  number  of  criminals,  and  the  Spa* 
nifh  amballador  at  this  time  was  accufed  of  abufing  this  pri- 
vilege, by  confining  in  his  quarter  a  great  number  of  prefled 
men,  who  were  to  be  fliip ped  off  to  recruit'  the  army  at  Mef- 
Jtna.     This  report  occafioned  feveral  tumults  in  Rome^  which  H^  «^- 
the  pope  endeavoured  to  fupprefs,  by  punilhing  the  rioters  ^i^-'  '^ 
feverely :  but  to  put  a  ftop  to  the  original  caufe  of  the  diii-/^^"^^!^" 
order,  he  publiftied  an  edidl,  intirely  abolifhing  the  privi-^J^  *^ 
leges  of  .quarters,  againft  which  the.  ambaffadors  protefted,*^ 
but  without  any  effeft ;  the  pope  continuing  firm  and  relblutei  > 
and  prevailing  upon  the  queen  of  Sweden  to  renounce  the  pri- 
vileges of  her  quarter,  as  an  example  to  the  reft  P. 

Before  this  conteft  about  the  franchifes  was  entirely  itt-  A  differ  - 
tied,  the  pope  was  engaged  in  another  with  the  king  olience  he- 
France  about  the  regalia,  or  the  right  of  inveftiture  of  bifhop-  ^w/>/  him 
rics.

not  revoke  the  edi^  which  he  bsfd  ^ublilhed:    As  iJeybii 
,         Iiad  fequeflered  all  the  revenues  of  the  bifliop  of  Piimiers: 
'^79*     ^ije  pope  likewife  wrote  to  the  cardinal  iEjiries^  defirtng 
him  to  ufe  all  his  influence  in  ftippoi't  of  the  aitithbritjr 
of  the  holy  fee;  but,  by  the  cardiniars  anlwer,  he  found  thaf 
he  was  more  attached  to  the  king  than  to  the  fee  of  Roine^ 
The  carc^inal,  indeed,  foon  after  was  fent  to  Kothe  to  treat 
with  tlie  pope;  but  his  negociation  was  inefiefftral^  bodf 
parties  infilling  obftinately  upon  their  different  pret^nfions. 
Lewis  XIV.  id  the  mean  time  aflembled  all  the  bi/hops  the^ 
at  Paris,  who  aflerted  the  authority  of  national  churches  vdr 
judging  of  all  matters,  both  of  >  faith  aad  manners ;  an(f 
prayed  his  majefty  to  give  leave  for  ailembllng  a  niadonaf 
council  or  general  aflembly.

diclana^  ing.    Its  firft  deliberations  were  coicernlng  the  regalia, 
gainfitbi  which  queftion  was  debated  for  fome  tinie.    At  teiigth^  on 
fretiftfiQns  the  3d  of  February ^  an  a£l  was  figned^  wheteby  they  d<r- 
rf  the       dared,  that  the  ri^t  to  the  regalia  was  inher^X  1^  *^^ 
^^^ry      crown,  and  ought  to  prevail  through  the  whole  Kftgfdbtn, 
i6Sz'     without  regarding  the  pretended  exemption  of  fome  biftiop- 
rics.    The  prelates  likewife  wrote  concerning  the  difpnte  to 
hishoFmefs;  and,  a  few  days  after,  the  archbi(hop  of  P^m 
pStcfented  the  aft  to  the  king,  togcthei*  with  the  letief  to'| 
the  pope,  which  they  begged  his  majetty  to  order  the  duke 
^  dEtrtes  to  deliver  to  his  holinefsl     They  in  the  mean  time 
continued  their  afleibbly,  and  niade  feveral  regulations  con- 
cerning morals  and  church  difcipline.     To  put  a  flop  to  thd* 
ufurpations  of  the  fee  of  Rome^  they  drew  up  four  propofi- 
tions ;  by*  the  firft  of  which  they  affirmed,  that  a  general 
'''  coundl  was  above  the  pope,  according  to  the  dodbrine  cftab- 

lUhed  in  the  4th  and  5th  feffions  of  the  council  oiConftancet- 
:  rejefting  the  opinion  of  thofe  who  allege  that  the  doftrine 
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above-mentioned  is  only  true  during  a  fchifin*  In  the  2d 
they  aflerted,  that  neither  the  popcnor  the  univerfai  church, 
has  any  power  over  the  temporal  jurifdiftion  of  kings,  who 
cannot  be  depofed,  and  whofe  fubjeAs  can  never  be  abfolv- 
cd  from  their  oath  of  allegiance.  By  the  3d  they  declared, 
that  the  power  of  the  pope  ought  to  be  limited  by  the  ca- 
Dons'",  and  that  be  had  no  authority  to  decree  any  thing  con- 
trary to  the  liberties  of  the  Galtican  church,  and  to  the  max* 
iUkS  eftabliflied  by  the  councils.  In  the  laft  they  maintained, 
that  the  deciikms  of  the  pope  in  matters  of  £uth  are  not  au* 
tbentic,  without  the  confent  of  the  univerfai  church ;  there- 
fere  that  he  was  not  infallible,  tinlefs  at  the  head  of  a 
council,  ,and  then  only  when  he  decreed  according  to  the  de- 
ciiioas  of  the  faid  council.  The  king,  by  an  edlA,  ordered 
the  profeilbrs  in  divinity  and  the  canon  law  to  teach 
thefe  four  propofitions,  and  all  his  fubjefts  to  receive  them, 
prohibiting  the  publifhing  of  any  doctrines  tliat  were  con- 
trary to  them  ^ 

During  thefe  tranfa^lions  in  France^  in  oppofition  to 
jljie  papal  power.  Innocent  furniflied  the  empeirei'  with  feveral 
fvibfi^es  againft  the  Turks  Viho  aflifted  the  rebels  in  Hungary^. 
aiid  threatened  to  invade  that  kingdom.     He  likewife  con? 
4emned  fixty-five  propofitions   about    cafes    of  morality, 
which  were  jMurtly  drawn  from  the  writings  of  the  Je/uits, 
^d  tended  to  the  depravation  of  manners.     And  as  there 
were  no  ieis  than  twenty-fix  vacancies  in  ttie  facred  college, 
he  made  a  promotion  of  fixteen  cardinals,  referving  the  other 
tea  hats  to  gratify  kings  or  princes,  who  fhould  deilre  that 
dignity  for  any  of  their  favourites  *•    Being  informed  of  the 
prpceedings  of  the  French  bi(hops,  he  immediately  called  2ifwho  cen- 
confiftory,  |n  which  they  were  formally  condemned,  zxid^Umus 
their  four  propofitions  ordered  to  be  burnt :  and  in  anfwer  their  pro- 
to  their  letter,  he  wrote  to  them  in  very  fevere  terms,  ac-  ceedings* 
cufing  them  of  betraying  the  caufe  oF  God, .  and  afTuring 
them,  that  he  was  refolved,  at  the  hazard  of  his  life,  to  de-. 
fend  the  honour  and  authority  of  the  holy  fee  ^     The  cardi-   ' 
nal  iEJlrees  itill  refiding  at  Rome^  and  fiinding  the  pope  in-t 
flexible,  the  controverfy  was  allowed  to  remain  in  fufpence, 
rather  than  occafion  a  breach  of  amity  with  the  holy  fee;

though  feveral  authors  affirm,  on  the  teftimony  of  a  letter 
which  then  appeared  under  the  name  crf^the queen  o^ Sweden  %- 
that  the  pope  difapproved  of  the  cruelties  exercifed  againft  * 
the  proteftants ;  while  others  fay,  that  \\t  was  ignorant  of 
their  fufFerings,  his  health  not  allowing  him  to  read  the  trca- 
tifes  which  were  then  pnblifhed  on  that  fubjeft  ^. 

Innocent  in  the  mean  time  end^voured,  with  gfeaf 
zeal,  to  reprefs  the  immodefty  and  luxury  of  the^drefs  of  the' 
women  at  Rome.  In  the  firft  years  of  his  pontificate  he  had 
ordered  the  capuchins,  both  confeflbrs  and  preachers,  to  la- 
bour for  the  reformation  of  manners ;  and  as  the  panic  whicK 
had  feized  Italy,  upon  the  irruption  of  the  Turks  into  Ger* 
manyy  produced  no  effeft,  about  that  time  he  publiftied  an 
edid^,  ordering  the  women,  both  married  and  unmarried^  ta  •

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covjer  their  flioulders  and  bofom  to  the  neck,  and  th?ir  zmis  ^umpfuar/^ 
to  the  wrift,  threatening  thofe  who  did  npt  obey  within  fix  l^'  «- 
days  with  excommunication,  ipfo  fadlo  ;  and  declaring  that  H^i^ft 
confeflbrs,  whp  (hould  prefume  to  abfolve  any  one,  ihould  f^^^O  ^f 
themfelves    incur  the   excommunication,    and    bcfides  be^''^* 
liable .  to   all  the  fpiritual  and  temporal  puniflinjents  his 
holinefs  ihould  think  proper;  which  temporal  punifhments 
fathers,  huibands,  maftcrs,  and  heads  of  families,  /hould 
lifcewife  incur,  if  the^  connived  at  the  breach  of  the  edift  ia' 
any  of  thofe  under  their  authonity,     Thefe  terrible  menaces,, 
hoM^ever,  produced  but  little  reformation ;  fo  that  this  year 
the -pc^e  publi(hed  another  prohibition,  exprefsly  forbidding 
the  women  to  employ  any  matter  of  mufic  to  teach  them  to 
fing,  or  to  play  on  any  inftrument,  even  though  the  maftef 
flioirid  be  an  ecclefiaftic,  or  their  own  near  relation;  at  the 
iame  time  ordering  the  nuns,  who  were  ufed  to  fing  at  di- 
vine fervice,  to  lej\rn  only  from  other  nuns  their  compa-  .i 
nions  *. 

Soon  after  the  pope  was  offended  with  the  treaty  cJf  AugJ^ 
hurgfJi  concluded  betwixt  the  emperor,  the  king  of  Spain i 
ZnA  the  eftates  of  the  empire,  fqr  their  mutual  defence  againfl 
the  enterprizes  of  the  French  king ;  not  that  he  favoured  th^ 
ambitious  fchemes  of  Lewis  XIV.  but  becaufe  the  contr^ft^ 
ing  powers  had  declared,  in  exprefs  words,  that  they  intend* 
ed  to  provide  againft  all  infraftions  of  the  truce  by  Frante^ 
|>oth  in  fpirituals  and  temporals.  He  infifted  upon  aii  altera- 
tion of  that  article ;  and  his  defire  not  being  complied  with^ 
he  withdrew  his  fubfidy  from  the.  emperor,  though  at  th^ 
fam^  time  he  granted  a  confiderable  fum  to  the  king  of  P^* 
land  a.

making  fmall  account  of  corporal  aufterities,  reduced  all  the 
exercifes  of  religion  to  a  fimplicity  of  mind,  and  abftra<3: 
devotion  by  a  filent  contemplation  of  God,  and  withdrawing 
the  foul  from  all  grofs  images.  Several  of  his  tenets,  how- 
ever, were  alleged  to  haVe  an  immoral  tendency;  fo  that  the

jure his  opinions.    He,  neverthelefs,  defended  his  doftrines 
with  great  fubtilty,   to  the  furprize  of  the  cardinals  and  di-

looked  upon^him  as  a  good  man,  and  to  have  had   a  great 
opinion  of  his  fahftity ;  and  feveral  of  the  cardinals  were 
'  thought  to  have  fecretly  embraced  his  opinions :  however, 
he  was  condemned  to  perpetual  impfifonment,  and  obliged  to 
abjure  fixty-eight  propofitions  taken  from  his  works  *».

Ijevi'u  XIV,  replied  in  a  haughty  manner,  that  he  intended  to 
fend  another  ambaflador  to  Rome^  and  was  refolved  to  main- 
tain  the  antient  rights  pf  his  crown  in  that  city.     Innocent^ 
irritated  by  this  reply,  on  the  2d  day  of  May  publifhcd 
a  bull,  denouncing  the  penalty  of  the  greater  excommunica- 
tion againft  all  thofe,  whether  ecclefiaftics  or  feculars,  who 
Ihoiild  claim  or  defend  the  privileges  commonly  called  fran- 
thifes,  or  ftiould,  direftly  or  indireftly,  difturb  the  officers 
of  juftice  in  the  execution  of  their  orders.     He  Ukewife  Tent 
a  mafter  of  the  ceremonies  to  meet  the  new  Trench  ambaflador 
at  Bohgna^  to  declare  to  him,  that  he  would  not  be  received 
in  that  charafter,  unlefs  he  renounced  his  pretenfions  to  the 
franchifcs.   The  marquis  de  Lavardin  the  ambaflador,  with- 
out fatisfying  the  matter  of  the  ceremonies,  proceeded  to 
Romsy   attended  by  200  officers,   and  500  marine  guards; 
and  having  intimidated  the  pope's  oflicers,  who  offered  to 
C^arch  his  baggage,  he  took  pofleflion  of  the  whole  quarter 
belonging  to  his  predeceflbr,    where  he  kept  a  continual 
guard.      The  pope,    however,   rcfufed  hun  an   audience,

Rome,      died  on  the  i  ath  of  yJuguJi,  in  the  7  8th  year  of  his  age,  to  the 
great  joy  of  the  French^  who  had  waited  for  his  death  with 
much  impatience.     He  was  reckoned  one  of  the'befl  popes 
that  for  a  long  time  had  filled  the  papal  chair :  his  fubjedls, 
neverthelefs,  ftill  felt  the  miferies  of  a  defpotic  government

Alcxan^        The  fucceflbr  of  Innocent  XL  was  Pet€r  Ottoboni^  who 
d€r  VIII.  was  chofen  pope  on  the   6ih  of   Odlobery    and  took    the 
is  ele^ed.   name  of  Alexander  VIII.     He  was  defcended  of  an  antient 
family  at  Venice^  which  is  faid  to  have  come  originally  from 
the  ifland  Negropont  in  the  Archipelago.     Some  of  his  ancef- 
tors  had  diftinguifhed  themfelves  in  the  wars  of  the  republic 
againft    the  Turks  :  his  father  had  enjoyed  the  office  of 
grand  chancellor  of  the  republic,  and  had  purchafed  a  jpatent 
of  nobility,  which  had  coft  him  100,000  ducats.    After  he 
had  finiftied  his  ftudies  at  Fenice  and  Padua,   at  which  lafl 
place  he  took,  the  degree  of  doftor  of  laws,  he  went  to  Rimu^ 
in  the  20th  year  of  his  age,  where  Urban  VIII.  made  him 
referendary  of  both  fignatures,  appointed  him  governor  of 
5Vrw/,   Rieti^  and  Citta  Ca/iellana,  and  afterwards,  at  ^e 
nomination  of  the  republic,  made  him  one  of  the  auditors 
of  the  rota  or  rolls.     Innocent  X.   created  him  a  cardLold 
prieft,  and  two  years  ^ter  conferred  upon  him  the  bifhopric 
xif  Brefcia,     Alexander  VII.  recalled  hiih  to  Rome,  and  ap- 
pointed him  datary.     He  had  a  great  fhare  ha  the  pubfic  tf- 
fairs  during  Clement  IX.  Clement  X.  and  Innocent  XI  •  W3tf 
•a  member  of  all  the  congregations  at  Rme,  and,  wheil  pro- 
moted to  the  pontificate,  was  biihop  of  Frefcati,  and  finbdcati 
of  the  facred  college.-    He  was  of  an  aftive,  vigilant  difpofi- 
tion,  had.a  fmiling  afpe^t,  and  agreeable  manners;  {o  that 
having  acquired  a  general  efVeem,  his  eleftioJL  gave  gfdt 
jay  to  ihc  Romans-^.

Although  l>ewas  older  than  the  iJeceafed  pope  whenf/r/r^ 
he  arrived  at  the  pontificate,  yet  he  jidled  in  tke  beginning  of  «?(y2v  af- 
his  rdgn  with  great  vigour,  and  defired  to  examine  and  to//««<^^  to 
tranfadl  every  aSair  himfeif.    He  immediately  wrote  to  Javxes  ^^"^.  *^^^"- 
II.  late  king  of  England^  exhorting  him  to  fufFer  his  adverfe  ^*^^^'^  ^^^l 
fortune  patiently,  and  promifing  to  fpare  neither  his  prayers,  ^  ^"S** 
authority,  nor  purfe,  for  his  reftoration  ''.     As  Lrwis  XIV. 
had  renewed  the  war  with  the  emperor,  lie  defired  iq  fecure 
the  favour  of  the  );>ope,  and  therefore  immediately  reftored 
Avignon,  and  dropp'd  his  pretenfions  to  the  franchifes  at 
Home :   Jkxander  in  return,  feeming  not  to  give  great  at- 

•  tentioa  to  the  difpute,  concerning  the  regalia,  which  had 
•  continued  in  fufpence  during  the  reign  of  his  predeceflbr. 

The  chief   advantage,  however,  that  the   king  of  France 
gained  by  his  good  correfpondence  with  the  new  pope,  was 

•  a  delay  of  tjbe  peace  which  the  emperor  defired  to  conclude 
with  the  Turks^  wixh  the  intention  of  turning  the  whole  of 
his  force  againfl  France.  Alexander^  by  his  exhortations, 
and  by  the  fubfidies  ^yhich  he  granted  to  Leopold  and  the  Ve^ 

'  netians^  prevailed  with  them  to  continue  the 'war  agaipft 

the  iafidels. 

But  the  chief  concern  of  the  pope  was  the  aggrandizing  jy^  ^^, 

of  his  family ;  for  he  promoted  all  his  nephe\vjs  within  three /^r<fw  ;;a 

nveeks   after  his  elevation.     He  created  his  grand  nephew  mtafures

Herenewjs     NOTWITHSTANDING  the  feemiDg  attachment  the  pope 
th$diffutC2X  firftdifcovered  to  the  interefts  of  France^  he  foon  renewed 
^''^        the  difpute  concerning  the  regalia ;  and  the  following  year 
b^^U    ^  ''^f^f^d  ^he  bulls  to  thofe  prelutes  who  had  afEfted  at  the 
rfo/ia      S^'^^^^'  afTembly  of  the  clergy  at  PariSy  unlefs  they  would 
A.  D      ^g**^^  ^^  ^  recantation.     The  prelates  rejefted  this  condition, 
1690.*     while  both  courts  feemed  averfe  to  avjupture,  and  confentcd 
to  a  negociation,  to  put  an  end  tp  the  difpute.     The  French 
found  it  inconfiftent  with  their  pretenfions  to  grant  the 
terms  of  fatisfaftion  which  the  pope  demanded ;  and  in  the 
month  of  September  a  deputy  was  difpatched  to  Rome,  to 
iiipport  the  caufe  of  the  bilhops.      The  pope,  however, 
though  'he  agreed  to  a  negociation,  had  refolvcd  not  to. 
relinquifti  his  clahn ;  and  a  few  weeks  before  the  arrival  of 
this  deputy,  had  drawn  up  a  bull,  condemning  the  propoC- 
tions  compofed  by  the  general  aflembly.     He  kept  this  hull  ^^ 
/fecret,  and  ftill  endeavoured  to  prevail  with  the  king  of 
France  to  comply  with  his  defire ;  but  finding  his  health  de» 
^  '  clining,  and  Lewis  XIV.  threatening  to  re-eftabliOi  the  prag- 

matic fanftion,  if  the  bulls  were  not  granted  before  Ecfietj^ 
^ijdfatb.Y^Q  publiftied  his  bull  on  the  3Qth  of  January ^  and  died  two 
1^5'r     days  after,  in  the  8ift  year  of  his  age,  having  enjoyed  the 
pontificate  only  fifteen  months  and  twenty-two  days  ^,    He 
greatly  difappointf  d  the  expe^tions  that  were  r^if^d  upoQ 
his  promotioEi,  and  had  rendered  himfelf  unacceptable  to 
the  empire,   France^  and  Spair^,      Thq  French  writers  at 
iSrft  made  him  the  fubjeft  of  panegyric,  but  they  quickly 
changed  their  ftile,   and   pubUfiied   fevere  fatires  againft 
him.      The  Romans  likewlfe  revenged  themfelves  for  the 
extortions  of  the  Ottohcni  by  daily  pafquinadcs,   but  the 
*  reproaches  of  the  public  did   not  influence  his   condu^. 
His  prcdecefTor,  by  opprefiing  his   fubjefts  with  grievous 
takes,  had  left  about  a  million  and  a  half  of  crowns  ia  the 
treafury,   which  Alexander  immediately  difpofed  of.    Be- 
fides,  he  gave  his  nephew  100,000  crowjjs,  which  Innocent 
had  raifed  by  ftqueflering  the :  revenues  of  feme   vacant 
'  chprches,  as  a  fund  for  the  fubfidies  againft   the  Turks. 
He  likewife  made    a  promotion  of  cardinals,    by  which 
means  feveral  vacancies  were  made  among  the  clerks  of  thq 
(pbamber,  each  of  which  offices  he  fold  for  60,000  crowns. 
-  He  was  greatly  ^ddidted  to  pleafantry,  and  was  familiar  to 
every  one  without  diftinftioH.  •  JHe  is  acufed  of  a  great  ma^ij

Having  made  choice  of  an  ecclefiaftical  life,- 
he  came  early  to  Rome^  wJiere  he  flnifhed  his  ftudies,  and 
afterwards  by  his  merit  recommended  himfclf  to  feveral  popes.  -  .

made  him  mafter  ot  the  houfhold,  and  Innocent  XI.  honoured 
him  with  the  hat,  created  him  biihop  of  Faenza,  legate  of 
Bologna,  and  at  laft  archbiftiop  of  Naples ;  in  memory  of  which 
favours  he  took  the  fame  name,  and  declared  that  he  would    ' 
do  his  utmoft  to  follow  hia  fteps,  and  to  abolifh  nepotifm  o* 
He  had  hitherto  lived  in  an  exemplary  manner,  was  remark- 
able for  his  fimplicity,  and  fecmed  intir^ly  free  from  artifice 
and  diffimulation  P.       ' 

The  rejoicings  at  Rome  on  account  of  the  eleftion  of  the  He  r#- 
cew'  pope  were  extraordinary.     Immediately  after  his  covO' forms 
nation  (E)  he  applied  himfelf  to  redrefs  the  diforders  occa-  nifuy 
Tioned  by  the  long  vacation  of  the  fee.     He  refufed  to  grant  '    a^'« 
any- benefices,  or  any  fliare  in  the  government,  to  his  rela^^Ronit* 
tions,  and  even  prohibited  them  from  coming  to  Rome.  At  the 
fame  time  he  declared,  that  he  defired  to  be  thle  univerfal  fa- 
ther of  the  church,  and  of  good  men ;  and  that  he  would 
give  employments  only  to  men  of  merit,  without  regarding 
acquaintance  or  kindred.      He  forbad^  thq  officers  of  juflicis 
to  take  bribes,    or  to  have  regard  to  perfons  in  the  ad- 
miniftration  of  their  office.     He  had  frequent  conferences 
with  cardinal  Cafanata  about  the  means  of  extirpating  the 
abufcs  and  diforders  that  had  crept  into  the  goyemnent,  arid 
into  the  city  of  Rome.     He  recommended  good  oeconomy  to 
the  mailers  of  the  houfhould,  and  to  the  conamilTaries  of

0ered.     The  fame  day  he  happened,  by  a  fall,  to  hurt  his 

thigh,  whichiaccident  obliged  him  for  fome  time  to  keep  his 

€ive$       bed,  and  interrupted  a   laudable  cuftom,  which  he  had  in- 

fub/ic  au'  tfoduced  about  a  month  after  his  eleftion,  of  giving  publip 

ditnce  to    gydit;nce  every  Monday  to  the  poor,  and  to  all  diofe  who  had 

thefwfr^     any  thing  to  propofe  to  him. 

-  Alt  ho'  h^  acquired  great  reputation  by  his  conduft  ;  yet 

^is  fubjefts  did  not  receive  fo  much  advantage  from  it  as  ought 

be  expefted,  as  he  had  not  the  refolution  to  grant  any  favours 

'   without  c<Mifulting  his  minifters.    It  was,  however,  a  means 

pf  the  reformation  of  feveral  abufes.     Upon  receiving  a  com- 

'plaint  ^ainft  a  Roman  prince,  he  compelled  him- to  pay  his 

.  ^creditors,  and  to  behave  tp  his  vaflals  with  moderation.    He 

imprifoiied  a  duke  in  the  caftle  of  St.  Angelps  for  havii^ 

threatened  his  uncle^  who  was  a  prelate  j.  and  banifced  a  ca- 

{valier,  who  had  been  guilty  of  fome  irregularities,*  notwith- 

.ftan^iftg -the  interceflion  of  a  cardinal  his  uncle.  Son^e  ladiesi 

:were  fent  to  the  caftle  oi  St.^Jngsh  for  having  played  at 

.  ^jaflet  and  hazard  contrary  to  his  edift  ;  and  fome  <rf  the 

:Shirri  w^e  whipped  for  having  taken  naoney  from  feyer^l 

.^reat  players  at  cards  whom  they  had  difcovercd.     He  pro- 

:blbited  the  ecclefiaftics  frpm  wearing  perukes,  and  ordered 

all  the  curates  at  Rom^  to  affemble  every  Wednefday^  to  confer 

.  ^KMit'  cafes  of  canfcience.    He  was  <:bie|[y  intent  upon'  doing 

good  to  the  poor,  whom  he  called  his  nephews.  He  ordered 

.5000  of  them  to  be  lodged  in  the  ±ateran  fJalac^^   and 

.  efllgned  a  fund  of  360,000'  crowns  for  their  fuppctt't ;  ait  ih^ 

•  j&me  time,  to  prevent  thfe  incrcafe  of  the  mnnber  f)f  ^r,

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In  the  feeond  year  of  bis  pontificate,  by  fieadlnefe  and  rt^puhUJhes » 
iblotion,  he  obliged  the  cardinals  to  comply  with  his  deCgn  hull  for 
of  aboliihing  Aepotifm.     Several  members  of  the  facred  col-  ^hoUflnng 
lege  Avere  equally  zealous  with  himfclf  in  that  af&ir  4  and  car-  •^»'(^* 
dinal  Albaniy  who  was  ordered  to  compofe  the  bull,  drew  it     "^ 
up  in  the  flrifteft  terms^  taking  all  poiffible  precaution  to  pre-     *  ^^* 
vent  any  evafions  of  future  popes,  and  limiting  the  bounties 
that  the  moft  indulgent  could  grant  to  their  nephews,  in  dig- 
pities  and  benefices,  to  the  fum  of  12,000  crowns.     Inno- 
cent published  the  bull,  and  caufed  it  to  be  fubfcrlbed  by  all 
the  cardinals  who  were  at  Rome.     He  likewife  fupprefled  the 
theatre  where  the  operas  were  reprefented,  and  applied  him- 
felf  to  reform  the  licentious  manners  of  the  r^ukr  monks, 
whofe  fcandalous  lives  were  a  difgrace  to  Chriftknity.     As. 
thefe  monks  were  very  rich,  and  very  numerous  in  Italy ^  and 
were  beiutes  related  to  feveral  confiderable  families,  it  was  a 
bold  attempt  to  venture  to  difturb  them.     Upon  the  news  oJF 
^the  intended  reformation,  Itdy  and  Rome  were  filled 'with 
manufcripts  and  printed  p^oophlets,  defcribing,  in  an  exag- 
gerated manner,  the  abnfes  of  the  court  of  Romey  and  ex- 
horting his  holinefs  to  begin  at  the  root,  and  to  reform  the 
fcandalous  diforders  di  thofe  who  ought  to  give  an  example 
to  the  lower  orders  of  the  church.     Innocent  was  not  divert^ 
edfrom  his  intention  by  thefe  writings  ;  but,  at  length,  he      ^ 
dropt  the  defign,  by  the  advice  of  thofe  who  forefaw  the 
•impoffibility  of  fuoceedisg '• 

Mean  while  he  carried  on  a  negociation  with  the  court  of 
France  J  to  r^ulate  the  diiFerence  about  the  regalia.  Lewis 
XIV«  endeavoured,  in  d>e  beginning  of  his  pontificate,  to 
intimidate  him  with  threats^  but,  finding  him  fixed  and  refo- 
lute,'  he  ma3e  feveral   proportions  for  an  accommodation^ 

•  which  were  not  accept^  Jay  the  pope,  who  infilled  peremp- 
torily upon  the  fubtmdion  of  the  foi&ops*     Innocmt^  by  his  7'^^/ 

.  firmnefs,.  ^t  kngth  forced  the  iRii^  to  a  fubmifilpn  ;  and  the  French 

•  followii^  year  the  Ftench  bi(hops,  who  had  affiled  at  the  hijhops 
.general  aflfembly,  vrer^  cOfiipeiled  to  write  a  Latin  letter  to  ^^'f^^^ 
the  pope,  wherein  they  declared,  that  they  proflratcd  them--^^^^*^^ 
iielves  at  the  ibet  of  his  holioefs,  and  thar  their  grief,  for  *^*  . 
the  thiij^  that  bad  palled  in  the  affembly  which  had  (o  greatly  ^^^^  jj^ 
dif^cafed  him  aod  his  predeceflbrs,  was  very  great,  proceeded     igoj. 

•  from  the  heart,  aod  was  laore  than  they  could  expreis. 
They  therefore  froteAed,  th$t  they  held,  and  ought  to  hold, 
as  null  and  invaHd,  all  that  had  been  decreed  in  that  afiembly 
^di  regard  to  the  authority  c^  die  church  and  thepope*  By

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this  bafc  and  mean  compliance,  the  court  and  bishops  of 
France  were  reconciled  to  the  holy  fee,  the  defpotic  govern- 
ment in  that  kingdom  forcing  the  prelates,  in  this  public 
manner,  to  fign  what  it  is  more  than  probable  they  believed 
a  falfehood  *, 
\vhore^        INNOCENT,  having  gained  this  viftory  over  the  French 
fufei  to      monarch,  refolved  Hkewife  to  make  the  emperor  fubmit  to 
ullowthe  his  pretenfions.     As  there  were  many  fmall  fiefs  in  the  ec- 
€fnperor     clcfiaftical  ftate  that  acknowleged  the  emperor  as  fovcreign, 
anyjurif'  ^^  count  of  MartinitZy  the  imperial  ambaflador  at  Rome, 
^'^a"   ,  publiflaed  a  placard,  ordering  the  poflcflbrs  of,  and  pretenders 
"ff/  fiafi'^ ^^*  *^^^  ^^*^'  ^^  ^^^^  ^"  acknowlegement  to  Le$f>old.    Inno* 
^lalfiati.  ^^^^  ^^  highly  offended  with'  this  proceeding  of  the  ambaf- 
A,d!   fador,  and  ordered  cardinal  Altieri  to  affix  another  placard, 
1694.     wherein,  by  his  fovereign  authority,  he  declared  all  the  fiefe 
>vithin  his  territories  reunited  to  the  chamber  of  the' church. 
On  this  account  a  great  number  of  latirical  writings  were 
publiftied  by  both  parties ;  but  the  emperor,  to  prevent  a 
final  rupture,  recalled  his  ambaflador,  and  in  his  ftead  fent 
the  count  of  Lamberg,  who  feemed  lefs  rrfolute  than  his  pre- 
^eceflbr,  and  purpofely  dropt  the  difpute,  left  the  pope,  ia 
lefentment,  ftiouWdeclarcopenlyforthekingof  JFranr^,  who 
at  this  time  had  a  powerful  army  in  Italy ^  under  the  command 
oiCatinat  °.    ^  Lewis  XIV:  by  his  fubmiffion  to  Irmocent,  hai 
fo  far  gained  his  favour,  that  he  privately  devoted  himfelf  to 
the  intcreft  pf.  France^  withdrew  his  fubfidy  from  the  em- 
peror, and  wtx)te  to  the  king  of  Spain  to  prevail  with  him  to 
abandon  the  general  alliance.    Hi?  catholic  majefly,  however, 
in  his  anfwer  to  the  pope,  juftificd  the  neceffity  of  the  war, 
which,  he  faid,  was  undertaken  to  procure  the  general  ^epofe 
*  of  Europe,  and  the  advancement  of  the  tatholic  religion  ^.  .

deavouring, to  the  utmoft  of  bis  power,  ^0  put  a-ftop  iodic

rogrefs  of  ^lietifm  ;  which  feft  was  daily  gaining  ground, 
Dtwithftanding  the  leverities  of  the  inquifition.  The  foUow- 
ig  year  he  received  the  agreeable  news  of  the  conclufion  of  a 
encral  peace,  and  of  the  converfi^a  of  the  cleftor  of  Saxony  ' 
)  the  Roman  catholic  religion,  and  fent  a  nuncio  to  Poland^ 
)  congratulate  him  upon  his  eleftion  to  that  crown. 

Soon*  after  he  received  an  accufation  againfl:  the  celebrated  Arch^ 
enelon,  archbiftiop  of  Cambray,  who  was  faid  to  have  em-  ^f/^op  of 
raced   the  doftrines  and  opinions  of  the  ^ietijis.     The  9^'"^^^/ 
rchbifliop,  about  the  conclufion  of  the  peace  of  Ryfwick^  ts  accufid' 
ad  pubUihed  a  book  concerning  the  maxims  of  the  faint  s  i^'.^^'  ' 
1  which  he  affirmed,  that  the  true  foundation  of  piety  was    *  "*' 
pure  and  difinterefted  love  of  God.     From  thence  M.  Bof 
let,  bifhop  of  Meaux,  who  is  faid  to  have  had  a  private 
ique  againft  him,  took  an   occaiion  of  accufing  him  of 
hUetifm*     The  archbiftiop  defended  the  opinions  he  had 
ubliftxed  ;  but,  his  enemies  carrying  the  affair  to  Rome^  his  jji^  ^^^^ 
ook  was  this  year  condemned  by  a  bull,  to  which  he  inune-  /j  con^ 
lately  paid  an  intire  fubmifGpn.     Inftead  of  appealing  from  dtmned^ 
le  cenfures  of » the  apoftolic  chair,  by  vague  proteftations  of    A^D. 
itholicifm,  upon  receiving  the  pope's  bull  he  kiffed  it ;  and,    i^99» 
fcending  the  pulpit,  exhorted  his  hearers  to  coniform  to 
,  declaring,  that  he  himfelf  abjured  his  former  fentiments 
om  the  heart.    By  this  conduft  he  difappointed  his  enemies, 
id  gave  great  fatisfaftion  to  the  pope,  who  foon  after  wrote 
brief  to  him,  as  a  teftimony  of  his  regard  for  him,  and  ap- 
robatio©  of  his  conduft  ^.     Mean  while  Le^iuis  XIV.  who 
robably  afted  by  the  perfuafion  of  his  confefTor,  and  had 
^ndefcended  to  follicit  the  bull  from  Rcmie^  ordered  thepar- 
ament  of  Paris  to  regifter  it,  and  by  his  letters  patent  re- 
uired  the  biftiops  to  receive  it  in  the  afTemblies  of  the  dif- 
;rent, provinces.  Both  the  biftiops  and  the  parliament,  how- 
ler, upon  receiving  the  bull,  added  a  proteftation  oifaving 
he  authority  of  the  ancient  canons  ^.     As  the  following  year  Jjuhihe. 
m  fuppofed  to  begin  a  new  century,  the  pope  publilhed  a  at  Rome. 
uU  for  the  celebration  of  a  jubilee  at  Rome  ;  on  which  ac-     '700- 
3unt  great  numbers,  both  of  proteftants  and  papifts,  crouded 
uther,  \yhich  occafioned  a  confiderable  augmentation  to  the 
rvcnu^§  of  his  holinefs.    Innocent  did  not  live  to  fee  the  cou'  The  fapt^s 
!uiion  of  this  feftival ;  but,  after  a  long  illnefs,  died  on  the  ^M/i. 
7  th  of  Septmd^ery  in  the  8  6th  year  of  his  age,  and  the  i  o  th  of 
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his  pontificate,  greatly  revereaccd  aad  eftcemcd  for  his  up- 
righinefs  and  integrity  •. 

The  long  indifpofitioa  of  Inndcent  had  given  leifure  to  the 
cardinais  to  form  parties  for  the  following  conclave,  which 
was  compofed  of  no  lefe  than  fifty -nine  members.  Accord- 
ingly the  faftions  and  intrigues  were  very  violeat ;  but  the 
diibrders  in  Rcme  obliged  the  cardinals  to  lay  afide  their  pri- 
vate cahils,  and  to  ballen  the  ek:6tion.  All  the  faflions  at 
length  united  in  the  choice  of  cardinal  John  Francis  jllbdm^ 
who,  by  a  rare  example  of  modefty,  for  tlirec  days  refufed, 
with  the  moft  ardent  proteftations,  ro  confent  to  their  choice. 
He  prayed,  wept,  and  conjured  the  cardinals  to  turn  thdr 
thoughts  upon  a  more  worthy  perfon  ;  and,  a3  a  reafon  of 
his  dMTcfit,  he  mentioned  his  great  love  for  his  relations, 
which  would  influence  him  to  break  the  law  againft  ncpotifm, 
to  the  fcandal  of  Chriftianity,  the  di/honour  of  the  facred  col- 
lege, and  the  damnation  of  his  own  foul.  At  laft  he  yielded, 
on  the  3d  of  November y  and  took  the-name  of  Clement  XL 
heiiig  then  only  in  the  51ft  year  of  his  age^.  He  was  de- 
fteniled  from  a  family  of  note  in  the  duchy  of  Urbino^  his 
pafidfather  having  been  created  a  Roman  fenator  by  Urban 
VIH.  After  he  had  completed  his  ftudies,  he  was  at  firfta 
canon  in  St,  'Laurence  in  DamafOy  then  vicar  of  St.  PeterSy 
and  afterwards  governor  of  Rieti  and  Orvieto.  Innocent  XI. 
recalled  him  from  Qruieto,  and  made  him  fecretary  of  the 
tiiefs.  As  he  was  gay  and  chearful,  he  infinuated  himM 
into  the  favour  of  cardinal  Ottoboni ;  who,  after  his  promo- 
tion -to  the  pontificate,  under  the  name  of  Alexander  VIII. 
conferred  upon  him  the  dignity  of  cardinal,  without  allowing 
his  nephews  to  accept  of  any  money  from  him.  innocent 
XII.  kept  him  near  his  perfon,  and  employed  him  in  th«  ad- 
miniftration  of  affairs,  as  an  expert  man,  who  periled  t&e 
rare  talent  of  pleafing  every  one  \ 

Immediately  after  his  coronation,  he  declared  ta  the 
governor  of  RomCy  and  to  the  principal  officers,  that  he  in- 
tended to  caufe  juflice  to  be  executed  with  the  utmoft  cx- 
aftnefs,  without  refpecl  of  perfons,  (H-dering  the  Slnrri  to 
have  no  regard  to  the  quarters  of  the  amba&dors,  but  to 
purfue  criminals  in  every  place  without  diftm6li<Hi.  He  ap- 
pointed one  of  his  nephews  fecfetary  of  briefs ;  but,  that 
he  might  not  fecm  partial  to  his  rclaiaons,  he  ordered  that, 
'according  to  the  general  rule,  they  Sioukl  be  examined  with 
regard  to  their  fitnefs  and. merit.    He  appeared  .to  aA  with 
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v'^onr,  and  every. day  was  giving  new  orders  to. fvrppn^rs 
different  abufes,  which  had  prevailed  during  the  former 
reigns.  He  was  always  with  tfce  pen  in  his  hand,  to  make 
remarks  on  different  occurrences  ;  and,  not  truftii^  intirely 
to  his  minifters,  defired  to  fee  and  examine  into  every  chief 
matter  himfelf  **.  , 

Soon  after  his  ekftion,  he  wrote  with  his  ov^w  hand  to  Re/nfes  tw  ^ 
Icing  Jizwa,  and  fent  hinv.  his  pifture.     He  likewtfe,  in  2i  engage  im 
private  confiftbry,  granted  the  inveftiture  oi  Naples  10  Philip  ^l^f'wo.r 
V.  of  Spain,  gi*andfon  of  Lewis  XIV.  who  contefted  the  fuc-  f'""^-^^ 
ceffion  of  that  kingdom  with  the.  archduke  Charles^  fecond  y^^^J^ 
fon  of  the  emperor.     This  difpute  occafioned  great  difquiev  ^^j^  j^^" 
tudes  to  the  pope,  who  wis  follicitcd  ftrongly  by  each,  party     j;oi. 
tp  declare  himfeif  in  his  favour.     As  he  was  afraid  left  the 
party  he  ftiould  efpoufe  might  be  worfted,  he  would  not  de- 
clare for  either,;   but  embraced  ^  neutrality,  and  offered 
himfelf  as  mediator  of  the  difference.     Each  party,  how- 
ever, being  refolved  to  affert  his  right  by  arms,  his  media- 
tion was  rejefted,  and  Lews  XIV.  in  behalf  of  his  grand- 
fon,  took  pofleilion  of  the  Milane/e;  Which  obliged  the  pope 
to  raife  10,000  men,' and  to  put  his  frontier  places  into  a     ' 
ftate  of  defence,  to  prevent  himfelf  from  being  infulted,  and 
forced  to  abandon  the  neutrality.     He  leaned,  however,  to 
the  fide  of  France ;  and,  hearing  that  the  emperor  intended 
to  fend  aii  army  into  Italy,  wrote  to  him,  exhorting  him 
to  defift  from  that  intention,  and  affuring  him  that  God' 
wo.uld  reward  him  an  hundred  fold. 

The  imperialifts,  neverthelefs,  entered  Italy ,  where  they 
quickly  made  aconfiderable  progrcfs,  which  obliged  the  pope 
tjo  aft  with  great  referve.      He  therefore  refufed  the  Nacj 
queneyy  which  was  offered  him  in  the  name  of  Philip  V.  and, 
tJiat  he  might  feem  to  dft  with  great  impartiality,  he  fent  ex- 
traordinary nuncios  to  the  emperor,  and  to   the  kings  of 
France  and  SpaiUj .  to  exhort  -  them  to  peace.     Clement  had 
before  this  time  acknowleged  Philip  as  king  of  Spain,  but  re- 
fufed to  declare  himfelf  with  regjird  to  liis  fucceffion   to 
Naples.     The  following  year,  the  French  being  reinforced  in  SeK.'^'sa 
Italy,  and  Philip  V.  arriving  at  the  camp,  Clement  fent  car-  legate  a 
flinal  Barbetini  to  wait  upon  him  a?  legate  a  latere,  with  a  latere  to 
prcfent  6f  a  golden  crofs^  of  the  valUe  of  10,000  crowns  ;  Philip  V. 
wliich  proceeding  gave  great  offence  to  the  imperialifts  *".  A.  D. 

-  •   Tho*  the  pope  favoured  the  caufc  of  Philip  againft  his     ^^*^'' 
competitor,  he  -was  neverthelefs  offended  with  the  juft  re-

fpefts  ihewn  to  him  by  one  of  his  fubjefts.     Philip  had  af- 

fifted  at  a  divine  fervice,  where  cardinal  Canfelmiy  archbifliop 

of  Naples^  had  officiated.     Afterwards  he  invited  him  to 

dine  with  him  ;  when  the  cardinal,  according  to  the  refpeft 

paid  by  a  fubjeft  to  his  fovereign,  continued  ftanding  during 

the  entertainment.     This  fubmiffion  offended  the  court  of 

Rome^  and  the  pope  wrote  a  brief  to  the  cardinal,  blaming 

his  conduft,  ordering  him  iiot  to  behave  in  fuch  a  mannei* 

for  the  future,  and  declaring  that  what  he  had  done  ought 

.     ,iiot  to  ferve  as  an  example  to  others  ^.     In  the  mean  time, 

that  the  delay  of  accepting  the  Hacqueney  might  not  preiudice 

the  rights  of  the  king  of  Spain  to  the  kingdom  of  Naples, 

Clement  confented  to  declare,  by  an  authenric  aft,  -that  the 

delay  fliouJd  have  no  confequence  to  invalidate  the  right  5, 

Afalfe     He  likewife  ordered  dementia  Marchioniy   an  abbefs  of  a 

fropbetefs  monaftery  in  Naples^  to  be  apprehended,  for  endeavouring^ 

impri/oned\y^  pretended  prophecies,  to  caufe  the  people,  to  revolt  in  fa- 

tn  the  in*  yQ^j.  ^f  (j^g  archduke  Charles.     The  common  people  had  a 

futfitiott,    great  opinion  of  her  fanftity,  and  believed  her  a  real  jwo- 

phetefs ;  but  fhe  afterwards  made  a  folemn  abjuration,  in  the 

great  hallof  theinquifition,  before  an  extraordinaiy  aflembly 

of  cardinals  and  officers  of  the  holy  office  ;  and  confeffing 

that,  from  vanity,   fhe  had   defigned   to  impofe  upou  the 

world,  fhe  was  condemned    to   an  imprifonment   for  ten 

years  ^. 

Soon  after,  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  he  publifhed  an 
edift.againft  luxury  and  extravagant  entertainments,  pro- 
hibiting the  aftlng  of  plays,  and  the  diverfions  of  the  carnival, 
and  dcfiring  that  fciifon  to  be  employed  in  prayers  for  peace 
Defolation  ^Hiong  the  catholic  princes  *.    The  Romans  were  deterred,  by 
at  Rome  ^^^^  powerful  and  afFefting  motives,  from  indulging  in  the 
tccafioned  licentious  plcafures  of  that  feflival ;  for,  in  the  beginning  of 
hy  earth'   the  following  year,  the  city  of  RtmCy  and  the  whole  eccle- 
^uakei.      fjaftical  flate,  were  filled  with  defolation,  by  a  dreadful  in- 
-A-D.     imdation  of  the  Tyher^  and  fev^ral  terrible  fhocks  of  earth- 
^703.     quakes.     On  the  3d  of  February  the  fhocks  were  extremely 
violent,  and  continued  for  fifteen  minutes,  fo  that  the  great- 
efl  number  of  the  cardinals  and  courtiers  run  out  of  the  pa- 
lace, and  abandoned  his  holipefs.     As  Clement  was  looked 
upon  by  the  common  people  as  a  prophet,  this  belief  was  the 
occafion  of   a  general  confternation  next  mojrning,  about 
three  hours  after  midnight,  when  the  city  was  univerfelly

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alarmed  by  pretended  orders  from  the  pope,  defiring  all  peo- 
ple immediately  to  quit  their  houfes,  as  there  would  be  in- 
ftantly  a  more  terrible  fhock  than  any  that  had  been  felt. 
The  whole  inhabitants,  except  the  fick  and  difabled,  quitted 
their  beds,^  and  run  into  the  ftreets  ;  and  the  alarm  even 
reached  his  holinefs,  who,  upon  being  inf  jrmed  of  the  caufc 
of  the  general  terror,  immediately  fent  the  Sbirri  and 
guards  to  aflfure  the  people,  that  the  pretended  revelation 
■was  only  a  diabdical  invention,^ and  to  exhort  them  to  re- 
turn to  their  houfes.  This  public  calamity  occafioned  a  ge- 
neral penitence  for  fome  time.  All  courts  of  juftice  were 
fufpended,  and  a  jubilee  was  publiftied.  Clement  caufed 
boxes  to  be  placed  at  the  churches,  to  receive  the  alms  which 
ihould  be  bellowed  to  fupport  thofe  families  that  had  been 
ruined.  He  appointed  officers  to  vifit  the  (hops  of  engravers, 
fculptors,  and  painters,  and  to  feize  all  indecent  piftur«s  and 
Ilatues.  He  prohibited  men  from  teaching  the  women  to  fing, 
br  play  on  mufical  inftruments,  and  ordered  that  none  of  thofe 
women,  who  received  their  dowry  from  hofpitals,  fliould 
wear  any  liabits  of  iilk.  As  an  encouragement  to  rebuild  the 
houfes  that  had  been  deftroyed,  he  declared  them  free  from 
all  tharges  and  taxes  for  a  conficjerable  time ;  and  that  the  - 
prelates  and  other  ecclefiaftics  might,  by  their  lives,  ferve 
as  an  example  to  others,  he  published  feveral  regulations'  re- 
lating to  them,  and,  among  other  things,  prohibited  them 
from  playing  at  cards,  or  any  other  games,  in  the  facred 
'  palace  ^, 

Mean  while  Clement  continned  to  follicit  the  catholic 
princes,  who  were  at  war,  to  agree  to  a  congrefs  for  negociat- 
ing  a  peace.  His  follicitations,  however,  were  ineffectual  i 
for,'  in  the  month  of  Sept  ember  y  the  archduke  Charles  was 
proclaimed  at  Vienna  king  of  Spain,  The  iniperial  miniflers 
at  Rome,  on  this  oecafion,  were  preparing  to  make  great  re- 
joicings in  the  national  church  of  the  Germans ,  where  they 
propofed  to  cxpofe  the  pifture  of  the  pope,  with  that  of  the 
larchduke,  drelfed  with  the  royal  ornaments,  after  the  Spanijb 
faftiion.  Upon  complaints  of  the  French  and  Spanijb  ambaf- 
fadors^againil  thefe  preparations,  Qement  held  feveral  congre 
gatioiis,'  and  at  length  declared  to  the  Germans ,  that,  if  they 
prrfumed  to  expofe  tlie  piftures  in  any  church,  he  would  lay 
:■  It  tinder  a  fentence  of  interdiftion  *.  The  pope,  by  endea- 
vouring to  give  offence  to  no  party,  difpleafed  both  ;  and, 
tho*  he  continued  to  adhere  to  a  neutrality,  he  could  not  fe- 
^urehis  dominions  from  (baring  iu  the  calamities  of  the  war  ;

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for,  in  the  foHowiag  campaiga,  both  armies  entered  the  ter* 
ritories  of  Ferrara^  where  they  committed  a  great  many  dif- 
orders.  As  a  meaos  of  removingf  fuch  troublefomejguefts, 
clement  thundered  out  an  anathema  againft  tbofe  generals 
who  (hould  refufe  to  withdraw  their  troops.  The  French  im- 
mediately obeyed,  and  the  Germans  fpon  after  marched  to* 
wards  the  Trent ui  ^\ 

The  attention  of  the  pope  in  the  mean  time  was  engaged 
by  a  fpiritual  conteft,  which  for  fome  years  had  divided  the 
Reman  church.  Before  the  death  of  his  predeceflbr,  news 
had  arrived  in  Europe^  that  the  Jefuit  miffionaries  in  China^ 
to  facilitate  the  converfion  of  that  people,  had  allowed  their 
converts,  after  they  had  embraced  Chriftianity,  to  continue 
their  idolatrous  rites  paid  to  the  great  philofopher  ConfuciusJ 
Th&  Jefuit 5  on  this  accsount  were  accufed  of  impiety,  and 
many  books  immediately  appeared,  fhewing  the  profanenefs 
of  fuch  an  indulgence  °.  The  fociety,  however,  wrote  ia 
defence  of  the  praftice  of  their  miffionaries,  and  had  ihtereft 
ztHome,  during  the  few  months  of  the  life  of /««or^«f  XII., 
to  elude  the  profecutions  of  their  enemies.  They  were  like-. 
wife  fo  fuccefsful  as  to  procure  the  friendfliip  of  Clement^  who 
gave  a  general  fcandal  by  the  proteftion  which  he  afforded 
them,  and  delayed  giving  fentence  in  the  affair  as  long  as  pof- 
fible.  But  the  clamour  againfl'the  fathers,  of  the  fociety  be- 
came fo  univerfal,  that  he  was  obliged  to  give  a  deciGon; 
a'nd,  having  appointed  a  congregation  to  examine  the  affair, 
on  the  26th  of  November,  by  a  bull,  he  authorized  their 
fentence,  which  condemned  the  worfhip  and  ceremonies  of 
the  Chine/e  converts.  The  pope  likewife,  to  examine  fuUj 
into  the  afflur,  fent  the  cardinal  of  Tournon  to  China  ;  who, 
not  favouring  the  fociety,  was,  by  their  intrigues,  expofed 
to  a  great  many  hardftiips  in  that  country  **• 

As  the  reputation  of  "the  Jefuits  had,  in  fotne  nieafurc, 
fufFered  by  this  apoftolic  decifion  againft  them,  Clement  em- 
braced the  firil  opportunity  of  fhewing  himfelf  favourable  to  . 
the  fociety.  About  two  years  before,  the  difpute  about 
Janfenifm  had'  begun  to  revive  in  France,  occafioned  by  9 
cafe  of  confciehce,  which  had  been  prefented  to  the  doftors 
of  the  Sorbonne,  It  was  demanded  of  them,  what  ought  to 
be  thought  of  a  perfon  who  did  not  believe  the  faft  concern* 
ing  Janfenius;  namely,  that  the  five  propofitions  were  QOn-* 
tained  in  his  writings,  and  Was  firmly  perfuaded,  that  the

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chtirch  hSfl  no  right  to  cxaft  fuch  a  belief,  and'wio,  neVei** 
thelefs,^  in'  fuch  a  difpofition  of  mind,  had  fign^d  the  formu- 
lary purely  and  Amply.  The  doftors  replied,  that  any  per- 
fon  might  aft  fo  with  a  fafe  confcience ;  and  forty  of  them 
ftbfcribed  to  this  decifion.  As  many  writings  immediately  % 
appeared,  cenfuring  the  determination  of  the  doftors,  fome  of 
them  replied  in  their  own  defence,  addreffing  the  explication 
rf  their  oplnibn  to  cardinal  Nbailles,  archbifhopof  Paris,  as 
Jud^e  fupreme  in  his  own  diocefe.  .The  cardinal,  however, 
theyfcar  foUo\i^ing,'publifhed  an  ordcfnnance,  condemning  the 
decifion  of  the 'ddftors,,  as  contrary  to  the  conilitutions  and' 
briefs  of  Inhoani  X.  Jtexander  Vil.  and  Innocent'  XlL  at 
tfi^  fame  tinie  condemning  the  invidious  and  fcaiidalous  li- 
bels that  had  bcien  publilhed  agaiiiff'  the  doftors,*  and  ex* 
hbrting  the  clergy  to  peace.  'The  fame.diy  a  fevers  edift  of 
the  king  appeared  againft  renewing  the  difputc;' while  at; 
Romi?  the' pope,  b^  a  brief,  coademtied  the  decifion  of  the 
:aft  of  confcience,'  and  by  another  brief  acquainted' the  king ' 
jf  Iji^  fehtetK^of  cbiidemnatidrii-  Clement  this  yeat  wrote  ^ 
ihitxl  brief,  addreffed  to  the  cardliijil  Nbailles,  to  excite  him 
:6  aflrzealoufly  againft  the  detenhination  of  the  do'ftors,  th6 
jreatett  part  of  Whom,  hoWeVer,*  fomp  time  before,  had,  by  a 
•drmaiaft,  promifed  to  conforu)  their  fentimients  arid  con-^ 
luft  to  the  archbiifhop's  ordonhattce.  By  the  influence  of 
he  pope's  hu'nctp,"  Lewis  du  Pica,  and  fome  others  of  the 
:HieFfubfcribfers,  Ira-e  baniihed ;. which  drew  another*  brief  of 
hanks' from  i?OTwK 

.  Me Aii. while  th^  French  prelates,  particularly  Godet  iet 
Mdrsfs,  hiSio'pc^  Chartres,  who  had  declared  againft  the       ^  ^  *•* 
tecifiori  of  the  cafe  of  confcience,'  perfuaded  Leiois  XIV.  to 
Icm^nd  ^  ball  frpfn  /?(?;wtf,  which" ihould  declare,  that  it  was 
idt  fufficieht  to  kfeep  a  refpeftful  filence  with  regard'  to  the 
ruth  6f  the  f aft,  but  that  it  wa§  heceflTary  to  be(ieve  it  abfo- 
iitely  and  in  the'heart.     As  thi$  was  the  chief  point  of  the 
irhole  difpute,,  the  pope  purpofely  *ihuhned  determining  it ; 
3t  if,  according  to  truth,  he  had  declared  that  an  implicit  ' 
afeh  oiight  not  to  be  required  to  fafls  Which  might  be  known 
yfenfible  evidence,  the  Jan/eni/}s  would  have  been  viftorious ;  [ 
n3  if  he  fliould'  give  a  contrary  decifion,  he  would  eftablifh  " 
principle  oppofed  by  all  divines.     He  therefore,  the  follow-     ^^  p^ 
ag;  year*  publift\ed  a  bull,  diftingui(he4  by.  its  three  firlj:     i^'os, 
'-birds,  VinedmPofhini  Sabaoth  ;  by  which  he  declared,  that 
lie  fubmiffion  was  not  given  to  apoflolic  bulls'  by  a  refpeftful 
lence  only ,;  which,  with  regard  to"  points  of  faith',  was  ac- 
nbwlcged  byboth  parties.     He  gav^e  no  farther  ^ecifipn  of  . 
[le  point  in  difpute  ;  but,  taking  it  for  granted  that  the  prb-

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pofitions  were  m  the  works  of  Janfenius,  he  launched  out 
iato  invefUves  againft  thofe  whoii>  he  accufed  of  concealing 
error  under  the  veil  of  a  refpeftful  filcnce.     The  kmg»  hav- 
ing received  die  bull  with  a  brief  from  the  nuncio,  wrote  to 
the  clergy  who  wqe  then  aiTemblcd  at  Paris,  deiiring  them 
to  deliberate  immediately  upon  the  acceptation  of  the  bull. 
Accordingly  the  archbifhopof  Rouen,  with  feven  bifliopsand 
feven  abbots,  were  appointed  as  commiflaries,  who  jfirft  cfta- 
bliihed  three  preliminary  maxims ;  ift,  That  bifliops  have  a 
divine  right  to  judge  of  matters  of  doftrine  ;  adly.  That  the 
pope's  bulls,  after  they  are  received  by  the  bodv  of  paftors, 
have  an  obligation  upon  the  whole  church  ;  sdly,  That  the 
tt^eiving  or  acceptation  of  die  bifliops  is  always  by  way  of 
judgment.     After  thefe  precautions,  they  determined,  that 
the  bull  ought  to  be  accepted  with  refpe£l  and  fubmifEon; 
and  that»  by  circular  letters,  all  the  bifhops  in  the  kingdom 
ihould  be  exhorted  to  publiih  it  in  their  diocefes.  It  was  like- 
wife  accepted  by  the  Sorbonnt,  zni.  by  the  parliament :  how^ 
ever,  the  difpute  was  not  theieby  terminated  ;  for  a  new  dif- 
tinflion  was  found  out  betwixt  human  faith  and  diviae  faith ; 
and  the  general  obfcurity  of  the  bull  ferved  ftill  to  feduce  the 
fimple,  and  to  give  a  handle  to  continue  the  perfecutlon  of 
the  JanffTuJlsy  among  whom  were  reckoned  the  members  of 
the  Port  Royaly  whote  monaftery  was  foon  after  deftroyed  p. 
'Arupture      DURING  this  fpiritual  conteftj  the  pope  had  a  diJSbrence 
letrwetn    with  the  emperor,  occafionedby  the  oppofition  made  to  the 
the  pope     Sbirri  by  one  Cavaletti,  a  Roman  gentleman,  and  his  ion, . 
^ndthe     who  were  thereupon  imprifoned.     The  count  ie  Lamberg, 
emptrBT ;   the  imperial  ambaflador  at  Iiome,inGOicd  upon  ,thc  liberty  of 
Cavaktti,  who  he  affirmed  was  one  of  his  domeftics  ;  but, 
his  remonArances  not  being  regarded  by  the  pope,  he  wrote 
to  Vienna.    Cavaletti  was  foon  after  fet  at  liberty  ;  bat  the 
ambaflador,  receiving  orders  from  his  court,  ;quitted  Home 
and  the  eccleiiafticai  ftate,  without  taking  an  audience  of 
leave  of  the  pope,  while  the  huacio  at  Vienna  was  ordered  - 
to  retire  from  the  court.     The  emperor  at  the  fame  time,  as 
a  fatisfaflion  for  the  infult,  demanded  that  PaUavicini,  ga^ 
vernor  of  Rome,  (hould  be  banilhed ;  that  cardinal  Pahtzzi^ 
fegretary  of  ftate,  fliould  be  forbid  the  palace;  that  another   ' 
cardinal  fhould  be  fent  to  Vienna,  to  oiLcufe  the  proceeding ;

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and  that  In  the  mean  time  the  imperial  troops  (hovld  be  put 
ia  poflelfion  of  Ferrara.  The  pope  would  not  cpnfeat  tp 
thefe  conditions  ;  but  wrote  to  Fimna^  tomplaining  of  the 
irregular  conduft  of  Lamberg^  and  defiring  that  his.  nuncio 
mignt  be  allowted  to  return  to  court  j  hue,  not  obtaiuiug  this 
jaft  requeft,  he  recalled  him  to  Rome. 

This  bad  correfpondence  with  the  imperial  tourt  continued    A.  D.  ' 
for  fome  lime.     The  pope,  mean  while,  finding  that  his  ex*     '  7^^* 
hortations  to  peace  were  not  effeftual,   the  following  year 
publiftied  an  univerfal  jubilee  for  that^urpofe,  the  calamities 
of  the  war  oc^afioning  a  general  murmuring  ihxo*  Italy ^  efpe- 
cially  after  the  celebrated  viftory  obtained  by  the  imperialifts 
before  Tiiriiiy  when,  not  having  any  longer  an  enemy  to  keep 
them  in  awe,  they  lived  at  difcretion,  and  committed  a  great 
many  diforders.     But  what  chiefly  irritated  the  Italians  was 
the  public  Worftiip  of  the  proteftants  in  the  imperial  army, 
which  likewife  greatly  fcandalized  the  pope ;  who,  therefore, 
a  few  months  after,  in  coujunftion  with  die  catholic  Swifs 
cantons,  renewed  his  inftances  for  a  general  peace,  but  with- 
out any  effeft  *i.     He  was  the  more  earjieft  for  peace,  as  he 
obferved  that  the  caufe,  which  he  was  known  to  wifti  well  to, 
became  the  inferior ;  for  fince.  the  viftory  obtained  on  the 
7  th  of  September^  by  prince  Eugene  before  7i/n«,  the  French 
had  been  obliged  intirely  to  evacuate  Italy ^  and  the  impe^.  " 
rialifts  had  taken  poffeffion  of  the  Milanefe ;  the  inveftiture  of  who  gloves 
which  duchy,  in  March  following,  the  archduke  Charles  re-  thein<uef- 
ceived  from  his  brother  the  emperor.  Be  fides,  the  imperialifts  tit  we  of 
had  feized  the  duchy  of  Mantua^  and  feat  upwards  of  8,ooo  ^^^"^^ 
men  thro*  the  ecclefiafticiii  ftate  to  N^f^les^  which  kingdom^  ^^  ^J  ^'"^ 
by  the  intrigues  of  cardinal  Pignatelli,  the  archbifliop  of  the  ^y^^^ch- 
capital,  and  his  brother  the  duke  of  Montekon^  had  been  ^^^j^ 
prevailed  upon  to  declare  for  the  archduke  Charles,     The  Charles, 
count  de  Thaun^  who  commanded  the  imperialifts  in  Naples^     A.  D. 
quickly  reduced  the  whole  kingdom  with  little  or  no  oppo-     1707* 
fition,  and  took  the  SpAniJh  viceroy  prifoner. 

As  the  Aiiftrian  troops,  in  their  paffage  thro'  the  ecclefi- 
aftieal  flate,  had  levied  contributions  upon  feveral  biihops.^ 
the  pope  complained  of  the  outrage  to  the  emperor ;  but,  re**^ 
ceiving  little  fatisfaftion,  he  excommunicated  thofe  troops 
lyhlch  had  committed  the  diforders,    Notwithftanding  this-^"^'.  '*'" 
cenfiire,  prince  Eugene  took  pofleilion  of  feverat  places  in  the  f'^.    -^^.^ 
duchy  of  Ferrara^  pardcularly  the  city  of  Comacchia^  where  ^  ^^/^ 
his  troops  lived  at  difcretion.     The  emperor  Jofeph  ^^^^i(^Jucby  of  ^ 
publifticd  a  maxufefto,^  declaring  the  ceofures  of  tlie  pope  in-  Ferrara,

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A  D.     valid,  and  alleging;  that,  as  the  cities  of  Italy. Vi^exe  fiefs  of 
1708.     the  empire,  his  army  had  a  right  to  require  lodging  and  fub- 
fiftence ;  adding  alfo,'  that  he  intended  to  maintain  all  the 
rights  of  the  imperial  crown  in  Italy y^znd  to  except  no  cities 
which  could  not  prove  their  immunities  by  authentic  titles. 
About  the  fame  time  the  cardinal  Grimaniy  who,  for  his  fer- 
vices  to  the  imperial  party,  had  been  appointed  viceroy  of 
Naples^  publiftied  an  edift  in  that  kingdom,  fuppreiBng  the 
tribunal  of  the  nunciature,  and  prohibiting  tlje  clergy  from 
paying  annates   to  the    Roman  chancellarv.     He   iikewifc- 
afSrmed  in  his  edidt,  that  the  king  of  the  Tivo  Sicilies  ought 
not  to  take  tlie  inveftiture  from  the  pope,  becaufe  thefe  pro- 
vinces  were  not  ecclefiaftical  fiefs,  and  that  the  ftates  of 
Jvignon  and  Bencvento  ought  to  be  reunited  to  the  kingdom 
of  Naples. 
Thefope        Clement  in  the  mean  time,  to  fecure  his  territories  as 
rai/es  an    jnuch  as  poflible,  with  the  confent  of  the  cardinals,  drew 
army  ta      500,000  crowns  from  the  treafure  lodged  In  St,  Angelo\ 
trotea  his  ordered  confiderable  levies  of  troops  to  be  made  thro'  the 
aomtnictts.  ^jiQie  ecclefiafticalftate  ;  gave  the  command  of  his  army  to 
the  count  de  MarfigHy  who  had  lately  been  difgraced  by  the 
emperor ;  and  reinforced  the  garrifon  of  Fcrrara  with  3000 
inen.    However,  he  was  not  powerful  eiiough  to  reftrain  the 
diforders  committed  by  the  imperialifts,  who  obliged  many 
of  his  fubjcfts  to  lay  down  their  arms,  under  pain  of  military 
execution.     The  emperor  pretended  to  feize  the  territory  of 
Ferrara  for  his  ally  the  duke  of  Medena  ;  and  as   the  duke 
of  Mantua  and  Montferrat  had  efpoufed  the  caufe  of  Philip 
V.  he  put  him  to  the  ban  of  the  empire,  confifcated  his 
eftates,  and,  having  flripped  the  Mantuan  territory  of  all 
the  artillery  and  military  ftorcs,  which  were  carried  to  MHauy 
he  gave  the  inveftiture  of  Montferrat  to  his  ally  the  duke  of 
Savoy^  on  condition  that  he  (houM  not  defert  the  grand 
alliance  till  the  conclufion  of  a  general  peace  ^     Thefe  and 
other  violent  proceedings  of  the  emperor  obh'ged  the  pope 
and  cardinals  to  aft  wi3i  greater  fpirit  m  then*  own  defence," 
The  levies  were  accordingly  continued,  arid  feveral  cardiiuds, 
and  the  greateft  pan  oF  the  Roman  barons,  voluntarily  aflefled 
themfelves  in  confiderable  fums,  according  to  their  ability. 
The  count  de  Marfigli  marched  into  the  territory  oi  Ferrara^ 
where  the  papal  troops  had  ventured  to  aft  offenllvely  againft

At  the  fame  time  an  imperialarmy  advanced  j^om 
Naples  towards  the  frontiers  of  tjie  ecclefiailical  ftate,  threat- 
ening an  invafion,  on  purpofe  to  divide  the  pope's  forces. 
The  emperor,  however,  propofed  aij  accpmmoidatiQn  to  his 
holinefs,  and  in  die  niean  time  ordered  a  ceflutipn  of  all  holT-  «  ' 
tilities.

threatened  by  the  Englifb  and  Dutch  fleets,  ^i^hile  the  French  canfint  /# 
were  in  no  condition  .to  give  hixn  any  affiftance  either  bj  fea  ^Pf^^ 
or  Isind,  Clm^nt  found  hlmfelf  obliged  to.fubpvt  to  the '^''^ '*' 
terms  prefcribed  by  the  emperor.    Accordingly,  on  the  15  th  ^'^^\ 
of  January^  a  treaty  was  concluded  betwixt  him  and  Jo/eph^     1 7cio* 
by  which  he  agreed  to  dilband  all  his  troops,  excepting  5000  '' 

men ;  to  give  winter:quarters  to  6900,  or,  according  to 
fojoae  authors,  to  ^000  Germans  \  to  difmifs  zViXht  French 
and  Spaniards  in  his  fervice ;  and  to  pay  a  contribution  of 
]^oo,ooo  Roman  crowns.  Among  other  articles  it  was  al£> 
^greieds  that  commiflkries  fiiould  be  appointed  to  es^amine 
the  emperor's  precenfions  to  Comacchio,  Parma,  Placentia, 
aiid  Moliena ;  and  a  congregation  of  cardinals  was  ordered 
to  inquire  into  the  claim  of  the  archduke  Charles  to  the  crown 
of  Spain.  This  laft  article  was  merely  a  form;  for,  before  the. 
tattfication  of  the  treaty  was  delivered,  Clement  was  obliged  to 
acknowkge(7^dr/^j  as  king  of  Spaing  to  write  to  him  as  fucb, 
and  to  fend  a  nuncip  to  his  (;ourt  at  Barcelonat  while  ,the 
ambaff^dors  of  France  and  PhiUpV.  .entered  their  proteft 
againil  every  .thing  done  to  the  prejudice  of  the  rights  4)f  the 
two  crowns. 

Clement,  however,  notwithftanding  this  declaration,* 
foon  aftc*  fent  an  extraordinary  nuncio  to  Philip  V.  at  Madrid, 
with  the  blefled  linen  for  his  infant  Ton  the  prince  of  Afiurias ';. 
•  and  in  the  midfl  of  the  difturbances  occajTioncd  by  tb^  v^  in 
Haly^  he  had  been  very  attentive;  to  the  religious  dtfputes  in 
France^  having  granted  a.^ull,  at  the  rcqu^ft.of  Hs^is  XIV, 
for  fuppreffing  of  the  monaftery  at  Port  Royal;  in  thefub-; 
urbs  of  Paris,  which  heUilcd  a  neftofherefy^,'  He  like-'

ffrcM*    ^xdfe  pubfifhed  a  brief,  condemning  the  New  TeAame 
dtums  she  which  had  been  printed  a  fe^*  years  before  by  father  ^e/nel^ 
New  7§f-  with  moral  refleftions  upon  each  verfe.     He  did  not  c^iifur 
iamefit,     any  particular  propofitioOi  but  condemned  the  book  in  gc 
AO^f   *^     '^  "*^^  fevere  terms  :  his  brief,  however,  was  not  re 
»cl«wVi&  ^^^'^^^  ^^  publiflied  in  France^  the  clergy  then  inCfting  up 
moral  re-  ^^  ^^  Jfrivilcgcs  and  rights  of  the  CaHican  church  ;  and  thiil 
ygu"  a  rrfotation  of  the  brief  was  publiftied,  as  was  fuppofed,! 
by  ^efneU  under  the  title  of  A  Dialogue  upon  the  Decree  of\ 
Home  againft  the  New  Tejlament  ^Chalons,  vjtth  moral  Re-  \ 
jleSHons.    The  pope  endeavoured  to  intereft  the  Fretich  king 
in  the  afBir,  by  means  of  the  Jefuit  Tellier,  confeflbr  to  his 
snajefty ;  but,  whatever  inclination  Lewis  XIV.  had  to  fecond  ! 
the  pope's  dcfires,  the  time  and  circomftances  would  opt  then 
allow  hun  to  declare  himfelf,  as  he  had  already  too  many 
enemies  to  contend  with,  who  had  rejeftcd.with  difdain  the 
propofals  made  by  him  for  peace  (F).     Clement  likewife  omit- 
ted nothing  to  draw  the  French  bifliops  to  his  party ;  neverthc-

(?)  Pafimer  ^fnelvfti  born 
at  Paris  m  1634.  After  finifii- 
ing^iis  courfc  of  divinirir  in  the 
SerioMMtf  he  entered  into  the 
congregation  of  the  oratory, 
and  addiaed  himfelf  whoUy  to 
ccclefiaftical  iludies.  For  the 
nfe  of  his  brethren,  he  wrote 
fome  moral  refledtioDs  upon  the 
four  gofpels,  which  were  ap. 
proved  by  the  hxQiov  of  Chalons- 
fur-Marnei  who,  in  the  year 
1671,  reeommended  them  to  the 
nfe  of  his  diocefe.  ^tfneU 
about  ten  years  afterwards,  hav« 
ing  ofTended  Harlay^  archbiihop 
of  Paris^  by  his  attachment  to 
the  general  of  his  order,  W4s 
cbmmanded  to  leave  the  dio- 
cefe of  Paris.  He  retired  to 
Orleans  ;  but,  being  foon  after 
obliged  to  XtwiFrance^  he  went 
to  Brujels^  where  he  lived  nine 
years,  and  finiflied  his  moral 
refleftions  upon  thcNewTefta- 
ment;  which  work  was  publiAi- 
e4  in  ^%  year  1694.    After  it 


had  gone  through  feveral  edi<^ 
tions,  it  was  approved  by  car- 
dinal NoailleSf  who  being  bated 
by  the  Jefuits,  they,  in  the  year 
1698,  pubhfhed  a  libel,  ooder 
the  tide  of  the  Problesn^  agamft 
a  work  of  hjs,  in  which  they 
likewifie^  c^fured  many  propo- 
fition^  oi^uffneP^  book.  1  he 
Problem  was  ordered  to  be  burnt 
by  the  parliament  of  Paris^  and* 
feveral  pieces  appeared  in  jufli- 
fieation  of  the  moral  refie£dons« 
SinefneU  being  perfecuted  at 
Bruffels^  retired  in  1704  into 
Holland  i  however,  after  his  de^ 
parture  from  the  Spanyb  terri- 
tories,-a  fentence  was  publiihed 
againil  him  by  the  archbi(ho£i 
of  Mechlin,  and  his  enemies 
printed  feveral  treatifes  againft 
him,  under  the  tides  of  Father 
Quefnel  a  heretic^  Father  Qnef- 
uel  a  mover  of/edition.  At  Jaft, 
in  1 70S,  they  obtained  a.  decree 
of  the  popt,  condemning  his 
book(2).  • 
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lefs,  the  following  year  he  gave  ofience  to  Che  GaiUcan 
clergy,  by  two  briefs  which  he  pnbliflied  againft  their  pri-  , 
vileges.  Thefe  decrees  condemiied  a  treatife  v^fA^  origin  of 
the  regalia^  and  a  mandate  of  the  hi/hop  cf  St.  Pons ;  but 
they  were  not  written  in  the  ufual  form.  The  parliament  of 
Paris^  neverthdefs,  ordered  them  to  be  fupprefled,  and  oro- 
hibited  the  printing  and  felling  any  bulls  or  briefs  of^the 
court  of  Rmt^  under  the  penalty  of  3000  livres,  unlcft 
they  were  allowed  to  be  publifhed  by  the  king's  letters  pa* 
tent  regiftered  in  parliament ''.     . 

As  the  emperor  Jofeph  died  the  year  aft^,  and  his  brother  The  anh* 
the  archduke  Charles  fucceeded  him,  this  revolution  occa-  iuke 
iloned  a  great  alteration  in  the  fyftem  of  affairs,  and  gave  Charles 
hopes  that  a  general  peace  would  foon  be  concluded  ;  efpe-  eUaeiem^^ 
dally  as  the  queen  of  England  had  withdrawn  her  troops  ^'''^• 
from  Spdtiy  and  had  agreed  to  a  congre(s  at  Utrecht ;  and  the 
Dutch  began  to  be  apprchenfive  of  the  great  power  of  the 
new  emperor^  if  he  (hould  unite  the  Spani/b  dominions  to  the 
imperial  digi^y  and  the  Jufirian  hereditary  countries.
